ANNUAL     ADDRESS     OF    HON.     JOHN     B. 
HYNES,    MAYOR    OF    BOSTON. 

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Today  we  enter  upon  a  new  municipal  year. 

It  can  be,  and  I  am  hopeful  it  will  be,  a 
year  of  substantial  progress,  both  with  respect 
to  the  improvement  of  the  city  government's 
financial  position,  and  with  respect  to  the 
improvement  of  the  economic  standing  of  our 
city. 

Despite  a  tax  rate  which  is  forbiddingly 
high  because  of  obligations,  requirements,  and 
factors  over  which  the  city  government  can 
exert  but  little  control,  the  fiscal  situation  of 
our  municipality  is  not  as  precarious  as  might 
be  assumed.  On  the  contrary,  our  basic  finan- 
cial position  shows  improvement.  In  1958, 
actual  departmental  and  state  revenues  ex- 
ceeded estimates  by  more  than  $5,000,000,  and 
the  surplus  as  of  December  31,  1958,  is  in 
excess  of  $3,000,000.  This  surplus,  while  it 
cannot  be  used  as  an  appropriation  in  1959, 
is   a    reserve   against   uncollected   taxes. 

As  of  December  31,  1958,  we  have  no  short- 
term  debt  outstanding  for  the  first  time  in 
many,    many    years. 

The  city's  credit  is  good.  We  have  had 
no  difficulty  in  marketing  our  short-term  or 
long-term    securities. 

Tax  collections  of  current  year's  tax  levy 
are  approximately  95  per  cent  of  the  total 
levy,  and  prior  year's  levies  are  approximately 
96  per  cent  collected.  Our  tax  collection 
record  is  good  and  is  another  indication  of 
the    city's    basic    financial   soundness. 

Unquestionably,  however,  a  high  tax  rate 
bordering  on  the  confiscatory  is  a  deterrent 
to  the  economic  progress  of  the  city,  and  a 
direct  or  indirect  burden  on  the  taxpayers  and 
rent   payers    of    our   city. 

Almost  70  cents  of  every  dollar  the  City  of 
Boston  raises  to  meet  its  total  annual  require- 
ments comes  from  the  real  estate  owner,  the 
lessee,  or  the  rent  payer  as  the  case  may  be. 
In  any  event,  it  is  painfully  apparent  that 
the  economy  of  our  city  will  be  adversely 
affected  just  so  long  as  real  property  is  forced 
to  carry  70  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  local 
government. 

In  other  major  cities  of  our  country  less 
than  50  cents  comes  from  real  property  taxes. 
Consequently,  the  tax  rates  in  these  cities 
are  considerably  less  than  Boston's  tax  rate, 
and  this  condition  has  a  definite  bearing  on 
the  decision  of  private  capital  which  carefully 
surveys  the  tax  climate  of  a  city  before  making 
a    large    investment   in    that   city's    future. 

Now,  it  might  be  assumed,  and  often  is, 
that  more  efficient  and  more  economical 
methods  or  better  management  prevails  in 
cities  with  a  comparatively  low  rate.  From 
my  own  firsthand  knowledge  of  the  government 
of  other  cities,  I  can  and  do  state  most  em- 
phatically that  this  is  not  the  case.  In  any 
fair  and  enlightened  comparison  of  municipal 
operations,    Boston    will   not  suffer. 

The  reason  why  other  large  cities  enjoy  a 
much  lower  tax  rate  than  that  of  Boston,  and 
because  of  that  lower  rate,  enjoy  a  better 
competitive  position  than  does  Boston,  is 
simply  and  solely  because  these  other  muni- 
cipalities have  two  distinct  advantages  over 
our  city:  first,  they  do  not  have  the  costly 
appendages  to  their  local  governments,  such 
as  county  costs,  MDC  costs,  and  MTA  costs, 
nor  do  most  of  our  larger  cities  pay  the  full 
cost  of  hospital  facilities,  which  in  Boston 
represent  one  tenth  of  our  total  expenditures. 
Secondly,  these  other  cities,  in  every  instance, 
have  substantial  sources  of  income  not  avail- 
able to  Boston.  These  sources  include  revenues 
from    utilities    tax,    occupational    tax,     amuse- 
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ment  tax,  payroll  tax,  sales  tax,  and  other 
tax  sources  of  that  nature,  in  addition  to  the 
tax  on  real  property.  At  this  very  moment 
New  York  City,  in  order  to  avoid  an  increase 
in  the  real  estate  tax  is  seeking;  to  increase  the 
city    sales    tax   from   3    to   4    per   cent. 

I  do  not  think  I  need  dwell  upon  the  obvious 
reasons  why  the  tax  rates  in  most  of  the  local 
communities  in  our  Commonwealth  are  lower, 
at  least,  for  the  time  being,  than  Boston's  rate. 
Chiefly,   these   reasons   are   as   follows: 

Boston  is  a  metropolitan  city,  the  capital 
city,  and  as  such  is  required  to  furnish  a  type 
and  variety  of  services  uncommon  to  other 
cities  and  towns.  Boston  fares  poorly  in  the 
long-established  and  difficult-to-change  formu- 
lae for  distribution  of  State  income,  and  as- 
sessment  of   MDC    and    MTA    costs. 

Boston,  unlike  most  our  cities  and  towns, 
has  lost  rather  than  gained  in  taxable  income. 
Our  total  valuations  have  decreased  approxi- 
mately  $100,000,000   in   the  last  ten   years. 

Boston's  amount  of  tax-exempt  properties, 
which  has  now  reached  the  point  of  38  per 
cent,  is  much  greater  than  that  of  most  if  not 
all,   of   our   cities   and    towns. 

Boston  has  little  virgin  territory  for  new 
residential    or    commercial    developments. 

Be  that  as  it  may. 

Boston's  financial  situation  can  be  im- 
measurably strengthened  and  improved  and  our 
tax  rate  lowered  and  kept  within  control,  if 
it  were  to  receive  an  equitable  share  in  a 
state-wide  sales  tax  which,  it  seems  to  me, 
is  the  one  available  source  of  income  which 
can  reverse  the  climbing  tax  rates  in  our 
cities  and  towns,  and  provide  some  needed 
financial    help    to    the    Commonwealth    itself. 

There  are  those  who  wistfully,  albeit  sin- 
cerely, believe  that  there  would  be  no  need 
of  a  new  tax,  or  no  need  to  increase  the  real 
estate  tax,  if  local  government  would  institute 
economies   in   the  operation   of   its    affairs. 

With  inflation  affecting  and  increasing  the 
cost  of  all  municipal  services  and  activities, 
and  with  a  stealdy  shrinkage  in  real  property 
valuations,  Boston  is  caught  in  the  jaws  of  a 
relentless  vise.  Any  economies  sufficient  to 
offset  inflationary  costs  and  reduced  revenues 
would  be,  necessarily,  of  such  magnitude  as  to 
cause  a  severe  curtailment  in  essential  munic- 
ipal services.  For  humanitarian  and  other 
reasons,  this  should  not  happen.  Economies 
of  any  real  significance  would  not  only  involve 
the  abolition  of  many  hundreds  of  municipal 
jobs,  but  the  net  result  would  be  grossly  in- 
adequate services  in  those  fundamental  activi- 
ties whioh  a  municipality  is  organized  to  per- 
form. This  does  not  imply,  of  course,  that  we 
should  not  continually  strive  to  institute 
reasonable  and  sensible  economies  in  our  pro- 
cedures and  operations.  To  ignore  such  op- 
portunities would  be  in  defiance  of  our  sworn 
responsibilities. 

The  heavy  tax  load  on  real  estate  continues 
to  be  the  festering  sore  of  our  troubles.  It 
can  be  likened  to  a  deep,  impassable  pit  on 
the   roadway  to    economic   progress. 

When  the  pit  is  filled  and  the  load  on  real 
estate  lightened,  Boston  will  come  into  an 
age  of   second   flowering. 

Already  it  is  apparent  that  Boston's  recon- 
struction era  has  gone  beyond  the  stage  of 
hopeful    dreams — it    has    actually    begun. 

Visible  proof  of  this  can  be  seen  in  the 
completed  I.B.M.  Building  on  Boyls'ton  street; 
the  completed  Boston  Globe  Building  on  Mor- 
rissey  Boulevard;  the  partially  completed 
Liberty  Insurance  Company  Building  on  St. 
James  avenue;  the  new  Boston  Herald-Traveler 
Building  arising  within  the  New  York  Streets 
area;  the  new  Channel  5  TV  Building  on 
Morrissey  Boulevard  now  in  the  foundation 
stage;  the  new  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  Build- 
ing being  erected  on  Federal  street,  and  the 
large-scale  demolition  of  substandard  proper- 
ties in  the  West  End  preparatory  to  the  con- 
struction of  new  apartment  houses,  in  an 
entirely  new  and  fresh  environment,  as  de- 
signed by  one  of  our  nation's  outstanding 
architectural    organizations. 

These  are  not  all,  but  they  are  the  most 
prominent   visual   examples    of   our    entry    into 


a  period  of  extraordinary  redevelopment  and 
reconstruction. 

This  year,  initial  construction  will  be  started 
on  the  magnificent  Prudential  Center  which 
will  involve  an  investment  by  the  Prudential 
Insurance  Company  of  America,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  at  least  $100,000,000.  This  new  center 
of  startling  and  striking  beauty  and  utility 
will  be,  in  my  opinion,  the  milestone  marking 
Boston's  emergence  from  a  long  period  of 
rather  innocuous  containment  and  content- 
ment to  a  new  period  of  vigorous  and  vital 
reconstruction.  The  tremendous  investment 
to  be  made  in  Boston  by  the  Prudential  Com- 
pany is  hardheaded  but  eloquent  testimony  of 
the  faith  that  great  company  has  in  the  future 
of  Boston  and  the  Boston  community.  Un- 
doubtedly, the  Prudential  Center  will  be  the 
forerunner,  the  inspiration,  for  other  signifi- 
cant developments  which  will  occur  in  Boston 
in    the    near   future. 

To  meet  the  challenge  of  changing  times, 
Boston  does  not  intend  to  be  left  in  the  lurch, 
nor  does  it  intend  to  rely  on  one  development 
no  matter  how  large  and  breath-taking  it  may 
be.     One  swallow   does   not  make  a   summer. 

Through  our  redevelopment  program  we 
shall  give  impetus  to  Boston's  new  confidence 
in  the  future.  We  will  demolish  and  rebuild 
substandard  areas  within  our  city,  as  we  are 
now  doing  in  a  45^acre  area  in  the  West  End. 

We  are  now  planning  a  program  of  re- 
clamation and  rehabilitation  in  that  heavily- 
congested  area  between  Dudley  street  and 
Franklin  Park,  the  chief  objective  of  which 
will  be  to  preserve  this  area  from  obsolescence 
and  to  thereby  make  this  fine  old  residential 
section  acceptable  for  F.H.A.  mortgage  and 
improvement  loans.  Once  this  area  and  other 
similar  areas  are  cleared  of  the  eyesores  which 
have  such  a  contaminating  influence,  and 
which,  experience  proves,  mushroom  like  a 
fast-spreading  cancer,  investment  money  will 
flow  into  the  neighborhood,  residential  proper- 
ties will  be  repaired  and  refurbished,  and  liv- 
ing conditions  will  be  greatly  improved.  In 
the  furtherance  of  a  program  such  as  this, — 
salvaging  what  is  good  in  a  neighborhood,  and 
clearing  away  what  is  bad,  and  providing  new 
municipal  facilities  and  improvements, — we 
shall  be  performing  a  task  which  will  redound 
to  the  permanent  betterment  of  our  city, 
while  at  the  same  time  we  shall  make  far 
more  tolerable  the  living  conditions  of  many 
thousands    of   our   people. 

We  are  encouraging  the  present  lively  in- 
terest in  the  building  of  much-needed  middle- 
income  housing  in  our  city.  In  the  Whitney 
Street  section  of  Roxbury,  between  Huntington 
avenue  and  Tremont  street,  we  propose  to 
demolish  and  clear,  and  sell  the  land  so  cleared, 
to  a  privately-financed  nonprofit  group  which 
will  proceed  to  the  construction  of  some  800 
middle-income    apartments. 

This  can  be  done  with  no  net  cost  to  the 
city.  Even  though  construction  may  be  under 
the  limited  dividend  plan,  the  return  to  the 
city  will  more  tffan  meet  the  annual  cost  to 
the  city  for  providing  financial  aid  to  the 
project. 

We  shall  encourage,  and  aid,  other  housing 
developments  of  this  kind,  several  of  which 
are  now  in  the  exploration  or  initial  planning 
stage,  for  it  is  quite  evident  that  Boston  is 
still  a  most  attractive  place  in  which  to  live, 
provided  the  right  kind  of  accommodations  are 
made    available. 

We  shall  continue  to  demolish,  here  and 
there  in  our  city,  those  structures  which  have 
become  derelict  and  which  are  attractive 
nuisances  and  dangerous  hazards.  We  have 
already  demolished  approximately  1,500  of 
this  type  of  structure,  and  the  program  will 
continue  unabated  until  all  are  removed. 
Wherever  possible,  these  cleared  sites  will  be 
assembled  and  sold  for  commercial  or  residen- 
tial purposes,  depending  on  the  character  of 
the    neighborhood. 

The  Government  Center  which,  roughly,  will 
be  contained  in  that  area  running  from 
Pemberton  to  Scollay  to  Adams  to  Dock  to 
Haymarket  squares,  promises  to  be  one  of 
the    most    history-making    face    liftings    made 
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in  the  downtown  area  of  any  large  city  in 
our  country.  With  a  new  state  office  building, 
a  new  federal  office  building,  a  new  city  hall, 
with  appropriate  plazas  setting  off  a  new  street 
pattern,  and  with  sufficient  area  made  avail- 
ble  within  the  center  for  private  development, 
the  Government  Center  will  be  truly  symbolic 
of   the   Boston    of   tomorrow. 

Boston,  in  short,  has  set  its  sights  on  the 
reconstruction  of  our  city  so  that  it  will  be 
appealing  for  both  residential  and  business 
uses. 

To  accomplish  this  we  must  go  forward 
simultaneously  and  vigorously  on   many  fronts. 

We  must  make  reasonable  arrangements, 
tax-wise,  with  private  capital  willing  to  risk 
large  sums  of  money  in  new  construction 
within    our    city. 

We  must  be  willing  to  cooperate  with,  and 
aid,    developers    of    middle-income    housing. 

We  must,  on  whatever  scale  called  for,  go 
forward  with  despatch  on  plans  for  urban 
renewal    and    redevelopment. 

We  must  pursue  without  interruption  our 
program   of  slum   clearance   and  demolition. 

We  must  not  lag  in  our  neighborhood  re- 
habilitation activities,  nor  in  our  efforts  for 
systematic    code    enforcement. 

We  must  proceed  as  promptly  as  can  be  in 
the  construction  of  low-income  housing  for  the 
growing   number  of   elderly   in   our   city. 

These  are  some  of  the  means  and  weapons 
at  our  disposal  in  the  fight  that  must  be  waged 
to  improve  our  city.  We  must  take  the  fullest 
advantage  of  them.  Nothing  should  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  our  city.  Boston  must  not  be  an 
ineffectual,  impotent,  pathetic  bystander  in 
the   march   of   progress. 

Happily,  the  prognosis  is  favorable.  Among 
other  promising  portents  are  the  potentialities 
along  the  route  of  the  Fitzgerald  Highway  or 
Central    Artery. 

The  latest  adornment  to  the  Boston  sky  line 
is  the  new  and  beautiful  Travelers  Insurance 
Company  Building,  arising  on  the  edge  of 
the  Artery.  It  is  a  dramatic  example  of  the 
kind  of  construction  we  may  confidently  ex- 
pect in  the  South  Station-Atlantic  Avenue 
area  through  which  the  Artery  runs.  It  is, 
I  believe,  the  harbinger  of  other  substantial 
structures  to  be  built  in  the  shadow  of  the 
Artery. 

Not  for  many  years  has  thei-e  been  as  much 
interest  and  activity  in  construction  or  re- 
construction as  there  has  been  during  the  past 
twelve  months.  During  this  period  building 
permits  have  increased  by  25  per  cent.  There 
is  an  insistent,  growing  demand  for  suitable 
sites  for  privately-sponsored  housing  develop- 
ment and  for  commercial  and  industrial  enter- 
prises. Extraordinary  interest  is  being  dis- 
played in  new  apartment  house  construction 
in  the  Commonwealth  Avenue-Beacon  Street 
area,  reflecting  the  desire  of  increasing  num- 
bers of  people  to  reside  in  modern  apartments 
close  to  the  varied  attractions  which  can  only 
be  found    within   the  city. 

W:th  additional  income  to  control  the  up- 
surge of  the  tax  rate,  Boston's  incipient  or 
minor  building  boom  could  undoubtedly  grow 
into  a  reconstruction  cycle,  such  as  our  city 
has  never  before  experienced. 

I  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
who  realize  that  a  sound,  healthy,  progressive 
capital  city  is  essential  if  we  are  to  have  a 
sound,  healthy,  progressive  Commonwealth,  to 
provide  the  income  which  will  open  the  flood- 
gates to  an  era  of  unprecedented  reconstruc- 
tion and  all  the  consequential  benefits  which 
will  flow  therefrom  to  all  of  the  citizens  of 
our    city    and   our    Commonwealth. 

A  new  and  more  prosperous  Boston  is  not 
a  mirage.  It  is  within  reach.  It  will  not 
come  with  a  self-propelled  irresistible  rush 
even  though  new  revenues  are  made  available. 
There  must  be  much  work,  much  effort  and 
much  cooperation  on  many  sides.  Urban  areas 
throughout  our  country,  Boston  included,  could 
he,  but  do  not  intend  to  be,  passive  victims 
of  the  forces  of  change  and  decentralization. 
We  must,  and  we  will,  cut  our  cloth  to  the 
new   pattern. 

Our  big  urban  centers  will,  I  am  sure,  not 
merely    survive   this    period    of    transition,    but 


will  be  stronger  and  more  self-reliant  than  ever 
before. 

Boston  will  be  a  better  city  in  the  future 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past,  but  only  if  we 
are  willing  to  wQrk  diligently  and  assiduously 
to  make  it  so:  only  if  we  are  provided  the 
proper  tools  with  which  to  forge  our  way: 
and  only  if  optimism  and  confidence  on  the 
part  of  influential  elements  in  our  city  prevail 
over  pessimism  and  doubt. 

I  can  assure  our  citizens  that  the  city 
administration, — its  Mayor,  its  City  Council, 
its  officials  and  its  employees,  will  not  be 
found  wanting.  We  will  be  proudly  willing  to 
take  part,  to  cooperate,  to  give  leadership  in 
the  resurgence  and  reconstruction  of  Boston 
so  that  our  city  may  be,  as  it  should  be,  the 
kind  of  city  where  business  can  flourish  and 
grow,  and  where  our  citizens  may  find  ample 
opportunity  in  employment,  and  decent  quar- 
ters and  surroundings  in  which  to  live. 

To  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and 
School  Committee,  I  extend  my  gratitude  for 
your  individual  and  collective  devotion  to  duty. 
I  appeal  to  each  of  you,  individually  and  col- 
lectively, for  your  continued  cooperation  in 
all  those  matters  which  are  for  the  good  of 
our   city,   and   all   of   its   people. 

May  the  year  1959  be  recorded  by  future 
historians    as    the   year    of    Boston's    rebirth. 

May  the  God  of  all  be  with  us  always,  as 
He  was  with  our  fathers.  May  He  guide, 
protect,   and   inspire  us   in  all  our  endeavors. 

Chairman  WHITE— Mr.  Mayor  I  want  to 
thank  you  in  the  name  of  the  City  Council 
for  your  very  cordial  message  and  wise  state- 
ment here  this  morning.  Thank  you,  Mr.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    FIRE    AND 
POLICE    DEPARTMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  5,  1959. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  3A  of  the  City 
Charter,  city  and  county  officers  who  are  authorized 
to  make  expenditures  in  the  period  after  the  ex- 
piration of  any  fiscal  year  and  before  the  regular 
appropriations  have  been  made  by  the  City 
Council  are  restricted  in  inclining  liabilities  during 
such  interval  for  regular  employees  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  in  any  one  month  the  average 
monthly  expenditure  of  the  last  three  months  of 
the  preceding  fiscal  year.  This  limitation  would 
make  it  impossible  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
chapter  411  of  the  Acts  of  1958  as  adopted  by  the 
electorate.  Since  it  has  been  my  policy  to  com- 
pensate the  uniformed  members  of  the  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  at  the  same  salary  scale,  I  am 
also  adjusting  the  salary  schedule  of  the  Police 
Department  to  place  them  on  an  equal  basis  with 
the  Fire  Department. 

In  order  to  make  the  proposed  increases  effective 
as  of  January  7,  1959,  I  am  forwarding  herewith  an 
order  appropriating  84,305,000  which  it  is  estimated 
will  provide  for  the  Personal  Service  requirements 
of  the  Fire  and  Police  Department  adjustments 
for  the  fiscal  year  1959.  In  order  that  there  be  no 
delay  in  payment  of  the  current  pay  rolls  of  these 
departments,  I  recommend  immediate  consider- 
ation and  adoption  of  this  order  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

Dear  Sir: 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during  the 
fiscal  year  1959,  it  is  necessary  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  at  its  first  meeting  in  the  new  year 
an  order  authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed  during 
the  year  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of 
revenue  receipts.  This  method  of  financing  is 
made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  under  the  Massa- 
chusetts municipal  tax  calendar  the  major  portion 
of  the  city's  revenue  receipts  is  received  late  in  the 
year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1959  in  antici- 
pation of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans  which 
would  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  total  tax 
levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1958  together  with  the  cor- 
poration and  income  tax  received  from  the  Com- 
monwealth during  the  financial  year  1958.  This 
would  total  $149,236,479.68. 

In  1958  a  total  of  $85,000,000  was  authorized  by 
the  City  Council  and  approved  by  you;  $65,000,000 
in  January  and  $20,000,000  in  September,  which 
authorization  was  necessary  because  of  the  delay 
in  sending  out  tax  bills.  During  the  year  it  was 
necessary  to  issue  $80,000,000.  Thirty-five  million 
dollars  was  issued  under  the  Funding  Loan  Act  of 
1957  making  unnecessary  the  issuance  of  short- 
term  debt  to  that  extent.

This  is  in  answer  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
Boston  City  Council  on  December  12,  1958. 

It  is  felt  that  the  present  Building  Code  with 
amendments  now  in  preparation  by  several  com- 
mittees, which  amendments  must  have  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council,  will  adequately  reflect 
the  latest  in  building  construction  safety.  This 
department,  consequently,  has  no  specific  recom- 
mendations for  new  legislation  in  this  respect. 

It  is  desirable,  however,  to  fix  greater  responsi- 
bility for  the  maintenance  of  buildings  and  to  this 
end  a  proposal  for  registered  property  owners  has 
already  been  introduced  into  the  Legislature.  This 
should  facilitate  the  preparation  of  court  cases 
against  propeity  owners  who  violate  the  law. 

The  Electrical  Code  of  the  City  of  Boston  follows 
the  National  Code.  It  is  in  fact  in  some  respects 
more  severe  than  that  code.  We  feel,  therefore, 
that  no  changes  are  necessary  at  this  time.

In  reply  to  request  of  the  City  Council  for 
information  concerning  deficiencies  in  present 
statutes,  ordinances,  and  regulations  bearing 
upon  fire  safety  in  Boston  which  should  be 
rectified  by  legislation,  I  wish  to  state  that 
the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  has  no  con- 
trol over  building  code  or  fire  regulations. 

It  is  a  quasi  judicial  body  invested  only 
with  the  power  to  change  zoning  boundaries 
and  review  Board  of  Appeal  height  variances. 
No  provisos  or  conditions  can  be  attached 
to  decisions.  Though  the  Board  is  concerned 
in  its  decisions  with  safety  from  fire,  panic, 
or  other  dangers,  it  is  only  in  the  general 
sense  of  proper  land  use,  height,  bulk  and 
density. 

In  behalf  of  the  new  Zoning  Commission  I 
can  report  that  in  its  review  of  the  proposed 
zoning  code  the  matter  of  fire  safety  provisions 
will  be  considered.  It  is  our  understanding 
that  this  matter  has  been  investigated  by  the 
authors  of  the  code  and  that  restrictions  have 
been  placed  on  the  storage  of  gas  and  flam- 
mable materials  which  are  much  more  specific 
and  restrictive  than  in  the  existing  zoning 
law.  New  requirements  for  open  space,  al- 
lowable densities  and  bulk  are  also  much 
more  restricted.  Allowed  uses,  particularly 
in  business  and  industrial  zones,  are  much 
more  segregated  than  formerly  in  regard  to 
safety  as  well  as  nuisance  factors.

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BOSTON   FIRE   PREVENTION   CODE 

Article  1 — General  Provisions 
Section  1.01— Title 

This  Act  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code. 
Section  1.02 — Definitions 

In  this  Code  the  following  words,  unless  a  dif- 
ferent meaning  is  required  by  the  context  or  is 
specifically  prescribed,  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(a)  "Arson  Squad",  uniformed  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Assistant  Chief  of  Department  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating  all  multiple  alarm  fires 
and  fires  or  explosions  reported  as  of  suspicious, 
unknown  or  undetermined  origin,  and  fires  or 
explosions  where  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  persons 
occurred  as  a  result  of  fire  or  explosion. 

(b)  "Assistant  Chief",  the  Assistant  Chief  of 
the  Boston  Fire  Department  in  charge  of  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  within  the  Boston 
Fire  Department. 

(c)  "Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations", 
the  board  established  under  Section  14  of  Chap- 
ter 22  of  the  General  Laws. 

(d)  "Committee  on  Licenses",  the  Committee 
on  Licenses  of  the  Public  Safety  Commission  in 
the  Building  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(e)  "  Deputy  Commander",  the  senior  Deputy 
Fire  Chief  in  each  Fire-Fighting  Division  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department. 
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({)   "Head  of  the  Fire  Department",  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department. 
Any  authority  conferred  upon  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  under  this  Code  may  be  dele- 
gated to  such  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
as  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  designate: 
(g)  "Person",  any  person,  firm  corporation, 
partnership,  association  or  society. 

(h)  "License",  permission  granted  by  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  to  keep,  store,  use,  manu- 
facture or  sell  at  specified  locations  materials 
which  produce  conditions  hazardous  to  life  or 
property. 
Section  1.03 — Organisation 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  an  executive 
bureau  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  Prevention. 

(b)  Said  bureau  shall  be  in  charge  of  an  Assistant 
Chief  of  Department,  who  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Fire  Commissioner. 

(c)  The  said  Assistant  Chief  of  Department  shall 
be  designated  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  from  an 
eligible  promotional  list  for  that  grade  established 
by  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  of  the  Common- 
wealth, in  accordance  with  Chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  and  regulations  established  there- 
under. ,  ■ 

(d)  The  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  shall  be 
comprised  of  such  personnel,  both  uniformed  and 
civilian,  as  the  Assistant  Chief,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  deems  necessary  for  the 
proper  operation  of  said  bureau. 

Section  1.04 — Duties  of  Assistant  Chief 

(a)  The  Assistant  Chief  of  Department  in  charge 
of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention,  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  Assistant  Chief,  shall,  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
law,  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Prevention  Regulations,  and  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Code. 

(b)  The  Assistant  Chief  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  pass  upon  any  question  arising  under 
the  fire  regulations  of  this  Code  subject  to  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  to  the  conditions,  modifications 
and  limitations  contained  herein,  and  as  may  be 
conferred  from  time  to  time  by  law  or  ordinance. 

(c)  The  Assistant  Chief  shall,  make  or  cause  to 
be  made,  inspections  with  sufficient  frequency  to 
secure  efficient  supervision  of  all  buildings,  struc- 
tures, or  places  used  either  for  manufacturing  or 
commercial  purposes,  or  occupied  or  frequented 
by  large  numbers  of  people,  and  of  all  school 
buildings,  public  and  private  halls,  institutional 
buildings,  theaters,  multiple  dwellings,  also  places 
of  assembly,  ships  or  vessels,  dock,  wharves,  piers, 
open  air  parking  spaces,  also  all  places  of  amuse- 
ment, recreation  or  employment  to  determine  the 
safety  of  the  occupants  of  such  buildings,  struc- 
tures, or  places  in  the  event  of  fire,  panic  or  acci- 
dent; to  examine  the  working  order  of  all  exit 
doors,  fire  escapes,  fire-fighting  appliances,  the 
condition  and  maintenance  of  exits,  corridors, 
stairways,  fire  escapes  and  their  approach  with 
regard  to  obstructions;  the  disposition,  the  quan- 
tity, arrangement  and  protection  of  stock,  com- 
bustible material  and  proper  disposal  of  waste 
material;  heating  devices  and  ovens,  flammable 
liquids  and  explosives  with  regard  to  safety  from 
fire;  the  protection  of  hazardous  machinery  and 
appliances,  and  to  ascertain  whether  the  fire 
regulations  of  this  Code  are  being  efficiently 
carried  out. 

(d)  The  Assistant  Chief  shall  make  or  cuase  to 
be  made  an  inspection  of  any  building,  structure  or 
place  within  a  reasonable  time  after  any  person 
complains  that  any  fire  regulation  of  this  Code  is 
being  violated,  or  that  combustible  materials  are 
kept  in  any  building,  structure  or  place  in  any 
insecure  manner,  or  that  doors,  stairways,  corridors, 
exits  or  fire  escaptes  in  any  factory,  workshop  or 
place  of  employment,  amusement,  education  or 
recreation  are  obstructed  or  are  in  an  unsafe 
condition,  or  that  any  exit  door  or  exit  is  kept 
locked  or  fastened  during  the  time  such  places 
are  occupied  or  frequented  by  employees  or  by 
the  public,  or  that  any  building,  structure  or  place 
is  occupied  or  crowded  beyond  capacity  of  its 
exits,  or  that  the  heating  apparatus,  appliances,  or 
devices  in  any  building  or  structure  are  insecure 
or  dangerous,  or  that  any  building,  structure  or 


place  is  being  maintained  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  be  a  fire  menace  or  dangerous  in  case  of  fire, 
panic  or  accident.  If  any  of  the  above  conditions 
are  found  to  exist,  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner, 
lessee,  occupant  or  person  in  control  of  such 
building,  structure  or  place  to  remedy  such  con- 
dition. 

(e)  Whenever  the  maintenance,  operation  or 
use  of  any  land,  building,  structure,  material  or 
other  object,  or  any  part  thereof,  constitutes  a  fire 
hazard  which  is  dangerous  or  unsafe  or  a  menace 
to  the  public  safety,  and  the  action  taken  to  elimi- 
nate such  dangerous  or  unsafe  condition  or  condi- 
tions which  creates  or  tends  to  create  the  same  is 
not  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Fire  Preven- 
tion Code,  the  Assistant  Chief  in  Charge  of  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  take  such  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  eliminate  such  dangerous  or  unsafe 
condition  or  conditions. 
Section  1 .  05 — Investigation  of  Fire 

The  District  Chief  of  the  fire  district  in  which  a 
fire  or  explosion  occurs  shall  investigate  the  cause, 
origin  and  circumstances  of  every  fire  or  explosion 
occurring  in  the  City  of  Boston,  involving  loss  of 
life,  injury  to  person  or  by  which  property  has 
been  destroyed  or  damaged,  and  so  far  as  possible, 
shall  determine  whether  the  fire  or  explosion  was 
due  to  carelessness  or  design.  Such  investigation 
shall  begin  immediately  upon  the  control  of  the 
fire  by  the  Fire  Department,  and  if  it  appears  that 
the  fire  oi  explosion  is  of  suspicious  origin,  or  is  the 
result  of  a  violation  of  law,  or  if  the  cause  cannot 
be  determined,  the  District  Chief  shall  take  charge 
of  all  physical  evidence  and  shall  immediately 
notify  the  Arson  Squad,  who  shall  in  turn  notify 
the  State  Fire  Marshal.  The  District  Chief  shall, 
within  48  hours,  report  in  writing  all  other  fires  or 
explosions  by  which  a  loss  is  sustained  to  the 
Assistant  Chief  and  to  the  State  Fire  Marshal.  A 
record  of  all  fires  or  explosions  occurring  in  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  be  kept  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  such  records  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection. 
Section  1 .  06 — Investigation  of  Suspicious  Fires 

The  Assistant  Chief  or  the  Arson  Squad  of  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  shall  investigate  the 
circumstances  of  all  fires  or  explosions  of  suspi- 
cious or  undetermined  origin  of  which  they  have 
notice,  and  may  investigate  the  circumstances  of 
any  fire  or  explosion  occurring  anywhere  within 
the  City  of  Boston.  For  such  purposes  the  Assist- 
ant Chief,  or  some  person  designated  by  him,  may 
summon  and  examine  on  oath,  administered  by  the 
Assistant  Chief  or  such  person  so  designated,  any 
person  supposed  to  know  or  having  means  of 
knowing  any  material  facts  touching  the  subject 
of  investigation.  Such  witnesses  may  be  kept 
apart  and  examined  separately,  and  such  examina- 
tion shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  false  testi- 
mony therein  shall  be  perjury.  Any  justice  of  a 
District  Court  or  of  the  Superior  Court,  upon 
application  of  the  Assistant  Chief,  or  person  so 
designated,  may  compel  the  attendance  of  such 
witnesses  and  the  giving  of  such  testimony  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  before 
said  court.  If,  upon  such  investigation,  the  Assist- 
ant Chief,  or  person  so  designated,  believes  that 
the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  charge  any  person 
with  crime,  he  shall  make  a  complaint  therefor, 
and  shall  furnish  the  proper  officers  with  the  evi- 
dence and  names  of  witnesses  obtained  by  him. 
The  Assistant  Chief  shall,  when  required,  report 
to  the  State  Fire  Marshal  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Insurance  his  proceedings  and  the  progress  of 
prosecutions  instituted  hereunder. 
Section  1.07 — License  for  Hazardous  Materials 
and  Operations 

No  building  or  other  structure  shall  be  used  for 
the  keeping,  storage,  use,  sale  or  manufacture  of 
flammable,  combustible,  or  explosive  fluids,  solids 
or  gases,  or  any  substance  having  such  properties 
that  it  may  spontaneously  or  acting  under  the  in- 
fluence of  any  contiguous  substance  or  any  chemi- 
cal or  physical  agency,  ignite  or  inflame  or  generate 
flammable  or  explosive  vapors  or  gases  to  a  danger- 
ous extent,  or  any  substance  which  may  contribute 
fuel  to  a  fire  or  to  increase  the  intensity  or  spread 
of  fire,  unless  the  Committee  on  Licenses  shall 
have  granted  a  license  to  use  the  land  on  which 
such  building  or  other  structure  is  or  is  to  be 
situated  for  the  aforementioned  uses,  after  a  pub- 
lic hearing,  notice  of  the  time  and  placo  of  which 
hearing  shall  havo  been  given,  at  the  expense  of 
the  applicant,  by  tho  clerk  of  the  Committee  on 
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Licenses,  by  publication,  not  less  than  seven  days 
prior  thereto,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
English  language  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  also 
by  the  applicant  by  registered  mail,  not  less  than 
seven  days  prior  to  such  hearing,  to  all  owners  of 
Real  Estate  abutting  on  said  land  or  directly  oppo- 
site said  land  on  any  public  or  private  street  as 
they  appear  on  the  most  recent  local  tax  list  at  the 
time  the  application  for  such  license  is  filed,  and 
unless  the  application  for  such  license  shall  have 
endorsed  thereon  the  certificate  of  approval  or  dis- 
approval of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 
The  application  for  such  license  shall  itemize  the 
various  substances  and  the  amounts  thereof.  The 
application  for  such  license  shall  be  accompanied 
by  plans  and  specifications,  in  duplicate,  showing 
location  and  amounts  of  substances,  fire  protection 
proposed,  lot  lines  of  proposed  licensed  land  and 
lot  lines  of  Real  Estate  abutting  on  said  land,  one 
copy  of  which  shall  be  retained  ty  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  the  other  copy  retained  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  licenses. 

Substance  found  on  land  licensed  hereunder 
which  are  of  a  combustible  or  explosive  nature  or 
are  hazardous  to  life  or  property  and  which  are  not 
specified  on  said  license  may  be  ordered  removed 
immediately  by  the  Fire  or  Police  Department. 
Such  license  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  and  the  Registry  of  Deeds, 
and  it  shall,  from  the  time  of  the  granting  thereof 
by  the  Licensing  authority,  be  deemed  a  grant 
attaching  to  the  land  described  therein  and  as  an 
incident  of  ownership  thereof  running  with  the 
land  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  merely  a  per- 
sonal privilege.  Any  license  granted  hereunder 
shall  remain  in  force  unless  and  until  revoked  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Any  such  license  granted 
hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  and 
restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  license  by 
the  Committee  on  Licenses,  which  may  include 
a  condition  that  the  license  be  exercised  to  such 
extent  and  within  such  period  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  Committee  on  Licenses. 

Flammable  liquids  when  in  any  motor  vehicle 
which  is  in  a  building  or  other  structure,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  kept  in  such  building  or  other  struc- 
ture within  the  meaning  of  this  section;  provided, 
that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  building  in 
existence  on  July  1,  1911,  in  which  not  more  than 
two  automobiles  or  motor  vehicles  are  kept,  if  such 
building  or  part  thereof  is  not  used  either  for 
human  habitation  or  for  holding  gatherings  of 
more  than  twenty  persons,  or  for  giving  entertain- 
ments, instruction  or  employment  to  more  than 
that  number,  or  to  any  private  garage  not  in  exist- 
ence on  said  July  first  which  is  an  appurtenance  to 
a  dwelling  and  in  which  not  more  than  three 
automobiles  or  motor  vehicles  are  kept. 

A  license  for  the  keeping,  storage,  use,  sale  or 
manufacture  of  any  of  the  articles  named  in  this 
section  shall  not  be  required  in  amounts  not  ex- 
ceeding those  prescribed  by  regulation  by  the 
State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations,  but 
a  permit  from  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  for 
such  limited  amounts  and  to  perform  any  business, 
act,  process  or  operation  which  may  constitute  a 
fire  hazard  shall  be  required. 
Section  1 .  08 — Certificate  of  Registration 

The  owner  or  occupant  of  said  land  licensed  as 
herein  provided  in  section  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  April  thirtieth,  file  with  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
Prevention,  a  certificate  of  registration  setting  forth 
the  name  and  address  of  the  holder  of  such  license. 
No  certificate  of  registration  shall  be  required  for 
any  building  used  as  a  garage  for  storing  not  more 
than  three  vehicles,  provided  such  building  is  not 
used  as  a  repair  shop,  lubritorium  or  service  station 
or  similar  garage  used  by  the  general  public. 
Section  1 .  09 — Revocation  of  License 

Any  license  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes may  be  revoked  for  cause,  after  notice  and 
hearing  given  to  such  owner  or  occupant,  by  the 
Committee  on  Licenses,  and  the  manufacture, 
storage,  keeping  for  sale  or  selling  of  the  materials 
specified  in  the  license  may  be  halted  immediately 
by  the  Fire  Department  if  such  licensed  business 
becomes  in  any  way  an  extreme  fire  hazard  or  a 
menace  to  public  safety,  pending  such  hearing. 
Section  1.10 — Replacement  and  Alteration  in  Con- 
struction 
Any  building  or  structure  erected  or  maintained 
under  any  license  granted  by  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  shall  always  be  subject  to  such  replace- 
ments and  alterations  in  construction  and  to  such 


regulations  of  its  use  in  respect  to  protection 
against  fire  or  explosion  as  the  Committee  on 
licenses  or  the  Fire  Department  may  prescribe. 
Section  1. 11 — Right  of  Aggrieved  Persons — License 
Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  granting  of  a 
license  by  the  Committee  on  Licenses  on  the 
ground  that  the  exercise  thereof  would  constitute 
a  fire  or  explosion  hazard  may,  within  ten  days 
after  the  granting  thereof,  appeal  to  the  State  Fire 
Marshal  who,  after  notice  and  hearing,  shall 
finally  determine  whether  such  a  hazard  would 
result.  If,  in  his  opinion,  such  a  hazard  would 
result,  he  shall  notify  the  Committee  on  Licenses, 
and  such  notice  when  received  by  such  Committee 
shall  constitute  a  revocation  of  such  license  and 
no  further  license  for  the  same  or  similar  use  of  the 
same  land  shall  be  granted  within  one  year  after 
receipt  by  such  Committee  of  such  notice. 
Section  1. 12 — Permits 

(a)  A  permit  shall  constitute  permission  to  keep 
or  store  in  limited  quantities,  or  use,  sell  or  manu- 
facture flammable,  combustible  or  explosive  fluids, 
solids  or  gases,  or  any  substance  having  such 
properties  that  it  may  spontaneously,  or  acting 
under  the  influence  of  any  contiguous  substance, 
or  of  any  chemical  or  physical  agency,  ignite,  or 
inflame  or  generate  flammable  or  explosive  vapors 
or  gases  to  a  dangerous  extent,  or  any  substance 
which  may  contribute  fuel  to  a  fire  or  to  increase 
the  intensity  or  spread  of  fire,  or  to  perform  any 
business,  act,  process  or  operation  which  may 
constitute  a  fire  hazard. 

(b)  Before  a  permit  is  issued,  the  Assistant 
Chief,  or  such  members  of  the  Fire  Department  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, shall  inspect  and  approve  the  storage  in- 
stallations, receptacles,  buildings  or  places  that 
such  substances  are  kept,  stored,  used,  sold  or 
manufactured,  or  in  which  a  hazardous  business, 
act,  process  or  operation  is  to  be  performed;  and, 
unless  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Code,  shall 
prescribe  the  safeguards  and  other  conditions 
which  must  be  provided. 

(c)  All  applications  for  a  permit  required  by 
this  Code  shall  be  made  to  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Pre- 
vention in  such  form  and  detail  as  it  shall  prescribe. 

(d)  Permits  shall  at  all  times  be  posted  on  the 
premises  designated  therein,  and  shall  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  Fire 
Department  authorized  to  inspect  buildings  or 
other  premises. 

(e)  One  permit  only  shall  be  required  by  estab- 
lishments dealing  in,  or  using,  two  or  more  of  the 
substances  referred  to  in  subparagraph  (a)  of  this 
section  to  be  kept  in  the  establishment  at  any  one 
time,  provided  each  of  the  substances  is  listed 
and  the  amount  specified,  and  further  provided 
the  individual  quantities  of  each  substance  or  the 
aggregate  quantity  does  not  exceed  the  amount 
authorized  under  a  permit.  Where  a  permit  is 
required  for  the  use  of  any  occupancy  such  storage 
shall  be  included  in  the  permit. 

(f)  The  maximum  amount  of  substances  re- 
ferred to  in  subparagraph  (a)  of  this  section  au- 
thorized under  a  permit  shall  be  such  amounts  as 
prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention 
Regulations,  under  Rule  3  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  Governing  the  Keeping,  Storage, 
Manufacture,  or  Sale,  in  Limited  Quantities  of 
Flammable  Fluids,  Solids  or  Gases,  FPR-13,  to 
wit: 

Rule  3.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  13,  Chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
board  hereby  prescribes  not  exceeding  the  following 
amounts  of  flammable  fluids,  solids  or  gases  that 
may  be  kept  without  a  license  or  registration,  or 
either  of  them,  provided  a  permit  has  been  ob- 
tained therefore,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for: 

Class  A  fluids 156  gals. 

Class  B  fluids 500  gals. 

Class  C  fluids 1,000  gals. 

Flammable  solids .  .  .  . 100  lbs. 

Flammable  gases  (within  a  build- 
ing)      3,000  cu.  ft. 

Flammable     gases     (outside     a 

building) 10,000  cu.  ft. 

The  permit  for  any  Class  A,  B  or  C  fluid  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Head  of  the^  Fire  Department, 
provided  by  Sections  10A  and  23  of  Chapter  148  of 
as  the  General  Laws. 

No  permit  will  be  requiredfor  the  keeping  or 
storage  of  any  flammable  fluid,  solid  or  gas,  in 
amounts  not  exceeding  those  specified  in  the  table, 
in  any  building  or  other  structure  used  as  a  whole- 
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sale  or  retail  drug  establishment,  chemical  labora- 
tory, doctor's  or  dentist's  office,  or  other  similar 
approved  professional  establishment,  provided  that 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  only  to 
the  keeping  and  storing  of  such  articles  approved 
as  appurtenances  and  essential  to  the  professional 
conduct  of  the  business  with  which  they  are  kept 
or  stored. 
Section  1. 13 — Revocation  of  Permit 

The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  revoke  a 
permit  issued  if  any  violation  of  this  Code  is  found 
upon  inspection  or  in  case  there  has  been  any  false 
statement  or  misrepresentation  as  to  a  material 
fact  in  the  application  on  which  the  permit  was 
based. 
Section  1.14 — Fees 

The  fee  for  licenses,  certificates  of  registration 
and  permits  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Preven- 
tion shall  be  such  amount  as  may  be  established 
from  time  to  time  by  ordinance,  provided  that  the 
fee  for  certificates  of  registration  shall  be  not  more 
than  one  half  of  the  amount  of  the  fee  for  such  a 
license. 
Section  1 .  15 — Failure  to  Secure  a  Permit 

Any  person  required  to  apply  for  a  permit  under 
any  provisions  of  this  Code,  who  fails  to  make  such 
application,  or  who  performs  any  act  requiring  a 
permit  after  the  permit  has  been  denied,  or  after 
revocation  of  a  permit,  or  fails  to  file  a  certificate 
of  registration  as  required  by  Section  13,  Chap- 
ter 148  of  the  General  Laws  and  to  pay  such  fee  as 
may  be  established  by  ordinance  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month,  or 
both. 
Section  1 .  16 — Right  of  Aggrieved  Person — Permit 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  granting  of  a  per- 
mit by  the  Fire  Department  on  the  ground  that  the 
exercise  thereof  would  constitute  a  fire  or  explosion 
hazard  may,  within  ten  days  after  the  granting 
thereof,  appeal  to  the  State  Fire  Marshal  who, 
after  notice  and  hearing,  shall  finally  determine 
whether  such  a  hazard  would  result.  If,  in  his 
opinion,  such  a  hazard  would  result,  he  shall  notify 
the  Assistant  Chief,  and  such  notice  when  received 
by  the  Chief  shall  constitute  a  revocation  of  such 
permit  and  no  further  permit  for  the  same  or 
similar  use  at  the  same  location  shall  be  granted 
within  one  year  after  receipt  by  the  Chief  of  such 
notice. 
Section  1 .  17 — Approval  of  License  Applications 

(a)  Before  a  license  application  is  approved,  the 
Assistant  Chief,  or  such  members  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment as  may  be  designated  by  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department,  shall  inspect  and  approve  the 
storage  installations,  receptacles,  buildings  or 
storage  places  to  be  used  under  such  license,  and 
when  warranted  list  the  conditions  under  which 
the  license  may  be  approved  where  there  are  neces- 
sary steps  to  be  taken  to  prevent  or  minimize  the 
possibility  of  fire  or  explosion  at  such  location. 
One  of  the  conditions  may  include  adequate  fire 
protection. 

(b)  When  a  license  is  granted  by  the  Committee 
on  Licenses  after  disapproval  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, a  report  of  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  by 
the  clerk  of  said  Committee. 

(c)  Licenses  and  certificates  of  registration  shall 
at  all  times  be  posted  on  the  premises  designated 
therein,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  inspec- 
tion by  any  member  of  the  Fire  Department  au- 
thorized to  inspect  buildings  or  other  premises. 

(d)  In  such  cases  where  the  amount  of  flamma- 
ble, combustible  or  explosive  fluids,  solids  or  gases 
or  other  substances  specified  in  sub-section  (a)  are 
in  such  quantity  as  to  exceed  that  authorized 
under  a  permit  and  are,  therefore,  authorized 
under  a  license,  a  permit  shall  be  required  to  per- 
form any  business,  act,  process  or  operation  which 
may  constitute  a  fire  or  explosion  hazard. 
Section  1 .  18 — Determination  of  Flammabilitu 

(a)  Any  substance  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  Prevention  for  determination  as  to  flamma- 
bility or  composition  shall  be  tested  by  the  Bureau 
Chemist  who  shall,  in  writing,  report  his  analysis 
and  findings  to  the  Assistant  Chief  and  to  the 
person  submitting  the  sample  thereof. 

(b)  When  a  question  arises  as  to  whether  a 
substance  is  subject  to  Sections  106(a)  or  111(a), 
the  decision  of  the  Assistant  Chief  based  on  the 
report  of  the  analysis  and  finding  of  the  Bureau 
Chemist  shall  prevail. 

Section  1 .  19 — Right  to  Inspect 

The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Assist- 
ant Chief,  or  any  member  of  the  Fire  Department 
to  whom  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may 
delegate  his  authority,   may,  in  the  performance 


of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  Code,  or  in  the  fur- 
therance of  the  purpose  of  any  provision  of  any 
law,  ordinance  or  by-law  relating  to  the  subject 
matter  of  this  Code,  or  of  any  rule  or  regulation  of 
the  State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations, 
or  any  order  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal  or  Head  of 
the  Fire  Department,  enter  any  building,  including 
individual  apartments  or  other  premises  including 
alleys,  yards  and  driveways  adjacent  thereto  or 
any  ship  or  vessel,  to  make  inspection  or  investiga- 
tion, without  being  held  or  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
trespass. 
Section  1 .  20 — Existence  of  Hazardous  Conditions 

The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may,  and 
upon  complaint  of  a  person  having  an  interest  in 
any  building  or  premises  or  property  adjacent 
thereto,  shall  enter  into  buildings  including  indi- 
vidual apartments,  and  upon  premises  including 
alleys,  yards  and  driveways  adjacent  thereto,  and 
make  an  investigation  as  to  the  existence  of  con- 
ditions or  materials  likely  to  cause  fire  or  explosion, 
or  which  are  conducive  to  fire  or  explosion  or  which 
are  likely  to  increase  the  intensity  or  spread  of  fire. 
When  such  conditions  are  found,  such  officer  or 
persons  shall  issue  a  Fire  Department  Abatement 
Order  to  remove  or  remedy  such  conditions.  Such 
order  shall  be  served  upon  the  owner,  occupant  or 
his  authorized  agent  responsible  for  the  condition 
by  the  officer  or  person  discovering  the  condition. 
If  the  responsibility  cannot  be  definitely  placed  on 
an  occupant,  the  owner  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  the  condition.  The  officer  or  person  serving 
the  order  shall  specify,  in  writing,  on  the  order,  the 
date  on  which  such  condition  shall  be  removed  or 
remedied.  Such  officer  or  person  shall  make  a  rein- 
spection  on  the  date  so  specified,  and,  if  upon  such 
reinspection,  the  condition  is  not  removed  or 
remedied  he  shall  refer  the  matter  to  the  Bureau 
of  Fire  Prevention.  If  an  order  requiring  the  re- 
moval of  combustible  rubbish  is  not  complied  with 
within  the  specified  time,  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Pre- 
vention may  notify  the  Public  Works  Department, 
by  means  of  a  suitable  authorization,  to  remove  or 
remedy  such  condition  under  the  supervision  of  a 
member  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  desig- 
nated by  the  Assistant  Chief.  _  The  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  may  order  the  immediate  removal 
from  such  building  or  premises  of  any  materials 
which  are  likely  to  cause  fire  or  explosion  or  which 
are  conducive  to  fire  or  explosion  or  which  are 
likely  to  increase  the  intensity  of  fire  if,  in  his 
opinion,  such  materials  are  hazardous  to  life  or 
property. 
Section  1.21 — Bureau  Records 

The  Assistant  Chief  shall  cause  to  be  kept 
records  of: 

(a)  Applications  for  permits,  permits  issued, 
approval  of  licenses,  fees  collected. 

(b)  Fires  of  suspicious,  unknown,  undeter- 
mined origin,  or  as  a  result  of  violation  of  law 
with  the  results  of  investigations  thereof. 

(c)  Cross-reference  file  of  such  fires  by  street 
and  owner  and  of  arson  suspects. 

(d)  Activities  of  Arson  Squad. _ 

(e)  Complaints  received  of  violation  of  this 
Code,  of  action  taken  thereon  and  of  final  disposi- 
tion. 

(f)  Inspections  by  members  of  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  Prevention. 

Section  1-.  22 — Frequency  of  Inspections 

(a)  Monthly  inspections  shall  be  made  of  the- 
atres, motion  picture  houses,  public  halls  and 
special  halls. 

(b)  Quarterly  inspections  shall  be  made  of  hos- 
pitals, sanatoriums,  convalescent  or  nursing  homes, 
boarding  homes  for  the  aged,  licensed  by  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  and/or  hospitals  or  other  institutions  (pub- 
lic or  private),  licensed  by  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  Department  of  Mental  Health 
and  of  all  schools  and  church  property. 

(c)  The  Deputy  Commander  shall  arrange  for 
the  regular  and  frequent  inspection  of  the  following 
occupancies  as,  in  his  opinion,  the  fire  and  life 
hazard  demand: — public  buildings,  places  of  as- 
sembly, premises  in  which  any  hazardous  building 
is  conducted,  buildings  in  which  people  reside,  are 
employed,  or  are  assembled  in  large  numbers, 
docks,  piers,  wharves. 

(d)  Inspections  of  dwellings  and  of  buildings  in 
general  shall  be  performed  by  members  of  the  fire- 
fighting  force  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to 
time  for  so-called  "In-Service  Building  Inspec- 
tions". 

(e)  All  inspections  shall  be  reported  in  writing, 
on  prescribed  form,  by  officer  or  member  of  De- 
partment making  the  inspection.

Section  1  .23     Reports  to  Oilier  Cilii  Dc/iartments 

When  a  violation  of  law,  ordinance,  by-law,  or 
regulation  is  found  in  a  building  or  other  premises 
which  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  City  De- 
partment other  than  the  Fire  Department,  the 
Inspector  shall  notify  the  Department  having  juris- 
diction on  General  Form  65,  "Public  Safety  In- 
spection Report ".  Such  form  shall  be  n.ade  in 
triplicate  and  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
Prevention  where  one  copy  shall  be  retained  and 
two  copies  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  pro]  er  De- 
partment. Said  Department  shall,  within  10  days, 
return  one  copy  to  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention 
with  a  notation  made  of  the  action  taken  thereon, 
which  copy  shall  be  returned  to  the  Inspector  so 
that  he  may  make  a  reinspection  to  determine 
compliance  thereof. 

Section  1 .  24 — Penalties 

Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  Code  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  SI  00.00  or 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month  or 
both,  except  in  the  case  of  a  continuing  offence 
which  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$50.00  for  each  day  during  which  the  offence  con- 
tinues. 

Article      2 — Automobile      Tire      Rebuilding 

Plants 
Section  2.01 — General 

Automobile  tire  rebuilding  plants  shall  conform 
to  all  other  applicable  requirements  of  this  Code 
as  well  as  to  the  following  provisions. 
Section  2.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  to  conduct  or  main- 
tain any  tire  recapping  or  rebuilding  plant. 
Section  2.03 — Construction  and  Protection  Require- 
ments 

a.  Tire  rebuilding  plants  shall  have  all  floor 
openings,  such  as  for  stairs  and  elevators,  enclosed 
in  an  approved  manner. 

b.  Tire  rebuilding  plants  in  buildings  of  wood 
frame  construction  or  in  buildings  used  in  part  for 
residence  occupancy  shall  be  separated  from  other 
portions  of  the  building  by  construction  having  a 
fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  two  hours,  and 
shall  be  equipped  with  an  approved  automatic 
sprinkler  system. 

Section  2.04 — Dust  Collecting  System 

Buffing  machines  shall  be  located  in  a  room 
separated  from  the  remainder  of  the  plant  by 
construction  having  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  not 
less  than  one  hour,  with  each  door  opening  pro- 
tected by  an  approved  self-closing  fire  door.  Each 
machine  shall  be  connected  to  an  ample  dust  col- 
lecting system  discharging  to  a  suitable  container 
which  shall  be  cleaned  at  frequent  intervals. 
Section  2 .  05 —  Ventilation 

Each  room  where  rubber  cement  is  used  or 
mixed,  or  flammable  solvents  are  applied,  shall  be 
equipped  with  effective  mechanical  or  natural 
ventilation. 

Article  3 — Automobile  Wrecking  Yards,  Junk 
Yards    and   Waste    Material    Handling 
Plants 
Section  3 .  01 — General 

Automobile    wrecking    yards,    junk    yards    and 
waste  material  handling  plants  shall  conform  to  all 
other  applicable  requirements  of  this  Code  as  well 
as  the  following  provisions. 
Section  3.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  to  conduct  or  main- 
tain any  automobile  wrecking  yard,  junk  yard  or. 
waste  material  handling  plant. 
Section  3.03 — Location 

No   automobile    wrecking   yard,    junk   yard    or 
waste  material  handling  plant  shall  be  located  as  to 
seriously  expose  adjoining  or  adjacent  properties. 
Section  3.04 — Burning  Operations 

The  burning  of  wrecked  or  discarded  automobiles 
or  any  parts  thereof  or  junk  or  any  waste  materials 
shall  be  done  only  in  designated  open  spaces  or 
incinerator  enclosures  approved  for  burning  pur- 
poses by  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention. 
Section  3.05 — Construction  and  Protection  Require- 
ments 

a.  Handling  and  storage  of  large  quantities  of 
waste  paper,  rags  or  other  combustible  materials 
shall  not  be  in  a  building  of  wood  frame  or  ordinary 
construction  unless  the  building  is  sprinklered. 
Vertical  openings  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  approved 
manner. 

b.  Picking  rooms  shall  be  separated  from  storage 
rooms  by  construction  having  a  fire  resistance 
rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour,  with  each  door 
opening    provided    with    an    approved    fire    door. 


Picking  rooms  shall  be  provided  with  exhaust 
systems  of  sufficient  capacity  to  adequately  remove 
dust  and  lint. 

Article  4 — Bowling  Alleys 
Section  4.01 — General 

Bowling  alleys  shall  conform  to  all  other  ap- 
plicable requirements  of  this  code,  as  well  as  the 
following  provisions. 
Section  4.02 — Permit  Required 

A    permit   shall   be    required    for   bowling    i)in 
refinishing  and  bowling  alley  resurfacing  operations 
involving   the  use  and   application  of  flammable 
liquids  or  materials. 
Section  4.03 — Alley  Resurfacing  Operations 

Resurfacing  operations  shall  not  be  carried 
on  while  the  establishment  is  open  for  business. 
The  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  shall  be  notified 
when  alleys  are  to  be  resurfaced.  Proper  ventila- 
tion shall  be  provided.  Heating,  ventilating,  or 
cooling  systems  employment  recirculating  of  air 
shall  not  be  operated  during  resurfacing  operations 
or  within  one  hour  following  the  application  of 
flammable  finishes.  All  electric  motors  or  other 
equipment  in  the  area  which  might  be  a  source  of 
ignition  shall  be  shut  down,  and  all  smoking  and 
use  of  open  flames  prohibited  during  the  applica- 
tion of  flammable  finishes  and  for  one  hour  there- 
after. 
Section  4.04 — Pin  Refinishing 

Pin  refinishing  involving  the  application  of 
flammable  finishes  shall  be  done  only  in  a  special 
room  meeting  the  requirements  of  Article  12;  such 
room  shall  not  be  located  below  grade  nor  shall  it 
have  communication  with  any  pits,  wells,  pockets 
or  basements. 

Storage  of  flammable  liquids  in  such  rooms  shall 
not  exceed  a  combined  aggregate  of  60  gallons  in 
original  metal  containers,  or  in  approved  safety 
containers  not  exceeding  5  gallons  individual 
capacity.  A  metal  waste  can  with  self-closing 
cover  shall  be  provided  for  all  waste  materials  and 
rags;  contents  shall  be  removed  daily.  Smoking 
shall  be  prohibited  at  all  times  in  refinishing  rooms- 

Article  5 — Combustible  Fibres,  Storage  and 

Handling  of 
Section  5.01 — Definition 

"Combustible  fibres"  shall  mean  and  include 
readily  ignitable  and  free  burning  fibres,  such  as 
cotton,  sisal,  henequen,  extle,  jute,  hemp,  tow, 
cocoa  fibre,  oakum,  baled  waste,  baled  waste 
paper,  kapok,  hay,  straw,  Spanish  moss,  excelsior 
and  other  like  materials. 
Section  5.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  storage  and 
handling   of   combustible   fibres   in   quantities   in 
excess  of  100  cubic  feet. 
Section  5.03 — Loose  Storage 

a.  Loose  combustible  fibres  (not  in  suitable  bales 
or  packages),  whether  housed  or  in  the  open,  shall 
not  be  stored  within  100  feet  of  any  building  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  specified. 

b.  Not  to  exceed  100  cubic  feet  of  loose  com- 
bustible fibres  may  be  kept  in  any  building  pro- 
vided storage  is  in  a  metal  or  metal-lined  bin 
equipped  with  a.  self-closing  cover. 

c.  Quantities  exceeding  100  cubic  feet  of  loose 
combustible  fibres,  but  not  exceeding  500  cubic 
feet,  may  be  stored  in  rooms  or  compartments 
having  floor,  walls  and  ceiling  having  a  fire- 
resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour.  Each 
opening  into  such  rooms  or  compartments  from 
other  parts  of  the  building  shall  be  equipped  with 
an  approved  fire  door. 

d.  Quantities  exceeding  500  cubic  feet  of  loose 
combustible  fibres  may  be  stored  in  approved 
vaults,  constructed  as  follows: 

(1)  Storage  vaults  shall  be  located  outside  of 
buildings  or  if  located  inside  shall  be  provided 
with  approved  safety  vents  to  the  outside. 

(2)  Walls,  floors,  and  ceilings  shall  be  con- 
structed of  brick  or  other  approved  noncom- 
bustible  material.  Roofs  of  outside  vaults  shall 
be  of  noncombustible  material  but  may  be  so 
constructed  as  to  readily  give  way  in  case  of  an 
internal  explosion. 

(3)  Openings,  if  any,  between  vault  and  main 
building  shall  be  protected  on  each  side  of  the 
wall  by  an  approved  fire  door.  Wall  openings 
in  outside  vaults  exposing  other  property  (not 
sufficiently  detached  to  be  considered  cut  off) 
shall  be  protected  by  approved  fire  doors  or 
equivalent. 
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(4)  Vaults  located  within  buildings  and  ex- 
ceeding 1,000  cubic  feet  storage  capacity  shall  be 
protected  by  approved  automatic  sprinklers, 
carbon  dioxide,  or  other  approved  inert  gas 
systems. 

e.  Not  to  exceed  2,500  cubic  feet  of  loose  fibres 
may  be  stored  in  a  detached  "loose  house"  suitably 
located,  with  openings  properly  protected  against 
entrance  of  sparks.  The  "loose  house"  shall  be 
used  for  no  other  purpose. 
Section  5.04 — Baled  Storage 

a.  No  single  block  or  pile  shall  contain  more  than 
25,000  cubic  feet  of  fibre  exclusive  of  aisles  or 
clearances.  Blocks  or  piles  of  baled  fibre  shall  be 
separated  from  adjacent  storage  by  aisles  not  less 
than  5  feet  wide;  or  by  flash  fire  barriers  consisting 
of  continuous  sheets  of  noncombustible  material 
extending  from  floor  to  a  height  of  at  least  one  foot 
above  the  highest  point  of  piles  and  projecting  at 
least  one  foot  beyond  the  sides  of  the  piles. 

b.  Sisal  and  other  fibres  in  bales  bound  with 
combustible  tie  ropes,  also  jute  and  other  fibres 
liable  to  swell  when  wet,  shall  be  stored  to  allow 
for  expansion  in  any  direction  without  endangering 
building  walls,  ceilings  or  columns.  Not  less  than 
3  feet  clearance  shall  be  left  between  walls  and 
sides  of  piles,  except  that  if  storage  compartment 
is  not  more  than  30  feet  in  w  idth,  one  foot  clearance 
at  side  walls  will  be  sufficient,  provided  a  center 
aisle  not  less  than  5  feet  wide  is  maintained. 

c.  Not  less  than  3  feet  clearance  shall  be  main- 
tained between  sprinkler  pipes  and  tops  of  piles. 

Article  6 — Dust  Explosions,  Prevention  of 
Section  6.01 — Definition 

The  term  "dust"  as  used  in  this  article  shall 
mean  dust  which,  if  mixed  with  air  in  the  proper 
proportions,     becomes     explosive     and     may     be 
ignited  by  a  flame  or  spark. 
Section  6  .  02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  the  operation  of 
any  grain  elevator,  flour,  starch  or  feed  mill,  or 
plant  pulverizing  aluminum,  coal,  cocoa,  mag- 
nesium, spices,  sugar,  or  other  material  producing 
dust  as  defined  in  section  6.01. 
Section  6  .  03 — General  Requirements 

a.  All  dust-producing  or  dust-agitating  ma- 
chinery such  as  grinding  mills  and  separators,  and 
all  elevators,  elevator  legs,  spouts,  hoppers  and 
other  conveyors  shall  be  provided  with  casings  or 
enclosures  maintained  as  nearly  dust-tight  as 
possible. 

b.  Approved  magnetic  or  pneumatic  separators 
shall  be  installed  ahead  of  all  shelters,  crackers, 
crushers,  grinding  machines,  pulverizers  and 
similar  machines  in  which  the  entrance  of  foreign 
materials  may  cause  sparks  to  be  generated. 

c.  Suitable  dust  collecting  equipment  shall  be 
installed  and  accumulation  of  dust  shall  be  kept 
at  a  minimum  in  the  interior  of  buildings. 

d.  All  machinery  and  metal  parts  of  the  crush- 
ing, drying,  pulverizing  and  conveying  systems 
shall  be  electrically  grounded. 

e.  Smoking  and  the  carrying  of  matches,  the  use 
of  heating  or  other  devices  employing  an  open 
flame,  or  use  of  any  spark  producing  equipment  is 
prohibited  in  areas  containing  dust-producing 
or  dust-agitating  operations.  Artificial  lighting  in 
such  areas  shall  be  by  electricity  with  all  wiring 
and  electrical  equipment  installed  in  accordance 
with  nationally  recognized  safe  practice.  Com- 
pliance with  the  Standards  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  known  as  the  "National 
Electrical  Code"  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie 
evidence  of  compliance  with  nationally  recognized 
safe  practice. 

Article  7 — Exits 

Section  7.01 — Obstructions  to  Egresses 

a.  All  egresses  and  means  of  escape  from  build- 
ings or  structures,  including  doors,  windows, 
aisles,  passageways,  corridors,  stairways  and  fire 
escapes  shall  be  kept  unobstructed  either  by 
persons,  or  things,  and  ready  for  use  while  such 
buildings  are  occupied. 

b.  Motor  vehicles  shall  not  be  parked  under  the 
cantilever  of  fire  escapes,  nor  in  such  manner  as  to 
block  exits  or  passageways  to  the  street,  not  to 
interfere  with  the  means  of  egress  from  buildings, 
or  with  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department  in  the 
event  of  fire  or  emergency.  If,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  such  person 
to  whom  he  delegates  his  authority,  a  motor 
vehicle  is  parked  in  such  manner  as  to  violate  this 


subsection,  he  shall  notify  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  remove  or 
have  such  motor  vehicle  removed. 

c.  In  other  than  dwellings,  no  person  shall  place, 
store  or  keep,  or  permit  to  be  placed,  stored  or 
kept  on  or  under  or  at  the  bottom  of  any  exit 
stairway,  inside  or  outside,  exit  hallway,  elevator 
or  other  means  of  egress,  any  materials  the  presence 
or  the  burning  of  which  would  obstruct  or  render 
hazardous,  egress  of  persons  from  the  building. 
Section  7.02 — Exits  Open  in  Direction  of  Egress 

Egresses  from  any  building  or  structure  in  which 
fifty  or  more  persons  are  accommodated  or  as- 
sembled, or  from  a  schoolhouse,  church,  theatre, 
special  hall,  public  hall,  miscellaneous  hall,  hospital, 
sanatorium,  convalescent  or  nursing  home,  board- 
ing home  for  the  aged,  grandstand,  stadium, 
bleacher  or  arena,  or  from  a  factory,  workshop, 
mercantile  or  other  establishment  which  has  ac- 
commodations for  ten  or  more  employees,  or  from 
an  office  building,  dormitory,  hotel,  family  hotel, 
apartment  house,  boarding  house,  lodging  house  or 
tenement  house  which  has  eight  or  more  rooms 
above  the  second  story  shall  open  in  the  direction 
of  egress. 
Section  7 .  03 — Marking  of  Egresses 

Such  egresses  shall  have  a  sign  on  them  with 
the  word  "Exit"  in  letters  not  less  than  five  inches 
in  height. 
Section  7.04 — Lighting  of  Egresses  _ 

Such  egresses  shall  be  lighted  at  night,  while  the 
building  or  structure  is  occupied. 
Section  7.05 — Number  of  Egresses 

Such  occupancies  shall  have  at  least  two  means 
of  egress  from  each  floor  direct  to  the  street  or  to 
an  obstructed  passageway  leading  to  the  street, 
and  shall  not  be  locked,  bolted  or  fastened  from  the 
inside  during  their  occupancy. 
Section  7  .  06 — Revolving  Doors  Prohibited 

Revolving   doors   shall  not  be   permitted   as   a 
direct  means  of  egress  from  such  occupancies. 
Section  7.07 — Stairway  Doors  To  Be  Kept  Closed 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  block  open  any  stairway 
enclosure  door  which  leads  to  or  from  a  floor  of  the 
building,  and  which  by  law  is  required  to  be  self 
closing. 
Section  7.08— Fire  Exit  Drills 

a.  Fire  exit  drills  shall  be  held  monthly  for 
students,  teachers  and  other  occupants  of  public 
end  private  schools  while  school  is  in  session. 

b.  Fire  exit  drills  shall  be  held  monthly  for  em- 
ployees of  hospitals,  sanitoriums,  convalescent  or 
nursing  homes,  boarding  homes  for  the  aged, 
licensed  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  and /or  hospitals  or 
other  institutions  (public  or  piivate),  licensed  by 
and  under  the  Supervision  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Health. 

c.  Fire  exit  drills  shall  be  held  quarterly  for  em- 
ployees of  factories,  workshops,  mills,  office  build- 
ings or  other  occupancies  where  people  are  em- 
ployed in  large  numbers. 

d.  Such  fire  exit  drills  shall  be  conducted  in  ac- 
cordance with  procedure  established  by  the  Head 
of  the  Fire  Department  or  by  an  Officer  of  the 
Fire  Department  to  whom  he  delegates  the  au- 
thority. 

Article  8 — Fire  Extinguishers 
Section  8.01 — Definitions 
As  used  in  these  sections: 

"Standard  fire  extinguisher"  means  a  portable 
fire  extinguisher  which  bears  the  label  of  ap- 
proval of  a  national  testing  laboratory  acceptable 
to  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

"Service,"  where  used  in  reference  to  fire 
extinguishers,  means  the  inspection,  repair,  re- 
charging or  testing  of  fire  extinguishers. 

"Service   man"   means  a   person   having  ob- 
tained  a   Certificate   of   Competency  as   herein 
provided  to  inspect,  repair,  recharge  or  test  fire 
extinguishers. 
Section  8.02 — Installation 

All  standard  fire  extinguishers  shall  be  installed 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Pamphlet  No.  10  en- 
titled "Standards  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  for  the  Installation,  Maintenance  and 
Use  of  Portable  Fire  Extinguishers  as  recom- 
mended by  the  National  Fire  Protection  Associ- 
ation, in  every  location  where  required  by  this 
Code.  Every  required  or  non-required  lire  ex- 
tinguisher, when  installed  shall  be  fully  charged 
and  ready  for  immediate  use.  Where  an  ex- 
tinguisher is  likely  to  be  obscured  by  piles  of 
stock,  lumber  or  otherwise,  a  sign  shall  lie  installed 
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and   maintained   which  will  mark  the  location  of 
such  extinguisher  in  a  manner  legible  at  a  distance 
of  at  least  50  feet. 
Section  8.03 — Maintenance 

Extinguishers  shall  be  inspected  annually,  shall 
be  recharged  as  specified  in  aforesaid  Pamphlet  No. 
10,  and  maintained  in  good  condition  and  ready 
for  immediate  use  at  all  times.  Every  such  fire 
extinguisher  which  employs  a  cylinder  shall  at  a 
static  or  working  pressure  in  excess  of  100  pounds 
per  square  inch  shall  be  subjected  to  a  hydrostatic 
pressure  test  five  years  after  the  date  of  manu- 
facture and  every  five  years  thereafter  as  pre- 
scribed in  said  Pamphlet  No.  10. 

Section  8.04—  Tags 

Every  standard  tire  extinguisher  shall  have  at- 
tached thereto  a  tag  which  clearly  indicates  the 
dates  of  inspection  and  recharging,  the  signature  of 
the  person  performing  the  work,  and  the  Certificate 
of  Competency  number  of  the  service  man.  The 
color  and  form  of  the  tag  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  color  used  for  any  one  year  shall  be 
different  from  the  color  used  for  the  previous  year. 
The  tag  shall  have  clearly  imprinted  thereon  in 
numerals  no  less  than  \  inch  in  height  the  year  for 
which  it  is  issued. 

Every  such  fire  extinguisher  which  has  passed 
the  hydrostatic  pressure  test  as  herein  required 
shall  be  provided  with  a  metal  label  or  tag  as  pre- 
scribed in  aforesaid  Pamphlet  No.  10. 

Section  8.05 — Board  of  Examiners 

There  is  hereby  established  a  board  of  examiners 
which  shall  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of  appli- 
cants desiring  a  certificate  of  competency  as  fire 
extinguisher  service  men.  The  board  shall  consist 
of  4  members,  as  follows:  A  person  selected  by  the 
Assistant  Chief  in  Charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
Prevention  who  is  experienced  in  the  work  of 
servicing  fire  extinguishers  and  has  the  recom- 
mendation and  approval  of  at  least  one  organiza- 
tion in  the  fire  equipment  field,  and  the  three 
Assistant  Chiefs  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  8.06 — Duties  and  Powers  of  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers 
Said  board  shall  prescribe  and  hold  written  ex- 
aminations for  applicants  for  certificate  of  compe- 
tency as  fire  extinguisher  service  man  and  practical 
tests  of  the  applicants'  knowledge  of  the  servicing 
of  fire  extinguishers.  Said  board  shall  issue  cer- 
tificates of  competency  to  qualified  applicants, 
and  is  empowered  to  revoke  the  certificate  of 
competency  of  any  holder  of  a  certificate  who  fails 
to  properly  service  a  fire  extinguisher,  or  for  any 
other  just  cause. 

Section  8.07 — Certificate  of  Competency  Required 

No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  serv- 
icing fire  extinguishers  unless  he  shall  first  have 
obtained  a  certificate  of  competency  as  herein 
provided. 

Section  8. 08 — Application  for   Certificate  of  Com- 
petency 

Every  applicant  for  a  certificate  of  competency 
as  a  fire  extinguisher  service  man  shall  file  with  the 
Assistant  Chief  in  Charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  ■ 
Prevention,  a  written  application,  signed  by  the 
applicant,  stating  his  address,  age,  present  occu- 
pation, business  activities  during  the  previous  five 
years,  experience  with  the  repair,  recharging,  test- 
ing and  use  of  fire  extinguishers,  knowledge  of  the 
ordinances  pertaining  to  fire  extinguishers  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Every  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  two 
1 "  x  1 "  prints  of  a  bust  photograph  of  the  applicant. 

Section  8.09 — Issuance  of  Certificate  of  Competency 
A  certificate  of  competency  shall  be  granted  to  all 
qualified  applicants  who  shall  have  passed  such 
examination  and  who  shall  have  delivered  to  said 
Assistant  Chief  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ex- 
istence of  a  public  liability  insurance  policy  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  of  national  standing, 
insuring  the  public  in  an  amount  of  not  less  than 
$10,000  against  property  damage  and  in  a  like 
amount  against  personal  injury  caused  by  the 
negligence  of  such  applicant  in  servicing  fire  ex- 
tinguishers. The  insurance  coverage  shall  include 
both  manufacturers  and  contractors  liability  and 
products  liability  types. 


Section  8 . 1 0 — Certificate  of  Competency 

Upon  the  approval  of  the  application  by  the 
board  of  examiners  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
public  liability  insurance  policy,  and  upon  pay- 
ment of  an  annual  fee  of  S15.00,  a  certificate  of 
competency  shall  be  issued.  Such  certificate  of 
competency  shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  the  year  in  which  it  is  issued.  Said  Assist- 
ant Chief  shall  provide  the  holder  of  such  certifi- 
cate with  an  identification  card  which  shall  carry 
a  1 "  x  1 "  photograph  of  the  holder  of  such  certifi- 
cate and  the  number  of  the  certificate  of  compe- 
tency of  the  holder,  which  card  shall  be  signed  by 
said  Assistant  Chief. 
Section  8.11 — Certificate  of  Competency  Renewal 

Any  such  certificate  of  competency  may  be 
renewed  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  S15.00. 
Any  change  of  address  of  the  holder  of  a  certificate 
of  competency  shall  be  reported  to  said  Assistant 
Chief. 
Section  8.  12 — Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Assistant  Chief  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  Prevention,  in  his  discretion,  may  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  an  inspection  of  the  contents  and 
working  condition  of  any  fire  extinguisher,  and  may 
promulgate  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
as  he  deems  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
the  provisions  of  Article  8. 

Article  9 — Fire  Protection  Equipment 
Section  9.01 — Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  new  and  existing  con- 
ditions except  where  equivalent  or  more  stringent 
legal  requirements  are  enforced  by  the  building  or 
other  municipal  departments,  or  by  statute  law  or 
regulation. 

Section  9.02 — Chief  of  Bureau  to  Survey  Premises 
and  Specify  Equipment  to  be  Provided 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention 
shall  survey  or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  each  com- 
mercial and  industrial  establishment,  mercantile, 
educational  and  institutional  occupancy,  place  of 
assembly,  hotel,  multi-family  house,  and  trailer 
camp  and  shall  specify  suitable  fire  detecting  de- 
vices or  extinguishing  appliances  which  shall  be 
provided  in  or  near  boiler  rooms,  kitchens  of 
restaurants,  clubs  and  like  establishments,  storage 
rooms  involving  considerable  combustible  material, 
rooms  in  which  hazardous  manufacturing  processes 
are  involved,  and  other  places  of  a  generally 
hazardous  nature.  Such  devices  or  appliances  may 
consist  of  automatic  fire  alarm  systems,  automatic 
sprinkler  or  water  spray  systems,  standpipe  and 
hose,  fixed  or  portable  fire  extinguishers  of  a  type 
suitable  for  the  probable  class  of  fire,  or  suitable 
asbestos  blanket  manual  or  automatic  covers,  or 
carbon  dioxide  or  other  special  system  may  be 
required. 
Section  9.03 — Maintenance  of  Equipment 

Sprinkler  systems,  standpipe  systems,  fire  alarm 
systems,  and  other  fire  protective  or  extinguishing 
systems  or  appliances  which  have  been  installed  in 
compliance  with  any  permit  or  order,  or  because  of 
any  law,  regulation  or  ordinance,  shall  be  main- 
tained in  operative  condition  at  all  times,  and  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  occupant  to 
reduce  the  effectiveness  of  the  protection  so 
required. 
Section  9 .  04 — Sprinklers  Required  in  Basements 

a.  Approved  automatic  sprinkler  systems  shall 
be  installed  in  all  basements  having  an  area  ex- 
ceeding 2,500  square  feet,  when  used  for  the  manu- 
facture, sale  or  storage  of  combustible  goods  or 
merchandise.  In  buildings  used  for  assembly,  institu- 
tional and  residential  occupancies,  the  automatic 
sprinkler  systems  shall  be  required  only  in  such 
portions  of  the  basement  as  are  used  for  storage 
purposes  or  as  work  shops.  The  requirements  of 
this  section  shall  not  conflict  with  any  statute, 
regulation  or  ordinance  governing  the  installation 
of  sprinklers  in  such  occupancies. 

b.  Combustible  goods  or  merchandise  shall  in- 
clude those  made  of  wood,  paper  or  rubber;  those 
containing  flammable  liquids;  those  packed  with 
quantities  of  excelsior,  moss  or  paper;  and  other 
goods  or  merchandise  of  equivalent  or  greater 
combustibility. 

Section  9.05 — Sprinkler  and  Alarm  Systems  Re- 
quired 
a.  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (b)  below, 
buildings  which  are  occupied  above  the  heights 
permitted  by  the  following  table  shall  be  equipped 
with  approved  automatic  sprinkler  systems. 
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Height  in 
Stories 


Occupancy  Classification 


Institutional 

Residential,      other     than      multi- 
family  houses  and  dwellings 


b.  Buildings  used  tor  residential  occupancy  may 
be  occupied  one  story  higher  than  specified  in 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  section  without  sprinklers  if 
equipped  with  an  approved  automatic  fire  alarm 
system. 

Section  9.06 — Shutting  olT  Fire  Alarm  and  Fire 
Extinguishing  Equipment 
Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  no  person  shall 
shut  off,  disconnect,  obstruct,  remove,  or  destroy, 
or  cause  or  permit  to  be  shut  off,  disconnected, 
obstructed,  removed  or  destroyed,  any  part  of 
any  fire  alarm  system,  or  of  any  sprinkler  system, 
special  extinguishing  system,  water  main,  hydrant 
or  other  device  used  for  fire  protection  in  any 
building  owned,  leased  or  occupied  by  such  person 
or  under  his  control  or  supervision,  without  first 
procuring  a  written  permit  so  to  do,  from  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention,  subject  to  such  terms 
and  conditions,  as,  in  the  judgment,  of  the  Assist- 
ant Chief  or  his  authorized  representative  deter- 
mine protection  against  fire  or  the  preservation  of 
public  safety  may  require.  This  section  shall  not 
prevent  the  temporary  shutting  off  or  disconnection 
or  partial  removal  of  such  a  system,  main,  hydrant 
or  other  device,  for  the  purpose  of  making  neces- 
sary repairs  or  of  preventing  freezing  or  other 
property  damage,  providing  an  oral  notification 
has  been  given  to  the  Fire  Department  prior  to  such 
action.  Temporary  interruption  shall  be  deemed 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  weeks.  Under 
extenuating  circumstances  where  equipment  can- 
not be  provided  with  the  necessary  heat  to  prevent 
freezing,  such  as  railroad  shops,  car  shops,  sheds, 
etc.  devices  may  be  shut  down  for  a  period  ex- 
tending from  November  1st  to  April  1st  providing 
the  Fire  Department  has  been  notified  and  a 
written  permit  has  been  obtained  therefor.  An 
oral  report  may  be  construed  as  meaning  a  tele- 
phone report  to  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  or 
the  District  Chief  of  the  Fire  District  concerned. 

Article  10 — Fires  In  the  Open 

Section   10.01 — Permit  Required 

Permits  to  maintain  fires  in  the  open  air  will  be 

issued   by   the   Fire   Commissioner  in   accordance 

with    the    regulations   hereinafter  set   forth,   and 

upon  the  terms  and  conditions  therein  provided. 

Section   10.02 — Statute  Granting  Authority 

The  within  regulations  are  established  pursuant 

to  authority  granted  by  the  following  Section  1  of 

Chapter  355  of  the  Acts  of  1943: 

"No  person  shall  set,  maintain  or  increase  a 
fire  in  the  open  air  in  the  City  of  Boston  without 
obtaining  a  permit  from  the  lire  commissioner 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Permits  for  the  setting 
and  maintaining  of  fires  in  the  open  air  in  said 
city  may  be  issued  by  the  fire  commissioner  of 
said  city  for  such  periods  of  time,  not  exceeding 
one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  subject  to 
such  reasonable  conditions  as  said  fire  commis- 
sioner may  establish  by  regulation.  Any  such 
permit  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  said  fire 
commissioner.  Violation  of  this  section  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  one  month,  or  both." 

Section   10.03 — Classes  of  Permits 

The  following  classes  of  permits  will  be  issued: 
I.  Household  Fires  in  the  Open 
II.  Contractor's  or  Tradesmen's  Small  Fires  in 
the  Open 

III.  Large  Fires  in  the  Open 

IV.  Fires  at  Patriotic  Celebrations 
V.  Incinerators 

VI.  Barbecue 


Section  10.04 — Terms  and  Conditions  Applicable 
to  Every  Permit 

(a)  This  permit  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time 
by  the  Fire  Commissioner. 

(b)  Any  fire  set  or  maintained  under  authority 
of  this  permit  shall  be  extinguished  upon  request 
by  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department. 

(e)  Acceptance  of  this  permit  shall  constitute 
an  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  issued  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless,  the 
City  of  Boston  from  any  damage  it  may  sustain, 
or  liability  it  may  incur  toward  third  persons,  by 
reason  of  the  issuance  of  this  permit  or  any  action 
taken  thereunder. 

(d)  No  fire  shall  be  maintained  in  such  manner 
as  to  be  a  smoke  nuisance. 

(e)  This  permit  is  void  in  case  of  high  wind. 

(f)  Violation  of  any  applicable  law  or  ordinance 
or  of  any  condition  contained  therein  shall  render 
this  permit  void. 

(g)  Fires  must  be  at  all  times  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  the  permit  holder  or  other  adult 
person  acting  under  his  direction,  who  shall 
remain  at  the  location  of  the  fire  until  the  fire  is 
thoroughly  extinguished.  All  fires  must  be  ex- 
tinguished not  later  than  sunset,  except  in  case  of 
Class  IV  permit,  and  except  where  express  permis- 
sion is  given  in  permits  of  other  classes. 

Section  10.05 — Additional  Terms  and  Conditions 
Applicable  to  Class  I,  Class  III  and  Class  V 
Permits 

(a)  No  fire  set  or  maintained  under  authority 
of  this  permit  shall  be  within  one  hundred  feet  of 
another  fire  in  the  open,  nor  within  thirty  feet  of 
any  building  or  structure,  nor  within  thirty  feet 
of  any  combustible  rubbish,  wood,  debris,  trees, 
bushes  or  standing  piles  of  leaves,  branches,  grass, 
etc. 

(b)  Permit  holder  must  have  premises  equipped 
with  garden  or  fire  hose  sufficient  in  length  to 
reach  the  fire,  and  attached  to  faucet,  with  water 
in  the  hose  ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times, 
or  watering  pots  filled  with  water  must  be  available 
while  fire  is  burning. 

(c)  This  permit  is  void  on  June  17  and  July  4, 
or  days  celebrated  as  such. 

Section  10.06 — Class  I  Permits.  Permits  for 
Household  Fires  in  the  Open 

(a)  These  permits  are  issued  on  separate  forms, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  and  specifica- 
tions thereon. 

(b)  Permits  of  this  class  will  authorize  the 
setting  and  maintenance  of  small  fires  for  the  burn- 
ing of  leaves,  grass  and  brush  from  gardens,  farms 
or  yards  in  open  areas  by  the  owner  or  tenant  of 
such  areas  or  by  an  authorized  agent  of  the  owner 
or  tenant. 

(c)  Permits  of  this  class  shall  be  issued  by 
District  Chiefs  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner. 

Section  10.07 — Class  II  Permits.  Permits  for 
Contractor's  or  Tradesmen's  Small  Fires  in  the 
Open 

(a)  Permits  of  this  class  will  authorize  the  setting 
and  maintenance  of  miscellaneous  small  fires 
necessary  in  such-  activities  as  street  paving  work 
or  repair  of  sewer  or  water  services,  or  operation 
of  devices  using  an  open  flame,  the  use  of  tar 
kettles,  blow  torches,  welding  torches  and  other 
flame-making  implements  in  the  open  air. 

(b)  Restricted  permits  of  Class  II  shall  be  con- 
fined to  locations  described  in  the  permit,  shall 
run  for  a  period  of  one  month  or  more,  and  may  be 
issued  to  responsible  adults  only. 

(c)  General  Permits  of  Class  II  shall  not  be 
confined  to  a  particular  location,  shall  run  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  one  year,  and  may  be 
issued  to  responsible  adults.  No  action  may  be 
taken  by  a  holder  of  such  general  permit  without 
prior  written  notification  in  advance  of  the  par- 
ticular location  of  such  proposed  action.  Sepaiate 
notification  shall  be  given  in  the  case  of  each  addi- 
tional location  where  it  is  proposed  to  exercise  the 
permit.  Such  notification  shall  be  given  in  each 
case  to  the  District  Chief  within  whose  district 
the  particular  location  in  each  case  may  lie,  and 
District  Chiefs  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  such 
notifications.  Failure  to  give  such  notification  in 
advance  shall  render  the  permit  void. 

The  substance  of  the  preceding  paragraph  shall 
be  printed  on  each  general  permit  of  Class  II. 
Section    10.08 — Class   III    Permits.      Permits  for 
Large  Fires  in  the  Open 

(a)  Permits  of  this  class  will  authorize  the  setting 
and  maintenance  of  fires  exceeding  four  square  feet 
in  area,  but  not  more  than  one  thousand  cubic  feet 
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in  volume,  for  the  purpose  of  consuming  large 
quantities  of  rubbish  or  debris  on  construction  jobs 
and  operations  of  like  character. 

(b)  Class  111  Permits  may  be  issued  to  re- 
sponsible adults  only,  to  be  exercised  on  a  location 
described  in  the  permit.  Such  permit  shall  run 
for  a  period  of  one  month,  three  months,  or  six 
months,  according  to  the  character  of  the  location 
and  the  nature  of  the  material  burned. 

(c)  Class  III  Permits  shall  contain  such  addi- 
tional terms  and  conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of 
the  District  Chief  are  necessary  for  the  public 
safety,  which  may  include  a  paid  Fire  Department 
detail. 

Section    10.09 — Class    IV    Permits.      Permits  for 
Fires  at  Patriotic  Celebrations 

(a)  Class  IV  Permits  may  be  issued  to  re- 
sponsible adults  for  a  period  of  one  night  only,  to 
be  exercised  at  a  described  location  satisfactory  to 
the  District  Chief  in  connection  with  a  patriotic 
celebration. 

(b)  Class  IV  Permits  shall  contain  such  addi- 
tional terms  and  conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of 
the  District  Chief  are  necessary  for  the  public 
safety.  . 

Section  10.10 — Class   V  Permits.     Incinerators 
Class  V  Permits  may  be  issued  to  responsible 

adults  to  be  exercised  at  a  prescribed  location  for 

the  purpose  of  consuming  rubbish  in  an  approved 

incinerator. 

Section  10.11 — Class  VI  Permits. 

Class  VI  Permits  may  be  issued  to  a  responsible 

adult,  to  be  exercised  at  a  prescribed  location,  for 

barbecue  purposes  ONLY.     Screen  guard  to  be 

placed  before  the  fire  opening  when  in  operation. 

Spark  arrester  to  be  placed  over  chimney  opening. 

Only  charcoal  and  wood  to  be  used  for  fuel. 

Article  11 — Flammable  Decorations 
Section  11 .01 — Definition 

"Flammable  decorations"  shall  include  all  such 
materials  as  curtains,  draperies,  streamers,  surface 
coverings  applied  over  the  building  interior  finish 
for  decorative,  acoustical  or  other  effect,  and  also 
cloth,  cotton  batting,  straw,  vines,  leaves,  trees 
and  moss  used  for  decorative  effect,  but  it  shall  not 
include  ordinary  window  shades,  nor  materials  one 
fortieth  of  an  inch  or  less  in  thickness  applied 
directly  to  and  adhering  tightly  to  a  noncom- 
bustible  base. 
Section  1 1 .  02— Permit 

(a)  Flammable  decorations  shall  be  prohibited 
in  public  buildings  and  places  of  assembly  and  in 
stores  unless  a  permit  for  the  use  of  same  has  been 
obtained  from  the  Fire  Department  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  prescribed  in  writing  by 
the  Fire  Department. 

(b)  Terms  and  Conditions  under  which  permis- 
sion or  authorization  will  be  granted  for  the  use  of 
flammable  decorations  in  public  buildings,  places 
of  assembly  and  stores  are  prescribed  in  the  follow- 
ing sections. 

(c)  The  word  "flammable"  shall  have  the  same 
meaning  on  the  word  "inflammable"  as  used  in 
Chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  and  in  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regu- 
lations. 

Section   11.03 — Certain  Materials  to  be  submitted 
for  test 

No  fabric,  plastic,  artificial  leather  of  any  type, 
lacquered  leather,  or  other  decorative  material 
shall  be  used  for  decorations  in  public  buildings, 
places  of  assembly,  and  in  stores  within  the  City 
of  Boston  until  a  sample  thereof  has  been  sub- 
mitted, tested  and  approved  in  accordance  with 
the  Boston  Fire  Department's  Terms  and  Con- 
ditions applicable  to  the  use  of  flammable  decora- 
tions. 

The  burden  of  proof  that  an  article  has  been 
flame-proofed  and  made  fire  resistant  is  upon  the 
owner  or  user  of  the  material  in  question. 
Section  11 .04 — Purpose  of  Test 

The  purpose  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department 
test  is  to  determine  the  ability  of  materials  to 
withstand  direct  contact  with  a  flame  and  to  de- 
termine the  ability  of  the  material  to  act  as  a  self- 
extinguisher  if  ignited. 
Section  11 .05 — Sjimpling 

All  samples  submitted  for  testing  shall  consist 
of  a  strip  of  material  at  least  10  inches  long,  cut  to 
include  the  entire  width  of  the  roll.  Each  sample 
shall  be  identified  with  the  manufacturer's  name, 
trade  name,  and  numbers  designating  quality, 
colors  and  roll  representation. 


Section  11.08 — Apparatus 

Tirrell  Burner 

Stop  Watcli 

Iron  Ring  Stand,  Clamp,  and  Suitable  Wire  for 
Suspending  Sample 

Fume  Exhaust  Hood 
Section  11.07 — Procedure 

(a)  Specimens.  Six  (6)  specimens,  one  and  one- 
half  inches  by  10  inches,  shall  be  cut  at  random 
from  the  sample  sheet. 

(b)  Test.  The  flame  of  the  Tirrell  Burner  is  ad- 
justed so  that  the  blue  cone  of  the  flame  is  approxi- 
mately one  and  one  half  inches  high  and  the  total 
height  of  the  flame  is  six  inches. 

The  sample  is  suspended  in  a  vertical  position. 
(The  test  is  conducted  where  drafts  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  proper  conduct  of  the  test). 

The  flame  is  applied  to  the  lower  end  of  the 
sample  for  ten  (10)  seconds  and  withdrawn,  and  the 
duration  of  the  flaming  (afterflame)  of  the  speci- 
men is  noted.  The  length  of  time  between  dis- 
appearance of  afterflame  and  disappearance  of 
visible  smoldering  (afterglow)  shall  also  be  noted. 

In  testing  materials,  where  a  portion  of  the 
sample  under  test  fuses  off  before  the  ten  seconds 
has  elapsed,  the  burner  shall  be  raised  so  that  the 
flame  shall  continue  on  the  remaining  portion  of 
the  sample  for  ten  seconds.  If  the  fused-off  portion 
continues  to  burn  over  the  prescribed  two  seconds, 
it  will  be  considered  cause  for  rejection  of  the 
sample. 
Section   11.08 — Specification 

No  specimen  when  tested  by  the  procedure 
described  above  shall  show  afterflame  of  more 
than  two  (2)  seconds  after  the  burner  flame  is 
withdrawn. 

No    specimen    when    tested    by    the    procedure 
described  above  shall  have  an  afterglow  of  more 
than  forty  (40)  seconds  after  the  burner  flame  is 
withdrawn. 
Section  11.09 — Certificate  of  Analysis 

On  completion  of  test,  a  certificate  of  analysis 
and  a  letter  of  approval  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Boston  Fire  Department. 
Section  11.10 — Certificate  of  Flameproofing 

Where  a  flameproofing  process,  not  of  a  perma- 
nent nature,  is  applied  to  decorative  material  to  be 
used  in  any  public  building,  place  of  assembly  or 
store,  a  certificate  of  flameproofing,  specifying  the 
basic  formula  of  the  treatment  applied  and  the 
date  of  application,  shall  be  filed  with  the  head  of 
the  fire  department  by  the  person,  firm,  or  corpo- 
ration applying  the  flameproofing  treatment  to- 
gether with  the  sample. 

This  certificate  is  required  in  addition  to  the 
certificate  of  analysis  (report  of  laboratory  test) 
in  accordance  with  Paragraph  1  of  these  terms  and 
conditions. 

Laundering  or  dry  cleaning  of  the  materials  in 
question  shall  render  the  certificate  of  flame- 
proofing void.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit 
stated  on  the  certificate,  the  flameproofing  process 
shall  be  reapplied  and  the  certificate  shall  be  re- 
newed. 

The  certificate  of  flameproofing  form  shall  be 
obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention. 
Section   11.1 1 — Order  to  Remove  Flammable  Decora- 
tions 

The  head  of  the  fire  department  may  order  the 
removal  from  any  public  building,  place  of  as- 
sembly or  store,  of  any  flammable  decoration  used 
or  installed  therein  in  violation  of  the  above  terms 
and  conditions. 

Article   12 — Flammable  Finishes — Application 

of  Division  I  General  Provisions 
Section  12.01 — Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  locations  or  areas 
where  the  following  activities  are  regularly  done: 
(1)  the  application  of  flammable  or  combustible 
paint,  varnish,  lacquer,  stain  or  other  flammable 
or  combustible  liquid  applied  as  a  spray  in  con- 
tinuous or  intermittent  processes;  and  ^2)  dip  tank 
operations  in  which  articles  or  materials  are  passed 
through  contents  of  tanks,  vats  or  containers  of 
flammable  or  combustible  liquids,  including  coat- 
ing, finishing,  treating  and  similar  processes,  but 
shall  not  apply  where  equivalent  or  more  stringent 
legal  requirements  are  enforced  by  other  mu- 
nicipal departments  or  ordinances  or  by  statute 
law  or  regulation. 
Section   12.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  spraying  or 
dipping  operations  utilizing  more  than  one  gallon 
on  any  working  day  of  flammable  or  combustible 
liquids. 
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Section  12.03— Smoking  Prohibited 

Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  in  any  spray  finish- 
ing areas  and  in  the  vicinity  of  dip  tanks.     "No 
Smoking"   signs   with   lettering   of   approved   size 
shall  be  conspicuously  posted  in  such  areas. 
Section  12.04 — Welding  Warning  Signs 

Conspicuous  signs  shall  be  posted  in  the  vicinity 
of  all  spraying  areas,  dipping  operations  and  paint 
storage  rooms,  conveying  the  following  warning: 

NO    WELDING 

The  use  of  welding  or  cutting  equipment  in, 
or  near  this  area  is  dangerous  because  of  fire 
and  explosion.  Welding  and  cutting  shall  be 
done  only  under  the  supervision  of  the  foreman 
in  charge. 

Section   12.05 — Electric  Wiring  and  Equipment 
Electric  wiring  and  equipment  shall  be  installed 

in    accordance    with    nationally    recognized    safe 

practice. 

Article  12 — Flammable  Finishes — Application 

of  Division  II  Spray  Finishing 
Section  12.06 — Location  of  Spray  Finishing  Opera- 
tions 
Spray  finishing  operations  shall  not  be  conducted 
in   buildings   used   for   assembly,   institutional   or 
residential  occupancies,  except  in  a  room  designed 
for  the  purpose,  protected  with  an  approved  system 
of  automatic  sprinklers   and  separated   vertically 
and  horizontally  from  other  areas  by  construction 
having  not  less  than  1  hour  fire  resistance. 
Section  12.07  Spraying  Area  Defined 

(a)  "Spraying  area"  shall  mean  any  area  in 
which  dangerous  quantities  of  flammable  vapors  or 
combustible  residues,  dusts  or  deposits  are  present 
due  to  the  operation  of  spraying  processes.  The 
Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  define  the 
limits  of  the  spraying  area  in  any  specific  case. 

(b)  A  spraying  area  shall  include: 

(1)  The  interior  of  spray  booths. 

(2)  The  interior  of  ducts  exhausting  from 
spraying  processes. 

(3)  Any  area  in  the  direct  path  of  spray  or 
any  area  containing  dangerous  quantities  of  air- 
suspended  combustible  residue,  dust,  deposits, 
spray  or  vapor  as  a  result  of  spraying  operations. 

Section  12.08— Spray  Booths 

(a)  Spray  booths  shall  be  substantially  con- 
structed of  noncombustible  material. 

(b)  The  interior  surfaces  of  spray  booths  shall 
be  smooth  and  continuous  without  edges  and 
otherwise  designed  to  prevent  pocketing  of  residues 
and  facilitate  cleaning  and  washing  without  injury. 

(c)  The  floor  of  the  spray  booth  and  operators' 
working  area,  if  combustible,  shall  be  covered 
with  noncombustible,  non-sparking  material  of 
such  character  as  to  facilitate  the  safe  cleaning 
and  removal  of  residues. 

(d)  Distribution  of  baffle  plates,  if  installed  to 
promote  an  even  flow  of  air  through  booth  or  cause 
the  deposit  of  overspray  before  it  enters  exhaust 
duct,  shall  be  of  noncombustible  material  and 
readily  removable  or  accessible  on  both  sides  for 
cleaning.  Such  plates  shall  not  be  located  in 
exhaust  ducts. 

(e)  Each  spray  booth  having  a  frontal  area 
larger  than  nine  square  feet  shall  have  a  metal 
deflector  or  curtain  not  less  than  2\  inches  deep 
installed  at  the  upper  outer  edge  of  the  booth, 
over  the  opening. 

(f)  Each  spray  booth  shall  be  separated  from 
other  operations  by  not  less  than  three  feet,  or  by 
a  greater  distance,  or  by  such  partition  or  wall  as 
the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  require  to 
reduce  the  danger  from  juxtaposition  of  hazardous 
operations. 

(g)  Spray  booths  shall  be  so  installed  that  all 
portions  are  readily  accessible  for  cleaning.  A 
clear  space  of  not  less  than  three  feet  on  all  sides 
shall  be  kept  free  from  storage  or  combustible  con- 
struction. 

(h)  When  spraying  areas  are  illuminated  through 
glass  panels  or  other  transparent  materials,  only 
fixed  lighting  units  shall  be  used  as  a  source  of 
illumination.  Panels  shall  effectively  isolate  the 
spraying  area  from  the  area  in  which  the  lighting 
unit  is  located,  and  shall  be  of  noncombustible 
material  of  such  a  nature  or  so  protected  that 
breakage  will  be  unlikely.  Panels  shall  be  so 
arranged  that  normal  accumulations  of  residue  on 
the  exposed  surface  of  the  panel  will  not  be  raised 
to  a  dangerous  temperature  by  radiation  or  con- 
duction from  the  source  of  illumination. 


Section    12.09 — Dry    Type   Overspray    Collectors — 
(Exhaust  Air  Filters). 
In   conventional  c'ry  type  spray  booths,   over- 
spray dry  filters,  if  installed,  shall  conform  to  the 
following: 

(a)  The  spraying  operations  shall  be  so  designed, 
installed  and  maintained  that  the  average  air 
velocity  over  the  open  face  of  the  booth  (or  booth 
cross-section  during  spraying  operations)  shall  be 
not  less  than  100  linear  feet  per  minute.  Visible 
gauges  or  audible  alarm  devices  shall  be  installed 
to  indicate  that  the  required  air  velocity  is  main- 
tained. 

(b)  All  discarded  filter  paks  shall  be  immedi- 
ately removed  to  a  safe,  well  detached  location  or 
placed  in  a  water-filled  metal  container  and  dis- 
posed of  at  the  close  of  the  day's  operation. 

(c)  The  location  of  filters  in  a  spray  booth  shall 
be  so  as  to  not  reduce  the  effective  booth  enclosure 
of  the  articles  being  sprayed. 

(d)  Space  within  spray  booth  on  the  downstream 
and  upstream  sides  of  filters  shall  be  protected 
with  approved  automatic  sprinkler. 

(e)  Filters  shall  not  be  used  when  applying  a 
spray  material  known  to  be  highly  susceptible  to 
spontaneous  heating  and  ignition. 

(f)  Clean  filters  shall  be  noncombustible  or  of 
approved  type. 

(g)  Filters  shall  not  alternately  be  used  for  the 
application  of  lacquer  and  other  materials  such  as 
varnishes,  stains,  and  ground  coats. 

Section    12.10 — Electrical    and    Other    Sources    of 
Ignition 

(a)  There  shall  be  no  open  flame  or  spark  pro- 
ducing equipment  in  any  spraying  area,  nor  within 
20  feet  thereof,  unless  separated  by  a  partition. 

(b)  Space  heating  appliances,  steam  pipes  or  hot 
surfaces  shall  not  be  located  in  a  spraying  area 
where  deposits  of  combustible  residues  may 
readily  accumulate. 

(c)  Unless  specifically  approved  for  locations 
containing  both  deposits  of  readily  ignitable 
residue  and  explosive  vapors,  there  shall  be  no 
electrical  equipment  in  any  spraying  area,  whereon 
deposits  of  combustible  residues  may  readily  ac- 
cumulate, except  wiring  in  rigid  conduit  or  in 
boxes  or  fittings  containing  no  taps,  splices  or 
terminal  connections. 

(d)  Electrical  wiring  and  equipment  not  subject 
to  deposits  of  combustible  residues  but  located  in 
a  spraying  area  shall  be  of  explosion-proof  type 
approved  for  use  in  such  hazardous  locations. 
Such  area  shall  be  considered  a  Class  I,  Division  I 
hazardous  location  under  the  National  Electrical 
Code. 

(e)  Electrical  wiring,  motors,  and  other  equip- 
ment outside  of  but  within  20  feet  of  any  spraying 
area,  and  not  separated  therefrom  by  partitions, 
shall  not  produce  sparks  under  normal  operating 
conditions.  Such  area  shall  be  considered  a  Class  I, 
Division  2  hazardous  location  under  the  National 
Electrical  Code. 

(f)  Electric  lamps  outside  of  but  within  20  feet 
of  any  spraying  area  and  not  separated  therefrom 
by  a  partition,  shall  be  totally  enclosed  to  prevent 
the  falling  of  hot  particles  and  shall  be  protected 
from  physical  damage  by  suitable  guards  or  by 
location. 

(g)  Portable  electric  lamps  shall  not  be  used  in 
any  spraying  area  during  spraying  operations. 
Portable  electric  lamps,  if  used  during  cleaning  or 
repairing  operations,  shall  be  of  the  type  ap- 
proved for  hazardous  locations. 

(h)  All  metal  parts  of  spray  booths,  exhaust 
ducts  and  piping  systems  conveying  flammable 
liquids  shall  be  properly  electrically  grounded  in 
an  effective  and  permanent  manner. 
Section  12.11 — Ventilation  of  Spray  Booths  and 
Spray  Finishing  Areas 

(a)  All  spraying  areas  shall  be  provided  with 
mechanical  ventilation  adequate  to  prevent  the 
dangerous  accumulation  of  vapors. 

(b)  Spraying  operations  shall  not  be  conducted 
unless  mechanical  ventilation  is  in  operation. 

(c)  Each  spray  booth  shall  have  an  independent 
exhaust  duct  system  discharging  to  building  ex- 
terior, except  multiple  cabinet  spray  booths  in 
which  identical  spray  finishing  material  is  used 
with  a  combined  frontal  area  of  not  more  than 
eighteen  square  feet  may  have  a  common  exhaust. 
If  more  than  one  fan  serves  one  booth,  all  fans 
shall  be  so  interconnected  that  one  fan  cannot 
operate  without  operating  all. 

(d)  Electric  motors  driving  exhaust  fans  shall 
not  be  placed  inside  booths  or  ducts.  Fan  rotating 
element  shall  be  non-ferrous  or  noil-sparking  or 
the  casing  shall  consist  of  or  be  lined  with  such 
material. 
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(e)  Belts  shall  not  enter  duct  or  booth  unless 
belt  and  pulley  within  the  duet  or  booth  are  tightly 
enclosed. 

(f)  Exhaust  duct  shall  be  constructed  of  steel 
and  shall  be  substantially  supported. 

(g)  Exhaust  ducts  shall  have  a  clearance  from 
unprotected  combustible  construction  or  material 
of  not  less  than  18  inches.  If  combustible  con- 
struction is  provided  with  the  following  protection 
applied  to  all  surfaces  within  18  inches,  clearances 
may  be  reduced  to  the  distances  indicated: 

(1)  28  gauge  sheet  metal  on  J-inch  asbestos 

mill  board 12  ins. 

(2)  28  gauge  sheet  metal  on  J-inch  asbestos 
mill  board  spaced  out  one  inch  on  non- 
combustible  spacers 9  ins. 

(3)  22  gauge  sheet  metal  on  1-inch  rock- 
wool  bats  reinforced  with  wire  mesh  or 

the  equivalent 3  ins. 

(h)  Air  exhausted  from  spraying  operations 
shall  not  be  recirculated. 

Section  12.12 — Storage  and  Handling  of  Flammable 
Liquids 

(a)  The  storage  and  handling  of  flammable 
liquids  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Article  13  of 
this  Code  and  shall  also  conform  to  the  provision 
of  this  section. 

(b)  Where  the  quantity  of  liquid  in  5-gallon 
and  smaller  containers,  other  than  original  sealed 
containers,  exceeds  a  total  of  10  gallons  it  shall 
be  stored  in  an  approved  storage  cabinet  or  in 
approved   storage   or  mixing  rooms. 

(c)  Original  closed  containers,  approved  port- 
able tanks,  approved  safety  cans  or  a  properly 
arranged  system  of  piping  shall  be  used  for  bringing 
flammable  liquids  into  spray  finishing  areas.  Open 
or  glass  containers  shall  not  be  used. 

(d)  Containers  supplying  spray  nozzles  shall  be 
of  closed  type  or  provided  with  metal  covers  kept 
closed.  Containers  not  resting  on  floors  shall  be 
on  noncombustible  supports  or  suspended  by  wire 
cables.  Containers  supplying  spray  nozzles  by 
gravity  flow  shall  not  exceed  10  gallons  capacity. 

(e)  All  containers  or  piping  to  which  is  attached 
a  hose  or  flexible  connection  shall  be  provided  with 
a  shut-off  valve  at  the  connection.  Such  valves 
shall  be  kept  shut  when  not  in  use. 

(f)  Heaters  shall  not  be  located  in  spray  booths 
nor  other  locations  subject  to  the  accumulation  of 
deposits  or  combustible  residue. 

(g)  If  flammable  liquids  are  supplied  to  spray 
nozzles  by  positive  displacement  pumps,  pump  dis- 
charge line  shall  be  provided  with  an  approved 
relief  valve  discharging  to  pump  suction  or  a  safe 
detached  location. 

(h)  Whenever  flammable  liquids  are  transferred 
from  one  container  to  another  both  containers  shall 
be  effectively  grounded.  Piping  systems  for  flam- 
mable liquids  shall  be  permanently  grounded. 
Section  12.13 — Fire  Protection  Equipment 

Suitable  first  aid  fire  appliances,  small  hose  or 
other   fire   extinguishing   equipment   shall   be   in- 
stalled near  all  spraying  areas  as  may  be  specified 
by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 
Section  12 .  14 — Operations  and  Maintenance 

(a)  All  spraying  areas  shall  be  kept  as  free  from 
the  accumulation  of  deposits  of  combustible  resi- 
dues as  practical,  with  cleaning  conducted  daily  if 
necessary. 

(b)  Scrapers,  spuds  or  other  such  tools  used  for 
cleaning  purposes  shall  be  of  non-sparking  material. 

(c)  Residue  scrapings  and  debris  contaminated 
with  residue  shall  be  immediately  removed  from 
premises  and  properly  disposed  of. 

(d)  Approved  metal  waste  cans  shall  be  provided 
wherever  rags  or  waste  are  impregnated  with 
finishing  material  and  all  such  rags  or  waste  de- 
posited therein  immediately  after  use.  The  con- 
tents of  waste  cans  shall  be  pioperly  disposed  of  at 
least  once  daily  and  at  the  end  of  each  shift. 
Section  12.15 — Drying  Apparatus 

(a)  Drying  apparatus  shall,  in  addition  to  con- 
forming with  the  requirements  of  this  article, 
comply  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  Article  22. 

(b)  Spray  booths,  rooms  or  other  enclosures  used 
for  spraying  operations  shall  not  alternately  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  drying  by  any  arrangement 
which  will  cause  a  material  increase  in  the  surface 
temperature  of  the  spray  booth,  room  or  enclosure. 

(c)  Except  as  specifically  provided  in  the  fol- 
lowing subsection  d,  drying  or  baking  units, 
utilizing  a  heating  system  having  open  flames  or 
which  may  produce  sparks  shall  not  be  installed  in 
a  spraying  area,  but  may  be  installed  adjacent 
thereto  when  equipped  with  an  interlocked  venti- 
lating system  arranged  to: 


(1)  Thoroughly  ventilate  the  drying  space 
before  heating  system  can  be  started; 

(2)  Maintain  a  safe  atmosphere  at  any  source 
of  ignition; 

(3)  Automatically  shut  down  heating  system 
in  the  event  of  failure  of  the  ventilating  system, 
(d)  Automobile  refinishing  booths  or  enclosures, 

otherwise  installed  and  maintained  in  conformity 
with  this  division,  may  alternately  be  used  for 
drying  with  portable  infra-red  drying  apparatus 
when  conforming  with  the  following: 

(1)  The  procedure  shall  be  restricted  to  low- 
volume,  occasional  spray  application. 

(2)  Interior  of  spray  enclosures  shall  be  kept 
free  of  overspray  deposits. 

(3)  During  spray  operations,  the  drying  ap- 
paratus and  electrical  connections  and  wiring 
thereto  shall  not  be  located  within  spray  en- 
closure nor  in  any  other  location  where  spray 
residue  may  be  deposited  thereon. 

(4)  Spraying  apparatus,  drying  apparatus, 
and  ventilating  system  of  spray  enclosure  shah 
be  equipped  with  suitable  inter-locks  so  arranged 
that: 

(a)  Spraying  apparatus  cannot  be  operated 
while  drying  apparatus  is  inside  spray  en- 
closure. 

(b)  Spray  enclosure  will  be  purged  of  spray 
vapors  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  3  minutes 
before  drying  apparatus  can  be  energized. 

(c)  Ventilating  system  will  maintain  a  safe 
atmosphere  within  the  enclosure  during  the 
drying  process  and  drying  apparatus  will  auto- 
matically shut  off  in  the  event  of  failure  of 
the  ventilating  system. 

(5)  All  electrical  wiring  and  equipment  of 
drying  apparatus  shall  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  this  article  and  shall  otherwise  be  installed  in 
accordance  with  nationally  recognized  safe 
practice.  Only  equipment  of  a  type  approved 
for  Class  I,  Division  2  hazardous  locations 
shall  be  located  within  18  inches  of  floor  level. 
All  metallic  parts  of  drying  apparatus  shall  be 
properly  electrically  bonded  and  grounded. 

Article  12 — Flammable      Finish — Application 

of  Division  III  Dip  Tanks 
Section  12.16 — Definition 

a.  "Dip  tank"  shall  mean  a  tank,  vat  or  con- 
tainer of  flammable  or  combustible  liquid  in  which 
articles  or  materials  are  immersed  for  the  purpose 
of  coating,  finishing,  treating  or  similar  processes. 

b.  "Vapor  area"  shall  mean  any  area  containing 
dangerous  quantities  of  flammable  vapors  in  the 
vicinity  of  dip  tanks,  their  drain  boards  or  associ- 
ated drying,  conveying  or  other  equipment,  during 
operation  or  shut-down  periods.  The  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  may  determine  the  extent  of  the 
vapor  area,  taking  into  consideration  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  liquid,  the  degree  of  sustained 
ventilation,  and  the  nature  of  the  operations. 
Section  12  .  17 — Location  of  Dip  Tank  Operations 

Dip  tank  operations  shall  not  be  conducted  in 
buildings  used  for  assembly,  institutional  or 
residential  occupancies,  except  in  a  room  designed 
for  the  purpose,  protected  with  an  approved 
system  of  automatic  sprinklers  and  separated 
vertically  and  horizontally  from  other  areas  by 
construction  having  not  less  than  1  hour  fire 
resistance. 
Section  12.18 — Ventilation  of  Vapor  Areas 

a.  All  vapor  areas  shall  be  provided  with  me- 
chanical ventilation  adequate  to  prevent  the 
dangerous  accumulation  of  vapors. 

b.  Required  ventilating  systems  shall  be  so 
arranged  that  the  failure  of  any  ventilating  fan 
shall  automatically  stop  any  dipping  conveyor 
system. 

Section  12.19 — Construction  of  Dip  Tanks 

a.  Dip  tanks,  including  drain  boards  if  pro- 
vided, shall  be  constructed  of  substantial  non- 
combustible  material,  and  their  supports  shall  be 
of  heavy  metal,  reinforced  concrete  or  masonry. 

b.  Dip  tanks  of  over  150  gallons  in  capacity  or 
10  square  feet  in  liquid  surface  area  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  properly  trapped  overflow  pipe 
leading  to  a  safe  location  outside  buildings. 

c.  The  bottom  of  the  overflow  connection  shall 
be  not  less  than  6  inches  below  the  top  of  the  tank. 

d.  Dip  tanks  over  500  gallons  in  liquid  capacity 
shall  be  equipped  with  bottoni  drains  automatically 
and  manually  arranged  to  quickly  drain  tank  in 
event  of  fire,  unless  the  viscosity  of  the  liquid  at 
normal  atmospheric  temperature  makes  this  im- 
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practical.  Manual  operation  shall  be  from  a 
safely  accessible  location.  Where  gravity  flow  is 
not  practicable,  automatic  pumps  shall  be  provided. 

e.  Such  drains  shall  be  trapped  and  discharged 
to  a  closed  properly  vented  salvage  tank  or  to  a 
safe  outside  location. 

f.  Dip  tanks  utilizing  a  conveyor  system  shall 
be  so  arranged  that  in  the  event  of  fire,  the  con- 
veyor system  shall  automatically  cease  motion 
and  required  bottom  drains  shall  open. 

Section  12.20 — Storage    and    Handling    of   Flam- 
mable Liquids 
The   storage  and  handling   of   flammable,   dip- 
tank  liquids,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Article  13. 
Section  12.21 — Electrical    and    Other    Sources    of 
Ignition 

a.  There  shall  be  no  open  flames,  spark  produc- 
ing devices,  or  heated  surfaces  having  a  tem- 
perature sufficient  to  ignite  vapors  in  any  vapor 
area. 

b.  Electrical  wiring  and  equipment  in  any  vapor 
area  shall  be  explosion-proof  type  approved  for 
use  in  such  hazardous  locations.  Such  area  shall  be 
considered  a  Class  I,  Division  I  hazardous  location 
under  the  National  Electrical  Code. 

c.  Unless  specifically  approved  for  locations  con- 
taining both  deposits  of  readily  ignitable  residues 
and  explosive  vapors,  there  shall  be  no  electrical 
equipment  in  the  vicinity  of  dip  tanks  or  associated 
drain  boards  or  drying  operations  which  are  subject 
to  splashing  or  dripping  of  dip  tank  liquids,  except 
wiring  in  rigid  conduit  or  in  threaded  boxes  or 
fittings  containing  no  taps,  splices  or  terminal 
connections. 

d.  In  any  floor  space  outside  a  vapor  area,  but 
within  20  feet  therefrom,  and  not  separated  by 
tight  partitions,  there  shall  be  no  open  flames  or 
spark  producing  devices.  Such  area  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  Class  I,  Division  2  hazardous  location 
under  the  National  Electrical  Code. 

Section  12.22 — Operations  and  Maintenance 

a.  Areas  in  vicinity  of  tanks  shall  be  kept  as 
clear  of  combustible  stock  as  practical  and  shall 
be  kept  entirely  free  of  combustible  debris. 

b.  When  waste  or  rags  are  used  in  connection 
with  dipping  operations,  approved  metal  waste 
cans  shall  be  provided  and  all  impregnated  rags 
or  waste  deposited  therein  immediately  after  use. 
The  contents  of  waste  cans  shall  be  disposed  of 
at  the  end  of  each  shift  by  methods  approved  by 
the  Head  of  the  Eire  Department. 

Section  12.23 — Fire  Extinguishing  Equipment 

a.  Areas  in  the  vicinity  of  dip  tanks  shall  be 
provided  with  portable  fire  extinguishers  suitable 
for  flammable  liquid  fires,  as  specified  by  the  Head 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

b.  Dip  tanks  of  over  150  gallons  capacity  or 
10  square  feet  liquid  surface  area  shall  be  protected 
with  at  least  one  of  the  following  automatic  ex- 
tinguishing facilities: 

(1)  Approved    automatic     water    spray    ex- 
tinguishing system; 

(2)  Approved   automatic   foam   extinguishing 
system ; 

(3)  Approved      automatic      carbon      dioxide 
system ; 

(4)  Dip  tank  covers. 

c.  Dip  tanks  containing  a  liquid  with  a  flash- 
point below  110  F.  (when  used  in  such  manner 
that  the  liquid  temperature  may  equal  or  be 
greater  than  its  flashpoint  from  artificial  or  natural 
causes)  shall  conform  to  the  above  when  having 
both  a  capacity  of  more  than  10  gallons  and  a 
liquid  surface  area  of  more  than  4  square  feet. 
Section  12.24 — Dip  Tank  Covers 

a.  Covers  arranged  to  close  automatically  in  the 
event  of  fire  shall  be  actuated  by  approved  auto- 
matic devices  and  shall  also  be  arranged  for  manual 
operation. 

b.  Covers  shall  be  of  substantial  noncombusti- 
ble  material  or  of  tin-clad  type  with  enclosing 
metal  applied  with  locked  joints- 

c.  Chains  or  wire  rope  shall  be  used  for  cover 
support  or  operating  mechanism  where  the  burning 
of  a  cord  would  interfere  with  the  action  of  a  device. 

d.  Covers  shall  be  kept  closed  when  tanks  are 
not  in  use. 

Section  12.25 — Hardening  and  Tempering  Tanks 

a.  Tanks  shall  be  located  as  far  as  practicable 
from  furnaces  and  shall  not  bo  located  on  or  near 
combustible  floors. 

b.  Tanks  shall  be  provided  with  a  noncombusti- 
blc  hood  and  vent  or  other  equally  effective  means, 
venting  to  outside  of  building  to  serve  as  a  vent  in 


case  of  fire.  All  such  vent  ducts  shall  be  treated  as 
flues  and  be  kept  well  away  from  combustible 
roofs  or  materials. 

c.  Tanks  shall  be  equipped  with  a  high  tempera- 
ture limit  switch  arranged  to  sound  an  alarm  when 
the  temperature  of  the  quenching  medium  reaches 
50°  F.  below  the  flash  point. 

d.  Hardening  and  tempering  tanks  of  over  500 
gallons  capacity  or  25  square  feet  liquid  surface 
area  shall  be  provided  with  fire  extinguishing 
equipment. 

e.  Air  under  pressure  shall  not  be  used  to  fill  or 
to  agitate  oil  in  tanks. 

Section  12.26 — Flow  Coat  Operations 

a.  Flow  coat  operations  shall  conform  to  the 
requirements  for  dip  tanks,  considering  the  area  of 
the  sump  and  any  areas  on  which  paint  flows  as 
the  area  of  a  dip  tank. 

b.  Paint  shall  be  supplied  by  direct  low  pressure 
pumping  arranged  to  automatically  shut  down  by 
means  of  approved  heat  actuated  devices,  in  case 
of  fire,  or  by  a  gravity  tank  not  exceeding  10 
gallons  in  capacity. 

Article  13 — Flammable  Liquids 
Section  13.01 — Scope 

(a)  These  sections  shall  not  apply  in  any  in- 
stance where  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  building 
or  other  structure  is  specifically  regulated  by  stat- 
ute law  or  by  rules  and  regulations  on  the  State 
Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 

(b)  General  Laws — Chapter  148,  Section  23 — 
No  volatile  inflammable  fluid  except  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  quart  contained  in  an  approved 
safety  can  and  no  non-volatile  inflammable  fluid 
except  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  gallons  for 
domestic  use  shall  be  kept,  used  or  stored  in  any 
part  of  any  building  used  for  habitation,  and  no 
volatile  inflammable  fluid  in  quantity  exceeding 
one  gallon  contained  in  an  approved  safety  can, 
and  no  non-volatile  inflammable  fluid  in  quantity 
exceeding  thirty  gallons,  shall  be  kept,  used  or 
stored  except  in  the  tank  of  an  automobile,  motor 
boat  or  stationary  engine,  within  fifty  feet  of  any 
building  used  for  habitation,  unless  a  permit  has 
first  been  obtained  therefor  from  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  he  may  prescribe. 

(c)  General  Laws,  Chapter  148,  Sections  37,  38, 
38A 

Section  37 — No  person  shall  construct,  main- 
tain or  use  any  tank  or  container  of  more  than 
ten  thousand  gallons'  capacity,  for  the  storage 
of  any  fluid  other  than  water,  unless  the  same  is 
located  underground,  without  first  secuz-ing  a 
permit  therefor  from  the  Commissioner.  The 
Commissioner  may,  after  notice  and  hearing, 
revoke  any  such  permit  for  cause.  Whoever 
violates  this  section  or  a  rule  or  regulation  made 
under  the  following  section  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars. 

Section  38 — The  board  shall  make  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  construction,  use  and 
maintenance  of  tanks  to  which  the  preceding 
section  applies. 

Section  38A — No  underground  tank  which  has 
been  used  for  the  keeping  or  storage  of  gasoline 
shall  be  removed  or  relocated  unless  a  permit 
therefor  shall  first  have  been  obtained  from  the 
State  Fire  Marshal  or  the  official  designated  by 
him  to  grant  permits  in  the  city  or  town  where 
such  tank  is  located. 

(d)  General  Laics,  Chapter  148,  Section  46 
(Stove  Polish) — No  person  shall  manufacture,  store, 
keep  for  sale,  sell  or  transport  any  compound  for 
use  as  a  stove  polish  containing  any  liquid  or  com- 
pound whatsoever  which  will  emit  a  gas  that  will 
flash  at  a  temperature  of  less  than  one  hundred 
and  forty  degrees  Fahrenheit,  except  that  foundry 
paste  which  contains  inflammable  compound,  if 
packed  in  metal  containers,  sealed  by  fusion  and 
weighing  in  gross  not  less  than  five  pounds,  and  if 
such  container  is  labeled  "Dangerous — Inflamma- 
ble compound — Keep  away  from  fire,  heat  and 
lights"  may  be  manufactured,  stored,  kept  for  sale, 
sold  or  transported  for  use  only  bystove  foundries, 
stove  manufacturers  and  stove  dealers  on  their  own 
premises  under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  board.  The  flash  point  of  said  compound  shall 
be  ascertained  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  such 
rules  and  regulations, 

(e)  Dry-cleaning — 

1)  Dry-cleaning  and  dry-dyeing  and  the 
keeping,  storage  and  use  of  cleaning  and  dyeing 
fluids  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  governed 
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by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the

2)   A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  operation 
of  a  drv-cleaning  or  dry-dyeing  plant. 

(f)  Fuel  Oil — The  construction,  installation  and 
operation  of  oil  burning  equipment  and  the  keep- 
ing, storage,  and  use  of  fuel  oil  or  other  flammable 
liquid  products  used  in  connection  therewith 
shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
preset  ibed  by  the  State  Boa  id  oi  I  "ire  Prevention 
Regulations— FPR  3. 

(g)  Garages — The  construction  and  maintenance 
of  buildings  or  other  structures  used  as  garages 
and  to  the  related  storage,  keeping  and  use  of 
gasoline,  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Pre- 
vention Regulations — FPR  4. 

(h)  Transportation  of  Flammable  Liquids  by 
tank  vehicles,  pipelines,  etc. — The  transportation 
of  flammable  liquids  by  tank  vehicles,  pipelines  or 
other  methods,  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention 
Regulations — FPR  7. 

(i)  Flammable  Liquids  on  Waters — The  keeping, 
handling  and  transportation  of  flammable  liquids, 
and  the  disposition  of  crude  petroleum  or  any  of 
its  products,  in  harbors  or  other  waters  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
and  regulations  preset  ibed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Fire  Prevention  Regulations — Form  FPR  14. 
Section   13.02 — Dejinitions 

(a)  "Flammable  liquid",  any  liquid  or  mixture 
of  liquids  normally  in  a  liquid  state,  which,  when 
heated  to  a  temperature  not  over  two  hundred 
degrees  (200°)  Fahrenheit,  will  emit  a  vapor  which 
will  ignite  by  flame  or  spark. 

(b)  "Class  I  flammable  liquids",  any  flammable 
liquid  having  a  flash  point  below  or.e  hundred 
degrees  (100°)  Fahrenheit. 

(c)  "Class  II  flammable  liquid",  any  flammable 
liquid  having  a  flash  point  of  not  lets  than  one 
hundred  degrees  (100°)  Fahrenheit,  nor  higher 
than  one  hundred  eighty-seven  degrees  (187°) 
Fahrenheit. 

(d)  "Class  III  flammable  liquid",  any  flammable 
liquid  having  a  flash  point  above  one  hundred 
eighty-seven  degrees  (187°)  Fahrenheit,  but  not 
over  two  hundred  degrees  (200°)  Fahrenheit. 

Bulk  Storage  Underground  or  in  Buildings 
Section  13.03 — Underground;  Outside  of  or   Under 
Buildings 

(a)  Location — A  flammable  liquid  storage  tank 
may  be  located  underground,  outside  of  or  under 
a  building,  if  such  installation  meets  the  require- 
ments of  this  section.  The  tank  shall  be  so  located 
with  respect  to  existing  building  foundations  and 
supports  that  the  loads  carried  by  the  latter  cannot 
be  transmitted  to  the  tank. 

(b)  Depth  and  Covei — Excavation  for  under- 
ground storage  tanks  shall  be  made  with  due  care 
to  avoid  undermining  of  foundations  of  existing 
structures.  Underground  tanks  shall  be  set  on 
firm  foundation  and  surrounded  with  soft  earth  or 
sand  well  tamped  in  place.  Tanks  shall  be  covered 
with  a  minimum  of  2  feet  of  earth,  or  shall  be 
covered  with  not  less  than  1  foot  of  earth  on  top 
of  which  shall  be  placed  a  slab  of  reinforced  con- 
crete not  less  than  4  inches  thick.  When  under- 
ground tanks  are  or  are  likely  to  be  subjected  to 
traffic,  they  shall  be  protected  against  damage 
from  vehicles  passing  over  them  by  at  least  3  feet 
of  earth  covei,  or  18  inches  of  well-tamped  earth, 
plus  6  inches  of  reinforced  concrete  or  8  inches  of 
asphaltic  concrete.  When  asphaltic  or  reinforced 
concrete  paving  is  used  as  part  of  the  protection  it 
shall  extend  at  least  1  foot  horizontally  beyond  the 
outline  of  the  tank  in  all  directions. 

(c)  Anchorage — Where  a  tank  may  become 
buoyant  due  to  a  rise  in  the- level  of  the  water  table 
or  due  to  location  in  an  area  that  may  be  subjected 
to  flooding,  suitable  precautions  shall  be  observed 
to  anchor  the  tank  in  place. 

Section   13.04 — Underground;  Inside  of  Buildings 

(a)  Unenclosed  tanks  shall  not  be  located  within 
5  feet,  horizontally,  of  any  fire  or  flame. 

(b)  Tanks  larger  than  60  gallons  capacity  shall 
not  be  located  in  buildings  above  the  lowest 
story,  cellar  or  basement,  except  in  commercial 
or  industrial  establishments  or  processing  plants 
where  storage  on  a  higher  floor  is  required  by  the 
process. 

(c)  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  tanks  ex- 
ceeding 275  gallons  capacity  in  an  individual 
building  or  in  a  section  of  a  building  separated  by 
fire  walls  shall  be  installed  in  an  enclosure  con- 


structed as  follows:  The  walls  of  the  enclosure 
shall  be  constructed  of  solid  masonry  units  or 
poured  concrete  construction  having  a  fire  resist- 
ance rating  of  not  less  than  three  hours.  Such 
enclosures  shall  be  installed  only  on  a  concrete  or 
other  fire-resistive  floors  and  shall  be  bonded  to 
the  floors.  Enclosures  shall  have  tops  of  reinforced 
concrete  at  least  5  inches  thick  or  equivalent  fire- 
resistive  construction,  except  that  where  floor  or 
roof  construction  above  the  enclosure  is  concrete 
or  other  fire-resistive  construction,  the  walls  may 
be  extended  to  and  bonded  to  the  underside  of 
the  construction  above  in  lieu  of  the  provision 
of  a  separate  top.  Any  openings  to  such  enclosures 
shall  be  provided  with  fire  doors  or  other  approved 
closures  and  six-inch  noncombustible  liquid-tight 
sills  or  ramps.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  ade- 
quate ventilation  of  such  enclosures  prior  to 
entering  for  inspection  or  repairs  on  tanks. 

Storage  in  Closed  Containers  Inside 
Buildings 
Section  13.05— Scope 

Sections  13.06  to  13.10  inclusive  apply  to  the 
storage  of  flammable  liquids  in  drums  or  other 
portable  closed  containers  not  exceeding  60  gallons 
individual  capacity  inside  buildings. 
Section  13.06 — Design  and  Construction  of  Inside 
Storage  Rooms 

(a)  Inside  Storage  Rooms  shall  comply  with  the 
following  general  construction  requirements: 
Walls,  floors  and  ceilings  shall  be  of  construction 
having  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one 
hour.  Openings  to  other  rooms  or  buildings  shall 
be  provided  with  noncombustible  liquid-tight 
raised  sills  or  ramps  at  least  6  inches  in  height 
and  with  approved  fire  doors  with  heat-actuated 
releasing  devices  arranged  to  close  doors  auto- 
matically in  case  of  fire.  Where  other  portions  of 
the  building  or  other  properties  are  exposed, 
windows  shall  be  protected  in  an  approved  manner. 
No  combustible  material  shall  be  used  for  interior 
room  surfaces  or  shelving.  Proper  ventilation 
shall  be  provided.  Heating  shall  be  restricted  to 
low  pressure  steam  or  hot  water  or  to  electrical 
units  approved  for  Class  I  hazardous  locations. 

(b)  Electrical  devices  located  in  Inside  Storage 
Rooms  used  for  Class  I  flammable  liquids  shall  be 
approved  for  Class  I,  division  2  hazardous  loca- 
tions and  for  Class  II  or  Class  III  flammable 
liquids,  shall  be  equipment  for  general  use.  In- 
stallations shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
nationally  recognized  safe  practice.  Compliance 
with  the  Standards  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  known  as  the  "National  Electrical 
Code"  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of 
compliance  with  nationally  recognized  safe  prac- 
tice. 

(c)  Rooms  or  portions  of  buildings,  affording  a 
type  of  building  construction  and  other  features 
equivalent  to  that  required  for  Inside  Storage 
Rooms,  may  be  utilized  for  storage  of  flammable 
liquids  if  not  used  for  any  other  storage  or  operation 
which,  in  combination,  creates  a  greater  fire 
hazard. 

(d)  Storage  rooms  shall  be  located  to  minimize 
damage  in  the  event  of  an  explosion. 

(e)  The  quantity  of  flammable  liquid  in  an 
Inside  Storage  Room  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity 
specified  in  this  paragraph  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  (f)  of  this  section.  If  not  protected 
by  an  approved  automatic  fire  extinguishing 
system: 

(1)  550  gallons  total,  of  which  not  more  than 

(2)  275  gallons  may  be  of  Class  I. 

If  protected   by  an  approved  automatic  fire 
extinguishing  system: 

(3)  1100  gallons  total,  of  which  not  more  than 

(4)  550  gallons  may  be  of  Class  I. 

(f)  The  quantity  of  flammable  liquid  in  an 
Inside  Storage  Room  may  be  increased  to  that 
permitted  by  section  for  Inside  Mixing  and 
Handling  Rooms  provided  the  construction  is  as 
provided  in  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section, 
but  with  walls,  floors  and  ceiling  of  noncom- 
bustible construction  having  a  fire  resistance 
rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour. 

Section   13 .  07 — Storage  Cabinets 

(a)  Storage  cabinets  may  be  used  where  it  is 
desirable  to  keep  more  than  10  gallons  of  flam- 
mable liquids  inside  buildings.  No  individual 
container  shall  exceed  5  gallons  capacity  and  not 
over  50  gallons  shall  be  stored  in  any  one  cabinet. 

(b)  Storage  cabinets  shall  be  constructed  as 
follows  or  built  to  equivalent  requirements.  The 
bottom,  top,  door  and  sides  of  cabinet  shall  be  at 
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least  No.  18  gauge  sheet  iron  and  double  walled 
with  li-inch  air  space.  Joints  shall  be  riveted, 
welded  and  made  tight  by  some  equally  effective 
means.  The  door  shall  be  provided  with  a  3-point 
lock,  kept  closed  when  not  in  use,  and  the  door 
sill  shall  be  raised  at  least  2  inches  above  the  bot- 
tom of  the  cabinet.  When  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  cabinets  shall 
be  vented.  The  cabinet  shall  be  conspicuously 
labeled  in  red  letters  "FLAMMABLE— KEEP 
FIRE  AWAY". 
Section   13.08 — Manner  of  Storage  and  Limitations 

(a)  Flammable  liquids  shall  not  be  stored 
(including  stock  for  sale),  near  exits,  stairways  or 
areas  normally  used  for  the  safe  egress  of  people. 

(b)  The  storage  of  flammable  liquids  in  closed 
containers  shall  comply  with  the  following  oc- 
cupancy schedule  except  that  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  may  impose  a  quantity  limitation 
or  require  greater  protection  where,  in  his  opinion, 
unusual  hazard  to  life  or  property  is  involved,  or 
he  may  authorize  increase  of  these  amounts  where 
the  type  of  construction,  fire  protection  provided 
or  other  factors  substantially  reduce  the  hazard. 

(1)  Dwellings  and  apartment  houses  containing 
not  more  than  three  dwelling  units  and  accompany- 
ing attached  or  detached  garages.  Storage  other 
than  fuel  oil,  prohibited,  except  that  which  is 
required  for  maintenance  or  equipment  opera- 
tion which  shall  not  exceed  10  gallons.  Such 
flammable  liquids  shall  be  stored  in  metal  closed 
containers  or  safety  cans. 

(2)  Assembly  and  office  occupancies,  apart- 
ment houses  containing  more  than  three  dwelling 
units,  hotels  and  theatres.  Storage  prohibited, 
except  that  which  is  required  for  maintenance 
and  operation  of  building  and  operation  of 
equipment.  Such  storage  shall  be  kept  in  metal 
closed  containers  stored  in  a  storage  cabinet 
or  in  safety  cans  or  in  an  Inside  Storage  Room 
not  having  a  door  that  opens  into  that  portion 
of  the  building  used  by  the  public. 

(3)  Educational  and  Institutional  occupancies. 
Storage  shall  be  limited  to  that  required  for 
maintenance,  demonstration,  treatment  and 
laboratory  work  and  shall  be  in  an  Inside 
Storage  Room.  Flammable  liquids  stored  for 
such  purposes  shall  be  in  containers  not  larger 
than  one  quart  or  in  safety  cans  or  in  storage 
cabinets. 

(4)  Mercantile  Occupancies.  In  rooms  or  areas 
accessible  to  the  public,  storage  shall  be  in 
closed  containers  and  limited  to  quantities 
needed  for  display  and  normal  merchandising 
purposes.  Where  the  aggregate  quantity  of 
additional  stock  exceeds  50  gallons  it  shall  be 
stored  in  rooms  or  portions  of  buildings  that 
comply  with  the  construction  requirements  of 
section  13.06  "Design  and  Construction  of 
Inside  Storage  Rooms". 

(5)  General  Purpose  and  Public  Warehouses. 
Storage  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section 
13.08  b(7).  Storage  in  containers  of  1  gallon  or 
largir  capacity  shall  hi  m  fire  resistive  buildings 
or  in  portions  of  buildings  cut  off  by  noncom- 
bustible  construction  having  a  fire  resistance  of 
not  less  than  two  hours.  Noncombustible  mate- 
rial, creating  no  hazard  to  the  flammable  liquids, 
may  be  stored  in  the  same  area. 

(6)  Flammable  Liguid  Warehouses.  Storage 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section  13.08  b(7). 

If  storage  building  is  located  30  to  50  feet  from 
building  or  line  of  property  that  may  be  built 
upon,  the  exposing  wall  shall  be  a  blank  wall 
having  a  fire-resistive  rating  of  at  least  2  hours. 
If  storage  building  is  located  10  to  30  feet  from 
building  or  line  of  property  that  may  be  built 
upon,  the  exposing  wall  shall  be  a  blank  wall 
having  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  at  least  3 
hours.  If  storage  building  is  less  than  10  feet 
from  the  line  of  adjoining  property  that  can  be 
built  upon,  the  exposing  wall  shall  be  a  wall 
having  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  a  least  4  hours, 
with  openings  protected  by  approved  fire  doors. 

(7)  Flammable  liquid  containers  shall  be 
stored  in  tiers  or  piles,  separated  by  main  aisle 
widths  of  8  feet  and  side  aisle  widths  of  4  feet. 

Section  13.09— Fire  Control 

(a)  When  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
requires  sprinklers,  they  shall  be  installed  in  an 
approved  manner.  Installations  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  nationally  recognized  good  prac- 
tice. 

(b)  Open  (lames,  smoking  and  other  sources  of 
ignition  shall  not  be  permitted  in  flammable 
liquid  storage  rooms. 


(c)  Materials  which  will  react  with  water  to 
produce  flammable  vapors  shall  not  be  stored  in 
the  same  room  with  flammable  liquids. 

(d)  Oxygen  or  other  oxidizing  materials  shall  not 
be  permitted  in  flammable  liquid  storage  rooms. 

Storage  in  Closed  Containers  Outside 
Buildings 
Section  13.10— Scope 

Section  13. 11  applies  to  the  storage  of  flammable 
liquids  in  drums  or  other  portable  closed  containers 
not  exceeding  60  gallons  individual  capacity  out- 
side buildings. 
Section  13.11 — Basic  Safeguards 

(a)  Storage  of  100  drums  or  more  of  Class  I 
flammable  liquids  shall  be  limited  to  groups  of 
100  drums,  located  at  least  60  feet  from  the  nearest 
building  or  line  of  adjacent  property  that  may  be 
built  upon  and  each  group  shall  be  separated  by 
at  least  40  feet.  Storage  of  300  drums  or  more  of 
Class  II  and  Class  III  flammable  liquids  shall  be 
limited  to  groups  of  300  drums  located  at  least  50 
feet  from  nearest  building  or  line  of  adjoining 
property  that  may  be  built  upon  and  each  group 
shall  be  separated  by  at  least  30  feet.  These  dis- 
tances may  be  reduced  50  per  cent  if  sprinklers  and 
drainage  aw-ay  from  exposures  are  provided. 

(b)  The  drum  storage  shall  be  located  to  prevent 
run-off  or  drainage  toward  other  storage  or  build- 
ings. The  area  shall  be  kept  clear  of  grass,  weeds 
and  other  foreign  combustibles.  Signs  shall  be 
posted  prohibiting  open  flames  and  smoking. 
Section    13.12 — Manner    of    Storage- — Commercial 

and  Industrial  Establishments 
Flammable    liquids   shall    be    stored    in    tanks, 
closed  containers  or  approved  safety  cans. 
Section  13. 13 — Use  of  Flammable  Liguids 

a.  Location. — Flammable  liquids  in  quantities 
requiring  license  or  permit  shall  be  used  in  build- 
ings, portions  of  buildings  or  rooms  constructed 
and  designed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  following  sub-section  (b)  Inside  Mixing  and 
Handling  Rooms. 

b.  Design  and  Construction  of  Inside  Mixing  and 
Handling  Rooms.  Rooms  shall  have  at  least  one 
exterior  wall.  Walls,  floors  and  ceilings  shall  be 
of  noncombustible  construction  having  at  least 
a  one-hour  fire  resistance  rating.  Door  openings 
shall  be  provided  with  noncombustible  liquid- 
tight  sills  at  least  6  inches  high  and  provided 
with  an  approved  fire  door  of  the  self-closing  type. 
Adequate  drainage  to  a  safe  location  shall  be  pro- 
vided. Adequate  natural  ventilation  shall  be  pro- 
vided or  if  mechanical  ventilation  is  provided, 
installation  shall  be  in  accordance  with  national 
recognized  good  practice.  Heating  shall  be  by 
low  pressure  steam  or  hot  water  or  by  electrical 
units  approved  for  Class  I  hazardous  locations. 
All  equipment  such  as  mixers,  filters,  pumps, 
motors,  and  shafting  shall  be  permanently  and 
effectively  grounded.  Electrical  installations  shall 
be  made  in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized 
safe  practice.  Compliance  with  the  standards  of 
the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  known 
as  the  "National  Electrical  Code"  shall  be  deemed 
prima  facie  evidence  of  compliance  with  nationally 
recognized  safe  practice. 

(c)  Storage  Limits  for  Inside  Mixing  and  Hand- 
ling Rooms.  An  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling 
Room  not  protected  by  an  approved  automatic 
fire  extinguishing  system  shall  contain  not  more 
than, 

(1)  1 1,000  gallons  total  of  which  not  more  than, 

(2)  2,750  gallons  may  be  of  Class  I. 

(3)  These  amounts  may  be  increased  to  not  more 
than  one  day's  supply  where  daily  consump- 
tion exceeds  the  above  limits. 

Section  13. 14 — Dispensing 

(a)  Class  I  flammable  liquids  shall  be  dispensed 
only  in  an  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling  Room. 

(b)  Class  I  flammable  liquids  shall  not  be  drawn 
from  or  dispensed  into  vessels  or  containers  within 
a  building  except  by  means  of  a  device  drawing 
from  top  of  the  tank  or  the  container.  Gravity 
discharge  within  a  building  of  Class  I  flammable 
liquids  from  tanks,  drums,  or  containers  other 
than  safety  cans,  is  forbidden,  except  where  the 
nature  of  the  manufacturing  process  requires 
gravity  flow.  Upon  approval  of  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  such  gravity  flow  shall  be  per- 
mitted only  from  vessels  storing  flammable  liquids 
sufficient  for  not  more  than  one  day's  operation. 

(c)  Class  I  flammable  liquids  shall  not  be  dis- 
pensed within  a  room  or  building  which  normally 
contains  sources  of  ignition  within  the  possible 
path  of  vapor  travel.  Dispensing  devices  shall  be 
provided   with   iron   or   steel   valves   where    com- 
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patible  with  the  flammable  liquid  handled.  Where 
practicable,  there  shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  outlet 
valve,  a  secondary  control  device  or  valve  outside 
of  the  immediate  area,  by  which  the  flow  may  be 
stopped  in  the  event  or  fire  or  other  accident  at 
the  outlet.  Outlet  valves,  where  practicable,  shall 
be  of  the  self-closing  type. 

(d)  Container  Filling  Facilities.  Class  I  flam- 
mable liquids  shall  not  be  run  into  containers 
unless  the  nozzle  and  container  are  electrically 
interconnected.  Where  the  metallic  floor  plate 
on  which  the  container  stands  while  filling  is 
electrically  connected  to  the  fill  stem  or  where 
the  fill  stem  is  bonded  to  the  container  during 
filling  operations  by  means  of  a  bond-wire,  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  complied  with. 

(e)  Exit  facilities  shall  be  provided  to  prevent 
occupants  being  trapped  in  the  event  of  fire. 
Section  13.1 5 —  Ventilation 

(a)  Buildings  or  rooms  or  other  enclosures  in 
which  Class  I  flammable  liquids  are  used  or  stored 
in  open  vats  or  dip  tanks  shall  be  provided  with 
ventilation  sufficient  at  all  times  to  prevent 
accumulation  of  flammable  vapors.  Where 
natural  ventilation  is  insufficient  under  all  condi- 
tions to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  flammable 
vapors,  mechanical  ventilation  shall  be  provided 
and  used.  The  accumulation  of  flammable  vapors 
within  the  combustible  or  explosive  range  under 
normal  operating  conditions,  as  determined  by  an 
approved  flammable-vapor  indicator,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  this 
section. 

(b)  Design  of  ventilating  systems  shall  take 
into  account  the  relatively  high  specific  gravity 
of  the  vapors.  Openings  to  the  outside  for  natural 
ventilation  shall  be  at  floor  level  and  shall  be  un- 
obstructed except  by  louvers,  or  coarse  screens. 
Mechanical  systems  for  removing  flammable 
vapors  shall  be  designed,  installed  and  operated 
in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized  good 
practice. 

Section  13.16 — Sources  of  Ignition 

Open  flames,  heating  devices  and  processes 
employing  temperatures  capable  of  igniting  the 
vapors  of  the  flammable  liquids  used  shall  be 
prohibited  in  buildings,  rooms  and  other  confined 
spaces  in  which  Class  I  flammable  liquids  are  used 
in  the  open,  or  in  which  Class  II  and  Class  III 
flammable  liquids  are  used  for  the  purpose  of 
saturating,  coating  or  otherwise  treating  goods  or 
materials.  Artificial  lighting  shall  be  by  electricity 
only.  Electric  devices  located  within  the  possible 
path  of  vapor  travel  shall  be  of  a  type  approved 
for  such  locations.  Compliance  with  applicable 
provisions  of  the  Standards  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  known  as  the  "National 
Electrical  Code"  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie 
evidence  of  compliance  with  this  section.  Smoking 
shall  be  prohibited  and  suitable  signs  to  that 
effect  shall  be  displayed. 
Section   13.17 — Fire  Controls 

a.  Where  flammable  liquids  are  used  or  dis- 
pensed, portable  fire  appliances  shall  be  provided. 
The  number  and  type  of  appliances  shall  be  as 
specified  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  or 
person  designated  by  him. 

b.  Whenever  flammable  liquids  are  stored  in 
containers,  provision  shall  be  made  and  maintained 
for  the  detection  of  leakage.  Leaking  containers 
shall  be  immediately  removed  or  made  tight. 

c.  Access  shall  be  provided  by  unobstructed 
aisles  whereby  fire-control  apparatus  may  be 
brought  to  bear  on  any  part  of  such  flammable 
liquids  storage. 

d.  In  buildings,  rooms  or  other  confined  spaces 
in  which  flammable  liquids  are  stored,  combustible 
waste  materials  shall  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate, 
except  in  closed  metal  containers. 

e.  Crankcase  drainings  and  flammable  liquids 
shall  not  be  dumped  into  sewers,  but  shall  be 
stored  in  tanks  or  tight  drums  outside  of  any 
building  until  removed  from  the  premises. 

Processing  Plants 
Section  13.18 — Manner  of  Storage 

a.  Flammable  liquids  shall  be  stored  in  tanks, 
closed  containers  shall  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  division  II  of  this  article  or  paragraph  c  of 
this  section. 

c.  Storage  of  flammable  liquids  within  rooms  or 
buildings  shall  be  limited  in  accordance  with  the 
following  paragraphs: 

(1)   Within  wood  frame  buildings,  storage  of 

Class  I  flammable  liquids  shall  be  prohibited: 


storage  of  Class  II  and  Class  III  flammable 
liquids  shall  be  limited  to  GO  gallons  in  any  tank 
or  container. 

(2)  In  other  than  wood-frame  buildings. 
Class  I  flammable  liquids  may  be  stored  in 
closed  containers  or  safety  cans  of  not  mure 
than  5  gallons  individual  capacity  and  not 
exceeding  a  total  of  25  gallons.  Class  II  and 
Class  III  flammable  liquids  may  be  stored  in 
closed  containers  of  not  more  than  5  gallons 
individual  capacity,  or  in  barrels,  drums,  or 
tanks  not  exceeding  120  gallons  individual 
capacity.  The  total  quantity  stored  in  this 
manner  shall  be  limited  to  220  gallons. 
Section  13 .  10 — Blending  and  Mixing 

a.  Mixing  or  blending  rooms  or  buildings  shall 
meet  the  design  requirements  of  section  13.13  (b), 
Design  and  Construction  of  Inside  Mixing  and 
Handling  Rooms.  Mixing  or  blending  rooms  or 
buildings  shall  be  provided  with  natural  or  me- 
chanical ventilation  that  will  prevent  the  accumula- 
tion of  flammable  vapors  in  hazardous  concentra- 
tions. Design  of  ventilating  systems  shall  take 
into  account  the  relatively  high  specific  gravity  of 
the  vapors.  Openings  in  outside  walls  for  natural 
ventilation  shall  be  at  floor  level  and  shall  be 
unobstructed  except  by  louvers,  or  coarse  screens. 
Mechanical  systems  for  removing  flammable 
vapors  shall  be  designed,  installed  and  operated 
in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized  good 
practice. 

b.  Vessels  used  for  mixing  or  blending  of  Class  I 
flammable  liquids  shall  be  provided  with  self- 
fitting  noncombustible  lids  that  will  control  a 
fire  within  such  vessel  when  applied  thereto. 
Where  such  devices  are  impracticable,  automatic 
or  manually  controlled  chemical  or  other  fire 
extinguishing  devices  approved  by  the  Head  of 
the  Fire  Department  shall  be  provided. 

c.  Open  flames  and  other  sources  of  ignition 
shall  not  be  used  within  the  possible  path  of  vapor 
travel  where  flammable  liquids  are  mixed  or 
blended  in  open  containers. 

d.  Vessels    shall    be    electrically    connected    by 
bond-wires,     piping,     or     similar     means,     where 
differences  of  potential  could  otherwise  be  created 
by  accumulation  of  static-electrical  charges. 
Section  .13.20 — Dispensing  from  Containers  Within 

Buildings 

a.  Class  I  flammable  liquids  may  be  dispensed 
from  approved  safety  cans,  provided  that  there 
are  no  open  flames  or  other  sources  of  ignition 
within  the  possible  path  of  vapor  travel. 

b.  Class  II  and  Class  III  flammable  liquids 
may  be  dispensed  from  containers  not  exceeding  60 
gallons  in  individual  capacity  by  means  of  a  pump 
or  similar  device  taking  suction  through  the  top 
of  the  container. 

Section  13.21 — Sources  of  Ignition 

Open  flames,  heating  devices  and  processes 
employing  temperatures  capable  of  igniting  the 
vapors  of  the  flammable  liquid  used  shall  be 
prohibited  in  buildings,  rooms  and  other  confined 
spaces  in  which  Class  I  flammable  liquids  are  used 
in  the  open,  or  in  which  Class  II  and  Class  III 
flammable  liquids  are  heated  above  their-  flash 
point  in  open  containers.  Artificial  lighting  shall 
be  by  electricity  only.  Electrical  devices  located 
within  the  possible  path  of  vapor  travel  shall  be 
of  a  type  approved  for  such  locations.  Electrical 
devices  meeting  the  applicable  Standards  of  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  known  as  the 
"National  Electrical  Code"  shall  be  deemed  prima 
facie  evidence  of  compliance  with  this  section. 
Section  1 3 .  22 — Housekeeping 

a.  Wherever  flammable  liquids  are  stored  in 
containers  provision  shall  be  made  and  maintained 
for  the  detection  of  leakage.  Leaking  containers 
shall  be  immediately  removed  and  the  contents 
transferred  to  a  tight  container. 

b.  Access  shall  be  provided  by  unobstructed 
aisles  whereby  fire  control  apparatus  may  be 
brought  to  bear  on  any  part  of  such  flammable 
liquids  storage. 

c.  In  buildings,  rooms  or  other  confined  spaces 
in  which  flammable  liquids  are  stored,  com- 
bustible waste  materials  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
accumulate,  except  in  closed  metal  containers. 

d.  Crankcase   drainings  and   flammable   liquids 
shall   not   be   dumped   into   sewers,   but   shall  be 
stored   in   tanks   or   tight   drums   outside   of  any 
building  until  removed  from  the  premises. 
Section  13.23 — Fire  Control  Equipment 

Where  flammable  liquids  are  stored,  or  are 
used  in  open  vessels,  or  are  dispensed  within 
buildings  or  other  enclosures,  fire  control  equip- 
ment   shall    be    provided    in    such    quantities   as 
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public  safety  shall  require.    The  number  and  type 
of  appliances  shall  be  in  accordance  with  nationally 
recognized  good  practice  and  shall  be  acceptable 
to  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 
Section  13.24 — Safety  Cans 

Owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  shall  provide 
self-closing  safety  cans  of  a  type  approved  by  the 
State  Fire  Marshal,  for  the  keeping  of  volatile 
flammable  liquids  in  small  quantities  other  than 
that  kept  in  approved  storage  containers. 

Abandonment    or    Removal    of    Underground 

Tanks  Containing  Flammable  Licuids 
Section  13.25 — Permit  Required 

a.  A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  the  removal 
or  relocation  of  an  underground  tank  that  has  been 
used  for  the  keeping  or  storage  of  flammable 
liquids. 

b.  A  new  tank  shall  not  be  installed  in  place  of 
the  one  removed  of  a  capacity  in  excess  of  the  one 
removed  unless  a  proper  license  has  been  obtained 
to  cover  the  capacity  of  the  tank  so  installed,  and 
no  tank  of  any  capacity  shall  be  installed  in  place 
of  the  one  removed  until  inspected  and  approved 
by  an  officer  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Section   13.26 — Tanks  Rendered  "  Temporarily  Out 
of  Service" 

a.  Remove  all  flammable  liquid  that  can  be 
pumped  out  with  the  service  pump. 

b.  The  fill  line,  gauge  hatch  and  pump  suction 
shall  be  capped  and  secured  against  tampering. 

c.  The  vent  line  shall  be  left  open. 

Note:  As  an  alternate  to  the  above  procedure, 
the  tank  may  be  rendered  gas  free. 
Section  13.27 — Abandoning     Underground     Tanks 
in  Place 

a.  Remove  all  flammable  liquid  from  tank  and 
from  all  connecting  lines. 

b.  The  suction,  inlet,  gauge  and  vent  lines  shall 
be  disconnected. 

c.  The  tank  and  any  remaining  pipe  stubs  shall 
be  filled  with  a  sludge  composed  of  sand  and 
water. 

d.  Cap  or  plug  all  connecting  lines  below  ground 
level. 

Section  13.28 — Removal  of  Underground  Tanks 

a.  Remove  all  flammable  liquid  from  tank  from 
all  connecting  lines. 

b.  The  suction,  inlet,  gauge  and  vent  lines  shall 
be  disconnected. 

c.  The  tank  shall  be  flushed  with  water  and 
rendered  gas  free  as  indicated  by  combustible  gas 
indicator. 

d.  Cap  or  plug  inlets  and  outlets  and  keep  them 
capped  or  plugged  during  the  transportation  and 
storage  of  the  tank. 

e.  If  a  tank  is  to  be  disposed  of  as  junk,  it  should 
be  retested  for  explosive  vapors,  and,  if  necessary 
rendered  gas  free  by  filling  tank  with  inert  gas. 
After  junking  and  before  releasing  to  junk  dealer, 
a  sufficient  number  of  holes  or  openings  should  be 
made  in  it  to  render  it  unfit  for  further  use. 

f.  No  tank  shall  be  removed  until  the  District 
Chief  has  visited  the  premises  and  obtained  neces- 
sary information  relative  to  such  removal. 

Article  14 — Fumigation  and  Thermal  Insecti- 

cidal  Fogging 
Section  14.01 — Scope 

This  article  applies  to  fumigation  and  thermal 
insecticidal  fogging  operations  which  shall  conform 
to  all  other  applicable  requirements  of  this  code, 
as  well  as  the  following  provisions. 
Section  14.02 — Definitions 

(a)  "Fumigant"  shall  mean  and  include  any 
substance  which  by  itself  or  in  combination  with 
any  other  substance  emits  or  liberates  a  gas,  fume 
or  vapor  used  for  the  destruction  or  control  of 
insects,  fungi,  vermin,  germs,  rodents,  or  other 
pests,  and  shall  be  distinguished  from  insecticides 
and  disinfectants  which  are  essentially  effective  in 
the  solid  or  liquid  phases. 

(b)  "Thermal  insecticidal  fogging"  shall  mean 
the  use  of  insecticidal  liquids  which  are  passed 
through  thermal  fog-generating  units  where  they 
are,  by  means  of  heat,  pressure  and  turbulence, 
transformed  and  discharged  in  the  form  of  a  fog  or 
mist  that  is  blown  into  an  area  to  be  treated. 
Section  14.03 — Permit  required 

(a)  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of 
fumigation  or  thermal  insecticidal  fogging  without 
a  permit. 

(b)  No  fumigation  room,  vault  or  chamber 
using  a  toxic  or  flammable  fumigant  shall  be  main- 
tained without  a  permit. 


Section  14.04 — Sources  of  Ignition 

All  fires,  open  flames  and  similar  sources  of  igni- 
tion  shall   be   eliminated    from    the    space    under 
fumigation  or  thermal  insecticidal  fogging.     Heat- 
ing, if  needed,  shall  be  by  steam  or  hot  water. 
Section  14.05 — Notification  of  Fumigation 

The  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  shall  be  notified 
in  writing  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  any 
building  or  structure  is  to  be  closed  in  connection 
with  the  use  of  any  toxic  or  flammable  fumigant. 
Section  14.06 — Breathing  Apparatus  Required 

All  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  fumiga- 
ticn  :i  thermal  insecticidal  fusing  chall  maintain 
and  have  available  approved  protective  breathing 
apparatus. 

Section  14.07 — Watchman  Required  During  Fumi- 
gation 

During  the  period  fumigation  is  in  process,  ex- 
cept when  fumigation  is  conducted  in  a  gas-tight 
vault  or  tank,  a  capable,  alert  watchman  or  watch- 
men shall  remain  on  duty  at  the  entrance  or  en- 
trances to  the  building,  ship,  or  enclosed  space 
fumigated  until  after  the  fumigation  is  completed 
and  until  the  premises  are  properly  ventilated  and 
again  safe  for  human  occupancy.  Sufficient 
watchmen  shall  be  provided  to  prevent  any  person 
from  entering  the  building,  ship  or  enclosed  space 
under  fumigation  without  being  observed. 
Section  14.08 — Entrance  Doors  Placarded 

All  entrance  doors  to  buildings  or  areas  being 
fumigated    shall    be    placarded    with    conspicuous 
signs  stating  that  fumigation  operations  are  being 
conducted  therein. 
Section  14.09  Thermal  Insecticidal  Fogging  Liquids 

No  thermal  insecticidal  fogging  liquid  shall  be 
used  that  has  a  flash  point  below  100°  F. 

Article  15 — Hazardous  Chemicals 
Section  15.01 — Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  materials  not  other- 
wise covered  in  this  Code  which  are  highly  flam- 
mable, or  which  may  react  to  cause  fires  or  explo- 
sions, or  which  by  their  presence  create  or  aug- 
ment a  fire  or  explosion  hazard,  or  which  because 
of  their  toxicity,  flammability,  or  liability  to 
explosion  render  fire  fighting  abnoramally  dan- 
gerous or  difficult;  also  to  flammable  liquids  which 
are  chemically  unstable  and  which  may  spon- 
taneously form  explosive  compounds,  or  undergo 
spontaneous  reactions  of  explosive  violence  or 
with  sufficient  evolution  of  heat  to  be  a  fire  hazard. 
Hazardous  chemicals  shall  include  such  materials 
as  corrosive  liquids,  radio-active  materials,  oxidiz- 
ing materials,  potentially  explosive  chemicalsi 
highly  toxic  materials,  and  poisonous  gases. 
Section  15.02 — Definitions 

(a)  "Corrosive  liquids"  shall  mean  and  include 
those  acids,  alkaline  caustic  liquids,  and  other  cor- 
rosive liquids  which,  when  in  contact  with  living 
tissue,  will  cause  severe  damage  of  such  tissue 
by  chemical  action;  or  are  liable  to  cause  fire  when 
in  contact  with  organic  matter  or  with  certain 
chemicals. 

(b)  "Oxidizing  materials"  shall  mean  and  in- 
clude substances  such  as  chlorates,  permanganates, 
peroxides,  or  nitrates,  that  yield  oxygen  readily  to 
stimulate  combustion. 

(c)  "Radioactive  material"  shall  mean  and 
include  any  material  or  combustion  of  material 
that  spontaneously  emits  ionizing  radiation. 

(d)  "Potentially  explosive  chemical"  shall  mean 
and  include  any  chemical  substance,  other  than 
one  classified  as  an  explosive,  which  can  be  ex- 
ploded by  heat  or  shock  when  it  is  unconfined  and 
unmixed  with  air  or  other  materials. 

(e)  "Highly  toxic  materials"  are  materials  so 
toxic  to  man  as  to  afford  an  unusual  hazard  to  life 
and  health,  during  fire  fighting  operations.  Ex- 
amples are:  Parathion,  malathion,  TEPP  (tetra- 
ethyl  phosphate),  HETP  (Hexaethly  tetraphos- 
phate),  and  similar  insecticides  and  pesticides. 

(f)  "Poisonous  gas"  shall  mean  and  include  any 
noxious  gas  of  such  nature  that  a  small  amount  of 
the  gas  when  mixed  with  air  is  dangerous  to  life. 
Examples  are  chlorpicrin,  cyanogen,  hydrogen 
cyanide,  nitrogen  peroxide,  and  phosgene. 
Section  1 5 .  03 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  storage  or 
handling  of  more  than  55  gallons  of  corrosive 
liquid;  or  more  than  500  pounds  of  oxidizing  mate- 
rials; or  more  than  500  millicuries  of  radioactive 
material;  or  10  pounds  or  more  of  organic  perox- 
ides; or  500  pounds  or  more  of  ammonium  nitrate; 
or  any  amount  of  highly  toxic  material  or  poison- 
ous gas. 
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Section  15.01  -General  Requirements 

(a)  The  manufacture,  storage,  handling  and  use 
of  hazardous  chemicals  shall  be  safeguarded  with 
such  protective  facilities  as  public  safety  requires. 
JH  (b)  The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may 
require  the  separation,  or  isolation  of  any  chemi- 
cal that  in  combination  with  other  substances  may 
bring  about  a  fire  or  explosion  or  may  liberate  a 
flammable  or  poisonous  gas.  The  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  may  require  separation  from 
other  storage,  occupancies  or  buildings  when  the 
quanity  stored  constitutes  a  material  hazard. 

(c)  Defective  containers  which  permit  leakage 
or  spillage  shall  be  disposed  of  or  repaired,  in 
accordance  with  recognized  safe  practices;  no 
spilled  materials  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  on 
floors  or  shelves. 

(d)  Where  kept  for  retail  sale  in  containers  or 
packages  usual  to  the  retail  trade,  storage  shall  be 
neat  and  orderly  and  shelves  shall  be  of  substantial 
construction. 

(e)  Where  specific  requirements  are  not  other- 
wise established,  storage,  handling  and  use  of 
hazardous  chemicals  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
nationally  recognized  good  practice. 

Section  15.05 — Oxidizing  Materials 

Oxidizing  materials  shall  be  stored  in  one-story 
buildings  in  dry  locations  and  separated  from  or- 
ganic materials  including  wooden  surfaces,  and  in 
accordance  with  other  requirements  specified  by 
the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 
Section  15.06 — Radioactive  Materials 

(a)  Readily  legible  signs  warning  of  radiation 
dangers  shall  be  placed  at  entrances  to  locations 
where  radioactive  materials  are  used  or  stored. 
Signs  will  not  be  required  for  storage  of  manufac- 
tured articles,  other  than  liquids,  such  as  instru- 
ments or  clock  dials  of  which  radioactive  materials 
are  a  component  part  and  luminous  compounds, 
when  securely  packed  in  strong  containers  pro- 
vided the  gamma  radiation  at  any  surface  of  the 
package  is  less  than  10  milliroentgens  in  24  hours. 

(b)  When  not  in  use,  radioactive  materials 
shall  be  kept  in  adequately  shielded  fire-resistant 
containers  of  such  design  that  the  gamma  radiation 
will  not  exceed  200  milliroentgens  per  hour  or 
equivalent  at  any  point  of  readily  accessible  surface. 
Section  15.07 — Potentially  Explosive  Chemicals 

(a)  Potentially  explosive  chemicals  shall  be 
protected  from  external  heat,  fire  and  explosion. 
Good  housekeeping  shall  be  maintained.  All 
spilled  materials  shall  be  promptly  gathered  and 
destroyed  in  an  approved  manner.  Smoking  shall 
be  prohibited  in  the  storage  area. 

(b)  Organic  Peroxides.  A  suitably  isolated  well 
ventilated  and  unheated  one-story  storage  building 
constructed  with  walls  having  a  lire  resistance  rating 
of  not  less  than  1  hour,  a  noncombustible  floor 
and  lightweight  insulated  roof  shall  be  provided 
for  the  storage  of  50  pounds  or  more  of  organic 
peroxides.  If  not  adequately  protected  by  a  fast- 
acting  deluge  type  automatic  sprinkler  system,  the 
storage  building  shall  be  located  the  following  dis- 
tances from  flammable  liquid  storage,  conbustible 
materials  in  the  open  and  from  any  other  building 
or  highway: 

Weight  of  Organic  Distance 

Peroxide  (pounds)  (feet) 

50  to     100  75 

100  to     500  100 

500  to  1,000  125 

1,000  to  3,000  200 

3,000  to  5,000  300 

The  organic  peroxides  shall  be  stored  in  the  original 
shipping  containers  (I.C.C.  containers).  Care  shall 
be  taken  to  avoid  rough  handling  or  contamina- 
tion of  these  chemicals.  Readily  legible  warnings 
signs  and  placards  shall  be  prominently  placed  in 
the  storage  and  processing  areas. 

(c.)  Ammonium  Nitrate.  Storage  of  ammonium 
nitrate  in  quanities  of  500  pounds  or  more  shall  be 
in  well-ventilated  one-story  buildings  with  a  floor 
surfacing  of  noncombustible  material  in  storage 
and  handling  areas.  Stored  materials  shall  not  be 
in  contact  with  walls,  partitions  or  ceilings  of 
combustible  materials.  Buildings  of  other  than 
fire-resistance  or  noncombustible  construction  in 
which  ammonium  nitrate  is  stored  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  an  automatic  sprinkler  system.  Explo- 
sives shall  not  be  stored  in  the  same  building  with 
ammonium  nitrate.  The  ammonium  nitrate  stor- 
age area  shall  be  separated  by  a  30-foot  space  or  by 
a  noncombustible  partition  from  the  storage  of  all 
combustible  materials  or  other  contaminating  sub- 
stances, such  as  sulfur,  coal,  flour,  and  metallic 
powders   such   as   zinc,    copper   and   magnesium, 


Method  of  storage,  pile  height  ami  width  of  aisles 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized 
good  practice.  Ammonium  nitrate  shall  be  Stored 
away  from  all  heat  producing  appliances  and 
electrical  devices. 
Section  15.08 — Poisonous  Gases 

(a)  Storage  of  poisonous  gases  shall  be  in  rooms 
of  at  least  one-hour  fire-resistant  construction  and 
having  natural  or  mechanical  ventilation  adequate 
to  remove  leaking  gas.  Such  ventilation  shall  not 
discharge  to  a  point  where  the  gases  may  en- 
danger any  person. 

(b)  Legible  warning  signs  stating  the  nature  of 
hazard  shall  be  placed  at  all  entrances  to  locations 
where  poisonous  gases  are  stored  or  used. 
Section  15.09 — Corrosive  Liquids 

Satisfactory  provisions  shall  be  made  for  con- 
taining and  neutralizing  or  safely  flushing  away 
leakage  of  corrosive  liquids  which  may  occur  dur- 
ing storage  or  handling. 
Section  15.10 — Plastics 

(a)  The  manufacturing  and  handling  of  plastics 
shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  State  Board  of  Fire  prevention 
Regulations— FPR  6. 

(b)  A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  manu- 
facturing and  handling  of  plastics. 

Article      16  —  Hazardous      Occupancies     in 

Buildings   Used   for   Habitation 
Section     16.01 — Authorization    for    Terms    and 
Conditions 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
24,    Chapter   148,   of   the   General   Laws,   which 
provides: 

"No  part  of  any  building  used  for  habitation 
nor  that  part  of  any  lot  within  fifty  feet  of 
any  buildings  so  used  shall,  except  as  per- 
mitted by  section  twenty-three,  be  used  for 
the  storage,  keeping  or  handling  of  any  article 
or  material  that  is  or  may  become  dangerous 
to  the  public  safety  as  a  fire  menace,  and  no 
part  of  any  such  building  shall  be  used  as  a 
carpenter  shop  or  paint  shop,  nor  for  the 
storage,  keeping  or  handling  of  excelsior, 
shavings,  sawdust,  cotton,  paper  stock, 
feathers  or  rags,  except  under  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  head  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment may  prescribe  in  writing." 

Any  or  all  of  the  following  requirements 
may  be  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed 
for  the  use  of  any  part  of  a  building  used 
in  whole  or  in  part  for  habitation  for  any 
of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  Section  24, 
Chapter  148,  of  the  General  Daws: 
Section  16.02 — Permit  Required 

A    permit   shall   be   required    for   the   use   of 
any    building    or    that   part   of    any   lot   within 
fifty  feet  of  any  building  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses specified  in   Section  16.01. 
Section    16.03 — Location 

It  shall  not  be  located  above  the  first  floor. 
Section   16.04 — Separation 

It  shall  be  separated  from  the  rest  of  the 
building  by  walls  or  partitions  having  a  fire- 
resisting  rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour. 
There  shall  be  no  openings  for  doors  or 
windows  in  such  walls  or  partitions. 
Section    16.05 — Ceiling 

It   shall  have   a   ceiling   with   a   fire-resisting 
rating   of   not  less   than   one   hour. 
Section    16.06— Floor 

It    shall    have    a     flooring     of     fire-resisting 
material   equivalent   to   at   least   a   heavyweight 
asphalt   tile. 
Section    16.07 — Exits 

It  shall  be  provided   with   not  less   than   two 
means   of   exit,   located  as   far  apart  as   condi- 
tions   may    permit. 
Section    16.08 — Openings 

All  light,  ventilating,  elevator  and  stair- 
wells passing  vertically  through  it  shall  be 
enclosed  with  walls  or  partitions  equivalent 
to  the  walls  and  partitions  separating  it  from 
the  remainder  of  the  building. 
Section    16.09 — Fire    Protection 

It    shall    be    equipped    throughout    with    an 
efficient   wet   sprinkler   system   and   such   other 
portable    fire    fighting    appliances    as    may    be 
especially    ordered. 
Section    16.10 — Flammable    Material 

All  flammable  material  of  whatever  nature 
shall  be  kept  in  metal-covered  or  metal-lined 
containers,  except  such  amounts  and  quantities 
necessary   for   immediate  use. 
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Section    16.11 — Waste   Material 

All    waste    material    shall    be    kept    in    metal 
containers    equipped    with    self-closing     covers 
until  such  time  same  is   to   be  removed. 
Section  16.12— Work  Permit 

All  work  to  be  done  in  connection  with 
compliance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  shall 
be  done  under  a  permit  to  be  issued  by  the 
Building    Commissioner. 

Article  17 — Incinerators 
Section    17.01 — Service   Openings 

(a)  All  service  openings  into  an  incinerator 
flue  shall  be  provided  with  a  hopper  or  other 
charging  device  constructed  of  metal  of  suffi- 
cient thickness  and  durability  to  prevent 
cracking,  breakage  or  deformation  in  normal 
usage.  Sudh  hopper  or  other  charging  device 
shall  be  firmly  built  into  the  masonry  and 
shall  be  so  designed  and  installed  that  no  part 
will  project  into  the  flue  and  that  the  opening 
to  the  flue  interior  will  be  closed  off  while  the 
service  opening  (hopper)  door  is  fully  open. 
The  hopper  or  other  device  shall  be  counter- 
weighted  or  otherwise  devised  so  that  it  will 
close  automatically  upon  release  and  be  so 
constructed  as  to  be  tightly  fitted  when  in 
closed    position. 

(b)  No  service  opening  shall  be  installed 
in  any  part  of  the  combustion  zone  of  an 
incinerator. 

(c)  Instructions  shall  be  posted  at  each 
service  opening  stating  that  waste  is  to  be 
deposited  only  in  bags  or  similar  wrappings 
and  warning  against  introduction  of  loose 
dusty  materials,  flammable  liquids  or  com- 
pounds, pressurized  cans  or  bulky  or  unwieldy 
articles  into   the  chute  opening. 

Section    17.02 — Mounting 

Incinerators  shall   be  set  on   proper  founda- 
tions  on   the  ground  or  on   fire  resistive  floors 
with  no  combustible  material  on   the  underside 
thereof. 
Section    17.03 — Incinerator  Rooms 

(a)  Incinerators  in  which  the  combined 
hearth  and  grate  area  of  the  combustion 
chamber  is  7  square  feet  or  less  shall  be  en- 
closed within  a  room  separated  from  other 
parts  of  the  building  by  walls  and  ceiling 
having  a  fire  resistance  of  not  less  than  one 
hour;  and  used  for  no  other  purpose  except 
storage   of    containers. 

(b)  Incinerators  in  which  the  combined 
hearth  and  grate  area  of  the  combustion 
chamber  exceeds  7  square  feet  shall  be  en- 
closed within  a  room  separated  from  other 
parts  of  the  building  by  walls,  floor  or  ceiling 
having  a  fire  resistance  of  not  less  than  2 
hours  and  used  for  no  other  purpose  except 
storage  of  waste  material  and  refuse  con- 
tainers,   and   building   heating   equipment. 

(c)  Door  or  other  openings  in  rooms  con- 
taining incinerators  communicating  with 
other  areas  of  the  building  shall  be  protected 
by  approved  self-closing  or  automatic  fire 
doors. 

(d)  Rooms  containing  incinerators  shall  be 
supplied  with  an  adequate  amount  of  air  for 
combustion  and  ventilation.  Air  supply  may 
be   furnished   by   one  of   the   following   means: 

1.  A  screened  or  louvered  ventilator,  door 
or  window  opening  or  other  suitable  air 
intake.  If  communicating  to  other  parts  of 
the  building  the  opening  shall  be  protected 
by   an   approved   fire   damper. 

2.  A  duct  leading  from  the  incinerator 
room   to    the   outside   air. 

3.  A  duct  leading  to  a  boiler  or  furnace 
room  cut  off  as  prescribed  above  and  pro- 
vided with  sufficient  air  supply  for  both 
rooms. 

(e)  Ducts  extending  from  an  incinerator 
room  through  other  parts  of  a  building  shall 
be  constructed  and  protected  in  generally  ac- 
cepted standards  of  good  engineering  practice. 

Article    18 — •Lumber   Yards    and    Woodwork- 
ing Plants 
Section    18.01 — Permit   Required 

No    person   shall    store    in    excess   of    100,000 
board   feet  of  lumber   without  a   permit. 
Section   18.02 — Open  Yard  Storage 


a.  Lumber  shall  be  piled  with  due  regard 
to  stability  of  piles  and  in  no  case  higher 
than    20    feet. 

b.  Driveways  between  and  around  lumber 
piles  shall  be  at  least  15  feet  wide  and  main- 
tained free  from  accumulation,  of  rubbish, 
equipment  or  other  articles  or  materials. 
Driveways  shall  be  so  spaced  that  a  maximum 
grid  system  unit  of  50  feet  by  150  feet  is 
produced. 

c.  Permanent  lumber  storage,  operating 
under  a  permit,  shall  be  surrounded  with  a 
suitable  fence  at  least  6  feet  high,  unless 
storage   is   within   a   building. 

Section     18.03 — Operational    Fire    Hazards    in 
Lumber    Yards. 

a.  Refuse  Burners.  The  burning  of  shav- 
ings, _  shawdust  and  refuse  materials  shall  be 
permitted  only  under  boilers,  in  furnaces,  or 
in  incinerators  or  refuse  burners  safely  con- 
structed and  located.  Stacks  shall  be  provided 
with  approved  spark  arresters  having  openings 
not  greater  than  a-inch,  or  other  effective 
means  provided  which  will  eliminate  the 
danger  from  sparks,  such  as  an  expansion 
chamber,  baffle  walls  or  other  effective  ar- 
rangement. At  boiler  or  other  points  where 
sawdust  or  shavings  are  used  as  fuel,  a  storage 
bin  of  noncombustible  construction  with  raised 
sill,   shall   be   provided. 

b.  Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  except  in 
specified  safe  locations  in  buildings.  Large 
"No  Smoking"  signs  shall  be  painted  on  ex- 
terior walls  and  on  signs,  erected  at  drive- 
ways' edges.  "No  Smoking"  signs  shall  be 
posted  throughout  all  buildings  except  in 
specified  locations  designated  as  safe  for  smok- 
ing purposes. 

c.  Weeds  shall  be  kept  down  throughout 
entire  yard  and  shall  be  sprayed  as  often  as 
needed  with  satisfactory  weed  killer  or  cut 
or  grubbed  out.     Dead  weeds  shall  be  removed. 

d.  Debris  such  as  sawdust,  chips  and  shorts 
shall  be  removed  regularly  from  piling  areas. 
Proper  housekeeping  shall  be  maintained  at 
all   times. 

Section  18.04 — Portable  Fire  Extinguishing 
Equipment  in  Open  Yards  and  Buildings 
Portable  fire  extinguishing  equipment  shall 
be  provided  for  open  yards  and  sheds,  and 
shall  be  located  at  driveways  so  that  a  travel 
distance  of  no  more  than  75  feet  along  drive- 
ways is  needed  from  any  part  of  open  yard  to 
reach  a  portable  fire  extinguisher.  In  buildings, 
portable  fire  extinguishing  equipment  shall  be 
provided  as  specified  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department. 
Section  18.05 — Woodworking  Plants 

a.  Sawmills,  planing  mills  and  other  wood- 
working plants  shall  be  equipped  with  refuse 
removal  systems  Which  will  collect  and  remove 
sawdust  and  shavings  as  produced;  or  suitable 
metal  or  metal-lined  bins,  provided  with 
normally  closed  covers  or  automatically  closing 
covers,  Shall  be  installed  at  or  near  such 
machines,  and  shavings  and  sawdust  shall  be 
swept  up  and  deposited  in  such  bins  at  suffi- 
ciently frequent  intervals  as  to  keep  the 
premises  clean.  Blower  and  exhaust  systems 
shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  nation- 
ally recognized  good  practice. 

b.  Fire  fighting  equipment,  either  portable 
fire  appliances  or  small  hose  supplied  from 
a  suitable  water  system,  shall  be  provided 
near  any  machine  producing  shavings  or 
sawdust. 

Article  19 — Magnesium 
Section    19.01 — Scope 

This  article  applies  to  the  storage,  handling 
and   processing  of  magnesium. 
Section    19.02— Definition 

"Magnesium"  shall  mean  the  pure  metal  and 
alloys  of  which  the  major  part  is  magnesium. 
Section  19.03 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  the  melting, 
casting,  heat  treating,  machining,  or  grinding, 
of  more  than  10  pounds  of  magnesium  per 
working    day. 

Section    1 9.04— Storage    of    Pigs,    Ingots    and 

Billets 

a.  Storage  of  magnesium  pigs,  ingots  and 
billets  out  of  doors  shall  be  in  piles  not  ex- 
ceeding   1,000,000    pounds    each,    separated    by 
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aisles  not  loss  in  width  than  one  half  the 
height  of  pile,  and  separated  from  combustible 
material  or  buildings  on  the  same  or  adjoining 
property  by  a  distance  of  not  less  than  the 
height  of  the  nearest  pile. 

b.  Storage  of  pigs,  ingots  and  billets  in 
buildings  shall  be  on  floors  of  n<»eon>bustable 
construction,  in  piles  not  larger  than  500.0UU 
pounds  each,  separated  by  aisles  not  less  in 
width  than  one  half  the  height  of  the  pile. 
Section  19.05— Melting  Pots 

Floors  under  and   around  melting   pots  shall 
be  of  noncombustible  construction. 
Section    19.06 — Storage   of   Magnesium  Articles 
in  Foundries  and  Processing  Plants 

The  size  of  storage  piles  of  magnesium  ar- 
ticles in  foundries  and  processing  plants  shall 
not  exceed  1,250  cubic  feet  and  shall  be  sepa- 
rated by  aisles  not  less  in  width  than  one  halt 
the  height  of  pile. 
Section   19.07 — Heat  Treating  Ovens 

Approved   means   shall   be   provided   for   con- 
trol of  magnesium  fires  in  heat  treating  ovens. 
Section    19.08— Magnesium,    Processing    Opera- 
tions . 

a.  At  each  grinding,  buffing  or  wire  brushing 
operation  on  magnesium,  not  including  rough 
finishing  of  castings,  dust  shall  be  collected  by 
means  of  suitable  hoods  or  enclosures  con- 
nected to  a  liquid  precipitation  type  of  sepa- 
rator, such  that  the  dust  will  be  converted  to 
sludge  without  contact  in  a  dry  state  with  any 
high   speed  moving   parts. 

b.  Connecting  ducts  or  suction  tubes  shall  be 
completely  grounded  and  as  shout  as  possible, 
with  no  unnecessary  bends.  Ducts  shall  be 
carefully  fabricated  and  assembled,  with  a 
smooth  interior  and  with  internal  lap  joints 
pointing  in  the  direction  of  air  flow,  and  with- 
out unused  capped  side  outlets,  pockets  or 
other  dead-end  spaces  which  might  allow  an 
accumulation   of   dust. 

c.  Each  machine  shall  be  equipped  with  its 
individual  dust  separating  unit,  except  that 
with  multi-unit  machines  not  more  than  two 
dust-producing  units  may  be  served  by  one 
separator.  Not  more  than  four  portable  dust- 
producing  units  in  a  single  enclosure  or  stand 
may  be  served  by  one  separator  unit. 

d.  Power  supply  to  machines  shall  be  inter- 
locked with  (1)  exhaust  air  flow  and  (2) 
liquid  pressure  level  or  flow  in  such  a  way 
that  improper  functioning  of  the  dust  removal 
and  separator  system  will  shut  down  the  ma- 
chine it  sei-ves. 

Section   19.09 — Fire  Extinguishing  Powder 

A  supply  of  approved  extinguishing  powder 
for  magnesium  fires  shall  be  kept  within  easy 
reach  of  every  operator  performing  a  machin- 
ing, grinding,  or  other  operation  producing 
magnesium  dust,  chips,  or  turnings. 
Section  19.10 — Storage  of  Magnesium  Articles 
in   Warehouses  and  Stores 

a.  Magnesium  storage  in  quantity  greater 
than  50  cubic  feet  shall  be  separated  from 
storage  of  other  materials  that  are  either  com- 
bustible or  in  combustible  containers,  by  aisles 
equal  in  width  to  not  less  than  the  height  of 
the  piles   of  magnesium. 

b.  Magnesium  storage  in  quantity  greater 
than  1,000  cubic  feet  shall  be  separated  into 
piles  each  not  larger  than  1,000  cubic  feet  with 
aisles  between  equal  in  width  to  not  less  than 
the  height  of  the  piles. 

c.  Where  storage  in  quantity  greater  than 
1.000  cubic  feet  is  in  a  building  of  combustible 
construction,  or  the  magnesium  is  packed  in 
combustible  crates  or  cartons,  or  there  is  other 
combustible  storage  within  30  feet  of  the  mag- 
nesium, the  storage  area  shall  be  protected  by 
automatic  sprinklers. 

Section    19.11 — Handling    of    Magnesium   Fines 
(Fine  Magnesium  Scrap) 

a.  Chips,  turnings  and  other  fine  magnesium 
scrap  shall  be  collected  from  the  pans  or  spaces 
under  machines  and  from  other  places  where 
they  collect  at  least  once  each  working  day, 
and  placed  in  a  covered  steel  container  and  re- 
moved to  a  safe  location. 

b.  Magnesium  fines  shall  be  kept  separate 
from   other   combustible   materials. 

c.  Storage  in  quantity  greater  than  50  cubic 
feet  of  fine  magnesium  scrap  (six  55-gallon 
steel  drams)    shall  be  separated  from  other  oc- 


cupancies by  fire-resistive  construction  without 
window  openings  or  by  an  open  space  of  at 
least   50    feet. 

d.  Storage  in  quantity  greater  than  1,000 
cubic  feet  shall  be  separated  from  all  buildings 
other  than  those  used  for  magnesium  scrap 
recovery  operations  by  a  distance  of  not  less 
than   100  feet. 

Article  20 — Matches 

Section   20.01 — Permit   Required 

a.  No  person  shall  manufacture  matches 
without   a   permit. 

b.  No   person   shall   store   matches    exceeding 
in     aggregate     60     matehman's    gross     (14,400 
matches  each  gross)    without  a  permit. 
Section   20.02 — Wholesale  Storage 

a.  At  wholesale  establishments  and  wherever 
matches  exceeding  60  matehman's  gross  are 
stored,  shipping  containers  containing  matches 
shall  be  arranged  in  piles  not  exceeding  10  feet 
in  height  nor  1,500  cubic  feet  in  volume  with 
aisles   at  least  4   feet  wide. 

b.  Where  other  materials  or  commodities  are 
stored  on  the  same  floor  with  matches,  a  por- 
tion of  the  room  shall  be  devoted  to  match 
storage  exclusively,  and  a  clear  space  of  not 
less  than  4  feet  maintained  between  match 
storage  and  such  other  materials  or  commodi- 
ties. 

Section   20.03 — Storage  Not   To  Be  Near   Ver- 
tical  Openings 

No  matches  shall  be  stored  within  10  feet  of 
any   open   elevator  shaft,    elevator   shaft   open- 
ing, open  stairway  or  other  vertical  opening. 
Section    20.04 — Match   Bins   Required 

Where  shipping  containers  containing 
matches  are  opened,  the  contents  of  such 
broken  containers  shall  be  removed  and  stored 
in  metal  or  metal-lined  bins  equipped  with 
self-closing  metal  or  metal-line<l  covers. 
Section   20.05 — Storage   by  Retailers 

Where  matches  are  sold  at  retail,  original 
sealed  packages  may  be  stored  on  shelves. 
When  such  packages  are  broken,  individual 
boxes  shall  be  stored  in  metal  or  metal-lined 
bins  or  other  fireproof  receptacle  with  the 
cover  closed,  except  when  necessary  to  obtain 
access  thereto. 
Section   20.06 — Exploding  Matches 

No  person  shall  sell  or  keep  for  sale  explod- 
ing   matches,    so-called. 

Article  21 — Open  Air  Parking 
Section  21.01 — Inspection  and  Approval 

Prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  license  by  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  for  the  business  of 
conducting  an  open  air  parking  space  the 
Head  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  inspect  or 
caused  to  be  inspected  all  the  premises  specified 
therein  to  determine  compliance  with  "Rule  7, 
Fire  Extinguishing  Equipment"  of  the  "Rules 
Regulating  Open-Air  Parking  Spaces".  If 
said  rule  is  complied  with  the  Head  of  Depart- 
ment shall  approve  such  license.  Such  license 
shall  not  be  issued  without  approval  by  the 
Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 
Section    21.02 — Fire   Extinguishing   Equipment 

Every  licensee  shall  at  all  times  maintain  on 
his  parking  space  a  place  for  fire  extinguish- 
ing equipment  away  from  heat  from  natural 
or  artificial  sources  and,  if  the  layout  plan  in 
the  application  for  his  license  shows  more 
than  seventy  spaces  to  be  used  for  the  parking 
or  storing  of  vehicles,  one  additional  such  place 
for  each  seventy  spaces.  A  licensee  shall,  at 
all  times  when  his  parking  space  is  open  for 
parking  or  storing  vehicles,  keep  every  place 
for  fire  extinguishing  equipment  readily  acces- 
sible and  keep  readily  accessible  thereat  not 
less  than  fifty  pounds  of  loose  sand  or  other 
nonflammable  absorbent  material  and  at  least 
one  fire  extinguisher  fully  charged  with  not 
less  than  fifteen  pounds  of  carbon  dioxide  gas 
in  iiquid  form. 

Article   22 — Ovens,    Industrial   Baking   and 

Drying 
Section    22.01 — Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  the  location, 
design,  construction  and  operation  of  indus- 
trial baking  and  drying  ovens  which  aire 
heated  with  oil  or  gas  fuel  or  which  during 
operation  contain  flammable  vapors  from  the 
products   being   baked   or   dried.      It   is   the  in- 
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tent  of  this  article  to  provide  requirements 
for  the  operation  of  these  ovens  within  certain 
limitations  of  control  depending  on  oven 
design,  paint  formulation,  and  ventilation  re- 
quirements, the  disregard  of  which  may  cause 
them  to  function  in  an  unsafe  manner,  thereby 
becoming  liable  to  destruction  by  fire  oir  ex- 
plosion. 
Section    22.02 — Permits    and    Plans    Required 

a.  No  oven  to  which  this  code  applies  shall 
be  operated  without  a  permit  from  the  Head 
of  the  Fire  Department,   or 

b.  Application,    for    a    permit    shall    be    ac- 
companied    by     plans     showing     all     essential 
details    and    calculations    for    safe    operation. 
Section    22.03 — Location   and   Construction 

a.  Ovens,  oven  heaters  and  related  equip- 
ment shall  be  located  with  due  regard  to  the 
possibility  of  fire  resulting  from  overheating 
or  from  the  escape  of  fuel  gas  or  fuel  oil  and 
the  possibility  of  damage  to  the  building  and 
injury    to    persons    resulting    from    explosion. 

b.  Ovens  shall  be  located  at  or  above  grade, 
or  if  in  basements  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of 
the  wall  area  of  the  room  in  which  the  oven 
is   located  shall   be  above  grade. 

c.  Ovens  shall  be  so  located  as  to  be  readily 
accessible  for  inspection  and  maintenance  and 
with  adequate  clearances  to  permit  the  proper 
functioning  of  explosion  vents.  Roofs  and 
floors  of  ovens  shall  be  sufficiently  insulated 
and  ventilated  to  keep  temperatures  at  com- 
bustible  ceilings   and   floors   below    160°F. 

d.  Ovens  shall  be  constructed  of  noncom- 
bustible  materials  throughout  except  where 
the  maximum  oven  operating  temperature  is 
not  over  160°F.  The  amount  of  insulation 
used  in  oven  panel  construction  shall  be 
enough  to  prevent  the  outside  surface  tem- 
perature from  exceeding  160°F.,  or  adequate 
guards   shall   be  provided   to  protect   personnel. 

e.  Ovens  which  may  contain  flammable  air- 
gas  mixtures  shall  be  equipped  with  relief 
vents  for  freely  relieving  internal  explosion 
pressures. 

f.  All  duct  work  shall  be  constructed  of 
noneombustible  material.  Ducts  shall  be  made 
tight  throughout  and  shall  have  no  openings 
other  than  those  required  for  the  proper  oper- 
ation and  maintenance  of  the  system.  Ducts 
passing  through  combustible  walls,  floors,  or 
roofs  shall  have  adequate  insulation  and  clear- 
ances to  prevent  surface  temperatures  from 
exceeding  160°F.  Exhaust  ducts  shall  not 
discharge  near  doors,  windows  or  other  all- 
intakes  in  a  manner  that  will  permit  re-entry 
of   vapors   into   the  building. 

Section  22.04 — Ventilation 

a.  Ovens  in  which  flammable  or  toxic  vapors 
are  liberated  or  through  which  products  of 
combustion  are  circulated  shall  be  ventilated 
by  the  introduction  of  a  supply  of  fresh  air 
and  proper  exhaust  to  outdoors.  Discharge 
pipes  shall  not  terminate  within  10  feet 
measured  horizontally  from  any  door,  window 
or  wood  frame  walls  of  any  building.  Such 
oven  ventilation  shall  be  arranged  to  provide 
vigorous  and  well  distributed  air  circulation 
within  the  oven  and  to  insure  that  the  flam- 
mable vapor  concentration  will  be  safely  below 
the  lower  explosive  limit  at  all  times.  Unless 
the  oven  is  operated  in  accordance  with  spe- 
cific approval  specifying  particular  solvents 
and  rate  of  ventilation,  the  rate  of  ventilation 
shall  not  be  less  than  10,000  cubic  feet  of 
fresh  air  per  gallon  of  solvent  evaporated  in 
continuous  process  ovens,  and  not  less  than 
380  cubic  feet  per  minute  per  gallon  of  flam- 
mable solvent  evaporated  in  batch  process 
ovens. 

b.  Exhaust  duct  openings  shall  be  located 
in  the  area  of  greatest  concentration  of 
vapors. 

c.  All  exhaust  shall  be  by  mechanical  means 
using    power    driven    fans. 

Section    22.05— Safety   Controls 

a.  Safety  Controls  shall  be  sufficient  in  num- 
ber, and  substantially  constructed  and  ar- 
ranged to  m'aintain  the  required  conditions  of 
safety  and  prevent  the  development  of  fire  and 
explosion    hazards. 


b.  Ventilation  controls,  suitably  interlocked, 
shall  be  provided  which  will  insure  required 
ventilation  of  the  system. 

c.  /Fuel  safety  controls,  suitably  interlocked 
and  arranged  to  minimize  the  possibility  of 
dangerous  accumulations  of  explosive  air-fuel 
mixtures  in  the  heating  system,  shall  be  pro- 
vided. 

d.  Excess  temperature  controls  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  maintain  a  safe  operating  tempera- 
ture within   the  oven. 

e.  Conveyor  interlocks  shall  be  provided  in 
conveyor  ovens  having  a  flammable  vapor 
hazard,  so  that  the  conveyor  cannot  move 
unless  ventilating  fans  are  operating  and  dis- 
charging  the   required   amount   of   air. 

Article  23 — Places  of  Assembly 
Section   23.01 — Permit   Required 

a.  No  place  of  assembly  as  defined  in  para- 
graph b  of  this  section  shall  be  maintained, 
operated  or  used  as  such  without  a  permit, 
except  that  no  permit  shall  be  required  for  any 
place  of  assembly  used  solely  as  a  place  of 
religious   worship. 

b.  "Place  of  assembly,"  any  building  de- 
signed, constructed,  reconstructed,  remodeled, 
altered,  used,  or  intended  to  be  used,  for  fifty 
or  more  persons  to  assemble  therein  for  any 
of  the  following:  Dance  halls;  cabarets;  restau- 
rants, including  the  type  of  restaurant  com- 
monly known  as  a  night  club;  all  places  in 
which  alcoholic  beverages  are  sold  or  for  sale 
to  be  consumed  on  the  premises;  any  room  or 
space  used  for  public  or  private  banquets, 
feasts,  dances,  socials,  card  parties,  or  wed- 
dings or  religious  services  except  in  the  case 
of  funerals  in  private  homes;  lodge  and  meet- 
ing halls  or  rooms;  skating  rinks;  gymnasiums; 
swimming  pools,  billiard,  pool,  bowling  and 
table  tennis  rooms;  halls  or  rooms  used  for 
public  or  private  catering  purposes;  funeral 
parlors;  recreation  rooms;  broadcasting  studios; 
school  and  college  auditoriums;  and  all  other 
places  of  similar  occupancy.  Nothing  in  this 
paragraph  shall  apply  to  a  single-family  or 
two-family  dwelling,  or  to  a  place  of  incarcera- 
tion or  detention,  a  convent,  a  monastery,  a 
church,  a  synagogue,  a  theatre,  a  special  hall, 
a  public  hall,  or  a  schoolhouse.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  Code  the  continuous  path  of  exit 
from  any  place  of  assembly  to  the  street  shall 
be  included  as  a  "Place  of  Assembly." 
Section   23.02 — Flammable  Decorations 

No  flammable  decorations  shall  be  used  in  a 
place  of  assembly  until  a  Certificate  of  Analy- 
sis and  a  letter  of  approval  has  been  issued 
by  the  Boston  Fire  Department  in  accordance 
with  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in  Ar- 
ticle 11 — Flammable  Decorations. 
Section  23.03 — Pyroxylin  Coated  Fabric 

Pyroxylin  coated  fabric  used  as  a  decorative 
material  in  accordance  with  Article  11  or  as  a 
surface  covering  on  fixed  furnishings,  shall  be 
limited  in  amount  to  the  following: 

Such  fabrics  containing  1.4  ounces  or  more 
of  cellulose  nitrate  per  square  yard  shall  not 
be  used  in  excess  of  a  total  amount  equivalent 
to  one  square  foot  of  fabric  surface  to  15  cubic 
feet  of  room  volume.  Each  square  foot  of 
such  fabric  which  contains  1.7  ounces  or  more 
of  cellulose  nitrate  per  square  yard  shall  be 
counted  as  two  square  feet  in  making  this 
computation. 
Section    23.04 — Motion   Picture   Screens 

In  places  of  assembly  no  motion  picture 
screen  or  screen  masking  shall  be  used  until 
a  Certificate  of  Analysis  and  a  letter  of  ap- 
proval has  been  issued  by  the  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment in  accordance  with  terms  and  con- 
ditions prescribed  in  Article  11. 
Section   23.05 — Exit   Doors 

During  the  period  of  occupancy,  no  exit  door 
shall  be  locked,  bolted,  or  otherwise  fastened 
or  obstructed  by  any  means,  so  that  the  door 
cannot  be  opened  from  the  inside  by  the  use 
of  ordinary  door  knob  or  by  pressure  on  the 
door  or  on  a  panic  release  device. 
Section   23.06 — Aisles 

In  each  room  where  chairs,  or  tables  and 
chairs,  are  used  the  arrangement  shall  be  such 
as  will  provide  for  ready  access  by  aisles  to 
each  exit  doorway.  Aisles  leading  directly  to 
exit  doorways  shall  have  not  less  than  3(1 
inches  clear  width  which  shall  not  be  ob- 
structed by  chairs,   tables  or  other  objects. 
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Section  2.'i.07 — Use  of  Exit  Ways 

No  part  of  a  stairway,  whether  interior  or 
exterior,  nor  of  a  hallway,  corridor,  vestibule, 
balcony  or  bridge  leading  to  a  stairway  or  exit 
of  any  kind,  shall  be  used  in  any  way  that  will 
obstruct  its  use  as  an  exit  or  that  will  present 
a  hazardous  condition. 
Section   23.08 — Ash  Trays 

Where  smoking   is   permitted,   there  shall   be 
provided  on  each  table  and  at  other  convenient 
places    suitable    noncombustible    ash    trays    or 
match    receivers. 
Section  23.09 — Open  Flame 

No  open  flame  shall  be  permitted,   including 
any   open   flame  as   part  of   a  perforcnance,   in 
any   place  of   assembly. 
Section   23.10 — Fire   Appliances 

All  fire  protection  equipment  required  under 
Article  0  shall  be  kept  in  working  condition. 
Extinguishers  and  hose  and  similar  appliances 
shall  be  visible  and  convenient  at  all  times.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  the  tenant 
of  each  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  occupied 
as  a  place  of  assembly  to  properly  train  suf- 
ficient regular  employees  in  the  use  of  fire 
appliances  so  that  such  appliances  can  be 
quickly  put  in  operation. 
Section  23.11 — Plan  of  Exit  Ways  and  Aisles 

A  plan  showing  the  capacity  and  location  of 
exit  ways  and  of  aisles  leading  thereto  shall  be 
submitted  for  approval  to  the  Fire  Department 
and  an  approved  copy  shall  be  kept  on  display 
in  the  premises. 
Section  23.12 — Marking  and  Lighting  of  Exits 

AH    exits    in    places    of    assembly    shall    be 
marked    and    lighted    in    accordance    with    sec- 
tions 7.03  and  7.04. 
Section  23.13 — Emergency  Lighting 

Emergency  lighting  shall  be  provided  in  the 
event  of  power  failure. 

Article  24 — Precautions  Against  Fire,  Gen- 
eral 
Section  24.01 — Use  of  Torches  for  Removing 
Paint 
Any  person  using  a  torch  or  other  flame- 
producing  device  for  removing  paint  from  any 
building  or  structure  shall  provide  one  ap- 
proved fire  extinguisher  or  water  hose  con- 
nected to  the  water  supply  on  the  premises 
where  such  burning  is  done.  In  all  cases,  the 
person  doing  the  burning  shall  remain  on  the 
premises  1  hour  after  the  torch  or  flame- 
producing  device  has  been  used. 
Section  24.02 — Hot  Ashes  and  Other  Dangerous 
Materials 
No  person  shall  deposit  hot  ashes  or  cinders, 
or  smouldering  coals,  or  greasy  or  oily  sub- 
stances liable  to  spontaneous  ignition,  into 
any  wooden  receptacle,  or  place  the  same 
within  ten  feet  of  any  combustible  materials, 
except  in  metal  or  other  noncombustible  re- 
ceptacles. Such  receptacles,  unless  resting  on 
a  noncombustible  floor  or  on  the  ground  out- 
side the  building,  shall  be  placed  on  non- 
combustible stands,  and  in  every  case  shall 
be  kept  at  least  two  feet  away  from  any 
combustible  wall  or  partition  or  exterior  win- 
dow   opening. 

Section    24.03 — Accumulations    of    Waste    Ma- 
terials 

(a)  Accumulations  of  waste  paper,  hay, 
grass,  straw,  weeds,  litter  or  combustible  or 
flammable  waste  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  remain  upon  any  roof  or 
in  any  court,  yard,  vacant  lot  or  open  space. 
All  weeds,  grass,  vines  or  other  growth,  when 
same  endangers  property,  or  is  liable  to  be 
fired,  shall  be  cut  down  and  removed  by  the 
owner   or   occupant   of   the  property. 

(b)  The  occupants  of  buildings  shall  provide 
covered  metal  containers  as  receptacles  for 
waste  paper,  oily  rags,  and  oily  waste  and 
metal  containers  for  ashes  except  that  in 
multiple  dwellings  housing  more  than  3  fami- 
lies, the  owners  of  the  buildings  shall  provide 
such    containers. 

Section  24.04 — Handling  Readily  Combustible 
Materials 
No  person  making,  using,  storing  or  having 
in  charge  or  under  his  control  any  shavings, 
excelsior,  rubbish,  sacks,  bags,  litter,  hay  or 
combustible  waste  materials  shall  fail  or 
neglect   at  the   close   of    each   day   to   cause   all 


such  material  which  is  not  compactly  baled 
and  stacked  in  an  orderly  manner  to  be  re- 
moved from  the  building  or  stored  in  suitable 
vaults  or  in  metal  or  metal  lined,  covered, 
receptacles  or  bins.  The  Head  of  the  Fi  re- 
Department  shall  require  suitable  baling 
presses  to  be  installed  in  stores,  apartment 
buildings,  factories  and  similar  places  where 
accumulations  of  paper  and  waste  materials 
are  not  removed  at  least  every  second  day. 
Section  24.05 — Storage  of  Readily  Combustible 
Materials 
Storage  in  buildings  shall  be  orderly,  shall 
not  be  within  three  feet  of  the  ceiling,  and 
not  so  located  as  to  endanger  exit  from  the 
building.  Storage  in  the  open  shall  not  be 
more  than  twenty  feet  in  height,  shall  be  so 
located,  with  respect  to  adjacent  buildings, 
as  not  to  constitute  a  hazard,  and  shall  be 
compact    and    orderly. 

Section  24.06 — Flammable  Decorative  Materials 
in    Buildings    of    Mercantile    and    Institu- 
tional   Occupancy 
Highly    flammable    materials    such    as    cotton 
batting,   straw,   dry   vines,   leaves,   trees,   artifi- 
cial   flowers    or    shrubbery    and    foam    plastic 
materials     shall     not    be    used     for     decorative 
purposes    in    show   windows    or   other   parts   of 
mercantile  and  institutional  occupancies  unless 
flameproofed.      Electric   light   bulbs   in   mercan- 
tile and   institutional   occupancies   shall   not   be 
decorated     with    paper     or     other    combustible 
materials  unless  such  materials  shall  first  have 
been    rendered   flameproof. 

Section    24.07 — Use    of    Flame    or    Light    Re- 
stricted 

(a)  No  person  shall  take  an  open  flame  or 
light  into  any  building,  barn,  vessel,  boat  or 
any  other  place  where  highly  flammable,  com- 
bustible, or  explosive  material  is  kept,  unless 
such  light  or  flame  shall  be  well  secured  in 
a  glass  globe,  wire  mesh  cage  or  similar  ap- 
proved   device. 

(b)  No  heating  or  lighting  apparatus  or 
equipment  capable  of  igniting  flammable  ma- 
terials of  the  types  stored  or  handled  shall 
be  used  in  the  storage  area  of  any  warehouse 
storing  rags,  excelsior,  hair  or  other  highly 
flammable  or  combustible  material;  nor  in 
the  work  area  of  any  shop  or  factory  used 
for  the  manufacture,  repair  or  renovating  of 
mattresses  or  bedding;  nor  in  the  work  areas 
of  any  establishment  used  for  the  upholstering 
of    furniture. 

Section  24.08 — Trapdoors  to  be  Closed 

All  trapdoors,  except  those  which  are  auto- 
matic in  their  operation,  in  any  factory  build- 
ing or  building  used  for  storage  Shall  be 
closed  at  the  completion  of  the  business  of 
each  day. 
Section    24.09 — Shaftways   to   be   Marked 

Every  outside  window  in  a  building  used 
for  manufacturing  purposes  or  for  storage 
which  opens  directly  on  any  hoistway  or  other 
vertical  means  of  communication  between  two 
or  more  floors  in  such  building,  shall  be  plainly 
marked  with  the  word  "Shaftway"  in  red 
letters  at  least  six  inches  high  on  a  white 
background;  such  warning  sign  to  be  so  placed 
as  to  be  easily  discernible  from  the  outside 
of  the  building.  Every  door  or  window  open- 
ing on  such  shaftway  from  the  interior  of 
the  building,  unless  the  construction  of  the 
partition  surrounding  the  shaftway  is  of  such 
distinctive  nature  as  to  make  its  purpose 
evident  at  a  glance,  shall  be  similarly  marked 
with  the  warning  word,  "Shaftway,"  so 
placed  as  to  be  easily  visible  to  anyone  ap- 
proaching the  shaftway  from  the  interior  of 
the  building. 
Section   24.10 — Aisles  to  be  Marked 

(a)  Every  building  used  for  storage  shall 
be  provided  with  aisles  of  sufficient  width  to 
permit  removal  or  transfer  of  stored  materials. 

(b)  Sufficient  aisles  shall  be  provided  which 
lead  to  outside  windows  and  every  such 
window  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  a  white 
cross  to  indicate  the  presence  of  an  aisle  for 
access  by  the  Fire  Department  in  the  event 
of  fire. 

Section   24.11 — Salamanders 

(a)  General  Laws,  Chapter  148,  Section  25. 
No   salamander   or   stove   for    drying   any    con- 
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struction  material  shall  be  used  in  any  build- 
ing except  under  such  conditions  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  board;  and  no  such  sala- 
mander or  stove  shall  be  set  upon  a  wooden 
floor  unless  it  is  raised  above  the  floor  at 
least  four  inches  and  set  upon  brick  or  other 
incombustible  material  in  a  bed  of  sand  at 
least  two  inches  thick,  spread  upon  the  floor 
and  covering  an  area  of  at  least  two  feet  in 
all  directions  larger  than  the  area  of  the 
salamander  or  stove. 

(b)    Only    salamanders    fired    by    gas,    oil    or 
liquefied    petroleum    gas    shall   be    used    in    any 
building. 
Section  24.12 — Removal  of  Vessels 

The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  any 
person  to  whom  he  may  delegate  his  authority, 
may  order  the  removal  of  any  vessel  moored 
to  or  anchored  near  any  dock  or  pier  if  such 
vessel  is  in  danger  of  catching  fire,  or  is  by 
reason  of  its  condition  or  the  nature  of  its 
cargo  a  menace  to  shipping  or  other  property. 
Section   24.13 — Cleaning  of  Chimney,   etc. 

Owners  of  buildings  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  cleaning  of  chimney  flues,  smoke  and 
vent  pipes  and  incinerators  at  least  annually, 
and  for  the  installation  and  proper  mainte- 
nance of  spark  arresters  in  incinerators  and 
in  chimneys  connected  with  permanent  wood- 
burning  furnaces.  Clean-out  openings  in 
chimneys  below  the  smoke  pipe  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  facilitate  cleaning. 
Section   24.14 — Safeguards  at  Roof  Line 

Owners  of  buildings  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  placing  and  maintaining  of  proper  safe- 
guards, where  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
the  Fire  Department  in  its  operations  in  the 
event  of  fire,  about  or  over  roof  skylights  and 
about  outer  and  inner  courts  or  shafts  at 
the  roof  line  of  any  building. 
Section    24. 15 — Fireworks 

(a)  The  keeping,  storage,  manufacture, 
handling,  transportation,  supervised  display, 
or  other  disposition  of  fireworks,  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations, 
FPR  No.  1,  and  by  sections  39,  39A,  40,  41, 
42,  43,  44  and  45  of  Chapter  148  of  the 
General    Laws. 

(b)  The  manufacture  of  fireworks  or  fire- 
crackers shall  be  prohibited  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section    24.16 — Explosives 

(a)  The  keeping,  storage,  use,  manufacture, 
sale,  handling,  transportation  or  other  dis- 
position of  explosives,  shall  be  governed  by 
the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations — 
Form  FPR  12  and  by  sections  35  and  36, 
Chapter    148   of   the   General    Laws. 

(b)  The  manufacture  of  explosives  is  pro- 
hibited  in   the  City  of   Boston. 

Section   24.17 — Liquefied  Petroleum  Gas 

The  design,  construction,  location,  installa- 
tion and  operation  of  liquefied  petroleum  gas 
systems,  gaspipe  or  appliance  in  buildings, 
shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Pre- 
vention Regulations — Form  FPR  5,  and  by 
the  Gas  Fitting  Regulations  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Article  25 — Rubbish  Handling 
Section    25.01 — Housekeeping  Routine 

(a)  Rubbish  shall  be  collected  as  frequently 
as  the  circumstances  require  for  reasonable 
fire  safety.  It  shall  be  collected  and  disposed 
of  at  least   daily   in   most   instances. 

(b)  Sweepings  and  other  refuse  shall  be 
taken  out  of  the  building  or  to  a  standard 
rubbish  bin  or  room  by  cleaners  before  they 
leave    work. 

(c)  A  routine  shall  be  established  for  the 
regular  removal  of  rubbish  and  other  un- 
necessary combustible  materials  from  yards 
and    outside   storage   areas. 

(d)  Places  shall  be  designated  where  rub- 
bish may  be  placed  temporarily  prior  to 
being  burned  or  removed  to  a  dump.  These 
locations  shall  be  such  as  not  to  endanger 
buildings  or  outside  piled  stock. 

(e)  Rubbish  shall  be  burned  only  at  desig- 
nated places  and  times,  and  under  proper 
supervision. 


Section    25.02 — Dumps 

(a)  Locations  used  for  dumping  rubbish 
shall  not  create  a  nuisance  due  to  smoke,  nor 
a  fire  exposure  to  buildings  or  piled  stock 
by    reason    of    flying    brands    or    flames. 

(b)  Suitable  fire  protection  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  dumps.  Where  frequent  fire  calls 
will  be  likely  to  involve  an  unreasonable 
amount  of  wear  and  tear  on  the  hose  of  a 
public  fire  department  or  a  private  fire 
brigade,  a  supply  of  2«  inch  hose  shall  be 
provided  at  the  dump  sufficient  to  lay  from 
the  nearest  hydrant  or  other  water  supply  to 
the  dumping  area,  one  or  more  lines,  depend- 
ing  on   the  size  of   the  dumping  area. 

(c)  An  attendant  or  attendants  shall  be 
provided  at  all  large  dumping  areas  where 
the  area  unattended  will  require  an  unreason- 
able number  of  calls  to  the  public  Fire  De- 
partment or  a  private  fire  brigade. 

Section  25.03 — Waste  Receptacles 

(a)  A  sufficient  number  of  waste  baskets 
and  other  small  receptacles  for  waste  and  rub- 
bish shall  be  provided.  These  shall  not  be 
overloaded  and  shall  be  emptied  regularly. 

(b)  Approved  waste  cans  and  receptacles 
shall  be  provided  for  oily  waste  and  other  ma- 
terials  requiring   special   handling. 

(c)  Cardboard  containers  or  wooden  boxes 
or  barrels  shall  not  be  used  for  the  storage  of 
ashes  and  shall  not  be  used  as  temporary  con- 
tainers for  combustible  rubbish  or  waste. 

(d)  Barrels  and  containers  for  rubbish  and 
ashes  shall  be  substantial  approved  metal  con- 
struction, maintained  in  good  condition  and 
provided  ^vith  handles  and  a  cover.  They  shall 
be  provided  with  a  flange  at  the  bottom  to 
provide  at  least  a  2-inch  space  between  the 
bottom  and  the  floor.  Containers  and  barrels 
shall   be  kept   coveted. 

Section   25.04 — Refuse   Chutes 

(a)  An  automatic  sprinkler  shall  be  in- 
stalled at  the  top  of  refuse  chutes,  and  a 
sprinkler  or  sprinklers  in  the  bin  or  room  into 
which  the  chute  discharges. 

(b)  Chutes  shall  extend  to  at  least  4  feet 
above  the  roof  and  be  covered  by  a  metal  sky- 
light glazed  with  thin  plain  glass. 

(c)  Chutes  shall  rest  on  substantial  non- 
combustible  foundations. 

(d)  Walls  of  chutes  shall  be  clay  or  shale 
brickwork  at  least  8  inches  thick,  of  reinforced 
concrete  at  least  6  inches  thick,  or  equivalent 
fire-resistive  construction. 

(e)  Service  openings  shall  be  equipped  with 
self-closing  fire  doors. 

(f)  Each  service  opening  shall  be  located 
in  a  room  or  compartment  cut  off  from  the 
rest  of  the  floor  by  a  fire  partition  or  firewall 
from  the  rest  of  the  building  by  ceilings  or 
floors.  Such  walls,  ceilings,  and  floors  shall 
have  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  1 
hour,  and  doors  to  this  room  or  compartment 
shall  be  self-closing  and  have  appropriate  fire 
resistance  to  match  the  wall  construction. 
Section  25.05 — Refuse  Bin  or  Room 

(a)  An  arrangement  whereby  the  chute 
discharges  directly  to  the  combustion  chamber 
of  an  incinerator  shall  not  be  employed.  There 
may  be  situations  where  arrangements  are 
made  for  handling  refuse  mechanically  and 
automatic  stoking  of  incinerators  which  would 
not  introduce  an  unreasonable  hazard.  In  such 
cases,  the  Fire  Department  may  permit  such 
arrangement  taking  into  consideration  the 
whole  layout,  its  relation  to  the  rest  of  the 
building,  the  presence  or  absence  of  complete 
sprinkler  protection,  the  continuity  and  com- 
petence of  the  personal  supervision  attending 
the  operation,  ventilation,  access  for  fire  fight- 
ing and  similar  factors.  This  does  not  apply 
to  chutes  integral  with  an  incinerator  assembly. 

(b)  Refuse  chutes  shall  terminate  or  dis- 
charge into  a  bin  or  room  of  construction  of 
fire  resistance  equal  to  the  chute  itself. 

(c)  Discharge  bin  or  room  shall  be  cut  off 
and  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  building, 
particularly  from  any  adjoining  waste  paper 
baling  or   incinerator   room. 

(d)  Doors  between  the  discharge  bin  or 
room  and  the  rest  of  the  building  shall  have 
self-closing  (ire  doors.  These  doors  shall  bo 
kept  closed  except  during  removal  of  rubbish 
Section  25.06— Waste  Paper  Baling. 
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(a)  Where  no  rubbish  room  or  bins  are 
provided,  waste  paper  shall  be  handled  in 
covered    metal    cans    only. 

(b)  Rooms  used  for  waste  paper  baling 
shall  be  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  building 
by  ceilings,  floors  and  walls,  the  minimum  fire 
resistance  of  which  is  2  hours,  with  door  open- 
ings protected  by  fire  doors.  This  would  per- 
mit waste  paper  baling  in  a  cut-off  boiler  or 
furnace  room  of  suitable  construction. 

Article   26 — Smoking 

Section    26.01 — Theatres,    Special   Halls,    Public 
Halls 

Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  in  theatres,  pub- 
lic halls  and  special  halls,  but  may  be  per- 
mitted in  public  halls  and  special  halls  when 
they  are  not  being  used  as  an  auditorium, 
requiring  fixed  seats  and  aisles.  Smoking  may 
be  permitted  in  such  occupancies  in  a  separate 
room  or  space  specially  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose when  such  room  is  approved  by  the  Fire 
Department. 

Section    26.02 — Factories,    Workshops,    Mercan- 
tile Establishments,    Warehouses 

Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  in  factories, 
workshops.  mercantile  establishments,  and 
warehouses  where  the  material  being  handled 
in  and  about  such  building  is  of  such  a  flam- 
mable nature  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  fire 
department,  to  be  readily  ignitable,  except  that 
smoking  may  be  permitted  in  a  separate  room 
or  space  specially  provided  for  the  purpose 
when  such  room  or  space  is  approved  by  the 
Fire  Department. 
Section   26.03 — Signs 

Durable  signs  with  the  words,  "NO  SMOK- 
ING," in  letters  not  less  than  three  inches  in 
height,  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  in  and 
about  all  premises  where  smoking  is_  pro- 
hibited under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
Section   26.04 — Docks  and   Wharves 

Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  on  docks  and 
wharves,  but  may  be  permitted  in  or  on  spaces 
specially  designated  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  that  purpose.  Such  smoking 
shall  be  kept  under  strict  supervision  of  pier 
personnel.  Smoking  shall  not  be  permitted 
however,  on  or  within  100  feet  of  any  ship  or 
vessel  which  may  be  loading  or  unloading  at 
any  time. 
Section   26.05 — Elevators 

No  person  shall  smoke  or  carry  a  lighted 
cigarette,  cigar  or  pipe  in  any  elevator  used 
by  the  public.  Durable  signs  with  the  words, 
"No  Smoking  in  Elevator,"  in  letters  not  less 
than  three  inches  in  height,  shall  be  con- 
spicuously posted  in  full  view  of  persons  en- 
tering elevator  at  each  floor.  Suitable  recep- 
tacles filled  with  sand  shall  be  kept  at  entrance 
to  elevators  at  each  floor  for  disposal  of  smok- 
ing  articles. 

Article  27 — Tents,   Grandstands,   Reviewing 

Stands 
Section   27.01 — Conditions 

The  following  conditions,  recommended  by 
the  Fire  Commissioner,  are  hereby  made  a  part 
of  all  licenses  issued  by  the  Licensing  Division 
or  the  Mayor's  Office  for  the  conduct  of  cir- 
cuses, fairs,  bazaars,  carnivals  or  similar  en- 
tertainments and  other  gatherings  held  in  or 
near  to  tents  of  canvas,  duck,  sail-cloth  or 
other  fabric  covering  material  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  These  conditions  shall 
also  apply  to  licenses  issued  for  the  use  of 
grandstands,  reviewing  stands,  or  other  similar 
structures  of  a  temporary  nature,  when  con- 
structed of  combustible  materials. 
Section   27.02 — Written  Approval 

No  circus,  fair,  bazaar,  carnival,  or  similar 
entertainment  shall  be  conducted  in  tents  of 
canvas,  duck,  sail-cloth  or  other  fabric  covering 
material  of  a  similar  nature,  and  no  grand- 
stands, reviewing  stands,  or  other  similar 
structures  shall  be  maintained  on  the  premises 
without  written  approval  from  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner. 
Section  27.03 — Requirements  for  Approval 

The  Fire  Commissioner,  before  granting 
written  approval  for  any  activity  or  entertain- 
ment as  described  in  the  above  paragraph,  will 
require  the   following: 

(•a)  A  certificate  of  flameproofing  or  satis- 
factory evidence  of  flameproofing  of  all  can- 
vas,   duck,    sail-cloth   or   other   fabric    covering 


materia!  of  a  similar  nature  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Fire  Commissioner  by  the  owner,  lessor, 
or  person  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the 
function  or  activity  on  the  premises;  said  cer- 
tificate to  contain  a  description  of  the  formula 
applied  to  the  material,  the  date  and  method 
of  the  application.  Test  of  the  condition  of 
material  reported  as  having  been  flameproofed 
may  be  required  at  any  time  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner or  his  duly  authorized  representative. 

(b)  A  report  by  an  inspector  of  the  Elec- 
trical Inspection  Division  pertaining  to  the 
existence  or  nonexistence  of  hazards  connected 
with  proposed  or  existing  electrical  wiring  or 
electrical  equipment  to  be  used  or  in  use  on 
the   premises. 

(c)  A  report,  in  writing,  from  the  District 
Chief  of  the  District  in  which  the  license  is  to 
be  exercised,  testifying  in  detail  as  to  the 
necessity  of  the  following  precautions,  with 
whatever  additions  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  safety  of  the  public: 

(1)  The  number  of  firemen  to  be  as- 
signed to  the  premises  as  a  paid  detail  and 
the  hours  when  said  detail  shall  be  on  duty. 

(2)  The  necessity  for  lines  of  standard 
fire  bose  to  be  kept  connected  to  a  hydrant 
and  ready  for  immediate  use  in  the  area. 

(3)  The  number  of  portable  fire  extin- 
guishing appliances  to  be  provided  in  such 
locations   as   specified. 

(4)  The  manner  of  storing  straw,  hay, 
shavings  or  similar  materials. 

(5)  Cutting  or  removal  of  brush  or  grass 
and  removal  of  combustible  material  from 
premises  where  tents,  booths,  counters  or 
other  such  enclosures  or  grandstands  are  to 
be   set   up    on    vacant   land   or   open   fields. 

Section    27.04 — Flammable    Fluids 

No  flammable  fluids  shall  be  kept  or  used  on 
the  premises  except  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Chapter  148  of  the  General 
Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  and  Article  13  of  this  Code. 
Section    27.05 — Flammable    Decorations 

No  flammable  decorations  shall  be  permitted 
in  or  around  booths,   tents  or  counters. 
Section    27.06 — Open-Flame    Lamps 

The   use   of   open-flame   lamps   shall   be   pro- 
hibited. 
Section    27.07 — Smoking 

No   smoking   shall   be   permitted    in    any   en- 
closed  tents. 
Section  27.08 — Revocation  of  License 

Violation  of  or  failure  to  comply  with  these 
rules  and  conditions,  or  to  comply  with  an 
order  from  a  representative  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, will  be  cause  for  immediate  revoca- 
tion of  the  license  by  the  Licensing  Authority. 

Article  28 — Welding  or  Cutting  Operations 
Section   28.01 — Permit  Required 

(a)  No  welding  or  cutting  shall  be  per- 
formed by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
unless  a  permit  therefor  has  first  been  secured 
from  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department.  A 
permit  shall  constitute  permission  to  perform 
welding  or  cutting  operations  as  indicated 
thereon   and  it  is  not  transferable. 

(b)  No  permit  for  welding  or  cutting  oper- 
ations will  be  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
Prevention  unless  it  is  first  satisfactorily  deter- 
mined that  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
making  application  is  competent  and  capable 
of   performing  same  in  a  safe  manner. 

(c)  Permits  are  obtainable  at  the  Bureau 
of  Fire  Prevention,  Boston  Fire  Department, 
by  making  application  thereat  on  the  pre- 
scribed form  in  each  instance  and  upon  the 
payment  of  the  required  fee.  When  the  oper- 
ations of  a  person,  firm  or  corporation  are 
such  that  welding  or  cutting  is  to  be  engaged 
in  at  more  than  one  location  or  at  various 
times,  be  it  continuous  or  intermittent,  a 
blanket  permit  covering  the  operations  may  be 
obtained  which  will  permit  operations  at  the 
various  locations  and  at  the  various  times. 
Blanket  permits  are  issued  on  a  monthly  or 
yearly  basis.  Notwithstanding,  evidence  of  this 
authorization  must  be  available  at  all  times  at 
each  site  of  operations  for  viewing  by  Fire  or 
Police  Department  officials.  Photostatic  copies 
of  the  original  permit  will  be  considered  as 
satisfactory    evidence. 

(d)  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  permit,  ap- 
proval  of   the   District   Fire   Chief   of  the  Dis- 
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trict  wherein  operations  are  to  be  performed 
shall  be  obtained.  In  those  cases  where  oper- 
ations are  performed  under  a  blanket  permit, 
no  burning  whatsoever  shall  be  done  without 
first  notifying  the  District  Fire  Chief  of  the 
District  prior  to  actual  operations.  Any  burn- 
ing engaged  in  thereafter  shall  be  subject  to 
his  requirements  and  instructions.  (The  Dis- 
trict Chief  of  a  District  may  be  contacted  any 
time  by   calling  Kenmore  6-1100.) 

(e)  The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may 
revoke  a  permit  issued  for  welding  or  cutting 
operations  if  it  is  ascertained  upon  inspection 
that  there  has  been  misrepresentation  of  fact 
in  the  original  application  or  fraudulent  state- 
ments made  thereon  or  at  the  time  of  approval. 
Section  28.02 — Authorization  of  Owner  of 
Premises 

No  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in 
welding  or  cutting  operations  shall  perform 
said  operations  on  any  premises  without  first 
obtaining  the  authorization  of  the  owner  or 
his  duly  authorized  agent.  (A  tenant  is  not 
necessarily  a  duly  authorized  agent.) 
Section  28.03 — Fire  Watch  or  Fire  Detail  ac- 
quired 

The  hazard  to  be  protected  against  shall  be 
determined  by  the  District  Chief  at  the  time 
of  approval  and  the  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion, shall  provide  a  "Fire  Watch"  for  each 
and  every  welding  or  cutting  operation  with 
portable  fire  appliances  of  the  required  class 
and  size,  including  extinguishers,  garden  hose 
attached  to  faucets,  or  first  aid  hose  lines.  If, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  District  Fire  Chief,  Fire 
Department  Personnel  and/or  equipment  is  ad- 
visable he  shall  require  a  paid  fire  detail  in 
lieu  of  a  fire  watch,  the  expense  of  same  to  be 
borne  by  the  Licensee. 
Section  28.04 — Instructions  to   "Fire  Watch" 

(a)  A  "Fire  Watch"  for  purposes  of  these 
sections  is  a  competent  person,  both  physically 
and  mentally,  employed  by  the  person,  firm  or 
corporation  and  assigned  specifically  to  the 
task  of  preventing  fires  which  may  be  caused 
by  the  welding  or  cutting  activity  of  an  indi- 
vidual welder  or  cutter.  The  "Fire  Watch" 
shall  be  provided  with  the  necessary  equipment 
to  cope  with  incipient  fires  and  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  any  fires  resulting  from  the 
operation  of  the  individual  to  whom  he  is 
assigned. 

(b)  No  person  shall  be  employed  as  a  fire 
watch  unless  he  is  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  use  of  fire  extinguishing  equipment  and 
such  knowledge  shall  be  determined  by  the 
District  Fire  Chief  at  the  time  of  approval. 

(c)  The  "Fire  Watch"  shall  familiarize  him- 
self with  the  location  of  the  nearest  fire  alarm 
box  and  how  to  send  an  alarm  therefrom,  and 
shall  immediately  transmit  an  alarm  to  the 
Fire  Department  in  the  event  of  fire,  no  mat- 
ter how  small. 

(d)  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  welding 
or  cutting  operations,  the  "Fire  Watch"  shall 
make  a  careful  examination  of  the  immediate 
and  adjoining  areas,  including  the  level  direct- 
ly above  and  directly  below,  taking  note  of  any 
and  all  potential  exposures,  and  if  possible 
remove  them  or  provide  them  with  protection 
such  as  sheet  metal  guards  or  asbestos  cur- 
tains. If  there  are  tarpaulins  in  the  vicinity, 
they   should    be    "flamep  roofed." 

(e)  With  the  commencement  of  operations, 
the  "Fire  Watch"  shall  be  alert  for  any  small 
fires  resulting  from  the  operations  since  the 
torch  when  burning  has  a  temperature  of  ap- 
proximately fi,000°  F.  which  can  very  quickly 
ignite  an  exposed  combustible  substance.  The 
principal  fire  hazard  of  the  operation  is  from 
the  sparks  and  drops  or  globules  of  hot  slag 
and  burning  white  hot  metal  with  sufficient 
mass  to  retain  a  high  degree  of  heat  for  an 
appreciable  time  coming  in  contact  with  an 
exposed  or  hidden  combustible  material  and 
thereby    igniting    same. 

(f)  Except  when  a  "Fire  Detail"  has  been 
employed,  welding  or  cutting  operations  must 
be  performed  only  while  a  "Fire  Watch"  is  in 
constant  attendance.  If  a  "Fire  Watch"  must 
leave  the  area,  he  must  be  relieved  by  another 
"Fire  Watch"  otherwise  activity  must  cease 
until  his  return.  A  signed  inspection  report 
attesting   to   this   continuous  attendance  of   the 


"Fire  Watch"  during  operations,  shall  be  filed 
and  available  for  inspection  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

(g)  When  welding  or  cutting  operations  are 
discontinued  for  a  period  of  time,  such  as  dur- 
ing the  lunch  hour,  the  "Fire  Watch"  shall  be 
maintained  continuously  during  that  period. 

(h)  Upon  completion  of  each  day's  work  or 
of  each  job,  the  "Fire  Watch"  or  "Fire  Detail" 
shall  remain  in  attendance  for  a  minimum  of 
thirty  (30)  minutes  thereafter  to  insure  that 
no  fire,  hidden  or  otherwise,  exists.  Particular 
attention  shall  be  given  to  the  immediate  area, 
the  adjacent  area,  the  level  above  and  below. 
Section  28.05 — Sprinkler  Protection 

Sprinkler  protection  shall  not  be  shut  off 
while  welding  or  cutting  work  is  being  per- 
formed. If  operations  are  in  close  proximity 
to  sprinkler  heads,  sheet  asbestos  or  damp 
cloth  guards  may  be  used  to  shield  the  heads, 
however,  same  must  be  removed  immediately 
upon  completion  of  the  operation. 
Section   28.06 — Containers  for  Flammables 

Welding  or  cutting  shall  not  be  performed 
on  containers  and  equipment  which  contain  or 
have  contained  flammable  liquids,  gases  or 
solids,  until  these  containers  and  equipment 
have  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  inerted  or 
purged  by  approved  and  accepted  methods. 
Section    28.07 — Instructions    to    Operator 

(a)  No  welding  or  cutting  shall  be  per- 
formed unless  the  "Fire  Detail"  or  "Fire 
Watch"  is   in   attendance. 

(b)  Support  cylinders  on  a  firm  foundation 
and  secure  them  to  prevent  dropping.  Only 
cylinders  in  actual  use  should  be  stored  in  the 
operating   area. 

(c)  When  the  cylinder  is  not  in  use,  the 
valve  shall  be  closed  and  the  valve  protection 
cap   shall  be  in   place,  hand-tight. 

(d)  Welding  or  cutting  work  shall  not  be 
supported  on  compressed  gas  or  other  cylinders. 

(e)  When  removing  compressed  gas  cylin- 
ders, every  effort  shall  be  used  to  prevent  drop- 
ping or  damaging  them. 

(f)  Oxygen  and  acetylene  cylinders  shall  be 
far  enough  away  from  the  operating  area  so 
that  radiated  heat,  sparks,  slag  or  misdirection 
of  torch  flame  will  not  affect  them. 

(g)  When  use :  of  the  torch  is  to  be  tempo- 
rarily stopped,  the  torch  valve  must  be  closed 
and  the  gas  supply  to  the  torch  completely 
shut   off. 

(h)  Valves  should  be  tested  periodically  for 
leakage. 

(i)  Test  for  leaks  in  any  piping  system  or 
equipment  using  compressed  flammable  gases 
shall  be  made  with  soapy  water  or  detergents. 
In  no  case  shall  an  open  flame  be  used. 

(J)  Cylinders,  Valves,  Regulators,  Hose,  and 
Other  Apparatus  and  Fittings  Containing  or 
Using  Oxygen  shall  be  kept  free  from  Oil  or 
Grease.  Oxygen  Cylinders,  Apparatus,  and 
Fittings  shall  not  be  handled  with  Oily  Hands 
or  Gloves  or  Greasy  Tools  or  Equipment. 

(k)  The  following  physical  dangers  are  to 
be  guarded  against  with  regard  to  flexible  hose: 

( 1 )  Being   tramped    on. 

(2)  Exposure  to  oil  or  grease. 

( 3 )  Flying   sparks   or   slag. 

(4)  Broken   or  leaky  hose. 

(5)  Repairs   with  tape. 

Section  28.08 — General  Instructions  to  Fire 
Watch   and  Operator 

(a)  The  operator  and  the  fire  watch  shall 
wear  clean  laundered  clothing  at  all  times,  free 
from  grease  or  oil.  Oil  soaked  clothing  is  es- 
pecially hazardous  to  the  wearer  in  operations 
of   this    nature. 

(b)  When  working  in  confined  areas  or 
spaces,  provide  adequate  ventilation. 

(c)  If  possible,  move  work  out  of  hazardous 
locations  before  commencing  operations.  If 
not  possible,   protect  exposed   combustibles. 

(d)  Sweep  floor  clean  and  wet  down  before 
starting  work.  If  made  of  combustible  ma- 
terial cover  with  an  incombustible  material. 

(e)  Use  sheet  metal  guards  or  asbestos  cur- 
tains  where   necessary. 

(f)  Keep  extinguishing  material  ready  for 
instant  use  nt  all  times.

GRADING  AND   CONSTRUCTION   OF 
SIDEWALKS.

At  the  present  time,  under  St.  1893,  c.  437, 
as  amended  by  St.  1943,  c.  203,  your  Honorable 
Body  with  my  approval  orders  the  grading 
and  construction  of  sidewalks  when  the  work 
is  not  incidental  to  the  construction  or  recon- 
struction of  a  street.  All  other  public  im- 
provements are  ordered  by  the  Public  Improve- 
ment Commission,  which  also  has  full  juris- 
diction of  betterment  assessments  for  the  side- 
walk  construction  just  mentioned. 

In  the  interest  of  uniformity  and  efficiency, 
the  General  Court  passed  chapter  245  of  the 
Acts  of  1958  to  enable  your  Honorable  Body 
to  transfer  to  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission your  present  power  to  order  the  grad- 
ing and   construction   of  sidewalks. 

Since,  as  just  indicated,  uniformity  and 
efficiency  will  thereby  be  promoted,  I  recom- 
mend that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt  the 
order  transmitted  herewith  accepting  said 
chapter  245.  Such  acceptance  will  automatically 
operate  to  effect  transfer  of  the  function  in 
question  to  the  Public  Improvement  Commis- 
sion.

Chapter  625  of  the  Acts  of  1958  entitled  "An 
Act  Establishing  a  Board  of  Registration  of 
Eleetrologists  and  Regulating  the  Practice  of 
Electrolysis"  prescribes  that  every  person  to 
whom  a  license  to  practice  electrolysis  is  issued 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  where  he 
principally  practices  electrolysis;  and  further 
that,  if  he  moves  his  principal  office  to  another 
city  or  town,  he  shall  obtain  from  the  clerk  of 
the  city  or  town  where  his  license  is  recorded 
a  certified  copy  thereof  and  file  it  with  the 
clerk  of  such  other  city  or  town. 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  ordinance 
transmitted  herewith  to  prescribe  that  the  fee 
of  the  City  Clerk  for  recording  such  a  license 
or  for  issuing  a  certified  copy  thereof  or  for 
receiving  and  filing  such  a  certified  copy  shall 
be  $1. 

The  ordinance  provision  proposed  is  modeled 
after,  and  uniform  with,  existing  ordinance 
provisions  concerning  a  chiropodist's  cer- 
tificate, an  optometrist's  certificate,  an  osteo- 
path's certificate,  and  a  physician's  certificate. 
See  Rev.  Ord.  1947,  c.  40A,  s.  1,  els.  (60), 
(206),   (207),  and    (223).

LAND  ASSEMBLY  AND  REDEVELOP- 
MENT PLAN  FOR  WHITNEY  REDE- 
VELOPMENT PROJECT. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen : 

Enclosed  herewith  for  consideration  by  your 
Honorable  Body  is  the  land  assembly  and  re- 
development plan,  including  summary  of  proj- 
ect costs  and  financial  plan,  for  the  Whitney 
Redevelopment  Project  prepared  by  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority. 

If  the  redevelopment  plan  meets  with  your 
approval,  a  loan  order  to  provide  funds  to 
carry  out  the  project  and  a  cooperation  agree- 
ment to  authorize  a  transfer  of  funds  to  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  will  be  submitted  for 
approval. 

Your  Honorable  Body  is  familiar  with  the 
magnitude  of  the  redevelopment  and  renewal 
problem  in  our  city,  and  also  the  imperative 
need  for  providing  middle-income  housing, 
often  referred  to  as  a  forgotten  group,  because 
of  the  fact  that  their  incomes  are  above  the 
requirements  for  public  housing  while  at  the 
same  time  not  sufficient  to  afford  new  privately- 
constructed  housing. 

The  sponsors  of  this  project,  the  Beacon 
Redevelopment  Corporation,  are  a  group  of 
outstanding    citizens    of    the    community    with 
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more  than  adequate  financial  resources,  who 
have  organized  this  corporation  to  develop 
run-down  areas  for  middle-income  housing 
throughout  the  city.  The  Whitney  Street  area 
is  the  pilot  project  of  this  group.  The  co- 
operation of  the  city  in  providing  funds  to 
clear  the  areas  and  the  cooperation  of  the  Re- 
development Authority  for  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  of  eminent  domain  are  necessary  in 
order  to  implement  the  objectives  and  activities 
of  the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation. 

I  believe  this  is  an  unusual  opportunity  for 
the  City  of  Boston  and  I  am  very  much 
heartened  that  prominent  people  in  the  com- 
munity with  resources  at  their  command  have 
enough  faith  and  confidence  in  the  future  of 
the  city  and  the  city  government  to  undertake 
this  most  worth-while  objective. 

Your  favorable  action  on  this  proposal  is 
sincerely  and  urgently  requested. 

Enclosed  please  find  a  copy  of  a  transmittal 
from   the   Boston   Redevelopment   Authority   in 
connection  with  the  project.

Enclosed  herewith  are  copies  of  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  and  the 
financial  plan  for  a  proposed  Whitney  Re- 
development Project,  which  the  Authority  re- 
spectfully submits  for  your  review  and  sub- 
mittal to  the  City  Council  if  it  meets  with 
your    approval. 

The  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Authority  for  the 
construction  of  800  dwelling  units  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  121  of 
the  General  Laws  without  federal  participa- 
tion. 

The  Authority  proposes  to  undertake  this 
project  with  the  City  of  Boston  funds  ex- 
clusively. Agreements  have  been  reached  with 
the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  for  the 
redevelopment  of  the  cleared  area  for  middle- 
income  housing  under  the  so-called  "Limited 
Dividend  Law,"  known  as  chapter  121A  of 
the  General  Laws.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
proposed  agreement  with  the  Beacon  Rede- 
velopment Corporation,  the  cleared  project 
land  will  be  leased  at  an  amount  which,  to- 
gether with  the  excise  in  lieu  of  taxes  under 
chapter  121A,  will  equal  the  estimated  cost 
to  the  city  for  the  project,  including  the  ex- 
isting tax  revenue  now  received  from  the 
area,  which  estimates  are  based  upon  a  twenty- 
year  amortization   period  for  the  bonds. 

At  the  present  time,  the  amortization  period 
is  fifteen  years  for  the  municipal  bonds  for 
redevelopment  projects  under  section  26CC 
of  chapter  121.  However,  as  you  know,  your 
Honor  has  caused  to  be  filed  a  petition  in 
the  General  Court  to  increase  the  bond  amorti- 
zation period  up  to  a  maximum  period  of 
thirty  years.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Authority 
that  this  is  good  legislation  and  that  it  will 
be  enacted.  The  income  to  the  City  from 
the  redevelopment  under  this  arrangement  will 
practically  meet  the  bond  obligations  under 
the  existing  provision  of  section  26CC,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  existing  tax  revenue  from  the 
area.  The  income  from  the  redevelopment  will 
exceed  the  city's  bond  obligations  if  the  amend- 
ment to  section  26CC  is  enacted.  It  should  be 
noted  that  after  the  amortization  period  of 
the  city  bonds,  the  city  will  receive  a  net 
increase    of    over    $100,000    per    year. 

The  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan 
for  this  project  has  been  reviewed  by  the 
City  Planning  Board  and  the  necessary  find- 
ings in  accordance  with  chapter  121  have  been 
made  by  the  Planning  Board  that  the  plan 
is  based  on  a  local  survey  and  conforms  to 
the  comprehensive  plan  for  the  locality  as 
a   whole. 

Detailed  information  on  the  estimated  costs 
of  project  expenditures,  estimated  revenue 
from    the    chapter    121A    excise,    and    on    the

A  Plan  for  the  Assembly  and  Redevelopment 
of  Land  in  the  Whitney  Redevelopment  Area 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Project  Area")  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Authority")  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  121,  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts: 

A.  Boundaries  of  Project  Area 

That  certain  tract  of  land,  situated  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  County  of  Suffolk,  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  which  is  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
tract  herein  described,  said  corner  being  the  point 
of  intersection  of  the  northerly  line  of  Tremont 
Street  and  the  westerly  line  of  St.  Alphonsus 
Street; 

thence  running  in  a  northeasterly  direction  one 
thousand  forty-five  (1,045)  feet,  more  or  less, 
along  said  westerly  line  of  St.  Alphonsus  Street 
to  the  point  of  intersection  of  said  line  with  the 
southerly  line  of  Longwood  Avenue; 

thence  turning  an  angle  and  running  in  a

of  Woithington  Street; 

thence  turning  an  angle  and  running  in  a 
southwesterly  direction  by  the  easterly  line  of 
Worthington  Street,  one  hundred  fifty-four  (151) 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  southwesterly  line  of 
land  now  or  formerly  of  A.  J.  Ryan  and  A.  J. 
Ryan,  Jr.; 

thence  turning  an  angle  and  running  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  eighty  (80)  feet,  more  or 
less,  along  said  land  of  said  A.  J.  Ryan  and  A.  J. 
Ryan,  Jr.,  to  land  now  or  formerly  of  Bigelow 
Realty,  Inc.; 

thence  turning  an  angle  and  running  in  a 
southwesterly  ^direction  two  hundred  eighty-eight 
(288)  feet,  more  or  less,  by  said  land  now  or 
formerly  of  said  Bigelow  Realty,  Inc.,  and  by 
land  now  or  formerly  of  S.  and  K.  Stephens,  and 
by  land  now  or  formerly  of  H.  Cassidy,  and  by 
land  now  or  formerly  of  C.  Rokas,  and  by  land 
now  or  formerly  of  A.  Nason,  and  by  land  now

thence   turning   an   angle   and   running  in   a 

northwesterly  direction  eighty  (80)  feet,  more  or 
less,  along  said  land  of  said  J.  W.  and  M.  V. 
Bates,  to  the  easterly  line  of  Worthington 
Street; 

thence  turning  an  angle  and  running  in  a 
southwesterly  direction  one  hundred  nine  (109) 
feet,  more  or  less,  along  said  easterly  line  of 
Worthington  Street  to  the  northerly  line  of 
Tremont  Street; 

thence  turning  an  angle  and  running  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  three  hundred  seventy- 
nine  (379)  feet,  more  or  less,  along  said  northerly 
line  of  Tremont  Street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

B.  Statement  of  Findings 

The  Project  Area  is  a  decadent  area  within  the 
definition  of  Chapter  121,  General  Laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts, as  determined  in  a  survey  by  the  Author- 
ity and  as  evidenced  by  the  following: 

1.  The  Project  Area  substantially  impairs  and 
arrests  the  sound  development  of  its  district  and 
retards  the  provision  of  housing  accommodations 
because 

a.  Eleven  (11)  residential  structures,  contain- 
ing fifty-one  (51)  dwelling  units  have  been  torn 
down  in  the  City's  demolition  program  of  aban- 
doned and  uninhabitable  buildings.  These  have 
not  been  replaced  and  it  is  improbable  that  they 
will  be  replaced  under  existing  conditions  which 
are  characterized  by  additional  abandoned 
structures,  a  high  degree  of  vacancies,  an  exces- 
sive need  for  major  repairs,  a  low  level  of  build- 
ing maintenance,  small  lots  in  multiple  owner- 
ships, and  a  low  degree  of  owner  occupancy. 

b.  Two  (2)  structures  containing  six  dwelling 
units,  stand  open  to  the  elements  and  abandoned, 
causing  a  hazardous  blighting  and  infesting 
influence  on  surrounding  buildings. 

c.  Forty-nine  (49)  dwelling  units  are  vacant  in 
habitable  structures,  comprising  fourteen  (14) 
per  cent  of  the  total  dwelling  units  in  the  Project 
Area,  as  compared  with  a  city-wide  vacancy  ratio 
of  two  and  a  half  (2.5%)  per  cent  and  a  vacancy 
ratio  in  the  entire  Roxbury  Crossing  district  of 
four  and  six-tenths  (4.6%)  per  cent  as  estimated 
in  a  1958  Federal  Housing  Administration 
survey.  This  must  also  be  compared  with  only 
5  vacancies  in  the  Project  Area  in  the  1950 
Census.  In  total  the  Area  has  had  a  net  reduc- 
tion of  one  hundred  one  (101)  occupied  dwelling 
units  since  1950.  Such  a  high  degree  of  vacancy 
evidences  the  extreme  decline  of  the  Area,  and 
since  this  does  not  encourage  building  mainte- 
nance it  invites  a  continued  movement  away 
from  the  Area. 

d.  The  deterioration  of  the  Area  is  further 
evidenced  by  a  total  of  §35,650  in  City  tax  and 
demolition  liens. 

e.  Only  seven  (7%)  per  cent  of  the  occupied 
dwelling  units  are  owner-occupied,  compared 
with  nine  (9%)  per  cent  in  1950,  and  a  city- 
wide  average  of  twenty-four  (24.0%)  per  cent 
in  1950. 

2.  Structures  in  the  Project  Area  are  out  of 
repair,  physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  in  need  of  major  maintenance  or 
repair,  as  evidenced  by  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Sixty-one  (61)  out  of  eighty-seven  (87) 
residential  structures,  or  seventy  (70%)  per 
cent  are  in  need  of  major  repairs. 

b.  Thirty-two  (32)  structures  appear  to  be 
out  of  plumb  or  have  foundations,  walls  and  sills 
which  are  badly  cracked. 

c.  Fifteen  (15)  dwelling  units  reported  rodent 
infestation. 

3.  The  Project  Area  is  characterized  by  over- 
crowding, faulty  arrangement  or  design,  and  ex- 
cessive land  coverage,  all  contributing  to  the  de- 
cline of  the  Project  Area  as  a  residential  neighbor- 
hood and  preventing  its  sound  development  for 
such  purposes  unless  redeveloped  in  accordance 
with  this  Plan: 

a.  Ninety  (90%)  per  cent  of  the  residential 
structures  are  separated  by  a  distance  of  eight 
(8)  feet  or  less  on  at  least  one  (1)  side;  fifty 
(50%)  per  cent  of  the  structures  are  separated 
by  a  distance  of  eight  (8)  feet  or  less  on  both 
sides;  sixty-one  (61%)  per  cent  are  separated  by 
(5)  feet  or  less  on  at  least  one  (1)  side;  all  evi- 
dencing the  overcrowding  of  the  land  and  the 
resultant  lack  of  light,  air,  and  open  space. 
Twenty  (20%)  per  cent  of. all  residential  struc- 


tures cover  at  leael  eighty  (80%)  per  cenl  '•! 
their  lots  and  sixteen  (16%)  pel  cent  of  the 
structures  cover  at  least  ninety  (90';  i  per  cenl 
of  their  lots,  compared  to  t|]>-  presenl  zoning  re- 
quirement of  a  maximum  seventy  (70' ,  \><  i 
cent  coverage. 

b.  Eighteen  (18)  lots,  of  which  none  is  larger 
than  thirty-five  hundred  (3,500;  square  feet,  and 
which  comprise  twenty-three  (23%)  per  cent 
of  the  total,  contain  two  (2)  residential  struc- 
tures, one  (1)  of  which  does  not  front  on  a 
street.  Such  rear-lot  structures  account  for 
fifty-four  (54)  dwelling  units  or  sixteen  (16%) 
per  cent  of  the  Project  Area. 

C.  Relationship    of  Plan    to   Definite    Community 

Objectives 
Definite  community  objectives  for  Boston  have 
been  stated  in  various  publications  and  proposals 
of  the  Boston  City  Planning  Board,  all  directed 
toward  the  formulation  of  a  General  Plan  for  the 
City. 

1.  The  General  Plan  for  Boston,  Preliminary 
Report,  1950,  designates  the  Project  Area  as 
being  in  need  of  redevelopment  for  residential  use. 

2.  This  Preliminary  Plan  recommends  for  the 
generalized  area  which  includes  the  Project  Area, 
a  high  medium  residential  density  with  a  range  of 
21. 1  to  40.0  dwelling  units  per  acre.  The  Prelim- 
inary Plan  points  out,  however,  that  each  general- 
ized area  "may  include  some  sections  and  zoning 
districts  above  or  below  the  range",  and  that  "high 
medium  areas  would  consist  largely  of  two-  and 
three-story  apartments,  and  high  density  areas  of 
taller  apartments".  The  maximum  density  pro- 
posed for  the  Project  Area  is  approximately  130 
dwelling  units  per  acre,  which  would  tend  to 
encourage  a  high  density  development  character- 
ized by  a  few  tall  buildings  with  low  land  coverage. 

This  same  approach  was  taken  in  the  Planning 
Board's  Preliminary  Report  on  the  rezoning  studies 
for  the  City  (Zoning  Policies  for  Boston,  December 
1953),  which  states,  "Floor  area  ratios  for  all  types 
of  building  should  be  so  set  as  to  require  lower 
maximum  densities  at  further  distances  from  the 
City  Center,  with  a  few  possible  exceptions  at 
outer  subcenters  where  high  levels  of  accessibility 
justify  high  densities  over  relatively  small  areas." 
The  Project  Area  is  such  an  instance  of  high  ac- 
cessibility, combined  with  a  demonstrated  need  to 
serve  the  vital  research,  hospital  and  educational 
facilities  in  this  section  of  the  City. 

3.  The  controls  and  regulations  set  forth  in  this 
Redevelopment  Plan  conform  to  the  Proposed 
Zoning  Regulations  for  the  City  of  Boston,  May,  1958. 

4.  Improvement  of  traffic  will  be  achieved 
through  this  Redevelopment  Plan  by  the  realign- 
ment of  St.  Alphonsus  Street  with  Longwood 
Avenue;  by  the  widening  of  St.  Alphonsus  Street 
as  part  of  a  long-range  plan  to  create  a  significant 
and  safe  approach  to  the  Parker  Hill  Hospitals;  by 
the  closing  within  the  Project  Area  of  several 
minor  streets;  and  by  the  provision  of  off-street 
parking  to  serve  the  new  development. 

5.  In  summary,  this  Redevelopment  Plan  is  in 
accord  with  stated  objectives  of  published  elements 
of  a  General  Plan  for  Boston,  and  seeks  to  imple- 
ment those  objectives,  first  by  the  redevelopment 
of  a  decadent  area  for  residential  purposes;  and 
second,  by  the  establishment  of  controls  and 
street  improvements  which  would  result  in  a 
desirable  pattern  of  land  use. 

D.  Controls  and  Regulations 

All  land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  conveyed  by 
the  Authority  in  accordance  with  the  controls  and 
regulations  set  forth  below  and  with  the  Project 
Area  Plan.  The  only  uses  for  which  Project  Area 
land  may  be  thus  conveyed  are  for  street  purposes 
and  for  the  construction  of  residential  buildings. 

1.  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  in 
the  Project  Area  shall  not  exceed  eight  hundred 
(800),  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  3,  below. 

2.  Each  parcel  sold  for  residential  purposes 
shall  contain  a  minimum  area  equal  to  at  least  one- 
third  (J)  the  gross  floor  area  of  the  residential 
building  or  buildings  proposed  to  be  constructed 
thereon;  gross  floor  area  is  defined  as  the  sum  of 
the  areas  of  all  floors  of  all  such  buildings,  as 
measured  by  the  exterior  faces  of  their  walls,  ex- 
cluding areas  within  such  buildings  devoted  to 
garaging  of  automobiles  and  basement  areas 
devoted  exclusively  to  uses  accessory  to  the 
operation  of  the  building. 

3.  In  the  event  the  Project  Area  is  sold  in  several 
parcels  for  residential  purposes  and  the  last  parcel 
remaining  to  be  sold  will,  by  the  use  of  the  formula 
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in  paragraph  2  above,  result  in  a  number  of  dwelling 
units  or  a  building  size  which  is  shown  to  the  Au- 
thority to  be  uneconomic  of  construction,  the 
Authority  may,  with  Planning  Board  approval, 
authorize  an  increase  in  the  maximum  number  of 
dwelling  units  prescribed  in  paragraph  1  above,  to 
the  extent  of  10  per  cent,  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  paragraphs  4,  5  and  6  below. 

4.  The  maximum  ground  coverage  by  any  build- 
ing on  any  parcel,  or  by  all  buildings  in  the  Project 
Area,  shall  not  exceed  15  per  cent  of  such  parcel  or 
Area.  The  maximum  height  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  tifty-five  (155)  feet. 

5.  Within  the  requirements  of  paragraph  2 
above,  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  (100)  square 
feet  per  dwelling  unit  shall  be  provided  in  usable 
and  landscaped  open  space  denned  as  follows: 

a.  Where  such  space  is  provided  on  the 
ground,  it  shall  be  devoted  entirely  to  active  or 
passive  recreation,  pedestrian  circulation  or 
planting  areas,  and  except  for  such  areas  which 
are  devoted  to  active  recreation  or  walks,  shall 
be  planted  and  maintained  in  grass  or  other 
landscaping  materials.  Such  space  shall  not 
include  median  strips  between  parking  bays, 
however  landscaped,  nor  shall  it  include  any 
area  devoted  to  vehicular  circulation. 

b.  All  or  part  of  the  minimum  usable  open 
space  requirement  specified  above  in  this  para- 
graph may  be  met  by  suitably  designed  and 
accessible  space  on  the  balconies  or  roofs  of  any 
buildings  constructed  in  the  Project  Area.  In 
such  event,  the  ground  space  thus  offset  may  be 
used  for  additional  off-street  parking,  or  for 
usable  open  space  in  conformance  with  this 
paragraph. 

6.  Paved  off-street  parking  areas  for  use  by 
residents  of  the  Project  Area  shall  be  provided  in 
a  minimum  ratio  of  seven  (7)  parking  spaces  for 
each  ten  (10)  dwelling  units  to  be  constructed. 
Such  parking  areas  shall  be  constructed  with  con- 
venient access  to  public  rights-of-way,  and  perpen- 
dicular thereto.  No  parking  space  shall  have 
direct  access  to  or  from  a  public  right-of-way. 

7.  No  structure  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be 
located  closer  than  sixty  (60)  feet  from  the  center 
line  of  any  street,  or  forty  (40)  feet  from  any 
property  line,  or  fifty  (50  feet  from  any  other 
structure  whether  in  or  outside  of  the  Project 
Area. 

8.  The  Authority  shall  obligate  redevelopers  and 
their  successors  and  assigns  to  the  following: 

a.  To  devote  the  land  to  the  uses  specified  in 
the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  said  land. 

b.  To  begin  the  building  of  improvements 
within  a  reasonable  time,  subject  to  provisions 
under  which  the  Authority  may  retake  title  to 
and  possession  of  property  sold  in  the  event  of  a 
default  by  a  purchaser. 

c.  To  give  preference  in  the  selection  of 
tenants  for  dwelling  units  built  in  the  Project 
Area  to  families  displaced  therefrom  because  of 
clearance  and  redevelopment  activities,  who 
desire  to  live  in  such  dwelling  units  and  who  will 
be  able  to  pay  rents  or  prices  equal  to  rents  or 
prices  charged  other  families  for  similar  or  com- 
parable dwelling  units  built  as  a  part  of  the 
same  redevelopment. 

d.  To  comply  with  such  other  conditions  as 
are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Authority  Law,  or  any 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Hous- 
ing Board  and  of  any  federal  legislation  under 
which  loans,  grants  or  contributions  have  been 
made  or  agreed  to  be  made  to  meet  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  Project. 

e.  To  comply  with  such  terms  and  conditions 
relating  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  such  real 
properry  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Authority  are 
necessary  to  cany  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Redevelopment  Plan. 

f.  To  comply  with  such  terms  and  conditions 
specified  by  the  Authority  which  will  prevent 
holding  of  land  for  speculative  purposes. 

-g.  To  submit  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  for  its  approval  of  architectural, 
building,  and  landscaping  plans  and  specifica- 
tions as  well  as  any  other  information  as  the 
Authority  may  request  in  order  to  insure  the 
conformance  of  such  plans  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

h.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected, 
reconstructed,  enlarged  or  moved  for  any  use 
other  that  that  which  is  permitted  herein,  nor 
shall  any  building  or  structure  be  erected,  recon- 
structed, enlarged,  altered  or  moved  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  violate  any  of  the  regulations  and 


controls  specified  herein.  Any  change  in  charac- 
ter of  occupancy  or  use  of  any  structure  or  land 
within  the  duration  of  this  Redevelopment  Plan 
shall  require  prior  approval  by  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority. 

i.  The  construction  of  buildings  shall  conform 
to  the  regulations  set  forth  in  the  Building  Code 
or  the  City  of  Boston  as  in  effect  from  time  to 
time. 

j.  The  Authority  will  not  itself  effect  or 
execute,  and  will  adopt  effective  measures  to 
assure  that  there  is  not  effected  or  executed  by 
any  purchaser  or  lessee  from  it  (or  any  successors 
in  interest  of  any  such  purchaser  or  lessee),  any 
covenant,  agreement,  lease,  conveyance  or  other 
instrument  whereby  land  in  the  Project  Area 
which  is  disposed  of  by  the  Authority  is  re- 
stricted, either  by  the  Authority  or  by  any  such 
purchaser,  lessee,  or  successor  in  interest,  upon 
the  basis  of  race,  creed  or  color,  in  the  sale, 
lease  or  occupancy  thereof. 

9.  This  Redevelopment  Plan  and  all  modifica- 
tions thereto  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect 
for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years,  beginning  on  the 
date  of  its  approval  by  the  City  Council.  It  may 
be  modified  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Authority  with  the  approval  of  the  Boston 
City  Planning  Board,  provided  that,  if  modified 
after  the  disposition  of  any  land  in  the  Project 
Area,  the  modification  must  be  consented  to  in 
writing  by  the  purchaser(s)  of  the  property (ies) 
affected  by  the  proposed  modification. 

E.  Project  Execution 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  will  be 
solely  responsible  for  the  execution  of  this  Rede- 
velopment Plan  and  shall  undertake  all  steps  and 
obtain  all  approvals  necessary  thereto,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

1.  Acquisition  and  clearance  of  all  land  and  im- 
provements in  the  Project  Area. 

2.  Disposition  of  all  land  in  the  Project  Area  in 
accordance  with  the  controls  and  regulations  of  this 
Redevelopment  Plan. 

3.  Execution  of  a  cooperation  agreement  with 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  following: 

a.  Conveyance  of  land  by  the  Authority  to 
the  City  for  street  improvements,  and  the 
undertaking  of  such  improvements  by  the  City. 

b.  Financial  assistance  by  the  City  for  the 
undertaking  of  the  Project. 

4.  Approval  of  the  Project  by  the  Boston  City 
Planning  Board  and  the  Massachusetts  State 
Housing  Board  in  accordance  with  Chapter  121, 
General  Laws. 

5.  Approval  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment 
of  the  changes  in  zoning  necessary  to  implement  the 
Redevelopment  Plan. 

6.  Approval  by  the  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission of  streets  to  be  abandoned. 

F.  Method  of  Relocation 

The  method  for  the  relocation  of  persons  living 
in  the  Project  Area  and  availability  of  and  the 
means  by  which  there  will  be  provided  dwelling 
units  for  such  persons  substantially  equal  in 
number  to  the  number  of  dwelling  units  to  be 
cleared  from  the  Project  Areas  is  as  follows: 

1.  A  relocation  office  will  be  provided  in  the 
Project  Area  witli  adequate  staff:

The  vacancy  turnover  for  1957  averaged  1(1.3 
per  cent  or  approximately  2,250  apartments. 
Under  Chapter  121,  General  haws  of  Massa- 
chusets,  Section  26FF,  priority  in  public  housing 
is  mandatory  to  families  displaced  by  slum 
clearance  and  redevelopment  projects. 
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For  persons  or  families  eligible  for  public 
housing,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
shall  request  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to 
make  dwelling  units  available  in  projects  owned 
or  operated  by  it.  Such  persons  or  families  will 
be  given  preference  for  tenancy  into  all  public 
housing.

THE    EQUALIZATION    SURVEY. 

A    REPORT    BY    THE    MAYOR'S    REALTY 

ADVISORY    COMMITTEE. 

December  30,  1958. 
Status  of  the  Program. 
1.  The  Mayor's  Advisory  Committee,  which 
you  appointed  in  May,  1956,  to  "provide  policy, 
direction,  and  guidance  in  the  conduct  of  an 
equalization  survey  designed  to  equalize  as- 
sessed values  on  all  income-producimg  proper- 
ties on  a  fair  and  equitable  basis,"  is  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  as  of  the 
end  of  1958  substantial  progress  has  been 
made.  Accomplishments  include  the  follow- 
ing: preliminary  surveys  regarding  property 
classifications,  valuations,  and  exemptions; 
completion  of  an  intensive  rental  survey  for 
valuation  purposes;  the  development  of  oper- 
ating     and      valuation      standards      specific      to 
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Boston  experience;  the  indoctrination  of  as- 
sistant assessors  anil  technicians  employed  by 
the  survey  in  techniques  and  practices  re- 
quired for  equitable  assessing;  determination 
of  land  values  in  the  central  business  district 
and  surrounding  areas;  the  completion  of  the 
city's  first  comprehensive  land  value  maps 
(which  are  also  being  utilized  by  the  Survey 
Division,  Public  Works  Department,  City 
Planning  Board,  and  Traffic  Commission);  the 
collection  of  detailed  descriptive  information 
on    most   of    the   taxable    parcels    on    Wards    3, 

4,  5,  6,  and  21,  where  the  bulk  of  the  city's 
assessable  value  is  situate,  and  the  valuation 
of  these  parcels  at  fair  and  equalized  values 
according  to  consistent  standards;  the  appli- 
cation of  machine  accounting  techniques  to 
the  economical  processing  of  valuation  data. 
Probably  the  most  significant  product  of  the 
survey  to  date  has  been  the  training  of  certain 
of  the  permanent  Assessing  Department  per- 
sonnel in  the  Reeves  techniques  for  the  system- 
atic collection,  analysis,  and  processing  of 
valuation  data  in  order  to  arrive  at  equitable 
assessments,  thus  providing  a  trained  nucleus 
of  personnel  to  carry  out  the  new  assessing 
program    on    a    continuing    basis. 

2.  Despite  commendable  achievements 
(which  more  than  justify  the  program)  your 
committee  must  regretfully  inform  you  that 
much  more  could  have  been  accomplished, 
given  the  active  support  of  the'  Assessor  of 
Taxes  and  broader  participation  by  assessing 
personnel.  Adequate  facilities  in  appropria- 
tions, equipment,  training,  and  competent 
supervision  have  been  made  available.  Yet 
as  of  the  end  of  1958  there  will  still  remain 
a  number  of  specialized  parcels  in  Wards  3,  4, 

5,  6,  and  21  to  be  completed  and  the  quality 
and  descriptive  debail  of  the  work  done  will 
not  have  come  up  to  the  standards  we  still 
hope  to  see  achieved  by  a  better  organized 
Assessing  Department.  The  program  has 
suffered  from  a  short-work  year  (April  to 
December),  a  lack  of  sustained  interest  and 
application  on  the  part  of  many  in  the  As- 
sessing Department,  and  a  limitation  of  the 
number  of  assistant  assessor's  •  participating  in 
the  program.  More  impetus  must  be  given 
the  program  immediately,  through  active  sup- 
port of  the  Assessor  of  Taxes,  together  with 
working  correlation  and  review  with  the  As- 
sessing Department,  or  the  program  will  not 
only  not  be  completed  in  1959,  but  more  serious 
when  completed  will  not  have  the  validity 
which  is  achievable  and  Which  is  desirable  to 
protect   the   city. 

3  At  the  inception  of  the  plan  to  equalize 
assessed  valuations,  it  was  agreed  that  com- 
mercial and  apartment  properties  would  be 
studied,  and  that  fair  and  equalized  values 
would  be  assigned  to  all  such  property;  resi- 
dential property  (one  to  four  families,  inclu- 
sive)   being   excluded   from   the   survey. 

It  was  considered  desirable,  but  not  neces- 
sarily essential,  to  complete  the  survey  in  all 
wards  before  the  valuations  of  any  particular 
group  of  properties  were  recommended  for 
adoption.  In  order  to  follow  the  procedure, 
which  has  proved  successful  in  other  cities, 
our  study  should  be  continued  until  all  relevant 
properties  have  been  valued  on  a  fair  and 
equalized  basis.  Then  a  complete  report  can 
be  submitted.  Meanwhile  partial  reports  of 
valuations  should  not  be  issued  or  published  in 
any  form  by  the  equalization  survey.  Such 
information,  assembled  in  connection  with  the 
properties  surveyed,  can,  of  course,  be  avail- 
able to  assessors  in  determining  their  values. 
In  this  connection,  the  above  strictures  are  not 
intended  to  discourage  the  continuing  improve- 
ment of  assessing  practices  and  valuations 
within  the  Assessing  Department  and  the  con- 
tinuing correction  of  inequities  as  previously 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  as  a  part  of  the 
regular    assessing    routine. 

4.-  The  equalization  survey  staff  has  made 
an  analysis  of  recent  sales  in  the  entire  city 
which  confirms  prior  analyses  by  the  Real 
Estate  Board,  and  it  appeal's  that  there  are 
heavy  overassessments  of  many  commercial 
properties  in  the  central  business  district.  It 
appears,  also,  that  this  overassessment  can  be 
offset     against     undervalued     commercial     and 


apartment  properties  within  and  without  the 
central  business  district.  (Although  many 
i.  il-  ni  i a  1  properties  are  assessed  substantially 
less  than  market  value,  they  are  already 
heavily  taxed  because  of  the  high  tax  rate  in 
comparison  with  other  cities  in  the  nation.) 
However,  equalization  when  achieved  will 
probably  entail  the  highest  practical  assess- 
ments obtainable  on  commercial  and  apartment 
properties  based  on  a  $100  tax  rate.  The 
imposition  of  any  additional  levy  on  real  estate 
resulting  in  any  tax  rate  over  $100 — in  addition 
to  being  confiscatory — would  result  in  lowering 
the  actual  value  of  investment  properties 
which  in  turn  would,  therefore,  appear  as- 
sessed at  a  figure  which  will  be  in  excess  of 
fair  cash  market  value.  If  overassessment  of 
commercial  properties  is  built  into  equalized 
values  the  burden  which  the  home  owner  will 
eventually  have  to  bear  becomes  magnified, 
because  the  tax  base  shrinks  further  and  the 
rate   spirals. 

5.  Although  residential  property  does  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  this  committee 
(which  we  recognize),  it  would  be  a  very 
desirable  factor,  both  policy-wise  and  legally, 
if  inequities  in  residential  assessments — rela- 
tive to  each   other — could   be   corrected. 

Recommendations. 

1.  Despite  our  inability  to  complete  the 
amount  of  survey  work  desired  during  1958 
because  of  aforementioned  factors,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  survey  be  completed  in  1959 
as  scheduled,  and  as  early  in  1959  as  is  prac- 
ticable in  order  that  equalization  conclusions 
can  be  made  available  to  the  Assessor  of  Taxes 
for  review  and  use  during  1959  in  setting 
assessed  values  for  1960. 

2.  To  expedite  the  program,  when  each 
ward  is  completed  it  should  be  reviewed 
promptly  by  the  Assessor  of  Taxes,  and  any 
questions  of  difference  discussed  with  the 
equalization    director    or   the   committee. 

The  equalized  values,  and  the  underlying, 
supporting  descriptions  for  many  parcels,  will 
benefit  by  screening  and  review.  This  is  par- 
ticularly desirable  since  even  perfect  assess- 
ments would  be  subject  to  dispute  in  the 
present  tax   and  economic   climate. 

Lack  of  effective  review  could  prove  costly 
to  the  City  of  Boston  in  several  ways:  (a) 
loss  of  revenue,  because  assessments  may  be 
based  upon  unnecessarily  low  economic  rental 
estimates  (as  reported  by  field  analysts  and 
uncorrected  by  review);  (b)  additional  expense 
of  defending  proposed  assessed  values  which 
might  be  unsupportable  on  their  own  merits, 
or  in  comparison  with  neighboring  properties; 
(c)  loss  of  confidence  in  equalized  values  (as 
being  neither  equitable  or  defensible)  by  the 
public,  property  owners,  or  the  Appellate  Tax 
Board,  which  would  further  encourage  requests 
for  abatements  and  Appellate  Tax  Board 
hearings. 

3.  The  Advisory  Board  feels  that  it  might 
be  particularly  helpful  in  completing  the 
equalization  survey,  as  well  as  helpful  to  the 
assessors  in  actually  determining  their  assessed 
values,  if  they  could  be  required  in  connection 
with  their  assessing  procedure  to  use  the 
equalization  survey  forms  for  assembling  the 
information  on  which  the  assessed  value  of 
properties    is   to   be  subsequently    determined. 

4.  It  is  further  recommended  that  provision 
be  made  for  a  60-  or  90-day  grievance  period 
in  order  that  proposed  equalized  values,  as 
approved  by  the  Assessor  of  Taxes,  may  be 
discussed  with  the  taxpayers,  under  the  super- 
vision or  direction  of  the  Assessor  of  Taxes, 
thus  enabling  the  city  to  receive  such  addi- 
tional information  as  the  taxpayer  may  be 
encouraged  to  submit  at  that  time.  This  pro- 
cedure will  add  to  the  accuracy  of  assessments 
actually  placed  upon  the  tax  roll  and  protect 
the  city  against  any  serious  errors  in  data 
upon  which  assessments  may  have  been  based. 
In  such  discussion  the  assessor  should  consider 
values  of  similar  properties  so  as  to  make 
certain  the  assessments  on  them  have  been 
equalized. 

5.  It  is  essential  that  every  effort  be  made 
to  retain  at  least  some  of  the  more  productive 
technicians  during  January,  February,  and 
March   of   1959,    in    order   that   the   entire   city

can  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  1959  in  time 
for  a  grievance  period  for  taxpayers  to  be 
heard  before  bills  are  issued  in  1960. 

Conclusion. 
An    acceleration    of    the    equalization    survey 
and   the   translation   of   results   into   actual   as- 
sessments  is  one   of   the  most  important  steps 
that  the   city   can   take  in   helping   to  establish 
confidence   in   the   business   and   financial   com- 
munity.  Therefore,   immediate  attention   should 
be  given  to  this  program  by  the  new  Assessor 
of   Taxes   following   his   appointment.

SALE   OF   NORTH   MORTUARY   AND   CER- 
TAIN  OTHER   PROPERTY   TO   MASSA- 
CHUSETTS   GENERAL    HOSPITAL. 
The  following   was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  19,  1959. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Chapter  810  of  the  Acts  of  1954  provides 
that  the  Mayor,  when  authorized  by  order  of 
the  City  Council  passed  by  two  thirds  of  all 
the  city  councillors  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  after  the  first,  may,  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  city,  enter  into  a  contract 
with  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  in 
which  contract  (a)  the  city  shall  agree  that, 
whenever  the  Medical  Examiner  of  Suffolk 
County  using  the  mortuary  on  the  westerly 
side  of  North  Grove  street  shall  discontinue 
the  use  of  said  mortuary  and  the  municipal 
board  having  charge  of  the  discontinuance  of 
public  ways  shall  discontinue  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  Fruit  street,  North  Grove 
street,  and  that  portion  of  Parkman  street 
lying  westerly  of  the  westerly  side  of  North 
Anderson  street,  the  city  shall  convey  to  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  all  right,  title 
and  interest  of  the  city  in  and  to  Fruit  street, 
North  Grove  street,  and  the  aforesaid  portion 
of  Parkman  street  and  also  the  site  of  said 
mortuary;  and  in  which  contract  (b)  said 
hospital  shall  agree  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  city  from  and  against  any  and 
all  damages  payable  by  the  city  by  reason  of 
the  aforesaid  discontinuances  and,  in  addition, 
to  pay  the  city  such  price  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  order  of  the  City  Council  authorizing  the 
contract.  By  the  express  terms  of  said  chap- 
ter 310,  the  Mayor  is  vested  with  power  to 
perform  the  contract  without  further  authority 
than  that  contained  in  the  statute. 

As  more  fully  appears  from  the  enclosed 
communication  from  Dr.  Michael  A.  Luongo, 
the  Medical  Examiner  of  Suffolk  County  using 
the  mortuary  on  the  westerly  side  of  North 
Grove  street  has  discontinued  the  use  of  that 
mortuary. 

It  further  appears  from  the  enclosed  cer- 
tificate of  a  vote  by  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission  that  the  commission  has  requested 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  prepare 
the  plans  necessary  to  enable  the  Public  Im- 
provement Commission  to  discontinue  Fruit 
street.  North  Grove  street,  and  that  portion 
of  Parkman  street  lying  westerly  of  the  west- 
erly side  of   North   Anderson   street. 

Another  enclosure  transmitted  herewith  is  a 
letter  recently  sent  me  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  offering  to  pay 
the  city  for  the  North  Mortuary  and  the  to-be- 
discontinued   streets   the  sum   of   $30,000    which 


the  hospital  considers  a  very  generous  offer 
in  view  of  their  judgment  that  on  the  strength 
of  land  values  in  the  neighborhood  a  price  of 
$15,000    would    be    reasonable. 

At  the  request  of  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
Mr.  John  C.  Kiley,  Jr.,  with  offices  at  15 
Bosworth  street,  Boston,  has  appraised  the 
to-be-discontinued  streets  and  the  North  Mor- 
tuary estate,  placing  a  value  of  $1  on  the 
streets  and  $25,000  on  the  North  Mortuary 
estate.  In  view  of  this,  the  hospital's  offer 
would  appear  to  be  definitely  fair,  if  not 
slightly   generous. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  adoption  by  your 
Honorable  Body  of  the  order  transmitted  here- 
with authorizing  me  to  enter  into  the  contract 
provided  for  by  the  statute  and  fixing  $30,000 
as  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  hospital  for  the 
conveyance   involved.

We  have  been  informed  that  the  city  is  now 
prepared  to  consider  conveying  to  the  hospital 
under  chapter  310  of  the  Acts  of  1954  the 
North  Mortuary  on  North  Grove  street  and 
also  North  Grove  street,  Fruit  street,  and  the 
portion  of  Parkman  street  lying  between  North 
Grove  street  and  North  Anderson  street.  The 
mortuary  property  consists  of  4,98fi  square 
feet  of  land.  The  building  has  little  or  no 
market  value  and  may  even  be  considered  a 
charge  on  the  land  value  to  the  extent  of 
demolition    costs. 

The  hospital  desires  to  acquire  these  prop- 
erties since  the  ability  to  demolish  the  build- 
ings on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Grove 
street,  including  the  mortuary  and  to  create 
an  attractive  entrance  to  the  hospital  would 
constitute  a  potential  and  considerable  im- 
provement to  both  the  hospital  and  the  city.

We  were  advised 
that  this  offer  was  only  about  one  half  the 
amount  of  the  city's  appraisal  and  that  it 
would    be    unacceptable. 

After  further  consideration  and  having  in 
mind  the  desirability  of  the  properties  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  hospital,  we  hereby 
offer  to  pay  the  city  for  the  North  Mortuary 
and  the  streets  above  described  the  sum  of 
$30,000  which,  we  are  bound  to  add,  we  con- 
sider a  very  generous  offer  and  we  trust  the 
city  will  accept  it  in  that  light

On  Wednesday,  January  7,  there  appeared 
an  article  in  the  Boston  "Herald"  which  in- 
dicated that  you  intend  to  put  new  commercial 
assessments  on  the  books  in  the  downtown 
area  before  the  end  of  the  year  1959.  The 
article  further  indicated  that  these  new  values 
would  be  based  on  the  equalization  survey 
now  in  progress. 

I  think  you  should  be  made  aware  of  an 
understanding  entered  into  between  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  Hynes  at  the  time  the 
original  appropriation  for  the  equalization 
survey  was  passed.  This  appropriation  was 
granted  by  the  Council  on  the  understanding 
that  no  new  values  would  be  placed  on  the 
books  as  the  result  of  the  survey  if  such  new 
values  would  result  in  shifting  the  tax  burden 
to    the   small   property    owner. 

I  am,  of  course,  cognizant  of  your  repeated 
statements  that  the  small  property  owner 
would  not  be  caused  to  suffer  through  any 
actions  of  your  administration.  However,  I 
am  also  aware  that  unless  your  policies  are 
carefully  carried  out  there  would  be  a  resultant 
additional  burden  placed  on  those  least  able 
to  afford  it,  even  though  such  shifting  would 
not   fit   in    with  your    intentions. 

In  order  that  there  might  be  no  misunder- 
standing on  the  part  of  any  city  official,  I 
would  suggest  that  before  you  utilize  the 
values  obtained  from  the  equalization  survey 
you  arrange  a  conference  with  the  City  Coun- 
cil so  that  each  of  us  will  be  fully  conversant 
with  the  policy  you  intend  to  carry  out  during 
your  term  of  office  in  this  most  important 
matter. 

Would  you  be  kind  enough  to  advise  me  at 
your  earliest  convenience  as  to  when  you  would 
be  in  a  position  to  discuss  this  matter  with 
us.  I  would  suggest  that  this  conference  be 
held  in  the  month  of  January  and  prior  to 
the  discussion  by  the  Appropriations  and 
Finance  Committee  of  your  department  budget 
for   the  year   1959.

This  is  in  reply  to  City  Council  order  dated 
December  15,  1958,  requesting  that  the  Traffic 
Commission  study  the  advisability  of  stopping 
the  flow  of  heavy  trucking  over  Hooker  street, 
in  Allston,  to  safeguard  the  lives  of  many 
children. 

Our  engineering  reports,  after  a  study  of 
the  area,  are: 

1.  A  truck  count  taken  January  12  and  13, 
1959,  from  8  A.M.  to  6  P.M.,  shows  that  only 
fifteen  trucks  over  two  and  one-half-ton  used 
this  street.  These  trucks  use  this  street  to 
arrive  at  their  destination.  They  could  use 
Cambridge  street  but  their  operation  is  more 
satisfactory  using  Hooker  street.  I  believe 
that  Hooker  street  is  only  carrying  its  fail- 
share  of  trucks  and  respectfully  recommend 
that  no  action  be  taken  on  this  request. 

2.  I  concur  with  the  above  recommendation 
of  Mr.  Flanagan.  The  count  shows  that  the 
fifteen  trucks  use  this  street  to  reach  a  destina- 
tion on  the  street.  There  would  be  no  point 
to  invoking  a  heavy  commercial  vehicles  ex- 
cluded rule  since  under  this  section  vehicles 
using  a  street  for  the  making  of  deliveries  or 
collections  or  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  a 
regular  storage  place  located  on  said  street  or 
parts  thereof  are  exempt. 

Based  on  the  above  reasoning,  to  which  I 
subscribe,  T  am  constrained  to  advise  that  I 
cannot  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
quested   rule.

site  under  the  Fitzgerald  Expressway  extend- 
ing from  Causeway  street  to  Traverse  street, 
said  area  containing  42,000  square  feet,  more 
or  less,  and  permitting  the  parking  of  120 
cars. 

The  use  of  this  area  for  parking  purposes  has 
been  under  discussion  for  some  year  and  a 
half.  It  was  the  city's  contention  that  parking 
within  this  site  should  be  controlled  by  a  park- 
ing gate  rather  than  by  metered  parking 
within  the  lot.  The  Commonwealth  did  not 
agree  with  this  contention  and  the  matter 
hung   fire  for  some   time. 

Rather  than  allow  this  desirable  site  to 
remain  unoccupied  for  parking  purposes,  it 
is  necessary  to  expend  $30,000  to  prepare  the 
site  for  metered  parking.  This  sum  can  be 
transferred   from    the   Parking    Meter    Fund.

The  accompanying  vote  of  the  Real  Property 
Board  requesting  the  transfer  of  $30,000  from 
the  Parking  Meter  Fund  to  the  Real  Property 
Department  for  off-street  parking  purposes, 
is  for  the  installation  of  a  120-car  surface, 
metered  parking  facility  in  an  area  under  the 
Fitzgerald  Expressway,  extending  from  Cause- 
way  street   to   Traverse  street. 

This  area  was  turned  over  to  the  city  by 
a  permit  dated  June  11,  1957,  received  by 
this  department  on  June  21  of  the  same  year, 
granting  the  city  permission  to  use  the  area 
for  "metered  parking  of  motor  vehicles  by 
the  public  and  for  no  other  purposes"  pro- 
vided that  the  city  install,  at  no  expense  to 
the  Commonwealth,  all  curbings  necessary  and 
"assume  all  expense  and  full  responsibility  for 
the  maintenance,  operation,  control  and  polic- 
ing of  said  area  and  shall  operate  such  area 
in  such  manner,  under  such  regulations  and 
upon  such  schedule  of  rates  as  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  shall  from  time  to  time  ap- 
prove." 

This  permit  was  revocable  any  time  after 
June  1,  1962,  upon  three  months'  written 
notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  permit  was  signed 
by  the  commission  headed  by  Carl  A.  Sheridan. 

Subsequent  to  the  receipt  of  the  permit,  the 
Real  Property  Board,  after  study,  determined 
that  the  parking  lot  in  question  could  best  be 
controlled  by  the  use  of  a  parking  gate,  so 
that  no  car  in  the  lot  could  be  in  violation, 
inasmuch  as  each  car  would  be  prepaid  and 
could  not  enter  the  lot  until  a  coin  had  been 
dropped  into  the  receptacle  of  the  metered 
gate. 

It  was  contemplated  at  that  time  that  a 
charge  of  50  cents  for  all-day  parking  and 
a  subsequent  charge  of  50  cents  for  evening 
parking  would  be  a  proper  charge  for  the 
particular  area,  it  being  located  within  easy 
walking    distance   of   the   Boston    Garden. 

Communications  were  sent  back  and  forth 
between  the  Real  Property  Board  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Common- 
wealth, whose  commissioner  refused  to  permit 
the  use  of  a  parking  gate  in  lieu  of  the  usual 
clock-on-post  type  of  meter  and  refused  to 
permit  a  charge  of  more  than  5  cents  per 
hour  for  parking,  stating  that  such  type  of 
meter   could   not   be   legally   installed. 

Subsequent  to  this  decision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Real  Property  Board  requested  an  opinion  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel  who  rendered  a  legal 
opinion  in  Which  he  stated  that,  in  accordance 
with  the  law,  metered  gates  could  be  legally 
installed.     The   Commissioner  of  Public   Works 
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of   the    Commonwealth   still   refused    to   permit 
the  gate  type  of  meter. 

On  Friday,  November  21,  1958,  a  hearing 
was  held  before  the  City  Council  Executive 
Committee,  at  which  time  the  records  of  the 
Real  Property  Board  and  the  numerous  com- 
munications to  and  from  said  Board  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Common- 
wealth were  produced  and  read  into  the  com- 
mittee's  records. 

The  Boston  Finance  Commission,  under  date 
of  November  28,  1958,  rendered  a  report  in 
which  it  stated  the  facts  surrounding  the 
delay   in   installing   the  parking   facility. 

The  Real  Property  Board  has  requested  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  advance  the  date  of  the  permit 
to  January  1,  1959,  and  to  extend  its  operation 
for  a  period  of  five  years  commencing  on  that 
date. 

Although  the  Real  Property  Board  still  feels 
that  the  area  could  be  better  serviced  by  the 
metered  gate  method,  it  has  recently  approved 
plans  and  specifications  for  a  120-car  clock- 
on-post  type,  metered  parking  facility  and 
when  the  funds  have  been  appropriated,  and 
upon  approval  to  be  granted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  installation  will  be  made  without  further 
delay.

2,000,000   FOR   HOSPITAL 
PURPOSES. 


The  following  was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  26,  1959. 
To  the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  accede  to  the  request 
contained  in  a  resolve  adopted  by  your  Honor- 


able Body  on  January  19,  1959,  that  I  initiate 
an  appropriation  order  sufficient  for  the  down 
payment  on  a  loan  inside  the  debt  limit  for 
hospital  purposes. 

Chapter  44,  section  7  of  the  General  Laws 
outlines  in  sixteen  subsections  the  specific  pur- 
poses for  which  debt  could  be  authorized  with- 
in the  limit  of  indebtedness.  In  no  specifica- 
tion is  there  authority  whereby  the  City  Coun- 
cil with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  could 
legally  authorize  debt  for  "hospital  purposes." 
It  is  because  of  this  that  on  at  least  two 
occasions  in  the  past  special  legislation  was 
enacted  authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to 
incur  debt  for  remodeling,  extraordinary  re- 
pairs, and  alterations  to  city  buildings.  If  the 
General  Laws  had  permitted  the  authorization 
of  debt  for  these  purposes  it  would  not  have 
been   necessai'y   to   seek   special   legislation. 

This  is  the  reason  I  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  on  November  24,  1958,  an 
order  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  668  of  the 
Acts   of   1958. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  city  is 
specifically  authorized  to  borrow  and  expend 
$1,000,000  for  remodeling,  reconstructing,  and 
making  extraordinary  improvements  to  City 
Hospital  buildings.  The  act  also  provides  that 
$2,000,000  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
Sumner  Tunnel  be  appropriated  for  the  same 
hospital  purposes.  Acceptance  of  the  act 
would  mean,  therefore,  that  $3,000,000  would 
be  made  available  for  extraordinary  repairs  at 
the   City   Hospital. 

I  believe  that  your  Honorable  Body  is  quite 
aware  of  the  need  to  rehabilitate  the  physical 
plant  of  the  City  Hospital.  A  list  of  the  more 
urgent  needs  of  the  institution  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  your  Honorable  Body,  and  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Hospital,  have  more  fully  ex- 
plained  these  needs  to  your  membership. 

The  objection  raised  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
act  because  of  the  requirement  that  $2,000,000 
from  the  sale  proceeds  of  the  Sumner  Tunnel 
be  used  for  hospital  repairs,  rather  than  for 
tax  rate  purposes,  might  have  some  validity. 
However,  in  order  to  prevail  upon  the  Legis- 
lature to  authorize  any  borrowing,  whatsoever, 
for  extraordinary  repairs  at  the  hospital,  it 
was  necessary  to  consent  to  this  qualifying 
provision. 

If  your  Honorable  Body  rejects  the  pending 
order  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  668  of  the 
Acts  of  1958,  the  alternative  must  be  the  ap- 
propriation of  $3,000,000  for  urgent  hospital 
repairs.  The  appropriation  of  this  sum  would, 
of  course,  have  a  rather  heavy  impact  on  the 
tax   rate  for  1959. 

It  is  my  contention  that  the  repairs  in 
question  are  of  such  a  nature  that  the  cost 
thereof  should  not  be  reflected  in  the  tax  rate 
of  any  one  year.  On  the  other  hand,  I  am 
cognizant  of  the  pressing  necessity  of  going 
forward  with  the  repair  program  of  the  hos- 
pital. 

The  five  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  feel 
a  deep  responsibility  in  this  matter.  In  their 
opinion,  at  least  $3,000,000  must  be  spent  for 
extraordinary  repairs  which  should  be  made  to 
preserve  existing  structures;  eliminate  hazards; 
spread  of  infections;  conform  to  licensing, 
code  and  safety  requirements;  and  provide  for 
better  service  and  accommodations  for  patients. 
The  City  Hospital  Trustees  feel  an  obligation 
to  insist  that  funds  to  the  amount  of  $3,000,000 
be  made  available  for  the  minimum  repair 
needs  of  the  hospital  and  feel  further  that 
service  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  more 
or  less  futile  unless  the  basic,  physical  plant 
needs  of  the  hospital  are  met. 

For  the  reasons  herein  outlined,  I  most 
respectfully  request  that  your  Honorable  Body 
approve  the  acceptance  of  chapter  668  of  the 
Acts  of  1958.  It  is  most  desirable  and  neces- 
sary that  prompt  action  be  taken  on  the  01'der 
now  pending  in  your  Honorable  Body.

PARTMENT.

Gentlemen: 

At  various  times  in  recent  years  your  Honor- 
able Body  has  with  praiseworthy  purpose  ex- 
horted the  Hospital  Department  to  make  every 
effort  to  obtain  funds  from  all  available  sources 
for  construction,  alterations,  equipment,  per- 
sonnel, research,  etc.,  within  the  department. 
This   we   have  done. 

At  the  present  writing  federal  grants  for 
various  purposes  to  match  funds  requested 
for  extraordinary  repairs  (now  chapter  668, 
Acts  of  1958  pending  before  the  Council)  are 
in  various  stages  of  consideration  and  ap- 
proval, in  the  amount  of  more  than  one  half 
million  dollars.  Section  1  of  chapter  668 
specified  that  not  less  than  $325,000  of  the 
proceeds  of  borrowing  should  be  used  to  match 
federal  grants  which  at  the  time  of  enactment 
(October  1958)   we  were  in  danger  of  losing. 

We  have  made  every  effort  to  keep  our 
projects  alive  but  this  is  getting  increasingly 
difficult  as  other  petitioners  for  grants  with 
available  funds  in  hand  are  pressing  Wash- 
ington. I  submit  copies  of  recent  correspond- 
ence concerning  a  single  one  of  our  several 
grants  which  is  in  the  amount  of  $186,000. 
Unless  I  can  get  some  reassurance  of  matching 
funds  in  process  of  becoming  available  I  very 
much  feel  that  this  grant,  as  well  as  others, 
may  be  gone  for  good.

CONSIDERATION    OF    FIRE    PREVENTION 
CODE    BY    CITY    PLANNING    BOARD.

Dear  Mr.  Malloy: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  7, 
forwarding  request  of  City  Council  that  the 
Planning  Board  furnish  information  regarding 
fire  aspects  of  the  proposed  new  zoning  regu- 
lation. 

In  preparing  the  new  zoning  regulation  the 
matter  of  securing  safety  from  fire,  panic,  and 
other  dangers  was  considered  as  one  of  the 
purposes  of  the  code  along  with  preventing 
overcrowding  of  land,  lessening  congestion  in 
the  streets,  providing  adequate  light  and  air, 
etc.  These  considerations  in  the  broad  sense 
underlie  recommendations  for  proper  land  use, 
height,    bulk    and    density. 

On  the  specific  side,  restrictions  on  the 
storage  of  gases  and  flammable  liquids  are 
much  more  definite  and  restrictive  than  in  the 
existing  zoning  law.  New  requirements  for 
open  space,  allowable  densities  and  bulk  are 
also  much  more  refined.  Allowable  uses,  par- 
ticularly in  business  and  industrial  zones,  are 
much  more  segregated  than  formerly  in  regard 
to  safety  as  well  as  nuisance  factors.  In 
addition,  the  expedient  of  conditional  uses 
has    been    introduced   in   the   new    code. 

A  conditional  use  differs  from  a  variance  in 
that  it  is  a  permitted  use,  under  certain  con- 
ditions, but  only  after  a  public  hearing.  In 
this  way  certain  industrial  operations  that  in- 
volve cinders,  dust,  flashing,  fumes,  gases, 
and  smoke  can  be  controlled  so  as  not  to  create 
a   hazard    to   safety   or   health. 

It  is  felt  that  the  new  zoning  regulation 
adequately  reflects  the  latest  thinking  on  fire 
prevention  aspects  insofar  as  zoning  is  con- 
cerned. Consequently  this  department  has  no 
specific  suggestions  for  new  legislation  in 
this   respect.

BUDGET    FOR    1959. 
The    following    was    received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  30,  1959. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Herewith  submitted  are  the  main  City, 
County,  and  Income  Department  budgets  for 
the   year   1959,   totaling    $121,669,421. 

The  amounts  allowed  in  these  budgets  ex- 
ceed the  1958  allowances  by  $3,120,369,  which 


is  a  2.6  per  cent  increase.  To  this  amount 
must  be  added,  however,  the  sum  of  $4,365,000 
for  salary  increases  to  the  uniformed  men 
of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  which 
appropriation  was  approved  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  January  5,  1959.  The  budgets 
submitted  herewith,  plus  the  amount  already 
appropriated,  represent  an  increase  of  $7,- 
485,369  over  last  year,  or  an  increase  of 
6.3  per  cent.  Of  this  increase  3.6  per  cent 
is  by  reason  of  the  above-referred-to  salary 
adjustment. 

The  allowances  as  submitted  are  $7,797,993 
less  than  the  estimates  submitted  by  City  and 
County  Departments.  In  some  instances,  de- 
partment estimates  have  been  so  drastically 
trimmed  that  departments  will  be  forced  to 
exercise  extreme  care  to  live  within  the 
amounts  allowed.  Wherever  possible  to  do  so, 
estimates  for  improvements,  though  consid- 
ered necessary,  have  been  entirely  eliminated, 
and  the  improvements  deferred.  It  is  not,  I 
submit,  economical  or  good  business  to  defer 
necessary  improvements.  There  is  no  other 
course  to  follow,  however,  in  the  face  of  gen- 
erally rising  costs  and  income  losses  from  de- 
creasing  valuations. 

Personnel  costs  continue  to  rise  chiefly  be- 
cause of  the  referendum  increase  voted  for 
fire  fighters  and  extended  to  policemen.  To 
this  increase  must  also  be  added  higher  over- 
time payments,  required  by  law,  and  based  on 
the   higher   rate   of   pay. 

In  a  continued  effort  to  keep  personnel 
costs  at  the  lowest  possible  point,  291  perma- 
nent positions  have  been  eliminated. 

No  provision  is  made  in  the  budgets  as  sub- 
mitted for  wage  or  salary  increases  to  em- 
ployees other  than  the  uniformed  men  of  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments.  This  matter  is 
still  under  consideration  while  studies  are 
being  completed  of  wage  rates  paid  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  by  other  Massachusetts 
cities    and   towns. 

Other  than  the  personnel  increase,  the  larg- 
est single  increase  in  the  budgets,  as  sub- 
mitted, is  found  in  the  categories  of  aid  to 
dependent  children  and  aid  to  the  aged.  Be- 
cause of  increased  payments  as  promulgated 
by  the  state  government  as  a  consequence  of 
higher  living  costs,  the  appropriations  allowed 
for  1959  are  some  $1,200,000  greater  than  in 
1958. 

Other  substantial  budget  increases  over  last 
year  are  because  of  repair  needs,  both  minor 
and  structural,  in  the  Hospital  Department 
noncontributory  pensions  and  annuities;  Re- 
serve Fund;  higher  street  lighting  rates;  cost 
of  printing  ballots  for  the  coming  municipal 
primary  and  election;  new  elevators  and  re- 
wiring at  Police  Headquarters  and  repairs  to 
police  stations;  major  repairs  to  Park  Depart- 
ment buildings  and  structures;  replacement  of 
obsolete  equipment  in  various  departments 
and  traffic  control  signals  in  various  sections 
of    the   city. 

In  the  accompanying  communication  of  the 
Supervisor  of  Budgets  there  is  given,  in  out- 
line, the  factors  responsible  for  the  higher 
1959  allowances.  The  budget  document  will 
supplement  this  information  in  greater  detail. 
The  Supervisor  of  Budgets,  and  members  of 
his  staff,  will  be  available  to  explain  in  even 
greater   detail  the  allowances  made. 

Whatever  supplementary  appropriations  may 
be  necessary,  such  as  "down  payments"  on 
loan  orders  for  capital  improvements,  will  be 
submitted  at  a  later  date  to  your  Honorable 
Body. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the 
accompanying    appropriation    and    tax    orders.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Chapter  3A  of  the  revised  city  ordinances,  I  have  prepared,  under 
your  direction  and  after  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  in  segregated  form,  the  annual  budget 
for  city,  county,  and  revenue  departments  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

General  Statement 

The  budget  allowances  recommended  for  city,  county,  and  income  departments  represent  an  increase  of  $3,120,369.00 
over  total  appropriations  authorized  in  1958. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  differences  between  the  appropriations  recommended  for  1959  and  those  approved 
by  the  City  Council  in  1958:

The  appropriations  recommended  for  income  departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  collected  by  these  depart- 
ments, and  hence  will  not  affect  this  year's  tax  rate.  In  other  words,  the  1959  tax  rate  will  be  affected  solely  by  the  in- 
crease in  the  city  and  county  budgets,  which  increase  is  indicated  in  the  foregoing  table  as  $3,145,469.00. 

Form  of  Budget 

As  indicated  in  the  table  of  contents,  the  material  relating  to  the  1959  budget  is  presented  in  this  document  in  three 
parts  or  sections.  Part  I  presents  the  appropriations  recommended  for  the  various  city,  county,  and  income  departments. 
The  departments  have  been  arranged  by  functions,  and  the  appropriations  are  set  forth  under  the  eight  main  expenditure 
groups. 

Part  II  presents  in  detail  the  allowances  recommended  for  departments  and  organization  units.  This  detail  supports 
the  appropriations  recommended  and  set  forth  in  Part  I.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  detail  for  individual  departments  is 
presented  so  as  to  indicate  the  various  work  programs  to  be  performed,  together  with  the  allowance  required  for  each 
program. 

Part  III  presents  two  sets  of  tables,  both  of  which  indicate  in  comparative  form  the  differences  between  1958  appro- 
priations and  1959  recommendations,  as  they  relate  first  to  organization  units,  and  second  to  objects  of  expenditure. 

City  Budget 
Permanent  Employees.     Notwithstanding  the  increases  listed  below  amounting  to  $418,000.00  the  net  appropriation 
for  this  item  is  $288,556.00  over  1958. 

Cost  of  increments $303,686  00 

Reorganization  of  Assessing  Department 55,000  00 

Preparation  of  parking  tickets  by  Police  Department  personnel 35,000  00 

Additional  Building  Department  Inspectors 25,000  00 

Temporary  Employees.  Despite  an  increased  allowance  of  $65,000.00  due  to  salary  increases  granted  to  Special 
Nurses,  the  allowance  under  this  item  reflects  an  increase  of  only  $4,811.00  over  the  1958  appropriation.  The  main 
factors  involved  in  this  allowance  are  indicated  in  the  following  table: 

Parks  and  Recreation  Department    $380,000  00         Seasonal  employment  of  recreation  play  leaders,  lifeguards,  bath 

custodians,  matrons,  and  sports  officials  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
recreation  program  of  the  city. 

Hospital  Department  $350,000  00         Increase  in  this  account  is  due  to  salary  adjustment  of  special  nurses. 

Library  Department  $170,000  00         For  part-time  service  of  young  men  and  women  employed  on  an 

hourly  basis  chiefly  in  the  branch  libraries. 

Election  Department  $75,000  00         Cost  of  wardens,  clerks,  etc.,  for  two  election  functions. 

The  balance  is  spread  over  a  number  of  departments  to  cover  peak  load  periods. 

Overtime.  Chapter  411  of  the  Acts  of  1958  as  adopted  by  the  electorate  provided  a  salary  increase  for  the  uniformed 
personnel  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  since  it  has  been  your  Honor's  policy  to  compensate  uniformed  members  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  at  the  same  salary  scale,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  an  additional  $132,000.00  over  the  1958 
appropriation  for  overtime  due  to  these  salary  adjustments. 

The  main  factors  involved  in  this  allowance  arc  indicated  in  the  following  table: 

Police- Department  $640,000  00         Holidays,  police  listing,   primary  day,  election  day,  and  various 

parades. 

Fire  Department  $224,000  00         Holidays  for  uniformed  force. 

Hospital  Department  $170,000  00         The  major  part  of  this  allowance  is   paid   to   permanent   nurses, 

attendants,  and  medical  workers  who  agree  to  work  an  extra  day 
due  to  shortage  of  such  personnel.  New  salary  schedule  for  nurses 
adopted  July  1,  1958  is  mainly  responsible  for  this  increased  allow- 
ance. 

Library  Department  $62  000  00         This  allowance  covers  permanent  employees  who  are  required   to 

work  evenings  in  branch  libraries  and  Sundays  in  the  Central  Li- 
brary. This  represents  a  decrease  of  $18,000.00  from  last  year's 
appropriation. 

Parks  and  Recreation  Department     $50,000  00        Permanent  maintenance  crews  required  during  the  Arts    Festival 

Christmas  Festival,  various  holiday  observances,  and  emergency 
tree  work  caused  by  storms. 

Election  Department  $24,000  00        For  custodians  of  schools  and   public  buildings  at   two  election 

functions,  and  during  registration.  Voting  machine  custodians  for 
period  immediately  preceding  the  two  functions. 
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Contractual  Services.  This  item  shows  an  increase  of  $483,591.00  over  last  year's  appropriation.  Th?  main  factors 
responsible  for  this  increase  are  as  follows: 

Hospital  Department,  ordinary  maintenance  and  repairs §180,000  00 

Maintenance  of  street  lights  (addition  of  2,181  electric  street  lights) 90,000  00 

Printing  ballots,  Municipal  election 50,000  00 

Repairs  to  police  stations 45,000  00 

Repairs  to  various  libraries . 25,000  00 

Cleaning  statues,  Art  Commission 20,000  00 

The  balance  is  spread  over  a  number  of  departments. 

Supplies  and  Materials.  The  allowances  under  this  group  show  an  increase  of  $246,684.00  over  the  1958  appropri- 
ation. Of  this  increase  870,000.00  is  attributable  to  the  cost  of  fuel  for  two  boats  on  loan  to  the  Police  Department 
from  the  United  States  Government.  The  balance  may  be  accounted  for  by  price  increases  in  all  other  supplies  and 
materials . 

Current  Charges  and  Obligations.  The  increase  of  8933,640.00  is  mainly  due  to  rise  in  cost-of-living  index;  allowance 
for  fuel;  and  increased  cost  of  medical  supplies  in  the  Welfare  Department. 

Equipment.  The  increase  of  $325,474.00  in  this  item  is  necessary  for  the  replacement  of  obsolete  equipment  which 
can  no  longer  be  deferred. 

Structures  and  Improvements.  The  major  items  responsible  for  an  increase  of  $568,000.00  in  this  appropriation 
are  as  follows : 

Police  Department: 

Installation  of  new  elevators,  Headquarters $100,000  00 

Rewiring,  DC  to  AC,  Headquarters 125,000  00 

Hospital  Department: 

General  remodeling  of  Buildings  and  Structures $200,000  00 

Parks  and  Recreation  Department: 

Major  repairs  to  Buildings  and  Structures $93,000  00 

Traffic  Department: 

Installation  of  Automatic  Traffic  Control  Signals  in  various  sections  of  the  city. .  .  $50,000  00 

Land  and  Improvements.  An  additional  $50,000.00  has  been  requested  under  this  item  to  cover  the  cost  of  planting 
trees  in  pilot  areas  under  the  Urban  Renewal  Program. 

Special  Appropriations.  This  group  shows  a  decrease  of  $422,254.00  from  the  1958  appropriation.  The  principal 
reason  for  this  decrease  is  that  we  were  required  to  make  an  additional  appropriation  last  year  of  S41 5,000.00  for  Snow 

Principal  increases  within  this  group  are  as  follows: 

Noncontributory  Pensions  and  Annuities S200.000  00 

Reserve  Fund 150,000  00 

Demolition  or  Restoration  of  Abandoned  Properties 36,000  00 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 30,000  00 

County  Budget 

Allowances  recommended  for  county  departments  reflect  an  increase  of  $242,366.00  over  1958  appropriations. 

Personal  Services .    Sliding  scale  and  mandatory  legislative  increases  are  mainly  responsible  for  the  increase  in  this  item. 

Contractual  Services.  This  group  reflects  an  increase  of  $21,451.00  over  the  allowance  for  1958.  Twenty  thousand 
dollars  of  this  amount  is  necessary  for  architectural  services  to  correct  leaking  condition  in  New  Court  House. 

The  balance  is  spread  over  a  number  of  departments  to  cover  peak  load  periods. 

Supplies  and  Materials.  The  increased  allowance  of  $40,436.00  in  this  group  is  caused  by  the  rise  in  cost  of  all  sup- 
plies and  materials.  , 

Equipment.  The  increase  of  $43,166.00  m  this  item  is  necessary  for  the  replacement  of  obsolete  equipment  which 
can  no  longer  be  deferred.  .     .         . 

Special  Appropriations.  Increase  in  this  appropriation  of  $15,000.00  is  due  entirely  to  Noncontributory  Pensions 
and  Annuities. 

Income  Departments 

The  allowances  made  under  this  section  reflect  a  decrease  of  $25,100.00. 

This  has  been  accomplished  despite  the  fact  that  items  other  than  Personal  Services  have  increased  by  S26.435.00. 

Conclusion 
The  preceding  paragraphs  outline  in  detail  the  principal  reasons  for  the  increase  of  the  1959  allowances  over  the  1958 
appropriations.

Ordered:  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January, 
1959,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums 
of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  require- 
ments or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes; 
that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from

Dear    Mr.    Mayor: 

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  request- 
ing an  answer  within  two  weeks  whether  or 
not  it  is  the  proposal  of  the  New  Haven  Rail- 


road, in  connection  with  the  South  Station 
Garage  proposal,  that  900,000  square  feet  of 
ground  space  be  taken  rather  than  approxi- 
mately 200,000  square  feet,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing  information. 

To  date,  no  proposal  has  been  offered  by  the 
New  Haven  Railroad,  and  the  whole  subject 
of  the  South  Station  Garage  is  still  under 
study. 

There  have  been  informal  talks  between 
members  of  your  South  Station  Committee  and 
Mr.  Alpert  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad,  but  these  have  been  ex- 
ploratory only  and  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  there  was,  or  is,  any  area 
available   for   a   garage   or   parking   space. 

We  have  learned  that  there  is  approximately 
900,000  square  feet  of  land  which  the  railroad 
might  consider  selling.  It  has  never  been 
determined  whether  they  would  sell  a  part  of 
it  or  whether  they  would  require  the  purchase 
of  the  whole  piece.

LEGISLATION  AUTHORIZING  CITY  TO 
BORROW  MONEY  FOR  EXTRAORDI- 
NARY REPAIRS  TO  CERTAIN  BUILD- 
INGS. 

The  following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  4,  1959. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  to  you  herewith  an  analysis  of 
the  various  methods  of  financing  the  minimum 
requirements  for  1959  for  remodeling,  altera- 
tions, and  extraordinary  repairs  to  hospital 
buildings,  the  Houghton  &  Dutton  Building, 
and   the  Roxbury   Memorial  High   School. 

In  considering  which  of  the  four  methods 
should  be  adopted,  prime  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  effect  that  the  adoption  of  a 
particular  method  will  have  on  the  tax  rate. 
It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  call  to  your 
attention  that,  unless  a  new  source  of  revenue 
is  created  which  will  give  Boston  several 
millions  of  dollars  in  1959,  the  tax  rate  might 
well  be  in  excess  of  $100.  Every  effort  should 
be  made  to  keep  to  an  absolute  minimum 
whatever  increase  might  be  necessary.  At  the 
same  time,  consideration  should  also  be  given 
to  the  very  serious  question  of  incurring  addi- 
tional debt. 

Therefore,  with  these  two  important  factors 
uppermost  in  mind,  it  is  my  considered  opinion 
that  the  preferred  method  would  be  to  accept 
chapter  668,  Acts  of  1958,  and  to  endeavor  to 
obtain  the  enactment  of  special  legislation  in 
1959  which  would  provide  for  the  authorization 
and  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of 
$2,000,000  for  the  alterations,  repairs,  etc.,  of 
the  Houghton  &  Dutton  Building  and  the  Rox- 
bury   Memorial    High    School. 

Each  of  the  four  possible  methods  of  financ- 
ing has  advantages  and  disadvantages.  If  the 
method  were  adopted  under  which  the  entire 
$5,000,000  were  appropriated  in  the  1959  tax 
levy,  one  obvious  disadvantage  would  be  the 
impact  on  the  tax  rate  of  an  increase  of  $3.40. 
Another  disadvantage  would  be  that  the  entire 
cost  of  capital  improvements  which  would  ex- 
tend the  useful  life  of  buildings  by  at  least 
twenty  years  will  be  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers 
of  one  year.  An  advantage  would  be  that 
there  would  be  no  incurring  of  debt  and  the 
consequent  increase  of  expense  because  of  in- 
terest charges.  Adoption  of  the  method  where- 
by funds  would  be  provided  by  acceptance  of 
chapter  668,  Acts  of  1958,  and  a  tax  levy  ap- 
propriation of  $2,000,000  also  has  a  disadvan- 
tageous effect  on  the  tax  rate  to  the  extent 
..f  .it  least  $i.36  and  a  possible  $2.72,  depending 
upon  the  consummation  of  the  sale  of  the 
tunnel  to  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Author- 
ity.    The   uncertainty   of  the  sale  of  the  tunnel 
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is,  quite  frankly,  a  disadvantage  under  either 
method  involving  the  acceptance  of  chapter 
668.  However,  it  is  my  opinion,  that  the  only 
course  to  follow  in  making  a  policy  decision 
involving  the  sale  of  the  tunnel  is  to  assume 
that  the  sale  will  be  consummated  within  the 
eighteen  months  set  by  the  statute. 

The  chief  advantage  of  adopting  the  method 
whereby  a  loan  would  be  authorized  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  275, 
Acts  of  1948,  in  the  amount  of  $3,500,000  and 
a  tax  levy  appropriation  of  $1,500,000  would 
be  that  the  entire  requirement  of  $5,000,000 
would  be  provided  with  no  uncertainty  regard- 
ing the  source  of  the  funds.  The  down  pay- 
ment appropriation  would  be  immediately 
available  as  cash  and  the  additional  cash  would 
be  provided  by  issuing  bonds  as  the  various 
programs  progressed.  However,  an  important 
disadvantage  would  be  the  effect  on  the  tax 
rate  of  $1.02  for  the  down  payment  appropria- 
tion. 

I  have  stated  above  that  it  was  my  opinion 
that  the  preferred  method  would  be  to  accept 
the  provisions  of  chapter  668  and  endeavor  to 
obtain  the  enactment  of  special  legislation  in 
1959  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the 
amount  of  $2,000,000.  Under  this  method 
bonds  would  be  issued  in  the  amount  of 
$3,000,000  and  there  would  be  a  $2,000,000 
appropriation  from  tunnel  sale  proceeds.  The 
incurring  of  debt  in  the  amount  of  $3,000,000 
can,  I  believe,  be  justified  on  the  grounds  that 
the  major  capital  improvements  to  be  accom- 
plished would  make  the  buildings  to  be  im- 
proved available  to  the  citizens  of  Boston 
during  the  next  twenty  years.  The  statute 
providing  for  the  $1,000,000  authorization  for 
the  Houghton  &  Dutton  Building  provides  that 
the  term  be  five  years.  This  debt  would  be 
self-liquidating  as  a  tentative  agreement  has 
been  reached  with  the  General  Services  Depart- 
ment of  the  United  States  Government  for  a 
new  lease  under  which  the  rental  charge  would 
include  amortization  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest charges.  The  statute  providing  for  the 
$1,000,000  authorization  for  the  Roxbury  Memo- 
rial High  School  provides  that  the  term  be 
twenty  years.  The  conversion  of  the  Roxbury 
Memorial  High  School  into  a  technical  high 
school  at  a  cost  of  $1,500,000  for  alterations 
and  equipment  makes  unnecessary  the  ex- 
penditure of  $5,000,000  or  $6,000,000  for  a  new 
building  while  at  the  same  time  practically 
providing  a  new  building.  Debt  for  new  school 
construction  can,  under  present  law,  be  issued 
for  a  term  of  twenty  years. 

The  chief  advantage  of  adopting  this  method, 
assuming  that  proceeds  of  the  tunnel  sale 
would  be  available,  would  be  that  there  would 
be  no  effect  on  the  tax  rate.  Funds  would  be 
immediately  available  for  the  preparation  of 
plans  and  specifications.  By  the  time  these 
plans  and  specifications  are  ready,  there  will 
be  less  uncertainty  regarding  the  sale  of  the 
tunnel.  We  should  know  by  then  whether  or  . 
not  the  sale  will  be  consummated.  If  the 
tunnel  has  been  or  will  be  sold  there  will  be 
no  problem.  If  indications  are  that  the  tunnel 
will  not  be  sold,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
the  decision  as  to  how  the  additional  $2,000,000 
for  hospital   improvements   will  be   financed. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  gravity  of  the  prob- 
lems which  face  you  and  me  as  elected  officials 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  fully  appreciate  also 
the  sincere  desire  that  we  all  have  to  exercise 
our  authority  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citi- 
zens and  taxpayers  of  Boston.  This  immediate 
problem  is  one  which  I  believe  should  be 
resolved   as   soon   as   possible. 

Therefore,  I  submit  for  your  consideration 
and  approval  two  resolutions  calling  for  the 
acceptance  of  the  proposed  legislation  for  the 
authorization  of  bond  issues  for  remodeling, 
alterations,  and  extraordinary  repairs  to  the 
Houghton  &  Dutton  Building,  and  I  recom- 
mend that  these  resolutions  be  adopted  and  I 
again  recommend  that  chapter  668,  Acts  of 
1958,   be   accepted.

(b)  There  would  be  no  debt  or  interest  re- 
quirements to  be  included  in  subsequent  years' 
tax  levies. 

(c)  The  entire  cost  would  be  borne  by  1959 
taxpayers. 

2.  Acceptance  of  chapter  668,   Acts  of   1958 
and  a  $2,000,000  tax  levy  appropriation: 

(a)  Three  million  dollars  provided  for  re- 
modeling, alterations,  etc.,  at  the  City  Hospital. 

(b)  A  $1,000,000  bond  issue,  for  a  ten-year 
term,  outside  the  debt  limit. 

(c)  Debt  requirements  for  a  ten-vear  period 
would  include  $100,000  annually  for  the  amorti- 
zation of  principal.  Total  interest  costs  over 
the  ten-year  period,  if  issued  at  a  rate  of  3|  per 
cent,  would  be  $192,500.

(e)  If  the  tunnel  sale  is  not  consummated 
only  $1,000,000  would  be  available  for  the  City 
Hospital  program  and  the  problem  of  providing 
the  additional  $2,000,000  would  remain  to  be 
solved. 

(f)  If  it  were  definitely  known  before  the 
1959  tax  rate  was  declared  that  the  tunnel  sale 
would  not  be  consummated  in  1959,  an  appro- 
priation of  this  additional  S2, 000. 000  in  the  tax 
levy  would  mean  an  additional  $1.36  in  the  tax 
rate. 

(g)  If  it  became  known  after  the  tax  rate 
was  declared  that  the  tunnel  sale  would  not  be 
consummated  in  1959,  additional  funds  could 
not  be  provided  until  1960. 

(h)  A  $2,000,000  appropriation  for  altera- 
tions to  the  Houghton  &  Dutton  Building  and 
the  Memorial  High  School  would  be  approxi- 
mately $1.36  in  the  tax  rate. 

Summary. 
Adoption    of   this   method    of   financing   would 
result  in  a  minimum  increase  in  the  1959  tax  rate  of 
SI. 36  and  a  possible  maximum  increase  of  $2.72. 

3.  Acceptance  of  chapter  668,  Acts  of  1958, 
and  the  enactment  of  special  legislation  in  1959 
for  the  authorization  of  an  additional  $2,000,000: 
_  (a)  Three  million  dollars  provided  by  bond 
issues.  One  million  dollars  for  a  ten-year  term, 
$1,000,000  for  a  five-year  term,  and  $1,000,000 
for  a  twenty-year  term. 

(b)  Debt  requirements  for  amortization  of 
principal  would  be  $350,000  for  the  first  five 
years,  $150,000  for  the  next  five  years,  and 
$50,000  for  the  next  ten  years.  Total  interest 
costs  at  a  rate  of  3^  per  cent  would  be  $665,000. 
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(c)  A  $2,000,000  appropriation  from  the  sale 
proceeds  of  the  tunnel.

(f)  If  it  became  known  after  the  tax  rate  was 
declared  that  the  tunnel  sale  would  not  be  con- 
summated in  1959,  additional  funds  could  not 
be  provided  until  1960. 

(g)  The  1955  remodeling  statute  required  a 
down  payment  of  $394,000  to  be  appropriated 
in  the  tax  levy,  by  legislative  amendment  to  the 
bill  which  was  presented.  A  similar  amend- 
ment could  possibly  be  made  to  the  legislation 
which  has  been  presented.  If  this  were  required, 
the  down  payment  appropriation  of  $394,000 
would  mean  27  cents  in  the  tax  rate. 

Summary. 

Adoption  of  this  method  of  financing  would  re- 
sult in  a  possible  minimum  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
of  27  cents  for  a  down  payment  and  a  possible 
maximum  increase  of  $1.63,  for  the  down  payment 
and  an  additional  $2,000,000  appropriation  for  the 
Hospital  Department  if  the  tunnel  sale  is  not  con- 
summated. If  no  down  payment  were  required 
and  the  tunnel  sale  is  consummated,  there  would 
be  no  effect  on  the  1959  tax  rate. 

4.  Authorization  of  a  loan  in  accordance  with 
chapter  275,  Acts  1948: 

(a)  An  appropriation  in  the  amount  of 
$1,500,000,  $1  for  each  $1,000  of  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  preceding  year,  which  would  mean 
$1.02  in  the  tax  rate. 

(b)  A  loan  authorization  in  the  amount  of 
$3,500,000,  for  a  ten-year  period,  inside  the 
debt  limit. 

(c)  Debt  requirements  for  ten  years  would 
include  $350,000  for  amortization  of  principal. 
Total  interest  costs  over  the  ten-year  period 
would  be  $673,750. 

(d)  Minimum  requirements  for  remodeling, 
alterations,  etc.,  for  1959  completely  provided 
for. 

Summary. 

Adoption  of  this  method  would  mean  a  1959  tax 
rate  increase  of  $1.02  for  the  down  payment. 

Note. 
Consideration  of  the  use  of  any  part  of  tunnel 
sale  proceeds  to  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  in 
accordance  with  chapter  598,  Acts  of  1958,  has 
been  excluded  in  computing  the  effect  on  the  tax 
rate  of  the  various  financing  methods. 

Any  debt  issued  for  alterations,  improvements, 
etc.,  at  the  Houghton  &  Dutton  Building  would  be 
self-liquidating  as  to  both  principal  and  interest.

INTERIM     REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON 
PUBLIC    LANDS. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  the  following  interim  report: 

On  Tuesday,  February  3,  1959,  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  confered  with  Doctor  Ell  of 
Northeastern  concerning  the  proposed  sale  of 
certain  park  land  on  Hemenway  street  to 
Northeastern  University  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  the  resolution  of  the  City  Council  on 
this    subject    December    29,    1958. 

Present  at  the  meeting  were  Doctor  Ell,  the 
president  of  the  University;  Dr.  Knowles,  the 
president-elect  of  the  University;  Mr.  Lincoln 
Bateson  of  the  University  staff;  Councillor

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  herewith 
submits  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  two  drafts 
of  a  loan  order  under  the  terms  of  chapter 
275  of  1958  with  the  suggestion  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  submit  the  more  desirable  draft 
and  forward  it  to  City  Council  immediately 
with  an  appropriation  order  for  the  down 
payment  required  by  the  statute;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  feels  that  the 
Mayor's  repeated  refusals  to  discuss  municipal 
matters  of  grave  import  with  the  City  Council 
can  only  cause  confusion,  difficulty,  and  harm 
to  the  best  interest  of  the  people  of  the  City 
of  Boston.

tificates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  the 
aggregate  of  said  amounts.

amount.

BUDGET  REDUCTIONS  THROUGH  POLICY 
CHANGES.

LOAN    FOR    EXTRAORDINARY    REPAIRS 
TO    CERTAIN   BUILDINGS. 

The  following   was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  16,   1959. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning,  without  any  recommenda- 
tion, two  proposed  orders  adopted  at  the  City 
Council  meeting  of  February  9,  1959,  under 
the  terms  of  which  a  loan  would  be  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  275,  Acts  of 
1-948,  for  remodeling,  reconstructing,  and  ex- 
traordinary   repairs   to   city-owned   buildings. 

Pending  before  your  Honorable  Body  are 
orders  calling  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter 
668,  Acts  of  1958,  and  the  approval  of  two 
resolutions  concerning  proposed  legislation 
under  which  bond  issues  would  be  authorized. 
In  a  message  submitted  to  your  Honorable 
Body  on  February  9,  1959,  I  discussed  in  detail 
the  various  methods  of  financing  the  proposed 
remodeling,  repairs,  etc.,  at  the  City  Hospital, 
the  Roxbury  Memorial  High  School,  and  the 
Houghton  &  Dutton  building,  and  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  orders  referred  to. 

The  proposed  method  of  providing  funds  for 
extraordinary  repairs  for  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment, the  Roxbury  Memorial  building,  and  the 
Houghton  &  Dutton  building,  has  a  distinct 
advantage  in  that  it  will  not  cause  any  impact 
on  this  year's  tax  rate.  This  is  of  primary 
importance  in  view  of  other  factors,  some  of 
which  are  beyond  our  control,  which  will  cause 
an   increase  in  the  tax   rate  for   1959. 

I  again  recommend  the  acceptance  of  chap- 
ter 668,  Acts  of  1958,  and  the  approval  of 
resolutions  concerning  proposed  legislation 
under  which  bond  issues  would  be  authorized 
for  remodeling,  alterations,  etc.,  at  the  Rox- 
bury Memorial  High  School  and  the  Houghton 
&   Dutton   building.

meet  said  appropriation  the  Collector-Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness   of  the  city   to  said   amount. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  message 
Councillor   Foley   offered  the  following: 

Moved,  That  the  City  Messenger  be  directed 
to  repair  to  the  Mayor's  Office  for  the  purpose 
of  informing  the  Mayor  that  his  communica- 
tion on  the  subject  of  financing  the  needs  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  is  in  the  opinion  of 
the  City  Council  unsatisfactory,  incomplete, 
and  misleading,  and  that  the  City  Council 
again  requests  the  courtesy  of  an  audience 
with  him  on  the  subject  of  the  method  of 
financing  the  City  Hospital  needs  and  the 
general  financial  needs  of  the  city  for  the 
repair  of  buildings   this  year. 

The  motion   was  carried. 


Later  in  the  session,  the  Chair  stated  the 
following  report  of  the  City  Messenger: 

Regret  inability  to  accede  to  request  of 
Honorable   Council. 

All  pertinent  information  is  contained  in 
Mayor's  several  messages  to  the  Honorable 
Council. 

If  any  further  enlightenment  is  required  by 
the  Honorable  Council,  my  suggestion  is  that 
the   City   Auditor   be   contacted. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  report, 
Councillor   Foley   offered   the  following: 

Moved,  That  the  City  Messenger  immediately 
inform  the  Mayor  of  the  following  message: 
That  the  Mayor  has  pointed  out  the  precise 
difficulty  in  that  all  advice  on  this  subject 
which  we  have  received  from  the  City  Auditor 
points  clearly  and  unmistakably  to  the  fact 
that  the  Mayor's  method  of  financing  the  pub- 
lic building  needs  of  the  city  this  year  is  the 
one  which  the  City  Auditor  considers  the  least 
desirable. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Later  in  the  session,  the  Chair  stated  he  was 
in  receipt  of  a  message  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  delivered  to  the  Chair  by  the  City 
Messenger  which  is  in  reply  to  the  second 
motion  of  Councillor  Foley  which  directed  the 
City  Messenger  advise  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
the  City  Auditor,  Mr.  Lally,  was  in  agreement 
with  the  City  Council's  position  on  the  method 
of  financing  certain  buildings  in  the  City  of 
Boston.

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council, 
as  introduced  by  Councillor  Gabriel  F.  Pie- 
monte,  under  date  of  February  9,  1959,  the 
following  information  is  respectfully  presented 
in  reply  to  the  questions  set  forth  m  the  order: 

1  The    Anticipated    Savings    Effected    by    the 

Proposed  Saturday  Closings  of  the  Boston 
Public   Library. 

The  suggested  Saturday  closings  of  the  Li- 
brary are  but  one  element  in  the  situation  in 
which  the  Library  has  been  placed  by  the  re- 
quirements of  the  "white  paper"  in  respect  to 
the   reduction   of   personnel.  . 

The  complete  situation  has  been  described  in 
a  statement  of  this  same  date  which  has  been 
sent  to  Councillor  Piemonte  and  to  all  other 
individual  city  councillors,  and  of  which  a  copy 
is   here  attached. 

The  answer  to  the  question  may  best  be  set 
forth  by  stating  that  to  avoid  closings  of  the 
Library  at  any  time  there  will  be  required  an 
additional  appropriation  for  the  Library  in 
the  amount  of  approximately  $232,000  on  a 
19-month  basis,  or  in  the  amount  of  probably 
approximately  $190,000  for  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  1959  if  and  when  such  a  supplemental 
appropriation   should  be  made. 

2  The  Annual  Cost  to  Boston  Taxpayers  by 
the  Nonresidents'  Use  of  the  Library  and 
Its  Services,  Using  the  Figures  for  the 
Last  Fiscal  Year  Available. 

The  nonresident  use  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  falls  chiefly  upon  the  collections  of  the 
Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Services 
at  the  Central  Library  and  at  the  Kirstem 
Business  Branch  in  City  Hall  avenue.  Studies 
at  successive  dates  have  revealed  the  extent  of 
nonresident  use  to  be  substantially  as  follows: 
1952  36% 

1954  39% 

1958  (November)  46% 

1959  (January)  46% 
1959    (February)  46% 

The  cost  of  operating  the  Division  of  Refer- 
ence and  Research  Services  is  approximately 
$1,000,000  annually. 

On  this  basis  the  cost  of  the  nonresident  use 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library  would  be  present- 
ly at  the  rate  of  approximately  46  per  cent  of 
$1,000,000,  or  $460,000.

The  following  presentation  describes  the 
position  in  which  the  Library  presently  finds 
itself  in  abiding  by  the  provisions  of  the 
"white  paper"  requiring  a  reduction  in  per- 
sonnel. 

Its  Dilemma. 

Two  opposing  forces  have  been  working  on 
the  Library — the  demand  for  increased  service 
by  the  public  and  the  demand  for  economy  by 
the  City  of  Boston. 

It  does  not  He  in  the  power  of  the  Library 
to  resolve  these  forces  by  itself.  Nor  can  the 
Library  yield  simultaneously  to  both  of  them. 


The  Demand  for  Increased  Service  by  the 
Public. 

The  Library  has  today  the  highest  number  of 
cardholders  in  its  history.  The  total  is  cur- 
rently 188,000.  During  1958  the  number  in- 
creased a1  the  rate  of  approximately  1,000  per 
month.  In  the  five-year  period  from  1954 
through  1958  the  increase  was  in  the  figure  of 
25    per   cent. 

Over  the  last  five  years  there  has  occurred  a 
17  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
borrowed  for  home  reading.  This  has  taken 
place  largely  through  the  branch  libraries  and 
the  bookmobiles  as  they  serve  the  several  sec- 
tions  of   the  City   of   Boston. 

In  the  same  period  there  have  been  broken 
all  records  at  the  Central  Library  in  Copley 
square  in  the  number  of  readers  served  daily 
in  the  main  reading  room  (Bates  Hall).  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  books  called  for 
there  has  been  over  200  per  cent  in  the  last 
five  years. 

The  Demand  for  Economy  in  Personnel  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  Library  has  been  expected,  together 
with  all  city  departments,  to  adhere  to  the 
provisions  of  the  "white  paper"  that  personnel 
be  reduced — full-time  personnel  by  5  per  cent 
and  part-time  personnel  and  overtime  by  15 
per  cent  from   the  figures  at  the  end  of   1957. 

For  the  Library  this  has  meant  the  following 
specific    reductions: 

Full-time  employees — a  5  per  cent  reduction 
from  the  number  on  the  payroll  as  of  Novem- 
ber 1,  1957,  i.e.,  from  559  as  of  November  1, 
1957,  to  531  as  of  March  31,  1959. 

Part-time  employees — a  15  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  1959  from  the  1957  appropriation,  i.e., 
from   $203,000   to   $172,550. 

Overtime — a  15  per  cent  reduction  in  1959 
from  the  1957  appropriation,  i.e.,  from  $74,000 
to   $62,900. 

The    Library    Had    Already    Reduced    Its    Full- 
Time  Personnel  by  13   Per  Cent  and  Its   Part- 
Time  Personnel  by  25   Per  Cent  in  the  Years 
Immediately   Prior   to   the   White   Paper. 

From  January  1,  1954,  to  January  1,  1958, 
the  Library  reduced  its  full-time  personnel 
from  647  to  560,  a  reduction  of  13  per  cent. 
In  addition,  under  the  provisions  of  the  "white 
paper,"  it  was  required  to  reduce  its  full-time 
personnel  in  1958  and  1959  by  a  further  5  per 
cent.  Thus  the  total  reduction  to  be  achieved 
by  March  31,  1959,  would  be  from  647  to  531, 
or  18  per  cent.  Actually,  by  the  end  of  Janu- 
ary, 1958,  the  figure  had  reached  547,  a  reduc- 
tion of  100  full-time  positions  from  the  647 
figure  of  January  1,  1954. 

Simultaneously  the  Library's  expenditures 
for  part-time  personnel  (school  and  college 
students  working  as  extra  by-the-hour  em- 
ployees, plus  overtime  payments  by  the  hour 
to  full-time  employees  working  evenings  or 
Sundays)  were  being  reduced  from  1953  to 
1959  by  25  per  cent. 

A   Graphic   Presentation   of   the   Situation. 

For  a  graphic  presentation  see  the  attached 
illustrative  graph. 

On  it  the  two  red  lines  represent  the  de- 
crease in  the  Library's  full-time  and  part-time 
personnel  over  the  last  five  years. 

The  three  black  lines  represent  the  increas- 
ing demands  by  the  public  for  service  over  the 
same  period. 

The  Forced  Choices   That  Have  Been   Dictated 

by  the  Situation  Have  Been  Disastrous  for  the 

Library. 

Its  steadily  decreasing  personnel  has  forced 
the  Library  to  date  to  maintain  its  service  to 
the  public  only  at  the  price  of  neglecting  its 
behind-the-scenes  activities — its  auxiliary  and 
supporting  services  such  as  book  selection, 
cataloging,  book  preparation,  bookbinding, 
building  maintenance,  office  services,  planning 
activities,   etc. 

It  must  now  be  stated  unequivocally  that  it 
is  no  less  necessary  to  maintain  the  Library's 
collections  and  property  than  it  is  to  meet  the 
public  demands  for  service.  It  would  be  abdi- 
cation of  civic  responsibility  to  pretend  that 
the   Library    can    continue    any   longer    in    un-

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diminished  fashion  its  behind-the-scenes  ac- 
tivities and  its  public  services  with  the  number 
of  employees  actually  on  its  rolls  today  or 
currently  authorized  in  terms  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  "white  paper." 

The  question  to  be  answered  now  is:  Can 
the  Library  operate  its  present  services  (both 
behind  the  scenes  and  to  the  public)  with  a 
staff  based  on  the  requirements  of  the  "white 
paper?" 

The  answer  is:      Emphatically   no. 

The  Alternatives  of  Action. 

The  Director  of  the  Library,  supported  unan- 
imously by  its  division  heads,  has  therefore 
reported  to  the  Library  Trustees  that  it  is  no 
longer  possible  to  continue  the  programs  and 
public  services  of  the  Library  with  the  present 
provision  of  personnel;  that  to  reduce  the  full- 
time  employees  to  531  and  the  part-time  em- 
ployees to  new  low  levels  in  similar  fashion, 
as  required  by  the  "white  paper,"  will  necessi- 
tate drastic  action,  which  will  require  among 
other  steps  the  closing  of  the  Library  _  for 
certain  periods  of  time  if  there  is  to  be  avoided 
a  breakdown  in  service.  A  closing  on  Satur- 
days has  been  suggested  as  a  first  step.  Addi- 
tional steps  may  be  necessary  later. 

The  alternative  would  be  to  re-establish  the 
Library's  personnel  quota  at  what  is  its  ir- 
reducible minimum,  namely,  562  full-time  posi- 
tions and  147  part-time  positions  (in  terms  of 
full-time  equivalent).  Such  a  quota  would 
provide  even  so  only  a  skeleton  force  at  best. 

The  above-suggested  irreducible  minimum 
quota  of  562  full-time  and  147  part-time  posi- 
tions represents  the  findings  of  an  objective 
starling  study  for  the  Library  which  was 
recently  carried  out  for  the  Library  Trustees 
by  outside  staffing  experts,  namely,  Cresap, 
McCormick  and  Paget,  Management  Consul- 
tants. A  copy  of  their  report  is  here  attached. 
The  officers  of  the  Library  concur  in  the  esti- 
mate of  the  minimum  requirements  as  stated 
by  Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget,  with  the 
warning  that  it  is,  if  anything,  too  conserva- 
tive. 

The  Financial  Costs  Involved  in  Re-establishing 
the  Irreducible  Minimum  Staffing  Quota. 
To  re-establish  the  personnel  quota  which 
has  been  stated  to  be  the  irreducible  minimum 
would  require  an  additional  appropriation  in 
the  amount  of  approximately  $232,000  in  terms 
of  a  twelve-month  period.  With  a  lag  in  time 
in  completing  the  re-establishment  of  the 
necessary  positions  the  actual  cost  for  1959 
would  be  probably  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$190,000.  This  amount  would  be  needed  as  an 
additional  appropriation  in  the  1959  supple- 
mentary budget  presentation. 

Conclusion. 
As  stated  at  the  beginning  it  does  not  lie  in 
the  power  of  the  Library  to  resolve  by  itself 
the  dilemma  which  it  faces.  That  is  a  matter- 
requiring  action  by  the  authorities  of  the  City 
of  Boston  at  a  level  higher  than  those  of  the 
Library.

Reductions  in  full-time  employees  would  be 
achieved  by  adhering  as  close  as  possible  to  the  cur- 
rent general  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  leave 
vacancies  unfilled  as  they  occur.  All  reductions 
will  necessitate  either  a  rearrangement  of  Library 
duties  and/or  a  reduction  in  Library  service  to 
readers.  Reductions  in  part-time  employees  can 
be  achieved  only  by  employing  such  employees  to 
the  extent  permitted  by  reduced  appropriations  for 
1959. 

Choices  Among  Alternative  Actions 
to  Achieve  Reductions  in  Employees 

The  following  are  a  series  of  logical  choices  of 
possible  alternative  actions  needed  to  reduce  the 
number  of  Library  employees. 
Choice  No.  1 

First  priority  should  be  given  to  selection  of 
Alternative  No.  9  which  would  not  involve  a  reduc- 
tion of  Library  service  to  the  public.  It  would 
envisage  the  following: 

It  would  replace  certain  maintenance  and  clean- 
ing activities  of  the  Central  Library  currently  per- 
formed by  Library  employees  by  contracted  serv- 
ices from  outside  the  Library. 

It  would  provide  better  service  and  a  substantial 
savings  to  the  city  at  an  estimated  cost  of  approxi- 
mately §110,000  annually,  including  supplies,  as 
compared  with  the  present  annual  expenditures  of 
approximately  $140,000  for  wages  and  supplies. 
This  would  permit  an  estimated  savings  of  ap- 
proximately S30.000  annually. 

It  would  allow  a  greater  reduction  in  number  of 
full-time  employees  than  is  required  by  the  1959 
Budget,  a  total  of  31  positions. 
Choice  No.  2 

Next  priority  would  be  a  combination  of  Alterna- 
tives No.  2,  No.  3,  No.  6,  and  No.  8.  These  would 
involve  a  reduction  in  Library  service  to  the  least 
unfavorable  extent.  It  would  envisage  the  follow- 
ing: 

Closing  all  Branch  Libraries  on  Saturdays  and 
reducing  the  number  of  open  hours  to  at  least  44 
per  week. 

Discontinuing  reader  advisory  services. 

Closing  the  Central  Library  all  day  on  Mondays 
and  on  Friday  evenings. 

It  would  provide  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
number  of  full-time  employees,  a  total  of  26  of 
the  required  29  positions. 


Choice  No.  3 

The  next  priority  would  be  a  combination  of 
Alternatives  No.  1,  No.  2  (for  the  eight  large  Branch 
Libraries),  and  No.  7.  This  would  involve  a  reduc- 
tion in  Library  service  at  selected  points  and  a  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  hours  all  Libraries  are 
open.    It  would  envisage  the  following: 

Closing  of  five  less-used  Branch  Libraries. 

Reductions  in  the  hours  of  service  of  eight  large 
Branch  Libraries. 

Closing  the  Central  Library  on  Monday  and 
Friday  evenings. 

It  would  provide  in  full  the  necessary  reduction 
in  full-time  employees,  30  in  total,  and  an  undeter- 
mined number  of  part-time  employees. 
Choice  No.  4 

If  consideration  of  further  action  should  be  neces- 
sary, beyond  the  alternatives  noted  above,  a 
further  drastic  curtailment  would  be  required  in 
those  services  rendered  to  Library  readers.  No 
realistic  combination  of  the  remaining  alternatives 
of  action  would  be  sufficient  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary reductions  in  personnel  from  the  1958  allow- 
ance of  560  full-time  employees  to  the  proposed 
1959  allowance  of  531  full-time  employees. 

Supporting  and  explanatory  data  for  the  fore- 
going conclusions  and  alternative  actions  are 
presented  in  the  remainder  of  this  report. 

Other  Aspects  of  Possible 
Reductions  in  Employees 

There  are  both  quantitative  and  qualitative 
aspects  regarding  reductions  in  Library  personnel. 
The  Quantitative  Aspect 

The  number  of  full-time  Library  employees  al- 
ready has  been  reduced  from  647  in  1953  to  560  in 
1958,  a  reduction  of  about  13  per  cent.  An  addi- 
tional reduction  of  5  per  cent  is  required  in  1959. 
Thus,  a  total  reduction  of  18  per  cent  of  the  Li- 
brary's full-time  employees  will  have  occurred 
from  January  1,  1954,  to  January  1,  1959. 

The  Library's  expenditures  for  part-time  person- 
nel (extra  by-the-hour  employees  and  overtime 
payments  by  the  hour  for  full-time  employees) 
will  have  been  reduced  from  about  $316,860  in  1953 
to  about  $235,450  in  1959.  Thus,  a  total  reduction 
of  about  25  per  cent  will  have  occurred  in  the  ex- 
penditures for  part-time  work  in  the  five  years  from 
January  1,  1954,  to  January  1,  1959. 

During  this  period,  the  amount  of  reader  service 
rendered  by  the  Library  is  estimated  to  have  in- 
creased by  about  33  per  cent. 
The  Qualitative  Aspect 

The  quality  of  present  Library  services  should 
not  be  permitted  to  decline.  Library  service  is  a 
personal  service  and  can  be  provided  only  by 
competent  employees,  with  high  morale  and  with 
an  incentive  to  produce.

Minimum  Staffing  Requirements  in  1959 

Exhibit  A,  on  the  facing  page,  contains  a  summary  of  the  authorized  staffing  allowances  for  tho  Library 
in  1958  by  division  and  office,  minimum  projected  stalling  requirements  for  meeting  service  needs  in  1959,  and 
the  resulting  net  changes  in  numbers  of  employees  for  each  division  and  office.  Transfers  between  organizational 
units  of  the  Library  have  been  excluded  in  the  net  change  columns. 
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Office  of  the  Director 

A  net  reduction  of  one  and  one  half  positions  can  be  achieved  in  this  area. 

Division  of  Personnel 

An  additional  employee  will  be  required  in  this  division. 

Division  of  Information 

An  additional  employee  will  be  required  in  this  division. 

Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Services 

A  net  addition  of  2.8  positions  is  projected  for  this  division. 

This  projection  to  meet  current  services  and  workload  does  not  provide  personnel  to  eliminate  large  backlogs 
in  classification  and  cataloging  —  estimated  at  8  to  10  man-years  of  work  (8  to  10  employees  for  one  year  or  one 
employee  for  8  to  10  years). 

Furthermore,  the  projected  personnel  requirements  might  necessitate  the  provision  of  less  personnel  service 
to  Library  users,  particularly  if  the  volume  of  readers  continues  to  increase. 

It  might  be  advisable  to  reduce  the  amount  of  current  reader  service  and  to  assign  professional  personnel 
on  a  continuing  basis  to  the  analysis  and  development  of  the  reference  and  research  collections. 
Division  of  Home  Reading  and  Community  Services 

A  net  reduction  of  4.5  positions  is  projected  for  this  division. 

The  projected  staff  for  this  division  is  more  than  is  necessary  to  meet  tangible  workload.     This  is  necessary 
because  additional  staff  is  needed  in  two-floor  Branch  Libraries  to  ensure  full-time  professional-librarian  coverage 
of  each  floor  of  the  buildings. 
Division  of  Library  Operations 

A  possible  net  reduction  of  8.0  positions  is  projected  for  this  division. 

A  further  reduction  of  31.0  full-time  positions  could  be  achieved  if  the  City  of  Boston  would  permit  the  general 
housekeeping  services  of  the  Library  (cleaning  and  minor  construction)  to  be  performed  by  outside  contractors. 
In  such  an  event,  an  allowance  of  funds  would  be  needed  for  the  purpose  in  the  Library's  budget  allowance  for 
Contractual  Services  in  place  of  the  provision  of  funds  currently  available  for  this  purpose  in  the  Library's  budget 
allowance  for  Personal  Services. 


Supporting  and  Explanatory  Data — Effects 
of  Reduction  in  Personnel  Beyond  the 
MiNiMtmi  Projected  Staffing  Require- 
ments. 

Reductions  in  personnel  beyond  the  projected 
minimum  staffing  requirements  cannot  be  made 
without  reductions  in  Library  service.  Conversely 
Library  services  must  be  reduced,  or  eliminated,  if 
reductions  in  personnel  are  to  be  achieved  beyond 
the  projected  minimum  staffing  requirements. 

Projections  of  personnel  requirements  for  the 
nonreader  service  Divisions  are  the  minimum  cap- 
able to  sustain  essential  Library  operations. 

— Office  of  the  Director.  Projections  of  personnel 
requirements  are  the  minimum  to  sustain  current 
Library  administration. 

— Division  of  Personnel.  Projections  of  person- 
nel requirements  are  the  minimum  to  sustain 
present  personnel  administration. 

— Division  of  Information.  Projections  of  per- 
sonnel requirements  are  the  minimum  to  sustain 
current  minimum  information  activities. 

— Division  of  Library  Operations.  Projected 
staffing  requirements  are  the  minimum  to  sustain 
essential  accounting,  book  purchasing,  book  prepa- 
ration ,  bookbinding,  general  purchasing,  and 
general  administrative  services.  In  the  Library 
Buildings  Department,  any  reductions  (other  than 
those  recommended  for  contracting  custodial  and 
cleaning  services)  would  endanger  the  preservation 
of  City  property. 

Therefore,  any  necessary  reductions  in  services 
and/or  activities  to  permit  corresponding  reduc- 
tions in  personnel  must  be  made  in  the  reader  ser- 
vice Divisions,  namely,  the  Division  of  Reference 
and  Research  Services  and/or  the  Division  of  Home 
Reading  and  Community  Services.  Reductions  in 
service  can  be  made  only  by: 

— Eliminating  reference  and  research  services,  or 

— Closing  Branch  Libraries,  or 

— Reducing  the  number  of  hours  they  are  open 
for  service. 

Supporting  and  Explanatory  Data — Pro- 
jected Needs  and  Probable  Resources. 
This  section  of  the  summary  report  contains  a 
comparison  of  projected  staffing  requirements  with 
probable  resources  to  the  Library  in  accordance 
with  current  City  of  Boston  directives. 

In  addition  to  the  full-time  personnel  and  to  the 
full-time-equivalent  part-time  personnel  required 
to  meet  current  service  needs,  appropriations  will 
be  required  for  overtime  payments  to  Library  em- 
ployees who  must  work  beyond  their  normal  work- 
day or  workweek.  In  recent  years,  as  much  as 
$90,000  to  $95,000  has  been  expended  annually  for 
this  purpose. 

Detailed  analysis  of  staffing  and  present  oper- 
ations has  revealed  that  the  following  amounts 
will  be  required,  at  the  minimum,  for  overtime 
payments  during  1959:

It  should  be  emphasized  that  these  are  minimum 
requirements,  and  represent  a  drastic  reduction  in 
overtime  work  for  Central  Library  maintenance 
and  custodial  employees,  assuming  much  of  this 
work  cannot  be  contracted  to  outsiders. 

On  the  basis  of  all  foregoing  projected  needs,  and 
upon  indications  of  probable  resources,  the  follow- 
ing recapitulation  has  been  prepared:

The  recapitulation  above  indicates  a  probable 
lack  of  approximately  $35,095.  If  this  amount  is 
not  obtainable,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Library 
to  reduce  (in  addition  to  the  31  full-time  positions) 
a  total  of  26  full-time-equivalent  part-time  worker 
positions  (at  $1,350  per  year)  below  the  projected 
minimum  staffing  requirements. 

In  comparison  with  authorized  staffing  allow- 
ances for  1958,  a  total  of  66.2  currently  authorized 
positions  (29  full-time  and  37.2  full-time-equivalent 
part-time  positions)  would  need  to  be  reduced.  A 
substantial  curtailment  in  Library  services  will  be 
required. 

Suggested  Actions 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  have  indicated  their 
desire  to  adhere  to  the  directives  of  the  City  of 
Boston  which  are  a  part  of  the  current  effort  to 
achieve  financial  stability. 

City  directives  require  that: 

— The  number  of  full-time  employees  be  reduced 
by  5  per  cent,  from  560  to  531. 

— The  number  of  part-time  employees  be  reduced 
by  15  per  cent,  from  an  appropriation  of  $203,000 
to  $172,550. 

— The  amount  available  for  overtime  payments 
be  reduced  by  15  per  cent,  from  $74,000  to  $62,900. 

In  terms  of  personnel,  this  would  mean  that: 

— A  total  of  29  currently  authorized  full-time 
positions  be  eliminated,  so  as  to  provide  31  less 
than  the  minimum  required  for  providing  present 
services. 
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— A  total  of  37.2  currently  authorized  part-time 
positions  be  eliminated,  so  as  to  provide  26  fewer 
part-time  positions  than  are  needed  to  provide 
present  services. 

— A  total  reduction  of  06.2  currently  authorized 
positions  would  be  required,  or  57  less  than  are  re- 
quired to  provide  present  services. 

In  order  to  achieve  the  required  reduction  of  29 
currently  authorized  full-time  positions,  the  only 
choice  among  the  alternatives  of  action  which  will 
avoid  a  curtailment  of  Library  service  would  be  to 
replace  certain  maintenance  and  cleaning  personnel 
of  the  Central  Library  by  contracted  services. 

— This  would  permit  a  reduction  of  31  full-time 
positions. 

— It  should  achieve  a  substantial  annual  savings 
for  the  City  of  approximately  $30,000. 

— It  would,  however,  require  an  allowance  of 
funds  for  the  purpose  in  the  Library's  budget  allow- 
ance for  Contractual  Services  in  place  of  the  pro- 
vision of  funds  presently  available  for  the  purpose 
in  the  Library's  allowance  for  Personal  Services. 

If  the  replacement  of  certain  maintenance  and 
cleaning  personnel  of  the  Central  Library  by  con- 
tracted services  cannot  be  effected,  then  reductions 
in  Library  service  to  the  people  of  Boston  must  be 
made.  The  Library  should  give  first  priority  to  the 
development  and  maintenance  of  the  collections  of 
books  and  other  Library  materials.  Reductions, 
therefore,  must  be  made  in  those  services  provided 
directly  to  readers. 

It  might  be  possible  to  eliminate  certain  services 
in  the  Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Services, 
as  follows:

In  view  of  the  above,  the  Trustees  of  the  Library, 
assisted  by  the  Director  and  the  Division  Directors, 
should  develop  a  plan  and  program  of  action  for 
providing  Library  service  to  the  people  of  Boston 
within  the  limits  of  probable  resources,  for  sub- 
mission to  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
fiscal  year  1959. 

The  quality  of  present  Library  services  should 
not  be  permitted  to  decline.  Library  service  is  a 
personal  service  and  can  be  provided  only  by  com- 
petent employees,  with  high  morale  and  an  incen- 
tive to  produce.    Therefore,  it  is  proposed  that: 

—Steps  should  be  taken  to  improve  salaries  and 
wages  in  the  Library.  The  salary  and  wage  scales 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  goals  on 
January  1,  1958,  and  not  yet  placed  in  effect,  should 
be  applied  to  all  authorized  positions  during  1959. 

— The  number  of  Library  employees  should  be 
reduced  even  below  the  number  authorized  by  the 
city,  and  selected  services  should  be  terminated,  if 
such  action  is  necessary,  in  order  to  maintain 
higher  salaries. 

— The  City  of  Boston  should  authorize  lump 
sum  appropriations  for  personal  services  for  the 
Library  in  order  to  permit  the  Trustees  to  obtain 
the  most  effective  utilization  of  all  employees. 

Finally,  it  must  be  emphasized  that  the  minimum 
staffing  requirements  projected  herein  for  fiscal 
year  1959  represent  only  the  minimum  require- 
ments to  maintain  present  services.  They  do  not 
make  provision  for  numerous  desirable  and  neces- 
sary activities  not  now  receiving  adequate  .■iltin- 
tion,  such  as  the  following: 


— The  elimination  of  the  cataloging  backlog  in 
the  Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Services   * 

— The  analysis  and  redevelopment  of  the  refer- 
ence and  research  collections  to  permit  their  being 
used  with  greater  effectiveness 

— The  re-establishment  of  Library  supporting 
programs  which  have  had  to  be  curtailed,  parti- 
cularly in  the  Branch  Libraries,  because  of  person- 
nel reductions 

— The  quality  of  Library  service  (personal 
attention  and  assistance)  requested  by  many 
Library  users. 

General  Observations  Concerning  the  Objec- 
tives, Scope  and  Methods  of  Study  Em- 
ployed in  Determining  Minimum  Staff- 
ing Requirements 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  projections  of 
minimum  required  staffing  to  meet  the  present 
service  needs  have  been  made  on  the  following 
bases: 

All  staffing  has  been  projected  in  terms  of  total 
full-time-equivalent  positions  required,  in  terms 
of  professional  and  nonprofessional  employees. 

Required  staffing  has  been  projected  also  in 
terms  of  the  full-time  employees  and  the  full-time- 
equivalent  part-time  employees  which  might  be 
required. 

Furthermore,  minimum  required  staffing  to 
meet  present  service  needs  has  been  projected  for 
each  Department  and  Division  of  the  Library,  and 
by  major  function  of  the  Library. 

Fundamentally,  the  projection  of  the  minimum 
staffing  requirements  are  contingent  upon  the 
expeditious  achievement  of  certain  major  recom- 
mendations which  have  been  made  concerning  the 
organization  and  administration  of  the  Library,  as 
follows: 

The  steps  already  taken  to  establish  specific 
qualitative  and  quantitative  service  objectives 
should  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Preliminary  steps  taken  to  strengthen  the  or- 
ganization for  administration  and  the  personnel 
administration  of  the  Library  should  be  pursued 
expeditiously. 

The  Division  of  Reference  and  Research  Services 
should  be  strengthened,  with  respect  to  its  or- 
ganization for  administration  and  to  the  develop- 
ment of  its  collections. 

The  organization  and  operations  of  the  Division 
of  Library  Operations  should  be  improved. 

It  is  emphasized  that  the  projected  staffing  re- 
quirements for  fiscal  year  1959  are  sufficient  only  to 
meet  present  service  needs. 

Staffing  projections  are  based  upon  tangible 
workload  measurements  which  were  arrived  at  by 
detailed,  intensive  studies  of  each  task  performed, 
the  number  of  tasks  performed,  and  the  amount  of 
time  required  to  perform  each  specific  task.  Re- 
quirements imposed  by  the  current  physical  ar- 
rangements of  the  units  of  the  Library  system  also 
were  taken  into  consideration. 

Projections  have  been  based  upon  the  productive 
man-hours  worked  by  Library  personnel,  after  the 
deduction  of  time  for  vacations,  holidays,  average 
amount  of  sick  leave,  and  other  factors.  The  total 
of  1,440  hours  per  year  was  used  for  employees  with 
four-week  vacations  and  1,500  hours  per  year  were 
used  for  employees  with  two-week  vacations. 

The  projections  do  not  include  employees  who 
could,  and  perhaps  should,  be  assigned  to  certain 
needed  tasks  such  as  eliminating  the  cataloging 
backlog  in  the  Division  of  Reference  and  Research 
Services,  analyzing  and  redeveloping  the  reference 
and  research  collections  in  order  that  they  might  be 
used  with  greater  effectiveness,  and  providing  the 
quality  of  service  (personal  attention  and  assist- 
ance) requested  by  many  Library  users.

CARS. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following:

Dear  Mr.  Hynes: 

Receipt  is  hereby  acknowledged  of  a  copy  of 
a  communication  to  you  from  Mr.  John  V. 
Moran  of  the  Purchasing  Division  of  the  city, 
dated  January  30,  1959,  relating  to  a  requisi- 
tion for  the  purchase  of  four  1959  Ford  half- 
ton  panel  trucks  for  a  net  price  of  $8,800 
after  trade-in  of  four  used  trucks,  and  re- 
questing your  permission  to  dispense  with  pub- 
licly advertising  for  prices  on  the  grounds 
that  the  trucks   are   urgently   needed. 

The  awarding  of  contracts,  without  adver- 
tising, is  a  sound  and  defensible  practice  under 
certain  circumstances.  In  an  emergency,  or 
where  time  is  of  the  essence,  public  advertising 
may  be  too  time-consuming  to  serve  the  city's 
interest.  In  such  cases,  bid  solicitation  by 
informal   communication   may   suffice. 

In  some  other  cases,  where  experience  in 
product  use  and  qualitative  considerations  dic- 
tate a  particuler  product  or  service,  public 
advertising    would    serve   no    useful    purpose. 

It  is  the  abuse  of  these  principles  and  the 
misrepresentation  of  the  situation,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  out  a  case  of  justifiable 
award,  without  advertising,  which  is  to  be 
condemned. 

Public  advertising  as  a  basis  of  awards 
should  be  adhered  to  as  a  general  principle. 
This  is  essential  not  only  to  secure  a  maximum 
number  of  competitive  prices,  but  to  provide 
the  free  and  open  atmosphere  which  places 
negotiations   above   criticism. 

Purchase  of  Automobiles. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  public  ad- 
vertising should  be  dispensed  with  in  the  pur- 
chase of  automobiles.  In  general  it  would 
seem  that  in  the  replacement  of  automotive 
equipment  good  management  would  provide 
for  replacement  in  an  orderly  manner  so  that 
there  would  be  sufficient  time  in  which  to 
advertise  publicly.  It  is  difficult  to  understand 
how  an  average  three-week  period  required  for 
the  advertising  process  could  seriously  impair 
a  municipal  function  which  is  efficiently  ad- 
ministered. 

Even  if  it  were  found  justifiable  to  requisi- 
tion on  an  "immediately  delivery"  basis,  the 
solicitation  of  written  bids  should  be  a  matter 
of  written  record.  One  practice  in  the  pur- 
chasing process  today  appears  to  be  solicita- 
tion by  telephone  "to  expedite,"  but  there  is  no 
record    as     to     whom    such     solicitations     were 
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made.      Obviously,   this   should   be   a   matter  of 
record. 

Within  the  past  week  a  requisition  from  the 
Traffic  Commission  for  four  Ford  half-ton 
panel  trucks  was  processed  without  benefit  of 
public  advertising.  The  explanation  in  a  letter 
of  the  Traffic  Commission  was  that  purchases 
were  to  be  expedited  "since  the  collection  op- 
eration for  parking  meters  is  critically  im- 
paired." Three  firms  were  solicited  and  three 
bids    received. 

The  Finance  Commission  feels  that  this  pur- 
chase should  be  publicly  advertised. 

In  December,  1958,  the  Fire  and  Public 
Works  Department  wished  "immediate  deliv- 
ery" of  the  following:  six  Ford  sedans,  one 
Ford  dump  truck,  one  Ford  chassis,  and  one 
Ford  four-door  sedan.  Three  bids  were  re- 
ceived. Again,  there  was  no  record  of  all  the 
dealers  who  had  been  solicited.  Here,  again, 
the  public  advertising  should  have  taken  piacc. 

Again,  in  December,  a  Buick  sedan  was 
requisitioned  and  processed  without  benefit  of 
advertising. 

The  Finance  Commission   feels   that   in   none 
of    the    above    automobile    cases    is    awarding 
without    advertising     warranted    and     respect- 
fully requests  that  no  award  be  made  without 
public  advertising  in  these  cases.

CHRISTOPHER  P.  GRIFFIN. 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

Almighty  God,  Who  art  the  Supreme  Au- 
thority and  Counselor  of  the  minds  of  men, 
in  Thy  Divine  Providence  Thou  hast  called 
some  among  us  to  positions  of  leadership  in 
the  affairs  of  civic  government.  As  Thou 
didst  of  old  call  Abraham,  and  David,  and 
Moses  to  watch  over  Thy  people  so  this  day, 
men  and  women  of  great  heart  and  noble 
virtue  are  called  to  the  vocation  of  public 
service — may  they  always  be  of  lofty  ideals. 
All  are  not  alike,  some  serve  with  gentleness, 
warmness,  and  approachableness  drawing  us 
softly  but  surely  to  do  our  duty.  Others  are 
austere,  aloof,  maybe  stern — but  good,  dedi- 
cated, and  just,  but  unapproachable. 

Fire  Commissioner  Francis  Xavier  Cotter 
walked  daily  with  his  God.  Daily  he  earned 
the  heavy  cross  of  sacred  responsibility  for  the 
safety  and  protection  from  fire  of  all  of  us. 
To  all  outward  appearances,  he  worked 
through  the  day  and  worried  through  the  night, 
without  evident  signs  of  the  wounds,  the  woes, 
the  sorrows  of  his  heart,  until  without  warn- 
ing, quickly,  suddenly,  the  heart  could  bear  no 
more,  worn  out  or  broken,  his  heart  would 
beat  no  more,  for  the  Commissioner  the  last 
alarm  had  sounded  his  "last  call"  is  from  his 
God  Who  loved  him  first  and  loved  him  best, 
but  it  is  not  a  call  to  further  tragedy,  but 
a  call  to  live  where  there  is  no  more  pain,  or 
sorrow,  nor  tears,  a  place  where  "All  Out"

RECOMMENDED  REDUCTIONS  IN   1959 

BUDGET. 
The   following   was    received: 

City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   February  20,   1959. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

For  two  reasons,  the  budgets  of  the  city 
and  county  as  submitted  to  your  Honorable 
Body  on  February  2  have  been  reappraised 
and    reviewed. 

In  the  first  place,  budget  allowances  were 
made  before  it  was  possible  to  definitely  as- 
certain the  amounts  spent  in  1958  by  various 
departments.  The  closing  of  the  books  has 
given  a  better  basis  upon  which  to  make 
allowances.  It  is  therefore  now  possible  to 
more  accurately  provide  for  the  minimum 
departmental    needs. 

Secondly,  it  is  imperative  to  cut  back  ap- 
propriations as  originally  allowed  so  that  a 
threatened  $105  tax  rate  be  averted  if  pos- 
sible. In  this  endeavor,  it  is  necessary  to 
reduce,  in  many  instances,  the  amounts  al- 
lowed in  the  budget  as  submitted.  These 
reductions  are  arbitrary  in  nature.  There 
are,  however,  compelling  reasons  for  this 
action.  In  so  far  as  city  officials  can  control 
the  upward  flight  of  the  tax  rate,  we  should 
do  it,  even  though  requirements  beyond  our 
direct  control  will  cause  a  tax  rate  increase. 
A  tax  rate  which  reaches  or  goes  beyond  the 
$100  mark  weakens  our  financial  stability. 
Consequently,  and  until  other  income  is  avail- 
able, extraordinary  economy  measures  must 
be  taken,  and  this  applies  to  the  School  De- 
partment whose  requirements  for  1959  will 
be  held,  as  closely  as  is  possible,  to  the  actual 
school    expenditures    of    1958. 

By  separate  message,  the  reductions  in  the 
city  and  county  budgets  are  forwarded  to 
your  Honorable  Body.  These  reductions,  from 
the  original  amounts  allowed,  total  approxi- 
mately   $2,700,000. 

I  respectfully  request  that  your  Honorable 
Body  in  its  consideration  of  the  budgets  for 
1959     make    the    reductions     as     recommended.

The  schedule  herewith  attached  specifies  the 
recommended  reductions  in  the  budget  allow- 
ances submitted  to  the  City  Council  on  Febru- 
ary 2,  1959.  It  is  in  accord  with  the  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
February  9,  1959,  in  which  I  was  requested 
to  review  the  budget  for  possible  reductions. 
The  recommended  reductions  are  dictated  by 
the  prospect  of  a  tax  rate  beyond  $100.  If 
it  is  at  all  possible,  such  a  tax  rate  should 
be    avoided. 

Undoubtedly,  the  suggested  reductions  for 
city  and  county  budgets,  totaling  $2,790,192, 
will  make  it  difficult  for  some  departments 
to  meet  even  the  minimum  needs  of  those 
departments.  Nevertheless,  our  situation 
calls  for  extraordinary  and  arbitrary  action 
to  keep  our  total  requirements  at  the  lowest 
possible    level. 

Despite  an  increase  of  $870,000  for  public 
relief,  $300,000  for  costs  of  increments,  and 
$200,000  for  increased  noncontributory  pen- 
sions, the  total  budget,  if  the  attached 
recommendations  are  adopted,  will  be  only 
$256,182   in   excess   of   the   1958   appropriations. 

I    trust   that   your    Honorable    Body    will    ac- 
cept  and   adopt   the    recommendations    outlined 
in    the    accompanying    schedule.

I  would  like  to  call  to  the  attention  of  your 
Honor,  the  fact  that  the  above-mentioned  ex- 
penditure figures  could  also  point  out  the 
necessity  for  an  additional  appropriation  in 
some  departments.  As  an  example,  an  analysis 
of  the  payroll  of  the  City  Planning  Board  for 
January,  1959,  discloses  that  an  additional 
appropriation  of  approximately  $20,000  may 
be  necessary  to  meet  the  personnel  require- 
ments of  this  department  for  the  balance  of 
the  year.  To  cover  this  deficit,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  submit  a  supplementary  appro- 
priation    order    at    a    later    date. 

The  reduction  of  $398,491  in  the  Cemetery 
Division,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department, 
will  be  accomplished  by  charging  all  expendi- 
tures to  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  Income.  This 
action  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Parks 
and    Recreation    Commission.

Enclosed  herewith,  for  consideration  by  your 
Honorable  Body,  is  a  letter  and  other  supporting 
material  from  the  Redevelopment  Authority  in 
connection  with  applications  for  planning  advances 
and  capital  grant  reservations  from  the  federal 
government  for  two  proposed  urban  renewal  project 
areas  in  the  Roxbury-North  Dorchester  section. 

Under  federal  procedures,  it  is  required  that  the 
local  governing  body  authorize  the  filing  of  the 
applications. 

Your  Honorable  Body  is  familiar  with  the  extent 
of  slums  and  blight  which  exist  in  our  city  and  the 
urgency  of  the  need  for  salvaging  areas  which  can 
be  rehabilitated  and  conserved  to  provide  stabilized 
neighborhoods  and  to  prevent  further  slums  and 
blight. 

Your  Honorable  Body  is  also  familiar  with  the 
fact  that  the  city's  physical  plant  such  as  streets, 
utilities,  parks,  playgrounds,  schools,  etc.,  become 
worn  out  and  obsolete  with  the  passage  of  time  and 
necessitate  replacement  periodically.  Our  capital 
improvement  program  makes  provision  for  the  re- 
newal of  these  facilities  on  a  scheduled  basis. 

The  federal  urban  renewal  program  regulations 
make  it  possible  to  install  site  improvements  and 
supporting  facilities  in  project  areas  where  needed 
as  eligible  project  costs,  which  means  that  these 
facilities  can  be  obtained  in  project  areas  at  one 
third  the  cost.  Since  the  utilities,  streets,  schools, 
and  other  facilities  are  generally  worn  out  or  obso- 
lete in  run-down  areas  and  in  dire  need  of  replace- 
ment, this  is  an  unequalled  opportunity  to  obtain 
them  in  the  proposed  project  area  with  the  federal 
government  paying  two  thirds  of  the  cost. 

I  have  been  informed  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  that  the  site  improvements  and  com- 
munity facilities  in  need  of  replacement,  as  well  as 
new  facilities  for  which  need  has  been  established 
in  the  proposed  project  areas,  will  amount  to  more 
than  the  city's  one  third  share  of  the  project  costs, 
thereby  creating  a  credit  under  federal  procedures 
for  the  excess  towards  future  projects  while  at  the 
same  time  the  city  will  not  have  to  provide  any 
cash  payments  towards  the  cost  of  these  projects. 
Considerable  financial  advantage  to  the  city  can 
result  from  coordinating  our  capital  improvement 
program  for  the  renewal  of  the  city's  physical 
plant  with  the  urban  renewal  program. 

Favorable  action  by  your  Honorable  Body  is 
urgently  and  sincerely  requested.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

The  Redevelopment  Authority,  with  the  collab- 
oration of  the  City  Planning  Board,  has  prepared 
two  applications  for  planning  advances  from  the 
federal  government  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
funds  to  make  surveys  and  planning  studies  for  two 
urban  renewal  project  areas  in  the  Roxbury  section 
of  Boston,  generally  bounded  as  follows: 

1.  Dudley  street,  Warren  street,  Townsend 
street,  and  Washington  street.  This  area  contains 
approximately  186  acres.  The  planning  advance 
requested  is  $150,000.  Present  estimate  of  net 
project  costs  is  $4,591,000.  A  capital  grant  reser- 
vation of  $2,640,000  is  requested. 

2.  Dudley  street,  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  tracks,  Midland  Division, 
Geneva  avenue,  Columbia  road,  Seaver  street,  and 
Washington  street.  The  area  contains  approxi- 
mately 1,000  acres.  The  planning  advance  re- 
quested is  $295,000.  Present  estimate  of  net 
project  cost  is  S>1M  ,330,000.  A  capita  1  Kraut  reser- 
vation of  $13,595,000  is  requested  from  the  federal 
government. 

You  will  note  that  the  area  described  in  the 
smaller  application  is  also  included  in  the  larger 
application.  The  application  for  the  smaller  area 
is  all  that  Boston  is  entitled  to  at  the  present  time 
under  existing  regulations  because  of  the  eut  back 


in  the  federal  program  last  year  when  the  Omnibus 
Housing  Bill  was  vetoed.  However,  Boston  will  be 
entitled  to  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out  the  larger 
project  if  and  when  this  year's  housing  and  urban 
renewal  bill  is  enacted  by  Congress.  It  is  the 
judgment  of  the  Authority  that  both  applications 
should  be  submitted  to  the  federal  government  at 
the  same  time  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the 
larger  federal  allocation  when  available  while  at 
the  same  time  not  losing  any  time  in  obtaining 
allocations  presently  available. 

Under  federal  procedures,  it  is  required  that  the 
local  governing  body  authorize  the  filing  of  applica- 
tions for  planning  advances  and  for  capital  grant 
reservations. 

For  your  consideration,  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  Authority  and  the  Board  selected  the  Roxbury 
areas  after  a  thorough  study  of  all  declining  residen- 
tial sections  of  the  city  in  the  light  of  the  following 
objectives:  widest  possible  benefits  that  could  be 
achieved  within  the  limitations  of  available  city 
and  federal  resources;  the  provision  of  decent  hous- 
ing for  as  large  a  number  of  people  as  possible, 
especially  low-  and  middle-income  groups;  the 
upgrading  and  stabilization  of  declining  residential 
neighborhoods  by  rehabilitation  rather  than  rede- 
velopment, and  to  achieve  the  maximum  possible 
restrictions  on  the  spread  of  blight  and  deteriora- 
tion to  adjacent  neighborhoods  or  sections  of  the 
city. 

It  is  significant  that  approximately  80  per  cent 
of  both  project  areas  can  be  salvaged  through  re- 
habilitation and  that  only  20  per  cent  of  these 
areas  are  indicated  for  clearance  because  of  dilapi- 
dation, inharmonious  uses  or  other  reasons. 

Most  significant  of  all,  however,  is  the  fact  that 
present  information  gathered  and  estimates  pre- 
pared clearly  indicate  that  the  city's  one  third 
share  of  the  project  costs  can  be  provided  by  the 
installation  of  site  improvements  and  construction 
of  supporting  facilities,  with  an  excess,  or  surplus, 
which,  under  federal  laws,  becomes  a  credit  toward 
future  urban  renewal  projects.  The  majority  of 
the  new  streets,  utilities,  parks,  playgrounds, 
schools,  etc.,  which  constitute  the  site  improve- 
ments and  supporting  facilities,  are  scheduled  in 
the  capital  improvement  program  and  would  have 
to  be  installed  or  constructed  in  the  very  near 
future,  whether  or  not  a  renewal  program  is  carried 
out.  Therefore,  if  these  improvements  are  provided 
in  connection  with  the  projects,  in  effect  the  city 
will  obtain  them  at  one  third  of  cost  since  under 
federal  procedures,  these  become  eligible  project 
expenditures  for  which  the  federal  government 
pays  two  thirds  of  the  cost.  The  estimated  excess 
or  credit  towards  other  projects  for  the  smaller 
project  is  estimated  at  8516,000,  whereas  for  the 
larger  project,  the  excess  credit  towards  future 
projects  is  $3,105,000. 

In  conclusion,  the  Authority  would  like  to  bring 
to  your  attention  the  importance  of  the  priority 
studies  with  respect  to  renewal  project  areas  made 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  invaluable  assist- 
ance and  cooperation  of  the  Planning  Board  in  the 
selection  of  the  project  areas  and  the  preparation 
of  the  applications  for  the  planning  advances. 

Enclosed  herewith,  for  your  review  and  submittal 
to  the  City  Counci,  if  it  meets  with  your  approval, 
are  copies  of  abstracts  on  the  proposed  project 
areas  containing  statistical  information  and  maps, 
in  support  of  the  application  for  planning  advances. 
Also  enclosed  are  copies  of  the  form  of  the  resolu- 
tion suggested  by  the  federal  government  for  the 
authorization  by  the  local  governing  body  for  the 
filing  of  an  application  for  planning  advances  and 
capital  grant  reservations.

Survey  and  Planning  Application  fob 
Washington  Park  Renewal  Area 
In  approaching  the  problem  of  selecting  on  urban 
renewal  area  where  the  widest  possible  benefits 
could  be  achieved  within  the  limitations  of  the 
available  city  and  federal  resources,  the  main 
objectives  were;  (a)  to  provide  decent  housing  for 
as  large  a  number  of  people  as  possible,  especially 
low-  and  middle-income  groups;  (!>)  to  improve  a 
declining  residential  neighborhood  by  rehabilita- 
tion rather  than  redevelopment,  and  (c)  to  achieve 
by  the  location  of  the  area  the  maximum  possible 
restraint  of  the  spread  of  blight  and  deterioration 
to  adjacent  neighborhoods.  The  choice  of  an  area 
in    Roxbury    resulted    from    consideration    of    all 
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declining  residential  sections  of  the  city  in  the  Unlit 
of  the  above  objectives.  The  Washington  Park 
Renewal  area  is  the  most  logical  starting  point  for 
rehabilitation  action  in  the  city's  "  roll-back-the- 
blight"  campaign. 

The  proposed  renewal  area  was  selected  for  its 
rehabilitation  potential.  With  the  exception  of  a 
few  scattered  blocks  where  spot  clearance  and  rede- 
velopment will  be  required,  most  of  the  existing 
housing  will  need  rehabilitation  and  modernization 
of  facilities  in  order  to  meet  standards  of  adequacy. 

The  Washington  Park  area  is  centraUy  located 
in  one  of  the  principal  residential  sections  of  the 
city.  It  is  part  of  a  larger  zone  of  transition 
between  conditions  of  more  extreme  deterioration 
to  the  north  and  more  stable,  well  maintained 
neighborhoods  to  the  south.  Rehabilitation  in  this 
area  would  have  a  definite  and  positive  stabilizing 
influence  on  the  surrounding  populous  neighbor- 
hoods. 

In  summary,  the  Washington  Park  Renewal 
area  is  neither  the  best  nor  the  worst  of  Boston's 
areas,  but  one  of  the  most  rapidly  declining  and 
one  which  needs  immediate  and  prompt  attention 
if  it  is  to  remain  a  healthy  part  of  the  city.  It  is 
an  area  which  could  serve  to  deter  the  spread  of 
blight,  and  it  appears  to  have  sufficient  potential 
and  marketability  to  be  economically  feasible.

In  approaching  the  problem  of  selecting  an 
urban  renewal  area  where  the  widest  possible 
benefits  could  be  achieved  within  the  limitations 
of  the  available  city  and  federal  resources,  the 
main  objectives  were:  (a)  to  provide  decent  hous- 
ing for  as  large  a  number  of  people  as  possible, 
especially  low  and  middle  income  groups;  (b)  to 
improve  a  declining  residential  neighborhood  by 
rehabilitation  rather  than  redevelopment,  and 
(c)  to  achieve  by  the  location  of  the  area,  the 
maximum  possible  restraint  of  the  spread  of  blight 
and  deterioration  to  adjacent  neighborhoods. 
The  choice  of  the  Roxbury  and  North  Dorchester 
area  resulted  from  consideration  of  all  declining 
residential  sections  of  the  city  in  the  light  of  the 
above  objectives.  The  Roxbury  Renewal  Area  is 
the  most  logical  choice  for  rehabilitation  action  in 
the  city's  "  roll-back-the-blight "  campaign. 

The  proposed  renewal  area  was  selected  for  its 
rehabilitation  potential.  With  the  exception  of  a 
few  scattered  blocks  where  spot  clearance  and 
redevelopment  will  be  required,  most  of  the  existing 
housing  will  need  rehabilitation  and  modernization 
of  facilities  in  order  to  meet  standards  of  adequacy. 

The  Roxbury  Renewal  Area  is  central  and 
contiguous  to  the  principal  residential  sections  of 
the  city.  It  constitutes  a  zone  of  transition  be- 
tween conditions  of  more  extreme  deterioration  to 
the  north  and  more  stable,  well-maintained  neigh- 
borhoods to  the  south.  No  other  area  of  com- 
parable size  in  Boston  is  similarly  situated  with 
respect  to  advancing  blight.  Rehabilitation  in  this 
area  would  have  a  definite  and  positive  stabilizing 
influence  on  the  surrounding  populous  neighbor- 
hoods. 

In  summary,  the  Roxbury  Renewal  area  is 
neither  the  best  nor  the  worst  of  Boston's  areas, 
but   one   of    the    most    rapidly   declining   and    our

Gentlemen: 

Pursuant  to  Statute  1946,  chapter  474,  notice 
is  hereby  given  the  Commission  that  this  de- 
partment is  in  the  process  of  settling  the  suit 
of  The  City  Club  Corporation  v.  City  of  Bos- 
ton. Suffolk  Superior  Court,  No.  523,742.  This 
is  a  petition  for  land  damages  claimed  by  the 
petitioner  to  have  resulted  from  the  taking  of 
land  and  building  located  at  22  and  24  Central 
street,  Boston,  Mass.,  said  taking  having  been 
made  October  16,  1957,  for  the  purpose  of 
off-street  parking  facilities. 
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The  facts   concerned   in   the  property   taking 
are   as   follows: 

The  premises  consisted  of  a  rectangular 
lot  having  a  frontage  of  22.63  feet  on  Cen- 
tral street  and  an  average  depth  of  about 
44  feet,  containing  approximately  1,017 
square  feet  of  land.  The  rear  of  the  lot 
faces  on  Bangs  Alley  and  shipping  is  by 
means  of  Bangs  Alley  to  Doane  street.  The 
building  is  a  five  and  a  half  story  and  base- 
ment brick  store  and  mercantile  building 
occupied  since  June,  1889,  by  the  City  Club, 
and  since  1951  the  first  floor  area  has  been 
occupied  by  an  insurance  company.  The 
insurance  office  contains  an  area  of  approxi- 
mately 700  square  feet.  The  second  floor  is 
used  as  a  clubroom,  and  has  a  fireplace, 
rubber  tile  floors,  and  incandescent  lighting. 
The  third  floor  is  used  as  a  main  dining 
room  occupying  the  entire  area,  two  stories 
high  with  oak  paneling  9i  feet  high  all 
around  the  room,  also  has  rubber  tile  floors 
and  incandescent  lighting.  At  the  rear  of 
the  room,  there  is  a  mezzanine  balcony  ap- 
proximately 10  feet  by  12  feet.  The  fourth 
floor  is  used  as  a  kitchen.  It  has  a  com- 
bination tile  and  cement  floor,  plastered  ceil- 
ing, painted  brick  sidewalls,  and  two  sky- 
lights with  incandescent  lighting.  The  fifth 
floor  consists  of  about  one  third  the  build- 
ing's area  and  houses  men's  and  women's 
toilet  facilities  and  locker  rooms.  The  roof 
is  tar  and  gravel,  renewed  approximately 
three  years  ago  and  supports  the  penthouse 
for  the  dumb-waiter  machine.  The  owner 
received  $1,500  per  year  for  rental  of  the 
first   floor. 

The  property  has  been  assessed  from  1954 
to   1957   as   follows:

An    appraisal   has   been    made   in    behalf   of 
the   City   of   Boston   by   Elson   M.   Blunt,   Jr., 
and    by   Daniel   M.    Driscoll.      Mr.    Blunt   ap- 
praised the  premises  at  $25,200.     Mr.  Driscoll 
appraised   the  premises   at   $22,500. 
This  department  proposes  to  settle  this   case 
for  the  sum   of   $25,000,   together  with   the   in- 
terest provided  by  law  and  the  City  of  Boston's 
proportionate  share  of  the  1957  real  estate  tax. 
On     April    24,     1958,     the     Commission     was 
notified    by    the    Real    Property    Board    that    it 
had  voted  to  award  to  The  City  Club  Corpora- 
tion the  sum  of  $16,250,  together  with  interest 
and    the    City    of    Boston's    proportionate    share 
of   the  1957    real   estate  tax.      This   department 
was  unable  to  reach  a  settlement  at  that  figure 
and  no  payments  have  been  made  to  date  pur- 
suant   to    the    vote   of    the    Board    on    April    24, 
1958.

transcripts  of  such  meetings  and  hearings  to 
be  held  by  committees  and  subcommittees  of 
the  City  Council  between  April  1,  1959,  and 
March  31,  1960,  both  inclusive,  as  the  City 
Messenger  upon  directions  of  the  City  Council 
or  a  committee  thereof  shall  request  and  in 
accordance  with  such  specifications  as  he  shall 
prescribe,  for  which  transcripts  the  city  shall 
pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  for  each  original  page 
and  of  25  cents  for  each  duplicate  page  ordered 
simultaneously  with  an  original;  provided  that 
the  liability  of  the  city  under  such  contract 
shall  not  exceed  $3,500;  the  expense  of  such 
contract  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
City   Council,   Contractual  Service.

In  response  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council  at 
its  meeting  of  March  2,  1959,  the  following  infor- 
mation is  respectfully  provided: 
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1.  The  total  amount  of  moneys  expended  by  the 
Library  for  the  purchase  of  books  during  1958,  or 
for  the  last  year  in  which  this  information  has  been 
compiled. 

Expenditures  for  books  and  other  library  materials, 

1958: 

From  city  appropriations §263,000 

From  trust  funds  income 65,000 

Total  expenditures $328,000 

2.  A  detailed  list  of  the  persons  or  corporations 
from  which  these  books  were  purchased  during  that 
year,  stating 

(a)  in  each  case  whether  the  seller  was  a 
publisher  or  dealer; 

(b)  the  number  of  books  purchased  from 
each  seller; 

(c)  the  gross  amount  paid  to  each  seller. 

To  meet  daily  operating  needs  the  Library's 
records  for  book  purchasing  are  set  up  on  a  different 
basis  than  is  here  outlined. 

To  provide  the  information  requested  would 
therefore  entail  a  special  compilation  that  would  be 
very  time-consuming.  Its  extent  is  indicated  in 
part  by  the  following: 

1.  Approximately  90,000  volumes  were  pur- 
chased in  1958,  by  approximately  4,000  orders, 
from  400  or  so  publishers  and  three  main  library 
wholesalers. 

2.  More  than  4,000  invoices  would  have  to  be 
examined  in  order  to  ascertain  the  discounted 
amounts  paid  for  the  individual  volumes,  and 
the  gross  amounts  paid  to  each  seller,  in  respect 
to  where  the  best  discount  had  been  available. 

3.  Purchases  were  made  sometimes  from 
dealers  (i.e.,  library  wholesalers)  and  sometimes 
from  publishers  in  accordance  with 

(a)  whether  or  not  the  items  were  com- 
monly available  in  the  book  trade  at  large  or 
available  only  through  publishers; 

(b)  whether  the  best  discount  could  be 
obtained  from  dealers  (i.e.,  library  wholesalers) 
or  publishers. 

The  compilation  can,  of  course,  be  made  if  in  the 
light  of  the  above  presentation  of  the  labor  in- 
volved, and  in  the  light  of  the  following  presenta- 
tion as  to  discounts,  it  is  still  desired. 

3.  The  average  markup  in  the  dealer's  price 
over  the  publishers'  prices. 

There  is  no  way  in  which  to  ascertain  the  average 
markup  in  the  dealer's  price  over  the  publishers' 
prices  to  him.  That  is  a  trade  matter  between  the 
dealer  and  the  publishers. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  possible  in  reverse  to  indi- 
cate the  amount  of  discount  from  the  publishers' 
list  prices  at  which  books  are  obtained  by  the 
Library  from  dealers  (i.e.,  library  wholesalers),  as 
follows:

With  Thy  benediction  O  Lord,  may  we  face 
the  toil  of  this  day  with  clear  thinking,  honest 
dealing,  with  a  hatred  for  all  hypocrisy,  de- 
ceit and  sham,  and  in  the  knowledge  that  all 
great  and  noble  service  in  the  world  is  based 
on  gentleness,  patience,  and  truth.  One  has 
walked  among  us  as  an  honored  guest  of  our 
state  and  city  who  is  the  leader  of  an  ancient 
nation  honored  for  the  meekness  and  the 
humility  that  have  marked  his  life.  Sean  T. 
O'Kelly's  presence  reminds  us  again  of  the 
great  power  of  the  almost  forgotten  virtues, 
with  which  he  has  presided  over  holy  Ireland. 

Other  world  leaders  in  our  day  of  perilous 
crisis  are  "summit  conscious."  May  God  help 
them  in  their  plans.  But  there  is  only  one 
summit  from  which  will  come  the  humility, 
the  austerity,  the  sacrifice  that  will  save  this 
state.  It  is  the  hill  of  Golgotha  where  the  Lord 
of  all  nations  was  unfurled  from  a  cross  as  the 
wounded,  broken  Saviour  of  the  world.  To  that 
holy  summit  we  direct  our  attention  during 
this  Holy  Week.  There  is  no  other  way,  there 
is  no  other  sign,  to  save  the  world,  or  the  small 
portion  of  it  over  which  we  govern  from  this 
chamber.  "Take  up  thy  cross  daily,"  is  the 
invitation  to  the  leaders  and  to  the  employees  of 
this  state,  to  the  chaplain  and  to  the  page. 
May  that  day  soon  dawn  when  all  of  us  cease 
to  duck,  circumvent,  dodge  the  unavoidable 
truth,  there  is  no  hope,  no  salvation,  no  peace 
apart  from  the  cross  and  may  we  be  moved 
to  carry  it,  seek  it  in  our  daily  lives,  asking 
less  for  ourselves  than  we  need,  wanting  less 
than  we  are  entitled  to,  working  an  added 
hour  when  we  would  be  justified  in  doing  less. 
The  cross  is  heavy.  The  lesson  it  teaches  is 
not  popular,  the  man  who  reminds  us  of  it 
is  unwelcome.  But  the  truth  is  clear,  it  is 
strong,  it  will  not  die.  To  save  our  souls,  to 
save  this  state  there  is  nothing,  in  earth  or  in 
outer  space,  more  powerful  than  the  cross 
and  the  lesson  it  teaches.  In  its  deep  shadows 
may  the  citizens  of  this  state  search  for  the 
saving  grace  so  urgently  required  for  this 
moment.  _  The  cross  is  the  sign  of  our  salva- 
tion. It  is  the  standard  of  God's  power.  It  is 
the  symbol  of  Christ's  mercy.  It  is  the  pledge 
of  Christ's  protection.  It  is  the  token  of 
Christ's  watchfulness,  the  keepsake  of  His  love. 
This  state,  the  souls  of  its  citizens  will  never 
be  saved  by  taxes,  but  by  the  daily  crosses  it 
strives  to  avoid.  It  is  easier  to  balance  a 
budget,  but  infinitely  harder  to  carry  a  cross. 
Until  the  cross  is  placed  in  the  very  heart  of 
this  community  and  it  draws  from  it  the  auster- 
ity, the  sacrifice,  the  humility,  and  the  long, 
long  oveidue  penance,  there  will  be  no  peace, 
economic  or  otherwise.  In  this  sign  shalt 
Thou  conquer.     Amen.

At  my  request  the  Compliance  Division, 
Office  of  the  Administrator,  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency,  instituted  an  investi- 
gation into  complaints  made  against  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority,  involving  the  ex- 
penditure of  federal  funds.  In  my  letter  of 
December  17,  1957,  I  advised  the  Council  of 
my   action. 

The  investigation  is  still  in  progress.  Upon 
completion  of  the  investigation,  all  the  evi- 
dence obtained  will  be  reviewed  and  evaluated, 
and  if  found  legally  sufficient  to  warrant 
criminal  prosecution,  appropriate  action  will 
be    taken.

In  the  case  of  invitations  proposals,  it  has  been  my  practice  when  the  estimated  cost  of  proposed 
work  is  in  excess  of  $300  and  less  than  $1,000,  invitations  to  bid  are  sent  to  at  least  three  bidders 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  invitations  to  bid  are  sent  to  five  concerns.  In  this  case,  the  award  is 
always  made  to  the  lowest  bidder.  Also,  in  the  case  of  invitations  proposals,  the  itemized  invoice 
covering  the  work  cannot  at  any  time  exceed  the  proposal  price. 

Attached  hereto  is  a  summary  of  advertised  and  nonadvertised  contracts.  One  page  shows 
the  nonadvertised  contracts.  Seven  pages  show  the  listing  of  advertised  contracts  giving  the 
original  bid  price,  additions  and  deductions  to  such  contracts  and  the  net  contract  price.

I  transmit  herewith  communication  from 
the  Chairman  of  the  Licensing  Board  of  the 
City  of  Boston  concerning  your  order  of 
March  2,  1959,  relative  to  conditions  surround- 
ing Automatic  Amusement  Device  licenses  in 
the    city.

Gentlemen: 

In  re  Council  order  of  March  2,  1959,  the 
following    is    hereby    submitted: 

The  attached  list  of  Automatic  Amusement 
Devices  according  to  types,  quantities,  loca- 
tions, and  names  of  licensees  in  this  category 
represent  all  such  licensed  machines  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  up  to  and  including  the  date 
of  this  report.  In  addition  to  the  requested 
information,  the  Board  has  included  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  distributors  or  so-called 
"owner-operators"  of  these  machines.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  the  Licensing  Board 
issues  licenses  to  the  owners  of  the  establish- 
ment in  which  these  devices  are  placed,  only 
after  confidential  police  reports  are  received 
and  acceptable  to  the  Board.  These  police 
reports  request  information  relative  to  the 
licensee,  the  location  and  the  machine  that 
guides  the  Board  in  making  a  determination 
whether  or  not  to  grant  applicant  a  license. 

The  distributors  or  "owner-operators"  of  these 
machines  are  not  licensed  by  this  Board,  but 
we  do  request  the  names  and  addresses  of 
these  companies.  While  the  Council  order 
does  not  request  information  relative  to  juke- 
boxes, which  do  not  come  under  the  category 
of  Automatic  Amusement  Devices,  the  Board 
is  in  the  process  of  obtaining  the  names  of 
the  distributors  or  "owner-operators"  of  these 
machines,  so  that  such  a  list  can  be  provided 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable 
Council.  As  soon  as  all  of  this  information 
is    available,    it   will   be   submitted    forthwith. 

With  respect  to  so  much  of  the  Council 
order  as  pertains  to  conditions  in  this  in- 
dustry  in   Boston   that  are  in   any   way   similar 


to  the  conditions  of  the  industry  in  other  areas 
of  this  country  as  being  revealed  by  the 
present  hearings  of  the  United  States  Senate 
Permanent  Subcommittee  on  Investigations, 
the  Board  wishes  to  emphatically  state  that 
it  has  absolutely  no  knowledge  or  complaints 
indicating  such  conditions  exist  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  Not  being  satisfied  with  our  own 
limited  knowledge  on  this  subject,  members 
of  the  Board  conferred  with  Police  Commis- 
sioner Leo  Sullivan,  who  stated  that  the  Senate 
Subcommittee  had  requested  certain  confiden- 
tial information  of  him  relative  to  this 
industry  and  he  complied.  He  also  stated 
that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  the  Police 
Department  does  not  have  any  information 
indicating  such  conditions  exist  in  the  City 
of    Boston. 

From  analyzing  the  attached  list  of  "owner- 
operators"  of  Automatic  Amusement  Devices, 
it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  no  one  or  two 
of  such  operators  monopolize  this  industry  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  which  indicates  a  healthy 
competitive  aspect  of  this  apparently  con- 
troversial industry.  There  are  fifty-two 
"owner-operators"  or  distributors  of  these 
machines  in  the  City  of  Boston,  varying  in 
size  as  in  any  other  type  of  legitimate  business. 

Approximately  two  years  ago,  the  Honorable 
City  Council  made  inquiry  into  licensing  of 
the  Automatic  Amusement  Devices  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  Helpful  procedural  suggestions 
were  made  by  the  Council  and  for  the  most 
part  put  into  practice,  plus  new  administrative 
procedures  adopted  by  the  Board  itself,  which 
have  strengthened  the  regulation  of  this  in- 
dustry. At  the  time  of  this  inquiry,  there 
was  a  total  of  83G  Automatic  Amusement 
Devices  licensed  in  the  City  of  Boston,  slightly 
more    than    are    presently    licensed. 

As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  there  is  a 
total  of  724  pinball  machines  in  41G  locations, 
and  there  is  a  total  of  103  Arcade  Devices, 
making  a  grand  total  of  827  licensed  Auto- 
matic Amusement  Devices  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  Board  knowingly  does  not  permit 
licensees  to  change  from  one  "owner-operator" 
or  distributor  to  another  during  any  license 
year. 

The  Police  Department,  as  well  as  the  Board 
will    be    on    the    alert    for    any    indications    of 
such     conditions     as     revealed     in     the    Senate 
Investigation    and    you    can    be   sure    that    any 
distributor     or    "owner-operator"     so     exposed 
will    not   do   business   in   the  City   of   Boston.

Gentlemen: 

In  re  Council  order  of  March  2,  1959,  relative 
to  Commercialized  Prostitution,  the  following 
is   hereby  submitted: 

Answers  to  Items  1  and  2  of  this  order  may 
be  found  in  attached  report  entitled:  "Com- 
mercialized Prostitution  Conditions  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  and  Environs  (First  Naval 
District),  dated  December,  1958."  Stamped  on 
the  cover  of  this  report  are  the  following 
notations:      "Private  information   not  for   pub- 


lication, not  for  general  circulation,  for 
limited  use  only,  keep  in  locked  file."  The 
American  Social  Hygiene  Association  has  no 
objections  to  providing  copies  of  this  report 
to  public  officials  concerned  with  problems  of 
this  nature  in  the  city  and  has  furnished  copies 
to  the  Boston  Police  Department,  the  Licensing 
Board  for  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Alcoholic 
Beverages  Control  Commission,  and  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  Suffolk  County.  The  Board 
forwarded  an  extra  copy  in  its  possession  to 
the   Attorney  General's  office. 

This  hygiene  report  is  forwarded  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
under  the  same  conditions  it  was  presented  to 
tlic  Board,  that  is,  it  is  the  request  of  the 
ASHA  that  the  detailed  contents  of  the  reports 
not  be  made  public. 

With  respect  to  Items  3  and  4  of  Council 
oider.  the  Board  emphatically  states  that  it 
doi  not  condone,  allow  or  otherwise  permit 
conditions  as  referred  to  in  the  contents  of 
i  lii.  AMI  A  report  .  .  .  (Regulation  Five,  as 
printed  on  the  license  of  each  establishment 
rrads  ns  follows:  "There  shall  he  no  disorder, 
indeci  in  y.  prostitution,  lewdness,  or  gambling 
mi  tlie  licensed  premises  or  any  premises  con- 
nected therewith  by  an  interior  conununica- 
tion.")     The  increase  of  prostitution  regardless 

of  where  initial  contact  i  made  for  this  pur- 
pose, whether  it  be  in  a  cafe  or  civic  center, 
is   :i    problem  of  society,  not  traci  ib 

egment   Of    the    many    institutions    of    sori- 
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ety  such  as  the  home,  the  church,  the  school, 
law  enforcement  agencies,  or  other  agencies  of 
government. 

It  is  important  to  note  in  recognizing  the 
responsibilities  of  government  and  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  in  this  area,  corrective  action 
must  be  based  upon  due  process  of  law.  In 
the  ASHA  report,  25  out  of  805  licensed  es- 
tablishments for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
on  premises  were  adversely  commented  upon. 
The  Board,  being  quasi  judicial,  sought  to  have 
investigators  of  this  association  testify  at  formal 
hearings  before  this  Board,  which  would  have 
afforded  licensees  the  right  to  face  their  ac- 
cusers and  permit  the  Board  and  legal  counsel 
to  examine  the  witnesses.  This  was  against 
the  policy  of  the  ASHA,  so  the  Board  could 
not  proceed  against  establishments  named  in  a 
formal  manner.  Despite  this  serious  impedi- 
ment, the  Board  proceeded  to  call  in  each 
licensee  mentioned  for  interrogation.  The  press 
was  at  liberty  to  sit  in  on  these  individual 
conferences,  but  no  reference  was  made  to  the 
name  of  the  licensee  or  the  licensed  establish- 
ment. The  Board  exchanged  views  with  the 
licensees  on  the  general  subject  of  prostitution 
and  soliciting  for  such  purposes,  and  con- 
fronted each  with  the  allegations  in  the  report. 
First  we  attempted  to  elicit  from  licensees 
whether  or  not  they,  or  their  employees  en- 
courage or  participate  in  any  way  in  fostering 
commercial  prostitution,  and  second,  whether 
or  not  prostitutes  utilize  their  premises  for 
such  contact  purposes.  No  admissions  to  the 
first  inquiry  were  made  by  the  licensees.  With 
respect  to  the  second  inquiry,  the  licensees 
generally  denied  this,  and  in  some  cases,  ad- 
mitted that  there  was  no  sure  way  of  their 
knowing  whether  solicitation  takes  place  on 
their  premises.  Suggestions  were  made  to 
them  individually  by  the  Board  as  to  how  they 
may  strengthen  supervision  of  their  patrons, 
which  would  help  minimize,  if  not  eliminate 
this  difficult  moral  problem.  Strong  warnings 
were  given  each  licensee  to  rid  his  establish- 
ment of  those  persons  if  they  wanted  to  stay 
in  business  in  the  Oity  of  Boston. 

A  related  matter  to  this  probelm  of  prostitu- 
tion and  perhaps  a  more  serious  one,  which 
should  be  of  interest  to  the  ASHA,  is  the 
detection  and  medical  treatment  of  infected 
females.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Nicholas 
Fiumara,  Director  of  Venereal  Disease  Control 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts^  a 
continuing  program  of  locating  and  treating 
infected  carriers  of  venereal  disease  is  being 
conducted.  This  is  a  difficult  and  time-consum- 
ing task  which  the  public  health  nurses  pursue 
vigorously  and  with  a  great  deal  of  success. 
About  eleven  years  ago,  Dr.  Fiumara  originated 
a  system  of  tracing  infected  persons  through 
the  assistance  of  police  officials.  _  Pertinent 
information  of  a  descriptive  nature  is  obtained 
from  the  clinic  patient  relative  to  _  the  female 
carrier  with  whom  he  had  relations.  This 
information  is  then  provided  the  police  officials, 
who  in  turn  attempt  to  locate  the  infected 
female  for  purposes  of  medical  treatment.  The 
Boston  policewomen  have  been  particularly 
helpful  in  this  regard.  The  Licensing  Board 
for  the  City  of  Boston  insists  upon  licensee's 
cooperation  with  the  police  and  the  public 
health  nurses  in  tracking  down  such  carriers. 
Licensees  have  been  found  to  be  generally 
cooperative  in  these  efforts.  The  Licensing 
Board  receives  copies  of  these  reports  regularly. 

The  Board  is  informed  by  Dr.  Fiumara  that 
Massachusetts  ranks  relatively  low  with  respect 
to  the  number  of  cases  of  venereal  diseases 
as  compared  to  other  states  throughout  the 
country. 

The  Police  Commissioner  has  pledged  his 
cooperation  in  the  investigation  of  prostitution 
within  the  limited  framework  of  existing  law. 
He  strongly  feels,  however,  that  enactment  of 
House  Bill  1967  which  he  recently  filed  in  the 
Legislature,  would  strengthen  the  prosecution 
of  prostitutes  and  would  help  alleviate  this 
growing  problem  in  Massachusetts.  This  legis- 
lation should  receive  support  from  all  who  are 
concerned  with  punishing  the  offender. 

The  Board  has  also  requested  the  Police  De- 
partment to  investigate  establishments  men- 
tioned in  the  report  and  to  keep  them  under 
continued   surveillance. 


The  use  of  drinking  spots  by  those  who  wish 
to  practice  prostitution  is  not  peculiar  to  liquor 
establishments  in  the  City  of  Boston.  While 
the  Board  does  not  take  idle  comfort  in  the  fact 
that  there  are  many  cities  throughout  the 
country  worse  than  Boston,  according  to  the 
National  Executive  Director  of  this  associa- 
tion, we  in  Boston  must  be  careful,  in  our 
sincere  desire  to  rid  Boston  of  any  vestige  of 
immorality,  not  to  add  to  our  grave  economic 
problems  by  presenting  to  outsiders,  the  dis- 
torted picture,  that  Boston,  deeply  rooted  in 
the  church,  higher  education  and  culture,  has 
an  equally  grave  moral  problem  because  of 
isolated  instances  of  human  misbehavior  in  a 
comparatively  few  night  spots. 

Over-emphasis  of  this  problem  may  have  the 
adverse  effect  by  attracting  purveyors  of  filth 
and  immorality  into  our  city  in  lieu  of  sorely- 
needed  new  business  ventures,  conventions  and 
the  like. 

The  Licensing  Board,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Police  Department  will  do  all  in  its  power 
to  eliminate  any  instances  of  flagrant  im- 
morality in  licensed  establishements.

URBAN  REDEVELOPMENT,  REHABIL-

Form  of  Hearing. 

The  purpose  of  the  hearing  on  February  13, 
1959,  was  to  deal  with  as  many  aspects  of  the 
Whitney  Street  proposal  as  possible,  exclusive  of 
two  major  topics  which  were  reserved  for  a  later 
date.  These  topics  to  be  heard  later  and  not  dis- 
cussed February  13  by  agreement  of  the  committee 
were:  (1)  the  question  of  the  establishment  that 
the  proposed  redevelopment  area  is  presently 
blighted  within  the  terms  of  chapters  121  and  121A; 
and  (2)  the  consequent  problem  of  relocating  those 
persons  who  will  be  displaced  if  the  proposal  is 
executed. 

Your  committee  determined  that  because  of  the 
many  topics  to  be  discussed  and  other  consider- 
ations that  the  meeting  would  be  a  round-table 
discussion  by  those  most  familiar  with  the  technical 
details  of  the  proposal. 

Topics  were  discussed  thoroughly  and  in  order. 
One  witness  was  assigned  in  advance  to  be  primarily 
responsible  for  the  explanation  of  each  aspect  of 
the  proposal. 

The  system  worked  well.  Your  committee  in- 
vites the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  others  interested  to  the  stenographic  transcript 
compiled  as  a  result  of  this  hearing.  It  is  an  excel- 
lent and  orderly  summary  of  the  many  problems 
involved  in  this  novel  proposal. 

Legislative  History. 

Mr.  John  Murray,  Director  of  Demolition  and 
Restoration,  on  the  staff  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  was  requested  in  advance  by  the  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  summary  of  the  legislative 
history  of  chapter  121A  (Limited  Dividend)  of  the 
General  Laws.  This  Mr.  Murray  did  quite  well. 
The  committee  hereby  acknowledges  with  thanks 
his  most  useful  effort. 

In  1933  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
enacted  chapter  364  of  the  Acts  of  1933  to  make  it 
possible  for  private  developers  to  take  advantage 
of  certain  federal  legislation,  part  of  the  National 
Industrial  Recovery  Act.  The  federal  legislation 
provided  for  loans  to  state-chartered  companies 
organized  to  provide  housing  at  moderate  rental. 
The  Massachusetts  legislation  would  have  sub- 
jected the  operator  to  certain  controls  of  rents  and 
other  operating  practices. 

Nothing  was  done  under  the  1933  legislation  in 
the  Commonwealth.  The  best  thought  on  the 
subject  indicated  three  reasons  for  this  inaction. 
They  were: 

(1)  Too  rigid  control  by  the  State  Housing 
Board. 

(2)  Too  elaborate  a  procedure  for  exercising 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  in  connection  with 
the  projects. 

(3)  The  legislation  provided  no  tax  concession 
to  the  developer  on  his  development. 

In  1941  an  effort  was  made  to  obtain  new  legis- 
lation. However,  a  Recess  Commission  was  ap- 
pointed to  study  this  rather  complicated  matter. 
With  the  coming  of  World  War  II  nothing  was 
done  until  1945  when  chapter  121A  was  enacted, 
becoming  law  upon  the  signature  of  the  then 
Governor  Tobin  on  July  23,  1945. 

The  1945  enactment  was  modeled  to  some  ex- 
tent upon  the  New  York  legislation  in  this  field. 
By  1945  New  York  had  amassed  a  very  consider- 
able amount  of  experience  with  the  concept  of 
limited  dividend  housing. 

As  your  Honorable  Body  well  knows,  no  units 
have  been  constructed  in  the  Commonwealth  to 
date  under  chapter  121 A  of  the  General  Laws. 
Your  committee  was  exceedingly  curious  as  to  «  hy 
this  has  been  so.  Your  committee  developed  quite 
a  bit  of  testimony  upon  this  point. 

Ct  appeared  Hint  in  the  immediate  post -war  years 
there  were  many  shortages  of  materials.

Ii  seemed  to  some  of  the  gentlemen  testifying 
that  a  situation  arose  where  the  construction  con- 
1 1 a,  hi,  and  i  oal  <  itate  do\  elopers  had  more  than 
enough  activity  on  their  hands  with  conventional 
construction  and  developmen!   to  try  a  now  field 

which  appeared  to  involve  an  almost  endless  maze 
of    governmental    agencies    and    boards,    oacll    one 

with  some  authoritj    to   wield   in   the  case  of  u 
proposed  d<\  elopmenl . 

Another  reason  which  appeared  in  the  course  of 
the  testimonj  was  that,  to  the  developer,  the 
principal    advantage    ol    working    under    ohnptcr 
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121A  is  that,  the  charge  upon  the  property  which 
must  be  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  in  lieu  of 
conventional  real  estate  taxes  is  both  predictable 
and  less  than  the  usual  real  estate  taxes  would  be 
if  the  very  same  development  were  built  under  the 
normal  real  estate  taxing  laws  prevalent  in  the 
Commonwealth.  This  predictable  and  very  low 
"tax"  was  not  nearly  so  much  of  an  advantage  in 
the  immediate  post-World  War  II  period  as  it  is 
today.  In  other  words,  the  higher  real  estate 
taxes  are,  the  more  attractive  chapter  121A 
becomes. 

Two  general  considerations  not  specifically 
associated  with  chapter  121A  which  result  in  a 
more  favorable  climate  for  the  use  of  chapter  121A 
today  than  in  the  immediate  post-war  period  are: 

(1)  The  availability  of  a  90  per  cent  FHA  loan 
guarantee  today  as  against  an  80  per  cent  guarantee 
in  the  post-war  period;  and 

(2)  The  Federal  National  Mortgage  Associa- 
tion ("Fanny  May")  which,  in  effect,  increases 
the  size  of  the  pool  of  money  available  for  invest- 
ment in  real  estate  mortgages,  and  has  specifically 
established  a  pool  for  this  type  of  development. 

The  above  considerations  are  impediments  to 
the  use  of  chapter  121A  which  are  not  absolute 
prohibitions  but,  rather,  make  the  chapter  difficult 
to  use.  Your  committee  developed  that  on 
several  occasions  responsible  groups  have  surveyed 
the  possibility  of  using  chapter  121A  and  have 
concluded  that  it  was  not  practical  to  do  so. 

It  appeared  that  the  office  of  R.  M.  Bradley  in 
Boston  at  one  time  examined  closely  the  possibility 
of  constructing  and  managing  some  property  for  a 
charitable  group  under  chapter  121A.  Their 
analysis  persuaded  them  that  the  limit  upon  the 
return  to  the  developer  was  such  that  R.  M. 
Bradley  Company  could  not  afford  to  expend  the 
effort  necessary  to  organize  the  development. 

A  most  interesting  sidelight  on  this  problem  was 
offered  the  committee  by  Mr.  VanNess  Bates,  who 
was  an  adviser  at  one  time  to  the  John  Hancock 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  to  proceed  with  a  Chapter  121A 
development  in  the  city  of  Cambridge.  Mr. 
Bates  told  us  that  a  very  "handsome"  sum  of 
money  was  spent  by  the  John  Hancock  Company 
in  planning  two  high-rise  buildings  in  Cambridge. 
Mr.  Bates  informed  the  committee  that  the  deci- 
sion not  to  proceed  with  the  Cambridge  develop- 
ment did  not  turn  on  the  belief  that  the  121A 
concept  was  unworkable  but,  rather,  upon  com- 
munity opposition  which  developed  within  the 
city  of  Cambridge. 

In  1953  and  1956  the  legislation  was  amended 
in  a  minor  way  for  the  purpose  of  reassuring  the 
Federal  Housing  Administration  concerning  the 
applicable  law  upon  default  of  the  FHA  guaranteed 
mortgage. 

An  Opinion  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  was  obtained  in  the  year  1956  and 
reported  at  334  Massachusetts,  760,  which  af- 
firmed the  constitutionality  of  the  statute. 

Outline  of  Chapter  121A. 
Mr.  Robert  Morgan  of  the  Beacon  Redevelop- 
ment Corporation,  the  developer,  provided  an 
excellent  outline  of  the  legislation  at  the  request 
of  the  committee.  Your  committee  feels  that  it 
would  be  useful  to  include  it  here. 

Chapter  121A. 

Section  1  —  Definitions. 

Section  2  —  Declaration  of  Public  Necessity. 

Section  3  —  Three  or  more  persons  may  form  an 
urban  redevelopment  corporation  to  accomplish  a 
project  authorized  and  approved  by  the  State 
Housing  Board.  No  such  corporation  shall  under- 
take more  than  one  project  or  any  other  activity. 

Section  4  —  The  State  Housing  Board  may  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  approval,  financing, 
instruction,  management  and  maintenance  of 
Chapter  121A  projects. 

Section  5  —  Incorporators  must  submit  to  the 
State  Housing  Board  an  application  for  approval 
of  the  specified  project  before  filing  incorporation 
papers. 

Section  6  —  Application  under  section  5  to  be 
transmitted  to  Mayor  of  the  city  where  project 
is  to  be  located  and  is  to  be  referred  by  the  Mayor 
to  the  Planning  Board,  which  must  then  hold  a 
public  hearing  and  report  the  results  thereof  to  the 
State  Housing  Board. 

Section  7  —  The  developing  corporation  may 
borrow  such  portion  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
project  as  the  Housing  Board  will  approve  up  to 


90  per  cent.  If  a  federally-insured  mortgage  is 
used  and  a  guarantee  in  excess  of  90  per  cent  is 
available,  it  may  be  used  if,  again,  the  State 
Housing  Board  approves. 

This  section  also  provides  that  if  the  developing 
corporation  took  land  itself  by  eminent  domain  it 
must  give  stock  in  the  corporation  to  the  owners 
of  the  land  which  was  taken.  The  selling  price  of 
the  stock  would  be  the  same  as  for  any  other  stock- 
holder in  the  corporation. 

Section  7A — This  section  provides  authority  for 
121 A  private  corporations  to  purchase  or  lease  from 
public  redevelopment  authorities  land  acquired  for 
urban  renewal  purposes  under  chapter  121.  The 
private  developer  need  not  offer  stock  in  his  cor- 
poration to  the  redevelopment  authority. 

Section  8 — Gives  the  State  Housing  Board  super- 
visory and  regulatory  powers  over  urban  redevel- 
opment corporations. 

Section  9 — This  section  limits  the  return  in  any 
year  on  stock  investment  in  a  limited  dividend 
corporation  to  6  per  cent  on  the  original  amount 
paid  in  plus  any  dividends  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent 
from  previous  years  which  were  not  paid.  (Ques- 
tion arises  here  as  to  meaning  of  "6%  of  par.") 

Section  10 — This  is  the  tax  formula  section  and 
is  most  important.  It  provides  that  in  lieu  of  any 
tax  which  might  otherwise  be  payable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth or  to  the  municipality,  the  corporation 
will  pay  to  the  Commonwealth  (for  ultimate  total 
return  to  the  city)  the  sum  of  two  separately  cal- 
culated charges.    They  are: 

(1)  $10  per  81,000  on  the  fair  cash  value  of  all 
real  and  tangible  personal  property  of  the  cor- 
poration; and 

(2)  5  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

This  section  provides  that  the  payment  to  the 
Commonwealth  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
which  the  municipality  would  receive  taking  the 
present  tax  rate,  and  applying  that  to  the 
average  of  the  assessed  valuations  on  the  land 
and  buildings  in  the  project  area  on  the  three 
assessment  dates  next  preceding  acquisition  by 
the  redevelopment  authority. 
Section  11 — Provides  for  the  use  of  eminent 
domain  by  the  private  developer  with  the  approval 
of  the  State  Housing  Board. 

Section  12 — Provides  corporate  power  to  receive 
loans  and  grants  from  federal  agencies  (FHA). 

Section  13 — Provides  a  method  provided  to  alter 
plans  should  it  be  necessary. 

Section  14 — Relates  to  contracts  with  munici- 
palities concerning  laying  out  and  discontinuing 
ways  and  other  public  improvements. 

Section  15 — Provides  that  if  the  limited-dividend 
corporation  earns  more  than  the  allowed  dividend 
the  excess  shall  be  returned  to  the  municipality 
wherein  the  project  lies  up  to  the  point  where  the 
municipality  would  be  receiving  all  that  it  would 
receive  were  the  project  subjected  to  conventional 
real  estate  taxation.  If  in  the  unlikely  case  that 
the  earnings  of  the  corporation  exceeded  this 
amount,  the  State  Housing  Board  could  authorize 
the  corporation  to  reduce  its  indebtedness  with  the 
excess. 

Section  16 — Provides  that  if  an  urban  redevelop- 
ment corporation  carries  out  all  of  its  obligations 
for  40  years  it  shall  thereafter  continue  as  a  regular 
corporation  without  any  reference  to  121A. 

Section  16A — A  foreclosing  mortgagee  may  elect 
to  continue  under  121A  or  to  operate  the  property 
under  the  conventional  taxation  formula  upon 
real  estate  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  18 — Insurance  companies  may  undertake 
121A  projects  directly. 

Section  18A — Savings  banks  may  undertake 
121A  projects  directly. 

Section  18B — This  section  is  technical  and  per- 
tains to  the  formation  of  corporations  to  take  over 
existing  121A  corporations. 

Your  committee  notes  briefly  here  that  the  Bea- 
con Redevelopment  Corporation  under  section  5  of 
the  act  cannot  be  the  corporation  which  will  ac- 
complish the  first  building  of  the  proposed  three- 
building  group. 

The  proposal  for  Whitney  street  is  to  act  under 
Section  7A  of  the  legislation  which  authorizes  the 
leasing  of  land  by  a  redevelopment  authority  (a 
public  agency)  to  a  redevelopment  corporation 
(private)  acting  under  chapter  121A. 

Section  10  gives  rise  to  something  of  a  problem  in 
that  the  excise  tax  upon  the  developer  cannot 
yield  less  than  the  city  was  receiving  in  taxes  from 
the  area  before  the  project.  (This  is  the  general 
idea.) 
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The  full  development  will  yield  to  the  city 
about  two  and  one  half  times  the  amount  of  money 
which  it  now  receives  from  this  area.  However, 
the  developer  is  bound  firmly  to  build  but  a  third 
of  the  development,  and  this  would  yield  less  than 
the  city  is  presently  receiving  from  the  area. 

Obviously,  many  other  considerations  arise  and 
will  be  discussed  in  turn  below. 

Similar  Legislation  Elsewhere. 

Your  committee  requested  Mr.  Robert  Morgan 
to  provide  a  workable  summary  of  legislation 
similar  to  the  Massachusetts  Limited-Dividend 
Law  in  other  states  of  the  Union.  This  Mr. 
Morgan  did  quite  ably  and  the  committee  extends 
its  appreciation  to  him  on  this  score  as  well. 

New  York,  Pennsylvania,  California,  and  Illi- 
nois all  have  limited-dividend  laws  of  one  form  or 
another. 

The  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  has 
developed  residential  units  in  Chicago  on  the 
south  side  of  the  city.  Your  committee  notes  the 
coincidence  of  limited-dividend  legislation  and 
states  with  old  cities  and  large  populations.  Neces- 
sity is  still  the  mother  of  invention  even  in  a  field 
as  ancient  as  housing. 

The  New  York  experience  is  closest  to  ours  and 
your  committee  went  into  it  in  some  detail. 

In  1926  the  Limited-Dividend  Housing  Law  was 
enacted  during  the  administration  of  Governor 
Alfred  E.  Smith.  Under  this  law  there  was  an 
exemption  of  the  increased  values  placed  upon  the 
land,  an  exemption  from  local  and  state  tax.  The 
properties  were  tax  based  only  upon  what  stood 
upon  the  project  area  before  the  project  was  ac- 
complished. The  exemption  was  for  50  years  with 
a  6  per  cent  limitation  on  return  to  the  developer. 
The  law  was  quite  successful.  Eight  rental 
projects  and  thirteen  cooperatives  were  built. 
Eleven  thousand  one  hundred  forty-four  apart- 
ments were  thereby  provided. 

In  1941  a  second  law  was  enacted  which  pro- 
vided a  tax  exemption  similar  to  the  1926  statute 
but  for  only  ten  years  with  a  dividend  limit  of  5 
per  cent.  This  statute  proved  unworkable  and  no 
projects  were  built  under  it. 

In  1942  the  "Redevelopment  Companies  Law" 
was  enacted.  It  provided  a  local  tax  exemption  on 
the  increased  value  for  a  period  up  to  25  years,  with 
a  dividend  limitation  of  6  per  cent.  The  idea  was 
to  make  this  field  of  investment  attractive  to  in- 
surance companies.  The  law  has  proved  successful. 
"  Stuyvesant  Town  "  and  "Riverton"  were  built  by 
the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company  under  it. 

Another  interesting  development  under  the  1942 
"Redevelopment  Companies  Law"  was  the  build- 
ing of  the  "Corlear's  Hook"  project  by  the  United 
Garment  Workers  of  America. 

By  the  year  1955  it  was  felt  that  insufficient 
middle-income  housing  was  being  provided  in  New 
York  and  a  statute  was  enacted  known  as  the 
"Limited-Dividend  Housing  Companies  Act." 
This  enactment  is  more  popularly  known  as  the 
"Mitchell-Lannon  Act."  It  provided  that  a  $50 
million  fund  be  established  by  the  state  of  New 
York,  the  money  to  be  borrowed  upon  the  credit 
of  the  state  of  New  York.  This  money  was  to 
be  made  available  for  mortgages  to  corporations 
undertaking  to  accomplish  projects  under  the 
Limited-Dividend  Law. 

The  tax  exemption  provided  under  the  1955  law 
in  New  York  was  one  of  up  to  30  years'  duration 
and  would  exempt  up  to  half  the  cost  of  (lie 
project.  Before  the  $50  million  fund  was  actually 
available,  the  state  had  applications  for  over  five 
times  the  amount  of  the  fund.  Up  to  the  year  1955 
more  than  25,000  apartment  units  had  been  pro- 
vided under  the  New  York  Limited-Dividend  Laws. 

The  New  York  effort  in  this  direction  has  been 
outstandingly  successful.  It  is  no  detraction  from 
the  New  York  performance  to  note  that  some  of  the 
success  undoubtedly  has  been  due  to  the  inflation- 
ary cycle  since  the  early  thirties.  New  York  has 
reaped  the  benefits  from  her  early  pioneering 
efforts  along  this  line. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  emphasize  that  the 
state  of  New  York  has  amassed  a.  tremendous 
volume  of  experience  in  the  usefulness  of  the 
limited-dividend      concept.  Your      committee 

strongly  suggests  that  this  volume  of  experience 
ought  to  be  used  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
various  agencies  thereof  much  more  extensively  in 
analyzing  the  Whitney  Street  proposal  and  similar 
projects  to  be  expected  in  the  future. 


Over-All  Planning  Concept. 

Your  committee  requested  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  Planning  Department  to  prepare  a  broad 
concept  for  the  use  of  the  Chapter  121A  tool  in 
redeveloping  the  City  of  Boston.  Chairman 
Timothy  Regan  of  the  Boston  City  Planning  Board 
and  Mr.  Donald  Graham,  the  Planning  Adminis- 
trator of  the  Boston  City  Planning  Department, 
were  specifically  requested  to  be  so  prepared. 
Their  presentation  was  most  useful  to  your  com- 
mittee. Their  services  are  hereby  acknowdedged 
with  thanks. 

It  appears  that  approximately  63  per  cent  of  all 
families  in  the  City  of  Boston  have  annual  incomes 
between  $4,000  and  $10,000  a  year.  Seven  per 
cent  of  all  families  in  Boston  have  incomes  in 
excess  of  $10,000  a  year. 

The  upper  7  per  cent  of  families  can  afford  rental 
housing  provided  by  developers  without  tax  con- 
cessions. Those  earning  less  than  $4,000  a  year 
must  be  serviced  by  public  housing,  at  least  as  far 
as  new  construction  is  concerned.  It  is  to  the 
middle  63  per  cent  that  we  address  ourselves  with 
Chapter  121A  housing  and  in  other  ways.  Families 
in  this  range  can  afford  rentals  between  $70  and 
$150  a  month.  One  of  the  ways  we  provide  it  to 
them  is  through  121A. 

We  emphasize  that  121A  is  a  way  of  providing 
some  apartments  to  this  middle  63  per  cent  group. 
We  emphasize  most  strongly  that  it  is  not  and 
cannot  be  the  only  way  to  provide  these  families 
with  decent  housing.  We  should  conceive  of 
Chapter  121A  units  more  precisely  and  exactly  as 
a  way  to  replenish  the  inventory  of  housing  avail- 
able to  this  group  by  the  addition  of  new  units  in 
somewhat  the  same  numbers  as  housing  is  de- 
teriorating in  the  City  of  Boston  presently. 

Another  problem  with  which  121A  may  concern 
itself  is  the  lack  of  ground  space  in  an  older  city  as 
is  Boston.  Through  chapters  121  and  121A  of  the 
General  Laws  we  make  ground  space  available  for 
the  building  of  rental  units  by  private  developers 
for  the  middle  63  per  cent,  income-wise,  of  those 
families  resident  in  Boston. 

Mr.  Graham  pointed  out  to  the  committee  that 
the  City  of  Boston  must  realistically  face  the  fact 
that  private  developers  under  121A  will  be  quite 
selective  about  that  spot^  in  Boston  which  they 
desire  to  redevelop.  Their  choice  will  be  guided 
by  the  possibilities  of  successful  operation  after 
the  redevelopment  is  accomplished.  They  are  not 
likely  to  take  an  area  simply  and  solely  because 
that  area  is  in  particularly  poor  condition.  Your 
committee  indicates  in  reporting  this  consideration 
no  criticism  of  the  present  or  any  future  redeveloper 
in  suggesting  that  the  redeveloper  will  select  a 
project  area  wherein  there  is  presently  marginal 
blight.  This  is  merely  a  factor  to  be  understood 
in  developing  a  sound  planning  policy  for  the  use 
of  the  Chapter  121A  technique. 

With  specific  reference  to  the  Whitney  Street 
proposal  on  this  point,  no  one  suggests  that  the 
Whitney  Street  area  is  the  worst  blighted  or  slum 
area  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

More  generally  and  as  a  broad  synthesis  for  th 
use  of  chapter  121  A,  your  committee  suggests 
this  is  the  most  immediately  available  method 
whereby  the  City  of  Boston  can  come  to  grips  with 
a  major  sociological  problem  confronting  it.  That 
problem  is  the  provision  of  decent,  adequate,  ami 
acceptable  residential  accommodations  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  the  middle-income  segment  of  our 
population.  New  York  City  has  become  greatly 
concerned  lest  the  core  city  become  the  city  of  the 
rich  arid  the  poor  without  a.  middle  class.  Limited 
dividend  housing  will  not  solve  I  he  problem  com- 
pletely by  any  means,  but  it  may  be  the  first 
positive  step  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  accomplish- 
ing this  indispensable,  sociological  objective. 

Assessing  ( Considerations.

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Kb  to  the  "general"  effect,  your  committee  was 
unable  to  obtain  any  useful  information  at  this 
hearing.  It  will  attempt  again  to  explore  this 
problem. 

As  to  the  second  question,  i.e.,  "radiation" 
effect,  it  appeared  to  your  committee  thai  this 
M  uestion  naturally  subdivided  into  two  parts.  The 
first  question  would  be  whether  rentals  in  apart- 
ments in  large  apartment  houses  in  proximity  to 
the  limited-dividend  project  lower  than  rentals 
prevailing  in  the  project  itself,  would  be  raised  by 
t  he  general  improvement  in  the  neighborhood  which 
ought  to  occur.  The  second  question  would  be 
whether  rentals  in  large  apartment  houses  higher 
than  rentals  prevailing  in  the  new  project  would  be 
decreased  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  equal  or 
superior  apartments  in  the  121A  project  were 
renting  for  less. 

Your  committee  suggested  that  rather  than 
speculate  as  to  what  might  happen,  it  seemed 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  in  the  state  of  New^ 
York  answers  to  both  these  questions  must  be 
readily  available,  based  on  the  experience  since 
the  year  1926. 

Your  committee  anticipates  that  these  aspects 
of  the  proposal  will  be  considerably  clarified  at  a 
subsequent  hearing. 

Ginn  Trust. 

Your  committee  requested  Mr.  William  Furlong 
to  outline  to  the  committee  the  history  and  present 
purposes  of  the  Ginn  Trust.  Mr.  Furlong  is  a 
trustee  of  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  and  an  officer 
of  the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation.  He 
is  the  only  person  associated  with  both  the  parent 
trust  and  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation. 
Your  committee  herewith  acknowledges  his 
services  in  this  regard. 

In  the  year  1912,  Mr.  Edwin  Ginn  established  a 
trust  in  the  form  of  a  charitable  corporation 
under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  (chapter  180). 
The  name  of  this  trust  -was  "Charlesbank  Homes, 
Inc."  The  trust  provided  that  the  resources 
made  available  shall  provide  housing  for  working 
persons  of  moderate  means  and  shall  show  a  modest 
return  to  the  trust.  , 

The  trust  constructed  the  "  Charlesbank  Homes ' 
building  in  the  West  End.  still  standing,  but  due 
for  demolition  in  connection  with  the  West  End 
Urban  Redevelopment  Project. 

The  trust  is  in  good  financial  condition.  Some 
time  ago  Mr.  Furlong  suggested  to  the  present 
officers  of  the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation 
that  an  attempt  be  made  to  construct  a  project 
under  chapter  121A  of  the  General  Laws  with 
money  from  the  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  trust. 

There  are  five  directors  of  the  Beacon  Redevelop- 
ment Corporation,  namely,  Mr.  Ernest  Henderson, 
otherwise  president  of  the  Sheraton  Corporation; 
Mr.  Furlong  (treasurer  of  Beacon  Redevelopment), 
an  officer  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston; 
Mr.  Robert  Morgan,  of  the  Boston  Five  Cents 
Savings  Bank;  Mr.  Murray  Weiss,  and  Mr. 
Carleton  Hunneman. 

Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  is  repre- 
sented by  the  firm  of  Hale  &  Dorr.  Mr.  Herbert 
Vaughan  of  that  firm  appeared  at  the  hearing.  . 
Mr.  Vaughan  offered  his  opinion  that  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  trust 
can  within  the  terms  of  the  trust  provide  the  neces- 
sary equity  money  to  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation,  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  a  chal- 
lenge against  the  trustees  of  Charlesbank  on  this 
score,  and  that  an  instrument  sufficient  to  bind 
Charlesbank  Homes  has  been  executed  which  will 
provide  Beacon  Redevelopment  the  sum  of 
$500,000. 

Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  has  assets  of  more 
than  a  million  dollars  in  cash  and,  of  course,  has  a 
claim  for  damages  against  the  Redevelopment 
Authoritv  for  the  taking  of  the  structure  in  the 
West  End. 

The  parent  trust,  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  is 
represented  by  Mr.  Richard  Wait  of  the  firm  of 
Choate,  Hall  &  Stewart. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  a  somewhat 
firmer  affirmation  on  the  part  of  the  parent  trust 
of  its  intentions  to  see  this  project  through  to  com- 
pletion by  the  provision  of  the  necessary  equity 
money  to  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation 
would  be  reassuring  to  the  committee,  the  Council, 
and  the  City  of  Boston. 

Outline  of  Proposed  Lease  Agreement. 
The  lease  agreement,  or  at  least  the  draft  thereof, 
is  in  process  of  preparation.    The  essentials  of  this 
agreement  have  been  prepared  and  were  presented 
at  the  hearing.

for  a  period  "f  seventy-five  years.  Beacon  Rede- 
velopment Corporation  further  binds  itself  to 
construct  upon  the  first  parcel  an  apartment  bu idl- 
ing including  270  rental  units. 

If  Beacon  Redevelopment  Authority  desin 
build  on  tin-  second  parcel,  it  ma;  il   if  i; 

does  not,  after  eighteen  months  the  Redevi  loj 
Authority  may  either  hold  Beacon  "•  its  leasi 
the  second  parcel  or  terminate  the  lease  and  offer 
the  parcel  to  another  developer. 

As  to  the  third  parcel,  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Authority  has  an  option  to  lease  for  a  period  of 
thirty-six  months. 

Time  begins  to  run  on  all  three  lease  provisions 
the  day  Beacon  enters  upon  the  first  parcel.  This, 
of  course,  is  a  question  of  the  precise  language  of  the 
lease  still  to  be  drawn. 

There  will  be  no  provision  to  penalize  the  de- 
veloper if  he  fails  to  develop  the  marginal  unit. 
Your  committee  suggests  that  there  might  well  be 
a  penalty  clause  to  prod  the  developer  to  build 
the  second  and  third  units  if  after  the  city  has 
gone  to  the  considerable  expense  of  clearing  the  site 
and  the  second  unit  and/or  the  third  unit  appear  to 
probably  be  profitable,  the  developer  loses  interest 
from  some  extraneous  consideration. 

Your  committee  suggests,  also,  that  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  city  a  performance  bond  might  well 
be  required  of  the  developer  to  protect  the  Author- 
ity from  the  date  of  the  eminent  domain  takings 
until  completion  of  the  first  structure. 

The  decision  to  lease  the  land  to  the  developer 
rather  than  to  sell  it  to  him  was  based  on  the  exces- 
sive cost  of  "write-down,"  which  would  have 
occurred  if  a  sale  had  been  decided  upon.  Roughly, 
it  will  cost  the  city  SI. 500, 000  to  clear  the  land. 
The  redeveloper  could  hardly  be  expected  to  pay 
more  than  3300,000  to  acquire  the  land  had  a  sale 
been  decided  upon;  therefore,  for  an  outright  sale, 
the  city  would  have  had  to  be  prepared  to  absorb 
a  SI, 200,000  loss  to  accomplish  this  project.  This 
loss  would  be  unacceptable  and,  therefore,  it  was 
decided  to  lease  so  that  the  city  might  recoup  its 
investment  in  this  project.  Your  committee  ad- 
judged this  argument  meritorious.  It  observes 
only  that  the  precise  relationship  between  resources 
available  for  renewal  purposes  in  Boston  and  the 
magnitude  of  the  task  before  us  must  be  more  pre- 
cisely and  exactly  defined  by  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment if  we  are  to  intelligently  chart  our  course. 

Mr.  Lund,  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity (Chairman),  was  specifically  asked  upon  what 
basis  would  the  Authority  relieve  the  Development 
Corporation  of  the  obligation  to  pay  the  agreed 
rental  on  the  second  parcel  should  the  Redevelop- 
ment Corporation  not  build  upon  it.  Mr.  Lund 
answered  that  only  if  another  developer  appeared 
willing  to  build  the  second  building  would  the 
original  lessee  be  excused.  Your  committee  sug- 
gests that  this  firmness  is  desirable  but  that  more 
than  one  member  of  the  Authority  should  affirm 
that  the  Authority  policy  would  be  thus. 

Your  committee  suggest  a  re-exainination  of  this 
aspect  of  the  proposal  so  as  to  more  realistically 
insure  against  a  situation  where  the  developer 
might  turn  his  attention  elsewhere.  It  is  suggested 
that  at  this  point  many  developers  would  appear 
upon  the  scene.  Your  committee  observes  that 
such  persons  or  corporations  have  been  noticeably 
absent  in  the  thirteen  years  this  statute  has  been 
the  law  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  calculation  of  the  rental  and  excise  taxes  to 
be  paid  by  the  developer  on  this  specific  project 
differ  quite  importantly  from  the  formula  to  be 
found  in  section  10  of  chapter  121A. 

Whitney  Street  Taxation  Formula. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  most  important 
that  the  proposed  tax  formula  for  W  hitney  street 
be  first  clearly  explained  and  thereafter  thoroughly 
understood  by  all  who  have  responsibility  in  this 
matter. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  statutory  tax  as  defined 
in  section  10  of  chapter  121A  be  imposed  as,  of 
course,  it  must  be  and  in  addition  thereto  an 
amount  of  money  be  paid  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  by  the  developer  as  a  form  of  rent. 
We  will  analyze  the  statutory  tax  and  the  volun- 
tary rental  payments  separately  below. 

First,  as  to  the  statutory  tax  (chapter  121A, 
section  10),  the  three  buildings,  if  constructed  and 
assessed  at  full  value,  ought  to  bear  an  assessment 
of  approximately  .88,100.000  (810  apartments  at  an 
estimated    -510,000   per   apartment).     All   parties 
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concerned  represent  that  it  is  acceptable  that  the 
assessment  upon  these  three  buildings  be  at  100 
per  cent  of  value,  thereby  yielding  a  tax  (§10  per 
per  §1,000  of  valuation)  of  §81,000  a  year.  In 
addition  to  this  amount,  the  statutory  excise  tax 
also  must  include  5  per  cent  of  the  gross  rentals 
of  the  apartments.  Presuming  100  per  cent 
occupancy  of  three  apartment  buildings  containing 
in  total  810  units  at  an  average  rental  of  S100  a 
month,  5  per  cent  of  the  gross  would  be  §48,600. 
Therefore,  the  statutory  excise  tax  for  the  Whitney 
Street  development  would  be  the  sum  of  §81,000 
and  §48,600,  which  sum  would  be  §129,600.  This 
amount  would  be  paid  directly  to  the  State 
Housing  Authority  and  would  be  returned  to  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  proposal  for  the  Whitney  Street  develop- 
ment is  to  be  calculated  quite  separately  and 
independently  of  the  statutory  excise  tax  outlined 
in  the  paragraph  above.  The  proposal  for  Whitney 
street  is  that  the  developer  pay  not  5  per  cent  but, 
rather,  15  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  from  rentals 
of  the  apartments  plus  §24,000  a  year  as  ground 
rent  upon  the  project  area.  At  full  occupancy  of 
the  810  apartments  at  an  average  rental  of  §100  per 
month,  15  per  cent  of  the  gross  would  be  8145,800 
a  year.  Adding  §24,000  (ground  rent)  to  this 
figure,  the  maximum  payment  would  be  §169,800. 
It  must  be  emphasized  that  this  figure  is  based  on 
100  per  cent  occupancy.  The  developer  proposes 
to  bind  himself  by  contract  to  pay  not  less  than 
§144,000  in  any  event. 

Your  committee  invites  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council  at  this  point  that  the  §144,000  minimum 
would  be  substantially  more  than  the  excise  tax 
required  by  the  statute.  The  computation  of  the 
statutory  excise  tax  above,  it  must  be  emphasized, 
is  based  on  a  valuation  of  100  per  cent  of  building 
cost  and,  secondly,  an  occupancy  of  100  per  cent. 
Both  of  these  presumptions  could  be  revised 
downward  quite  easily  but  could  hardly  increase 
except  in  a  serious  inflationary  period. 

Your  committee  anticipates  that  at  this  point 
the  interested  reader  would  become  curious  as  to 
why  the  figure  §144,000  was  selected  as  the  mini- 
mum payment  figure.  As  explained  to  the  com- 
mittee, the  purpose  is  to  set  a  minimum  payment 
figure  which  would  leave  the  city  whole.  The 
City  of  Boston  must  accept  two  basic  financial 
losses  in  initiating  this  project.     They  are: 

(1)  The  loss  of  an  estimated  §60,000  a  year 
in  tax  revenue,  which  the  city  now  receives  from 
real  property  presently  standing  upon  the  project 
area. 

(2)  The  cost  of  acquisition  of  the  project  area 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  clearance  thereof,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  land  available  to  the 
redeveloper. 

The  project  cost  will  be  approximately  §1,500,- 
000.  The  proposal  is  to  make  the  city  whole  in 
twenty  years.  To  do  so,  the  city  must  receive 
§60,000  to  replace  its  present  tax  revenue  from  the 
area  plus  one  twentieth  of  the  §1,500,000  project 
cost  figure  ($75,000)  plus  the  financial  charges  to 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  loan  of  the  §1,500,000 
project  cost.  The  sum  of  these  three  figures  would 
be  approximately  8144,000  annual  payment  to  the 
city.  Succinctly  described,  you  might  say  that  tin- 
replacement  of  present  tax  revenue  plus  amortiza- 
tion and  interest  on  the  project  cost  would  come  to 
approximately  §141,000  a  year  and  this  is  the 
proposed  minimum. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  while  the  above 
description  may  appear  somewhat  complicated,  it 
is  really  an  over-simplification.  Examination  of 
the  exact  language  of  the  lease  will  be  important  in 
achieving  a  more  precise  understanding  of  this 
part  of  the  proposal. 

Your  committee  further  observes  that  while  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  §144,000  annually  to  the 
City  of  Boston  would  in  twenty  years  return  the 
city's  financial  investment  in  the  project,  the 
developer  is  not  bound  to  build  the  three  buildings 
which  would,  if  built,  yield  this  sum  of  money. 
Tin-  developer  proposes  to  bind  himself  firmly  to 
build  but  one  building.  Following  this  line  of 
thought,  your  committee  directed  the  developer 
to  calculate  the  financial  loss  to  the  City  of  Boston 
precisely  should  the  developer  build  no  more  than 
lie  proposes  to  firmly  bind  himself  by  contracl  l.o 
construct.  Mr.  Morgan  agreed  to  provide  this 
calculation  at  a  later  time. 

A  further  difficulty  arises  here  in  that,  at  the 
present  time,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  may 
not  borrow  for  a  period  in  excess  of  fifteen  years. 
There  is  presently  pending  in  the  Legislature  a 
bill  to  extend  this  period  to  thirty  years. 


The  reason  the  proposal  is  to  lease  the  land  to 
the  developer  rather  than  sell  it  to  him  is  that  an 
excessive  and  unacceptable  "write-off"  would 
occur  if  the  land  were  sold.  Either  way,  lease  or 
sale,  the  project  cost  to  the  city  would  be  §1,500,- 
000.  If  sold,  the  most  a  redeveloper  could  afford 
to  pay  for  the  cleared  land  would  be  §300,000. 
The  "write-off"  would,  therefore,  be  about 
81,200,000,  and  this  the  City  of  Boston  would 
have  to  accept.  The  leasing  arrangement  is  con- 
sidered far  superior. 

Realistic  Estimate  of  Tax  Advantage. 

In  exploring  the  question  of  the  economic 
feasibility  of  the  developer's  proposal,  your  com- 
mittee spent  quite  some  time  in  the  attempt  to 
realistically  estimate  what  the  developer's  tax 
advantage  really  is.  If  his  tax  advantage  is  con- 
siderable, the  risk  to  the  developer  and  to  the 
City  of  Boston  is  less. 

Compared  to  the  tax  formula  which  is  to  be 
applied  to  those  apartments  to  be  constructed  in 
the  Prudential  area,  the  tax  advantage  of  the 
Whitney  Street  developer  would  not  be  particu- 
larly impressive.  Put  quite  simply,  the  Prudential 
formula  is  20  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  from  the 
property  and  the  Whitney  Street  formula  would  be 
15  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  of  the  property. 
This  would  yield  a  rental  upon  the  Whitney 
Street  property  of  but  §5  or  so  a  month  less  than  an 
apartment  of  similar  description  in  the  Prudential 
area. 

The  argument  here  is  many  sided  and  your  com- 
mittee draws  no  final  conclusions  at  this  time. 
We  suggest  a  far  more  thorough  analysis  of  the 
tax  advantage  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
to  be  submitted  later. 

We  are  aware  of  many  factors  favoring  the 
Whitney  Street  proposal  here,  e.g.,  the  undoubted 
legality  of  the  Whitney  Street  formula,  the  lack  of 
effort  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  new  apartment 
housing  in  this  area  so  that  both  Prudential  and 
Whitney  Street  might  both  be  oversubscribed, 
et  cetera. 

Miscellaneous. 

Beacon  Redevelopment  Financial  Resources. 

The  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  and 
the  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  have  a  binding 
agreement  whereby  Charlesbank  Homes  agrees 
to  pay  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation 
§500,000.  The  agreement  was  represented  to  the 
committee  as  a  legally  binding  one  by  Mr.  Vaughan, 
attorney  for  Beacon. 

Legislative  Amendments. 

Your  committee  has  received  the  impression 
that  while  chapter  121A  is  presently  workable,  it 
could  be  made  more  widely  useful  by  legislative 
amendment.  It  has  been  suggested  that  as  a 
result  of  the  Whitney  Street  experience,  amend- 
ments will  be  sought.  Your  committee  inquired 
as  to  what  plans  have  been  made  to  organize  the 
effort  to  obtain  amendments.  Apparently  no  such 
effort  has  been  planned.  Wc  feel  that  a  broadly 
representative  committee  ought  to  be  immediately 
formed  for  this  purpose  to  follow  through  on 
Whitney  street  and  to  be  prepared  to  file  amend- 
ments to  !><■  considered  by  the  Great  and  General 
Court  in  the  year  I960.  In  this  respect  we  again 
issue  a  friendly  challenge  to  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board  to  accept  the  responsibility  which  we 
feel  is  theirs  to  take  some  leadership  in  this  regard. 

Your  committee  feels  strongly  that  the  Whitney 
Street  effort  should  be  made  in  such  a  way  as  to 
obtain  maximum  benefit  to  Boston.  Amendments 
to  chapter  121 A  aimed  at  making  the  legislation 
more  widely  useful  would  certainly  be  a  benefit 
which  the  city  might  rightfully  expect  from  the 
effort  which  it  will  be  required  to  make  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Whitney  Street  project  if  approved. 

Performance  Bond. 
Your  committee  suggests  that  since  the  rede- 
velopment corporation  will  not  be  (cannot  bo 
under  chapter  12IA)  Beacon  Redevelopment  Cor- 
poration, that  it  would  be  wise  to  require  a  bond 
in  the  nature  <»i  a  performance  bond  to  be  posted  l>\ 
the  development  corporation  to  insure  that  al 
least  the  first  building  will  be  constructed.  We 
[eel  such  an  an  angement  ought  not  to  be  diffioull 
to  achieve. 

Position  of  Beacon    Redevelopment    Corporation. 

It   is  the  policy  of  the  Beacon   Redevelopment 

Corporation    to   see    to   it   thai    a    corporation   is 

formed   capable  o{  constructing   the   first  of   the 
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three  buildings  which  it  is  proposed  will  stand  on 
the  7! -acre  Whitney  Street  Project  area. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation  that  the  first  building  will  prove  a 
successful  apartment  building  and  that  because 
of  its  obvious  economic  success,  developers  other 
than  Beacon  Redevelopment  and  its  subsidiary 
corporation  for  Whitney  Street  will  come  forward 
and  volunteer  to  construct  the  second  and  the 
third  building. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  no  penalty  clause 
in  the  contract  with  Beacon  Redevelopment  which 
would  spur  Beacon  Redevelopment  to  build  the 
second  unit  of  the  three  proposed.  It  is  suggested 
that  Beacon  is  bound  to  lease  the  second  parcel 
of  land  indefinitely.  This  obligation  would  impose 
but  a  trivial  financial  burden  upon  Beacon  Re- 
development and  would  hardly  deter  it  from  its 
expressed  policy  of  encouraging  others  to  build 
the  second  and  third  units. 

Your  committee  at  this  time  neither  approves 
nor  rejects  this  expressed  policy  of  Beacon  Re- 
development Corporation.  We  do  suggest  strongly 
that  to  avoid  hard  feelings  and  misunderstanding 
later  there  ought  to  be  an  understanding  as  to  the 
policy  of  the  redevelopment  corporation  should 
Beacon  be  reluctant  to  continue  after  the  construc- 
tion of  the  first  building.  We  suggest  that  Beacon 
Redevelopment  Corporation  in  its  first  bur3t  of 
enthusiasm  not  oversell  itself. 

The  position  of  the  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation  also  suggests  the  urgency  of  obtaining 
such  liberalizing  amendments  to  the  Limited- 
Dividend  Law  as  will  encourage  private  profit- 
making  developers  to  interest  themselves  in  this 
effort.  If  Beacon  Redevelopment  is  the  first 
group  to  go  this  far  with  limited-dividend  housing  in 
thirteen  years,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  if 
Beacon  desired  to  withdraw  after  the  construction 
of  the  fir3t  building  there  might  well  be  a  pro- 
nounced scarcity  of  developers  volunteering  to 
succeed  Beacon  and  the  city  would  find  itself  with 
a  large  and  embarrassingly  vacant  piece  of  land 
on  its  hands. 

Critique. 

Your  committee  has  a  large  number  of  specific 
criticisms  of  the  Whitney  Street  proposal.  Here 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to  categorize  these 
criticisms  in  a  few  broad  classifications. 

I. 
Documentation. 
Your  committee  feels  that  there  ought  to  be 
available  to,  not  only  the  committee  and  the 
Council,  but  to  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
as  well,  for  intelligent  analysis  of  the  Whitney 
Street  proposal,  the  following  documents: 

1.  A  draft  of  the  lease  which  it  is  proposed 
will  run  between  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Chapter  121A  Corporation  (or  corpora- 
tions) which  will  accomplish  the  Whitney  Street 
redevelopment. 

2.  The  instrument  running  between  the  Beacon 
Redevelopment  Corporation  and  Charlesbank 
Homes,  Inc. 

3.  A  Declaration  of  Policy  on  the  part  of 
Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  which  must  supply  the 
equity  money  for  the  Whitney  Street  development 
as  to  its  policy  toward  the  said  development. 

4.  A  copy  of  the  instrument  whereby  Charles- 
bank Homes,  Inc.,  was  established,  with  specific 
reference  to  the  exact  phrasing  of  that  part  of  the 
will  under  which  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  pro- 
posed to  allocate  money  to  Beacon  Redevelop- 
ment Corporation. 

5.  All  documents  pertaining  to  the  Agreement 
of  Association  and  Articles  of  Organization  of  the 
Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation. 

6.  A  statement  to  be  furnished  by  the  attorney 
for  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  to  the  effect  that  this 
activity  is  within  the  terms  of  Charlesbank  Homes 
Trust. 

II. 

Responsibility. 

Your  committee  feels  that  a  clear  and  under- 
standable image  of  the  Whitney  Street  proposal  is 
not  at  present  available  because  of  the  blurring  of 
the  lines  of  responsibility  for  developing  the  vari- 
ous facets  of  the  proposal  between  the  agencies  and 
persons  involved,  specifically: 

1.  Representations  as  to  availability  of  re- 
sources to  accomplish  Whitney  street  ought  to 
come  from  the  group  in  control  of  the  resources. 
This  is  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc. 


To  date  representations  of  the  intent  of  Cliarles- 
bank  Homes,  Inc.,  have  conic  from  sources  with 
basic  loyalties  to  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corpora- 
tion rather  than  to  Charh.'sbank  Homes,  Inc. 

Your  committee  does  not  here  require  a  binding 
contract  with  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.  Ii  does 
feel  that  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  ought  to  for- 
mally, by  vote  of  the  trustees,  express  its  attitude 
and  future  intentions  toward  the  activities  of 
Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation. 

2.  Establishment  of  the  economic  feasibil it  j  of 
the  Whitney  Street  proposal  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Redevelopment  Authority. 

At  the  hearing  this  responsibility  was  shouldered, 
not  by  the  Authority  but  by  the  redeveloper. 

Any  developer,  in  his  desire  to  persuade  the  city 
to  proceed  would  present  the  proposal  in  its  most 
favorable  light.  This  is  his  right,  should  be  ex- 
pected, and  we  here  mean  and  intend  no  criticism 
of  the  present  developer.  But  the  City  Council 
should  not  be  asked  to  rely  upon  the  developer's 
representations.  The  Redevelopment  Authority 
must  assume  its  natural  role  here,  of  the  somewhat 
skeptical,  always  analytical,  well-informed  guardian 
of  the  city's  interests. 

Your  committee  strongly  recommends  that  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  be  required  to  furnish  a 
critical  economic  analysis  of  the  proposal  taken  at 
its  worst. 

This  analysis  should  be  in  the  form  of  a  document 
to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  in  establishing 
economic  feasibility  of  the  project. 

Illustrative  of  this  point  is  the  fact  that  at  the 
hearing  the  full  annual  yield  to  the  City  of  Boston 
from  the  three  buildings  after  their  completion  wa3 
explained  in  detail  to  the  committee  by  the  de- 
veloper. 

The  truth  is  that  the  developer  is  bound  to  con- 
struct but  one  building,  has  expressed  a  desire  not 
to  be  responsible  for  the  construction  of  the  second 
two  buildings,  and  suffers  an  almost  negligible 
penalty  if,  after  the  completion  of  the  first  building, 
he  declines  to  go  forward. 

3.  The  Assessing  Department  must  immedi- 
ately assume  the  responsibility  of  determining  how 
to  establish  the  assessment  upon  the  real  estate 
operated  under  chapter  121A  of  the  General  Laws. 
Wise  assessment  policies  could  have  far-reaching 
effect  upon  the  number  and  types  of  limited- 
dividend  developments  in  Boston  and  presumably 
establish  a  pattern  for  the  Commonwealth. 

So  far  the  only  discussion  of  assessment  policy 
with  respect  to  this  proposal  is  the  developer's 
suggestion  of  assessment  at  100  per  cent  of  build- 
ing cost.  For  a  host  of  reasons  this  is  inadequate 
analysis  but  again.it  is  not  the  developer's  role  to 
establish  assessment  policy  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sociological  Concept. 

Last  and  finally,  your  committee  suggests  that  all 
concerned  in  elaborating  the  Whitney  Street  con- 
cept ought  to  consider  one  basic  problem.  The 
problem  can  be  best  stated  as  follows: 

If  the  three  buildings  are  constructed,  a  com- 
munity of  about  2,000  persons  will  be  created, 
located  in  the  middle  of  the  Mission  Hill  section 
of  Roxbury.  The  Mission  Hill  community  is 
presently  healthy  and  vigorous. 

What  can  be  done  to  sociologically  design  the 
new  community  so  that  the  new  will  complement 
and  integrate  with  the  old  as  much  as  possible? 
We  feel  this  question  to  be  of  such  a  basic  nature 
that  it  might  serve  as  a  point  of  beginning  for  the 
whole  Whitney  Street  concept. 

Apartment  size  and  mixture,  tax  formulae,  and 
other  aspects  of  the  proposal  might  be  affected  by 
a  clearly-defined  policy  in  this  regard. 

Your  committee  expresses  its  continuing  interest 
in  the  development  of  a  sound,  clear-cut,  and 
workable  proposal. 

Your  committee  herewith  respectfully  submits 
this  interim  report.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPROPRIA- 
TIONS   AND    FINANCE. 

Coun.  HINES,  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Your  committee  herewith  recommends  pas- 
sage of  the  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
with  items  reduced  the  total  amount  of 
$3,026,107. 

Subsequent  to  the  submission  of  the  budget 
to  the  City  Council  on  February  2,  1959,  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  forwarded  to  the  Council 
recommended  reductions  of  specific  items  in 
the  budget.  The  total  amount  of  the  recom- 
mended reductions  (submitted  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 24,  1959)  was  $2,790,192.  Your  com- 
mittee has  incorporated  practically  all  of  the 
recommended  reductions  in  this  report  to  the 
Council. 

In  processing  the  budget  this  year,  your 
committee  invited  recommendations  from 
various  agencies  and  organizations.  Sugges- 
tions were  received  from  a  number  of  these 
groups.  Your  committee  expresses  its  thanks 
for   their   efforts. 

RECO  M  M  E  N  NATIONS. 

1.  Creation  of  a  post-audit  system  adminis- 
tered   by    the   Council. 

2.  Running  audit  of  expenditures  to  ensure 
availability  of  final  expenditure  figures  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  With  the  latest  electronic 
data-processing  equipment  there  should  be  no 
future  submission  of  a  budget  without  expendi- 
ture figures    available   at   the   same   time. 

3.  Negotiation  with  utility  corporations  for 
combined,    bulk    purchase    to    reduce    costs    by 


common  metering  and  a  single  billing  to  the 
city  rather  than  present  billings  at  dozens  of 
different  city  and  county  structures  all  on  a 
separate  basis.  Substantial  savings  might  be 
achieved. 

4.  Conscious  of  the  problems  of  our  city 
employees  and  the  obligation  of  the  city  to 
render  a  fair  day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work, 
representatives  of  unionized  employees  were 
invited  to  attend  executive  sessions  and  state 
their  views  from  time  to  time.  The  practice 
should    be    continued    in    subsequent    years. 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  2, 
1959,  the  appropriations  and  tax  orders  for 
the  year  1959,  submitted  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  recommends  the  passage  of  the  same 
with  reduced  items  as  shown  on  the  accom- 
panying  orders.

OPERATION  OF  JET  FIGHTER  AIRCRAFT 
FROM  LOGAN  AIRPORT. 

Coun.   FOLEY   offered   the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in- 
vites discussion  as  to  the  wisdom  of  operating 
jet  fighter  aircraft  from  Logan  Airport  by 
the  Massachusetts  Air  National  Guard;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  suggests 
most  emphatically  that  jet  fighter  aircraft  are 
a  traffic  hazard  to  other  commercial  air  traffic 
using  the  Logan  facility;  that  the  said  jet 
fighter  aircraft  ought  to  be  dispersed  for 
military  purposes  to  locations  far  removed 
from  Boston  Harbor  and  suggests  their  basing 
at  Logan  Airport  to  be  a  military  absurdity; 
and    be    it    further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  respectfully 
suggests  that  the  flight  characteristics  of 
single-engined  jet  fighter  aircraft  constitute  a 
menace  to  the  safety  of  the  densely  populated 
areas  surrounding  the  facility  many  times 
greater  and  more  immediate  than  the  opera- 
tion of  commercial  aircraft  from  Logan 
Airport. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules. 

Coun.  FOLEY  moved  that  in  connection 
with  the  foregoing  resolution  the  Clerk  be 
directed  to  send  a  copy  of  the  resolution  which 
was  adopted  to  General  Quesada  of  the 
Federal  Aviation  Authority,  General  Charles 
Sweeney,  the  Airline  Pilots  Association,  and  the 
Aircraft  Owners  and  Pilots  Association, 
together   with    the   following   letter:

INVOCATION  BY  THE  RIGHT  REVEREND 
CHRISTOPHER   P.   GRIFFIN. 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

From  this  spot  sacred  to  American  liberty 
there  has  gone  forth  our  daily  orisons,  our 
fervent  prayers  to  the  Thirone  of  our  Great 
and  Eternal  Father.  Humbly,  openly,  and  un- 
ashamed have  we  acknowledged  the  supreme 
dominion  of  God.  We  have  glorified  the  majes- 
tic sovereignty  of  our  God,  and  have  pleaded 
in  return  for  His  divine  favor  upon  our  land, 
His  grace  for  our  souls,  His  benediction  for 
our   hearts. 

Heavenly  Father,  Designer  Infinite,  Thou 
knowest  best  of  what  clay  we  humans  are 
made.  Thou  hast  given  us  powers  wanting  in 
the  reat  of  creation  and  one  of  these  is  the 
power  of  risibility,  the  power  to  smile,  which 
comes  from  the  ability  to  reflect.  The  broad- 
est smiles  will  be  seen  in  this  city  tomorrow, 
hearts  will  beat  faster,  eyes  will  be  brighter, 
and  steps  lighter,  and  as  all  nature  bursts 
forth  once  more  into  the  bright  glory  of 
spring,  only  the  dull  and  slow  of  heart  will 
not  feel  the  exultation  of  the  day,  for  it  is 
Red  Sox  Day  in  Boston. 

My  solemn  cherished  duty  is  to  pray  for 
senators  and  councillors,  that  they  may  be 
strong,  brave,  accurate,  making  no  errors,  and 
surpassing  in  human  achievement.  But  the 
senators  I  pray  for  tomorrow  are  not  the  ones 
with  that  title  written  across  a  white  wool 
uniform,  senators  invading  us  from  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  intent  on  stealing  bases, 
breaking  records,  damaging  property  on  Lans- 
downe  street,  endangering  the  lives  of  in- 
offensive Boston  lads  with  steaming  line 
drives.  If  the  errors  of  the  Washington 
Senators  tomorrow  are  multiplied  and  their 
hits  are  nullified,  or  eliminated,  it  won't  be 
because  I  did   not  wish   it  that  way. 

Notwithstanding  the  downright  reality  of 
our  problems,  our  budgets,  our  taxes,  not 
minimizing  the  world  crisis  in  which  the  tired 
world  seems  to  be  coming  apart  at  the  seams, 
as  mysterious  and  perplexing  as  it  seems,  the 
concentrated  attention  of  our  citizens  will  be 
riveted  on  a  small  white  canvas  sphere  with 
red  stitching,  and  the  success  of  nine  men  in 
Red  Sox  trying  to  hit  it,  pitch  it,  catch  it, 
stop  it,  throw  it,  and  run  faster  than  it. 
Seven  men  going  into  outer  space  will  be  ig- 
nored for  the  moment  while  we  pray  that  nine 
men  will  travel  safely,  frequently,  hurriedly, 
along  ninety  feet  of  smooth  ground  from  home 
plate  to  first,  ninety  more  to  second,  ninety 
more  to  third,  and  ninety  more  to  home  again. 
All  the  arguments  for  and  against  capital 
punishment  will  fade  into  the  air,  and  there 
will  be  the  off-repeated  demand  by  good  people 
for  the  immediate  murder,  summarily  and 
without  trial,  of  a  good-hearted  blue-clad 
umpire  who  fails  to  distinguish  between  fair 
and  foul  ball  and   strike.

traffic  during  the  rush-hour  periods.

Dear  Sir: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  communication  dated 
January  22,  1959,  concerning  Council  order  of 
January  19,  1959,  requesting  study  of  the 
feasibility  of  adopting  a  reversible  lane  system 
in  whole  or  part,  as  to  the  traffic  pattern  now 
utilized  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  Huntington 
avenue  or  Columbus  avenue,  or  any  or  all  of 
these,  to  further  expedite  the  movement  of 
traffic  during  the  rush  hour  pei'iods. 
Our  engineers  report  as  follows: 
As  a  result  of  the  above  Council  order,  sur- 
veys have  been  conducted  in  Columbus  avenue, 
Commonwealth  avenue,  and  Huntington  ave- 
nue relative  to  the  above  request  and  these 
surveys  indicate  that  this  system  would  not  be 
feasible  for  the   following   reasons: 

1.  Any  delays  occurring  on  these  arteries 
are  at  major  intersections  and  are  caused  by 
heavy  cross  movements  of  traffic.  These  delays 
would  still  occur  with  reversible  lanes  and  the 
intersectional  conflicts  could  only  be  resolved 
by    separation    of    roadways. 

2.  Even  if  the  above-mentioned  intersec- 
tional conflicts  could  be  eliminated,  it  is  very 
doubtful  whether  any  advantage  would  be 
gained  because  of  the  serious  congestion  which 
would  occur  at  each  terminus  where  the  transi- 
tion from  reversible  lanes  to  normal  lanes 
would  occur.  For  example,  Arlington  street, 
at  Boylston  street,  which  is  now  congested  in 
the    morning,    and    Kcnmore   square,    which    is 
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running  to  capacity  in  the  evening  would  not 
be  able  to  carry  any  additional  traffic  imposed 
by  such  a  system. 

3.  On  each  of  these  arteries  the  traffic  flow 
in  the  direction  opposite  to  the  peak  morning 
and  evening  flows  is  considerably  heavy  and 
cannot  be  adequately  accommodated  on  other 
streets. 

4.  None  of  these  streets  is  adaptable  to  such 
a  system  because  of  the  existing  permanent 
center  divisional  islands.  In  instances  where 
such  systems  have  been  installed  in  other  cities, 
there  is  no  division  in  the  highway  or  there 
are  movable  barriei-s  between  lanes  which  may 
be  either  manually  or  automatically  operated, 
such  >as   on  the   Outer   Drive  of   Chicago. 

5.  Such  a  system,  if  adopted,  would  require 
the  installation  of  so-called  lane  signals  above 
the  roadways  at  frequent  intervals  and  altera- 
tions to  existing  signals  along  each  entire 
route  requiring  the  expenditure  of  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars. 

6.  The  hiring  of  many  additional  police  of- 
ficers and  other  personnel  would  be  required 
in  order  to  properly  supervise  the  operation 
of  such  a  system. 

I  concur  with  the  report  of  the  engineers.

CITY  LOANS. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen : 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  92  of  the 
Acts  of  1953,  parking  meter  receipts  may  be 
used  to  meet  principal  and  interest  require- 
ments on  debt  incurred  for  the  establishment 
of  off-street  parking  facilities. 

Since  1947,  the  city  has  issued  eleven 
million  two  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($11,250,000)  in  bonds  and  has  used  the  pro- 
ceeds to  establish  parking  areas  and  facilities. 
According  to  records  of  the  Auditing  Depart- 
ment, five  hundred  sixty-five  thousand  dollars 
($565,000)  must  be  provided  in  the  current 
year  to  meet  principal  maturities  on  these 
bonds. 

In  view  of  the  authority  granted  by  the 
Legislature  under  chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of 
1953,  I  submit  herewith  an  order  providing  for 
the  appropriation  from  parking  meter  re- 
ceipts of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($500,000)  to  be  applied  to  meet  maturing 
debt  for  the  current  year  on  outstanding  park- 
ing facility  bonds.  The  remaining  sixty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($65,000)  will  be  provided 
from  tax  rate  revenues.

Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  1953  authorizes 
cities  and  towns  having  parking  meters  to 
apply  the  receipts  from  said  meters  to  the 
payment  of  any  debt  incurred  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  off-street  parking  areas  and  facilities. 
According  to  the  records  of  the  Auditing

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN  RE- 
DEVELOPMENT, REHABILITATION 
AND    RENEWAL. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and  Renewal, 
submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation  and  Renewal,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred on  March  2,  1959,  resolutions  and  other 
documentation  concerning  the  proposed  Rox- 
bury  Renewal  Area  (inclusive  of  Washington 
Park  Renewal  Area),  held  a  publicly  adver- 
tised hearing  at  Roxbury  Memorial  High 
School  on  April  16,  1959,  on  this  subject.  The 
hearing  was  held  in  the  evening,  and  was  more 
extensively  advertised  and  publicized  than  is 
normally  the  custom  in  the  case  of  public 
hearings  by  Council  committees.  The  hearing 
was  advertised  in  the  Boston  "Chronical," 
Boston  "Globe,"  Boston  "Herald,"  Boston 
"Traveler,"  Boston  "American,"  "Daily 
Record,"  "Christian  Science  Monitor,"  Boston 
"Graphic,"   and   the  Roxbury   "Citizen." 

Your  committee  took  this  unusual  step 
because   of   the  nature   of   the  proposal. 

The  proposal  for  the  Roxbury  Renewal  Area 
is,  of  course  basically  one  of  rehabilitation  and 
conservation,  and  the  clearance  portion  of  the 
project  will  not  be  significant  within  the  land 
area  involved.  Therefore,  the  Roxbury  Renewal 
Project  Area  is  largely  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people  wiho  are  presently  resident  within  the 
project  area.  It  would  depend  for  its  success 
very  largely  upon  the  cooperation  of  these 
people.  It  was  your  committee's  thought  that, 
in  view  of  this  needed  participation,  in  the 
initial  development  of  the  program,  wherever 
possible  these  people  ought  to  be  encouraged 
to  participate.  For  this  reason  principally, 
your  committee  hearing  was  held  in  Roxbury. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  spokes- 
man at  the  hearing  was  Monsignor  Francis  J. 
Lally,  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority.  His  statement  was  an  ex- 
cellent one,  generally  outlining  the  redevelop- 
ment concept  for  the  renewal  area. 

The  spokesman  for  the  Boston  Planning 
Board  was  General  Timothy  Regan,  chairman 
thereof.  His  perceptive  statement  of  the 
Planning  Board  attitude  toward  the  Roxbury 
renewal  concept  outlined  the  reasons  why  the 
1954  Federal  Renewal  Legislation  ought  to  be 
first  applied  to  this  area,  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  attendance  at  the  hearing  of  a  large 
number  of  well-informed  interested  citizens  from 
the  proposed  Roxbury  Renewal  Area  greatly 
encouraged  your  committee  and  bodes  well  for 
the  eventual  success  of  the  project. 

The  President  of  the  Roxbury  Community 
Council,  Mr.  Herbert  Tucker,  presented  to  the 
committee  for  statements  many  persons  prom- 
inent in  the  proposed  project  area. 

Your  committee  notes  that  all  of  these  per- 
sons were  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
resolutions    now   pending   before   this   Body. 

Your  committee  further  notes  that  at  one 
time  the  chairman  asked  if  anyone  among  the 
large  number  of  people  in  the  hall  were  op- 
posed to  the  acceptance  of  these  resolutions 
by  the  City  Council,  and  no  one  came  forward 
or  otherwise  indentified  himself  as  being  op- 
posed to  the  acceptance  of  these  two  resolu- 
tions. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  to 
the  City  Council,  the  adoption  of,  (1)  a  resolu- 
tion requesting  the  reservation  of  capital  grant 
funds,  approving  the  undertaking  of  surveys 
and  plans  for  an  urban  renewal  project  and 
the  filing  of  an  application  for  federal  advance 
of  funds,  said  resolution  applying  to  and  de- 
fining the  Roxbury  Renewal  Area,  including 
something  in  excess  of  1,000  acres;  (2)  your 
committee  further  recommends  the  adoption 
of  a  second  resolution  requesting  the  reserva- 
tion of  capital  grant  funds,  approving  the 
undertaking  of  surveys  and  plans  for  an  urban 
renewal  project,  filing  of  an  application  for 
federal     advance    of     funds,     which     resolution 


refers  to  a  smaller  proposed  project  area,  in- 
volving an  area  somewhat  less  than  190  acres 
and  otherwise  identified  as  the  Washington 
Park   Renewal   Area.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN  REDEVELOPMENT,  REHA- 
BILITATION   AND   RENEWAL. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and  Renewal, 
submitted    the   following    interim    report: 

Interim  Repoiit  of  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation  and  Re- 
newal re  the  Whitney  Street  Rede- 
velopment Proposal. 

Your  committee  invites  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  following  paragraph  to  be  found 
in  the  Interim  Report  of  April  6,  1959,  upon 
the  same  subject  in  the  minutes  of  the  April  6, 
1959,  meeting,  on  page  169.  It  reads  as 
follows: 

"The  Assessing  Department  must  immediate- 
ly assume  the  responsibility  of  determining 
'how  to  establish  the  assessment  upon  the  real 
estate  operated  under  chapter  121A  of  the 
General  Laws.  Wise  assessment  policies  could 
have  far-reaching  effect  upon  the  number  and 
types  of  limited-dividend  developments  in  Bos- 
ton and  presumably  establish  a  pattern  for  the 
Commonwealth." 

So  far,  the  only  discussion  of  assessment 
policy  with  respect  to  this  proposal  is  the 
developer's  suggestion  of  assessment  at  100 
per  cent  of  building  cost.  For  a  host  of 
reasons,  this  is  inadequate  analysis  but  again 
it  is  not  the  developer's  role  to  establish 
assessment  policy  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  is  your  committee's  understanding  that  as 
yet  no  analysis  in  line  with  the  suggestion  has 
been  undertaken  by  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  or 
ether  persons  in  the  Assessing  Department  of 
the  City  of  Bos-ton.  This  is  apparently  because 
of  the  press  of  other  business  in  that  depart- 
ment. However,  your  committee  feels  that 
analysis  upon  this  most  important  question 
ought  not  to  be  further  delayed. 

Therefore,  your  committee  recommends 
adoption  of  the  first  accompanying   resolution. 

Since  the  filing  of  the  Interim  Report  on 
April  6,  1959,  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of 
your  committee  that  a  public  school  known  as 
the  Martin  School  has  been  discontinued  for 
use  as  a  school  and  that  the  Committee  on  the 
Sale  of  Land  and  Buildings  is  contemplating 
the  disposal  of  this  school  site. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Martin  School 
is  directly  across  Huntington  avenue  from  the 
project  site,  it  is  your  committee's  strong 
feeling  that  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority ought  to  seriously  investigate  the  pos- 
sibility of  integrating  the  28,000  feet,  more  or 
less,  of  ground  space  included  in  the  Martin 
School  site  with  the  Whitney  Street  Rede- 
velopment area. 

Once  this  concept  which  does  not  seem  to  be 
particularly  debatable  is  accepted,  the  further 
suggestion  of  integrating  into  the  Whitney 
Street  Project  area  the  triangle  bounded  by 
Longwood  avenue,  Huntington  avenue,  and 
Wigglesvvorth  street  is  immediately  suggested. 
Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  second  accompanying  resolu- 
tion.

59B.  Motion  for  Immediate  Entry  of  Judg- 
ment.— In  any  action  of  contract  where  the 
plaintiff  seeks  to  recover  a  debt  or  liquidated 
demand,  he  may,  at  any  time  after  the  defen- 
dant has  appeared  or,  in  a  removed  case,  after 
its  entry,  on  affidavit  by  himself  or  by  any 
other  person  who  can  swear  to  the  facts  of 
his  own  knowledge,  verifying  the  cause  of 
action  and  stating  that  in  his  belief  there  is  no 
defence  thereto,  move  for  immediate  entry  of 
judgment  for  the  amount  of  the  debt  or  de- 
mand, together  with  interest  if  any  is  claimed. 
The  motion  may  be  set  down  for  hearing  upon 
four  days'  notice  and  after  hearing  the  court 
may,  unless  the  defendant  by  affidavit,  by  his 
own  evidence  or  otherwise  shall  disclose  such 
facts  as  the  court  finds  entitle  him  to  defend,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC 
HOUSING. 

Coun.  MCDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public    Housing,    submitted    the    following: 

Report    of    Committee    on    Public    Housing: 

In  compliance  with  an  order  of  this  Body 
passed  March  16,  1959,  and  reading  as  follows: 

'"Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public 
Housing  or  the  Chairman  thereof  compile 
enough  information  upon  the  housing  for  the 
aged  program  so  that  the  Council  might  have, 
by  way  of  a  committee  report,  a  clear  picture 
of  the  present  status  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority's  400-unit  construction  program  for 
the  aged." 

Your  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Housing  has  met  with  the  Chairman  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and  as 
a  result  has  obtained  the  following  informa- 
tion which  he  now  submits  to  the  membership 
in  the  form  of  a  report  of  the  committee  on 
Public  Housing  after  having  obtained  the 
approval   of    that  committee. 

At  the  present  time  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  has  chosen  six  sites  upon  which  to 
build  the  400  units  of  authorized  housing 
for  the  aging  from  approximately  50  sites 
throughout   the   city    which    were   viewed. 

These  six  sites  have  been  deemed  suitable  by 
the   Public    Housing    Administration. 


The  Authority  has  also  chosen  six  archi- 
tectural firms  to  draw  preliminary  plans  and 
specifications   for   each  of   these  six  sites. 

These  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared 
and  incorporated  with  other  information  into 
a  so-called  Development  Program.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  latter  being  to  convince  the  federal 
government  that  a  financially  feasible  develop- 
ment can  be  worked  out  within  all  applicable 
Federal    Law    and    Administrative    rulings. 

A  Development  Program  for  each  of  the 
six  sites  is  now  on  file  with  the  Public  Housing 
Administration,  and  in  accordance  with  its 
suggestions,  certain  revisions  are  now  being 
filed.  It  is  hoped  that  approval  of  this  De- 
velopment Program  will  be  received  promptly, 
following  which  the  Authority  will  enter  an 
Annual  Contributions  Contract  with  the  federal 
government. 

Meantime,  the  Authority  has  also  asked  the 
Public  Housing  Administration  to  grant  it  a 
loan  for  preliminary  expenses,  repayable  when 
funds  can  be  procured  under  the  terms  of  the 
Annual    Contributions    Contract. 

While  this  work  has  been  in  progress,  meet- 
ings have  been  held  with  the  Mayor's  Advisory 
Committee,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Alan 
R.   Morse,    with   the   following   results: 

( 1 )  Five  of  the  six  sites  have  been  ap- 
proved. The  sixth  site  did  not  meet  ready 
acceptance  on  the  theory  that  the  population 
in  the  area  is  sufficiently  dense  without  in- 
creasing it,  that  there  are  presently  some 
accommodations  in  the  area  for  aging,  and  that 
adding  another  highrise  building  to  the  present 
developments  in  the  area  adds  to  the  "institu- 
tional-like look." 

The  Authority  believes  that  the  following 
reasons   for   building   in    the   area   are   valid: 

1.  The  land  is  owned  by  the  Authority. 

2.  The  numbers  of  persons  to  be  added 
to  the  area  is  relatively  small,  the  average 
number  of  persons  per  apartment  to  be 
housed  in  the  new  structures  being  approxi- 
mately only  one  third  as  great  as  the 
average-sized  family  now  housed  in  the  de- 
velopments   in    the    area. 

3.  The  apartments  for  aging  in  the 
present  developments  are  highly  satisfactory. 

4.  There  are  more  than  enough  applica- 
tions for  tenancy  in  this  development  to  fill 
the  apartments  proposed  to  be  erected. 

(2)  The  types  of  buildings  to  be  erected 
are   suitable   for    the   areas. 

(3)  A  report  of  a  Subcommittee  on  Special 
Features  was  filed  with  the  Authority.  A 
copy  of  that  report  dated  February  18,  1959, 
is  enclosed  for  your  information.  A  meeting 
was  held  on  this  phase  of  the  work,  and  all 
seventeen  items  were  reviewed  and  individually 
discussed.  As  pointed  out  in  the  report — "It 
will  readily  be  seen  that  this  is  not  a  report 
of  suggestions  unfamiliar  to  planners  of  hous- 
ing for  the  aged,  but  rather  an  emphasis  on 
certain  features  to  which  the  committee  wishes 
to  draw  special  attention."  It  was  the  con- 
sensus that  almost  without  exception  the 
special  features  seemed  desirable,  and  the 
Authority  agreed  to  procure  approval  of  them 
from  the  Public  Housing  Administration,  if 
that  was  financially  possible  within  the  frame- 
work  of   cost   restrictions    in   the  law. 

When  an  Annual  Contributions  Contract  is 
signed  with  the  Public  Housing  Administra- 
tion, funds  will  then  become  available  to  enter 
into  formal  contracts  with  the  architects  and 
proceed  to  the  preparation  of  final  plans  for 
publicly-advertised  bids  for  construction.  At 
the  same  time,  plans  for  acquisition  of  the 
land  involved  can  be  started  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  surveys,  title  search,  ap- 
praisals, and  such  other  steps  as  may  be 
necessary. 

The  Authority  has  met  with  the  Chairman 
and  Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  for  discussion  of  its  plans.  The 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  indicated 
to  this  Authority  that  five  of  the  proposed 
building  plans  are  in  areas  in  which  it  has 
no  present  plans.  In  the  sixth  area  in  the 
Elm  Hill  district  of  Roxbury  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  has  stated  that  the 
proposed  building  plans  of  this  Authority  tie 
in   very   acceptably   with   its   plans   for   the   re- 
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habilitation    and    conservation    of    this    general 
area. 

The  City  Planning  Board  has  examined  the 
proposals  for  building  developments  for  aging 
persons  in  each  of  the  six  areas  involved,  and 
has  found  "that  the  proposed  development 
conforms  to  the  General  Plan  and  does  not 
conflict  with  future  plans  for  the  develop- 
ment  of   this    area." 

Each  development  will  have  space  for  com- 
munity activities  equipped  with  adequate  toilet 
and  kitchen  facilities. 

The  average  gross  rental  for  these  apart- 
ments is  estimated  to  be  in  the  $40-$45  monthly 
range. 

There  is  presently  at  the  Authority  a  pool 
of  some  1,100  cases  awaiting  assignment  to 
apartments    for    the    aging. 

Other  locations  for  additional  apartments 
are  under  consideration,  including  districts  of 
the  city  not  assigned  any  quota  in  this  first 
program. 

There  is  a  relatively  large  aging  population 
in  the  South  End.  The  Authority,  as  well  as 
the  Advisory  Committee,  is  desirous  of  build- 
ing in  the  South  End.  Despite  this,  the  Au- 
thority has  not  proposed  any  building  in  the 
area  because  it  does  not  believe  that  over-all 
plans  for  the  future  of  this  area  are  sufficiently 
crystallized.  The  Authority  has  discussed  this 
matter  with  representatives  of  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  and  will  await  a  further 
indication  from  that  Authority  as  to  any  plans 
it  may  have  for  the  South  End  which  will  be 
made  in  cooperation  with  the  City  Planning 
Board. 

All  work  done  under  this  program  must 
conform  to  all  local  laws,  codes  or  standards. 

All  apartments  will  be  either  of  the  three- 
or    four-room    size. 

A   three-room   apartment  consists   of: 
I  Living  Room 
1   Bedroom 

1  Kitchen-Dinette     and 
1  Bath 

The  four-room  apartment  contains  an  ad- 
ditional   bedroom. 

Until  the  Authority  has  a  signed  contract 
with  the  Public  Housing  Administration,  and 
approval  by  the  State  Housing  Board,  it  will 
not  be  in  a  position  to  give  complete  assurance 
that  plans  for  any  specific  site  will  go 
forward. 

In  view  of  this,  the  Authority  has  been 
cautious  in  making  any  announcements  which 
would  tend  to  cause  unwarranted  apprehension 
on  the  part  of  the  property  owners  or  tenants 
on  the  sites  or  adjacent  areas,  or  encourage 
contacts  with  property  owners  prior  to  op- 
portunity for  the  Authority  to  confer  with 
them. 

In  addition  to  the  list  of  procedure  followed 
by  the  Authority  in  attempting  to  extend  its 
federally-aided  housing  program,  your  com- 
mittee submits  and  incorporates  by  reference 
into  this  report  a  report  of  a  subcommittee 
of  the  Mayor's  Advisory  Committee  to  its  full 
committee  as  well  as  six  sheets  containing  a 
considerable  amount  of  detailed  information 
on  the  six  proposed  sites  referred  to  above.

Report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Special  Fea- 
tures in  Housing  for  the  Elderly, 
February  18,  1959. 

The  committee  has  held  two  meetings.  At- 
tending the  first  meeting  on  December  17,  1958, 
were  Mrs.  Larson,  Chairman,  of  Family  Serv- 
ice Association;  Mr.  Daniel  Cronin,  Public 
Welfare  Department;  and  Mr.  Rubin,  Jewish 
Family  and  Children's  Services.  At  the  second 
meeting  on  February  18,  1958,  there  were  in 
addition  to  the  above:  Mrs.  Powell,  Widows' 
Society;  Dr.  Snegireff,  Harvard  School  of  Pub- 
lic Health;  and  Mrs.  Alan  Morse,  Chairman 
of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  Boston  Housing 
Authority. 

The  committee  recognizes  that  it  is  most 
appropriate  to  leave  to  architects,  engineers, 
and  other  specialists  freedom  to  express  their 
own  professional  skills  in  the  design  and  con- 
struction of  individual  projects,  knowing  that 
they  have  at  their  disposal  detailed  studies 
that  have  been  made  in  this  field.  We  would 
like  to  make  special  reference  to  the  "Stand- 
ards of  Design  on  Housing  for  the  Elderly," 
published  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Housing 
Board  in  March,  1954,  and  available  in  bound 
form. 

The  Committee  on  Special  Features  would 
therefore  like  to  emphasize  certain  specific 
features  to  which  they  would  like  special 
attention  given  before  plans  are  completed  for 
construction. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that 
whether  the  construction  be  of  high-rise  or 
low-rise  type,  it  should  be  consistent  with  the 
type  of  dwellings  existing  in  the  sites  selected. 
The  following  features,  although  included  in 
many  specifications,  are  considered  worthy  of 
special   attention : 

(1)  Any  entrances  from  the  out  of  doors 
should  be  protected  from  the  weather  and  cold 
temperatures. 

(2)  Doors  to  elevators  should  operate 
mechanically. 

(3)  Call  bells  to  be  used  in  case  of  emer- 
gency should  be  located  in  the  bathroom  and 
near  the  beds,  with  proper  safeguards  against 
shock. 

(4)  Because  of  the  older  person's  failing 
vision,  more  than  the  ordinary  amount  of 
artificial     lighting     should     be     provided,     and 


night  lights  should  be  provided  near  bathrooms 
and   in   corridors. 

(5)  All   equipment  should  be  electrical. 

(6)  Cross  ventilation  where  possible,  and 
installation  of  mechanical  ventilators  in  kitchen 
and  bathroom  are  desirable.  Many  older  per- 
sons, otherwise  able  and  in  good  health,  have 
a  problem  in  control  of  odor  and  need  frequent 
ventilation   in   living   quarters. 

(7)  Bathroom  light  and  ventilator  should 
be  operated  by  the  same  switch  located  outside 
bath  room   door. 

(8)  There  should  be  no  thresholds  in  door- 
ways, and  door  openings  should  be  wide  enough 
to   permit   passage  of   wheelchair. 

(9)  In  high-rise  apartments  disposal  of 
rubbish  and  garbage  should  be  possible  without 
tenants  having  to  leave  their  floors.  There 
should  be  protection  at  incinerator  openings 
from  ignited  materials  that  sometimes  rise 
into   the   chutes. 

(10)  Laundry  facilities  should  be  easily 
accessible. 

(11)  Within  the  apartments  there  should 
be  adequate  division  of  sleeping  and  living 
areas   to   provide  privacy  and   quiet. 

(12)  No  shelves  should  be  located  so  high 
that  they  require  the  use  of  steps  or  chairs  to 
reach. 

(13)  Any  stairs  within  the  building  should 
be  provided  with  handrails  that  extend  far 
enough  beyond  the  top  level  to  insure  balance. 

(14)  In  high-rise  construction,  out-door 
balconies  should  be  provided  for  each  apart- 
ment, with  doorway  wide  enough  for  wheel- 
chair. 

(15)  In  larger  housing  units  consideration 
should  be  given  to  small  areas  at  the  end  of 
corridors  equipped  with  window  and  a  few 
seats  where  tenants  can  stop  and  socialize. 
This  would  break  up  the  tendency  to  isolation 
which  exists  where  there  are  long  corridors 
with   closed   doors. 

(16)  Each  unit  should  be  provided  with  a 
common  meeting  or  lounge  room,  preferably 
located  near  enough  to  laundry  facilities  to 
provide  a  natural  setting  for  socializing  dur- 
ing the  day  while  tenants  wait  for  washing 
to  be  done.  This  common  room  should  be 
equipped  with  durable  comfortable  furniture, 
and  with  a  kitchenette  and  toilet  facility.  It 
should  be  built  with  the  idea  in  mind  that  it 
could  be  used  for  community  groups  bringing 
activity  programs  into  the  housing  develop- 
ment. In  some  areas  where  community  serv- 
ices are  few,  there  might  be  more  need  for 
multipurpose  use  of  common  room  space.  In 
this  case  the  space  would  need  to  be  large 
enough  to  be  separated  into  smaller  rooms  by 
use  of  plastic  folding  partitions.  Thus  such 
space  could  be  converted  into  temporary  clinic 
or  interviewing  space. 

(17)  This  committee  endorses  the  use  of 
low  bathtubs  with  a  corner  seat,  also  equipped 
with  shower.  A  rubber  mat  should  be  standard 
equipment  for  each  tub  unless  tubs  are  con- 
structed   of   ncnslippery    material. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  this  is  not  a 
report  of  suggestions  unfamiliar  to  planners 
of  housing  for  the  aged,  but  rather  an  em- 
phasis on  certain  features  to  which  the  com- 
mittee desires  to  draw  special  attention.  In 
general,  we  believe  that  housing  for  the 
elderly  need  not  appear  institutional,  nor  ob- 
viously emphasize  their  infirmities,  but  include 
within  an  attractive,  well-located  facility  the 
special  features  which  will  insure  their  safety, 
maximum  good  health,  and   happiness.

Dear   Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  above  order  of  the 
City  Council,  the  Authority  submits  the  follow- 
ing   information: 

1.  There  are  presently  13,837  dwelling  units 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Authority,  of 
which  10,156  are  in  the  federally-aided  pro- 
gram and  3,681  are  in  the  state-aided  program. 

2.  As  of  the  date  of  the  last  report.  March  31, 
1959,  there  were  92  apartments  or  .7  per  cent 
unleased.  Of  the  92  apartments  unleascd,  86 
or  .8  per  cent  were  in  the  federally-aided  pro- 
gram, and  6  or  .2  per  cent  were  in  the  state- 
aided  program. 

3.  The  Authority  is  pleased  to  report  the 
following     information     with     reference    to     the 


families  who  were  displaced  from  their  homes 
by  the  serious  fire  which  occurred  in  the 
Nightingale  and  Wales  Streets  area  of  Dor- 
chester  on   Sunday,   April   26,    1959: 

Shortly  after  9  a.m.  on  Monday,  April  27, 
1959,  James  H.  Crowley,  the  Chief  of  the 
Tenant  Relations  Section  of  this  Authority, 
reported  to  the  fire  scene.  He  worked  in 
cooperation  with  the  Red  Cross  and  neighbor- 
hood organizations  in  temporary  quarters  es- 
tablished in  the  Civic  Club  on  Talbot  avenue. 

There  were  29  families  burned  out  in  this 
area,  of  whom  20  families  reported  to  the 
Red  Cross  for  aid  in  housing.  Of  the  20 
families  who  came  to  the  Red  Cross,  16  filled 
out  applications  for  housing  with  the  Au- 
thority. Of  these  lfi  families,  10  were  housed 
by  the  Authority,  5  of  the  families  refused 
the  accommodations  offered  to  them  by  the  Au- 
thority and  1  family  found  quarters  of  its  own. 

These  figures  indicate  that  of  the  16  families 
who  applied  to  the  Authority,  10  or  621  per 
cent  were  housed  by  the  Authority,  with  the 
remaining  6  families  either  refusing  the  apart- 
ments offered  to  them  or  finding  quarters  of 
their  own. 

Of  the  10  families  who  were  housed,  8  were 
given  the  keys  to  their  apartments  on  Monday 
so   that   they   could   move   in    immediately. 

One  of  the  9  families  who  did  not  apply 
for  housing  through  the  Red  Cross  applied 
directly  to  this  Authority.  This  family  was 
offered  accommodations  in  one  of  the  develop- 
ments  in   Brighton   but   did   not   accept. 

Four  of  the  displaced  families  were  housed 
in  the  only  vacancies  available  in  the  nearby 
developments  at  Franklin  Hill  avenue  and 
Franklin  Field,  with  the  remainder  being  ac- 
commodated   in    other    developments. 

The  undersigned  discussed  this  matter  with 
your  Honor  early  Monday  morning,  informing 
you  of  the  steps  being  taken  by  the  Authority 
to   help    in    this    situation.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  faced  with 
the  immediate  need  of  redevelopment  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  circumstances  of  the  times; 
and 

Whereas,  An  adequate  redevelopment  pro- 
gram must  pursue  many  objectives,  both 
sociological  and  economic,  and  must  involve 
many   kinds   of  efforts,   public  and   private;   and 

Whereas,  The  philosophy  of  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Program  under  the  1949  and  1954  federal 
legislation  is  basically  and  fundamentally 
oriented     toward     sociological    goals;     and 

Whereas,  Because  of  its  fundamental  pur- 
pose, the  Federal  Renewal  Program  is  neces- 
sarily   complex    and    protracted;    and 

Whereas,  There  is  provided  in  chapter  121 
of  the  General  Laws  authority  to,  among  other 
powers,  take  by  eminent  domain,  commercial 
properties  for  the  purpose  of  reselling  land 
for  redevelopment,  if  a  situation  of  obsolescence 
can  be  shown  in  the  case  of  the  present  use 
of  the  ground  space;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  program  under  chapter 
121  is  as  yet  untested  as  to  its  constitutionality, 
and  appears  to  be  limited  to  areas  where  blight 
is    prevalent;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  in  immediate 
need  of  direct,  substantial  and  measurable 
economic    rehabilitation;    and 

Whereas,  To  the  purpose  of  the  direct  re- 
habilitation of  the  city,  a  comparably  simple, 
direct    and    immediate   program    is    needed;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  the  owner 
in  fee  of  many  parcels  of  property  not  needed 
for  public  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  Speaking  broadly,  except  for  land 
acquired  through  the  tax  title  procedure  or 
allocated  to  park  purposes,  the  city  may  sell 
these    parcels    by    direct    sale;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  could,  if  it 
so  desired,  accept  as  primary  consideration  for 
the  conveyance  of  a  given  parcel  a  firm  com- 
mitment to  accomplish  a  specific  and  described 
redevelopment  within  a  stated  period  of  time; 
and 

Whereas,  It  can  clearly  be  demonstrated  that, 
for  revenue  purposes  the  City  of  Boston  is 
far  better  served  by  accepting  a  higher  tax 
yield  on  a  specific  ground  area  over  a  long 
period  of  time  than  by  contracting  the  largest 
possible  sum   in    payment  for   the  land;    be  it 

Resolved,  The  City  Council  respectfully  sug- 
gests to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  to  all  con- 
cerned a  basic  revision  in  policy  concerning 
the  disposal  of  surplus  municipal  real  estate. 
It  proposes  a  new  policy  be  adopted  providing 
that  the  basic  consideration  to  the  city,  be  the 
firm  commitment  to  redevelop  the  property  to 
the  fullest  extent  consistent  with  sound 
planning  principles  within  a  fixed  period  after 
conveyance;    and    be    it    further 

Resolved,  The  City  Council  invites  to  the 
attention  of  those  concerned  the  following 
advantages     of    this     program: 

1.  This  program  would  avoid  the  complex, 
necessarily  protracted  procedure,  and  the 
basic  sociological,  noneconomic  orientation  of 
the    Federal    Urban    Renewal    Program. 

2.  This  program  would  avoid  the  complica- 
tions involved  under  chapter  121  which  would 
make  it  necessary  to  condemn  areas  as  blighted 
or  commercially  obsolescent  before  the  Re- 
development Authority  could  take  them  for 
re-use. 

3.  Compared  to  both  State  and  Federal 
Renewal  Programs,  the  proposed  program 
would  have  the  advantage  that  it  could  be  used 
anywhere    in    the    city. 

Coun.    COFFEY    offered    the    following: 
Moved,   That   this   matter   be  referred   to   the 
Executive  Committee  and  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel    be    invited    to    appear    before    the    Ex- 
ecutive  Committee   next   Monday   at   3    P.M. 
The  motion   was   carried. 
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Whereas,  For  maximum  effectiveness  such 
a  program  as  outlined  in  the  previous  resolu- 
tion would  require  active  promotion  of  the 
redevelopment  of  specific  parcels  by  realtors 
rather   than    merely   waiting   for  proposals;   and 

Whereas,  For  the  purpose  of  initiating  and 
carrying  on  this  program,  support  and  assist- 
ance would  be  necessary  from  private  com- 
mercial   real   estate   interests;    therefore  be   it

the  above  concept  is  acceptable  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  respectfully  requests  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Board  to  formulate  a  plan  which

On  petition  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Legis- 
lature has  enacted  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of 
1959  which  provides  for  the  reorganization  of 
the  Public  Safety  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Boston    and   extending    its   function. 

The  new  act  places  the  Public  Safety  Com- 
mission within  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  and  enlarges  the  membership  on 
that  Commission  to  include  the  Director  of 
Civil  Defense,  the  Police  Commissioner,  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  School  Committee  in  addition  to 
the  present  members  of  the  Commission,  to 
wit,  the  Building  Commissioner,  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner,   and    the    Health    Commissioner. 

The  primary  purpose  in  enlarging  the  scope 
of  the  Public  Safety  Commission  is  to  have 
within  one  grouping  all  of  the  department 
officials  which,  in  one  way  or  another,  are 
called  upon  to  perform  duties  and  exercise 
authority  in  the  case  of  conflagration,  epi- 
demic, emergency  situations  or  disasters  of 
any  character.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUN.  PIEMONTE 
RE  ACCEPTANCE  OF  CHAPTER  668 
OF   ACTS   OF   1958. 

May  4,  1959. 
Minority  report  of  Councillor  Gabriel  F. 
Piemonte  re  the  approval  of  acceptance  of 
chapter  668  of  the  Acts  of  1958.  My  opposition 
to  the  approval  of  this  act  is  based  on  the 
following   grounds: 


1.  Acceptance  of  this  act  is  direct  violation 
of  home  rule  for  the  City  of  Boston  in  that 
it  usurps  the  authority  of  the  City  Council 
over  the  expenditures  to  be  made  by  the  city. 
Thus  the  City  Council  is  deprived  of  an  op- 
portunity to  analyze  and  evaluate  the  necessity 
of  earmarking  money  for  work  which  can  not 
be  undertaken  this  year  and  which  might  have 
been    used   to   reduce   the  current   tax   rate. 

2.  By  following  the  established  orderly 
procedure  of  submitting  their  requirement  in 
the  regular  budget  form  the  Hospital  Au- 
thorities would  be  assured  of  sufficient  funds 
to  carry  out  any  needed  repairs  and  the  tax- 
payer protected  from  any  needless  increase  in 
the  tax  rate.  (The  Auditor's  records  will 
substantiate  the  fact  that  the  City  Hospital 
has  closed  each  fiscal  year  with  unexpended 
balances) . 

3.  In  view  of  the  studies  now  in  progress 
regarding  the  future  needs  of  the  City  Hospi- 
tal, it  is  unwise  to  expend  any  huge  sums  of 
moneys    for    capital    improvements. 

4.  The  failure  to  approve  this  chapter  or 
the  loan  order  will  in  no  way  impede  needed 
repairs  at  the  hospital  plant.  The  hospital 
has  sufficient  funds  to  go  forward.  "The 
Hospital  Trustees  have  available  for  the  pur- 
pose of  remodeling,  reconstruction,  and  making 
extraordinary  repairs  an  unencumbered  balance 
of  $756,806.05  remaining  from  a  loan  which 
was  authorized  in  1955  in  the  amount  of 
$3,000,000,  $2,600,000  of  which  was  allocated 
by  the  statute  to  the  City  Hospital."  Mr. 
Lally,  executive  committee  hearing  of  the 
Council,    April   27,    1959,    Page  2. 

"The  exact  order  and  time  schedule  of  con- 
version to  a.c.  operation  and  cut  over  of  in- 
dividual feeders  is  susceptible  to  a  wide  range 
of  choice  depending  on  availability  of  funds 
and  operating  requirements.  The  time  re- 
quired to  complete  the  entire  conversion  pro- 
gram depends  on  availability  of  material  and 
the  contractor.  It  is  believed  that  a  reason- 
able estimate  of  the  time  required  is  twenty 
months,  assuming  that  funds  are  made  avail- 
able to  do  the  complete  program  as  a  con- 
tinuous job."  Pages  19  and  20  of  Study  of 
Jackson  &  Moreland,  engineers  commissioned 
by    the   hospital.

This  is  in  reference  to  an  order  of  the  City 
Council,  passed  at  its  meeting  on  April  G,  and 
reading  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  Building  Commissioner, 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner,  and  the  Law  De- 
partment for  the  purposes  of  providing  by  ordi- 
nance or  regulation  that  in  the  future  where  open- 
ings for  driveways  are  made  in  connection  with 
resurfacing  or  the  acceptance  of  any  street,  '.he 
building  contractor  or  developer  complete  the 
driveway  or  file  a  bond  to  cover  the  cost  for  the 
same." 


Inquiry  establishes  that  the  purpose  of  the 
Council  order  is  to  require  by  ordinance  that  when 
a  builder  or  developer  erects  dwellings  on  a  public 
street,  he  construct  for  each  dwelling  a  driveway 
across  the  sidewalk.  The  need  for  such  an  ordi- 
nance is  that,  in  some  instances,  the  builder  has 
failed  to  keep  his  promise  to  construct  a  driveway 
after  a  dwelling  has  been  sold. 

I   have   informed  the   Corporation   Counsel  re- 
garding the  situation  as  mentioned  above,  and  have 
requested  that  he  prepare  such  an  ordinance,  if  the 
city  has  the  legal  right  to  do  so.

1.  "Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to  direct 
their  representatives  to  personally  call  on  the 
owners  of  those  properties  that  have  been  taken 
for  the  West  End  Redevelopment  and  who  have 
not  as  yet  been  paid  for  the  property  taken,  for 
the  purpose  of  advising  each  person  of  his  or  her 
rights." 

Every  owner  of  property  was  notified  by  certified 
mail  at  the  time  of  the  taking,  April  23,  1958. 
Since  then,  option  negotiators  retained  by  the 
Authority  have  contacted  each  and  every  owner 
or  his  attorney,  advising  the  owner  of  their  rights 
and  making  the  offer  of  settlement  on  behalf  of 
the  Authority. 

On  March  10,  1959,  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  Authority  notified  in  writing  all  the  option 
negotiators  to  contact  each  owner  of  property  for 
which  settlement  had  not  been  made  and  advise 
them  of  their  rights  and  of  the  date  of  expiration 
for  petition  to  the  Superior  Court.

I  submit  herewith  a  communication  from 
the  City  Auditor  concerning  funds  received 
by  the  City  of  Boston  from  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority  and  the  application  there- 
of. 

The  statute  under  which  these  funds  were 
paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  provides  that 
$7,919,380  may  be  appropriated  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  for  any  purpose  or  purposes 
for  which  debt  could  be  incurred  outside  the 
debt  limit  for  a  term  of  twenty  years  or 
longer.  I  propose,  from  time  to  time  as  funds 
are  needed,  to  submit  appropriation  orders  to 
your  Honorable  Body  calling  for  the  appro- 
priation of  these  funds  for  eligible  purposes. 

I  submit  herewith  the  first  of  such  orders 
calling  for  the  appropriation  of  one  million 
dollars  for  the  municipal  auditorium  and  the 
rescission  of  a  like  amount  of  debt  authoriza- 
tion. Such  procedure  is  financially  sound  as 
interest  expense  will  be  saved  and  the  city's 
over-all  debt  status   will  be  reduced. 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  order  by 
your   Honorable   Body.

On  April  29,  1959,  the  Massachusetts  Turn- 
pike Authority  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  chapter  598,  Acts  of  1958, 
the  sum  of  $10,019,380,  representing  compen- 
sation for  the  existing  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel 
and  amounts  raised  in  tax  levies  for  tunnel 
operating  deficits  and  the  sum  of  $65,682.60, 
representing  accrued  interest  on  the  $10,019,380 
from  January  1,  1959,  to  April  29,  1959,  at 
the  interest  rate  of  2  per  cent.  In  addition, 
the  Authority  paid  to  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Sinking  Funds  the  sum  of 
$1,548,722.22,  representing  the  amount  which 
together  with  securities  and  cash  held  in 
Traffic  Tunnel  sinking  funds  would  equal  the 
amount  of  outstanding  Traffic  Tunnel  bonds. 

The  statute  under  which  these  payments 
were  made  provides  that  $7,919,380  of  the 
compensation  for  the  existing  tunnel  may  be 
appropriated  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
for  any  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  debt 
could  be  incurred  outside  the  debt  limit  for  a 
period   of  twenty  years  or  more. 

Some  of  the  purposes  for  which  these  funds 
could  be  appropriated  are  the  Municipal  Au- 
ditorium, Off-Street  Parking  Facilities,  and 
the  New  City  Hall.  Chapter  718,  Acts  of 
1957,  authorizes  borrowing  $12,000,000  outside 
the  debt  limit  for  a  term  of  not  more  than 
forty  years  for  the  construction  of  an  audi- 
torium. Chapter  624,  Acts  of  1958,  author- 
izes borrowing  $20,000,000  outside  the  debt 
limit  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  thirty  years 
for  the  construction  of  a  city  hall.  Under  the 
authority  of  chapter  450,  Acts  of  1955,  bor- 
rowing of  $5,000,000  has  been  authorized  for 
off-street  parking  facilities  outside  the  debt 
limit  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  twenty 
years. 

No  bonds  have  yet  been  issued  under  the 
authorization  for  the  new  city  hall;  $1,000,000 
has  been  issued  under  the  auditorium  author- 
ization on  a  short-term  basis  in  anticipation 
of  the  long-term  debt  issue;  and  $1,350,000  has 
been  issued  under  the  parking  facilities  au- 
thorization. 

Authorizations  for  the  issuance  of  debt  for 
any  of  these  purposes  would  be  reduced  to  the 
extent  of  the  amount  of  tunnel  transfer  pro- 
ceeds  appropriated. 

Upon  final  approval  by  the  City  Council  of 
an  order  calling  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter 
668,  Acts  of  1958,  $2,000,000  of  the  remaining 
$2,100,000  will  be  appropriated  for  remodeling, 
alterations,  and  extraordinary  repairs  a(  the 
City    Hospital.      The    remaining    $100,000    will 
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be  reserved  in  a  special  account  in  accordance 
with  section  63,  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  for  any  purpose  for  which 
debt  could  be  issued  for  a  term  of  ten  years 
or   longer. 

The  accrued  interest  received  in  the  amount 
of  $65,682.60  will  be  credited  to  general 
revenues  of  the  city  and  the  payment  to  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds  in 
the  amount  of  $1,548,722.22  will  be  invested 
in  securities  of  the  United  States  Government. 

In  regard  to  the  appropriation  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  the  $7,919,380,  I  recom- 
mend that  your  policy  be  to  submit  appro- 
priation orders  to  the  City  Council  from  time 
to  time  as  funds  are  needed  for  eligible  pur- 
poses. 

At  the  present  time  it  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  funds  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  on 
or  before  July  1,  1959,  for  the  payment  of 
short-term  debt  issued  in  December,  1958,  for 
the  municipal  auditorium.  In  December,  1958, 
a  temporary  loan  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000 
was  issued  on  a  short-term  basis  to  mature 
on  July  1,  1959,  in  anticipation  of  a  long- 
term  bond  issue.  You  may  recall  that  this 
method  of  financing  was  necessary  because  of 
litigation  arising  concerning  the  question  of 
the  constitutionality  of  the  statute  authorizing 
the  construction  of  the  auditorium.  The 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  decided  that  the 
statute  was  constitutional  but  not  enough 
time  remained  in  1958  to  advertise  for  bids 
for  a  long-term  bond  issue  and  the  $1,000,000 
was  issued  to  the  Merchants  National  Bank  of 
Boston  on  a  negotiated  basis. 

However,  instead  of  issuing  bonds  on  a  long- 
term  basis  for  the  municipal  auditorium,  I  rec- 
ommend that  an  order  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  calling  for  the  appropriation  of 
$1,000,000  out  of  the  tunnel  funds  and  that 
another  order  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
calling  for  the  rescission  of  $1,000,000  of  the 
original  $12,000,000  authorization.  Such  action 
will  accomplish  two  things.  Interest  expense 
will  be  saved  and  the  city's  over-all  debt 
status  will  be  reduced  by  $1,000,000.

Page  after  page  of  our  national  history

I  submit  herewith  orders  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  one  million  seven  hundred  ninety-four 
thousand  dollars  ($1,794,000)  to  provide  a  $6 
per  week  increase  in  wages  for  all  employees, 
with  the  exception  of  fire  fighters  and  police- 
men who  received  a  $15  per  week  increase  in 
wages  last  January.  One  order,  in  the  amount 
of  $1,650,000  will  provide  the  necessary  funds 
for  city  and  county  employees.  The  other 
order,  in  the  amount  of  $144,000  will  provide 
the  necessary  funds  for  nonacademic  school 
employees. 

It  might  be  contended  that,  because  of  its 
financial  situation,  the  city  should  not  further 
increase  its  annual  costs  by  giving  wage  in- 
creases to  its  employees.  In  my  opinion,  this 
contention  is  outweighed  by  the  moral  obliga- 
tion which  rests  upon  the  city  government  to 
pay  its  employees  a  decent,  livable  wage  which 
reflects   and   responds  to  higher  living   costs. 

In  view  of  the  substantial  appropriation 
necessary  for  the  upward  adjustment  of  em- 
ployees' wages,  it  is  now  more  necessary  than 
ever  before  to  fuither  the  program  for  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  permanent  em- 
ployees. I  therefore  call  upon  all  department 
officials  to  so  plan  their  department  activities 
that  vacancies  need  not  be  filled.  The  5  per 
cent  goal  for  reduction  in  the  number  of 
permanent  employees  must  be  accomplished, 
even  though  it  means  a  rearranging  of  the 
work  load.

I  submit  herewith  supplementary  budget 
recommendations  for  City,  County,  and  Income 
Departments  totaling  $2,521,076.  This  sum 
does  not  include  appropriation  for  wage  in- 
creases, which  are  the  subject  of  a  separate 
order.  The  supplementary  budget  estimates 
submitted  by  departments  totaled  $4,301,000. 
Of  the  recommended  amount  $761,376  is  re- 
submitted from  the  $3,913,816  which  was  re- 
duced by  your  Honorable  Body.  The  balance 
of  $1,759,700  is  to  provide  for  departmental 
needs  and  requirements  which  have  developed 
since  the  submission  of  the  1959  budget  esti- 
mates. 


All  the  allowances  in  this  supplementary 
budget  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the  ef- 
ficient and  proper  operation  of  City  and 
County   Departments. 

The  following  brief  comments  are  offered  in 
explanation: 

City  Departments. 
Welfare  Department — Relief  Payments,  $900,000 
Late  in  1958,  the  Legislature  voted  to  in- 
crease the  daily  cost  for  care  in  a  nursing 
home  from  $5.75  to  $6.50  a  day,  which  will 
result  in  an  increase  of  approximately  $50,000 
a  month.  Hospital  costs,  both  chronic  and 
acute,  increased  far  more  than  had  been  an- 
ticipated, and  based  upon  past  experience,  it 
is  estimated  that  the  department  will  expend 
$300,000  more  for  hospital  care  than  was 
spent  in  1958.  An  additional  $900,000  is  there- 
fore requested  for  this  item. 

Veterans'  Services  Department — Aid  to

AMENDMENT    OF    PROPOSED    ROXBURY 
RENEWAL   AREA.

In  connection  with  the  above-mentioned  Council 
order,  copy  of  which  is  attached,  the  following  in- 
formation is  submitted  for  your  consideration: 

Prior  to  Councillor  Piemonte's  order,  the  Au- 
thority voted  to  instruct  the  staff  to  survey  the 
area  in  the  general  vicinity  of  Erie,  Ellington 
Nightingale,  and  Wales  streets  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  advisability  of  amending  the 
present  Roxbury  Renewal  Area  boundaries.  This 
area  in  question  is  virtually  adjacent  to  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  Roxbury  Renewal  Area. 

However,  at  the  time  the  request  was  received 
from  the  office  holders  representing  that  district, 
the  Roxbury  Renewal  Application  had  been  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Council  and  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Regional  Office  of  the  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency. 

Federal  regulations  require  that  there  be  a 
certain  percentage  of  dilapidation  and  decay  in 
every  project  area  and  that  the  decay  or  dilapida- 
tion in  general  be  evenly  distributed  throughout 
the  project  area.  If,  after  the  studies  are  made  of 
this  additional  section,  it  becomes  established  that 
the  new  section  is  eligible  and  does  not  affect  the 
eligibility  of  the  existing  application,  the  Au- 
thority will  consider  amending  the  application  for 
the  project.

Dear  Sir: 

The  construction  of  the  Southeast  Expressway, 
insofar  as  it  concerns  the  area  adjacent  to  Mc- 
Connell  Park  and  Savin  Hill,  has  been  completed 
to  such  an  extent  that  we  now  are  ready  to  re- 
develop the  playground.  Because  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  expressway  the  playground  area  has 
been  substantially  reduced,  but  there  is  still  a 
sufficient  area  left  to  develop  a  modern  playground 
for  this  district. 

It  is  our  intention  to  rehabilitate  and  redesign 
the  playground  with  sodded  baseball  diamonds 
and  grassed  surface,  a  fully-equipped  tot  lot, 
benches,  and  drinking  fountains,  all  to  be  inclosed 
with  a  perimeter  of  attractive  trees  and  a  chain 
link  fence. 

The  contractor  working  on  the  expressway  has 
restored  the  field  house  so  that  it  is  now  in  excellent 
condition.  The  contractor  also  is  doing  other  work 
to  replace  sections  that  he  used  during  the  highway 
construction. 

The  City  Auditor  has  received  funds  from  the 
Commonwealth  Department  of  Public  Works 
covering  their  use  of  the  area,  and  we  are  now  in  a 
position  where  we  can  begin  work  to  give  this 
section  of  the  city  the  play  facilities  which  are 
badly  needed.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that, 
other  than  Savin  Hill  Park,  the  residents  of  this 
area  have  been  without  recreational  facilities  for 
some  three  years.  We  believe  we  can  complete 
this  playground  and  make  it  one  of  the  most 
attractive  in  the  city  with  an  appropriation  of 
$35,000. 

Accordingly,  it  is  respectfully  requested  that  you 
arrange  to  set  up  such  an  appropriation,  through 
the  City  Auditor,  under  a  special  appropriation 
heading.  It  would  be  appreciated  if  you  would 
give  this  matter  your  early  consideration.

PROPOSED  LEASE  OF  PART  OF  CITY 

HOSPITAL  POWER  PLANT. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  1,  1959. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  incineration  of  combustible  refuse  in  Bos- 
ton's new  incinerator  on  South  Bay  avenue,  Rox- 
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bury,  will  produce  a  substantial  amount  of  heat 
which,  to  avoid  wasting  it,  will  be  used  to  generate 
steam  for  the  purpose  of  heating  the  incinerator 
plant  itself,  the  premises  of  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital, and  possibly  also  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment's premises  on  Albany  street.  The  city's 
fuel  bill  for  heating  the  premises  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  and  the  Public  Works  Department's 
premises  on  Albany  street  should  thus  be  sub- 
stantially reduced,  but  not  entirely  eliminated  for 
the  reason  that  the  steam  boilers  in  the  incinerator 
will  have  to  be  fired  by  oil  in  order  to  supply  these 
premises  with  heat  during  hours  when  combustible 
refuse  is  not  being  incinerated.  The  incinerator, 
however,  will  render  unnecessary  substantial  por- 
tions of  the  City  Hospital's  power  plant  on  Albany 
street. 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  communication  from 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  charge  of 
the  Hospital  Department  notifying  your  Honorable 
Body  of  that  Board's  determination  that  certain 
described  property  constituting  part  of  the  City 
Hospital's  power  plant  will  not  be  required  for 
public  purposes  during  the  period  of  twenty  (20) 
years  commencing  June  1,  1960. 

Also  transmitted  herewith  is  an  order  which, 
when  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body,  will 
authorize  me  to  lease  this  surplus  property  to  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  for  the  term  aforesaid 
at  a  monthly  rental  of  $5,000.  Since,  in  addition 
to  this  rental,  the  city  expects  to  receive  substantial 
taxes  from  the  Boston  Edison  Company  on  the 
property  leased,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  will  be 
very  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  to  enter 
into  the  lease  proposed.  Accordingly,  I  recommend 
the  adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  order 
transmitted  herewith.

1980,  to  wit: 

First  Parcel. 

The  parcel  of  land  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
shown  as  Parcel  "A"  on  plan  of  Boston  City 
Hospital  Power  Plant  Area  by  A.  Phillips,  dated 
January,  1959,  as  revised  by  P.  O'Brien,  first  on 
February  16,  1959,  and  again  on  February  27, 
1959,  a  copv  of  which  plan  is  filed  with  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  this  Hoard  held  on  May  22,  1959, 
— said  parcel  of  land  being  bounded  and  described 
as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection 
of  the  exterior  face  of  the  southwesterly  wall  of  the 
building  on  Albany  street  in  said  Boston  housing

The  incineration  of  combustible  refuse  in  the 
city's  new  incinerator  on  South  Bay  avenue  in 
Roxbury  will  produce  substantial  heat  which,  to 
avoid  wasting  it,  will  be  used  to  generate  steam  for 
the  purpose  of  heating  the  incinerator  plant  itself, 
the  premises  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  and  pos- 
sibly also  Public  Works  Department's  premises  on 
Albany  street.  It  is  likely  that  the  steam  thus 
generated  will  exceed  the  steam  required  for  the 
purposes  just  enumerated.

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  April  6,  1959,  has  been  thoroughly  investi- 
gated by  our  Boston  Air  Carrier  Safety  District 
Office. 

An  evaluation  of  this  investigation  indicates 
that  the  operation  of  the  jet  fighter-type  aircraft 
out  of  Logan  International  Airport  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Air  National  Guard  does  not  constitute 
any  particular  traffic  hazard  to  other  commercial 
air  traffic  using  the  Logan  facility.  During  the 
five-year  period  that  the  Air  National  Guard  lias 
been  operating  jet  fighter  aircraft  out  of  Logan 
Airport,  only  one  accident  and  one  operational 
incident  arc  on  record.  Some  problems  were  ex- 
perienced several  years  ago  by  fighter  aircraft  re 
turning  to  Boston  and  declaring  emergencies  be- 
cause of  low  fuel  reserves  which  resulted  in  frequent 
diversion  of  commercial  traffic.  This  problem  was 
resolved  by  the  Air  National  Guard  requiring 
flights  to  carry  greater  fuel  reserves  and  now  very 
few  instances  of  this  nature  occur. 

Although  it  would  be  desirable  to  eliminate 
mixing  of  military  jet  lighter-type  aircraft  traffic 
with  commercial  air  traffic  at  Logan  Airport,  it  is 
our  contention  that  the  present  situation  is  no 
greater  or  more  involved  than  that  existing  at  any 
other  location  where  this  type  of  joint  operation  is 
conducted. 

If  we  can  be  of  any  assistance  to  you  in  the 
future,  we  will  be  very  pleased  to  help  when  and 
where  it  is  possible.

Dear   Mr.   Flemming: 

In  response  to  your  Council  order  referral 
of  May  11,  1959,  requesting  the  Planning 
Board  to  examine  the  proposed  sale  of  the 
Martin  School  to  Harvard  Medical  School,  we 
submit  herewith  the  following  statement  of 
findings. 

The  proposed  use  by  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  of  the  Martin  School  site  on  Hunting- 
ton avenue  for  a  new  Medical  Library  is  in 
accord  with  the  intent  and  spirit  of  the 
general  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  general  plan  recognizes  the  necessity 
of  a  central  city  location  for  medical  and 
educational  institutions  as  typified  by  those 
presently  grouped  in  the  area  of  Longwood, 
Brookline,  and  Huntington  avenues.  A  suitable 
library  is  essential  to  the  functioning  of  this 
complex  of  institutions  devoted  to  patient  care, 
education,  and  research.  The  institutions  per- 
form a  regional  function  and,  as  the  popula- 
tion of  the  region  increases,  will  need  to 
expand  their  facilities.  Because  the  Martin 
School  site  borders  this  institutional  area,  its 
location  is  a  practical  and  logical  one  for  the 
immediate  expansion  program.  A  new  Medical 
Library  for  the  Harvard  Medical  School  would 
be  used  not  only  by  students,  physicians,  and 
research  workers  associated  with  the  hospitals 
and  research  facilities  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood but  also  by  responsible  members  of 
the  medical  profession  in  the  entire  Boston 
area.  The  Martin  School  site  is  adequately 
served  by  public  transit  and  highways.  Ade- 
quate provisions  for  parking  and  off-street 
loading  facilities   afe  contemplated. 

Therefore,  since  the  Boston  School  Commit- 
tee has  indicated  already  that  it  will  not 
require  the  site  in  the  future  and  since  the 
proposed  re-use  by  a  medical  institution  will 
maintain  an  essential  service  as  well  as  fulfill 
an  imperative  and  recognized  need,  the  Plan- 
ning Board  sees  no  valid  objection  to  the 
proposed  sale  of  the  Martin  School  to  the 
Harvai-d  Medical  School.

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  this  type  of 
assistance  (General  Relief)  is  usually  of  a 
temporary  nature.  If  it  appears,  in  accord 
with  the  law,  that  a  case  is  to  remain  longer 
than  three  months  it  then  becomes  eligible 
for  consideration  for  assistance  under  the 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  program.  The 
Board  of  Overseers  is  currently  requesting 
a  20  per  cent  increase  in  General  Relief 
allowances. 

3.  The  requirements  for  residents  in  Boston 
for  a  person  to  qualify  for  Mother's  Aid. 

For  your  general  information,  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws,  chapter  118,  section  2, 
sets  forth  the  eligibility  requirements  as 
follows : 

"In  every  town  the  board  of  public  wel- 
fare, subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  de- 
partment* and  in  compliance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the  department* 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
shall  aid  every  parent  in  properly  bringing 
up,  in  his  or  her  own  home,  each  dependent 
child  if  such  parent  is  fit  to  bring  up  such 
child,  but  no  aid  shall  be  granted  under  this 
chapter  for  or  on  account  of  any  child 
unless  (1)  such  child  has  resided  in  the 
commonwealth  one  year  immediately  preced- 
ing the  application  for  such  aid,  or  (2)  such 
child  was  born  within  one  year  immediately 
preceding  such  application,  if  its  parent 
has  resided  in  the  commonwealth  for  one 
year  immediately  preceding  the  application." 


*  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts 
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4.  The  requirements  for  residents  in  Bos- 
ton for  a  person  to  qualify  for  General 
Welfare. 

There  are  no  residence  requirements  as 
such.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  city  or 
town  wherein  a  person  lives  to  provide 
assistance  until  other  arrangements  can  be 
made.  The  following  sections  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Laws,  chapter  117,  are 
quoted   for   clarification: 

Section  1.  Every  town  shall  relieve  and 
support  all  poor  and  indigent  persons  law- 
fully settled  therein  whenever  they  stand  in 
need  thereof     .... 

Section  14.  Boards  of  public  welfare  in 
their  respective  towns  shall  provide  for  the 
immediate  comfort  and  relief  of  all  persons 
residing  or  found  therein,  having  lawful 
settlements  in  other  towns,  in  distress  and 
standing  in  need  of  immediate  relief,  until 
removed  to  the  towns  of  their  lawful  set- 
tlements     .... 

Section  18.  A  town  may  furnish  tempo- 
rary aid  to  poor  persons  found  therein,  hav- 
ing no  lawful  settlements  within  the  com- 
monwealth, if  the  board  of  public  welfare 
consider  it  for  the  public  interest;  and  the 
board  of  public  welfare  shall  in  every  case 
give  written  notice  within  one  month  to  the 
department  of  public  welfare  (Comm.  of 
Mass.),  which  shall  examine  the  case  and 
order  such   aid   as   it  deems   expedient  ....

Early  in  1958,  Mr.  A.  Maltz,  President  of 
Eliot  Motor  Company,  Inc.,  made  a  proposal 
for  the  purchase  of  14,559  square  feet  of  city- 
owned  land  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
department,  located  on  Ritchie  street,  Rox- 
bury, adjoining  its  place  of  business,  at  1540 
Columbus  avenue.  The  matter  was  placed 
before  the  City  Council,  but  following  a  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  the  order 
for  the  proposed  sale  was  rejected  on  Octo- 
ber   14. 

This  firm  which  proposes  to  make  use  of

Ever  since  this  department  was  organized 
in  1929  all  installations  of  new  traffic  signals 
have  been  paid  for  out  of  special  appropria- 
tions created  for  this  purpose.  During  the 
early  years  several  different  appropriations 
under  separate  titles  were  simultaneously 
made  available.  For  the  past  20  years  or 
more  there  has  been  one  special  appropriation 
titled  "Automatic  Traffic  Control  Signals  in 
Various  Sections  of  the  City."  The  funds  in 
this  appropriation  have  been  replenished  from 
time  to  time  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council  by  transfers  from  avail- 
able sources.  In  recent  years  these  transfers 
have  been  accomplished  from  moneys  obtained 
from    Sales    of    City    Property. 

Apart  from  the  installation  of  completely 
new  signals  at  intersections,  this  department 
is  continuously  confronted  with  the  necessity 
of  installing  additional  traffic  signal  posts  in 
connection  with  the  reconstruction  of  streets 
as  Chapter  90  projects  by  our  Public  Works 
Department.  These  latter  installations  are 
made  by  our  own  forces  working  week  ends. 
This  involves  payment  of  overtime.  Payments 
to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  for  necessary 
service  connections  and  other  related  work  is 
also  required.  All  of  the  above  has  been  paid 
from  the  appropriation  "Automatic  Traffic 
Control  Signals  in  Various  Sections  of  the 
City." 

The  authority  to  initiate  Chapter  90  projects 
is,  of  course,  a  function  of  our  Public  Works 
Department    in    collaboration    with    the    M:iss.i- 
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chusetts  Public  Works  Department.  For  this 
reason  we  are  obliged  to  make  the  necessary 
changes  in  our  traffic  signals  but  are  unable 
to  accurately  predict  the  extent  of  the  ex- 
pense involved.  Based  on  current  information 
we  estimate  that  the  cost  to  this  department 
for  signal  work  in  connection  with  Chapter 
90    projects    during    1959    will   be   $30,000. 

At  present  the  appropriation  "Automatic 
Control  Signals  in  Various  Sections  of  the 
City"    is    depleted. 

I  respectfully  request  that  at  least  the  sum 
of  $30,000  be  provided  in  the  appropriation 
"Automatic  Traffic  Control  Signals  in  Various 
Sections  of  the  City"  or  as  a  supplementary 
appropriation.

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BOSTON   FIRE  PREVENTION    CODE 
Article  1.     General  Provisions 

Section  1.01— Title 

This  Ordinance  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  and  it  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Section  1.02 — Definitions 

In  this  Code  the  following  words,  unless  a  different 
meaning  is  required  by  the  context  or  is  specifically  pre-j 
scribed,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 
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a.  "Arson  Squad,"  uniformed  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Assistant  Chief 
)f  Department  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  all  multiple 
ilarm  fires  and  fires  or  explosions  reported  as  of  suspicious, 
inknown  or  undetermined  origin,  and  fires  or  explosions 
A'here  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  persons  occurred  as  a  result 
)f  fire  or  explosion. 

b.  "Assistant  Chief,"  the  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  in  charge  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Di- 
vision within  the  Boston  Fire  Department. 

c.  "Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations,"  the  board 
sstablished  under  Section  14  of  Chapter  22  of  the  General 
L,aws. 

d.  "Committee  on  Licenses,"  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  of  the  Public  Safety  Commission  in  the  Building- 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

e.  "Deputy  Commander,"  the  senior  Deputy  Fire 
Chief  in  each  Fire-Fighting  Division  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

/.  "Fire  Door,"  a  fire  door  constructed  in  accordance 
vith  the  construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Building- 
Code. 

g.  "Head  of  the  Fire  Department,"  the  chief  executive 
>fricer  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department.  Any  authority 
ionferred  upon  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  under 
his  Code  may  be  delegated  to  such  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  as  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  shall 
lesignate. 

h.  "Person,"  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  partner- 
ihip,  association  or  society. 

i.  "License,"  permission  granted  by  the  Committee 
>n  Licenses  to  keep,  store,  use,  manufacture  or  sell  at 
ipecified  locations  materials  which  produce  conditions 
lazardous  to  life  or  property. 

Section  1 .03 — Organization 

a.  There  is  established  an  executive  division  of  the 
?ire  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  which  is  known  as 
he  Fire  Prevention  Division. 

b.  Said  division  shall  be  in  charge  of  an  Assistant  Chief 
)f  Department,  who  shall  be  under  the  control  and  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Fire 
Commissioner. 

c.  The  said  Assistant  Chief  of  Department  shall  be 
lesignated  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  from  an  eligible 
promotional  list  for  that  grade  established  by  the  Division 
)f  Civil  Service  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  and  regulations  established 
hereunder. 

(I.  The  Fire  Prevention  Division  shall  be  comprised  of 
such  personnel,  both  uniformed  and  civilian,  as  the 
Assistant  Chief,  with  the  approval  of  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner, deems  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  said 
li  vision. 

Section  1.04 — Duties  of  Assistant  Chief 

a.  The  Assistant  Chief  of  Department  in  charge  of  the 
Fire  Prevention  Division,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
Assistant  Chief,  shall,  under  the  supervision  and  control 
)f  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  perform  all  the  duties 
required  of  him  by  law,  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations,  and  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code. 

b.  The  Assistant  Chief  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  pass  upon  any  question  arising  under  the  fire  regulations 
af  this  Code  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Head  of  the  Fire  Department  and  to  the  conditions,  modi- 
fications and  limitations  contained  herein,  and  as  may  lie 
Spnferred  from  time  to  time  by  law  or  ordinance. 

r.  The  Assistant  Chief  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
inspections  with  sufficient  frequency  to  secure  efficient 
supervision  of  all  buildings,  structures,  or  places  used 
etiher  for  manufacturing  or  commercial  purposes,  or  occu- 
pied or  frequented  by  huge  numbers  of  people,  and  of  all 
school  buildings,   public  and   private   halls,   institutional 


buildings,  theaters,  multiple  dwellings,  also  places  of 
assembly,  ships  or  vessels,  dock,  wharves,  piers,  open-air 
parking  spaces,  also  all  places  of  amusement,  recreation 
or  employment  to  determine  the  safety  of  the  occupants 
of  such  buildings,  structures,  or  places  in  the  event  of  fire 
or  explosion;  to  examine  the  working  order  of  all  exit 
doors,  fire  escapes,  fire-fighting  appliances,  the  condition 
and  maintenance  of  exits,  corridors,  stairways,  fire  escapes 
and  their  approach  with  regard  to  obstructions;  the  dis- 
position, the  quantity,  arrangement  and  protection  of 
stock,  combustible  material  and  proper  disposal  of  waste 
material;  heating  devices  and  ovens,  flammable  liquids 
and  explosives  and  the  protection  of  hazardous  machinery 
and  appliances,  with  regard  to  safety  from  fire;  and  to 
ascertain  whether  the  fire  regulations  of  this  Code  are 
being  efficiently  carried  out. 

d.  The  Assistant  Chief  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
an  inspection  of  any  building,  structure  or  place  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  any  person  complains  that  any  fire 
regulation  of  this  Code  is  being  violated,  or  that  com- 
bustible materials  are  kept  in  any  building,  structure  or 
place  in  any  insecure  manner,  or  that  doors,  stairways, 
corridors,  exits  or  fire  escapes  in  any  factory,  workshop  or 
place  of  employment,  amusement,  education  or  recreation 
are  obstructed  or  are  in  an  unsafe  condition,  or  that  any 
exit  door  or  exit  is  kept  locked  or  fastened  during  the  time 
such  places  are  occupied  or  frequented  by  employees  or 
by  the  public,  or  that  any  building,  structure  or  place  is 
occupied  or  crowded  beyond  capacity  of  its  exits,  or  that 
the  heating  apparatus,  appliances,  or  devices  in  any  build- 
ing or  structure  are  insecure  or  dangerous,  or  that  any 
building,  structure  or  place  is  being  maintained  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  be  a  fire  menace  or  dangerous  in  case  of  fire 
or  explosion.  If  any  of  the  above  conditions  are  found  to 
exist,  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  owner,  lessee,  occupant  or  person  in 
control  of  such  building,  structure  or  place  to  remedy 
such  condition. 

e.  Whenever  the  maintenance,  operation  or  use  of  any 
land,  building,  structure,  material  or  other  object,  or  any 
part  thereof,  constitutes  a  fire  or  explosion  hazard  which 
is  dangerous  or  unsafe  or  a  menace  to  the  public  safety, 
and  the  action  taken  to  eliminate  such  dangerous  or  unsafe 
condition  or  conditions  which  create  or  tend  to  create 
the  same  is  not  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Fire 
Prevention  Code,  the  Assistant  Chief  in  Charge  of  the 
Fire  Prevention  Division  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  elimi- 
nate such  dangerous  or  unsafe  condition  or  conditions. 

Section  1 .  05 — Investigation  of  Fire 

The  District  Chief  of  the  fire  district  in  which  a  fire  or 
explosion  occurs  shall  investigate  the  cause,  origin  and 
circumstances  of  every  fire  or  explosion  occurring  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  involving  loss  of  life,  injury  to  person  or 
by  which  property  has  been  destroyed  or  damaged,  and 
so  far  as  possible,  shall  determine  whether  the  fire  or 
explosion  was  due  to  carelessness  or  design.  Such  in- 
vestigation shall  begin  immediately  upon  the  control  of 
the  fire  by  the  Fire  Department,  and  if  it  appears  that  the 
fire  or  explosion  is  of  suspicious  origin,  or  is  the  result  of  a 
violation  of  law,  or  if  the  cause  cannot  be  determined,  the 
District  Chief  shall  take  charge  of  all  physical  evidence 
and  shall  immediately  notify  the  Arson  Squad,  who 
shall  in  turn  notify  the  State  Fire  Marshal.  The  District 
Chief  shall,  within  48  hours,  report  in  writing  all  other 
fires  or  explosions  by  which  a  loss  is  sustained  to  the 
Assistant  Chief  and  to  the  State  Fire  Marshal.  A  record 
of  all  fires  or  explosions  occurring  in  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Fire  Department  and  such  records 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

Section  1.0(5 — Investigation  of  Suspicious  Fires 
The  Assistant  Chief  or  the  Arson  Squad  of  the  Fire 
Prevention  Division  shall  investigate  the  circumstances 
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of  all  fires  or  explosions  of  suspicious  or  undetermined 
origin  of  which  they  have  notice,  and  may  investigate 
the  circumstances  of  any  fire  or  explosion  occurring  any- 
where within  the  City  of  Boston.  For  such  purposes  the 
Assistant  Chief,  or  some  person  designated  by  nim,  may 
summon  and  examine  on  oath,  administered  by  the 
Assistant  Chief  or  such  person  so  designated,  any  person 
supposed  to  know  or  having  means  of  knowing  any 
material  Tacts  touching  the  subject  of  investigation. 
Such  witnesses  may  be  kepi  apart  and  examined  sepa- 
rately, and  such  examination  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
and  false  testimony  (herein  shall  be  perjury.  Any  justice 
of  a  District  ( Jourt  or  of  the  Superior  ( lourt,  upon  applica- 
tion of  the  Assistant  Chief,  or  person  so  designated,  may 
compel  the  attendance  of  such  witnesses  and  the  giving 
of  such  testimony  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  before  said  court.  If,  upon  such  investigation, 
the  Assistant  Chief,  or  person  so  designated,  believes  that 
the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  charge  any  person  with  crime, 
he  shall  make  a  complaint  therefor,  and  shall  furnish  the 
proper  officers  with  the  evidence  and  names  of  witnesses 
obtained  by  him.  The  Assistant  Chief  shall,  when  re- 
quired, report  to  the  State  Fire  Marshal  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Insurance  his  proceedings  and  the  progress 
of  prosecutions  instituted  hereunder. 

Section  1.07 — License  for  Hazardous  Materials  and 
Operations 

No  building  or  other  structure  shall  be  used  for  the 
keeping,  storage,  use,  sale  or  manufacture  of  flammable, 
combustible,  or  explosive  fluids,  solids  or  gases,  or  any 
substance  having  such  properties  that  it  may  spontane- 
ously or  acting  under  the  influence  of  any  continuous 
substance  or  any  chemical  or  physical  agency,  ignite 
or  inflame  or  generate  flammable  or  explosive  vapors  or 
gases  to  a  dangerous  extent,  or  any  substance  which  may 
contribute  fuel  to  a  fire  or  increase  the  intensity  or 
spread  of  fire,  unless  the  Committee  on  Licenses  shall 
have  granted  a  license  to  use  the  land  on  which  such 
building  or  other  structure  is  or  is  to  be  situated  for  the 
aforementioned  uses,  after  a  public  hearing,  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  which  hearing  shall  have  been  given, 
at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  by  the  clerk  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses,  by  publication,  not  less  than  seven 
days  prior  thereto,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  English 
language  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  also  by  the  applicant 
by  registered  mail,  not  less  than  seven  days  prior  to  such 
hearing,  to  all  owners  of  real  estate  abutting  on  said 
land  or  directly  opposite  said  land  on  any  public  or 
private  street  as  they  appear  on  the  most  recent  local 
tax  list  at  the  time  the  application  for  such  license  is 
filed,  and  unless  the  application  for  such  license  shall  have 
endorsed  thereon  the  certificate  of  approval  or  disapproval 
of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department.  The  application 
for  such  license  shall  itemize  the  various  substances  and 
the  amounts  thereof.  The  application  for  such  license 
shall  be  accompanied  by  plans  and  specifications,  in 
duplicate,  showing  location  and  amounts  of  substances, 
fire  protection  proposed,  lot  lines  of  proposed  licensed 
land  and  lot  lines  of  real  estate  abutting  on  said  land, 
one  copy  of  which  shall  be  retained  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  the  other  copy  retained  by  the  Committee  on 
Licenses. 

Substance  found  on  land  licensed  hereunder  which  are 
of  a  combustible  or  explosive  nature  or  are  hazardous  to 
life  or  property  and  which  are  not  specified  on  said  license 
may  be  ordered  removed  immediately  by  the  Fire  or 
Police  Department.  Such  license  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
Office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  it  shall,  from  the  time  of  the 
granting  thereof  by  the  Licensing  authority,  be  deemed  a 
grant  attaching  to  the  land  described  therein  and  as  an 
incident  of  ownership  thereof  running  with  the  land  and 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  merely  a  personal  privilege. 
Any  license  granted  hereunder  shall  remain  in  force 
unless  and  until  revoked  as  hereinafter  provided.     Any 


such  license  granted  hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  such  ; 
conditions  and  restrictions  a.-  may  be  prescribed  in  the  I 
license  by  the  Committee  on  Licenses,  which  may  include

A  license  for  the  keeping,  storage,  use,  sale  or  maim-  I 
.facture  of  any  of  the  articles  named  in  this  section  shall 
not  be  required  in  amounts  not  exceeding  those  prescribed! 
by  regulation  by  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regu- 
lations, but  a  permit  from  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 1 
ment   for    such    limited    amounts   and    to    perform    any 
business,  act,  process  or  operation  which  may  constitute 
a  fire  hazard  shall  be  required. 

Section  1.08 — Certificate  of  Registration 

The  owner  or  occupant  of  said  land  licensed  as  herein 
provided  in  section  1.07  shall  annually,  on  or  before  April 
thirtieth,  file  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  a  cer- 
tificate of  registration  setting  forth  the  name  and  address 
of  the  holder  of  such  license.  No  certificate  of  registration 
shall  be  required  for  any  building  used  as  a  garage  for 
storing  not  more  than  three  vehicles,  provided  such  build- 
ing is  not  used  as  a  repair  shop,  lubritorium  or  service 
station  or  similar  garage  used  by  the  general  public. 

Section  1 .  09 — Revocation  of  License 

Any  license  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Licenses  may; 
be  revoked  for  cause,  after  notice  and  hearing  given  to 
such  owner  or  occupant,  by  the  Committee  on  Licenses,! 
and  the  manufacture,  storage,  keeping  for  sale  or  selling 
of  the  materials  specified  in  the  license  may  be  halted; 
immediately  by  the  Fire  Department  if  such  licensed 
business  becomes  in  any  way  an  extreme  fire  hazard  or  a 
menace  to  public  safety,  pending  such  hearing. 

Section  1 .  10 — Replacement  and  Alteration  in  Construction, 

Any  building  or  structure  erected  or  maintained  under 
any  license  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Licenses  shall; 
always  be  subject  to  such  replacements  and  alterations  in: 
construction  and  to  such  regulations  of  its  use  in  respect 
to  protection  against  fire  or  explosion  as  the  Committee 
on  Licenses  or  the  Fire  Department  may  prescribe. 

Section  1.11 — Right  of  Aggrieved  Persons — License 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  granting  of  a  license  by 
the  Committee  on  Licenses  on  the  ground  that  the  exercise; 
thereof  would  constitute  a  fire  or  explosion  hazard  may, 
within  ten  days  after  the  granting  thereof,  appeal  to  the 
State  Fire  Marshal  who,  after  notice  and  hearing,  shalli 
finally  determine  whether  such  a  hazard  would  result.  If,: 
in  his  opinion,  such  a  hazard  would  result,  he  shall  notify; 
the  Committee  on  Licenses,  and  such  notice  when  received^ 
by  such  Committee  shall  constitute  a  revocation  of  such 
license  and  no  further  license  for  the  same  or  similar  use! 
of  the  same  land  shall  be  granted  within  one  year  after 
receipt  by  such  Committee  of  such  notice. 

Section  1 .  12 — Permits 

a.  A  permit  shall  constitute  permission  to  keep  or 
store  in  limited  quantities,  or  use,  sell  or  manufacture! 
flammable,  combustible  or  explosive  fluids,  solids  or  gases, 
or  any  substance  having  such  properties  that  it  mayj 
spontaneously,  or  acting  under  the  influence  of  any  con-! 
tiguous  substance,  or  of  any  chemical  or  physical  agency,| 
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ignite,  or  inflame  or  generate  flammable  or  explosive  vapors 
J  or  gases  to  a  dangerous  extent,  or  any  substance  which 
jmay  contribute  fuel  to  a  fire  or  to  increase  the  intensity 
J  or  spread  of  fire,  or  to  perform  any  business,  act,  process 
!or  operation  which  may  constitute  a  fire  hazard. 

b.  Before  a  permit  is  issued,  the  Assistant  Chief,  or 
|  such  members  of  the  Fire  Department  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  shall  inspect 
and  approve  the  storage  installations,  receptacles,  build- 
ings or  places  that  such  substances  are  kept,  stored,  used, 

i  sold  or  manufactured,  or  in  which  a  hazardous  business, 

iact,  process  or  operation  is  to  be  performed;  and,  unless 
specifically  provided  for  in  this  code,  shall  prescribe  the 
safeguards  and  other  conditions  which  must  be  provided. 
In  those  instances  which  require  safeguards  involving 
walls,  partitions,  floors,  ceilings,  roofs,  doors  or  other 
construction  features  the  Assistant  Chief  shall  notify  the 
i  Building  Department  of  such  requirements.  In  those 
I  instances  where  a  substance  or  process  may  involve  a 
health  hazard  the  Assistant  Chief  shall  notify  the  Health 
Commissioner. 

c.  All  applications  for  a  permit  required  by  this  code 
i  shall  be  made  to  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  in  such  form 
j  and  detail  as  it  shall  prescribe. 

(/.     Permits  shall  at  all  times  be  posted  on  the  premises 
designated  therein,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to 
i  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  Fire  Department  au- 
I  thorized  to  inspect  buildings  or  other  premises. 

e.     One  permit  only  shall  be  required  by  establishments 
I  dealing  in,  or  using,  two  or  more  of  the  substances  referred 
i  to  in  sub-paragraph  (a)  of  this  section  to  be  kept  in  the 
establishment  at  any  one  time,  provided  each  of  the  sub- 
stances is  listed  and  the  amount  specified,  and  further 
i  provided  the  individual  quantities  of  each  substance  or 
the  aggregate  quantity  does  not  exceed  the  amount  au- 
|  thorized  under  a  permit.     Where  a  permit  is  required  for 
the  use  of  any  occupancy  such  storage  shall  be  included 
in  the  permit. 

/.  The  maximum  amount  of  substances  referred  to  in 
sub-paragraph  (a)  of  this  section  authorized  under  a 
permit  shall  be  not  exceeding  the  following  amounts  that 
may  be  kept  without  a  license  or  registration,  or  either 
of  them,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for: 

Class  A  fluids 156  gallons 

Class  B  fluids 500  gallons 

Class  C  fluids 1,000  gallons 

Flammable  solids 100  pounds 

Flammable  gases  (within  a  building) .    3,000  cubic  feet 
Flammable  gases  (outside  a  building) .  10,000  cubic  feet 

No  permit  will  be  required  for  the  keeping  or  storage  of 
any  flammable  fluid,  solid  or  gas,  in  amounts  not  exceed- 
ing those  specified  in  the  table,  in  any  building  or  other 
structure  used  as  a  wholesale  or  retail  drug  establishment, 
chemical  laboratory,  doctor's  or  dentist's  office,  or  other 
similar  approved  professional  establishment,  provided 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  only  to  the 
keeping  and  storing  of  such  articles  approved  as  appurte- 
nances and  essential  to  the  professional  conduct  of  the 
business  with  which  they  are  kept  or  stored. 

Section  1 .  13 — Revocation  of  Permit 

The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  revoke  a  permit 
issued  if  any  violation  of  this  code  is  found  upon  inspection 
or  in  case  there  has  been  any  false  statement  or  mis- 
representation as  to  a  material  fact  in  the  application  on 
which  the  permit  was  based. 

Section  1  .  14 — Fees 

The  fee  lor  licenses,  certificates  of  registration  and 
permits  issued  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  shall  be 
such  amount  as  may  be  established  from  time  to  time  by 
ordinance,  provided  that  the  Ice  for  certificates  of  registra- 
tion shall  lie  not  more  than  one  half  of  the  amount  of  the 
lee  for  such  a  license. 


Section  1 .  15 — Failure  to  Secure  a  Permit 
Any  person  required  to  apply  for  a  permit  under  any 
provision  of  this  code,  who  fails  to  make  such  application, 
or  who  performs  any  act  requiring  a  permit  after  the 
permit  has  been  denied,  or  after  revocation  of  a  permit, 
or  fails  to  file  a  Certificate  of  Registration  as  required  by 
Section  13,  Chapter  14.8  of  the  General  Laws  and  to  pay 
such  fee  as  may  be  established  by  ordinance  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month,  or 
both. 

Section  1 .  16 — Right  of  Aggrieved  Person — Permit 
Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  granting  of  a  permit  by 
the  Fire  Department  on  the  ground  that  the  exercise 
thereof  would  constitute  a  fire  or  explosion  hazard  may, 
within  ten  days  after  the  granting  thereof,  appeal  to  the 
State  Fire  Marshal  who,  after  notice  and  hearing,  shall 
finally  determine  whether  such  a  hazard  would  result, 
if,  in  his  opinion,  such  a  hazard  would  result,  he  shall 
notify  the  Assistant  Chief,  and  such  notice  when  received 
by  the  Chief  shall  constitute  a  revocation  of  such  permit 
and  no  further  permit  for  the  same  or  similar  use  at  the 
same  location  shall  be  granted  within  one  year  after 
receipt  by  the  Chief  of  such  notice. 

Section  1.17 — Approval  of  License  Applications 

a.  Before  a  license  application  is  approved,  the 
Assistant  Chief,  or  such  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department, 
shall  inspect  and  approve  the  storage  installations, 
receptacles,  buildings  or  storage  places  to  be  used  under 
such  license,  and  when  warranted  list  the  conditions 
under  which  the  license  may  be  approved  where  there  are 
necessary  steps  to  be  taken  to  prevent  or  minimize  the 
possibility  of  fire  or  explosion  at  such  location.  One 
of  the  conditions  may  include  adequate  fire  protection. 

b.  When  a  license  is  granted  by  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  after  disapproval  by  the  Fire  Department,  a 
report  of  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Head  of  the  Fire  Department  by  the  Clerk  of  said  Com- 
mittee. 

c.  Licenses  and  certificates  of  registration  shall  at  all 
times  be  posted  on  the  premises  designated  therein,  and 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  inspection  by  any  member 
of  the  Fire  Department  authorized  to  inspect  buildings 
or  other  premises. 

d.  In  such  cases  where  the  amount  of  flammable, 
combustible  or  explosive  fluids,  solids  or  gases  or  other 
substances  specified  in  sub-section  (a)  are  in  such  quantity 
as  to  exceed  that  authorized  under  a  permit  and  are, 
therefore,  authorized  under  a  license,  a  permit  shall  be 
required  to  perform  any  business,  act,  process  or  opera- 
tion which  may  constitute  a  fire  or  explosion  hazard. 

Section  1.18 — Determination  of  Flammabililij 

a.  Any  substance  submitted  to  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division  for  determination  as  to  flammability  or  composi- 
tion shall  be  tested  by  the  Division  Chemist  who  shall, 
in  writing,  report  his  analysis  and  findings  to  the  Assistant 
Chief  and  to  the  person  submitting  the  sample  thereof. 

6.  When  a  question  arises  as  to  whether  a  substance 
is  subject  to  sections  1.07  or  1.12  the  decision  of  the 
Assistant  Chief  based  on  the  report  of  the  analysis  and 
finding  of  the  Division  Chemist  shall  prevail. 

Section  1.19 — Right  to  Inspect 

The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Assistant  Chief, 
or  any  member  of  the  Fire  Department  io  whom  the  Head 
of  the  Fire  Department  may  delegate  his  authority,  may, 
in  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  ('ode. 
or  in  the  furtherance  of  the  purpose  of  any  provision  of 
any  law,  ordinance  or  by-law  relating  to  the  subject 
matter  of  this  Code,  or  of  any  rule  or  regulation  of  the 
State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations,  or  any  order 
of  the  State  Fire  Marshal  or  Head  of  the  Fire  I  (epartment . 
enter  any  building,   including  individual  apartments  or 
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other  premises  including  private  ways,  alleys,  yards  and 
driveways  adjacent  thereto  or  any  ship  or  vessel,  to  make 
inspection  or  investigation,  without  being  hel  I  or  deemed 
in  be  guilty  of  trespass. 

Section  I  20  Existence,  of  Hazardous  Conditions 
The  Head  of  the  Fire  Depart  nent,  may,  and  upon 
complaint  of  n  person  having  an  interest  in  any  buikiing 
or  premises  or  property  adjacent  thereto,  shall  enter  into 
buildings  including  individual  apartments,  ami  upon 
premises  including  private  ways,  alleys,  yards  and  drive- 
ways adjacent  thereto,  and  make  an  investigation  as  to 
the  existence  of  conditions  or  material  likely  to  cause  fire 
or  explosion,  or  which  are  conducive  to  fire  or  explosion 
or  which  are  likely  to  increase  the  intensity  or  spread  of 
lire.  When  such  conditions  are  found,  such  oM'ccr  or 
persons  shall  issue  a  Fire  Department  Abatement  Order 
to  remove  or  remedy  such  conditions.  Such  order  shall 
be  served  upon  the  owner,  occupant  or  his  authorized 
agent  responsible  for  the  condition  by  the  officer  or 
person  discovering  the  condition.  If  the  responsibility 
cannot  be  definitely  placed  on  an  occupant,  the  owner 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition.  The  officer 
or  person  serving  the  order  shall  specify,  in  writing,  on  the 
order,  the  date  on  which  such  condition  shall  be  removed 
or  remedied.  Such  officer  or  person  shall  make  a  rein- 
spection  on  the  date  so  specified,  and,  if  upon  such  rein- 
spection,  the  condition  is  not  removed  or  remedied  he 
shall  refer  the  matter  to  the  Fire  Prevention  Division. 
If  an  order  requiring  the  removal  of  combustible  rubbish 
is  not  complied  with  within  the  specified  time,  the  Fire 
Prevention  Division  may  notify  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment, by  means  of  a  suitable  authorization,  to  remove 
or  remedy  such  condition  under  the  supervision  of  a 
member  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  designated  by  the 
Assistant  Chief.  The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may 
order  the  immediate  removal  from  such  building  or 
premises  of  any  materials  which  are  likely  to  cause  fire  or 
explosion  or  which  are  conducive  to  fire  or  explosion  or 
which  are  likely  to  increase  the  intensity  of  fire  if,  in  his 
opinion,  such  materials  are  extremely  hazardous  to  life 
or  property. 

Section  1.21 — Division  Records 

The  Assistant  Chief  shall  cause  to  be  kept  records  of: 

a.  Applications  for  permits,  permits  issued,  approval 
of  licenses,  fees  collected. 

b.  Fires  of  suspicious,  unknown,  undetermined 
origin,  or  as  a  result  of  violation  of  law  with  the  results  of 
investigations  thereof. 

r.  Cross-reference  file  of  such  fires  by  street  and  owner 
and  of  arson  suspects. 

d.  Activities  of  Arson  Squad. 

e.  Complaints  received  of  violation  of  this  code,  of 
action  taken  thereon  and  of  final  disposition. 

/.  Inspections  by  members  of  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division. 

Section  1.22 — Frequency  of  Inspections 

a.  Monthly  inspections  shall  be  made  of  theatres, 
motion  picture  houses,  public  halls  and  special  halls. 

b.  Quarterly  inspections  shall  be  made  of  hospitals, 
sanitoriums,  convalescent  or  nursing  homes,  boarding 
homes  for  the  aged,  licensed  by  and  under  the  Supervision 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and/or  hos- 
pitals or  other  institutions  (public  or  private),  licensed 
by  and  under  the  Supervision  of  the  State  Department  of 
Mental  Health  and  of  all  schools  and  church  property. 

c.  The  Deputy  Commander  shall  arrange  for  the 
regular  and  frequent  inspection  of  the  following  oc- 
cupancies as,  in  his  opinion,  the  fire  and  life  hazard 
demand:  — public  buildings,  places  of  assembly,  premises 
in  which  any  hazardous  building  is  conducted,  buildings 
in  which  people  reside,  are  employed,  or  are  assembled 
in  large  numbers,  docks,  piers,  wharves. 
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'/.     Inspectic 
shall  be  performed  by 
as  may   be  prescribed   from   time 
"In  Service  Building  Inspections". 

e.  All  inspections  shall  be  reported 
prescribed  form,  by  officer  or  member 
making  I  he  inspection. 

Section   1.23     Reports  to  Other  City  Departments 

When  a  violation  of  law;  ordinance,  by-law,  or  regula- 
tion is  found  in  a  buil  ling  or  other  premises  which  comet 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  City  Department  other  than 
tin'  Fire  Department,  the  Inspector  shall  notify  the 
Department  having  jurisdiction  on  General  Form  65, 
"Public  Safety  Inspection  Report".  Such  form  shall 
In-  made  in  triplicate  and  forwarded  to  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division  where  one  copy  shall  be  retained  and  two  copies 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  Department.  Said 
Department  shall,  within  10  days,  return  one  copy  to 
the  Fire  Prevention  Division  with  a  notation  made  ol 
the  action  taken  thereon,  which  copy  -hall  lie  returned  to 
the  Inspector  so  that  he  may  make  a  reinspection  to 
determine  compliance  thereof. 

Section    1 .  24 — Penalties 

Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  Code  shall  be  punishei 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  .$100  or  imprisonment  lor  nol 
more  than  one  month  or  both,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
continuing  offence  which  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  -150  for  each  day  during  which  the  offence 
continues. 

Section  1.25 — Amendments  to  Code 

Any  article,  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  or  word  oi 
this  Code  may  be  amended  or  deleted  and  any  additions 
may  be  made  to  this  Code  from  time  to  time  by  City 
Ordinance. 

Section  1.26 — Validity  of  Code 

In  the  event  that  any  article,  section,  paragraph, 
sentence,  or  word  of  this  Code  is  declared  for  any  reason 
to  be  invalid,  no  other  portion  of  this  Code  shall  be  in- 
validated thereby. 

Article  2.     Automobile  Tire  Rebuilding  Plants 

Section  2.01 — General 

Automobile  tire  rebuilding  plants  shall  conform  to  all 
other  applicable  requirements  of  this  code  as  well  as  to 
the  following  provisions. 

Section  2.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  to  conduct  or  maintain  any 
tire  recapping  or  rebuilding  plant. 

Section  2.03 — Construction  and  Protection  Require- 
ments 

a.  Tire  rebuilding  plants  shall  have  all  floor  openings, 
such  as  for  stairs  and  elevators,  enclosed  in  an  approved 
manner  in  accordance  with  construction  requirements 
of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 

b.  Tire  rebuilding  plants  in  buildings  of  wood  frame 
construction  or  in  buildings  used  in  part  for  residence 
occupancy  shall  be  separated  from  other  portions  of  the 
building  in  accordance  with  construction  requirements 
of  the  Boston  Building  Code,  and  shall  be  equipped  with 
an  approved  automatic  sprinkler  system. 

Section  2.01 — Dust  Collecting  Si/stem 

Buffing  machines  shall  be  located  in  a  room  separated 
from  the  remainder  of  the  plant  in  accordance  with 
construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Building  Code, 
with  each  door  opening  protected  by  an  approved  self- 
closing  fire  door.  Each  machine  shall  be  connected  to  an 
ample  dust  collecting  system  discharging  to  a  suitable 
container  which  shall  be  cleaned  at  frequent  intervals. 

Section  2.05 — Ventilation 

Each  room  where  rubber  cement  is  used  or  mixed, 
or  flammable  solvents  are  applied,  shall  be  equipped  with 
effective  mechanical  or  natural  ventilation. 
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Article  3.  Automobile  Wrecking  Yards,  Junk  Yards 
and  Waste  Material  Handling  Plants 

Section  3.01 — General 

Automobile  wrecking  yards,  junk  yards  and  waste  ma- 
terial handling  plants  shall  conform  to  all  other  applicable 
requirements  of  this  code  as  well  as  the  following  provi- 
sions. 

Section  3.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  to  conduct  or  maintain  any 
automobile  wrecking  yard,  junk  yard  or  waste  material 
handling  plant. 

Section  3 . 03 — Location 

No  automobile  wrecking  yard,  junk  yard  or  waste 
material  handling  plant  shall  be  located  as  to  seriously 
expose  adjoining  or  adjacent  properties. 

Section  3.04 — Burning  Operations 

The  burning  of  wrecked  or  discarded  automobiles  or 
any  parts  thereof  or  junk  or  any  waste  materials  shall  be 
done  only  in  designated  open  spaces  or  incinerator  enclo- 
sures approved  for  burning  purposes  by  the  Fire  Preven- 
tion Division. 

Section  3.0j — Construction  and  Protection  Requirements 

a.  Handling  and  storage  of  large  quantifies  of  waste 
paper,  rags  or  other  combustible  materials  shall  not  be  in 
a  building  of  wood  frame  or  ordinary  construction  unless 
the  building  is  sprinklered.  Vertical  openings  shall  be 
enclosed  in  accordance  with  construction  requirements  of 
the  Boston  Building  Code. 

b.  Picking  rooms  shall  be  separated  from  storage 
rooms  in  accordance  with  construction  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  with  each  door  opening  provided 
with  an  approved  fire  door.  Picking  rooms  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  exhaust  systems  of  sufficient  capacity  to  ade- 
quately remove  dust  and  lint. 

Article  4.     Bowling  Alleys 

Section  4.01 — General 

Bowling  alleys  shall  conform  to  all  other  applicable 
requirements  of  this  code,  as  well  as  the  following  pro- 
visions. 

Section  4.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  for  bowling  pin  refinishing 
and  bowling  alley  resurfacing  operations  involving  the 
use  and  application  of  flammable  liquids  or  materials. 

Section  4.03 — Alley  Resurfacing  Operations 

Resurfacing  operations  shall  not  be  carried  on  while 
the  establishment  is  open  for  business.  The  Fire  Preven- 
tion Division  shall  be  notified  when  alleys  are  to  be  resur- 
faced. Proper  ventilation  shall  be  provided.  Heating, 
ventilating,  or  cooling  systems  employing  re-circulation 
of  air  shall  not  be  operated  during  resurfacing  operations 
or  within  one  hour  following  the  application  of  flammable 
finishes.  All  electric  motors  or  other  equipment  in  the 
area  which  might  be  a  source  of  ignition  shall  be  shut 
down,  and  all  smoking  and  use  of  open  flames  prohibited 
during  the  application  of  flammable  finishes  and  for  one 
Sour  thereafter. 

Section  4.04 — Pin  Refinishing 

Pin  refinishing  involving  the  application  of  flammable 
finishes  shall  he  done  only  in  a  special  room  meeting  the 
requirements  of  Article  12;  such  room  shall  not  be  located 
below  grade  nor  shall  it  have  communication  with  any 
pits,  wells,  pockets  or  basements. 

Storage  of  flammable  liquids  in  such  rooms  shall  not 
exceed  a  combined  aggregate  of  ti()  gallons  in  original 
metal  containers,  or  in  approved  safety  containers  not 
exceeding  5  gallons  individual  capacity.  A  metal  waste 
can  with  self-closing  cover  shall  be  provided  for  all  waste 
materials  and  rags;  contents  shall  be  removed  daily. 
Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  at  all  limes  in  refinishing 
rooms. 
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Article  5.  Combustible  Fibres,  Storage  and  Han- 
dling of 

Section  5 .  01  — Definition 

"Combustible  fibres"  shall  mean  and  include  readily 
ignitable  and  free  burning  fibres,  such  as  cotton,  sisal, 
henequen,  ixtle,  jute,  hemp,  tow,  cocoa  fibre,  oakum, 
baled  waste,  baled  waste  paper,  kapok,  hay  straw,  Spanish 
moss,  excelsior  and  other  like  materials. 

Section  5.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  storage  and  handling 
of  combustible  fibres  in  quantities  in  excess  of  100  cubic 
feet, 

Section  5 .  03 — Loose  Storage 

a.  Loose  combustible  fibres  (not  in  suitable  bales  or 
packages),  whether  housed  or  in  the  open,  shall  not  be 
stored  within  100  feet  of  any  building  except  as  herein- 
after specified. 

b.  Not  to  exceed  100  cubic  feet  of  loose  combustible 
fibres  may  be  kept  in  any  building  provided  storage  is 
in  a  metal  or  metal-lined  bin  equipped  with  a  self-closing 
cover. 

c.  Quantities  exceeding  100  cubic  feet  of  loose  com- 
bustible fibres,  but  not  exceeding  500  cubic  feet,  may  be 
stored  in  rooms  or  compartments  having  floor,  walls  and 
ceiling  in  accordance  with  construction  requirements  of 
the  Boston  Building  Code.  Fach  opening  into  such 
looms  or  compartments  from  other  parts  of  the  building 
shall  be  equipped  with  an  approved  fire  door. 

d.  Quantities  exceeding  500  cubic  feet  of  loose  com- 
bustible fibres  may  be  stored  in  approved  vaults,  con- 
structed as  follows: 

1.  Storage  vaults  shall  be  located  out-side  of  build- 
ings or  if  located  inside  shall  be  provided  with  approved 
safety  vents  to  the  outside. 

2.  Walls,  floors,  and  ceilings  shall  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  construction  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code.  Roofs  of  outside  vaults  shall 
be  of  non-combustible  material  but  may  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  readily  give  way  in  case  of  an  internal 
explosion. 

3.  Openings,  if  any,  between  vault  and  main  build- 
ing shall  be  protected  on  each  side  of  the  wall  by  an 
approved  fire  door.  Wall  openings  in  outside  vaults 
exposing  other  property  (not  sufficiently  detached  to 
be  considered  cut  off)  shall  be  protected  by  approved 
fire  doors  or  equivalent. 

4.  Vaults  located  within  buildings  and  exceeding 
1,000  cubic  feet  storage  capacity  shall  be  protected  by 
approved  automatic  sprinklers,  carbon  dioxide,  or 
other  approved  inert  gas  systems. 

e.  Not  to  exceed  2,500  cubic  feet  of  loose  fibres  may  be 
stored  in  a  detached  building  suitably  located,  with  open- 
ings properly  protected  against  entrance  of  sparks.  The 
detached  building  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

Section  5 .  04 — Baled  Storage 

a.  No  single  block  or  pile  shall  contain  more  than 
25,000  cubic  feet  of  fibre  exclusive  of  aisles  or  clearances. 
Blocks  or  piles  of  baled  fibre  shall  be  separated  from 
adjacent  storage  by  aisles  not  less  than  5  feet  wide;  or  by 
Hash  fire  barriers  consisting  of  continuous  sheets  of  non- 
combustible  material  extending  from  floor]  to  a  height  of 
at  least  one  foot  above  the  highest  point  of  piles  and 
projecting  at  least  one  foot  beyond  the  sides  of  the  piles. 

I).  Sisal  and  other  fibres  in  bales  bound  with  com- 
bustible tie  ropes,  also  jute  and  other  fibres  liable  to  swell 
when  wet,  shall  be  stored  to  allow  for  expansion  in  any 
direction  without  endangering  building  walls,  ceilings  or 
columns,  Not  less  than  3  feet,  clearance  shall  be  lei  I 
between  walls  and  sides  of  piles,  except  that  it  storage 
compartment  is  not  more  than  31)  feel  in  width,  one  foot 
clearance  at  side  walls  will  be  sufficient,  provided  a  center 
aisle  not  less  than  5  feet  wide  is  maintained. 
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c.     Not  less  than  3  feet  clearance  shall  be  maintained 

between  sprinkler  pipes  and  tops  of  piles. 

Article  6.     Dust  Explosions,  I'kk\  ention  of 

Section  6.01     Definition 

The  term  "dust-"  as  used  in  this  article  shall  mean  dust, 
which,  if  mixed  with  ah  in  the  proper  proportions,  be- 
comes explosive  and  may  be  ignited  by  a  name  or  spark. 

Section  6.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  the  operation  of  any 
grain  elevator,  Hour,  starch  or  feed  mill,  or  plant  pulver- 
izing aluminum,  coal,  cocoa,  magnesium,  spices,  sugar,  or 
other  material  producing  dust  as  defined  in  Section  6.01. 
However,  no  permit  shall  be  required  for  plants  utilizing 
only  direct-fired  pulverized  coal  systems  which  have  been 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  Regulations  or  some  equally  acceptable 
standards  and  which  are  continually  maintained  in  the 
condition  which  satisfies  these  regulations. 

Section  0.03 — General  Requirements 

a.  All  dust-producing  or  dust-agitating  machinery  such 
as  grinding  mills  and  separators,  and  all  elevators,  elevator 
legs,  spouts,  hoppers  and  other  conveyors  handling  mate- 
rial in  pulverized  form  shall  be  provided  with  casings  or 
enclosures  maintained  as  nearly  dust-tight  as  possible. 

b.  Approved  magnetic  or  pneumatic  separators  shall  be 
installed  at  some  point  in  the  system  ahead  of  all  shellers, 
crackers,  crushers,  grinding  machines,  pulverizers  and 
similar  machines  in  which  the  entrance  of  foreign  materials 
may  cause  sparks  to  be  generated. 

c.  Suitable  dust  collecting  equipment  shall  be  installed 
and  accumulation  of  dust  shall  be  kept  at  a  minimum  in 
the  interior  of  buildings. 

(/.  All  machinery  and  metal  parts  of  the  crushing,  dry- 
ing, pulverizing  and  conveying  systems  shall  be  electrically 
grounded. 

e.  Smoking  and  the  carrying  of  matches,  the  use  of 
heating  or  other  devices  employing  an  open  flame,  or  use 
of  any  spark  producing  equipment  is  prohibited  in  areas 
containing  dust-producing  or  dust-agitating  operations. 
Artificial  lighting  in  such  areas  shall  be  by  electricity  with 
all  wiring  and  electrical  equipment  installed  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Boston  Electrical  Code. 

Article  7.    Exits 

Section  7 .  01 — Obstructions  to  Egresses 

a.  All  egresses  and  means  of  escape  from  buildings  or 
structures,  including  doors,  windows,  aisles,  passageways, 
corridors,  stairways  and  fire  escapes  shall  be  kept  unob- 
structed either  by  persons  or  things,  and  ready  for  use 
while  such  buildings  are  occupied. 

b.  Motor  vehicles  shall  not  be  parked  under  the  canti- 
lever of  fire  escapes,  nor  in  such  manner  as  to  block  exits 
or  passageways  to  the  street,  nor  to  interfere  with  the 
means  of  egress  from  buildings,  or  with  the  operation  of 
the  Fire  Department  in  the  event  of  fire  or  emergency. 
If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department,  or 
such  person  to  whom  he  delegates  his  authority,  a  motor 
vehicle  is  parked  in  such  manner  as  to  violate  this  sub- 
section, he  shall  notify  the  Boston  Police  Department  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  remove  or  have  such  motor 
vehicle  removed. 

c.  In  other  than  dwellings,  no  person  shall  place,  store 
or  keep,  or  permit  to  be  placed,  stored  or  kept  on  or  under 
or  at  the  bottom  of  any  exit  stairway,  inside  or  outside, 
exit  hallway,  elevator  or  any  other  means  of  egress,  any 
materials  the  presence  or  the  burning  of  which  would 
obstruct  or  render  hazardous  egress  of  persons  from  the 
building. 

Section  7 .  02 — Exits  Open  in  Direction  of  Egress 
Egresses  from  any  building  or  structure  in  which  fifty 
or  more  persons  are  accommodated  or  assembled,  or  from 


a  schoolhouse,  church,  theatre,  special  hall,  public  hall,  I 
miscellaneous  hall,  hospital,  sanatorium,  convalescent  or 
nursing  home,  hoarding  home  for  the  aged,  grandstand, 
.stadium,  bleacher  or  arena,  or  from  a  factory,  workshop,  [ 
mercantile  or  other  establishment  which  has  accommoda- 
tions for-  ten  or  more  employees,  or  from  an  office  liiiilding. 
dormitory,  hotel,  family  hotel,  apartment,  house,  hoarding 
house,  lodging  house  or  tenement  house  which  has  eight 
or  more  rooms  above  the  second  story  shall  open  in  the 
direction  of  egress.' 

Section  7.02a — Mailing  of  Egresses 

Such  egresses  shall  have  a  sign  on  them  with  the  word  j] 
"Exit"  in  letters  not  less  than  five  inches  in  height. 

Section  7.02b — Light  of  Egresses 

Such  egresses  shall  be  lighted  at  night,  while  the  building  ,!| 
or  structure  is  occupied,  and  shall  be  lighted  during  day- 
light  hours  when  natural  lighting  is  deficient. 

Section  7.02c — Number  of  Egresses 

Such  occupancies  shall  have  at  least  two  means  of  egress  ffl 
from  each  floor  direct  to  the  street  or  to  an  unobstructed 
passageway  leading  to  the  street,  and  shall  not  be  locked,  j| 
bolted  or  fastened  from  the  inside  during  their  occupancy. 

Section  7.02d — Revolving  Doors  Prohibited 

Revolving  doors  shall  not  be  permitted  as  an  immediate 

means  of  egress  from  a  place  of  assembly  as  defined  in 

Section  23.01b  . 

Section  7.03 — Stairway  Doors  To  Be  Kept  Closed 
It  shall  be  unlawful  to  block  open  any  stairway  enclosure 
door  which  leads  to  or  from  a  floor  of  the  building. 

Section  7.04— Fire  Exit  Drills 

a.  Fire  exit  drills  shall  be  held  at  least  monthly, 
weather  permitting,  for  students,  teachers  and  other 
occupants  of  public  and  private  schools  while  school  is  in 
session. 

b.  Fire  exit  drills  shall  be  held  at  least  monthly, 
weather  permitting,  for  employees  of  hospitals,  sani- 
toriums,  convalescent  or  nursing  homes,  boarding  homes 
for  the  aged,  licensed  by  and  under  the  Supervision  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  and/or  hospitals  or 
other  institutions  (public  or  private),  licensed  by  and 
under  the  Supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Mental 
Health. 

c.  Fire  exit  drills  shall  be  held  at  least  quarterly  for 
employees  of  factories,  workshops,  mills,  office  buildings 
or  other  occupancies  where  people  are  employed  in  large 
numbers. 

d.  Such  fire  exit  drills  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  procedure  established  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department  or  by  an  Officer  of  the  Fire  Department  to 
whom  he  delegates  the  authority. 

Section  7.05 — Blocking  and  Barring  Windows 
a.  Exterior  windows  of  any  building  shall  not  bei* 
bricked  in,  boarded  up,  blocked  with  stock  nor  in  any  wax- 
prevented  from  being  used  in  the  event  of  fire  as  an  exit; 
to  the  outside  street  level  via  Fire  Department  ladders : 
or  otherwise  by  the  occupants  thereof,  or  for  use  by  the 
Fire  Department  for  rescue  work,  ventilation  and  access 
to  an  interior  fire,  unless  approved  by  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

6.  Except  in  places  of  detention,  windows  in  elevator 
shafts  and  windows  facing  and  within  5  feet  of  open  tanks 
or  moving  machinery,  exterior  windows  shall  not  be 
equipped  with  bars  or  grille  work  which  would  prevent 
the  use  of  such  windows  as  an  exit  in  case  of  fire  or  ex- 
plosion, unless  such  bars  or  grille  work  are  equipped  with 
devices  so  designed  to  permit  ready  escape  therefrom  by 
occupants  thereof  and  to  permit  ready  access  from  the j 
outside  by  the  Fire  Department. 
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Article  8.     Fire  Extinouishers 

Section  8 .  01 — Definitions 

As  used  in  these  sections: 

"Standard  fire  extinguisher"  means  a  portable  fire 
extinguisher  which  bears  the  label  of  approval  of  a  na- 
tional testing  laboratory  acceptable  to  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

"Service,"  where  used  in  reference  to  fire  extinguishers, 
means  the  inspection,  repair,  recharging  or  testing  of  fire 
extinguishers. 

"Service  man"  means  a  person  having  obtained  a 
Certificate  of  Competency  as  herein  provided  to  inspect, 
repair,  recharge  or  test  fire  extinguishers. 

Section  8 .  02 — Installation 

All  standard  fire  extinguishers  shall  be  installed  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  Pamphlet  No.  10  entitled  "Stand- 
ards of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  for  the 
Installation,  Maintenance,  and  Use  of  Portable  Fire 
Extinguishers  as  recommended  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association,  in  every  location  where  required 
by  this  code.  Every  required  or  non-required  fire  ex- 
tinguisher when  installed  shall  be  fully  charged  and  ready 
for  immediate  use.  Where  an  extinguisher  is  likely  to  be 
obscured  by  piles  of  stock,  lumber  or  otherwise,  a  sign 
shall  be  installed  and  maintained  which  will  mark  the 
location  of  such  extinguisher  in  a  manner  legible  at  a 
distance  of  at  least  50  feet. 

Section  8.03 — Maintenance 

Extinguishers  shall  be  recharged  or  weighed  after  use. 
Extinguishers  shall  be  inspected  annually,  shall  be  re- 
charged or  weighed  as  specified  in  aforesaid  Pamphlet 
No.  10,  and  maintained  in  good  condition  and  ready  for 
immediate  use  at  all  times. 

Every  such  fire  extinguisher  which  employs  a  cylinder 
shell  at  a  static  or  working  pressure  in  excess  of  100  pounds 
per  square  inch  shall  be  subjected  to  a  hydrostatic  pressure 
test  five  years  after  the  date  of  manufacture  and  every 
five  years  thereafter  as  prescribed  in  said  Pamphlet  No.  10. 
Except  in  the  case  of  establishments  employing  personnel 
qualified  to  perform  the  work,  extinguishers  shall  be  re- 
charged by  a  "service  man"  as  defined  in  Section  8.01. 

Section  8.04 — Tags 

Every  standard  fire  extinguisher  shall  have  attached 
thereto  a  tag  which  clearly  indicates  the  dates  of  inspec- 
tion and  recharging  or  weighing,  and  the  signature  of  the 
person  performing  the  work. 

Every  such  fire  extinguisher  which  has  passed  the 
hydrostatic  pressure  test  as  herein  required  shall  be 
provided  with  a  metal  label  or  tag  as  prescribed  in  afore- 
said Pamphlet  No.  10. 

Section  8.05 — Board  of  Examiners 

There  is  hereby  established  a  board  of  examiners  which 
shall  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of  applicants  desiring  a 
certificate  of  competency  as  fire  extinguisher  service  men. 
The  board  shall  consist  of  4  members,  as  follows:  A 
person  selected  by  the  Assistant  Chief  in  Charge  of  the 
;  Fire  Prevention  Division  who  is  experienced  in  the  work 
of  servicing  fire  extinguishers  and  has  the  recommenda- 
tion and  approval  of  at  least  one  organization  in  the  fire 
equipment  field,  and  the  three  Assistant  Chiefs  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

Section  8.06 — Duties  and  Powers  of  Board  of  Examiners 
Said  board  shall  prescribe  and  hold  written  examina- 
tions for  applicants  for  certificate  of  competency  as  fire 
extinguisher  service  man  and  practical  tests  of  the  appli- 
cants' knowledge  of  the  servicing  of  fire  extinguishers. 
Said  board  shall  issue  certificates  of  competency  to  quali- 
fied applicants,  and  is  empowered  to  revoke  the  certificate 
of  competency  of  any  holder  of  a  certificate  who  fails  to 
properly  service  a  fire  extinguisher,  or  for  any  other  just 
cause. 


Section  8.07 — Certificate  of  Competency  Required 

No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  servicing  fire 
extinguishers  unless  he  shall  first  have  obtained  a  certifi- 
cate of  competency  as  herein  provided. 

Section  8.08 — Application  for  Certificate  of  Competency 

Every  applicant  for  a  certificate  of  competency  as  a 
fire  extinguisher  service  man  shall  file  with  the  Assistant 
Chief  in  Charge  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  a  written 
application,  signed  by  the  applicant,  stating  his  address, 
age,  present  occupation,  business  activities  during  the 
previous  five  years,  experience  with  the  repair,  recharging, 
testing  and  use  of  fire  extinguishers,  knowledge  of  the 
ordinances  pertaining  to  fire  extinguishers  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Every  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  two  1"  x  1" 
prints  of  a  bust  photograph  of  the  applicant. 

Section  8.09 — Issuance  of  Certificate  of  Competency 

A  certificate  of  competency  shall  be  granted  to  all 
qualified  applicants  who  shall  have  passed  such  examina- 
tion and  who  shall  have  delivered  to  said  Assistant  Chief 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  existence  of  a  public  liability 
insurance  policy  issued  by  an  insurance  company  of 
national  standing,  insuring  the  public  in  an  amount  of 
not  less  than  110,000  against  property  damage  and  in  a 
like  amount  against  personal  injury  caused  by  the  negli- 
gence of  such  applicant  in  servicing  fire  extinguishers. 
The  insurance  coverage  shall  include  both  manufacturers 
and  contractors  liability  and  products  liability  t3rpes. 

Section  8. 10 — Certificate  of  Competency 

Upon  the  approval  of  the  application  by  the  board  of 
examiners  and  the  acceptance  of  the  public  liability  insur- 
ance policy,  and  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  $15.00, 
a  certificate  of  competency  shall  be  issued.  Such  certifi- 
cate of  competency  shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  the  year  in  which  it  is  issued.  Said  Assistant  Chief 
shall  provide  the  holder  of  such  certificate  with  an  identi- 
fication card  which  shall  carry  a  1"  x  1"  photograph  of 
the  holder  of  such  certificate  and  the  number  of  the  cer- 
tificate of  competency  of  the  holder,  which  card  shall  be 
signed  by  said  Assistant  Chief. 

Section  8.11 — Certificate  of  Competency  Renewal 

Any  such  certificate  of  competency  may  be  renewed 
upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  $15.00.  Any  change  of 
address  of  the  holder  of  a  certificate  of  competency  shall 
be  reported  to  said  Assistant  Chief. 

Section  8.f2 — Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Assistant  Chief  in  charge  of  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division,  in  his  discretion,  may  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
an  inspection  of  the  contents  and  working  condition  of 
any  fire  extinguisher,  and  may  promulgate  such  reason- 
able rules  and  regulations  as  he  deems  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  provisions  of  Article  8. 

Article  9.     Fire  Protection  Equipment 

Section  9.01 — Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  existing  conditions  except 
where  equivalent  or  more  stringent  legal  requirements  are 
enforced  by  the  building  or  other  municipal  departments, 
or  by  statute  law  or  regulation. 

Section  9.02 — Chief  of  Division  to  Surrey  Premises  and 
Specify  Equipment  to  be  Provided 

The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  shall  survey 
or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  each  commercial  and  industrial 
establishment,  mercantile,  educational  and  institutional 
occupancy,  place  of  assembly,  hotel,  multi-family  house, 
and  trailer  camp  and  shall  specify  suitable  fire  detecting 
devices  or  extinguishing  appliances  which  shall  be  pro- 
vided in  or  near  boiler  rooms,  kitchens  of  restaurants, 
clubs  arid  like  establishments,  storage  rooms  involving 
considerable  combustible  material,  rooms  in  which  hazard- 
ous manufacturing  processes  are  involved,  and  other 
places  of  a  generally  hazardous  nature.    Such  devices  or 
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appliances  may  consist  ol  automatic  fire  alarm  systems, 
automatic  sprinkler  or  water  spray  systems,  Btandpipe  and 
hose,  fixe  I  or  portable  fire  extinguishers  of  a  type  suitable 
for  I  lie  probable  class  of  fire,  or  suit  able  asbestos  blankets, 
manual  or  automatic  covers,  or  carbon  dioxide  or  other 
special  system  may  l>e  required. 

However,  except  that  in  the  case  of  an  order  requiring 
the  installation  of  automatic  sprinklers  or  water  spraj 
systems,  standpipe  and  hose  and  their  devices  and  appurte- 
nances, swell  oilier  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Building  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  9.03'  -Maintenance  of  Equipment 

Sprinkler  systems,  standpipe  systems,  lire  alarm  sys- 
tems, and  other  lire  protective  or  extinguishing  systems 
or  appliances  which  have  been  installed  in  compliance 
with  any  permit  or  order,  or  because  of  any  law,  regula- 
tion or  ordinance,  shall  be  maintained  in  operative  condi- 
tion at,  all  times,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  lor  any  owner  or 
occupant  to  reduce  the  effectiveness  of  the  protection  so 
required. 

Section  9.04 — Sprinklers  Required  in  Basements 

a.  Approved  automatic  sprinkler  systems  shall  be 
installed  in  all  basements  having  an  area  exceeding 
1,500  square  feet,  when  used  for  the  manufacture,  sale 
or  storage  of  combustible  goods  or  merchandise.  The 
requirements  of  this  section  shall  not  conflict  with  any 
statute,  regulation  or  ordinance  governing  the  installation 
of  sprinklers  in  such  occupancies. 

b.  Combustible  goods  or  merchandise  shall  include 
those  made  of  wood,  paper  or  rubber;  those  containing 
flammable  liquids;  those  packed  with  quantities  of 
excelsior,  moss  or  paper;  and  other  goods  or  merchandise 
of  equivalent  or  greater  combustibility. 

Section  9.05 — Shutting  off  Fire  Alarm  and  Fire  Ex- 
tinguishing Equipment 

Except  as  herein  after  provided,  no  person  shall  shut 
off,  disconnect,  obstruct,  remove,  or  destroy,  or  cause  or 
permit  to  be  shut  off,  disconnected,  obstructed,  removed 
or  destroyed,  any  part  of  any  fire  alarm  system,  or  of  any 
sprinkler  system,  special  extinguishing  system,  water 
main,  hydrant  or  other  device  used  for  fire  protection  in 
any  building  owned,  leased  or  occupied  by  such  person 
or  under  his  control  or  supervision,  without  first  procuring 
a  written  permit  so  to  do,  from  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division,  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions,  as,  in 
the  judgment,  of  the  Assistant  Chief  or  his  authorized 
representative  protection  against  fire  or  the  preservation 
of  public  safety  may  require.  This  section  shall  not 
prevent  the  temporary  shutting  off  or  disconnection  or 
partial  removal  of  such  a  system,  main,  hydrant  or  other 
device,  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or  of 
preventing  freezing  or  other  property  damage,  providing 
an  oral  notification  has  been  given  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment prior  to  such  action.  Temporary  interruption 
shall  be  deemed  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  weeks. 
Under  extenuating  circumstances  where  equipment  can- 
not be  provided  with  the  necessary  heat  to  prevent 
freezing,  such  as  railroad  shops,  car  shops,  sheds,  etc. 
devices  may  be  shut  down  for  a  period  extending  from 
November  1st  to  April  1st  providing  the  Fire  Department 
has  been  notified  and  a  written  permit  has  been  obtained 
therefor.  An  oral  report  may  be  construed  as  meaning  a 
telephone  report  to  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  or  the 
District  Chief  of  the  Fire  District  concerned. 

Article  10.     Fires  in  the  Open 

Section  10.01 — Permit  Required 

Permits  to  maintain  fires  in  the  open  air  will  be  issued 
by  the  Fire  Commissioner  in  accordance  with  the  Regula- 
tions hereinafter  set  forth,  and  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions  therein   provided. 


Section   10  02    Scope 

No  person  shall  set,  maintain  or  increase  a  fire  in  the 
open  air  in  the  city  of  Boston  without  obtaining  a  permit 
from  the  lire  commissioner  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Permits  lor  the  setting  and  maintaining  of  fires  in  the 
open  air  in  .-aid  city  may  be  issued  by  the  fire  commis- 
sioner of  said  eit\  lor  such  periods  of  time,  not  exceeding 
one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  subject  to  such 
reasonable  conditions  as  said  fire  commissioner  may 
establish  by  regulation.  Any  such  permit  may  be  re- 
voked at  any  time  by  said  fire  commissioner.  Violation 
ol  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  month,  or  both. 

Section    10.03-    Classes  of  Permits 
The  following  classes  of  permits  will  be  issued: 
I.     Household  Fires  in  the  Open. 
II.     Contractor's  or  Tradesmen's  Small  Fires  in   the 
Open. 

III.  Large  Fires  in  the  Open. 

IV.  Fires  at  Patriotic  Celebrations. 
V.     Incinerators. 

VI.     Barbecue. 

Section  10.04 — Terms  and  Conditions  Applicable  to 
Ever//  Permit 

a.  This  permit  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by  the 
Fire  Commissioner. 

h.  Any  fire  set  or  maintained  under  authority  of  this 
permit  shall  be  extinguished  upon  request  by  a  member 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

c.  Acceptance  of  this  permit  shall  constitute  an 
agreement  on  the  part  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued 
to  indemnify  and  save  harmless,  the  City  of  Boston  from 
any  damage  it  may  sustain,  or  liability  it  may  incur 
toward  third  persons,  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  this 
permit  or  any  action  taken  thereunder. 

d.  No  fire  shall  be  maintained  in  such  manner  as  to  be 
a  smoke  nuisance. 

e.  This  permit  is  void  in  case  of  high  wind. 

/.  Violation  of  any  applicable  law  or  ordinance  or  of 
any  condition  contained  therein  shall  render  this  permit 
void. 

g.  Fires  must  be  at  all  times  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  the  permit  holder  or  other  adult  person 
acting  under  his  direction,  who  shall  remain  at  the  loca- 
tion of  the  fire  until  the  fire  is  thoroughly  extinguished. 
All  fires  must  be  extinguished  not  later  than  sunset, 
except  in  case  of  Class  IV  permit,  and  except  where  express 
permission  is  given  in  permits  of  other  classes. 

Section  10.05 — Additional  Terms  and  Conditions  Ap- 
plicable to  Class  I,  Class  III  and  Class  V  Permits 

a.  No  fire  set  or  maintained  under  authority  of  this 
permit  shall  be  within  one  hundred  feet  of  another  fire 
in  the  open,  nor  within  thirty  feet  of  an}-  building  or 
structure,  nor  within  thirty  feet  of  an3'  combustible 
rubbish,  wood,  debris,  trees,  bushes  or  standing  piles  of 
leaves,  branches,  grass,  etc. 

b.  Permit  holder  must  have  premises  equipped  with 
garden  or  fire  hose  sufficient  in  length  to  reach  the  fire, 
and  attached  to  faucet,  with  water  in  the  hose  ready  for 
immediate  use  at  all  times,  must  be  available  while  fire  is 
burning. 

c.  This  permit  is  void  on  June  17  and  July  4,  or  days 
celebrated  as  such. 

Section  10.06 — Class  I  Per/nits.  Permits  for  House- 
hold Fires  in  the  Open 

a.  These  permits  are  issued  on  separate  forms,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  and  specifications  thereon. 

b.  Permits  of  this  class  will  authorize  the  setting  and 
maintenance  of  small  fires  for  the  burning  of  leaves,  grass 
and  brush  from  gardens,  farms  or  yards  in  open  areas 
by  the  owner  or  tenant  of  such  areas  or  by  an  authorized 
agent  of  the  owner  or  tenant. 
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c.     Permits  of  this  class  shall  be  issued  by  District 
Chiefs  for  and  in  the  Name  of  the  Fire  Commissioner. 
Section  10.07 — Class    II   Permits.      Permits  for    Con- 
tractor's or  Tradesmen's  Small  Fires  in  the  Open 

a.  Permits  of  this  class  will  authorize  the  setting  and 
maintenance  of  miscellaneous  small  fires  necessary  in  such 
activities  as  street  paving  work  or  repair  of  sewer  or  water 
services,  or  operation  of  devices  using  an  open  flame,  the 
use  of  tar  kettles,  blow  torches,  welding  torches  and  other 
flame-making  implements  in  the  open  air. 

b.  Restricted  permits  of  Class  II  shall  be  confined  to 
locations  described  in  the  permit,  shall  run  for  a  period  of 
one  month  or  more,  and  may  be  issued  to  responsible 
adults  only. 

c.  General  Permits  of  Class  II  shall  not  be  confined 
to  a  particular  location,  shall  run  for  a  period  of  not  more 
than  one  year,  and  may  be  issued  to  responsible  adults. 

Section  10.08 — Class  III  Permits.     Permits  for  Large 
Fires  in  the  Open 

a.  Permits  of  this  class  will  authorize  the  setting  and 
maintenance  of  fires  exceeding  four  square  feet  in  area 
for  the  purpose  of  consuming  large  quantities  of  rubbish 
or  debris  on  construction  jobs  and  operations  of  like 
character. 

b.  Class  III  Permits  may  be  issued  to  responsible 
adults  only,  to  be  exercised  on  a  location  described  in  the 
permit.  Such  permit  shall  run  for  a  period  of  one  month, 
three  months,  or  six  months,  according  to  the  character 
of  the  location  and  the  nature  of  the  material  burned. 

c.  Class  III  Permits  shall  contain  such  additional 
terms  and  conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  District 
Chief  are  necessary  for  the  public  safety,  which  may 
include  a  paid  Fire  Department  detail. 

Section  10.09-C?ass  IV  Permits — Permits  for  Fires  at 
Patriotic  Celebrations 

a.  Class  IV  Permits  may  be  issued  to  responsible  adults 
for  a  period  of  one  night  only,  to  be  exercised  at  a 
described  location  satisfactory  to  the  District  Chief  in  con- 
nection with  a  patriotic  celebration. 

b.  Class  IV  Permits  shall  contain  such  additional 
terms  and  conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  District 
Chief  are  necessary  for  the  public  safety. 

Section  10.10 — Class  V  Permits — Incinerators 

Class  V  Permits  may  be  issued  to  responsible  adults  to 
be  exercised  at  a  prescribed  location  for  the  purpose  of 
consuming  rubbish  in  an  approved  incinerator. 

Section  10. 11— Class  VI  Permits 

Class  VI  Permits  may  be  issued  to  a  responsible  adult, 
to  be  exercised  at  a  prescribed  location,  for  barbecue  pur- 
poses ONLY.  Screen  guard  to  be  placed  before  the  fire 
opening  when  in  operation.  Spark  arrester  to  be  placed 
over  chimney  opening.  Only  charcoal  and  wood  to  be 
used  for  fuel. 

Article  11.     Flammable  Decorations 

Section  11.01 — Definition 

"Flammable  decorations"  shall  include  all  such  mate- 
rials as  curtains,  draperies,  scenery,  plastic  shields,  up- 
holstery materials,  streamers,  surface  coverings  applied 
over  the  building  interior  finish  for  decorative,  acoustical 
or  other  effect,  and  also  cloth,  cotton  batting,  straw, 
vines,  leaves,  trees  and  moss  used  for  decorative  effect, 
bamboo  and  other  wood  or  fibres,  but  it  shall  not  include 
ordinary  window  shades. 

Section  11.02— Permit 

a.  Flammable  decorations  shall  be  prohibited  in  pub- 
lic buildings  and  places  of  assembly  and  in  stores  unless  a 
permit  for  the  use  of  same  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Fire  Department  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
prescribed  in  writing  by  the  Fire  Department. 

6.  Terms  and  Conditions  under  which  permission  or 
authorization  will  be  granted  for  the  use  of  flammable 


decorations  in  public  buildings,  places  of  assembly  and 
stores  are  prescribed  in  the  following  sections. 

c.  The  word  "flammable"  shall  have  the  same  meaning 
as  the  word  "inflammable"  as  used  in  Chapter  148  of  the 
General  Laws  and  in  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 

Section  11.03 — Certain  Materials  to  be  submitted  for  lest 

No  fabric,  plastic,  artificial  leather  of  any  type,  lac- 
quered leather,  or  other  decorative  material  shall  be  used 
for  decorations  in  public  buildings,  places  of  assembty, 
and  in  stores  within  the  City  of  Boston  until  a  sample 
thereof  has  been  submitted,  tested  and  approved  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Boston  Fire  Department's  Terms  and 
Conditions  applicable  to  the  use  of  flammable  decorations. 

The  burden  of  proof  that  an  article  has  been  flame- 
proofed  and  made  fire  resistant  is  upon  the  owner  or  user 
of  the  material  in  question. 

Section  1 1 .  04 — Purpose  of  Test 

The  purpose  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  test  is  to 
determine  the  ability  of  materials  to  withstand  direct  con- 
tact with  a  flame  and  to  determine  the  ability  of  the 
material  to  act  as  a  self-extinguisher  if  ignited. 

Section  1 1 .  05 — Sampling 

All  samples  submitted  for  testing  shall  consist  of  a  strip 
of  material  at  least  10  inches  long,  cut  to  include  the 
entire  width  of  the  roll.  Each  sample  shall  be  identified 
with  the  manufacturer's  name,  trade  name,  and  numbers 
designating  quality,  colors  and  roll  representation. 

Section  11.06 — Apparatus 

Tirrell  Burner 

Stop  Watch 

Iron  Ring  Stand,  Clamp,  and  Suitable  Wire  for  Sus- 
pending Sample 

Fume  Exhaust  Hood 

Section  1 1 .  07 — Procedure 

a.  Specimens — Six  (6)  specimens,  one  and  one-half 
inches  by  10  inches,  shall  be  cut  at  random  from  the 
sample  sheet. 

b.  Test — The  flame  of  the  Tirrell  Burner  is  adjusted 
so  that  the  blue  cone  of  the  flame  is  approximately  one 
and  one-half  inches  high  and  the  total  height  of  the  flame 
is  six  inches. 

The  sample  is  suspended  in  a  vertical  position.  (The 
test  is  conducted  where  drafts  will  not  interfere  with  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  test.) 

The  flame  is  applied  to  the  lower  end  of  the  sample  for 
ten  (10)  seconds  and  withdrawn,  and  the  duration  of  the 
flaming  (afterflame)  of  the  specimen  is  noted.  The  length 
of  time  between  disappearance  of  afterflame  and  dis- 
appearance of  visible  smoldering  (afterglow)  shall  also  be 
noted. 

In  testing  materials,  where  a  portion  of  the  sample 
under  test  fuses  off  before  the  ten  seconds  has  elapsed, 
the  burner  shall  be  raised  so  that  the  (lame  shall  continue 
on  the  remaining  portion  of  the  sample  for  (en  seconds. 
If  the  fused-off  portion  continues  to  burn  over  the  pre- 
scribed two  seconds,  it  will  be  considered  cause  for  re- 
jection of  the  sample. 

Section   1 1 .  08  -Specification 

No  specimen  when  tested  by  the  procedure  described 
above  shall  show  afterflame  of  more  than  two  (2)  seconds 
alter  the  burner  flame  is  withdrawn. 

No  specimen  when  tested  by  the  procedure  described 
above  shall  have  an  afterglow  of  more  than  forty  (10) 
seconds  after  the  burner  flame  is  withdrawn. 

Section   ll.0!l     Certificate  of  Analysis 

On  completion  of  test,  a  certificate  of  analysis  ami  a 
letter  of  approval  shall  be  issued  by  the  Boston  Fire 
I  )epartment. 

Section   11.10   -Certificate  of  Flameproofing 
Where  a  flameproofing   process,   nol    of  a    permanent 
nature,  is  applied  to  decorative  material  to  be  used  in  any 
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public  building,  place  of  assembly  or  store,  a  certificate 
ol  flameproofing,  specifying  the  basic  formula  of  the 
treatment  applied  and  the  dale  of  application,  shall  lie 
filed  with  the  bead  of  the  fire  department  by  the  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  applying  the  flameproofing  treatment 
together  with  the  sample. 

This  certificate  is  required  in  addition  to  the  certificate 
of  analysis  (report  of  laboratory  test). 

Laundering  or  dry  cleaning  of  the  materials  in  question 
shall  render  the  certificate  of  flameproofing  void.  At  the 
expiration  of  the  time  limit  stated  on  the  certificate,  the 
flameproofing  process  shall  be  reapplied  and  the  certificate 
shall  be  renewed. 

The  certificate  of  flameproofing  form  shall  be  obtained 
from  the  Fire  Prevention  Division. 

Section  11.11 — Order  to  Remove  Flammable  Decorations 

The  head  of  the  fire  department  may  order  the  removal 
from  any  public  building,  place  of  assembly  or  store,  of 
any  flammable  decoration  used  or  installed  therein  in 
violation  of  the  above  terms  and  conditions. 

Article  12.  Flammable  Finishes  —  Application  of 
—  Dimsion  I  —  General  Provisions 

Section   12.01 — Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  locations  or  areas  where  the 
following  activities  are  regularly  done:  (1)  the  applica- 
tion of  flammable  or  combustible  paint,  varnish,  lacquer, 
stain  or  other  flammable  or  combustible  liquid  applied 
as  a  spray  in  continuous  or  intermittent  processes;  and 
(2)  dip  tank  operations  in  which  articles  or  materials  are 
passed  through  contents  of  tanks,  vats  or  containers  of 
flammable  or  combustible  liquids,  including  coating, 
finishing,  treating  and  similar  processes,  but  shall  not 
apply  where  equivalent  or  more  stringent  legal  require- 
ments are  enforced  by  other  municipal  departments  or 
ordinances  or  by  statute  law  or  regulation. 

Section  12.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  spraying  or  dipping 
operations  utilizing  more  than  one  gallon  on  any  working 
day  of  flammable  or  combustible  liquids.  However,  no 
permit  shall  be  required  for  small,  intermittent  spraying 
operations  for  domestic  use  or  for  use  incidental  to  and 
not  considered  a  major  process  of  a  business,  provided 
the  spraying  is  not  performed  in  proximity  to  combustible 
construction  or  materials. 

Section  12 .  03 — Smoking  Prohibited 

Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  in  any  spray  finishing 
areas  and  in  the  vicinity  of  dip  tanks.  "No  Smoking" 
signs  with  lettering  of  approved  size  shall  be  conspicu- 
ously posted  in  such  areas. 

Section  12. 04 — Welding  Warning  Signs 

Conspicuous  signs  shall  be  posted  in  the  vicinity  of  all 
spraying  areas,  dipping  operations  and  paint  storage  rooms, 
conveying  the  following  warning: 


NO  WELDING 
The  use  of  welding  or  cutting  equipment  in,  or  near 
this  area  is  dangerous  because  of  fire  and  explo- 
sion.    Welding    and    cutting    shall    be    done    only 
under  the  supervision  of  the  foreman  in  charge. 


Section  12.05 — Electric  Wiring  and  Equipment 
Electric  wiring  and  equipment  shall  be  installed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  Boston  Electrical 
Code. 

Article  12.     Flammable  Finishes — Application  of — 

Division  II — Spray  Finishing 

Section   12. 0G — Location  of  Spray  Finishing  Operations 

Spray  finishing  operations  shall  not  be  conducted  in 

buildings  used  for  assembly,  institutional  or  residential 

occupancies,  except  in  a  room  designed  for  the  purpose, 


protected  with  an  approved  system  of  automatic  sprinklers 
and  separated  vertically  and  horiz  >n tally  from  other  areas 
in  accordance  with  construction  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code. 

Section    12.07     Spraying  Ann  Defined 

a.  "Spraying  area"  shall  mean  any  area  in  which 
dangerous  quantities  of  flammable  vapors  or  combustible 
residues,  dusts  or  deposits  are  present  due  to  the  opera- 
tion of  spraying  processes.  The  Head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment may  define  the  limits  of  the  spraying  area  in  any 
specific  case. 

b.  A  spraying  area  shall  include: 

1 .  The  interior  of  spray  booths. 

2.  The  interior  of  ducts  exhausting  from  spraying 
processes. 

3.  Any  area  in  the  direct  path  of  spray  or  any  area 
containing  dangerous  quantities  of  air-suspended 
combustible  residue,  dust,  deposits,  spray  or  vapor 
as  a  result  of  spraying  operations. 

Section  12.08— Spray  Booths 

a.  Spray  booths  shall  be  substantially  constructed  of 
noncombustible  material  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Boston  Building  Department. 

/*.  The  interior  surfaces  of  spray  booths  shall  be  smooth 
and  continuous  without  edges  and  otherwise  designed  to 
prevent  pocketing  of  residues  and  facilitate  cleaning  and 
washing  without  injury. 

c.  The  floor  of  the  spray  booth  and  operators'  working 
area,  if  combustible,  shall  be  covered  with  noncombustible, 
non-sparking  material  of  such  character  as  to  facilitate 
the  safe  cleaning  and  removal  of  residues. 

d.  Distribution  of  baffle  plates,  if  installed  to  promote 
an  even  flow  of  air  through  booth  or  cause  the  deposit  of 
overspray  before  it  enters  exhaust  duct,  shall  be  of  non- 
combustible material  and  readily  removable  or  accessible 
on  both  sides  for  cleaning.  Such  plates  shall  not  be  located 
in  exhaust  ducts. 

e.  Each  spray  booth  having  a  frontal  area  larger  than 
nine  square  feet  shall  have  a  metal  deflector  or  curtain 
not  less  than  21/£-inches  deep  installed  at  the  upper  outer 
edge  of  the  booth,  over  the  opening. 

/.  Each  spray  booth  shall  be  separated  from  other 
operations  by  not  less  than  three  feet,  or  by  a  greater 
distance,  or  by  such  partition  or  wall  as  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department  may  require  and  in  accordance  with 
construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Building  Code 
to  reduce  the  danger  from  juxtaposition  of  hazardous 
operations. 

g.  Spray  booths  shall  be  so  installed  that  all  portions 
are  readily  accessible  for  cleaning.  A  clear  space  of  not 
less  than  three  feet  on  all  sides  shall  be  kept  free  from 
storage  or  combustible  construction. 

h.  When  spraying  areas  are  illuminated  through  glass 
panels  or  other  transparent  materials,  only  fixed  lighting 
units  shall  be  used  as  a  source  of  illumination.  Panels 
shall  effectively  isolate  the  spraying  area  from  the  area 
in  which  the  lighting  unit  is  located,  and  shall  be  of  non- 
combustible material  of  such  a  nature  or  so  protected 
that  breakage  will  be  unlikely.  Panels  shall  be  so  arranged 
that  normal  accumulations  of  residue  on  the  exposed 
surface  of  the  panel  will  not  be  raised  to  a  dangerous 
temperature  by  radiation  or  conduction  from  the  source 
of  illumination. 

Section  12.09 — Dry  Type  Overspray  Collectors — (Ex- 
haust  Air  Filters) 

In  conventional  dry  type  spray  booths,  overspray  dry 
filters,  if  installed,  shall  conform  to  the  following: 

a.  The  spraying  operations  shall  be  so  designed,  in- 
stalled and  maintained  that  the  average  air  velocity  over 
the  open  face  of  the  booth  (or  booth  cross-section  during 
spraying  operations)  shall  be  not  less  than  100  linear  feet 
per  minute.    Visible  gauges  or  audible  alarm  devices   hall 
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be  installed  to  indicate  that  the  required  air  velocity  is 
maintained. 

b.  All  discarded  filter  packs  shall  be  immediately  re- 
moved to  a  safe,  well  detached  location  or  placed  in  a 
water-filled  metal  container  and  disposed  of  at  the  close 
of  the  day's  operation. 

c.  The  location  of  filters  in  a  spray  booth  shall  be  so 
as  to  not  reduce  the  effective  booth  enclosure  of  the 
articles  being  sprayed. 

d.  Space  within  spray  booth  on  the  downstream  and 
upstream  sides  of  filters  shall  be  protected  with  approved 
automatic  sprinkler. 

e.  Filters  shall  not  be  used  when  applying  a  spray 
material  known  to  be  highly  susceptible  to  spontaneous 
heating  and  ignition. 

/.  Clean  filters  shall  be  noncombustible  or  of  ap- 
proved type. 

g.  Filters  shall  not  alternately  be  used  for  the  applica- 
tion of  lacquer  and  other  materials  such  as  varnishes, 
stains,  and  ground  coats. 

Section  12. 10 — Electrical  and  Other  Sources  of  Ignition 

a.  There  shall  be  no  open  flame  or  spark-producing 
equipment  in  any  spraying  area,  nor  within  20  feet 
thereof,  unless  separated  by  a  partition. 

b.  Space  heating  appliances,  steam  pipes  or  hot  sur- 
I  faces  shall  not  be  located  in  a  spraying  area  where  de- 
posits of  combustible  residues  may  readily  accumulate. 

c.  Unless  specifically  approved  for  locations  containing 
both  deposits  of  readily  ignitable  residue  and  explosive 
vapors,  there  shall  be  no  electrical  equipment  in  any 
spraying  area,  whereon  deposits  of  combustible  residues 

I  may  readily  accumulate,  except  wiring  in  rigid  conduit 
or  in  boxes  or  fittings  containing  no  taps,  splices  or  ter- 
I  minal  connections. 

d.  Electrical  wiring  and  equipment  not  subject  to 
deposits  of  combustible  residues  but  located  in  a  spraying 
area  shall  be  of  explosion-proof  type  approved  for  use  in 
such  hazardous  locations.    Such  area  shall  be  considered 

[  a  Class  I,  Division  1  hazardous  location  under  the  Boston 
Electrical  Code. 

e.  Electrical  wiring,  motors,  and  other  equipment  out- 
'  side  of  but  within  20  feet  of  any  spraying  area,  and  not 
I  separated  therefrom  by  partitions,  shall  not  produce 
!  sparks  under  normal  operating   conditions.     Such  area 

shall  be  considered  a  Class  I,  Division  2  hazardous  loca- 
tion under  the  Boston  Electrical  Code. 

/.  Electric  lamps  outside  of  but  within  20  feet  of  any 
spraying  area  and  not  separated  therefrom  by  a  partition, 
shall  be  totally  enclosed  to  prevent  the  falling  of  hot  par- 
ticles and  shall  be  protected  from  physical  damage  by 
suitable  guards  or  by  location. 

g.  Portable  electric  lamps  shall  not  be  used  in  any 
spraying  area  during  spraying  operations.  Portable  elec- 
tric lamps,  if  used  during  cleaning  or  repairing  operations, 
shall  be  of  the  type  approved  for  hazardous  locations. 

h.  All  metal  parts  of  spray  booths,  exhaust  ducts  and 
piping  systems  conveying  flammable  liquids  shall  be 
properly  electrically  grounded  in  an  effective  and  per- 
manent manner. 

Section  12.11 — Ventilation  of  Spray  Booths  and  Spray 
Finishing  Areas 

a.  All  spraying  areas  shall  be  provided  with  mechani- 
cal ventilation  adequate  to  prevent  the  dangerous  accu- 
mulation of  vapors. 

b.  Spraying  operations  shall  not  be  conducted  unless 
mechanical  ventilation  is  in  operation. 

c.  Each  spray  booth  shall  have  an  independent  exhaust 
duct  system  discharging  to  building  exterior,  except 
multiple  cabinet  spray  booths  in  which  identical  spray 
finishing  material  is  used  with  a  combined  frontal  area  of 
not  more  than  eighteen  square  feet  may  have  a  common 
exhaust.  If  more  than  one  fan  serves  one  booth,  all  fans 
sIkiII  be  so  interconnected  that  one  fan  cannot  operate 
without  operating  all. 


d.  Electric  motors  driving  exhaust  fans  shall  not  be 
placed  inside  booths  or  ducts.  Fan  rotating  element  shall 
be  non-ferrous  or  non-sparking  or  the  casing  shall  con- 
sist of  or  be  lined  with  such  material. 

e.  Belts  shall  not  enter  duct  or  booth  unless  belt  and 
pulley  within  the  duct  or  booth  are  tightly  enclosed. 

/.  Exhaust  ducts  shall  be  constructed  of  steel  and  shall 
be  substantially  supported. 

g.  Exhaust  ducts  shall  have  a  clearance  from  unpro- 
tected combustible  construction  or  material  of  not  less 
than  18  inches.  If  combustible  construction  is  provided 
with  the  following  protection  applied  to  all  surfaces  within 
18  inches,  clearances  may  be  reduced  to  the  distances 
indicated: 

1.  28  gauge  sheet  metal  on  j-inch  asbestos  mill 
board — 12  inches 

2.  28  gauge  sheet  metal  on  5-inch  asbestos  mill 
board  spaced  out  one  inch  on  noncombustible  spacers — 
9  inches 

3.  22  gauge  sheet  metal  on    1-inch  rockwool  bats 
reinforced  with  wire  mesh  or  the  equivalent — 3  inches 
h.     Air  exhausted  from  spraying  operations  shall  not  be 

recirculated. 

Section  12.12 — Storage    and    Handling    of    Flammable 
Liquids 

a.  The  storage  and  handling  of  flammable  liquids 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  Article  13  of  this  code  and 
shall  also  conform  to  the  provision  of  this  section. 

b.  Where  the  quantity  of  liquid  in  5-gallon  and  smaller 
containers,  other  than  original  sealed  containers,  exceeds 
a  total  of  10  gallons  it  shall  be  stored  in  an  approved 
storage  cabinet  or  in  approved  storage  or  mixing  rooms. 

c.  Original  closed  containers,  approved  portable  tanks, 
approved  safety  cans  or  a  properly  arranged  system  of 
piping  shall  be  used  for  bringing  flammable  liquids  into 
spray  finishing  areas.  Open  or  glass  containers  shall  not 
be  used. 

d.  Containers  supplying  spray  nozzles  shall  be  of 
closed  type  or  provided  with  metal  covers  kept  closed. 
Containers  not  resting  on  floors  shall  be  on  noncombustible 
supports  or  suspended  by  wire  cables.  Containers  supply- 
ing spray  nozzles  by  gravity  flow  shall  not  exceed  10 
gallons  capacity. 

e.  All  containers  or  piping  to  which  is  attached  a  hose 
or  flexible  connection  shall  be  provided  with  a  shut-off 
valve  at  the  connection.  Such  valves  shall  be  kept  shut 
when  not  in  use. 

/.  Heaters  shall  not  be  located  in  spray  booths  nor 
other  locations  subject  to  the  accumulation  of  deposits  or 
combustible  residue. 

g.  If  flammable  liquids  are  supplied  to  spray  nozzles 
by  positive  displacement  pumps,  pump  discharge  line 
shall  be  provided  with  an  approved  relief  valve  discharg- 
ing to  pump  suction  or  a  sate  detached  location. 

h.  Whenever  flammable  liquids  are  transferred  from 
one  container  to  another  both  containers  shall  be  effectively 
grounded.  Piping  systems  for  flammable  liquids  shall  be 
permanently  grounded. 

Section  12.13 — Fire  Protection  Equipment 

Suitable  portable  fire  extinguishers,  small  hose  or  other 
fire  extinguishing  equipment  shall  be  installed  near  all 
spraying  areas  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Head  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

Section   12.14 — Operations  and  Maintenance 

a.  All  spraying  areas  shall  be  kepi  as  free  from  the 
accumulation  of  deposits  of  combustible  residues  as 
practical,  with  cleaning  conducted  daily  if  necessary. 

/>.  Scrapers,  spuds  or  other  such  tools  used  for  cleaning 
purposes  shall  be  of  non-sparking  material. 

c.  Residue  scrapings  and  debris  contaminated  with 
residue  shall  be  immediately  removed  from  premises  and 
properly  disposed  of. 
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(/.  Approved  metal  waste  cans  shall  he  provided 
wherever  rags  or  waste  are  impregnated  with  finishing 
material  and  all  such  rags  or  waste  deposited  therein  im- 
mediately alter  use.  The  contents  of  waste  cans  shall  be 
properly  disposed  of  at  least  once  daily  and  at  the  end  of 
each  shift. 

Section   12.15 — Drying  Apparatus 

a.  Drying  apparatus  shall,  in  addition  to  conforming 
with  the  requirements  of  this  article,  comply  with  the 
applicable  provisions  of  Article  22. 

b.  Spray  booths,  rooms  or  other  enclosures  used  for 
spraying  operations  shall  not  alternately  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  drying  by  any  arrangement  which  will  cause  a 
material  increase  in  the  surface  temperature  of  the  spray 
booth,  room  or  enclosure. 

c.  Except  as  specifically  provided  in  the  following 
subsection  (d),  drying  or  baking  units,  utilizing  a  heating 
system  having  open  flames  or  which  may  produce  sparks 
shall  not  be  installed  in  a  spraying  area,  but  may  be 
installed  adjacent  thereto  when  equipped  with  an  inter- 
locked ventilating  system  arranged  to: 

1.  Thoroughly  ventilate  the  drying  space  before 
heating  system  can  be  started; 

2.  Maintain  a  safe  atmosphere  at  any  source  of 
ignition; 

3.  Automatically  shut  down  heating  system  in  the 
event,  of  failure  of  the  ventilating  system. 

d.  Automobile  refinishing  booths  or  enclosures,  other- 
wise installed  and  maintained  in  conformity  with  this 
division,  may  alternately  be  used  for  drying  with  portable 
infra-red  drying  apparatus  when  conforming  with  the 
following: 

1.  The  procedure  shall  be  restricted  to  low- volume, 
occasional  spray  application. 

2.  Interior  of  spray  enclosures  shall  be  kept  free  of 
overspray  deposits. 

3.  During  spray  operations,  the  drying  apparatus 
and  electrical  connections  and  wiring  thereto  shall  not 
be  located  within  spray  enclosure  nor  in  any  other 
location  where  spray  residue  may  be  deposited  thereon. 

4.  Spraying  apparatus,  drying  apparatus,  and 
ventilating  system  of  spray  enclosure  shall  be  equipped 
with  suitable  inter-locks  so  arranged  that: 

(a)  Spraying  apparatus  cannot  be  operated 
while  drying  apparatus  is  inside  spray  enclosure. 

(6)  Spray  enclosure  will  be  purged  of  spray 
vapors  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  3  minutes  before 
drying  apparatus  can  be  energized. 

(c)  Ventilating  system  will  maintain  a  safe 
atmosphere  within  the  enclosure  during  the  drying 
process  and  drying  apparatus  will  automatically 
shut  off  in  the  event  of  failure  of  the  ventilating 
system. 

5.  All  electrical  wiring  and  equipment  of  drying 
apparatus  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  article 
and  shall  otherwise  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Boston  Electrical  Code.  Only 
equipment  of  a  type  approved  for  Class  I,  Division  2 
hazardous  locations  shall  be  located  within  18  inches 
of  floor  level.  All  metallic  parts  of  drying  apparatus 
shall  be  properly  electrically  bonded  and  grounded. 

Article    12 — Flammable    Finish — Application    of — 
Diaision  III — Dip  Tanks 
Section  12.16 — Definition 

a.  "Dip  tank"  shall  mean  a  tank,  vat  or  container  of 
flammable  or  combustible  liquid  in  which  articles  or 
materials  are  immersed  for  the  purpose  of  coating,  finish- 
ing, treating  or  similar  processes. 

b.  "Vapor  area"  shall  mean  any  area  containing  dan- 
gerous quantities  of  flammable  vapors  in  the  vicinity  of 
dip  tanks,  their  drain  boards  or  associated  drying,  convey- 
ing or  other  equipment,  during  operation  or  shut-down 


periods.     The  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  deter- 
mine the  extent  of  the  vapor  area,  taking  into  considera-J 
lion  the  characteristics  of  the  liquid,  the  degree  of  su:--J 
tained  ventilation,  and  the  nature  of  the  operations. 

Section  12. 17  —Location  of  Di/>  Tank  Operations 
Dip  tank  operations  shall  not  be  conducted  in  building- 
used  for  assembly,  institutional  or  residential  occupancies, 
except  in  a  room  designed  for  the  purpose,  protected  with 
an  approved  system  of  automatic  sprinklers  and  separated 
vertically  and  horizontally  from  other  areas  in  accordance 
with  construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code. 

Section  12.18 — Ventilation  of  Vapor  Areas 

a.  All  vapor  areas  shall  be  provided  with  mechanical 
ventilation  adequate  to  prevent  the  dangerous  accumula- 
tion of  vapors. 

b.  Required  ventilating  systems  shall  be  so  arranged 
that  the  failure  of  any  ventilating  fan  shall  automatically 
stop  any  dipping  conveyor  system. 

Section  12. 19 — Construction  of  Dip  Tanks 

a.  Dip  tanks,  including  drain  boards  if  provided,  shall 
lie  constructed  of  substantial  noncombustiblc  material, 
and  their  supports  shall  be  of  heavy  metal,  reinforced 
concrete  or  masonry. 

b.  Dip  tanks  of  over  150  gallons  in  capacity  or  10 
square  feet  in  liquid  surface  area  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
properly  trapped  overflow  pipe  leading  to  a  safe  location 
outside  buildings. 

c.  The  bottom  of  the  overflow  connection  shall  be  not 
less  than  6  inches  below  the  top  of  the  tank. 

d.  Dip  tanks  over  500  gallons  in  liquid  capacity  shall 
be  equipped  with  bottom  drains  automatically  and  manu- 
ally arranged  to  quickly  drain  tank  in  event  of  fire,  unless 
the  viscosity  of  the  liquid  at  normal  atmospheric  tempera- 
ture makes"  this  impractical.  Manual  operation  shall  be 
from  a  safely  accessible  location.  Where  gravity  flow  is 
not  practicable,  automatic  pumps  shall  be  provided. 

e.  Such  drains  shall  be  trapped  and  discharged  to  a 
closed  properly  vented  salvage  tank  or  to  a  safe  outside 
location. 

/.  Dip  tanks  utilizing  a  conveyor  system  shall  be  so 
arranged  that  in  the  event  of  fire,  the  conveyor  system 
shall  automatically  cease  motion  and  required  bottom 
drains  shall  open. 

Section    12.20 — Storage    and    Handling    of   Flammable 

Liquids 
The  storage  and  handling  of  flammable,  dip-tank  liquids, 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  Article  13. 

Section  12.21 — Electrical  and  Other  Sources  of  Ignition 

a.  There  shall  be  no  open  flames,  spark  producing 
devices,  or  heated  surfaces  having  a  temperature  suffi- 
cient, to  ignite  vapors  in  any  vapor  area. 

b.  Electrical  wiring  and  equipment  in  any  vapor  area 
shall  be  explosion-proof  type  approved  for  use  in  such 
hazardous  locations.  Such  area  shall  be  considered  a 
Class  I,  Division  I  hazardous  location  under  the  Boston 
Electrical  Code. 

r.  Unless  specifically  approved  for  locations  contain- 
ing both  deposits  of  readily  ignitable  residues  and  explosive 
vapors,  there  shall  be  no  electrical  equipment  in  the  vicinity 
of  dip  tanks  or  associated  drain  boards  or  drying  opera- 
tions which  arc  subject  to  splashing  or  dripping  of  dip 
tank  liquids,  except  wiring  in  rigid  conduit  or  in  threaded 
boxes  or  fittings  containing  no  taps,  splices  or  terminal 
connections. 

d.  In  any  floor  space  outside  a  vapor  area,  but,  within 
20  feet  therefrom,  and  not  separated  by  tight  partitions, 
there  shall  be  no  open  flames  or  spark  producing  devices. 
Such  area  shall  be  considered  a  Class  I,  Division  2  hazard- 
ous location  under  the  Boston  Electrical  Code. 
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Section  12.22 — Operations  and  Maintenance 

a.  Areas  in  vicinity  of  tanks  shall  be  kept  as  clear  of 
|  combustible  stock  as  practical  and  shall  be  kept  entirely 

free  of  combustible  debris. 

b.  When  waste  or  rags  are  used  in  connection  with 
dipping  operations,  approved  metal  waste  cans  shall  be 
provided  and  all  impregnated  rags  or  waste  deposited 
therein  immediately  after  use.  The  contents  of  waste  cans 
shall  be  disposed  of  at  the  end  of  each  shift  by  methods 
approved  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  12.23 — Fire  Extinguishing  Equipment 

a.  Areas  in  the  vicinity  of  dip  tanks  shall  be  provided 
with  portable  fire  extinguishers  suitable  for  flammable 
liquid  fires,  as  specified  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

b.  Dip  tanks  of  over  150  gallons  capacity  or  10  square 
feet  liquid  surface  area  shall  be  protected  with  at  least  one 
of  the  following  automatic  extinguishing  facilities: 

1.  Approved  automatic  water  spray  extinguishing 
system; 

2.  Approved  automatic  foam  extinguishing  system; 

3.  Approved  automatic  carbon  dioxide  system; 

4.  Dip  tank  covers. 

c.  Dip  tanks  containing  a  liquid  with  a  flash  point 
below  110°  F.  (when  used  in  such  manner  that  the  liquid 
temperature  may  equal  or  be  greater  than  its  flash  point 
from  artificial  or  natural  causes)  shall  conform  to  the 
above  when  having  both  a  capacity  of  more  than  10  gallons 
and  a  liquid  surface  area  of  more  than  4  square  feet. 

Section  12 .  24 — Dip  Tank  Covers 

a.  Covers  arranged  to  close  automatically  in  the  event 
of  fire  shall  be  actuated  by  approved  automatic  devices 

■  and  shall  also  be  arranged  for  manual  operation. 

b.  Covers  shall  be  of  substantial  noncombustible  ma- 
!  terial  or  of  tin-clad  type  with  enclosing  metal  applied  with 
(  locked  joints. 

c.  Chains  or  wire  rope  shall  be  used  for  cover  support 
or  operating  mechanism  where  the  burning  of  a  cord  would 
interfere  with  the  action  of  a  device. 

d.  Covers  shall  be  kept  closed  when  tanks  are  not  in 
use. 

Section  12.25 — Hardening  and  Tempering  Tanks 

a.  Tanks  shall  be  located  as  far  as  practicable  from 
furnaces  and  shall  not  be  located  on  or  near  combustible 
floors. 

b.  Tanks  shall  be  provided  with  a  noncombustible 
hood  and  vent  or  other  equally  effective  means,  venting 
to  outside  of  building  to  serve  as  a  vent  in  case  of  fire.  All 
such  vent  ducts  shall  be  treated  as  flues  and  be  kept  well 
away  from  combustible  roofs  or  materials. 

c.  Tanks  shall  be  equipped  with  a  high  temperature 
I  limit  switch  arranged  to  sound  an  alarm  when  the  tem- 
perature of  the  quenching  medium  reaches  50°  F.  below 
the  flash  point. 

d.  Hardening  and  tempering  tanks  of  over  500  gallons 
capacity  or  25  square  feet  liquid  surface  area  shall  be  pro- 

i  vided  with  fire  extinguishing  equipment. 

e.  Air  under  pressure  shall  not  be  used  to  fill  or  to 
agitate  oil  in  tanks. 

Section  12.26 — Flow  Coat  Operations 

a.  Flow  coat  operations  shall  conform  to  the  require- 
ments for  dip  tanks,  considering  the  area  of  the  sump  and 
any  areas  on  which  paint  flows  as  the  area  of  a  dip  tank. 

b.  Paint  shall  be  supplied  by  direct  low  pressure  pump- 
ing arranged  to  automatically  shut  down  by  means  of 
approved  heat  actuated  devices,  in  case  of  fire,  or  by  a 
gravity  tank  not  exceeding  10  gallons  in  capacity. 

Article     13.     Flammable  Liquids 

Section  13. 0 1 — Scope 

a.  These  sections  shall  not  apply  in  any  instance 
where  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  building  or  other 
structure  is  specifically  regulated  by  statute  law  or  by 


rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Preven- 
tion Regulations. 

b.  No  volatile  inflammable  fluid  except  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one  quart  contained  in  an  approved  safety  can 
and  non-volatile  inflammable  fluid  except  an  amount  not 
exceeding  ten  gallons  for  domestic  use  shall  be  kept,  used 
or  stored  in  any  part  of  any  building  used  for  habitation, 
and  no  volatile  inflammable  fluid  in  quantity  exceeding 
one  gallon  contained  in  an  approved  safety  can,  and  no 
non-volatile  inflammable  fluid  in  quantity  exceeding 
thirty  gallons,  shall  be  kept,  used  or  stored,  except  in  the 
tank  of  an  automobile,  motor  boat  or  stationary  engine, 
within  fifty  feet  of  any  building  used  for  habitation,  unless 
a  permit  has  first  been  obtained  therefor  from  the  Head 
of  the  Fire  Department  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  he  may  prescribe. 

c.  No  person  shall  construct,  maintain  or  use  any 
tank  or  container  of  more  than  ten  thousand  gallons' 
capacity,  for  the  storage  of  any  fluid  other  than  water, 
unless  the  same  is  located  underground,  without  first 
securing  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Safety.  The  Commissioner  may,  after  notice  and 
hearing,  revoke  any  such  permit  for  cause.  Whoever 
violates  this  paragraph  or  a  rule  or  regulation  made  under 
the  following  paragraph  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  board  shall  make  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  construction,  use  and  maintenance  of  tanks  to  which 
the  preceding  paragraph  applies. 

No  underground  tank  which  has  been  used  for  the 
keeping  or  storage  of  gasoline  shall  be  removed  or  re- 
located unless  a  permit  therefor  shall  first  have  been 
obtained  from  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

d.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  store,  keep  for  sale, 
sell  or  transport  any  compound  for  use  as  a  stove  polish 
containing  any  liquid  or  compound  whatsoever  which  will 
emit  a  gas  that  will  flash  at  a  temperature  of  less  than 
140°  F.,  except  that  foundry  paste  which  contains  in- 
flammable compound,  if  packed  in  metal  containers, 
sealed  by  fusion  and  weighing  in  gross  not  less  than 
five  pounds,  and  if  such  container  is  labeled  "Dangerous 
— Inflammable  compound — Keep  away  from  fire,  heat 
and  lights"  may  be  manufactured,  stored,  kept  for  sale, 
sold  or  transported  for  use  only  by  stove  foundries,  stove 
manufacturers  and  stove  dealers  on  their  own  premises 
under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  board. 
The  flash  point  of  said  compound  shall  be  ascertained  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  such  rules  and  regulations. 

e.  Dry-cleaning. 

1.  Dry-cleaning  and  dry-dyeing  and  the  keeping, 
storage  and  use  of  cleaning  and  dyeing  fluids  in  con- 
nection therewith,  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Fire 
Prevention  Regulations. 

2.  A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  operation  of  a 
dry-cleaning  or  dry-dyeing  plant. 

/.  Fuel  Oil.  The  construction,  installation  and  oper- 
ation of  oil  burning  equipment  and  the  keeping,  storage, 
and  use  of  fuel  oil  or  other  flammable  liquid  products  used 
in  connection  therewith  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Fire 
Prevention  Regulations. 

g.  Garages.  The  construction  and  maintenance  of 
buildings  or  other  structures  used  as  garages  and  to  the 
related  storage,  keeping  and  use  of  gasoline,  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 

h.  Transportation  of  Flammable  Ijit/uids  by  tank  vehi- 
cles, pipelines,  etc.  The  transportation  of  flammable 
Liquid  by  tank  vehicles,  pipelines  or  other  methods,  shall 
be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State 
Hoard  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 
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i.  Flammable  Liquids  on  Waters.  The  keeping,  hand- 
ling and  transportation  of  flammable  liquids,  and  the 
disposition  of  crude  petroleum  or  any  of  its  products,  in 
harbors  or  other  waters  of  the  City  of  Boston,  shall  be 
governed  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 

Section  13 ,  02 — Definitions 

a.  "Flammable  liquid,"  any  liquid  or  mixture  of 
liquids  normally  in  a  liquid  state,  which,  when  heated  to 
a  temperature  not  over  two  hundred  degrees  (200°)  F., 
will  emit  a  vapor  which  will  ignite  by  flame  or  spark. 

6.  "Class  A  flammable  liquids,"  any  flammable  liquid 
having  a  flash  point  below  one  hundred  degrees  (100°)  F. 

c.  "Class  B  flammable  liquid,"  any  flammable  liquid 
having  a  flash  point  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  degrees 
(100°)  F.,  nor  higher  than  one  hundred  eighty-seven 
degrees  (187°)  F. 

d.  "Class  C  flammable  liquid,"  any  flammable  liquid 
having  a  flash  point  above  one  hundred  eighty-seven 
(187°)  F.,  but  not  over  two  hundred  degrees  (200°)  F. 

Bulk  Storage  Underground  or  in  Buildings 

Section  13.03 — Underground:  Outside  of  or  Under  Build- 
ings 

a.  Location.  A  flammable  liquid  storage  tank  may 
be  located  underground,  outside  of  or  under  a  building, 
if  such  installation  meets  the  requirements  of  this  section. 
The  tank  shall  be  so  located  with  respect  to  existing  build- 
ing foundations  and  supports  that  the  loads  carried  by 
the  latter  cannot  be  transmitted  to  the  tank. 

b.  Depth  and  Cover.  Excavation  for  underground 
storage  tanks  shall  be  made  with  due  care  to  avoid  under- 
mining of  foundations  of  existing  structures.  Under- 
ground tanks  shall  be  set  on  firm  foundation  and  sur- 
rounded with  soft  earth  or  sand  well  tamped  in  place. 
Tanks  shall  be  covered  with  a  minimum  of  2  feet  of  earth 
or  shall  be  covered  with  not  less  than  1  foot  of  earth  on 
top  of  which  shall  be  placed  a  slab  of  reinforced  concrete 
not  less  than  4  inches  thick.  When  underground  tanks 
are  or  are  likely  to  be  subjected  to  traffic  they  shall  be 
protected  against  damage  from  vehicles  passing  over  them 
by  at  least  3  feet  of  earth  cover,  or  18  inches  of  well- 
tamped  earth,  plus  6  inches  of  reinforced  concrete  or 
8  inches  of  asphaltic  concrete.  When  asphaltic  or  rein- 
forced concrete  paving  is  used  as  part  of  the  protection 
it  shall  extend  at  least  1  foot  horizontally  beyond  the 
outline  of  the  tank  in  all  directions. 

c.  Anchorage.  Where  a  tank  may  become  buoyant 
due  to  a  rise  in  the  level  of  the  water  table  or  due  to  loca- 
tion in  an  area  that  may  be  subjected  to  flooding,  suitable 
precautions  shall  be  observed  to  anchor  the  tank  in  place. 

Section  13.04 — Underground;  Inside  of  Buildings. 

a.  Unenclosed  tanks  shall  not  be  located  within 
5  feet,  horizontally,  of  any  fire  or  flame. 

b.  Tanks  larger  than  60  gallons  capacity  shall  not  be 
located  in  buildings  above  the  lowest  story,  cellar  or 
basement,  except  hi  commercial  or  industrial  establish- 
ments or  processing  plants  where  storage  on  a  higher 
floor  is  required  by  the  process. 

c.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  tanks  exceeding 
275  gallons  capacity  in  an  individual  building  or  in  a 
section  of  a  building  separated  by  fire  walls  shall  be 
installed  in  an  enclosure  constructed  as  follows:  The 
walls  of  the  enclosure  shall  be  constructed  of  solid  masonry 
units  or  poured  concrete  construction  having  a  fire 
resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  three  hours.  Such 
enclosures  shall  be  installed  only  on  a  concrete  or  other 
fire-resistive  floors  and  shall  be  bonded  to  the  floors. 
Enclosures  shall  have  tops  of  reinforced  concrete  at  least 
5  inches  thick  or  equivalent  fire-resistive  construction, 
except  that  where  floor  or  roof  construction  above  the 
enclosure  is  concrete  or  other  fire-resistive  construction, 
the  walls  may  be  extended  to  and  bonded  to  the  underside 


of  the  construction  above  in  lieu  of  the  provision  of  a 
separate  top.  Any  openings  to  such  enclosures  shall  be 
provided  with  fire  doors  or  other  approved  closures  and 
six-inch  noncombustible  liquid-tight  sills  or  ramps. 
Provision  shall  be  made  lor  adequate  ventilation  of  such 
enclosures  prior  to  entering  for  inspection  or  repairs  on 
tanks. 

Storage  in  Closed  Containers  Inside  Buildings 

Section   13.05  —Scope 

Sections  13.06  to  13.09  inclusive  apply  'to  the  storage 
of  flammable  liquids  in  drums  or  other  portable  closed 
containers  not  exceeding  00  gallons  individual  capacity 
inside  buildings. 

Section  13.06 — Design  and  Construction  of  InsiM 
Storage  Rooms 

a.  Inside  Storage  Rooms  shall  comply  with  the 
following  general  construction  requirements:  Walls,  floors 
and  ceilings  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 
Openings  to  other  rooms  or  buildings  shall  be  provided 
with  noncombustible  liquid- tight  raised  sills  or  ramps  at 
least  6  inches  in  height  and  with  approved  self-closing 
fire  doors.  Where  other  portions  of  the  building  or  other 
properties  are  exposed,  windows  shall  be  protected  in  an 
approved  manner.  No  combustible  material  shall  be 
used  for  interior  room  surfaces  or  shelving.  Proper  top 
and  bottom  ventilation  shall  be  provided.  Heating  shall 
be  restricted  to  low  pressure  steam  or  hot  water  or  to 
electrical  units  approved  for  Class  I  hazardous  locations. 

b.  Electrical  devices  located  in  Inside  Storage  Rooms 
used  for  Class  A  flammable  liquids  shall  be  approved  for 
Class  I,  Division  2  hazardous  locations  and  for  Class  B  or 
Class  C  flammable  liquids,  shall  be  equipment  for  general 
use.  Installations  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
requirements  of  the  Boston  Electrical  Code. 

c.  Rooms  or  portions  of  buildings,  affording  a  type  of 
building  construction  and  other  features  equivalent  to 
that  required  for  Inside  Storage  Rooms,  may  be  utilized 
for  storage  of  flammable  liquids  if  not  used  for  any  other 
storage  or  operation  which,  in  combination,  create  a 
greater  fire  hazard. 

d.  Storage  rooms  shall  be  located  to  minimize  damage 
in  the  event  of  an  explosion. 

e.  The  quantity  of  flammable  liquid  in  an  Inside 
Storage  Room  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity  specified  in 
this  paragraph  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  /  of  this 
section.  If  not  protected  by  an  approved  automatic  fire 
extinguishing  system: 

1.  550  gallons  total,  of  which  not  more  than 

2.  275  gallons  may  be  of  Class  A. 

If  protected  by  an  approved  automatic  fire  extinguishing 
system: 

3.  1,100  gallons  total,  of  which  not  more  than 

4.  550  gallons  may  be  of  Class  A. 

/.  The  quantity  of  flammable  liquid  in  an  Inside 
Storage  Room  may  be  increased  to  that  permitted  by 
Section  13.13  c  for  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling  Rooms 
provided  the  construction  is  as  provided  in  paragraphs  a 
and  b  of  this  section,  but  with  walls,  floors  and  ceiling  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  construction  requirements 
of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 

Section  13 .  07 — Storage  Cabinets 

a.  Storage  cabinets  may  be  used  where  it  is  desirable 
to  keep  more  than  10  gallons  of  flammable  liquids  inside 
buildings.  No  individual  container  shall  exceed  5  gallons 
capacity  and  not  over  50  gallons  shall  be  stored  in  any  one 
cabinet. 

b.  Storage  cabinets  shall  be  constructed  as  follows  or 
built  to  equivalent  requirements.  The  bottom,  top,  door 
and  sides  of  cabinet  shall  be  at  least  No.  18  gauge  sheet 
iron  and  double  walled  with  V  f  inch  air  space.  Joints 
shall  be  riveted,  welded  and  made  tight  by  some  equally 
effective  means.    The  door  shall  be  provided  with  a  3-point 
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j  lock,  kept  closed  when  not  in  use,  and  the  door  sill  shall 
be  raised  at  least  2  inches  above  the  bottom  of  the  cabinet. 

I  When  deemed  necessary  by  the  head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, cabinets  shall  be  vented.    The  cabinet  shall  be  con- 
spicuously   labeled    in    red    letters    "Flammable — Keep 
Fire  Away." 
Section  13.08 — Mariner  of  Storage  and  Limitations 

a.  Flammable  liquids  shall  not  be  stored  (including 
stock  for  sale),  near  exits,  stairways  or  areas  normally 
used  for  the  safe  egress  of  people. 

b.  The  storage  of  flammable  liquids  in  closed  con- 
tainers shall  comply  with  the  following  occupancy  sched- 
ule except  that  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  may 
impose  a  quantity  limitation  or  require  greater  protection 
where,  in  his  opinion,  unusual  hazard  to  life  or  property  is 
involved,  or  he  may  authorize  increase  of  these  amounts 
where  the  type  of  construction,  fire  protection  provided  or 

jother  factors  substantially  reduce  the  hazard. 

1.  Dwellings  and  apartment  houses  containing  not 
more  than  three  dwelling  units  and  accompanying  at- 
tached or  detached  garages.  Storage  other  than  fuel  oil, 
prohibited,  except  that  which  is  required  for  mainte- 
nance or  equipment  operation  which  shall  not  exceed 
10  gallons.  Such  flammable  liquids  shall  be  stored  in 
metal  closed  containers  or  safety  cans. 

2.  Assembly  and  office  occupancies,  apartment  houses 
containing  more  than  three  dwelling  units,  hotels  and 
theatres.  Storage  prohibited,  except  that  which  is  re- 
quired for  maintenance  and  operation  of  building  and 
operation  of  equipment.  Such  storage  shall  be  kept  in 
metal  closed  containers  stored  in  a  storage  cabinet  or  in 
safety  cans  or  in  an  Inside  Storage  Room  not  having  a 
door  that  opens  into  that  portion  of  the  building  used 
by  the  public. 

3.  Educational  and  institutional  occupancies.  Stor- 
age shall  be  limited  to  that  required  for  maintenance, 
demonstration,  treatment  and  laboratory  work  and 
shall  be  in  an  Inside  Storage  Room.  Flammable  liquids 
stored  for  such  purposes  shall  be  in  containers  not  larger 
than  one  quart  or  in  safety  cans  or  in  storage  cabinets. 

4.  Mercantile  occupanies.  In  rooms  or  areas  acces- 
sible to  the  public,  storage  shall  be  in  closed  containers 
and  limited  to  quantities  needed  for  display  and  normal 
merchandising  purposes.  Where  the  aggregate  quantity 
of  additional  stock  exceeds  50  gallons  it  shall  be  stored 
in  rooms  or  portions  of  buildings  that  comply  with  the 
construction  requirements  of  Section  13.06  "Design 
and  Construction  of  Inside  Storage  Rooms." 

5.  General  Purpose  and  Public  Warehouses.  Storage 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  section  13.08  6(7).  Storage 
in  containers  of  1  gallon  or  larger  capacity  shall  be  in 
fire-resistive  buildings  or  in  portions  of  buildings  cut 
off  by  noncombustible  construction  in  accordance  with 
the  construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code.  Noncombustible  material,  creating  no  hazard 
to  the  flammable  liquids,  may  be  stored  in  the  same 
area. 

6.  Flammable  Liquid  Warehouses.  Storage  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  section  13.08  b(7). 

If  storage  building  is  located  30  to  50  feet  from  build- 
ing or  line  of  property  that  may  be  built  upon,  the 
exposing  wall  shall  be  a  blank  wall  constructed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  construction  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code.  If  storage  building  is  located 
10  to  30  feet  from  building  or  line  of  property  that  may 
be  built  upon,  the  exposing  wall  shall  be  a  blank  wall 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  construction  re- 
quirements of  the  Boston  Building  Code.  If  storage 
building  is  less  than  10  feet  from  the  line  of  adjoining 
property  that  can  be  built  upon,  the  exposing  wall 
shall  be  a  wall  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
struction requirements  of  the  Boston  Building  Code, 
with  openings  protected  by  approved  fire  doors. 


7.     Flammable  liquid  containers  shall  be  stored  in 
tiers  or  piles,  separated  by  main  aisle  widths  of  8  feet 
and  side  aisle  widths  of  4  feet. 
Section  13.09 — Fire  Control 

a.  When  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  requires 
sprinklers,  they  shall  be  installed  in  an  approved  manner. 
Installations  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  nationally 
recognized  good  practice. 

b.  Open  flames,  smoking  and  other  sources  of  ignition 
shall  not  be  permitted  in  flammable  liquid  storage  rooms. 

c.  Materials  which  will  react  with  water  to  produce 
flammable  vapors  shall  not  be  stored  in  tjie  same  room 
with  flammable  liquids. 

d.  Oxygen  or  other  oxidizing  materials  shall  not  be 
permitted  in  flammable  liquid  storage  rooms. 

Storage  in  Closed  Containers  Outside  Buildings 

Section  13 .  10 — Scope 

Section  13.11  applies  to  the  storage  of  flammable 
liquids  in  drums  or  other  portable  closed  containers  not 
exceeding  60  gallons  individual  capacity  outside  buildings. 

Section  13.11 — Basic  Safeguards 

a.  Storage  of  100  drums  or  more  of  Class  A  flammable 
liquids  shall  be  limited  to  groups  of  100  drums,  located  at 
least  60  feet  from  the  nearest  building  or  line  of  adjacent 
property  that  may  be  built  upon  and  each  group  shall  be 
separated  by  at  least  40  feet.  Storage  of  300  drums 
or  more  of  Class  B  and  Class  C  flammable  liquids  shall 
be  limited  to  groups  of  300  drums  located  at  least  50  feet 
from  nearest  building  or  line  of  adjoining  property  that 
may  be  built  upon  and  each  group  shall  be  separated  by 
at  least  30  feet.  These  distances  may  be  reduced  50  per 
cent  if  sprinklers  and  drainage  away  from  exposures  are 
provided. 

b.  The  drum  storage  shall  be  located  to  prevent 
run-off  or  drainage  toward  other  storage  or  buildings. 
The  area  shall  be  kept  clear  of  grass,  weeds  and  other 
foreign  combustibles.  Signs  shall  be  posted  prohibiting 
open  flames  and  smoking. 

Section  13.12 — Manner    of    Storage — Commercial    and 

Industrial  Establishments 
Flammable   liquids   shall   be   stored   in    tanks,    closed 
containers  or  approved  safety  cans. 

Section  13.13 — Use  of  Flammable  Liquids 

a.  Location.  Flammable  liquids  in  quantities  requir- 
ing license  or  permit  shall  be  used  in  buildings,  portions 
of  buildings  or  rooms  constructed  and  designed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  following  sub- 
section (b)  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling  Rooms. 

b.  Design  and  Construction  of  Inside  Mixing  and 
Handling  Rooms.  Rooms  shall  have  at  least  one  exterior 
wall.  Walls,  floors  and  ceilings  shall  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  the  construction  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code.  Door  openings  shall  be  provided 
with  noncombustible  liquid-tight  sills  at  least  6  inches 
high  and  provided  with  an  approved  fire  door  of  the  self- 
closing  type.  Adequate  drainage  to  a  safe  location  shall 
be  provided.  Adequate  natural  ventilation  shall  be  pro- 
vided or  if  mechanical  ventilation  is  provided,  installation 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized  good 
practice.  Heating  shall  be  by  low  pressure  steam  or  hot 
water  or  by  electrical  units  approved  for  Class  I  hazardous 
locations.  All  equipment  such  as  mixers,  filters,  pumps, 
motors,  and  shafting  shall  be  permanently  and  effective}} 
grounded.  Electrical  installations  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Boston  Elec- 
trical Code. 

c.  Storage  Limits  for  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling 
Rooms.  An  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling  Room  not  pro- 
tected by  an  approved  automatic  tire  extinguishing  system 
shall  contain  not  more  than, 

1.  11,000  gallons  total  of  which  not  more  than, 

2.  2,750  gallons  may  be  of  Class  A. 
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3.  These  amounts  may  be  increased  to  not  more 
than  one  day's  supply  where  daily  consumption  ex- 
ceeds the  above  limits. 

Section  13 .  14 — Dispensing 

a.  Class  A  flammable!  liquids  shall  be  dispensed  only 
in  an  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling  Room. 

b.  Class  A  flammable  liquids  shall  not  be  drawn  from 
or  dispensed  into  vessels  or  containers  within  a  building 
except  by  means  of  a  device  drawing  from  top  of  the  tank 
or  the  container.  Gravity  discharge  within  a  building  of 
Class  A  flammable  liquids  from  tanks,  drums,  or  con- 
tainers other  than  safety  cans,  is  forbidden,  except  where 
the  nature  of  the  manufacturing  process  requires  gravity 
flow.  Upon  approval  of  the  head  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment such  gravity  flow  shall  be  permitted  only  from 
vessels  storing  flammable  liquids  sufficient  for  not  more 
than  one  day's  operation. 

c.  Class  A  flammable  liquids  shall  not  be  dispensed 
within  a  room  or  building  which  normally  contains 
sources  of  ignition  within  the  possible  path  of  vapor 
travel.  Dispensing  devices  shall  be  provided  with  iron 
or  steel  valves  where  compatible  with  the  flammable 
liquid  handled.  Where  practicable,  there  shall  be,  in 
addition  to  the  outlet  valve,  a  secondary  control  device 
or  valve  outside  of  the  immediate  area,  by  which  the 
flow  may  be  stopped  in  the  event  of  fire  or  other  accident 
at  the  outlet.  Outlet  valves,  where  practicable,  shall  be 
of  the  self-closing  type. 

d.  Container  Filling  Facilities.  Class  A  flammable 
liquids  shall  not  be  run  into  containers  unless  the  nozzle 
and  container  are  electrically  interconnected.  Where  the 
metallic  floor  plate  on  which  the  container  stands  while 
filling  is  electrically  connected  to  the  fill  stem  or  where 
the  fill  stem  is  bonded  to  the  container  during  filling  oper- 
ations by  means  of  a  bond-wire,  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  complied  with. 

c.  Exit  facilities  shall  be  provided  to  prevent  occupant 
from  being  trapped  in  the  event  of  fire. 

Section  13.15 — Ventilation 

a.  Building  or  rooms  or  other  enclosures  in  which 
Class  A  flammable  liquids  are  used  or  stored  in  open  vats 
or  dip  tanks  shall  be  provided  with  ventilation  sufficient 
at  all  times  to  prevent  accumulation  of  flammable  vapors. 
Where  natural  ventilation  is  insufficient  under  all  con- 
ditions to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  flammable  vapors, 
mechanical  ventilation  shall  be  provided  and  used.  The 
accumulation  of  flammable  vapors  within  the  combustible 
or  explosive  range  under  normal  operating  conditions,  as 
determined  by  an  approved  flammable-vapor  indicator, 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

?>.  Design  of  ventilating  systems  shall  take  into  account 
the  relatively  high  specific  gravity  of  the  vapors.  Open- 
ings to  the  outside  for  natural  ventilation  shall  be  at  floor 
level  and  shall  be  unobstructed  except  by  louvers,  or 
coarse  screens.  Mechanical  systems  for  removing  flam- 
mable vapors  shall  be  designed,  installed  and  operated 
in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized  good  practice. 

Section  13 .  16 — Sources  of  Ignition 

Open  flames,  heating  devices  and  processes  employing 
temperatures  capable  of  igniting  the  vapors  of  the  flam- 
mable liquids  used  shall  be  prohibited  in  buildings,  rooms 
and  other  confined  spaces  in  which  Class  A  flammable 
liquids  are  used  in  the  open,  or  in  which  Class  B  and 
Class  C  flammable  liquids  are  used  for  the  purpose  of 
saturating,  coating  or  otherwise  treating  goods  or  ma- 
terials. Artificial  lighting  shall  be  by  electricity  only. 
Electric  devices  located  within  the  possible  path  of  vapor 
travel  shall  be  of  a  type  approved  for  such  locations. 
Compliance  with  applicable  provisions  of  the  Boston 
Electrical  Code  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of 


compliance  with  this  section.  Smoking  shall  be  pro- 
hibited and  suitable  signs  to  that  effect  shall  be  displayed. 

Section   13.17 — Fire  Controls 

a.  Where  flammable  liquids  are  used  or  dispensed) 
portable  fire  appliances  shall  be  provided.  The  numbei 
and  type  of  appliances  shall  be  as  specified  by  the  Head 
of  the  Fire  Department  or  person  designated  by  him. 

/*.  Whenever  flammable  liquids  are  stored  in  containers, 
provision  shall  be  made  and  maintained  for  the  detection 
of  leakage.  Leaking  containers  shall  be  immediately  re- 
moved or  made  tight. 

c.  Access  shall  be  provided  by  unobstructed  aisles 
whereby  fire-control  apparatus  may  be  brought  to  bear 
on  any  part  of  such  flammable  liquids  storage. 

d.  In  buildings,  rooms  or  other  confined  spaces  in 
which  flammable  liquids  are  stored,  combustible  waste 
materials  shall  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate,  except  in 
closed  metal  containers. 

e.  Crankcase  drainings  and  flammable  liquids  shall 
not  be  dumped  into  sewers,  but  shall  be  stored  in  tanks  or 
tight  drums  outside  of  any  building  until  removed  from 
the  premises. 

Processing  Plants 
Section  13 .  18 — Manner  of  Storage 

a.  Flammable  liquids  shall  be  stored  in  tanks,  closed 
containers  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Sections 
13 . 05  to  13 .  09  of  this  article  or  paragraph  b  of  this  section. 

b.  Storage  of  flammable  liquids  within  rooms  or  build- 
ings shall  be  limited  in  accordance  with  the  following 
paragraphs: 

1.  Within  wood  frame  buildings,  storage  of  Class  A 
flammable  liquids  shall  be  prohibited;  storage  of  Class  B 
and  Class  C  flammable  liquids  shall  be  limited  to  60 
gallons  in  any  tank  or  container. 

2.  In  other  than  wood-frame  buildings,  Class  A 
flammable  liquids  may  be  stored  in  closed  containers  or 
safety  cans  or  not  more  than  5  gallons  individual  ca- 
pacity and  not  exceeding  a  total  of  25  gallons.  Class  B 
and  Class  C  flammable  liquids  may  be  stored  in  closed 
containers  of  not  more  than  5  gallons  individual  capac- 
ity or  in  barrels,  drums,  or  tanks  not  exceeding  120 
gallons  individual  capacity.  The  total  quantity  stored 
in  this  manner  shall  be  limited  to  220  gallons. 

Section  13. 19 — Blending  and  Mixing 

a.  Mixing  or  blending  rooms  or  buildings  shall  meet 
the  design  requirements  of  Section  13.13  b,  Design  and 
Construction  of  Inside  Mixing  and  Handling  Rooms. 
Mixing  or  blending  rooms  or  buildings  shall  be  provided 
with  natural  or  mechanical  ventilation  that  will  prevent 
the  accumulation  of  flammable  vapors  in  hazardous  con- 
centrations. Design  of  ventilating  systems  shall  take 
into  account  the  relatively  high  specific  gravity  of  the 
vapors.  Openings  in  outside  walls  for  natural  ventilation 
shall  be  at  floor  level  and  shall  be  unobstructed  except  by 
louvers,  or  coarse  screens.  Mechanical  s\^stems  for  re- 
moving flammable  vapors  shall  be  designed,  installed  and 
operated  in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized  good 
practice. 

b.  Vessels  used  for  mixing  or  blending  of  Class  A 
flammable  liquids  shall  be  provided  with  self-fitting  non- 
combustible  lids  that  will  control  a  fire  within  such  vessel 
when  applied  thereto.  Where  such  devices  are  impracti- 
cable, automatic  or  manually  controlled  chemical  or 
other  fire  extinguishing  devices  approved  by  the  head  of 
the  Fire  Department  shall  be  provided. 

c.  Open  flames  and  other  sources  of  ignition  shall  not 
be  used  within  the  possible  path  of  vapor  travel  where 
flammable  liquids  are  mixed  or  blended  in  open  containers. 

d.  Vessels  shall  be  electrically  connected  by  bond- 
wires,  piping,  or  similar  means,  where  differences  of 
potential  could  otherwise  be  created  by  accumulation  of 
static-electrical  charges. 
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Section     13.20 — Dispensing    from     Containers     Within 
Buildings 

a.  Class  A  flammable  liquids  may  be  dispensed  from 
approved  safety  cans,  provided  that  there  are  no  open 
flames  or  other  sources  of  ignition  within  the  possible 
path  of  vapor  travel. 

b.  Class  B  and  Class  C  flammable  liquids  may  be  dis- 
pensed from  containers  not  exceeding  60  gallons  in  individ- 
ual capacity  by  means  of  a  pump  or  similar  device  taking 
suction  through  the  top  of  the  container. 

Section  13.21 — Sources  of  Ignition 

Open  flames,  heating  devices  and  processes  employing 
temperatures  capable  of  igniting  the  vapors  of  the  flam- 
mable liquid  used  shall  be  prohibited  in  buildings,  rooms 
and  other  confined  spaces  in  which  Class  A  flammable 
liquids  are  used  in  the  open,  or  in  which  Class  B  and  Class 
C  flammable  liquids  are  heated  above  their  flash  point  in 
open  containers.  Artificial  lighting  shall  be  by  electricity 
only.  Electrical  devices  located  within  the  possible  path 
of  vapor  travel  shall  be  of  a  type  approved  for  such  loca- 
tions. Electrical  devices  meeting  the  applicable  require- 
ments of  the  Boston  Electrical  Code  shall  be  deemed 
prima  facie  evidence  of  compliance  with  this  section. 

Section  13 .  22 — Housekeeping 

a.  Wherever  flammable  liquids  are  stored  in  containers 
provision  shall  be  made  and  maintained  for  the  detection 
of  leakage.  Leaking  containers  shall  be  immediately  re- 
moved and  the  contents  transferred  to  a  tight  container. 

b.  Access  shall  be  provided  by  unobstructed  aisles 
whereby  fire  control  apparatus  may  be  brought  to  bear 
on  any  part  of  such  flammable  liquids  storage. 

c.  In  buildings,  rooms  or  other  confined  spaces  in 
which  flammable  liquids  are  stored,  combustible  waste 
materials  shall  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate,  except  in 
closed  metal  containers. 

d.  Crankcase  drainings  and  flammable  liquids  shall 
not  be  dumped  into  sewers,  but  shall  be  stored  in  tanks  or 
tight  drums  outside  of  any  building  until  removed  from 
the  premises. 

Section  13 .  23 — Fire  Control  Equipment 

Where  flammable  liquids  are  stored,  or  are  used  in 
open  vessels,  or  are  dispensed  within  buildings  or  other 
enclosures,  fire  control  equipment  shall  be  provided  in 
such  quantities  as  public  safety  shall  require.  The  number 
and  type  of  appliances  shall  be  in  accordance  with  na- 
tionally recognized  good  practice  and  shall  be  acceptable 
to  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  13.24 — Safety  Cans 

Owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  shall  provide  self- 
closing  safety  cans  of  a  type  approved  by  the  State  Fire 
Marshal,  for  the  keeping  of  volatile  flammable  liquids  in 
small  quantities  other  than  that  kept  in  approved  storage 
containers. 

Section  13.25 — Labels  on  Containers  of  Flammable 
Liquids 

a.  All  Class  A  and  Class  B  liquids  kept  for  sale  at 
retail  shall  bear  a  label  with  the  words  "Danger — Keep 
A  inii/  From  Fire",  or  similar  wording.  The  lettering  on 
the  labels  required  by  this  section  shall  be  at  least  as 
conspicuous  as  bold-face  standard  type,  in  capital  letters 
not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  point  in  size  for  containers 
over  four  (4)  ounces.  Containers  of  four  (4)  ounces  or 
less  may  have  lettering  not  less  than  six  (6)  point  in  size. 

b.  The  label  on  all  flammable  liquids  kepi  for  sale  at 
retail  shall  specify  the  flash  point  of  the  contents.  If  the 
(lash  point  is  not  specified  on  the  label,  the  contents  shall 
he  deemed  as  a  "Class  A  flammable  liquid",  unless  other- 
wise determined  by  the  head  of  the  fire  Department. 

Section   13.26     Fueling  Motor   Vehicles 
The  fueling  of  motor  vehicles  in  any  location,  including 
Biers  and  docks,  shall  he  either  by  means  of  a  hose  directly 


from  a  storage  tank  or  from  an  approved  portable  gasoline 
tank  or  from  an  approved  tank  truck. 

Abandonment  or  Removal  of  Underground  Tanks 
Containing  Flammable  Liquids 
Section  13.27 — Permit  Required 

a.  A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  the  removal  or 
relocation  of  an  underground  tank  that  has  been  used  for 
the  keeping  or  storage  of  flammable  liquids. 

b.  A  new  tank  shall  not  be  installed  in  place  of  the 
one  removed  of  a  capacity  in  excess  of  the  one  removed 
unless  a  proper  license  has  been  obtained  to  cover  the 
capacity  of  the  tank  so  installed,  and  no  tank  of  any 
capacity  shall  be  installed  in  place  of  the  one  removed 
until  inspected  and  approved  by  an  officer  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Section  13.28 — Tanks  Rendered   "Temporarily  Out  of 
Service ' ' 

a.  Remove  all  flammable  liquid  that  can  be  pumped 
out  with  the  service  pump. 

b.  The  fill  line,  gauge  hatch  and  pump  suction  shall 
be  capped  and  secured  against  tampering. 

c.  The  vent  line  shall  be  left  open. 

Note:  As  an  alternate  to  the  above  procedure,  the 
tank  may  be  rendered  gas  free. 
Section  13.29 — Abandoning     Underground     Tanks     in 

Place 

a.  Remove  all  flammable  liquid  from  tank  and  from 
all  connecting  lines. 

b.  The  suction,  inlet,  gauge  and  vent  lines  shall  be 
disconnected. 

c.  The  tank  and  any  remaining  pipe  stubs  shall  be 
filled  with  a  sludge  composed  of  sand  and  water. 

d.  Cap  or  plug  all  connecting  lines  below  ground  level 
Section  13.30 — Removal  of  Underground  Tanks 

a.  Remove  all  flammable  liquid  from  tank  and  from 
all  connecting  lines. 

/>.  The  suction,  inlet,  gauge  and  vent  lines  shall  be  dis- 
connected. 

c.  The  tank  shall  be  flushed  with  water  and  rendered 
gas  free  as  indicated  by  combustible  gas  indicator. 

d.  Cap  or  plug  inlets  and  outlets  and  keep  them  capped 
or  plugged  during  the  transportation  and  storage  of  the 
tank. 

e.  If  a  tank  is  to  be  disposed  of  as  junk,  it  should  be 
retested  for  explosive  vapors,  and,  if  necessary  rendered 
gas  free  by  filling  tank  with  inert  gas.  After  junking  and 
before  releasing  to  junk  dealer,  a  sufficient  number  of  holes 
or  openings  should  be  made  in  it  to  render  it  unfit  for 
further  use. 

/.  No  tank  shall  be  removed  until  the  District  Chief 
has  visited  the  premises  and  obtained  necessary  infor- 
mation relative  to  such  removal. 

Article  14.  Fumigation  and  Thermal  Insecticidal 
Fogging 

Section  14.01 — Scope 

This  article  applies  to  fumigation  and  thermal  insecti- 
cidal fogging  operations  which  shall  conform  to  all  other 
applicable  requirements  of  this  code,  as  well  as  the  follow- 
ing provisions. 

Section  14.02 — Definitions 

a.  "Fumigant"  shall  mean  and  include  any  substance 
which  by  itself  or  in  combination  with  any  other  sub- 
stance emits  or  liberates  a  gas,  fume  or  vapor  used  for  the 
destruction  or  control  of  insects,  fungi,  vermin,  genus, 
rodents,  or  other  pests,  and  shall  be  distinguished  from 
insecticides  and  disinfectants  which  are  essentially  effec- 
tive in  the  solid  or  liquid  phases. 

h.  "Thermal  insecticidal  logging"  shall  mean  the  use 
of  insecticidal  liquids  which  are  passed  through  (hernial 
fog-generating  units  where   they  are,   by   means  of  heat, 
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pressure  and  turbulence,  transformed  and  discharged  in 

the  form  of  a  fog  or  mist  that  is  blown  into  an  area  to  be 
treated. 
Section  14.03 — Permit  Required 

ii.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  fumiga- 
tion or  thermal  insecticidal  fogging  without  a  permit. 

b.  No  fumigation  room,  vault  or  chamber  using  a  toxic 
or  flammable  fumigant  shall  be  maintained  without  a 
permit. 

Section  14.04 — Sources  of  Ignition 

All  fires,  open  flames  and  similar  sources  of  ignition 
shall  be  eliminated  from  the  space  under  fumigation  or 
thermal  insecticidal  fogging.  Heating,  if  needed,  shall  be 
by  steam  or  hot  water. 

Section  14 .  05 — Notification  of  Fumigation 
The  Fire  Prevention  Division  shall  be  notified  in  writing 
at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  any  building  or  structure 
is  to  be  closed  in  connection  with  the  use  of  any  toxic  or 
flammable  fumigant. 

Section  14.06 — Breathing  Apparatus  Required 
All  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  fumigation  or 
thermal    insecticidal    fogging    shall    maintain    and    have 
available  approved  protective  breathing  apparatus. 

Section  14.07 — Watchman  Required  During  Fumigation 
During  the  period  fumigation  is  in  process,  except 
when  fumigation  is  conducted  in  a  gas-tight  vault  or  tank, 
a  capable,  alert  watchman  or  watchmen  shall  remain  on 
duty  at  the  entrance  or  entrances  to  the  building,  ship, 
or  enclosed  space  fumigated  until  after  the  fumigation  is 
completed  and  until  the  premises  are  properly  ventilated 
and  again  safe  for  human  occupancy.  Sufficient  watch- 
men shall  be  provided  to  prevent  any  persons  from  enter- 
ing the  building,  ship  or  enclosed  space  under  fumigation 
without  being  observed. 

Section  14.08 — Entrance  Doors  Placarded 
All  entrance  doors  to  buildings  or  areas  being  fumigated 
shall  be  placarded  with  conspicuous  signs  stating  that 
fumigation  operations  are  being  conducted  therein. 
Section  14.09 — Thermal  Insecticidal  Fogging  Liquids 
No   thermal  insecticidal  fogging  liquid   shall  be  used 
that  has  a  flash  point  below  100°  F. 

Article  15.     Hazardous  Chemicals 

Section  15.01 — Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  materials  not  otherwise  cov- 
ered in  this  code  which  are  highly  flammable,  or  which 
may  react  to  cause  fires  or  explosions,  either  alone  or  in 
contact  with  other  substances,  or  which  by  their  presence 
create  or  augment  a  fire  or  explosion  hazard,  or  which 
because  of  their  toxicity,  flammability,  or  liability  to  ex- 
plosion render  fire  fighting  abnormally  dangerous  or  diffi- 
cult; also  to  flammable  liquids  which  are  chemically  un- 
stable and  which  may  spontaneously  form  explosive  com- 
pounds, or  undergo  spontaneous  reactions  of  explosive 
violence  or  with  sufficient  evolution  of  heat  to  be  a  fire 
hazard.  Hazardous  chemicals  shall  include  such  materials 
as  corrosive  liquids,  radio-active  materials,  oxidizing 
materials,  potentially  explosive  chemicals,  highly  toxic 
materials,  and  poisonous  gases. 

Section  15 .  02 — Definitions 

a.  "Corrosive  liquids"  shall  mean  and  include  those 
acids,  alkaline  caustic  liquids,  and  other  corrosive  liquids 
which,  when  in  contact  with  living  tissue,  will  cause 
severe  damage  of  such  tissue  by  chemical  action;  or  are 
liable  to  cause  fire  when  in  contact  with  organic  matter  or 
with  certain  chemicals. 

b.  "Oxidizing  materials"  shall  mean  and  include  sub- 
stances such  as  chlorates,  permanganates,  peroxides,  or 
nitrates,  that  yield  oxygen  readily  to  stimulate  combus- 
tion. 


C.  "Radioactive  material"  shall  mean  and  include  any 
material  or  combination  of  materials  that  spontaneously 
emit  ionizing  radiation. 

d.  "Potentially  explosive  chemical"  shall  mean  and 
include  any  chemical  substance,  other  than  one  classified 
as  an  explosive,  which  can  be  exploded  by  heat  or  shock1 
when  it  is  unconfined  and  unmixed  with  air  or  otlici 
materials. 

i'.  "Highly  toxic  materials"  are  materials  so  toxic  to] 
man  as  to  afford  an  unusual  hazard  to  life  and  health, 
during  fire  fighting  operations.  Examples  are:  Para- 
thion,  malathion,  TEPP  (tetraethyl  phosphate),  HETPJ 
(Hexaethyl  tetraphosphate),  and  similar  insecticides  ain1 
pesticides. 

/.  "Poisonous  gas"  shall  mean  and  include  any  noxious 
gas  of  such  nature  that  a  small  amount  of  the  gas  when 
mixed  with  air  is  dangerous  to  life.  Examples  are  chlor-j 
picrin,  cyanogen,  hydrogen  cyanide,  nitrogen  peroxideJ 
and  phosgene. 

Section  15 .  03 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  storage  or  handling 
of  more  than  55  gallons  of  corrosive  liquid;  or  more  than! 
500  pounds  of  oxidizing  materials;  or  more  than  500  milli-! 
curies  of  radioactive  material;  or  10  pounds  or  more  oil 
organic  peroxides;  or  500  pounds  or  more  of  ammonium 
nitrate;  or  any  amount  of  highly  toxic  material  or  poison- 
ous gas. 

However,  no  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  storage-' 
or  handling  of  any  of  the  aforementioned  substances  forj 
domestic   use   or   for  use   in   connection    with   and   onlj 
incidental  to  some  business  other  than  such  storage  or 
handling. 

Section  15 .  04 — General  Requirements 

a.  The  manufacture,  storage,  handling  and  use  of 
hazardous  chemicals  shall  be  safeguarded  with  such  pro 
tective  facilities  as  public  safety  requires. 

b.  The  head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  require  th( 
separation  or  isolation  of  any  chemical  that  in  combina-1 
tion  with  other  substances  may  bring  about  a  fire  or  ex-! 
plosion  or  may  liberate  a  flammable  or  poisonous  gas. 
The  head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  require  separation 
from  other  storage,  occupancies  or  buildings  when  the 
quantity  stored  constitutes  a  material  hazard. 

c.  Defective  containers  which  permit  leakage  or  spillage 
shall  be  disposed  of  or  repaired,  in  accordance  with 
recognized  safe  practices;  no  spilled  materials  shall  be 
allowed  to  accumulate  on  floors  or  shelves. 

d.  Where  kept  for  retail  sale  in  containers  or  packages 
usual  to  the  retail  trade,  storage  shall  be  neat  and  orderly 
and  shelves  shall  be  of  substantial  construction. 

e.  Where  specific  requirements  are  not  otherwise 
established,  storage,  handling  and  use  of  hazardous 
chemicals  shall  be  in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized 
good  practice. 

Section  15 .  05 — Oxidizing  Materials 

Oxidizing  materials  shall  be  stored  in  one-story  build- 
ings in  dry  locations  and  separated  from  organic  ma- 
terials including  wooden  surfaces,  and  in  accordance  with 
other  requirements  specified  by  the  head  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Section  15. 06 — Radioactive  Materials 

a.  Readily  legible  signs  warning  of  radiation  danger 
shall  be  placed  at  entrances  to  locations  where  radio- 
active materials  are  used  and  stored.  Signs  will  not  be 
required  for  storage  of  manufactured  articles,  other  than 
liquids,  such  as  instruments  or  clock  dials  of  which  radio- 
active materials  are  a  component  part  and  luminous  com- 
pounds, when  securely  packed  in  strong  containers  pro- 
vided the  gamma  radiation  at  any  surface  of  the  package 
is  less  than  10  milliroentgens  in  24  hours. 

b.  When  not  in  use,  radioactive  materials  shall  be 
kept  in  adequately  shielded  fire-resistant  containers  of 
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such  design  that  the  gamma  radiation  will  not  exceed 
200  milliroentgens  per  hour  or  equivalent  at  any  point  of 
readily  accessible  surface. 
Section  15.07 — Potentially  Explosive  Chemicals 

a.  Potentially  explosive  chemicals  shall  be  protected 
from  external  heat,  fire  and  explosion.  Good  house- 
keeping shall  be  maintained.  All  spilled  materials  shall 
be  promptly  gathered  and  destroyed  in  an  approved 
manner.    Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  in  the  storage  area. 

b.  Organic  Peroxides.  A  suitably  isolated  well 
ventilated  and  unheated  one-story  storage  building  con- 
structed with  walls  having  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not 
less  than  1  hour,  a  noncombustible  floor  and  lightweight 
insulated  roof  shall  be  provided  for  the  storage  of  50  pounds 
or  more  of  organic  peroxides.  If  not  adequately  pro- 
tected by  a  fast-acting  deluge  type  automatic  sprinkler 
system,  the  storage  building  shall  be  located  the  following 
distances  from  flammable  liquid  storage,  combustible 
materials  in  the  open  and  from  any  other  building  or 
highway: 

Weight  of  Organic  Peroxide  Distance 

(pounds)  (feet) 

50  to     100  75 

100  to     500  100 

500  to  1,000  125 

1,000  to  3,000  200 

3,000  to  5,000  300 

The  organic  peroxides  shall  be  stored  in  the  original 
shipping  containers  (I.C.C.  containers).  Care  shall  be 
taken  to  avoid  rough  handling  or  contamination  of  these 
chemicals.  Readily  legible  warnings  signs  and  placards 
shall  be  prominently  placed  in  the  storage  and  processing 
areas. 

c.  Ammonium  Nitrate.  Storage  of  ammonium  ni- 
trate in  quantities  of  500  pounds  or  more  shall  be  in  well- 
ventilated  one-story  buildings  with  a  floor  surfacing  of 
noncombustible  material  in  storage  and  handling  areas. 

Stored  materials  shall  not  be  in  contact  with  walls, 
partitions  or  ceilings  of  combustible  materials.  Buildings 
of  other  than  fire-resistance  or  noncombustible  construc- 
tion in  which  ammonium  nitrate  is  stored  shall  be  provided 
with  an  automatic  sprinkler  system.  Explosives  shall 
not  be  stored  in  the  same  building  with  ammonium 
nitrate.  The  ammonium  nitrate  storage  area  shall  be 
separated  by  a  30-foot  space  or  by  a  noncombustible 
partition  from  the  storage  of  all  combustible  materials 
or  other  contaminating  substances,  such  as  sulfur,  coal, 
flour,  and  metallic  powders  such  as  zinc,  copper  and 
magnesium.  Method  of  storage,  pile  height  and  width 
of  aisles  shall  be  in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized 
good  practice.  Ammonium  nitrate  shall  be  stored  away 
from  all  heat  producing  appliances  and  electrical  devices. 

Section  15 .  08 — Poisonous  Gases 

a.  Storage  of  poisonous  gases  shall  be  in  rooms  of  at 
least  one-hour  fire-resistant  construction  and  having 
natural  or  mechanical  ventilation  adequate  to  remove 
leaking  gas.  Such  ventilation  shall  not  discharge  to  a 
point  where  the  gases  may  endanger  any  person. 

b.  Legible  warning  signs  stating  the  nature  of  hazard 
shall  be  placed  at  all  entrances  to  locations  where  poison- 
ous gases  are  stored  or  used. 

Section  15  .  09 — Corrosive  Liquids 

Satisfactory  provisions  shall  be  made  for  containing 
and  neutralizing  or  safely  flushing  away  leakage  of 
corrosive  liquids  which  may  occur  during  storage  or 
handling. 

Section  15 .  10 — Plastics 

a.  The  manufacturing  and  handling  of  plastics  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  l>y  the 
State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 

I).  A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  manufacturing 
and  handling  of  plastics. 


Article  16.  Hazardous  Occupancies  in  Buildings 
Used  for  Habitation 

Section  16.01 — Terms  and  Conditions 

No  part  of  any  building  used  for  habitation  nor  that 
part  of  any  lot  within  50  feet  of  any  buildings  so  used 
shall,  except  as  permitted  by  section  13.01  (b),  be  used 
for  the  storage,  keeping  or  handling  of  any  article  or 
material  that  is  or  may  become  dangerous  to  the  public 
safety  as  a  fire  menace,  and  no  part  of  any  such  building 
shall  be  used  as  a  carpenter  shop  or  paint  shop,  nor  for 
the  storage,  keeping  or  handling  of  excelsior,  shavings, 
sawdust,  cotton,  paper  stock,  feathers  or  rags,  except 
under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  head  of  the  Fire 
Department  may  prescribe  in  writing. 

Section  16.02 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  use  of  any  building 
or  that  part  of  any  lot  within  50  feet  of  any  building  for 
any  of  the  purposes  specified  in  Section  16.01. 

Section  16.03 — Location 

It  shall  not  be  located  above  the  first  floor. 

Section  1 6 .  04 — Separation 

It  shall  be  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  building  by 
walls  or  partitions  in  accordance  with  the  construction  re- 
quirements of  the  Boston  Building  Code.  There  shall  be 
no  openings  for  doors  or  windows  in  such  walls  or  parti- 
tions. 

Section  16.05 — Ceiling 

It  shall  have  a  ceiling  with  a  fire-resisting  rating  in 
accordance  with  the  construction  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code. 

Section  16.06 — Floor 

It  shall  have  a  flooring  of  fire-resisting  material  in 
accordance  with  the  construction  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code. 

Section  16.07— Exits 

It  shall  be  provided  with  not  less  than  two  means  of 
exit,  located  as  far  apart  as  conditions  may  permit. 

Section  16.08 — Openings 

All  light,  ventilating,  elevator  and  stairwells  passing 
vertically  through  it  shall  be  enclosed  with  walls  or  parti- 
tions equivalent  to  the  walls  and  partitions  separating  it 
from  the  remainder  of  the  building. 

Section  16.09 — Fire  Protection 

It  shall  be  equipped  throughout  with  an  efficient  wet 
sprinkler  system  and  such  other  portable  fire  fighting 
appliances  as  may  be  especially  ordered. 

Section  16.10 — Flammable  Material 

All  flammable  material  of  whatever  nature  shall  be  kept 
in  metal-covered  or  metal-lined  containers,  except  such 
amounts  and  quantities  necessary  for  immediate  use. 

Section  16.11 — Waste  Material 

All  waste  material  shall  be  kept  in  metal  containers 
equipped  with  self-closing  covers  until  such  time  same 
is  to  be  removed. 

Article  17.     Incinerators 

Section  17.01 — Service  Openings 

a.  All  service  openings  into  an  incinerator  flue  shall  be 
provided  with  a  hopper  or  other  charging  device  con- 
structed of  metal  of  sufficient  thickness  and  durability  to 
prevent  cracking,  breakage  or  deformation  in  normal 
usage  and  otherwise  in  conformity  with  the  construction 
requirements  of  the  Boston  Building  Code.  Such  hopper 
or  other  charging  device  shall  be  firmly  built  into  the 
masonry  and  shall  be  so  designed  and  installed  that  no 
part  will  project  into  the  flue  and  that  the  opening  to  the 
Hue  interior  will  be  closed  oil'  while  the  service  opening 
(hopper)  door  is  fully  open.     The  hopper  Or  other  device 
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shall  be  counterweighted  or  otherwise  devised  so  thai  it 
will  close  automatically  upon  release  and  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  be  tightly  fitted  when  in  closed  position. 

b.  No  service  opening  shall  be  installed  in  any  part  of 
the  combustion  /one  of  an  incinerator. 

c.  Instructions  shall  be  posted  at  each  service  opening 
slating  that  waste  is  to  be  deposited  only  in  bags  or 
similar  wrappings  and  warning  against  introduction  of 
loose  dusty  materials,  flammable  liquids  or  compounds, 
pressurized  cans  or  bulky  or  unwieldy  articles  into  the 
chute  opening. 

Section  17 .  02 — Mounting 

Incinerators  shall  be  set  on  proper  foundations  on  the 
ground  or  on  fire-resistive  floors  with  no  combustible 
material  on  the  underside  thereof. 

Section  17.03 — Incinerator  Rooms 

a.  Incinerators  in  which  the  combined  hearth  and 
grate  area  of  the  combustion  chamber  is  7  square  feet  or 
less,  unless  approved  for  safe  clearance  from  combustible 
materials  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  shall  be  enclosed  within  a  room 
separated  from  other  parts  of  the  building  by  walls  and 
ceiling  having  a  fire  resistance  of  not  less  than  one  hour, 
and  used  for  no  other  purpose  except  storage  of  containers. 

b.  Incinerators  in  which  the  combined  hearth  and 
grade  area  of  the  combustion  chamber  exceeds  7  square  feet 
shall  be  enclosed  within  a  room  separated  from  other 
parts  of  the  building  by  walls,  floor  or  ceiling  having  a 
fire  resistance  of  not  less  than  2  hours  and  used  for  no 
other  purpose  except  storage  of  waste  material  and  refuse 
containers,  and  building  heating  equipment. 

c.  Door  or  other  openings  in  rooms  containing  in- 
cinerators communicating  with  other  areas  of  the  building 
shall  be  protected  by  approved  self-closing  or  automatic 
fire  doors. 

d.  Rooms  containing  incinerators  shall  be  supplied 
with  an  adequate  amount  of  air  for  combustion  and  venti- 
lation. Air  supply  may  be  furnished  by  one  of  the  follow- 
ing means: 

1.  A  screened  or  louvered  ventilator,  door  or  window 
opening  or  other  suitable  air  intake.  If  communicating 
to  other  parts  of  the  building  the  opening  shall  be  pro- 
tected by  an  approved  fire  damper. 

2.  A  duct  leading  from  the  incinerator  room  to  the 
outside  air. 

3.  A  duct  leading  to  a  boiler  or  furnace  room  cut 
off  as  prescribed  above  and  provided  with  sufficient  air 
supply  for  both  rooms. 

e.  Ducts  extending  from  an  incinerator  room  through 
other  parts  of  a  building  shall  be  constructed  and  pro- 
tected in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Boston 
Building  Code. 

Section  17.04 — Permit  Required 

No  incinerator  shall  be  fired  unless  a  permit  has  been 
granted  by  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  for  use  of 
such  incinerator. 

Section  17.05 — Compliance  with  Boston  Building  Code 

Incinerators  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  provisions  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 

Section  17.06 — Spark  Arrester 

The  top  of  the  chimney  of  an  incinerator  shall  be 
covered  with  a  spark  arrester  consisting  of  a  cage  or 
screen  of  non-corrodible  metal  of  a  design  approved  by  the 
Boston  Building  Commissioner,  and  having  an  area  not 
less  than  twice  the  flue  area. 

Section  17.07 — Cleaning 

Incinerators  shall  be  cleaned  with  sufficient  frequency 
to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  debris  above  the  charging 
door  of  the  combustion  chamber. 


Article  18.  Lumber  and  Building  Materials  Yards 
WD  Woodworking  Plants 

Section    18.01 — Permit  Required 

No  person  shall  store  in  excess  of  100,000  board  feel 
of  lumber  nor  operate  a  building  materials  yard  or  wood- 
working plant  without  a  permit. 

Section  18.02—  Open  Yard  Storage 

a.  Lumber  shall  be  piles  with  due  regard  to  stability 
of  piles  and  in  no  case  higher  than  20  feet. 

b.  Driveways  between  and  around  lumber  piles  shall 
be  at  least  15  feet  wide  and  maintained  free  from  ac- 
cumulation of  rubbish,  equipment  or  other  articles  or 
materials.  Driveways  shall  be  so  spaced  that  a  maximum 
grid  system  unit  of  50  feet  by  150  feet  is  produced. 

c.  Permanent  lumber  storage,  operating  under  a 
permit,  shall  be  surrounded  with  a  suitable  fence  at  least 
G  feet  high,  unless  storage  is  within  a  building. 

'    Section  18.03 — Operational    Fire    Hazards    in    Lumber  I 
Yards 

a.  Refuse  Burners.     The  burning  of  shavings,  sawdust 
and  refuse  materials  shall  be  permitted  only  under  boilers,  j 
in  furnaces,   or  in  incinerators  or  refuse  burners  safely 
constructed  and  located.     Stacks  shall  be  provided  with 
approved  spark  arresters  having  openings  not  greater  than 
%-inch,    or   other  effective   means  provided   which  will  j 
eliminate  the  danger  from  sparks,  such  as  an  expansion  f 
chamber,    baffle    walls    or    other   effective    arrangement,  j 
At  boiler  or  other  points  where  sawdust  or  shavings  are  I 
used  as  fuel,  a  storage  bin  of  noncombustible  construction 
with  raised  sill,  shall  be  provided. 

b.  Smoking  shall  be  prohibited  except  in  specified 
safe  locations  in  buildings.  Large  "No  Smoking"  signs  , 
shall  be  painted  on  exterior  walls  and  on  signs,  erected  I 
at  driveways'  edges.  "No  Smoking"  signs  shall  be  posted  :; 
throughout  all  buildings  except  in  specific  locations  'I 
designated  as  safe  for  smoking  purposes. 

c.  Weeds  shall  be  kept  down  throughout  entire  yard 
and  shall  be  sprayed  as  often  as  needed  with  satisfactory 
weed  killer  or  cut  or  grubbed  out.     Dead  weeds  shall  be  J 
removed. 

d.  Debris  such  as  sawdust,  chips  and  shorts  shall  be 
removed  regularly  from  piling  areas.  Proper  housekeeping 
shall  be  maintained  at  all  times. 

Section  18.04 — Portable     Fire     Extinguishing     Equip- 
ment in  Open  Yards  and  Buildings 

Portable  fire  extinguishing  equipment  shall  be  provided 
for  open  yards  and  sheds,  and  shall  be  located  at  drive- 
ways so  that  a  travel  distance  of  no  more  than  75  feet  J 
along  driveways  is  needed  from  any  part  of  open  yard  to 
reach  a  portable  fire  extinguisher.  In  buildings,  portable  I 
fire  extinguishing  equipment  shall  be  provided  as  specified 
by  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  18.05 — Woodworking  Plants 

a.  Sawmills,    planing    mills   and    other    woodworking 
plants  shall   be   equipped  with  refuse  removal  systems  J 
which  will  collect  and  remove  sawdust  and  shavings  as  i 
produced;  or  suitable  metal  or  metal-lined  bins,  provided 
with   normally    closed    covers    or    automatically    closing 
covers,  shall  be  installed  at  or  near  such  machines,  and  ' 
shavings  and  sawdust  shall  be  swept  up  and  deposited  ; 
in  such  bins  at  sufficiently  frequent  intervals  as  to  keep  i 
the  premises  clean.    Blower  and  exhaust  systems  shall  be  I 
installed  in  accordance  with  nationally  recognized  good  ' 
practice. 

b.  Fire  fighting  equipment,  either  portable  fire  ap-  1 
pliances  or  small  hose  supplied  from  a  suitable  water  | 
system,  shall  be  provided  near  any  machine  producing  | 
shavings  or  sawdust. 
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Article  19.     Magnesium 

Section  19.01 — Scope 

This  article  applies  to  the  storage,  handling  and  proc- 
essing of  magnesium. 

Section  19.02 — Definition 

"Magnesium"  shall  mean  the  pure  metal  and  alloys  of 
which  the  major  part  is  magnesium. 

Section  19.03 — Permit  Required 

A  permit  shall  be  obtained  for  the  melting,  casting, 
heat  treating,  machining,  or  grinding,  of  more  than  10 
pounds  of  magnesium  per  working  day. 

Section  19.04 — Storage  of  Pigs,  Ingots  and  Billets 

a.  Storage  of  magnesium  pigs,  ingots  and  billets  out  of 
doors  shall  be  in  piles  not  exceeding  1,000,000  pounds 
each,  separated  by  aisles  not  less  in  width  than  one  half 

I  the  height  of  pile,  and  separated  from  combustible  mate- 

j  rial  or  buildings  on  the  same  or  adjoining  property  by  a 

distance  of  not  less  than  the  height  of  the  nearest  pile. 

b.  Storage  of  pigs,  ingots  and  billets  in  buildings  shall 
be  on  floors  of  noncombustible  construction,  in  piles  not 
larger  than  500,000  pounds  each,  separated  by  aisles  not 
less  in  width  than  one  half  the  height  of  the  pile. 

Section  19.05— Melting  Pots 

Floors  under  and  around  melting  pots  shall  be  of  non- 
combustible  construction. 

Section  19.06 — Storage  of  Magnesium  Articles  in 
Foundries  and  Processing  Plants 

The  size  of  storage  piles  of  magnesium  articles  in  found- 
ries and  processing  plants  shall  not  exceed  1,250  cubic  feet 
and  shall  be  separated  by  aisles  not  less  in  width  than 
one  half  the  height  of  pile. 

Section  19.07 — Heat  Treating  Ovens 

Approved  means  shall  be  provided  for  control  of  mag- 
nesium fires  in  heat  treating  ovens. 

Section  19.08 — Magnesium  Processing  Operations 

a.  At  each  grinding,  buffing  or  wire  brushing  operation 
on  magnesium,  not  including  rough  finishing  of  castings, 
dust  shall  be  collected  by  means  of  suitable  hoods  or  en- 
closures connected  to  a  liquid  precipitation  type  of  sepa- 
rator, such  that  the  dust  will  be  converted  to  sludge  with- 
out contact  in  a  dry  state  with  any  high  speed  moving 
parts. 

b.  Connecting  ducts  or  suction  tubes  shall  be  com- 
pletely grounded  and  as  short  as  possible,  with  no  un- 
necessary bends.  Ducts  shall  be  carefully  fabricated  and 
assembled,  with  a  smooth  interior  and  with  internal  lap 
joints  pointing  in  the  direction  of  air  flow,  and  without 
unused  capped  side  outlets,  pockets  or  other  dead-end 
spaces  which  might  allow  an  accumulation  of  dust. 

c.  Each  machine  shall  be  equipped  with  its  individual 
dust  separating  unit,  except  that  with  multi-unit  ma- 
chines not  more  than  two  dust-producing  units  may  be 
served  by  one  separator.  Not  more  than  four  portable 
dust-producing  units  in  a  single  enclosure  or  stand  may 
be  served  b}r  one  separator  unit. 

d.  Power  supply  to  machines  shall  be  interlocked  with 
(1)  exhaust  air  flow  and  (2)  liquid  pressure  level  or  flow  in 
such  a  way  that  improper  functioning  of  the  dust  re- 
moval and  separator  system  will  shut  down  the  machine 
it  serves. 

Section  19.09 — Fire  Extinguishing  Powder 

A  supply  of  approved  extinguishing  powder  for  magne- 
sium fires  shall  be  kept  within  easy  reach  of  every  operator 
performing  a  machining,  grinding  or  other  operation  pro- 
ducing magnesium  dust,  chips,  or  turnings. 

Section  19. 10 — Storage  of  Magnesium  Articles  in  Ware- 
houses and  Stores 

a.  Magnesium  storage  in  quantity  greater  than  50 
cul  lie  feet  shall  be  separated  from  storage  of  other  mate- 


rials that  are  either  combustible  or  in  combustible  con- 
tainers, by  aisles  equal  in  width  to  not  less  than  the  height 
of  the  piles  of  magnesium. 

b.  Magnesium  storage  in  quantity  greater  than  1,000 
cubic  feet  shall  be  separated  into  piles  each  not  larger 
than  1,000  cubic  feet  with  aisles  between  equal  in  width  to 
not  less  than  the  height  of  the  piles. 

c.  Where  storage  in  quantity  greater  than  1,000  cubic 
feet  is  in  a  building  of  combustible  construction,  or  the 
magnesium  is  packed  in  combustible  crates  or  cartons,  or 
there  is  other  combustible  storage  within  30  feet  of  the 
magnesium,  the  storage  area  shall  be  protected  by  auto- 
matic sprinklers. 

Section  19.11 — Handling  of  Magnesium  Fines  {Fine 
Magnesium  Scrap) 

a.  Chips,  turnings  and  other  fine  magnesium  scrap 
shall  be  collected  from  the  pans  or  spaces  under  machines 
and  from  other  places  where  they  collect  at  least  once  each 
working  day,  and  placed  in  a  covered  steel  container  and 
removed  to  a  safe  location. 

b.  Magnesium  fines  shall  be  kept  separate  from  other 
combustible  materials. 

c.  Storage  in  quantity  greater  than  50  cubic  feet  of 
fine  magnesium  scrap  (six  55-gallon  steel  drums)  shall  be 
separated  from  other  occupancies  by  fire-resistive  con- 
struction without  window  openings  or  by  an  open  space 
of  at  least  50  feet. 

d.  Storage  in  quantity  greater  than  1,000  cubic  feet 
shall  be  separated  from  all  buildings  other  than  those  used 
for  magnesium  scrap  recovery  operations  by  a  distance  of 
not  less  than  100  feet. 

Article  20.     Matches 

Section  20. 01 — Permit  Required 

a.  No  person  shall  manufacture  matches  without  a 
permit. 

b.  No  person  shall  store  matches  exceeding  in  aggre- 
gate 60  matchman's  gross  (14,400  matches  each  gross) 
without  a  permit. 

Section  20.02 — Wholesale  Storage 

a.  At  wholesale  establishments  and  wherever  matches 
exceeding  60  matchman's  gross  are  stored,  shipping  con- 
tainers containing  matches  shall  be  arranged  in  piles  not 
exceeding  10  feet  in  height  nor  1,500  cubic  feet  in  volume 
with  aisles  at  least  4  feet  wide. 

b.  Where  other  materials  or  commodities  are  stored  on 
the  same  floor  with  matches,  a  portion  of  the  room  shall 
be  devoted  to  match  storage  exclusively,  and  a  clear 
space  of  not  less  than  4  feet  maintained  between  match 
storage  and  such  other  materials  or  commodities. 

Section  20.03 — Storage  Not  To  Be  Near  Vertical  Open- 
ings 

No  matches  shall  be  stored  within  10  feet  of  any  open 
elevator  shaft,  elevator  shaft  opening,  open  stairway  or 
other  vertical  opening. 

Section  20.04 — Match  Bins  Required 

Where  shipping  containers  containing  matches  are 
opened,  the  contents  of  such  broken  containers  shall  be 
removed  and  stored  in  metal  or  metal-lined  bins  equipped 
with  self-closing  metal  or  metal-lined  covers. 

Section  20.05 — Storage  by  Retailers 

Where  matches  are  sold  at  retail,  original  sealed  pack- 
ages may  be  stored  on  shelves.  When  such  packages  are 
broken,  individual  boxes  shall  be  stored  in  metal  or 
metal-lined  bins  or  other  fireproof  receptacle  with  the 
cover  closed,  except,  when  necessary  to  obtain  access 
thereto. 

Section  20.06     Exploding  Matches 

No  person  shall  sell  or  keep  for  sale  exploding  matches, 
so-called. 
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CITY  COUNCIL 


Article  21.     Open  Am  Parking 

Section  21.01 — Inspection  and  Approval 
Prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  license  by  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  for  the  business  of  conducting  an  open  air  park- 
ing space  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  inspect  or 
cause  to  be  inspected  all  the  premises  specified  therein  to 
determine  compliance  with  the  following  section  21.02. 
If  said  section  is  complied  with  the  Head  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment shall  approve  such  license.  Such  license  shall 
not  be  issued  without  approval  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department. 
Section  21.02 — Fire  Extinguishing  Equipment 
Every  licensee  shall  at  all  times  maintain  on  his  parking 
space  a  place  for  fire  extinguishing  equipment  away  from 
heat  from  natural  or  artificial  sources  and,  if  the  layout 
plan  in  the  application  for  his  license  shows  more  than 
seventy  spaces  to  be  used  for  the  parking  or  storing  of 
vehicles,  one  additional  such  place  for  each  seventy  spaces. 
A  licensee  shall,  at  all  times,  when  his  parking  space  is  open 
for  parking  or  storing  vehicles,  keep  every  place  for  fire 
extinguishing  equipment  readily  accessible  and  keep 
readily  accessible  thereat  not  less  than  50  pounds  of  loose 
sand  or  other  non-flammable  absorbent  material  and  at 
least  one  fire  extinguisher  fully  charged  with  not  less  than 
15  pounds  of  carbon  dioxide  gas  in  liquid  form. 

Article  22.     Ovens,  Industrial  Baking  and  Drying 

Section  22.01—  Scope 

This  article  shall  apply  to  the  location,  design,  con- 
struction and  operation  of  industrial  baking  and  drying 
ovens  which  are  heated  with  oil  or  gas  fuel  or  electric 
units  or  which  during  operation  contain  flammable  vapors 
from  the  products  being  baked  or  dried.  It  is  the  intent 
of  this  article  to  provide  requirements  for  the  operation 
of  these  ovens  within  certain  limitations  of  control  de- 
pending on  oven  design,  paint  formulation,  and  ventila- 
tion requirements,  the  disregard  of  which  may  cause  them 
to  function  in  an  unsafe  manner,  thereby  becoming  liable 
to  destruction  by  fire  or  explosion. 

Section  22.02 — Permits  and  Plans  Required 

a.  No  oven  to  which  this  code  applies  shall  be  operated 
without  a  permit  from  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

6.  Application  for  a  permit  shall  be  accompanied  by 
plans  showing  all  essential  details  and  calculations  for 
safe  operation. 

Section  22.03 — Location  and  Construction 

a.  Ovens,  oven  heaters  and  related  equipment  shall  be 
located  with  due  regard  to  the  possibility  of  fire  resulting 
from  overheating  or  from  the  escape  of  fuel  gas  or  fuel  oil 
and  the  possibility  of  damage  to  the  building  and  injury 
to  persons  resulting  from  explosion. 

b.  Ovens  shall  be  located  at  or  above  grade,  or  if  in 
basements  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  wall  area  of  the  room 
in  which  the  oven  is  located  shall  be  above  grade. 

c.  Oven  shall  be  so  located  as  to  be  readily  accessible 
for  inspection  and  maintenance  and  with  adequate  clear- 
ances to  permit  the  proper  functioning  of  explosion  vents. 
Roofs  and  floors  of  ovens  shall  be  sufficiently  insulated 
and  ventilated  to  keep  temperatures  at  combustible  ceil- 
ings and  floors  below  160°  F. 

d.  Ovens  shall  be  constructed  of  noncombustible  ma- 
terials throughout  except  where  the  maximum  oven  oper- 
ating temperature  is  not  over  160°  F.  The  amount  of 
insulation  used  in  oven  panel  construction  shall  be  enough 
to  prevent  the  outside  surface  temperature  from  exceeding 
160°  F.,  or  adequate  guards  shall  be  provided  to  protect 
personnel. 

e.  Ovens  which  may  contain  flammable  air-gas  mix- 
tures shall  be  equipped  with  relief  vents  for  freely  relieving 
internal  explosion  pressures. 


/.  All  duct  work  shall  be  constructed  of  noncombustiblf 
material.  Ducts  shall  be  made  tight  throughout  an<; 
shall  have  no  openings  other  than  those  required  for  th(| 
proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  system.  Ducts 
passing  through  combustible  walls,  floors,  or  roofs  shal 
have  adequate  insulation  and  clearances  to  prevent  surface 
temperatures  from  exceeding  160°  F.  Exhaust  ducts  shal 
not  discharge  near  doors,  windows  or  other  air  intalffii 
in  a  manner  that  will  permit  re-entry  of  vapors  into  thf 
building. 

Section  22 .  04 — Ventilation 

a.  Ovens  in  which  flammable  or  toxic  vapors  ar< 
liberated  or  through  which  products  of  combustion  arc 
circulated  shall  be  ventilated  by  the  introduction  of  i 
supply  of  fresh  air  and  proper  exhaust  to  outdoors 
Discharge  pipes  shall  not  terminate  within  10  feet  meas 
ured  horizontally  from  any  door,  window  or  wood  frame 
walls  of  any  building.  Such  oven  ventilation  shall  |j 
arranged  to  provide  vigorous  and  well  distributed  air 
circulation  within  the  oven  and  to  insure  that  the  flam 
mable  vapor  concentration  will  be  safely  below  the  lower 
explosive  limit  at  all  times.  Unless  the  oven  is  operated 
in  accordance  with  specific  approval  specifying  particular 
solvents  and  rate  of  ventilation,  the  rate  of  ventilation 
shall  not  be  less  than  10,000  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per 
gallon  of  solvent  evaporated  in  continuous  process  ovens, 
and  not  less  than  380  cubic  feet  per  minute  per  gallon  of 
flammable  solvent  evaporated  in  batch  process  ovens 

b.  Exhaust  duct  openings  shall  be  located  in  the  area 
of  greatest  concentration  of  vapors. 

c.  All  exhaust  shall  be  by  mechanical  means  using 
power  driven  fans. 

Section  22.05 — Safety  Controls 

a.  Safety  controls  shall  be  sufficient  in  number,  and 
substantially  constructed  and  arranged  to  maintain  the 
required  conditions  of  safety  and  prevent  the  development 
of  tire  and  explosions  hazards. 

b.  Ventilation  controls,  suitably  interlocked,  shall  be 
provided  which  will  insure  required  ventilation  of  the 
system. 

c.  Fuel  safety  controls,  suitably  interlocked  and  ar- 
ranged to  minimize  the  possibility  of  jdangerous  accumu- 
lations of  explosive  air-fuel  mixtures  in  the  heating 
system,  shall  be  provided. 

d.  Excess  temperature  controls  shall  be  provided  to 
maintain  a  safe  operating  temperature  within  the  oven. 

e.  Conveyor  interlocks  shall  be  provided  in  conveyor 
ovens  having  a  flammable  vapor  hazard,  so  that  the 
conveyor  cannot  move  unless  ventilating  fans  are  operating 
and  discharging  the  required  amount  of  air. 

Article  23.     Places  of  Assembly 
Section  23 .  01 — Permit  Required 

a.  No  place  of  assembly  as  defined  in  paragraph  (b)  of 
this  section  shall  be  maintained,  operated  or  used  as  such 
without  a  permit,  except  that  no  permit  shall  be  required 
for  any  place  of  assembly  used  solely  as  a  place  of  religious 
worship. 

b.  "Place  of  assembly,"  any  building  designed,  con- 
structed, reconstructed,  remodeled,  altered,  used,  or  in- 
tended to  be  used,  for  50  or  more  persons  to  assemble 
therein  for  any  of  the  following:  Dance  halls;  cabarets; 
restaurants,  including  the  type  of  restaurant  commonly 
known  as  a- night  club;  all  places  in  which  alcoholic  bev- 
erages are  sold  or  for  sale  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises; 
any  room  or  space  used  for  public  or  private  banquets, 
feasts,  dances,  socials,  card  parties,  or  weddings  or  religious 
services  except  in  the  case  of  funerals  in  private  homes; 
lodge  and  meeting  halls  or  rooms;  skating  rinks,  gym- J 
nasiums;  swimming  pools;  billiard,  pool,  bowling  and  table 
tennis  rooms;  halls  or  rooms  used  for  public  or  private 
catering    purposes;    funeral    parlors;    recreation    rooms; 
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broadcasting  studios;  school  and  college  auditoriums; 
and  all  other  places  of  similar  occupancy.  Nothing  in  this 
paragraph  shall  apply  to  a  single  family  or  two-family 
dwelling,  or  to  a  place  of  incarceration  or  detention,  a 
convent,  a  monastery,  a  church,  a  synagogue,  a  theatre,  a 
special  hall,  a  public  hall,  or  a  schoolhouse.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  Code  the  continuous  path  of  exit  from  any 
place  of  assembly  to  the  street  shall  be  included  as  a 
"Place  of  Assembly." 

Section  23.02 — Flammable  Decorations 

No  flammable  decorations  shall  be  used  in  a  place  of 
assembly  until  a  Certificate  of  Analysis  and  a  letter  of 
approval  has  been  issued  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department 
in  accordance  with  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  in 
Article  11 — Flammable  Decorations. 

Section  23.03 — Pyroxylin  Coated  Fabric 

Pyroxylin  coated  fabric  used  as  a  decorative  material  in 
accordance  with  Article  11  or  as  a  surface  covering  on  fixed 
furnishings,  shall  be  limited  in  amount  to  the  following: 

Such  fabrics  containing  1.4  ounces  or  more  of  cellulose 
nitrate  per  square  yard  shall  not  be  used  in  excess  of  a 
total  amount  equivalent  to  1  square  foot  of  fabric  surface 
to  15  cubic  feet  of  room  volume.  Each  square  foot  of  such 
fabric  which  contains  1.7  ounces  or  more  of  cellulose 
flitrate  per  square  yard  shall  be  counted  as  2  square  feet 
in  making  this  computation. 

Section  23 .  04 — Motion  Picture  Screens 

In  places  of  assembly  no  motion  picture  screen  or  screen 
masking  shall  be  used  until  a  Certificate  of  Analysis  and 
a  letter  of  approval  has  been  issued  by  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  in  accordance  with  terms  and  conditions 
prescribed  in  Article  11. 

Section  23 .  05 — Exit  Doors 

During  the  period  of  occupancy,  no  exit  door  shall  be 
locked,  bolted,  or  otherwise  fastened  or  obstructed  by  any 
means,  so  that  the  door  cannot  be  opened  from  the  inside 
by  the  use  of  ordinary  door  knob  or  by  pressure  on  the 
door  or  on  a  panic  release  device. 

Section  23 .  06 — Aisles 

In  each  room  where  chairs,  or  tables  and  chairs,  are 
used  the  arrangement  shall  be  such  as  will  provide  for 
ready  access  by  aisles  to  each  exit  doorway.  Aisles  leading 
directly  to  exit  doorways  shall  not  be  obstructed  by  chairs, 
tables  or  other  objects. 

Section  23.07—  Use  of  Exit  Ways 

No  part  of  a  stairway,  whether  interior  or  exterior,  nor 
of  a  hallway,  corridor,  vestibule,  balcony  or  bridge  leading 
to  a  stairway  or  exit  of  any  kind,  shall  be  used  in  any  way 
that  will  obstruct  its  use  as  an  exit  or  that  will  present  a 
hazardous  condition. 

Section  23.08— Ash  Trays 

Where  smoking  is  permitted,  there  shall  be  provided 
on  each  table  and  at  other  convenient  places  suitable 
noncombustible  ash  trays  or  match  receivers. 

Section  23.09 — Open  Flame 

No  open  flame  for  decorative  or  display  purposes  shall 
be  permitted,  including  any  open  flame  as  part  of  a  per- 
formance, in  any  place  of  assembly. 

Section  23. 10 — Fire  Appliances 

All  fire  protection  equipment  required  under  Article  9 
shall  be  kept  in  working  condition.  Extinguishers  and 
hose  and  similar  appliances  shall  be  visible  and  convenient 
at  all  times.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  the 
tenant  of  each  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  occupied  as 
a  place  of  assembly  to  properly  train  sufficient  regular 
employees  in  the  use  of  file  appliances  so  that  such  appli- 
ances can  be  quickly  put  in  operation. 

Section  23. 11 — Plan  of  Exit  Ways  and  Aisles 

A  copy  of  the  plan  showing  the  capacity  ami  location  of 
exit  ways  and  of  aisles  leading  thereto  and  bearing  the 


approval  of  the  Boston  Building  Department  shall  be 
kept  on  display  in  the  premises. 

Section  23 .  12 — Marking  and  Lighting  of  Exits 

All  exits  in  places  of  assembly  shall  be  marked  and 
lighted  in  accordance  with  Sections  7.02  (a)  and  7.02  (b). 

Section  23. 13 — Emergency  Lighting 

Emergency  lighting  shall  be  provided  in  the  event  of 
power  failure. 

Article  24.  Precautions  Against  Fire,  General 
Section  24 .  01 — Use  of  Torches  for  Removing  Paint 
Any  person  using  a  torch  or  other  flame-producing 
device  for  removing  paint  from  any  building  or  structure 
shall  provide  one  approved  fire  extinguisher  or  water  hose 
connected  to  the  water  supply  on  the  premises  where 
such  burning  is  done.  In  all  cases,  the  person  doing  the 
burning  shall  remain  on  the  premises  1  hour  after  the 
torch  or  flame-producing  device  has  been  used. 

Section  24 .  02 — Hot  Ashes  and  Other  Dangerous  Materials 
No  person  shall  deposit  hot  ashes  or  cinders,  or  smoul- 
dering coals,  or  greasy  or  oily  substances  liable  to  spon- 
taneous ignition,  into  any  wooden  receptacle,  or  place  the 
same  within  10  feet  of  any  combustible  materials,  except 
in  metal  or  other  noncombustible  receptacles.  Such 
receptacles,  unless  resting  on  a  noncombustible  floor  or  on 
the  ground  outside  the  building,  shall  be  placed  on  non- 
combustible stands,  and  in  every  case  shall  be  kept  at 
least  2  feet  away  from  any  combustible  wall  or  partition 
or  exterior  window  opening. 

Section  24.03 — Accumulations  of  Waste  Materials 

a.  Accumulations  of  waste  paper,  hay,  grass,  straw, 
litter  or  combustible  or  flammable  waste  or  rubbish  of 
any  kind  shall  not  be  permitted  to  remain  upon  any 
roof  or  in  any  court,  yard,  vacant  lot  or  open  space.  All 
grass,  vines  or  other  growth,  when  same  endangers 
property,  or  is  liable  to  be  fired,  shall  be  cut  down  and 
removed  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  property. 

b.  The  occupants  of  buildings  shall  provide  covered 
metal  containers  as  receptacles  for  waste  paper,  oily  rags, 
and  oily  waste  and  metal  containers  for  ashes  except  that 
in  multiple  dwellings  housing  more  than  3  families,  the 
owners  of  the  buildings  shall  provide  such  containers. 

Section  24 .  04 — Handling  Readily  Combustible  Materials 
No  person  making,  using,  storing  or  having  in  charge, 
or  under  his  control  any  shavings,  excelsior,  rubbish, 
sacks,  bags,  litter,  hay  or  combustible  waste  materials 
shall  fail  or  neglect  at  the  close  of  each  day  to  cause  all 
such  material  which  is  not  compactly  baled  and  stacked 
in  an  orderly  manner  to  be  removed  from  the  building  or 
stored  in  suitable  vaults  or  in  metal  or  metal  lined, 
covered,  receptacles  or  bins.  The  head  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment shall  require  suitable  baling  presses  to  be  in- 
stalled in  stores,  apartment  buildings,  factories  and  similar 
places  where  accumulations  of  paper  and  waste  materials 
are  not  removed  at  least  every  second  day. 

Section  24.05 — Storage  of  Readily  Combustible  Materials 
Storage  in  buildings  shall  be  orderly,  shall  not  be 
within  3  feet  of  the  ceiling,  and  not  so  located  as  to  en- 
danger exit  from  the  building.  Storage  in  the  open  shall 
not  be  more  than  20  feet  in  height,  shall  lie  so  located, 
with  respect  to  adjacent  buildings,  as  not  to  constitute  a 
hazard,  and  shall  be  compact  and  Orderly. 
Section     24.06 — Flammable     Decorative     Materials    in 

Buildings  of  Mercantile  anil  Institutional  Occupancy 
Highly  flammable  materials  such  as  cotton  Watting. 
straw,  dry  vines,  leaves,  trees,  artificial  flowers  or  shrub- 
bery and  foam  plastic  materials  shall  not  be  used  for 
decorative  purposes  in  show  windows  or  other  parts  of 
mercantile  and  institutional  occupancies  unless  (lame- 
proofed  and  a  Certificate  of  Analysis  and  letter  of  approval 
lias  been  received  from  the  Fire  Department.     Electric 
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light  bulbs  in  mercantile  and  institutional  occupancies 
shall  not  be  decorated  with  paper  or  other  combustible 
materials  unless  such  materials  shall  firs!  have  been 
rendered  flameproof. 

Section  24.07   -r.se  of  Flame  or  Light  Restricted 

a.  No  person  shall  lake  an  open  [lame  or  Unlit  into 
any  building,  bam,  vessel,  boat  or  any  other  place  where 

highly  flammable,  combustible,  or  explosive  material  is 
kept,  unless  such  light  or  flame  shall  be  well  secured  in 
a  glass  globe,  wire  mesh  cage  or  similar-  approved  device. 

b.  No  heating  or  lighting  apparatus  or  equipment 
capable  of  igniting  flammable  materials  of  the  type  stored 
or  handled  shall  be  used  in  the  storage  area  of  any  ware- 
house storing  rags,  excelsior,  hair  or  other  highly  flammable 
or  combustible  materials;  nor  in  the  work  area  of  any 
shop  or  factory  used  for  the  manufacture,  repair  or 
renovating  of  mattresses  or  bedding;  nor  in  the  work 
areas  of  any  establishment  used  for  the  upholstering  of 
furniture. 

Section  24.08— Trap  Doors  to  be  Closed 

All  trap  doors,  except  those  which  are  automatic  in 
their  operation,  in  any  factory  building  or  building  used 
for  storage  shall  be  closed  at  the  completion  of  the  business 
of  each  day. 

Section  24.09 — Shaftways  to  be  Harked 

Every  outside  window  in  a  building  used  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  or  for  storage  which  opens  directly  on 
any  hoistway  or  other  vertical  means  of  communication 
between  two  or  more  floors  in  such  building,  shall  be 
plainly  marked  with  the  word  "Shaftway"  in  red  letters 
at  least  6  inches  high  on  a  white  background ;  such  warning 
sign  to  be  so  placed  as  to  be  easily  discernible  from  the 
outside  of  the  building.  Every  door  or  window  opening 
on  such  shaftway  from  the  interior  of  the  building,  unless 
the  construction  of  the  partition  surrounding  the  shaftway 
is  of  such  distinctive  nature  as  to  make  its  purpose  evi- 
dent at  a  glance,  shall  be  similarly  marked  with  the 
warning  word,  "Shaftway,"  so  placed  as  to  be  easily 
visible  to  any  one  approaching  the  shaftway  from  the 
interior  of  the  building. 

Section  24.10 — Aisles  to  be  Marked 

a.  Every  building  used  for  storage  shall  be  provided 
with  aisles  of  sufficient  width  to  permit  removal  or  transfer 
of  stored  materials. 

b.  Sufficient  aisles  shall  be  provided  which  lead  to 
outside  windows  and  every  such  window  shall  be  plainly 
marked  with  a  white  cross  to  indicate  the  presence  of  an 
aisle  for  access  by  the  Fire  Department  in  the  event  of 
fire. 

Section  24.11 — Salamanders 

a.  No  salamander  or  stove  for  drying  any  construction 
material  shall  be  used  in  any  building  except  under  such 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board;  and  no 
such  salamander  or  stove  shall  be  set  upon  a  wooden  floor 
unless  it  is  raised  above  the  floor  at  least  4  inches  and  set 
upon  brick  or  other  incombustible  material  in  a  bed  of 
sand  at  least  2  inches  thick,  spread  upon  the  floor  and 
covering  an  area  of  at  least  2  feet  in  all  directions  larger 
than  the  area  of  the  salamander  or  stove. 

b.  Only  salamanders  fired  by  gas,  oil  or  liquefied  pe- 
troleum gas  shall  be  used  in  any  building. 

Section  24 .  12 — Removal  of  Vessels 

The  head  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  any  person  to 
whom  he  may  delegate  his  authority,  may  order  the 
removal  of  any  vessel  moored  to  or  anchored  near  any 
dock  or  pier  if  such  vessel  is  in  danger  of  catching  fire,  or 
is  by  reason  of  its  condition  or  the  nature  of  its  cargo  a 
menace  to  shipping  or  other  property. 

Section  24. 13 — Cleaning  of  Chimney,  etc. 

Owners  of  buildings  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cleaning 
of  chimney  flues,  smoke  and  vent  pipes  and  incinerators 
at  least  annually,   and   for  the  installation  and   proper 


maintenance  of  spark  arresters  in  incinerators  and  in 
chimneys  connected  with  permanent  wood-burning  fur- 
naces, ('lean-out  openings  in  chimneys  below  the  smoke 
pipe  shall  be  provider!  to  facilitate  cleaning.  However, 
industrial  chimneys  or  chimney  flues,  smoke  and  vent. 
pipes  designed  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  soot  therein 
shall  not  be  required  to  be  cleaned  annually. 

Section  24  .  14  -Safeguards  at  Roof  Line 

Owners  of  buildings  shall  be  responsible  for  the  placing 
and  maintaining  of  proper  safeguards,  where  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  the  Fire  Department  in  its  operations  in 
the  event  of  fire,  about  or  over  roof  skylights  and  about 
outer  and  inner  courts  or  shafts  at  the  roof  line  of  any 
building. 

Section  24 .  15 — Fireworks 

a.  The  keeping,  storage,  manufacture,  handling,  trans- 
portation, supervised  display,  or  other  disposition  of  fire- 
works, shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations,  and  by 
Chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws. 

b.  The  manufacture  of  fireworks  or  firecrackers  shall 
be  prohibited  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  24. 16 — Explosives 

a.  The  keeping,  storage,  use,  manufacture,  sale,  han- 
dling, transportation  or  other  disposition  of  explosives, 
shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations,  and 
by  Chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws. 

6.  The  manufacture  of  explosives  is  prohibited  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  24. 17 — Liquefied  Petroleum  Gas 

a.  The  design,  construction,  location,  installation  and 
operation  of  liquefied  petroleum  gas  systems,  gaspipe  or 
appliance  in  buildings,  shall  be  governed  by  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Fire  Pre- 
vention Regulations,  and  by  the  Gas  Fitting  Regulations 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

b.  Permits  required  by  said  rules  and  regulations  shall 
be  granted  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  for  use 
only  at  the  location  specified  in  the  application  therefor. 

Section  24.18 — Private  Ways 

The  head  of  the  Fire  Department  may  order  the  owner 
or  his  authorized  agent  to  remove  any  obstacle  to  the 
safe  egress  of  persons  from  buildings  or  to  the  operations 
of  the  Fire  Department  in  the  event  of  fire,  including 
motor  vehicles  and  fences,  from  a  private  way,  or  to  cor- 
rect any  condition  in  such  private  way  which  may  tend  to 
create  a  fire  hazard  or  to  jeopardize  the  lives  of  persons  in 
buildings  in  the  event  of  fire.  The  provisions  of  Section 
1.20  relative  to  the  issuance  of  an  order  and  the  action 
taken  for  the  removal  of  obstacles  or  the  correction  of 
conditions  shall  apply  to  this  section. 

Article  25.     Rubbish  Handling 
Section  25.01 — Housekeeping  Routine 

a.  Rubbish  shall  be  collected  as  frequently  as  the  cir- 
cumstances require  for  reasonable  fire  safety.  It  shall  be 
collected  and  disposed  of  at  least  daily  in  most  instances. 

b.  Sweepings  and  other  refuse  shall  be  taken  out  of  the 
building  or  to  a  standard  rubbish  bin  or  room  by  cleaners 
before  they  leave  w-ork. 

c.  A  routine  shall  be  established  for  the  regular 
removal  of  rubbish  and  other  unnecessary  combustible 
materials  from  yards  and  outside  storage  areas. 

d.  Places  shall  be  designated  where  rubbish  may  be  j 
placed  temporarily  prior  to  being  burned  or  removed  to  a.i 
dump.  These  locations  shall  be  such  as  not  to  endanger 
buildings  or  outside  piled  stock. 

e.  Rubbish  shall  be  burned  only  at  designated  places! 
and  times,  and  under  proper  supervision. 
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Section  25 .  02  —  Dumps 

a.  Locations  used  for  clumping  rubbish  shall  not  create 
a  nuisance  due  to  smoke,  nor  a  fire  exposure  to  buildings 
or  piled  stock  by  reason  of  flying  brands  or  flames. 

b.  Suitable  fire  protection  shall  be  provided  for  dumps. 
Where  frequent  fire  calls  will  be  likely  to  involve  an  un- 
reasonable amount  of  wear  and  tear  on  the  hose  of  a  public 
fire  department  or  a  private  fire  brigade,  a  supply  of  2]^- 
inch  hose  shall  be  provided  at  the  dump  sufficient  to  lay 
from  the  nearest  hydrant  or  other  water  supply  to  the 
dumping  area,  one  or  more  lines,  depending  on  the  size  of 
the  dumping  area. 

c.  An  attendant  or  attendants  shall  be  provided  at  all 
large  dumping  areas  where  the  area  unattended  will  re- 
quire an  unreasonable  number  of  calls  to  the  public  fire 
department  or  a  private  fire  brigade. 

Section  25 .  03 — Waste  Receptacles 

a.  A  sufficient  number  of  waste  baskets  and  other 
small  receptacles  for  waste  and  rubbish  shall  be  provided. 
These  shall  not  be  overloaded  and  shall  be  emptied 
regularly. 

b.  Approved  waste  cans  and  receptacles  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  oily  waste  and  other  materials  requiring  special 
handling. 

c.  Cardboard  containers  or  wooden  boxes  or  barrels 
shall  not  be  used  for  the  storage  of  ashes  and  shall  not  be 
used  as  temporary  containers  for  combustible  rubbish  or 
waste. 

d.  Barrels  and  containers  for  rubbish  and  ashes  shall 
be  substantial  approved  metal  construction,  maintained 
in  good  condition  and  provided  with  handles  and  a  cover. 
They  shall  be  provided  with  a  flange  at  the  bottom  to 
provide  at  least  a  2-inch  space  between  the  bottom  and 
the  floor.    Containers  and  barrels  shall  be  kept  covered. 

Section  25 .  04 — Refuse  Chutes 

a.  An  automatic  sprinkler  shall  be  installed  at  the 
top  of  refuse  chutes,  and  a  sprinkler  or  sprinklers  in  the 
bin  or  room  into  which  the  chute  discharges. 

b.  Chutes  shall  extend  to  at  least  4  feet  above  the  roof 
and  be  covered  by  a  metal  skylight  glazed  with  thin  plain 
glass. 

c.  Chutes  shall  rest  on  substantial  noncombustible 
foundations. 

d.  Walls  of  chutes  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance 
with  the  construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Build- 
ing Code. 

e.  Service  openings  shall  be  equipped  with  self-closing 
fire  doors. 

/.  Each  service  opening  shall  be  located  in  a  room  or 
compartment  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  building  by  walls, 
ceilings  and  floors  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
construction  requirements  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 
Doors  to  this  room  or  compartment  shall  be  approved 
self-closing  and  have  appropriate  fire  resistance  to  match 
the  wall  construction. 

Section  25 .  05 — Refuse  Bin  or  Room 

a.  An  arrangement  whereby  the  chute  discharges 
directly  to  the  combustion  chamber  of  an  incinerator  shall 
not  be  employed.  There  may  be  situations  where  ar- 
rangements are  made  for  handling  refuse  mechanically 
and  automatic  stoking  of  incinerators  which  would  not 
introduce  an  unreasonable  hazard.  In  such  cases,  the 
Fire  Department  may  permit  such  arrangement  taking 
into  consideration  the  whole  layout,  its  relation  to  the 
rest  of  the  building,  the  presence  or  absence  of  complete 
sprinkler  protection,  the  continuity  and  competence  of 
the  personal  supervision  attending  the  operation,  ventila- 
tion, access  for  fire  fighting  and  similar  factors.  This 
does  not  apply  to  chutes  integral  with  an  incinerator 
assembly. 

b.  Refuse  chutes  shall  terminate  or  discharge  into  a 
bin  or  room  of  construction  of  fire  resistance  equal  to  the 
chute  itself. 


c.  Discharge  bin  or  room  shall  be  cut  off  and  separate 
from  the  rest  of  the  building,  particularly  from  any  ad- 
joining waste  paper  baling  or  incinerator  room,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  construction  requirements  of  the  Boston 
Building  Code. 

d.  Doors  between  the  discharge  bin  or  room  and  the 
rest  of  the  building  shall  have  self-closing  fire  doors. 
These  doors  shall  be  kept  closed  except  during  removal 
of  rubbish. 

Section  25.08 — Waste  Paper  Baling 

a.  Where  no  rubbish  room  or  bins  are  provided,  waste 
paper  shall  be  handled  in  covered  metal  cans  only. 

6.  Rooms  for  waste  paper  baling  shall  be  cut  off  from 
the  rest  of  the  building  by  ceilings,  floors  and  walls,  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  construction  requirements 
of  the  Boston  Building  Code,  with  door  openings  pro- 
tected by  fire  doors.  This  would  permit  waste  paper 
baling  in  a  cut-off  boiler  or  furnace  room  of  suitable  con- 
struction. 

Article  26.     Smoking 

Section  26.01 — Theatres,  Special  Halls,  Public  Halls 

Smoking  or  the  carrying  of  a  lighted  match,  cigarette, 
cigar  or  pipe  shall  be  prohibited  in  theatres,  public  halls 
and  special  halls,  but  may  be  permitted  in  public  halls 
and  special  halls  when  they  are  not  being  used  as  an 
auditorium,  requiring  fixed  seats  and  aisles.  Smoking 
may  be  permitted  in  such  occupancies  in  a  separate  room 
or  space  specially  provided  for  the  purpose  when  such 
room  is  approved  by  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  26.02 — Factories,  Workshops,  Mercantile  Estab- 
lishments, Warehouses 

Smoking  or  the  carrying  of  a  lighted  match,  cigarette, 
cigar  or  pipe  shall  be  prohibited  in  factories,  workshops, 
mercantile  establishments,  and  warehouses  where  the 
material  being  handled  in  and  about  such  building  is  of 
such  a  flammable  nature  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, to  be  readily  ignitable,  except  that  smoking 
may  be  permitted  in  a  separate  room  or  space  specially 
provided  for  the  purpose  when  such  room  or  space  is 
approved  by  the  Fire  Department. 

Section  26.03— Signs 

Durable  signs  with  the  words,  "No  Smoking,"  in  letters 
not  less  than  three  inches  in  height,  shall  be  conspicuously 
posted  in  and  about  all  premises  where  smoking  is  pro- 
hibited under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  26 .  04 — Docks,  Piers,  Wharves,  Ships,  Vessels 

Smoking  or  the  carrying  of  a  lighted  match,  cigarette, 
cigar  or  pipe  shall  be  prohibited  on  docks,  piers,  wharves 
and  cargo  ships  or  vessels,  but  may  be  permitted  in  or  on 
spaces  specially  designated  by  the  head  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment for  that  purpose.  Such  smoking  shall  be  kept 
under  strict  supervision  of  pier  personnel.  Smoking  shall 
not  be  permitted  however,  on  or  within  100  feet  of  any 
ehip  or  vessel  which  may  be  loading  or  unloading  at  any 
time. 

Section  26 .  05 — Elevators 

No  person  shall  smoke  or  carry  a  lighted  cigarette, 
cigar  or  pipe  in  any  elevator  used  by  the  public.  Durable 
signs  with  the  words,  "No  Smoking  in  Elevator,"  in  letters 
not  less  than  3  inches  in  height,  shall  be  conspicuously 
posted  in  full  view  of  persons  entering  elevator  at  each 
floor.  Suitable  receptacles  filled  with  sand  shall  be  kept 
at  entrance  to  elevators  at  each  floor  for  disposal  of  smok- 
ing articles. 

Article  27.     Tents,  Grandstands,  Reviewing  Stands 

Section  27.01    -Conditions 

The  following  conditions,  recommended  by  the  Fire 
( 'oniniissioiHT,  arc  hereby  made  a  part  of  all  licenses  issued 
by  the  Licensing  Division  or  the  Mayor's  Office  for  the 
conduct  of  circuses,   lairs,   bazaars,   carnivals  or  similar

ontertainmenta  and  other  gatherings  held  in  or  near  to 
tents  hi  canvas,  duck,  sailcloth  or  other  fabric  covering 
material  within  the  limits  of  the  Citj  of  Huston.  These 
conditions  shall  also  apply  to  licenses  issued  for  the  use  of 
grandstands,  reviewing  stands,  or  other  similar  structures 
of  a  temporary  nature,  when  constructed  <>f  combustible 

materials. 

Section  27.02    Written  Approval 

No  circus,  fair,  bazaar,  carnival,  or  similar  entertain- 
ment shall  be  conducted  in  tents  of  canvas,  duck,  sail- 
cloth or  other  fabric  covering  material  of  a  similar  nature, 
and  no  grandstands,  reviewing  stands,  or  other  similar 
structures  shall  be  maintained  on  the  premises  without 
written  approval  from  the  Fire  Commissioner. 

Section  27.03 — Requirements  for  Approval 

The  Fire  Commissioner,  before  granting  written  ap- 
proval for  any  activity  or  entertainment  as  described  in 
the  above  paragraph,  will  require  the  following: 

a.  A  certificate  of  flameproofing  or  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  flameproofing  of  all  canvas,  duck,  sailcloth  or 
other  fabric  covering  material  of  a  similar  nature  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Fire  Commissioner  by  the  owner,  lessor, 
or  person  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  function  or 
activity  on  the  premises;  said  certificate  to  contain  a 
description  of  the  formula  applied  to  the  material,  the 
date  and  method  of  the  application.  Test  of  the  condition 
of  material  reported  as  having  been  flameproofed  may  be 
required  at  any  time  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  or  his  duly 
authorized  representative. 

b.  A  report  by  an  inspector  of  the  Electrical  Inspection 
Division  pertaining  to  the  existence  or  nonexistence  of 
hazards  connected  with  proposed  or  existing  electrical 
wiring  or  electrical  equipment  to  be  used  or  in  use  on  the 
premises. 

c.  A  report,  in  writing,  from  the  District  Chief  of  the 
District  in  which  the  license  is  to  be  exercised,  testifying 
in  detail  as  to  the  necessity  of  the  following  precautions, 


with  whatever  additions  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  tin-  public: 

1.  Tin'   number  of  firemen   to  he  assigned   to  the 

premises  as  a  paid  detail  and  the  hours  when  said  detail 
shall  he  on  duly. 

2.  The  necessity  lor  lines  of  standard  fire  hose  to  lie 
kept  connected  to  a  hydrant  and  ready  for  immediate 
use  in  the  area. 

3.  The  number  of  portable  fire  extinguishing  appli- 
ances to  he  provided  in  such  locations  as  specified. 

4.  The  manner  of  storing  straw,  hay,  shavings  or 
similar  materials. 

5.  Cutting  or  removal  of  brush  or  grass  and  removal 
of  combustible  material  from  premises  where  tents, 
booths,  counters  or  other  such  enclosures  or  grand- 
stands are  to  be  set  up  on  vacant  land  or  open  fields. 

Section  27 .  04— Flammable  Fluids 

No  flammable  fluids  shall  be  kept  or  used  on  the  prem- 
ises except  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Chap- 
ter 148  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  and  Article  13  of 
this  Code. 

Section  27 .  05 — Flammable  Decorations 

No  flammable  decorations  shall  be  permitted  in  or 
around  booths,  tents  or  counters. 

Section  27 .  06 — Open-Flame  Lamps 

The  use  of  open-flame  lamps  shall  be  prohibited. 

Section  27.07 — Smoking 

No  smoking  shall  be  permitted  in  any  enclosed  tents. 

Section  27.08 — Revocation  of  License 

Violation  of  or  failure  to  comply  with  these  Rules  and 
Conditions,  or  to  comply  with  an  order  from  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  will  be  cause  for  immediate 
revocation  of  the  license  by  the  Licensing  Authority. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

The  ordinance  was  passed.

OF  CITY  HOSPITAL  POWER  PLANT 
AND  PROPOSED  CONTRACT  FOR 
SALE  OF  SURPLUS  STEAM  FROM 
INCINERATOR. 

Coun.    PIEMONTE    offered    the   following: 

Moved,  That  the  proposed  lease  as  submit- 
ted by  the  Mayor  of  the  parcel  of  land  shown 
as  Parcel  8  of  the  plan,  of  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital Power  Plant,  and  the  proposed  contract 
covering  the  sale  of  steam  generated  by  the 
city's  refuse  disposal  incinerator,  together 
with  the  communication  regarding  this  matter 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  dated  June  1, 
1959,  be  printed  in  the  minutes  of  the  City 
Council. 

The   motion   was   carried. 

The  instruments  requested  in  the  foregoing 
motion    are   as   follows: 

This      Indenture     of     Lease     made     this 
day    of  ,    1959, 

by  and  between  the  City  of  Boston,  herein- 
after called  the  Lessor  (which  expression 
shall  include  its  successors  and  assigns  when 
the  context  so  requires  or  admits),  acting  by 
and  through  its  Mayor  with  the  authorization 
of  its  City  Council,  and  the  Boston  Edison 
Company,  hereinafter  called  the  Lessee  (which 
expression  shall  include  its  successors  and  as- 
signs when  the  context  so  requires  or  admits), 


acting  by   and   through   its   President  with   the 
authorization   of   its   Board   of  Directors. 

WITNESSETH,  That,  in  consideration  of  the 
rent  and  covenants  herein  reserved  and  con- 
tained on  the  part  of  the  Lessee  to  be  paid, 
performed  and  observed,  the  Lessor  hereby 
demises,  leases  and  lets  unto  the  Lessee,  and 
the  Lessee  hereby  hires  from  the  Lessor,  the 
following  described  premises,  hereinafter 
called    the   demised   premises,    to   wit: 

First  Parcel 
The  parcel  of  land  in  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, shown  as  Parcel  "A"  on  plan  of 
Boston  City  Hospital  Power  Plant  Area 
by  A.  Phillips,  dated  January,  1959,  as 
revised  by  P.  O'Brien  first  on  February 
16,  1959,  and  again  on  February  27,  1959,  a 
copy  of  which  plan  is  attached  hereto  and 
hereby  made  a  part  hereof, — said  parcel  of 
land  being  bounded  and  described  as  follows:

The  Lessee  Shall  Hold  and  Enjoy  As 
Appurtenant  to  the  demised  premises  a  full 
and  free  right  of  reasonable  and  suitable  ac- 
cess in,  over  and  through  adjoining  premises 
of  the  Lessor  under  the  charge  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  charge  of  the  Lessor's  Hospi- 
tal Department  to  and  from  the  demised  prem- 
ises for  the  Lessee,  its  agents,  servants, 
visitors  and  licensees,  on  foot  or  with  vehicles 
or  by  conduits,  wires  or  pipes,  at  all  times 
during  the  term  of  this  lease  for  all  lawful 
purposes  connected  with  the  use  and  enjoy- 
ment of  the  demised  premises  as  a  steam 
generating   plant. 

The  Property  Hereby  Leased,  and  the 
Term  "Demised  Premises"  As  Herein  Used, 
Shall  Be  Construed  to  Include  all  building 
and  other  structures  erected  in  or  on  the 
demised  premises  and  all  things  affixed  there- 
to including  all  things  affixed  thereto  shown 
on  Boston  Edison  Company  Drawing  No. 
2121  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  and 
hereby  made  a  part  hereof  Except  the  equip- 
ment and  conduits  (with  their  appurtenances) 
shown  in  red  on  said  plan  and  Except  Also  all 
conduits,  wires  and  pipes  (with  their  appur- 
tenances) running  through  the  demised  prem- 
ises for  the  purpose  of  connecting  conduits, 
wires  and  pipes,  or  any  of  them,  adjoining 
the  demised  premises  with  other  conduits, 
wires  and  pipes,  or  any  of  them,  adjoining 
the  demised  premises;  and  There  Is  Hereby 
Reserved  to  the  Lessor  a  full  and  free  right 
to  operate,  maintain,  repair,  replace  and  in- 
crease, and  to  have  reasonable  and  suitable 
access  in  and  through  the  demised  premises 
to  and  from,  the  equipment  and  conduits 
(with  their  appurtenances)  and  the  conduits, 
wires  and  pipes  (with  their  appurtenances)  in 
or  on  the  demised  premises  but  hereinbefore 
excepted   from   the   property   hereby   leased. 

To  Have  and  to  Hold  the  demised  premises 
with  their  appurtenances  for  the  term  of 
twenty  yeai*s  commencing  with  June  1,  1960, 
and  ending  with  May  31,  1980;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  at  any  time  during  the  term 
aforesaid  the  safe  working  pressure  of  any 
boiler  constituting  part  of  the  demised  prem- 
ises shall  be  determined  by  lawful  public 
authority  to  be  less  than  the  safe  working 
pressure  thereof  as  so  determined  at  the  time 
of  the  execution  of  this  lease  or  restrictions 
more  stringent  than  those  imposed  by  lawful 
public  authority  at  the  time  of  the  execution 
of  this  lease  are  imposed  by  such  authority 
upon  the  use  or  operation  of  any  such  boiler 
or  the  full  capacity  of  the  demised  premises 
cannot  be  used  for  steam  generating  purposes 
because  such  use  would  result  in  the  unlawful 
emission  of  smoke  and  the  Lessee,  on  or  before 
the  last  day  of  any  month,  gives  written 
notice  of  the  Lessee's  intention  to  terminate 
this  lease  on  the  first  day  of  the  fourth  month 
thereafter  unless  the  conditions  giving  rise  to 
such  lesser  safe  working  pressure  or  more 
stringent  restrictions  are  corrected  before  such 
date  and  such  conditions  are  not  so  corrected, 
the  lease,  hereby  created  shall  terminate  in 
accordance  with  such  notice;  and  provided 
further,  that  if  the  contract  between  the  City 
of  Boston  and  Boston  Edison  Company  of 
even  date  herewith  and  covering  the  sale  by 
said  city  to  said  company  of  steam  generated 
by  said  city's  refuse  disposal  incinerator  shall 
be  held  to  be  invalid  or  shall  be  substantially 
broached  by  said  city  or  shall  be  terminated 
by  mutual  agreement  and  the  Lessee,  on  or 
before  the  Inst  day  of  any  month,  gives  written 
notice  of  the  Lessee's  intention  to  terminate 
this  lease  on  the  first  day  of  the  second  month 
there-after,  the  lease  hereby  created  shall  ter- 
minate  in    accordance   with    such    notice. 
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Yielding  and  Paying  THEREFOR,  the  month- 
ly rental  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000), 
payable  in  advance  at  the  office  of  the  Lessor's 
Collector-Treasurer  in  City  Hall,  for  each  and 
every  month  during  said  term, — the  first  pay- 
ment of  $5,000  to  be  made  on  June  1,  1960, 
and  a  like  payment  to  be  made  on  the  first  day 
of  each  calendar  month  thereafter  while  this 
lease   is    in   force. 

The    Lessee   Covenants   with   the   Lessor — 

1.  That  the  Lessee  will  pay  to  the  Lessor 
the  aforesaid  rent  at  the  times  and  in  the 
manner    aforesaid. 

2.  That  the  Lessee  will  pay  all  charges  for 
electricity,  gas,  water,  heat,  and  other  com- 
modities supplied  to,  or  used  on,  the  demised 
premises. 

3.  That  the  Lessee  will  pay  all  taxes,  rates 
and  assessments  whatsoever,  whether  in  the 
nature  of  taxes  now  in  being  or  not,  which 
may  be  payable  or  assessed  in  respect  of  the 
demised  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  during 
the  term  of  this  lease. 

4.  That  the  Lessee  shall  not  use  the  demised 
premises  for  any  purpose  other  than  as  a 
steam  generating  plant,  but  for  such  purpose 
may  use  the  demised  premises  and  all  build- 
ings and  other  structures  therein  or  thereon 
hereby  leased  and  all  things  affixed  thereto 
hereby  leased  and  also  all  things  affixed 
thereto   or   installed   thereon   by   the   Lessee. 

5.  That  at  all  times  when  the  Lessee  is 
using  the  demised  premises  as  a  steam 
generating  plant,  the  Lessee  shall  keep  on 
the  demised  premises  all  tools  and  appliances 
necessary  for,  or  convenient  to,  the  use  of 
the  demised  premises  for  such  purpose  and 
such  duly  licensed  personnel  as  may  be  re- 
quired   by    law. 

6.  That  throughout  the  term  of  this  lease 
the  Lessee  will  maintain  in  a  company  or 
companies  authorized  to  do  such  business  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  keep 
on  file  with  the  Lessor  policies,  binders  or 
certificates  evidencing  the  maintenance  of, 
insurance  (a)  insuring  the  Lessor  and  the 
Lessee  as  their  respective  interests  may  ap- 
pear to  the  extent  of  one  million  dollars 
against  legal  liability  for  damage  caused  to 
the  property  of  others  or  to  property  of  the 
Lessor  other  than  the  demised  premises  by 
the  breakage,  explosion  or  rupture  of,  or  any 
accidental  injury  to,  steam  boilers  and  pipes 
and  containers  connected  therewith  in  or  on 
the  demised  premises,  and  to  the  extent  of 
two  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  any 
one  person  and  to  the  extent  of  one  million 
dollars  for  any  one  accident  against  legal 
liability  for  personal  injury  to,  or  the  death 
of,  any  person  caused  by  such  breakage,  ex- 
plosion or  rupture  or  accidental  injury  and 
(b)  insuring  the  Lessor  and  the  Lessee  as 
their  respective  interests  may  appear  to  the 
extent  of  two  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
for  any  one  person  and  to  the  extent  of  one 
million  dollars  for  any  one  accident  against 
legal  liability  for  personal  injury  to,  or  the 
death  of,  any  person  caused  by  accident  and 
arising  out  of  the  Lessee's  maintenance  or 
use  of  the  demised  premises  or  of  operations 
necessary   or   incidental   thereto. 

7.  That  the  Lessee  will  not  make  or  suffer 
any  strip  or  waste  of  the  demised  premises, 
but  will  keep  all  and  singular  the  demised 
premises  in  such  repair,  order  and  condition 
as  they  are  in  at  the  commencement  of  the 
aforesaid  term  or  may  be  put  in  during  the 
continuance  thereof,  repairing  all  damage 
thereto  by  fire  and  by  the  breakage,  explosion 
or  rupture  of,  or  any  accidental  injury  to, 
steam  boilers  and  pipes  and  containers  con- 
nected therewith  in  or  on  the  demised  prem- 
ises, and  to  quit  and  deliver  up  the  demised 
premises  to  the  Lessor  peaceably  and  quietly  at 
the  end  of  said  term  in  as  good  repair,  order 
and  condition  as  the  same  are  in  at  the 
commencement  of  said  term  or  may  be  put  in 
during  the  continuance  thereof,  excepting  only 
reasonable  use  and  wear  thereof  and  damage 
by  unavoidable  casualties  other  than  fire  and 
the  breakage,  explosion,  or  rupture  of,  or  any 
accidental  injury  to,  steam  boilers  and  pipes 
and  containers  connected  therewith  in  or  on 
the   demise   premises;    and 


8.  That  within  three  months  after  the 
termination  of  this  lease,  the  Lessee,  unless 
the  Lessor  has  otherwise  requested,  will  re- 
move all  conduits,  wires,  and  pipes  installed 
by  it  under  this  lease  and  put  any  walls  in  or 
through  which  said  conduits,  wires  and  pipes 
have  been  installed  in  the  condition  in  which 
they   were  before  such   installation. 

It   Is   Understood   and   Agreed   That 

1.  The  Lessee  may  affix  to,  or  install  on, 
the  demised  premises  things  belonging  to  the 
Lessee,  which  shall  remain  the  property  of 
the  Lessee  and  may  be  removed  from  the  de- 
mised premises  by  the  Lessee  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  lease  or  within  three 
months  after  the  termination  thereof,  but 
which,  if  not  so  removed  and  not  required  to 
be  removed  by  any  other  provision  of  this 
lease,  shall  at  the  expiration  of  such  three 
months  become  and  be  the  property  of  the 
Lessor; 

2.  The  Lessee  may  equip  for  either  coal 
or  oil  firing  any  and  all  boilers  included  in 
the    demised     premises; 

3.  At  any  time  during  the  term  of  this 
lease,  the  Lessor  may  enter  to  view  or  improve 
the  demised  premises  but  shall  be  under  no 
obligation   to   do   so;   and 

4.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  Lessor 
be  under  any  obligation  to  insure  against  any 
hazard. 

Provided  Always,  and  These  Presents  Are 
Upon  This  Condition,  That  if  the  Lessee 
shall  neglect  or  fail  to  perform  or  observe  any 
of  the  covenants  contained  in  this  lease  on 
the  part  of  the  Lessee  to  be  performed  or  ob- 
served and  the  Lessor  shall  give  the  Lessee 
written  notice  of  such  neglect  or  failure  and 
the  Lessee  shall  continue  to  so  neglect  or 
fail  for  one  month  thereafter  or  if  the  Lessee 
shall  be  declared  bankrupt  or  insolvent  accord- 
ing to  law,  or  if  any  assignment  shall  be  made 
of  the  Lessee's  property  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  then,  and  in  any  of  the  said  cases 
(notwithstanding  any  license  of  any  former 
breach  of  covenant  or  waiver  of  the  benefit 
hereof  or  consent  in  a  former  instance) ,  the 
Lessor  lawfully  may,  immediately  or  at  any 
time  thereafter,  and  without  demand  or  no- 
tice, enter  into  and  upon  the  demised  premises 
or  any  part  thereof  in  the  name  of  the 
whole,  and  repossess  the  same  as  of  its  for- 
mer estate,  and  expel  the  Lessee  and  those 
claiming  through  or  under  the  Lessee  and 
remove  its  or  their  effects  (forcibly,  if  neces- 
sary) without  being  deemed  guilty  of  any 
manner  of  trespass,  and  without  prejudice  to 
any  remedies  which  might  otherwise  be  used 
for  arrears  of  rent  or  preceding  breach  of 
covenent,  and  upon  entry  as  aforesaid  this 
lease  shall  determine;  and  the  Lessee  coven- 
ants that  in  case  of  such  termination  it  will 
indemnify  the  Lessor  against  all  loss  of  rent 
and  other  payments  which  the  Lessor  may 
incur  by  reason  of  such  termination  during 
the  residue  of  the  time  first  above  specified 
for    the   duration    of    this    lease.

CONTRACT  COVERING  SALE  OF  STEAM 
GENERATED  BY  CITY'S  REFUSE  DIS- 
POSAL   INCINERATOR. 

This    Contract   made   this 
day    of  1959,    by    and 

between  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  called 
the  City,  a  municipal  corporation  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  acting  by 
its  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  with  the 
approval  of  its  Mayor,  and  Boston  Edison 
Company,   hereinafter  called   Edison,   a   Massa- 
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chusetts    corporation    with    a    usual    place    of 
business   at  182   Tremont  street,   in   Boston. 
WITNESSETH     THAT 

Whereas,  In  connection  with  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  the  City  has  a  power  plant  on 
Albany    street    in    Boston;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  is  constructing  on  South 
Bay  avenue  in  Boston  a  refuse  disposal  in- 
cinerator;   and 

Whereas,  Such  incinerator  is  being  fitted 
with  the  equipment  necessary  to  convert  into 
steam  the  heat  produced  by  the  incineration  of 
combustible  refuse;   and 

Whereas,  The  City,  having  no  use  for  certain 
of  the  steam  to  be  so  generated,  desires  to 
sell,  and  Edison,  having  need  therefore,  de- 
sires   to   purchase,   the  same; 

Now,  Therefore,  It  Is  Mutually  Agreed 
by   and   between   the   City   and   Edison: 

Article  1.  The  City  shall  construct  before 
June  1,  1960,  and  during  the  term  of  this 
contract  maintain,  a  pipe  or  conduit  from 
the  aforesaid  incinerator  to  the  aforesaid 
power  plant  and  in  and  through  said  power 
plant  to  a  point  in  the  engine  room  thereof 
within  15  feet  of  the  northerly  corner  of  said 
engine  room,  which  pipe  or  conduit  shall  be 
of  sufficient  size  and  strength  to  deliver  to 
said  point  all  steam  generated  by  such  incin- 
erator and  not  used  on  the  premises  thereof 
at  a  terminal  pressure  of  not  less  than  two 
hundred  pounds   per  square  inch. 

Article  2.  Edison  shall  construct  before 
June  1,  1960,  and  during  the  term  of  this 
contract  maintain,  a  pipe  or  conduit  from 
its  steam  distribution  system  into  the  north- 
erly   corner   of    said    engine    room. 

Article  3.  Edison  shall  construct  before 
June  1,  1960,  and  during  the  term  of  this 
contract  maintain,  in  said  engine  room  a 
suitable  connection  (with  shut-off  valves, 
gauges  and  all  other  equipment  necessary  or 
convenient  therefor)  connecting  the  pipe  or 
conduit  constructed  and  maintained  by  Edison 
under  Article  2  with  the  pipe  or  conduit  con- 
structed and  maintained  by  the  City  under 
Article   1. 

Article  4.  At  a  suitable  place  in,  or  in 
relation  to,  the  connection  constructed  and 
maintained  by  Edison  under  Article  3,  the 
City  shall  install  before  June  1,  1960,  and 
during  the  term  of  this  contract  maintain,  a 
metering  device  to  measure  the  quantity  of 
steam  delivered  to  the  pipe  or  conduit  con- 
structed and  maintained  by  Edison  under 
Article  2.  If  such  metering  device  is  found 
not  to  be  registering  or  registering  correctly 
or  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  such  meter- 
ing device  has  not  been  registering  or  regis- 
tering correctly,  a  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  steam  delivered  shall  be  made  by 
the  City  using  all  available  data  including 
the  readings  of  any  and  all  metering  devices 
installed  and  maintained  by  Edison.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  contract,  a  metering  device 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  registering  correctly 
if  it  appears  upon  test  that  it  does  not  vary 
more  than  5  per  cent  from  the  standard  then 
customarily  used.  If  at  any  time  a  cumu- 
lative difference  greater  than  5  per  cent  is 
found  to  exist  for  a  period  of  thirty  .consecu- 
tive days  between  the  metering  device  in- 
stalled and  maintained  by  the  City  under  this 
article  and  any  metering  device  installed  and 
maintained  by  Edison,  both  the  City  and 
Edison  shall  have  their  respective  meters 
tested. 

Article  5.  Edison  shall  have  no  obligation 
to  operate  or  maintain  the  aforesaid  inciner- 
ator or  the  pipe  or  conduit  constructed  by 
the  City  under  Article  1  or  the  metering 
device  installed  by  the  City  under  Article  4, 
or  any  part  of  any  of  them;  and  the  City 
shall  have  no  obligation  to  operate  or  main- 
tain the  pipe  or  conduit  constructed  by  Edi- 
son under  Article  2  or  the  connection  con- 
structed by  Edison  under  Article  3  or  any 
part    of    either. 

Article  6.  The  City  agrees  that  during  the 
period  of  twenty  years  commencing  June  1, 
1960,    it   will   use   for   the   generation   of   steam 


the  heat  produced  by  incinerating  at  such 
times  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  determined 
by  the  person  then  in  actual  superintendence 
of  such  incinerator  such  combustible  refuse 
as  may  be  disposed  of  at  such  incinerator, 
and  will  tender  to  Edison  for  purchase  by 
Edison  at  the  connection  constructed  and 
maintained  by  Edison  under  Article  3  in  the 
form  of  commercial  dry  steam  at  two  hun- 
dred pounds  gauge  pressure  all  steam  so 
generated  except  (1)  that  used  on  the  prem- 
ises of  such  incinerator;  (2)  that  supplied 
to  premises  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  and 
(3)  that  supplied  to  premises  on  the  afore- 
said Albany  Street  in  charge  of  the  City's 
Commissioner    of    Public    Works. 

Edison  may  accept  delivery  of,  and  purchase, 
all  steam  tendered  to  it  under  this  article, 
but  shall  accept  delivery  of,  and  purchase, 
steam    as    follows: 

(a)  During  the  months  of  November,  De- 
cember,   January,    February    and    March: 

(1)  From  7  A.M.  to  6  P.M.  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fri- 
days, except  legal  holidays,  all  amounts 
tendered  up  to  seventy-five  thousand 
(75,000)    pounds    per   hour;    and 

(2)  From  6  P.M.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  ex- 
cept legal  holidays,  to  7  A.M.  on  the  follow- 
ing day,  all  amounts  tendered  up  to  fifty 
thousand    (50,000)    pounds    per    hour. 

(b)  During  the  months  of  April,  May, 
June,    July,    August,    September    and    October: 

(1)  From  7  A.M.  to  6  P.M.  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fri- 
days, except  legal  holidays,  amounts  tendered 
up  to  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  pounds  per 
hour;    and 

(2)  From  6  P.M.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  ex- 
cept legal  holidays,  to  7  A.M.  on  the  follow- 
ing day,  all  amounts  tendered  up  to  forty 
thousand     (40,000)     pounds    per    hour. 

(c)  During  all  months,  from  7  A.M.  on 
Saturdays,  to  7  A.M.  on  the  following  Mon- 
day and  from  7  A.M.  on  legal  holidays  to  7  A.M. 
on  the  following  day,  all  amounts  tendered  up 
to    forty    thousand    (40,000)    pounds    per   hour. 

Article  7.  On  the  first  day  of  each  month 
commencing  July  1,  1960,  and  ending  June  1, 
1980,  Edison  will  pay  the  City  the  sum  of 
thirty  (30)  cents  for  each  thousand  pounds 
of  steam  accepted  and  purchased  by  Edison 
under  Article  6  of  this  contract  during  the 
preceding  month;  provided,  however,  that 
whenever  in  any  month  the  average  cost  of 
fuel  delivered  at  Edison's  steam  generating 
plants  for  use  therein  is  greater  or  less  than 
twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  ton  as 
hereinafter  defined,  said  sum  of  thirty  cents 
shall  for  each  thousand  pounds  of  steam  bo 
accepted  and  purchased  during  the  second 
month  succeeding  the  month  of  the  fuel  de- 
livery be  increased  by  one  cent  for  each 
sixteen  and  one-half  cents  of  increase  above 
said  $12.50  base  cost  or  reduced  by  one  cent 
for  each  sixteen  and  one-half  cents  of  de- 
crease below  said  $12.50  base  cost,  as  the 
case  may  be;  but  in  no  event  shall  Edison 
pay  the  City  less  than  twenty  cents  for  a 
thousand  pounds  of  steam  so  accepted  and 
purchased.  For  the  purpose  of  this  article, 
a  quantity  of  fuel  containing  twenty-nine 
million  British  thermal  units  shall  be  deemed 
to  constitute  a  ton. 
Article    8.     Whenever — 

on  any  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  Friday,  or  Saturday,  whether  or 
not  a  legal  holiday,  during  the  period  of 
twenty  years  commencing  June  1,  1960, 
Edison  desires  more  steam  than  is  being 
tendered    to    Edison    under    Article    6;    and 

the  City  has  at  the  aforesaid  Incinerator 
steam  generating  capacity  not  being  used 
either  for  the  incineration  of  combustible 
refuse  in  the  course  of  disposing  of  refuse 
as  a  municipal  function  or  for  the  genera- 
tion of  steam  for  use  on  the  premises  of 
such  incinerator  or  for  supply  to  premises 
of    the    Boston    City    Hospital    or   for    supply 
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to  premises  on  Albany  Street  under  the 
control  of  the  City's  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic   Works;    and 

Edison     has     requested     additional     steam 
by    a     writing    delivered     in     hand     at    least 
three    hours    before    to    the    person    then    in 
actual    superintendence    of    such    incinerator 
and     specifying    the     amount     of     additional 
steam     desired     and     the    period     for    which 
desired, 
the    City,    but    not   for    more    than    forty-eight 
hours  in  any  calendar  week  nor  for  more  than 
ninety-six   hours   in   any   calendar   month,   shall 
by    the    use    of    combustible    refuse    or    oil    or 
both  generate  such  additional  steam  and  tender 
it   for    sale   to   Edison    at   the   connection    con- 
structed    and     maintained     by     Edison     under 
Article  3  in  the  form  of  commercial  dry  steam 
at    two    hundred    pounds    gauge    pressure;    and 
Edison    shall    accept    and    purchase   such    addi- 
tional  steam. 

Article  9.  If  at  any  time  during  the  period 
of  twenty  years  commencing  June  1,  1960, 
Edison  desires  more  steam  than  is  being 
tendered  to  Edison  under  Articles  6  and  8  and 
requests  additional  steam  by  a  writing  de- 
livered to  the  City  specifying  the  amount  of 
additional  steam  desired  and  the  period  for 
which  desired,  the  City,  if  it  so  elects,  may 
by  the  use  of  combustible  refuse  or  oil  or 
both  generate  such  additional  steam  and  tender 
it  for  sale  to  Edison  at  the  connection  con- 
structed and  maintained  by  Edison  under 
Article  3  in  the  form  of  commercial  dry  steam 
at  two  hundred  pounds  gauge  pressure;  and 
Edison  shall  accept  and  purchase  the  same. 
Article  10.  On  the  first  day  of  each  month 
commencing  July  1,  1960,  and  ending  June  1, 
1980,  Edison  will  pay  the  City  for  each  thou- 
sand pounds  of  steam  sold  and  delivered  by 
the  City  to  Edison  under  Articles  8  and  9 
during    the    preceding    month — 

(a)  to  reimburse  the  City  for  the  cost 
of  fuel,  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  then 
current  cost  to  the  City  of  ten  and  one-half 
gallons  of  fuel  oil  of  the  grade  now  com- 
monly   known    as    No.    6    or    Bunker    C;    and 

(b)  to  reimburse  the  City  for  its  other 
costs  relative  thereto,  an  amount  equivalent 
to  the  then  current  cost  to  the  City  of  eight 
gallons   of   such   fuel    oil.

Gentlemen: 

The  incineration  of  combustible  refuse  in  Bos- 
ton's new  incinerator  on  South  Bay  avenue,  Rox- 
bury,  will  produce  a  substantial  amount  of  heat 
which,  to  avoid  wasting  it,  will  be  used  to  generate 
steam  for  the  purpose  of  heating  the  incinerator 
plant  itself,  the  premises  of  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital, and  possibly  also  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment's premises  on  Albany  street.  The  city's 
fuel  bill  for  heating  the  premises  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  and  the  Public  Works  Department's 
premises  on  Albany  street  should  thus  be  sub- 
stantially reduced,  but  not  entirely  eliminated  for 
the  reason  that  the  steam  boilers  in  the  incinerator 
will  have  to  be  fired  by  oil  in  order  to  supply  these 
premises  with  heat  during  hours  when  combustible 
refuse  is  not  being  incinerated.  The  incinerator, 
however,  will  render  unnecessary  substantial  por- 
tions of  the  City  Hospital's  power  plant  on  Albany 
street. 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  communication  from 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  charge  of 
the  Hospital  Department  notifying  your  Honorable 
Body  of  that  Board's  determination  that  certain 
described  property  constituting  part  of  the  City 


Hospital's  power  plant  will  not  be  required  for 
public  purposes  during  the  period  of  twenty  (20) 
years  commencing  June  1,  1960. 

Also  transmitted  herewith  is  an  order  which, 
when  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body,  will 
authorize  me  to  lease  this  surplus  property  to  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  for  the  term  aforesaid 
at  a  monthly  rental  of  $5,000.  Since,  in  addition 
to  this  rental,  the  city  expects  to  receive  substantial 
taxes  from  the  Boston  Edison  Company  on  the 
property  leased,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  will  be 
very  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  to  enter 
into  the  lease  proposed.  Accordingly,  I  recommend 
the  adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  order 
transmitted  herewith.

With  reference  to  City  Council  order  of 
May  25,  1959,  concerning  annual  reports,  I 
submit  the  information  provided  by  Mr.  Wil- 
liam J.  O'Donnell,  City  Messenger,  on  June 
8,    1959. 

This  report  indicates  the  year  for  which  the 
last  annual  report  was  printed,  the  year  filed, 
and  a  listing  of  the  reports  not  filed  or  now 
in  process.  This  informaition  will  supersede 
that  which  I  provided  from  my  own  records 
for  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council. 

It  appears  that  the  questions  contained  in 
the  Council  order  have  now  been  answered 
with  the  exception  of  question  No.  4  which 
asks:  "what  provisions  have  been  made  for 
the  public  or  for  members  of  the  City  Council 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  report?"  In 
answer  to  this  last  question  it  appears  that 
typewritten  copies  are  available  in  most  in- 
stances for  a  considerable  period  of  time  be- 
fore printing  takes  place  and  that  department 
heads  can  supply  information  to  members  of 
the  Council  or  the  public  concerning  matters 
ordinarily  contained   in  the  annual   report. 

I  am  proposing  for  the  coming  year  that 
our  budget  analysts  require  that  a  date  be  set 
by  each  department  for  the  filing  of  its  annual 
report  and  that  the  analysts  follow  up  this 
matter  by  submitting  to  the  City  Messenger 
a  calendar  of  dates  when  he  may  expect  to 
receive  each  departmental  report.  Thereafter 
both  the  City  Messenger  and  the  budget 
analysts  can  pursue  this  matter  so  that  the 
delays  which  have  occurred  in  the  past  may 
be  eliminated  in  the  coming  year.  Each  de- 
partment head  will  set  his  own  target  date 
and  provide  the  information  in  writing  in  the 
budget  estimate  sheets,  form  No.  8  (estimated 
income),  inasmuch  as  annual  reports  usually 
contain  a  statement  of  income  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  covered  by  the  report.  Since 
the  final  figures  will  be  made  available  on  the 
budget  estimate  sheet,  the  matter  of  making 
the  annual  report  should  not  then  be  long 
delayed    thereafter.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I  interpret  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  on  June  1,  1959,  and  transmitted 
to  me  by  you  shortly  thereafter  as  requesting 
my  opinion  as  to  the  taxability  of  lands  of 
the  Massachusetts   Port   Authority. 

Chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1956  creating 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  provides  in 
section    17,    that:  — 

"The  exercise  of  the  powers  granted  by 
this  act  will  be  in  all  respects  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  the  commonwealth,  for  the 
increase  of  their  commerce  and  prosperity, 
and  for  the  improvement  of  their  health  and 
living  conditions,  and  as  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  projects  by  the  Author- 
ity will  constitute  the  performance  of  essen- 
tial governmental  functions,  the  Authority 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  taxes  or 
assessments  upon  any  project  or  any  prop- 
erty acquired  or  used  by  the  Authority 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  upon  the 
income  therefrom,  and  the  bonds  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  their  trans- 
fer and  the  income  therefrom  (including 
any  profit  made  on  the  sale  thereof)  shall 
at  all  times  be  free  from  taxation  within 
the  commonwealth,  and  no  property  of  the 
Authority  shall  be  taxed  to  a  lessee  thereof 
under  section  three  A  of  chapter  fifty-nine 
of  the  General  Laws:  provided,  however, 
that  anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, lands  of  the  Authority,  except 
lands  acquired  by  the  commonwealth  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  hundred 
and  five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-one,  situate  in  that  part  of  the  city 
called  South  Boston  and  constituting  a  part 
of  the  Commonwealth  Flats,  and  lands  ac- 
quired by  the  Authority  which  were  subject 
to  taxation  on  the  assessment  date  next 
preceding  the  acquisition  thereof,  shall,  if 
leased  for  business  purposes,  be  taxed  by  the 
city  or  by  any  city  or  town  in  which  the 
said  land  may  be  situated  to  the  lessees 
thereof,  respectively,  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  lands  and  buildings  thereon  would  be 
taxed  to  such  lessees  if  they  were  the  owners 
of  the  fee,  except  that  the  payment  of  the 
tax  shall  not  be  enforced  by  any  lien  upon 
or  sale  of  the  lands,  but  a  sale  of  the  lease- 
hold interest  therein  and  of  the  buildings 
ithereon  may  be  made  by  the  collector  of  the 
city  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  in  case 
of  non-payment  of  taxes  for  selling  real 
estate,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
payment  of  the  taxes  by  such  lessees  to  the 
city  or  town  assessed  under  the  provisions 
hereof." 

You  will  note  from  the  above-quoted  statu- 
tory provision  that  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  itself  is  exempt  fi'om  taxation  upon 
its  property:  and  its  lessees  are  not  taxable 
under  section  3A  of  chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended.  You  will  further  note, 
however,  that  the  above-quoted  statutory  pro- 
vision makes  two  exceptions  to  this  general 
rule. 

The  first  exception  provides  that  lands  of 
the  Authority  (other  than  the  Castle  Island 
Terminal  Facility)  constituting  part  of  the 
Commonwealth  Flats  shall,  if  leased  for  busi- 
ness purposes,  be  taxed  to  the  lessees.  In  so 
doing,  it  continues  in  force  the  statute  first 
enacted  in  1904  for  taxing  leasehold  estates 
on  the  Commonwealth  Flats.  See  St.  1904. 
c.  385,  as  continued  in  force  by  St.  1909, 
c.  490.  pt.  I,  s.  12.  For  Castle  Island  Terminal 
Facility   exemption,  see  St.   1951,  c.   705. 

The  other  exception  made  by  the  above- 
quoted  statute  to  the  general  rule  it  sets  forth 
is  that  "lands  acquired  by  the  Authority  which 
were  subject  to  taxation  on  the  assessment 
date  next  preceding  the  acquisition  thereof. 
shall,  if  leased  for  business  purposes,  be  taxed 
to    the    lessees    thereof."      Since    ob- 
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viously  all  lands  acquired  by  the  Authority 
from  the  Commonwealth  were  exempt  from 
taxation  on  the  assessment  date  next  preced- 
ing the  acquisition  thereof,  the  practical  effect 
of  this  second  exception  is  to  provide  that  if 
the  Authority  hereafter  acquires  taxable  land 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  buildings 
for  private  occupancy  by  lessees,  the  property 
will  be  taxable  to  the  lessees  as  if  it  were 
privately    owned    by    them.

PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,   submitted  the  following: 

Re:  Proposed  conveyance  of  discontinued 
street  (Hartford  street)  to  Travelers  Insur- 
ance Company. 

In  connection  with  your  committee's  exami- 
nation of  the  above  entitled  proposal,  a  sug- 
gestion arose  concerning  the  possibility  of  a 
commercial  redevelopment  under  chapter  121 
of  the  General  Laws  based  upon  the  fortunate 
coincidence  of  certain  new  features  in  the 
area  of  Fort  Hill  square  and  Atlantic   avenue. 

These  changes  in  the  area  are  first  and  most 
obviously  the  completion  of  the  Central  Artery, 
secondly,  the  construction  of  the  Fort  Hill 
garage;  third,  the  construction  of  the  Trav- 
elers Insurance  building;  fourth,  the  prospec- 
tive abandonment  of  the  Northern  Avenue 
scow  slip,  a  well-located  site  for  construction, 
upon  the  completion  of  the  South  End 
incinerator;  fifth,  the  location  of  a  sizable 
well-located  plot  of  land  on  Pearl  street  owned 
by  the  City  of  Boston  and  in  the  custody  of 
the  Real  Property  Department;  sixth,  the 
intention  of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company 
to  attractively  landscape  Hartford  street  and 
other  property  in  the  area  which  it  has 
acquired. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  construction 
of  a  pedestrian  walkway  across  the  Central 
Artery  from  the  intersection  of  Northern 
avenue  and  Atlantic  avenue  to  Fort  Hill 
square  would  create  an  integrated  area  gen- 
erally fixed  by  the  Fort  Hill  garage,  the 
Sheraton  building,  the  Western  Union  build- 
ing on  Congress  street,  and  the  now  vacant 
lot   on    Pearl   street. 

Your  committee  invites  the  immediate  at- 
tention of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity to  this  concept  to  the  end  that  nothing 
done  in  connection  with  the  proposed  convey- 
ance of  discontinued  Hartford  street  might 
conflict   with    this    concept. 

Your  committee  feels  that  development  of 
marginally  used  or  unused  land  on  or  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Central  Artery  ought  to  be 
encouraged   and   guided   so   as   to   extract   from 


the  presence  of  the  Central  Artery  maximum 
enhancement  of  the  economic  value  of  the 
land  and  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston  in 
proximity    to    it.

DIGEST  OF  LEGISLATION  AND  STUDIES 
RE  NEW  YORK,  NEW  HAVEN  & 
HARTFORD  RAILROAD  AND  AFFILI- 
ATE RAILROADS. 

The    following    was    received: 

City   of    Boston, 
Law    Department,    June   22,    1959. 
City   Council,    City   Hall,    Boston. 
Gentlemen : 

On  May  2'5,  1959,  you  ordered  that  I  pre- 
pare "a  digest  of  all  the  legislation  pertaining 
to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  and  affiliated  railroads,  enacted  or 
pending  during  the  past  ten  years;  and  the 
status  of  the  various  studies  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and  asso- 
ciated lines  that  have  been  authorized  over 
the  past  ten  years,  together  with  a  digest  of 
the  findings  of  each  of  the  studies  authorized." 

The  research  has  disclosed  that  since  January 
1,  1949,  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts 
has  passed  the  following  statutes  specifically 
pertaining  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  and  its  divisions  and  affili- 
ates: 

Acts  op  1953,  Chapter  444 — An  Act  Pro- 
viding for  the  Abolition  of  Certain  Grade 
Crossings  in  the  Town  of  Mansfield. 

This  act  authorized  and  directed  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  to  abolish  the  grade 
crossings  over  certain  locations  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  the  town  of  Mansfield  in  accordance 
with  plans  to  be  developed  for  adequate  grade 
separation    structures. 

Acts  of  1955,  Chapter  778 — An  Act  Pro- 
viding for  the  Transfer  of  Certain  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  Land  to  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad. 

The  land  described  in  this  act  consisted  of 
approximately  nine  and  one  half  acres  in  the 
Neponset  River  Reservation  in  the  towns  of 
Dedham  and  Westwood  and  the  sale  price  set 
forth  is  "not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
per   acre." 

Resolves  of  1956,  Chapter  152,  established  a 
special  Commission  to  make  an  investigation 
and  study  relative  to  the  continuation  of 
freight  and  passenger  service  in  the  areas 
served  by  the  New  York.  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  and  required  such  Commission 
to  file  its  report  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  not  later  than  the  first 
Wednesday  in  January,   1957. 

Resolves  of  1957,  Chapters  138  and  147, 
relate  to  reviving  and  continuing  and  increas- 
ing the  membership  and  scope  of  the  special 
Commission  established  by  Chapter  152  of  the 
Resolves  of  1956  to  make  an  investigation  and 
study  relative  to  the  continuation  of  freight 
and  passenger  service  in  the  areas  served  by 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  and  to  extending  such  investiga- 
tion and  study  to  such  railroad's  operating 
expenses,  railway  tax  accruals,  equipment  and 
joint  facility  rents,  interest  and  principal  pay- 
ments on  equipment  obligations,  expenditures 
for  grade  crossings,  bridge  construction  and 
similar  projects,  interest  and  principal  pay- 
ments on  outstanding  bond  and  stock  indebted- 
ness,  and    the   amount   determined   by    the   De- 


partment  of  Public  Utilities  to  be  necessary 
in  ;i  twelve-month  period  to  pay  the  costs  of 
such  improvements  and  rehabilitation,  as  are 
required  by  the  department.  The  aforesaid 
Chapter  138  required  the  final  report  of  the 
Commission  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  not  later  than  the 
fourth  Wednesday  of  January,  1958. 

Acts   of   1958,   Chapter  541 — An   Act   Estab- 
lishing the  Old  Colony  Area  Transpor- 
tation   Commission    for   the   Purpose   of 
Making  a  Contract  with  the  New  York, 
New    Haven    &    Hartford    Ralroad    Com- 
pany    to    Continue     Passenger     Service 
Until    July    First,    Nineteen     Hundred 
and    Fifty-Nine,    on    the    Old    Colony 
Lines    and    Extend    an    Option    to    Buy 
Said  Lines. 
In   general,   this   act   provides    as    follows: 
Section     1    creates    a    board,    known    as    the 
Old    Colony    Area    Transporation    Commission, 
until  July  1,   1959.     This  board  consists  of  five 
persons    appointed    by    the    governor    by    and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council. 

Section  2  describes  the  duties  of  tne  Com- 
mission, among  which  is  the  duty  to  forthwith 
enter  into  a  contract  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
monwealth with  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  whereby  in 
consideration  of  the  payment  by  the  Com- 
monwealth to  the  Railroad  of  $900,000  in  four 
instalments  of  $225,000  each,  the  Railroad 
agrees  to  operate  until  July  1,  1959,  railroad 
passenger  service  to  and  from  Boston  on  the 
Old  Colony  lines.  Section  2  also  provides  that 
such  contract  shall  grant  an  option  to  the 
Commonwealth  to  purchase  on  or  before 
August  15,  1959,  certain  lines  extending  from 
Boston  to  Braintree  at  a  certain  salvage  value. 
Section  2  imposes  the  further  duty  on  the 
Commission  to  superintend  the  performance  of 
such  contract  and  obligates  the  Railroad  to 
render  a  quarterly  account  of  the  disposition 
of  the  $225,000  received  by  it  during  the  prior 
quarter. 

Section  3  levies  assessments  on  the  munici- 
palities in  the  Old  Colony  transportation  area 
to  raise  the  $900,000  payable  by  the  Common, 
wealth  to  the  Railroad,  requiring  Boston  to 
pay  $225,000  and  other  cities  and  towns  named 
therein    specified    proportions    of    the   balance. 

Section  4  establishes  the  Old  Colony  Trans- 
portation Advisory  Council,  consisting  of  the 
mayor  of  each  city  and  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  each  town  named  in 
Section    3. 

Section  5  prescribes  the  duties  of  the  Ad- 
visory Council,  among  which  is  the  duty  to 
make  recommendations  to  the  General  Court 
with  respect  to  the  continuation  of  commuter 
service  after   July   1,   1959. 

Acts  of  1958,  Chapter  663 — An  Act  Providing 

for   a   Study   by   the   Old    Colony    Area 

Transportation    Commission   of   the  Ad- 

visabilty    of    continuing    the    present 

Rail    Service    and    the    Feasibility    of 

Establishing    a    Rapid    Transit    Service 

and    Bus    Service    in    the    Old    Colony 

Area. 

Generally,  this  act  provides  for  such  a  study 

and  in   conection  therewith  the  preparation   of 

plans  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  construction, 

equipment     and     acquisition     of     rights-of-way, 

together     with     estimates    of    passenger     traffic 

potential    and    anticipated    revenues.       It    also 

provides   for  reports   by   the  Commission   of  its 

study    to    the    General    Court    and    the    filing    of 

its    final    report  with    the   Clerk   of   the   Senate 

not   later    than    the    first    Wednesday    in    July, 

1959. 

'Resolves  of  1958,  Chapters  43,  128  and  136, 
relate  to  reviving  and  continuing  the  special 
Commission  established  by  Chapter  152  of  the 
Resolves  of  1956  to  make  an  investigation  and 
study  relative  to  the  continuation  of  freight 
and  passenger  service  in  the  areas  served  by 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  and  relative  to  the  exemption 
from  local  taxation  of  real  estate  owned  by  the 
Boston  Terminal  Corporation,  the  assessment 
of    its    real    estate    and    the    payment    of    taxes 
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thereon  and  repealing  provisions  of  law  re- 
lating to  such  Corporation.  The  aforesaid 
Chapter  128  required  the  final  report  of  the 
Commission  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  not  later  than  the  last  Tuesday  in 
December,    1958. 

There  is  presently  in  the  Massachusetts 
Senate  a  bill  designated  "Senate — No.  441" 
which  contains  "An  Act  providing  for  the 
creation  of  a  permanent  South  Shore  Trans- 
portation Council  to  preserve  and  improve 
transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  by 
rail  or  otherwise  in  the  South   Shore  Area." 

This  bill  provides  for  a  consideration  by  the 
proposed  Council  of  "the  continuation  of 
freight  and  passenger  service  by  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany." 

This  bill  is  still  pending  and  the  office  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  states  that  it  was 
recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Transporta- 
tion  on   May   28,   1959,   for  further  study 

No  other  legislation  pertaining  to  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany  is   pending   at   the  present  time. 

The  "Report  of  the  Special  Commission  to 
Make  an  Investigation  and  Study  Relative  to 
the  Continuation  of  Freight  and  Passenger 
Service  by  the  New  Haven,  Boston  &  Maine 
and  Boston  &  Albany  Railroads"  dated  Decem- 
ber 30,  1958,  is  contained  in  a  document 
designated    "Senate   No.    465." 

This  is  the  report  of  the  "Special  Commis- 
sion created  by  Chapter  152  of  the  Resolves 
of  1956,  and  revived  and  continued  and  en- 
larged in  scope  and  membership  by  Chapter 
138  of  the  Resolves  of  1957,  the  scope  of  which 
was  further  increased  by  Chapter  147  of  the 
Resolves  of  1957,  and  which  was  further  re- 
vived and  continued  by  Chapter  128  of  the 
Resolves  of  1958,  and  the  scope  of  which  was 
still  further  enlarged  by  Chapter  136  of  the 
Resolves  of  1958." 

This  report  makes  reference  to  a  previous 
report  as  having  been  filed  by  the  Commission 
on  July  1,  1958,  and  states  that  as  a  result  of 
such  previous  report  the  General  Court  en- 
acted Chapter  541  of  the  Acts  of  1968  which 
provided  for  the  continuance  of  railroad  service 
on  the  Old  Colony  lines  until  July  1,  1959,  and 
which  created  the  Old  Colony  Area  Trans- 
portation Commission-  and  the  Old  Colony  Area 
Transportation    Advisory    Council. 

This  report  also  states  that  since  the  afore- 
said Transportation  Commission  is  working  on 
"this  most  vexing  problem  of  adequate  trans- 
portation for  residents  in  the  Old  Colony 
area"  the  Special  Commission  "feels  that  under 
the  circumstances  it  should  make  no  recom- 
mendation for  the  permanent  solution  of  this 
problem  in  order  not  to  prejudice  the  efforts 
now  being  made  to  find  a  solution  at  the  grass 
roots." 

The  "Report  of  the  Special  Commission  to 
Investigate  and  Study  the  Continuation  of 
Freight  and  Passenger  Service  by  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  Boston  &  Maine  Company  and  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad"  dated  June  30, 
1958,  is  contained  in  a  document  designated 
"Senate  No.  765"  and  simply  recommends  the 
passage  of  a  Bill  which  became  Chapter  541 
of  the  Acts  of  1958  in  order  to  avoid  "the 
cessation  of  railroad  passenger  service  on  the 
Old  Colony  lines  and  all  the  dire  consequences 
attendant  thereon."  The  report  describes  such 
consequences  to  be  the  isolation  of  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  Commonwealth,  where 
almost  one  half  million  of  our  citizens  reside, 
with  its  attendant  disruption  of  the  economic, 
social  and  family  life  of  all  of  these  people; 
the  terrible  traffic  and  parking  problems  which 
would  be  created  if  the  railroad  commuters 
were  forced  to  take  private  automobiles  to 
Boston;  the  impact  on  property  values,  both  in 
the  residential  areas  deprived  of  railroad  serv- 
ice,   and     in     the    business     area     adjacent     to 


Dewey  square  in  Boston;  and  the  permanent 
loss  of  between  600  and  700  jobs  of  the  rail- 
road workers  who  would  be  involved. 

The  "First  Report  of  the  Old  Colony  Area 
Transportation  Commission"  dated  January  7, 
1959,  is  contained  in  a  document  designated 
"Senate    No.    480." 

This  report  recommends  the  electrification 
of  the  Old  Colony  tracks  from  Hingham  and 
South  Braintree  and  the  equipping  of  this 
line  with  modern  high  speed  rapid  transit 
ears  to  connect  with  the  Cambridge-Dorchester 
rapid  transit  line  in  order  to  give  ready  access 
not  only  to  downtown  Boston  but  to  all  points 
in  the  metropolitan  area.  This  recommenda- 
tion is  made  to  provide  a  solution  to  the  prob- 
lem in  the  high  density  section  represented  by 
Quincy,  Braintree,  Weymouth,  and  Hingham, 
which  generates  67  per  cent  of  the  present 
commuting  traffic.  The  problems  involved  in 
the  low  density  section  extending  southerly 
through  Plymouth  County  and  the  Cape  Cod 
section,  are,  according  to  this  report,  still 
under   active  consideration. 

A  Second  Report  of  this  Commission  has 
been  filed  but  the  Senate  Clerk's  office  states 
it  has  not  been  printed  and  is  merely  a  revi- 
sion of  Senate  No.  480  but  does  not  materially 
change   that   Report. 

Under  Acts  of  1958,  Chapter  663,  the  final 
report  of  this  Commission  is  to  be  filed  not 
later  than  the  first  Wednesday  in  July,  1959.

EXAMINATION   OF  REDEVELOPMENT 

PROPOSALS. 
The    following    was    received: 

iBoston    Redevelopment    Authority. 

June  18,1959. 
Hon.   City  Council,   City  of  Boston. 
Re:    Order    by     Councillor    Foley,    Adopted    in 
City    Council   on    May    11,    1959,    Re   Martin 
School  Site  on  Huntington  Avenue. 
Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  above-mentioned 
Council  order,  copy  of  which  is  attached 
hereto,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  respect- 
fully submits  for  consideration  by  your  Honor- 
able Body    the   following   observations: 

1.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
completely  concurs  in  the  statement  of  policy 
contained  in  the  above-mentioned  Council 
order,  namely,  that  ".  .  .  other  considerations 
aside,  nontaxable  property  ought  not  to  be 
located  where  high  tax  yielding  property  might 
otherwise    stand"; 

2.  An  analysis  of  the  school  site  and  the 
adjacent   block   discloses   the  following   facts: 

(a)  the  school  site  contains  28,307  square 
feet;  the  average  depth  of  this  block  is  only 
110    feet; 

(b)  the  adjacent  block  (bounded  by 
Huntington  avenue,  Longwood  avenue  and 
Washington  street)  contains  only  12,212 
square  feet  and  has  an  average  depth  of 
approximately    80    feet; 

(c)  both  blocks  are  odd  triangular  shaped 
parcels  which  prevent  assembly  for  func- 
tional utilization; 

(d)  while  these  two  blocks  are  located  on 
a  main  thoroughfare,  they  are  poorly  located 
with  respect  to  competitive  economic  ad- 
vantages for  either  residential  or  nonresi- 
dential private  development;  see  attached 
report  from  Land  Acquisition  Consultant  to 
the  Authority  containing  an  investigation  of 
possible  and  plausible  re-uses  for  the  site 
and   an  analysis  of   the   most  feasible   re-use.

A    consideration    of    the   re-use   value   of    land 
necessitates  an  investigation  as  to  all  possible  and 
plausible  re-uses  of  the  site. 

The  reasonable  possibilities  in  this  instance  are 
limited  to: 

1.  One-story  retail  store  use. 

2.  Multistory  retail  store  and  office  or  retail 
stores  and  combination  office  and  apartment  use. 

It  is  obvious  at  the  outset  of  this  study  that  the 
lot  area  available  for  re-use  has  serious  limitations 
as  regards  depth  available  for  either  use  if  land 
requirements  for  the  Harvard  Library  Building 
are  to  be  satisfied. 

These  limitations  eliminate  multistory  con- 
struction from  consideration  principally  for  lack 
of  adequate  parking  facilities.  Further  study 
would  reveal,  too,  I  believe,  a  serious  question  as 
to  the  economic  feasibility  of  multistory  re-use 
for  store  and  office  occupancy. 

I  conclude  therefore  that  the  highest  and  best 
use  for  this  site  is  redevelopment  with  one-story 
retail  stores. 

The  question  now  arises  as  to  the  demand  for 
stores  in  this  location. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  would  be  a  limited 
demand — possibly  for  8  or  10  stores  at  the  very 
most.  The  bases  for  this  opinion  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to: 

1.  Location  on  wrong  side  of  Huntington 
avenue. 

2.  Adequate  supply  of  stores  in  the  neighbor- 
hood— A  &  P  Supermarket,  Stop  &  Shop  Super- 
market, Calumet  Market,  several  small  variety 
stores,  bakery  shop,  service  shops,  etc.,  most  of 
which  are  located  on  Tremont  street  within  five- 
minute  walk  of  the  Whitney  Street  area. 

My  estimate  of  the  fair  market  value  of  the  land 
necessary  to  accommodate  10  stores  is  $1.50  per 
square  foot. 

Making  allowance  for  an  average  store  size  of 
20  feet  x  50  feet  with  20  feet  in  the  rear  for  service 
and  customer  parking,  plus  an  allowance  of  30  feet 
frontage  to  satisfy  driveway  requirements,  results 
in  an  over-all  lot  size  of  approximately  230  feet  x 
70  feet  or  16,100  square  feet.  Thus,  the  estimated 
fair  market  value  of  the  land  is  $24,150. 

A  statement  of  income  and  expense  for  an 
investment  of  this  type  is  developed  as  follows: 

Assumptions. 

1.  Land  Value,  16,100  square  feet  at  $1.50 
per  square  foot,  $24,150. 

2.  Building  Cost,  200  feet  x  50  feet,  10,000 
square  feet  at  $10  per  square  foot,  $100,000.

A  statement  of  Income  and  Expense  predicated' 
on  a  higher  rental  of  $2   per  square  foot  which 


results  in  an  average  store  rental  of  $2,000  per  year 
would  indicate  a  tax  yield  of  approximately  $7,400, 
or  an  assessed  value  of  approximately  $74,000. 

For  purposes  of  illustration  only,  I  submit  the 
following  statement  based  upon  the  maximum 
potential  for  retail  store  development:

Conclusion. 
It  is  not  a   desirable  location   for   retail  store 
investment,  either  to  an  investor  or  to  the  City  of 
Boston.

Inc.,  and  left  also  a  second  parcel  on  the 
water  side  of  the  Artery,  the  fee  to  which  the 
city   will   retain 

It  was  originally  proposed  to  transfer  the 
entire  approximately  100,000  square  feet  to  the 
Real  Property  Department  for  eventual  auction. 
Your  committee  recommends  rejection  of  this 
proposal   which   is   still   pending. 

Bay  State  Boat  Company,  Inc.,  owns  the 
adjoining  parcel,  is  presently  using  both  that 
and  the  city  parcel  on  Freeport  street  (under 
lease)  for  an  attractive  commercial  purpose, 
has  an  easement  across  the  City  parcel  and  is 
the  only  grantee  who  could  put  the  City  parcel 
to  use. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  required  of  Bay 
State  Boat  Company,  Inc.,  that  it  develop  the 
site  as  a  condition  of  the  conveyance  and  the 
order  as  amended  so  provides. 

Your  committee  feels  that  this  parcel  is  an 
almost  classic  example  of  a  parcel  which  ought 
to  be  conveyed  to  a  grantee  who  will  actively 
develop    the   site. 

Your  committee  feels  that  conveyance  by  the 
city  by  a  deed  which  requires  a  described  re- 
development within  a  fixed  period  of  time  is 
a  new  and  promising  concept  which  ought  to 
be    explored    more    fully'  for    the    purpose    of 
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encouraging  in  a  new  way  the  construction 
of  taxable  commercial  properties  so  badly 
needed   in   Boston. 

For  the  Committee, 
William    J.    Foley,    Jr.,    Chairman, 

Amendment  No.  1.  That  the  words  "struc- 
ture to  be  used  as  a  boat  display  room"  be 
stricken  and  the  words  "commercial  structure" 
be  inserted   in   place  thereof. 

Amendment  No.  2.  "Upon  the  completion 
of  the  said  commercial  structure  or  within 
twelve  months  after  completing  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  shall  certify  the  fact 
of  such  completion  to  the  Bay  State  Boat  Com- 
pany, Inc  ,  and  such  certification  shall  be  con- 
clusive as   to  the  fact  of  such   completion." 

The  report  was   accepted. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  Councillor 
McDonough   offered    the   following: 

Moved,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  be  requested  to  hold  a  hearing  on 
this  matter  and  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Park  Department  and  the  representative  of 
the  prospective  buyer  of  this  property  be  re- 
quested to  appear  before  the  committee  at  that 
time,  in  order  that  we  might  be  in  a  position 
to  make  up  our  minds  on  this  question  by 
next   Monday. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  foregoing 
order  and  amendments  were  referred  to  the 
Executive    Committee. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  April  27)  on  sale  of  portion 
of  Hartford  street  to  Travelers  Insurance  Com- 
pany,   the    following    was    submitted: 

Your  committee  has  examined  the  proposal 
to  convey  the  described  parcel  to  the  Travelers 
Insurance  Company.  Your  committee  in  pro- 
cessing this  proposal  has  come  upon  the  dis- 
tinct possibility  of  using  the  new  Travelers 
Insurance  Building,  the  improvements  which 
Trevelers  will  make  in  the  form  of  landscaping 
which  it  must  accomplish  under  the  terms  of 
the  deed  which  your  committee  recommends  the 
Council  approve,  the  Fort  Hill  mechanical 
garage,  the  impending  discontinuance  of  the 
scow  slips  at  Northern  avenue  and  Atlantic 
avenue,  and  a  cleared  area  bounded  by  Oliver, 
Franklin,  and  Park  streets  which  the  city 
owns  and  presently  uses  as  a  parking  lot  to 
spark  a  commercial  redevelopment  in  the  Fort 
Hill  area. 

The  area  should  at  least  include  Fort  Hill 
square  to  Franklin  on  Oliver  street,  along 
Franklin  street  to  Pearl  street,  Pearl  street  to 
High  street,  High  street  to  Fort  Hill  square, 
and  an  area  bounded  by  the  Artery,  the  Fort 
Hill  garage,  and  Oliver  street.  Also  included 
would  be  the  scow  slips  on  Atlantic  avenue 
when  discontinued. 

Such  a  redevelopment  would  yield  three 
sizable  parcels  for  controlled  redevelopment 
with  a  municipal  investment  of  between  one 
half   and    three  quarters  of  a   million    dollars. 

Your  committee  is  happy  to  report  substan- 
tial interest  in  this  concept  on  the  part  of  the 
Boston     Redevelopment    Authority. 

The  plaza  which  Travelers  must  construct 
under  the  terms  of  the  amendments  the  com- 
mittee proposes  would,  of  course,  complement 
and  enhance  the  value  of  the  parcel  bounded 
by    the   Fort    Hill   garage   and   the   Artery. 

The  sales  price  (included  in  the  order)  is 
about  $19,000  above  the  appraisal  obtained  by 
the  city.  It  is  somewhat  less  than  the  per 
foot  price  paid  by  the  Travelers  for  its  land 
(about  one  third  less)  but  the  city  is  retaining 
certain   easements  in   the  discontinued  street. 

The  landscaping  which  Travelers  must  ac- 
complish under  the  grant  should  be  most  at- 
tractive and  restricts  the  amount  of  parking 
upon  the  site  very  substantially.  Such  parking 
restriction  will  at  once  add  to  the  beauty  of 
the  site  and  encourage  the  increased  use  of 
the  Fort  Hill   Garage. 

Your  committee's  only  reservation  here  is 
that  (1)  the  landscaping  must  be  accomplished 
but  thereafter  need  not  be  maintained;  (2) 
consideration  ought  to  be  given  in  similar 
situations  in  the  future  to  requiring  some  sort 
of  cooperation  agreement  between  the  grantee 
and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  should 


a    commercial    redevelopment   be   decided    on    in 
the  area  subsequent  to  the  grant. 

In  sum,  however,  your  committee  feels  that 
the  price  is  favorable  for  this  conveyance,  the 
committed  improvement  most  desirable  and  the 
requirement  for  a  defined  improvement  of  the 
site  within  a  specified  time  is  a  definite  ad- 
vance over  the  past. 

Therefore,   your   committee   recommends    that 
the   order  as   amended   ought  to  pass. 
For  the  Committee, 
William  J.  Foley,  Chairman. 

Amendment    No.    1. 

Ordered,  That  the  order  submitted  April  27, 
1959,  relative  to  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  Hart- 
ford street  to  Travelers  Insurance  Company  be, 
and  the  same  hereby  is,  amended,  by  adding 
at   the   end    thereof   the   following: 

Any  instrument  conveying  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton's right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  a 
portion  of  Hartford  street,  shall  provide  that 
the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  shall  within 
twelve  months  from  the  delivery  of  said  in- 
strument complete  thereon  a  parking  area 
and  landscaping  substantially  as  shown  on  a 
plan  marked  "The  Travelers  Insurance  Com- 
pany, 125  High  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
Kahn  &  Jacobs,  Architects,  Planting  Plan 
L-3,"  on  file  with  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission,  second  subject  to  the  "Notes"  on

INTERIM     REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON 
PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  offered  the  following: 
Re:     The  Proposed  Conveyance  to  the  Mas- 
sachusetts  Parking   Authority   of   Cer- 
tain   Interests   op  the   City   op   Boston 
in   the  Boston   Common   under   Chapter 
606,  Section  7,  of  the  Acts  of  1958. 
Your   Committee  called  a   publicly  advertised 
hearing   on    July    2,    1959,    in    connection    with 
the   proposed   authorization    for   conveyance   of 
the   city's   interest  in   a   certain   portion   of   the 
Boston    Common. 

Your   Committee    concluded    that: 

1.  The  authorization  was  prematurely  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council.  It  should  have 
first  been  submitted  to  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Commission  under  chapter  606,  section  7, 
Acts  of  1958.  Upon  this  point,  Mr.  Baxter, 
Corporation  Counsel,  and  Mr.  Ferrick,  the 
attorney  for  the  Massachusetts  Parking  Au- 
thority,  are  in   accord. 

2.  Section  7  of  chapter  606  of  the  Acts  of 
1958  appears  to  specify  a  most  unusual  pro- 
cedure for  the  alienation  of  interest  of  the 
city  in  land.     It  seems  to  indicate 

(a)  That  once  the  conveyance  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission and  the  City  Council,  the  Mayor 
must  convey  to  the  Massachusetts  Parking 
Authority. 

(lb)  That  the  .content  of  the  grant  is 
determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Massachusetts 
Parking  Authority  expressive  of  the  statu- 
tory phrase  "As  the  Authority  may  deem 
necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act."  There  appeai-s  to  be  a  question 
as  to  whether  thereafter  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  or  the  Council  may 
amend   the  terms   of   the   conveyance. 

This  creates  a  very  cumbersome  situation 
in  obtaining  desirable  changes  in  the  con- 
tent of  the  conveyance. 
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3.  As  a  matter  of  plain  common  sense  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  ought  to 
pass  on  this  matter  first,  simply  because  of 
their  much  closer  relationship  to  the  com- 
plicated engineering  problems  involved  and 
the  availability  within  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  of  an   engineering  staff. 

4.  It  has  been  represented  by  the  Authority 
that  the  rights  sought  under  chapter  606, 
section  7,  could  be  obtained  by  exercise  of 
eminent  domain  powers  granted  under  section 
5K  of  the  same  act.  Your  Committee  doubts 
that  this  is  an  accurate  reading  of  the  statute. 

The  question  presents  no  problem,  however, 
since  the  Authority  feels  that  financing  could 
not  be  obtained  if  the  rights  under  the  Com- 
mon were  taken  by  eminent  domain  and  not 
under  section   7. 

5.  There  seems  to  be  no  limitation  in  the 
proposed  conveyance  as  to  how  close  to  the 
surface  of  the  Common  the  roof  of  under- 
ground garage  may  be  built. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  should  first  determine 
whether  it  wants  specific  assurance  in  the  con- 
veyance on   this  point  before  the  Council  acts. 

6.  There  seems  to  be  no  provision  made 
here  for  the  situation  which  might  arise  if 
after  the  conveyance  the  Authority  could  not 
obtain  financing  of  the  project.  Certainly 
common  sense  would  indicate  that  if  after  a 
certain  period  of  time  no  progress  has  been 
achieved  by  the  Authority,  the  city  should 
have  the  opportunity  of  trying  other  methods 
to    obtain    construction. 

This  seemingly  simple  problem  is  really  one 
of  enormous  complexity  and  also  raises  the 
somewhat  similar  problem  as  to  how  the  city 
can  be  sure  before  excavation  begins  that  a 
garage  will  surely  be  built.  A  performance 
bond  of  some  sort  is  indicated  but  apparently 
negotiation     between     the     Executive     side     of 


municipal   government   and   the   Authority    has 
not   reached   this   point. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  this  is  almost 
conclusive  evidence  that  the  proposal  has  been 
prematurely  submitted   to   the   Council. 

The  Corporation  Counsel  agreed  whole- 
heartedly that  under  the  very  unusual  terms 
of  chapter  60"6  of  1958  and  particularly  section 
7  thereof,  the  City  Council  in  this  most  im- 
portant matter  is  the  "Court  of  Last  Resolve" 
since  no  discretion  is  left  to  the  Mayor  under 
the  statute   after   Council   approval. 

It  is  obvious  under  the  statute  (and  again 
Mr.  Ferrick  of  the  Authority  agreed)  that  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  should  act 
before  the  Council  acts.  Parks  Commissioner 
Kelley  informed  your  Committee  that  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  will  not 
meet  again  until   next  week.

Your  office  has  transmitted  a  June  22  Re- 
solve of  the  City  Council  concerning  the  danger 
to   Children   of   certain    plastic   bag   containers. 

We  are  pleased  to  inform  you,  and  through 
you  the  City  Council,  that  voluntary  action  in 
this  matter  began  the  week  of  June  8,  1959. 
The  steps  taken  were  as  follows:  (1)  the  re- 
quest from  suppliers  asking  that  certain 
types  of  plastic  bags  be  labeled  "Keep  Away 
From  Children — May  Cause  Suffocation,"  and 
where  possible  to  change  the  type  of  container; 
(2)  stamping  the  above  or  similar  warnings 
to  prepackaged  merchandise  in  our  stores 
where  possible;  (3)  attaching  similar  warn- 
ings to  the  countercards  or  price  signs  ad- 
jacent to  the  merchandise;  (4)  instructing 
our  salespeople  to  verbally  warn  purchasers 
of  goods  packaged  with  the  type  of  plastic  in 
question  concerning  potential  danger  of  suf- 
focation. 

A  telephone  survey  of  our  members  during 
the  past  two  days,  begun  immediately  after 
receipt  of  the  City  Council  Resolve,  has  shown 
complete  cooperation  in  preventive  steps 
similar  to  those  enumerated  above. 

You  should  also  know  that  the  Massachu- 
setts Laundryowners'  Association  and  the 
Cleansing  Plant  Owners  of  Massachusetts  have 
taken   early  voluntary  action   in  this  matter. 

The  news  media  have  given  radio  editorials, 
feature  news  stories  and  television  coverage 
to  this  subject.  We  believe  public  education 
is  the  most  forceful  method  of  solving  this 
problem.

DIGEST     OF     LAW     RE     PORNOGRAPHIC 
MATERIAL,    ETC. 
The  following   was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law    Department,    July    2,     1959. 
City    Council, 

City   Hall,   Boston. 
Gentlemen: 

On    June    15,    1959,    you    requested    thnt    this 
department    prepare    a    "brief    of    the    existing 
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statutes  and  ordinances  prohibiting  the  sale, 
distribution  or  possession  of  obscene  pictures 
and  other  pornographic  materials."  At  the 
same  time  you  also  requested  an  outline  of  the 
weaknesses  and  omissions  in  those  statutes  and 
ordinances  for  adequate  enforcement  and 
amendments  thereof  or  new  statutes  and  ordi- 
nances to  eliminate  such  sale,  distribution,  or 
possession. 

A  digest  of  the  law  relating  to  the  subject 
matter   of   your   request   is   set   forth    herein. 

Furthermore,  as  you  know,  the  statutes  in 
which  you  are  presently  interested  are  crim- 
inal in  nature  and,  therefore,  their  enforce- 
ment lies  within  the  special  and  peculiar 
province  of  such  agencies  as  the  police  and 
district  attorneys.  Lately,  at  a  hearing  on 
the  subject  of  obscene  material,  the  District 
Attorney  of  Middlesex  County  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Legal  Affairs  of  the  General 
Court  his  recommendations  for  strengthening 
our  statutory  safeguards  against  obscene  ma- 
terial. Since  I  feel  that  those  recommenda- 
tions are  worthy  of  great  weight  and  consider- 
ation, reflecting  as  they  do  the  opinion  of  an 
official  in  close  and  constant  contact  with  the 
subject.  I  am  enclosing  two  copies  of  them 
as  perhaps  the  best  answer  to  your  second  and 
third    requests. 

The  sale,  distribution,  possession,  etc.,  of 
obscene  literature  and  other  material  is  dealt 
with  principally  in  chapter  272,  sections 
28-28H,  30,  and  30A,  and  in  chapter  6,  sec- 
tions 101  and  17  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,    as    they    presently    exist. 

In  general  those  sections  of  chapter  272  may 
be    summarized    as    follows: 

Section  28,  makes  it  a  criminal  offense  to 
•  sell  or  distribute,  or  to  import,  print  or 
publish  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  dis- 
tributing, to  a  person  under  the  age  of  18 
years,  any  literature  which  is  obscene  or  any 
obscene  picture,  figure  or  description,  or  to 
introduce  into  a  family  or  school  or  to  buy 
or  be  in  possession  of  any  obscene  literature, 
picture,  figure  or  other  thing,  either  for  the 
purpose  of  sale,  exhibition,  loan  or  circula- 
tion to  a  person  under  the  age  of  18  years 
or  with  intent  to  introduce  the  same  into  a 
family  or  school.  The  punishment  for  a 
first  offense  is  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  two  years  or  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  both,  and  for  a  subsequent  offense 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six  months 
nor  more  than  two  and  one  half  years  or 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor 
more   than    two    thousand    dollars,    or    both. 

Section  28A,  makes  it  a  criminal  offense 
to  import,  print,  publish,  sell  or  distribute 
obscene  literature  or  other  things  or  to  buy 
or  be  in  possession  of  any  such  literature 
or  other  thing,  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  ex- 
hibition, loan  or  circulation.  The  punish- 
ment is  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
-  two  years  or  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollai-s  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,   or '  both. 

Section  28B,  makes  it  a  criminal  offense 
to  import,  print,  publish,  sell,  loan  or  dis- 
tribute, or  to  buy,  procure,  receive  or  be  in 
possession  of  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  loan 
or  distribution,  a  book,  knowing  it  to  be 
obscene,  indecent  or  impure.  The  punish- 
ment is  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two 
years  or  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both. 
Sections  28C.-28G.,  inclusive,  prescribe  the 
procedure  by  which  the  attorney  general  or 
a  district  attorney  may  take  judicial  action 
against  a  book  where'  there  is  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  it  is  obscene,  indecent  or 
impure,  to  obtain  an  adjudication  that  such 
'book   is   obscene,   indecent  or  impure. 

Section  28H,  is  supplemental  to  Section 
28B,  where  an  offense  under  the  latter  sec- 
tion was  committed  after  the  filing  of  a 
•proceeding  under  Section  28C.  against  a 
book,  and  provides,  in  part,  that  the  fact 
of  such  filing  and  the  action  of  the  court 
or  jury  thereon  shall  be  admissable  in  evi- 
'   dence. 


Section  30,  makes  it  a  criminal  offense  to 
sell,  rent,  display  for  sale,  loan,  give  or 
distribute  to  a  child  under  18  years  of  age, 
any  pamphlet,  magazine,  comic  book,  pic- 
ture, picture  book  or  other  printed  or  writ- 
ten material  which  contains  a  fictional  de- 
scription or  illustration  of  sadism,  masochism, 
sexual  perversion,  bestiality  or  lust,  or  of 
the  physical  torture  of  human  beings.  The 
punishment  i3  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  two  years  or  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Section  30A,  makes  any  publisher,  whole- 
saler, jobber,  or  distributor  who  sells  to  any 
retail  dealer  in  lots  any  pamphlet,  etc.,  the 
sale,  rental,  etc.,  of  which  by  said  retail 
dealer  constitutes  a  violation  of  Section  30, 
jointly  responsible  with  the  retailer  for  vio- 
lation of  Section  30,  unless  the  offending 
publication  was  purchased  by  the  retailer 
by  a  written  order  signed  by  the  retailer 
specifying    the   publication    by    title. 

Section  101  of  Chapter  6,  establishes  an 
obscene  literature  control  commission  con- 
sisting of  seven  members  and  provides  that 
such  commission  shall,  "in  order  to  facili- 
tate the  enforcement"  of  the  law,  recom- 
mend to  the  attorney  general  that  appro- 
priate action  be  taken  under  Sections 
28-32,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  272  whenever 
it  appears  that  a  violation  thereof  has  oc- 
curred. By  this  section  it  is  also  provided 
that  this  commission  shall  consist  "of  seven 
members,  of  whom  one  shall  be  an  educator, 
one  a  representative  of  the  Protestant  faith, 
one  a  representative  of  the  Catholic  faith 
and  one  a  representative  of  the  Jewish  faith, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  terms 
of  five  years."  There  is  a  further  provi- 
sion in  this  section  that  said  commission 
shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  unless  it 
votes  otherwise  and  that  not  more  than  fif- 
teen meetings  shall  be  held  in  any  year. 

Section  17  of  Chapter  6,  provides  that  the 
obscene  literature  control  commission  shall 
serve  under  the  governor  and  council,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  such  supervision  as  the 
governor  and  council  deem  necessary  and 
proper.

Relative  to  the  Penalties  for  Violation  of 
the  Obscene  Literature  Law. 
Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  these 
amendments  would  tend  to  defeat  its  pur- 
pose, which  is  to  provide  for  the  prevention 
of  the  corruption  of  the  morals  of  youth  and 
society  and  to  enhance  the  public  welfare, 
safety,  and  morality  by  providing  for 
stronger  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the 
obscene  literature  law,  therefore,  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law, 
necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of 
the  public   safety. 

Section  28  of  Chapter  272  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "for  a  first  offence,  be  punished  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  two  years  or 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both,  and 
for  a  subsequent  offence  by  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two 
and  one  half  years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  two  thousand 
dollars,  or  iboth,"  and  inserting  in  places 
thereof  the  following:  "for  a  first  offence,  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison 
for  not  more  than  five  years,  or  in  jail  or 
house  of  correction  for  not  more  than  two  and 
one  half  years,  Or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  both,  and  for  a  second  and 
subsequent  offence,  by  imprisonment  in  the 
state  "prison  for  not  less  than  two  and  one 
half  nor  more  than  five  years  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  a  jail  or  house  of  correction  for  not 
less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  and 
one  half  years.  For  second  and  subsequent 
offences  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  thousand 
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dollars  may  be  imposed,  in  addition  to  the 
imprisonment  herein  provided.  Except  in  the 
case  of  conviction  for  the  first  offence  of  a 
violation  of  this  section  an  imposition  or  ex- 
ecution of  the  sentence  shall  not  be  suspended, 
and  no  probation  or  parole  shall  be  granted 
until  the  minimum  imprisonment  herein  pro- 
vided for  the  offence  shall  have  been  served. 
Section  2. 

Section  28A  of  Chapter  272  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words:  "shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both."  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  "shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  a  jail  or 
house  of  correction  for  not  more  than  two 
and  one  half  years  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  five  years  in  a  state  prison  or 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  both, 
for  a  first  offence,  and  for  a  second  and  sub- 
sequent offence  by  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  two  and  one  half  years  nor  more  than 
five  years  in  a  state  prison  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  a  jail  or  house  of  correction  for  not 
less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  and 
one  half  years.  For  second  and  subsequent 
offences  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  thousand 
dollars  may  be  imposed,  in  addition  to  the 
imprisonment  herein  provided.  Except  in  the 
case  of  conviction  for  the  first  offence  of  a 
violation  of  this  section  an  imposition  or 
execution  of  the  sentence  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, and  no  probation  or  parole  shall  be 
granted  until  the  minimum  imprisonment 
herein  provided  for  the  offence  shall  have  been 
served. 
Section   3. 

Sections  28-28H  of  Chapter  272  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  281. 
"In  the  case  of  second  and  subsequent  offences 
the  introduction  of  prior  convictions  under 
Sections  28  and  28A  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  person's  intent  to  sell,  distrib- 
ute, exhibit,  loan  or  circulate  the  aforemen- 
tioned book,  pamphlet,  ballot,  printed  paper, 
phonograph  record,  obscene,  indecent,  or  im- 
pure books,  pictures,   figures,   image  or  thing."

Dear  Mr.   Flemming: 

This  is  in  response  to  the  City  Council  order 
of  March  16,  1959,  relative  to  a  performing 
arts  center  for  Downtown  Boston. 

A  Metropolitan  Boston  Arts  Center  has  been 
proposed  for  the  Charles  River  in  Brighton 
to  include  a  theater,  an  art  gallery,  a  restau- 
rant, and  an  opera  house.  All  of  these  struc- 
tures would  be  located  on  land  owned  by  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  and  leased 
to  the  Metropolitan  Boston  Arts  Center,  a 
charitable  corporation,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  627,  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts, 
1957.  MeBAC  will  operate  the  arts  center 
under  lease  with  an  initial  term  of  three 
years  after  which  it  would  be  renewable  an- 
nually. 

The  costs  of  preparation  of  the  site  and 
parking  lots,  construction  of  the  theater,  and 
maintenance  of  grounds  will  be  borne  by  the 
MDC.  Boston's  share  of  capital  costs  at  this 
time  is  about  $40,000.  Construction  of  the  art 
gallery  and  the  opera  house  would  be  financed 
by  public  subscription  of  funds  through 
MeBAC.  The  art  gallery  would  be  built  in  the 
fall  of  1959  and  the  opera  house  about  1965, 
depending  on  the  success  of  the  fund-raising 
campaign.  The  theater  is  now  being  com- 
pleted, and  will  begin  operation  this  month 
for  summer  productions.  It  will  eventually 
be  converted  into  an  all-vear-round  structure 
by  the  MDC. 

The  Brighton  center  originally  was  intended 
to  be  just  a  summer  theater.  The  proposed 
opera  house  and  other  elements  were  added 
only  after  three  years  of  unsuccessful  efforts 
by  individual  members  of  MeBAC  to  enlist  the 
support  of  local  business  and  government 
leaders  for  a  suitable  downtown  location  for 
these  facilities.  A  downtown  site  for  the 
opera  house  might  still  be  preferred  by  MeBAC 
officials  if  it  could  be  made  available  on  con- 
ditions comparable  with  the  present  MDC 
development.  Nelson  Aldrich,  vice-president 
of  MeBAC,  has   indicated   that  his  board  would 


be    willing    to   discuss    downtown    location    pos- 
sibilities  with   city   officials   at  any   time. 

The  Planning  Board  believes  that  although 
a  summer  theater  is  appropriate  for  the 
Brighton  site,  the  opera  house  should  be  lo- 
cated downtown,  where  full  advantage  could 
be  taken  of  transportation  facilities,  stores, 
restaurants,  and  hotels  and  a  wide  regional 
audience  could  be  efficiently  served.  Our 
preliminary  analysis  indicates  that  the  provi- 
sion of  a  downtown  site  for  an  opera  house 
and  related  activities  would  cost  from  two  to 
three  million  dollars  depending  on  specific  site 
conditions. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  site  could  be 
acquired  in  the  downtown  area  through  re- 
development action  in  conjunction  with  other 
improvements  that  would  be  of  a  taxable 
nature.  Possibilities  and  details  of  such  a 
proposal  are  now  being  investigated  by  the 
staff  of  the  Planning  Board,  with  the  Park 
Square-South  Cove  and  Government  Center 
areas  being  considered.  Constructive  action 
on  such  a  proposal  would  require  extensive 
support  from  the  business  community  and 
from  the  general  public.  The  Planning  Board 
would   welcome  this   support.

This  is  in  reply  to  Council  order  dated  June 
1,  1959,  and  Council  order  dated  June  15, 
1959,  requesting  the  Boston  Traffic  Commis- 
sion to  reappraise  the  towing  policy  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  "no  towing"  policy  on  Sundays,  holidays 
and,  in  certain  areas,  in  the  evening  hours, 
and   to   more  distinctly   mark   all   towing  areas. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Com- 
mission held  July  9,  1959,  it  was  voted  to 
exempt  Sundays  from  the  towing  law  in  all 
sections  where  the  towing  law  is  in  effect 
except  where  parking  is  prohibited  for  a  period 
of    twenty-four    hours. 

It  was  further  voted  to  rescind  the  twenty- 
four-hour  prohibition  in  the  following  streets 
and  place  in  effect  a  7  A.M.  to  6  P.M.  prohibi- 
tion. This  completes  about  75  per  cent  of 
the  streets  in  the  towing  area  where  there 
are  twenty-four-hour  prohibitions.  The  other 
25  per  cent  of  the  area  is  outside  of  the 
shopping  area  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
survey    of    the    entire   area    will    be    completely 
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finished  and  recommendations  made  to  the 
Boston  Traffic  Commission  at  its  next  meet- 
ing:

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
PROPOSED  WHITNEY  REDEVELOP- 
MENT AREA. 

The    following    was    received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,   July   14,    1959. 
The    Honorable    the    Mayor    and    City    Council. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  for  approval  a 
Land  Assembly  and  Redevelopment  Plan  for 
the  Whitney  Redevelopment  area  in  Roxbury. 
The  proposal  calls  for  clearing  this  area,  com- 
prising approximately  320,000  square  feet,  and 
erecting  270  dwelling  units  contained  in  a 
high-rise  structure.  This  structure  will  be 
centered  on  land  comprising  one  third  of  the 
entire  Whitney   Street  project. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  this  project  is  to 
provide  middle-income  housing.  This  is  a 
laudable  purpose  because  it  helps  to  fill  a 
longfelt  need.  High  construction  and  oper- 
ating costs  have  kept  private  investment  out 
of  new  construction  for  this  economic  class. 
The  Federal  Government  and  the  City  have 
joined  in  providing  public  housing  for  those 
in  the  low-income  brackets,  the  State  has 
provided  housing  for  veterans,  and  private 
interests  have  been  providing  housing  for  the 
higher-income   brackets. 

The  proposed  re-use  of  this  project  area 
is  to  provide  housing  at  a  monthly  rental 
which  persons  in  so-called  middle-income 
brackets  can  reasonably  expect  to  pay.  That 
is  within  a  range  which  would  average  $100 
per   month. 

The  Finance  Commission  favors  the  re- 
development of  substandard  areas  for  re-use 
in  the  development  of  better  housing.  Accord- 
ingly, the  Commission  is  in  sympathy  with 
the    aims    and    purposes    of    this    project. 

The  object  of  this  report  is  to  spell  out 
the  apparent  price  which  the  City  will  have 
to  pay  to  make  this  project  possible.  In 
addition,  attention  is  called  to  the  question 
of  measures  necessary  to  guarantee  the  com- 
plete development  of  the  area.  The  Com- 
mission feels  that  such  data  will  be  of  as- 
sistance to  the  City  in  arriving  at  a  top-level 
policy    decision    in    this    matter. 

This  development  is  offered  by  a  corporation 
formed  by  Chapter  121-A  of  the  General 
Laws.  For  many  years  this  act.  Chapter 
121-A,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Limited 
Dividend  Corporation  Act,"  has  been  on  the 
statute  books.  It  provides  for  the  creation 
of  corporations  which  meet  provisions  of 
the  act,  to  construct  residential  housing  in 
areas  that  fall  within  the  definition  of  sub- 
standard, decadent,  or  blighted  areas,  restrict- 
ing to  6  per  cent  the  dividend  to  be  paid  by 
this  corporation  to  its  stockholders.  This 
act  also  provides  that  such  corporation  shall 
for  forty  years  be  exempt  from  taxation  and 
from  betterments  and  special  assessments,  but 
does  not  prevent  it  from  agreeing  to  make 
payments  in  lieu  of  betterments  or  special 
assessments. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  proposal,  the  City 
would  acquire  and  clear  the  entire  area  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  $1,500,000  to  be  financed 
by  a  fifteen-year  bond  issue.  The  City  will 
receive  revenue  based  on  15  per  cent  of  gross 
revenue  of  development,  plus  yearly  rental 
payment  of  $8,000  on  each  of  three  stages  of 
development.  Rental  is  to  be  paid  for  twenty 
years  on  each  stage  of  development,  and  15 
per  cent  of  gross  revenue  is  to  be  paid  for 
forty  years  on  each  stage.  The  reference 
to  the  three  stages  of  development  means  that 
the    high-rise    apartment    house    is    to    be    built 
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by  this  Limited  Dividend  Corporation  on  one 
third  of  the  area;  thin  iB  the  choice  location 
of  the  area.  The  other  two  thirds  of  the  area 
represent  the  second  and  third  stages  of  de- 
velopment, which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  de- 
veloped    subsequently. 

The  Cost  to  the  City 
There  are  two  aspects  of  this  proposal 
which  invite  comment.  The  first  stage  of 
development,  which  is  the  immediate  proposal 
of  this  Limited  Dividend  Corporation,  uses  the 
most  desirable  one  third  of  the  area.  Al- 
though this  portion  represents  approximately 
one  third  of  the  area,  it  represents  approxi- 
mately one  half  of  the  present  assessed  valu- 
ation of  the  entire  area.  The  leasing  of  this 
portion  of  the  project,  with  no  other  commit- 
ment for  further  development  in  sight,  leaves 
the  City  with  the  disadvantage  of  holding  two 
thirds  of  the  area,  at  lesser  unit  value  for 
further  negotiation  for  sale  or  lease.  Tables 
II  and  III  show  the  relative  valuation  and 
size  of  the  area  discussed  in  the  proposed 
lease. 

Besides  the  $70,000  loss  of  present^  taxes 
now  accruing  from  this  area,  the  City's  con- 
tribution also  lies  in  the  length  of  time  which 
must  elapse  before  the  City  recaptures  the 
$1,500,000  loan.  Table  I  shows  the  City's 
position  in  this  matter.  This  table  assumes 
that   the    entire   area   of    the    project    is    to    be 


developed  in  Ihn-i-  i.,;-.  by  one  or  more 
developers,  and  based  on  the  terms  of  the 
lease,   as    proposed    for    the    ,\rst  stage. 

It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  fifteen-year 
term  of  the  bond  issue  the  City  would  ac- 
cumulate a  deficit  operation  amounting  to 
$1,375,000,  and  that  recovery  of  this  amount 
does  not  occur  until  the  end  of  an  additional 
sixteen  years,  making  a  total  of  thirty-one 
years.  Moreover,  if  only  one  third  of  the 
area  is  developed  and  the  development  of  the 
remaining  two  thirds  occurs  at  dates  later 
than  indicated  in  the  table,  or  produces  rev- 
enue less  than  the  amount  shown  in  Table 
II,  results  will  occur.  First,  the  period  of 
recovery,  in  terms  of  years,  of  the  City's 
investment  will  be  greatly  lengthened;  also, 
in  the  early  years  of  the  bond  amortization 
the  outlay   will   be   increased. 

This    initial    experience    with    Limited    Divi- 
dend   development   assumes    special    importance 
because    it    is    a    so-called    "pilot"    project    and 
may   well   determine   a   pattern   for   the   future.

MOTOR    VEHICLES    FOR    THE    CARRIAGE 
OF     PASSENGERS     FOR     HIRE. 

The   following    was    received:

Gentlemen: 

On  July  20,  1959,  you  ordered  that  I  furnish 
your  Committee  on  Licenses  with  "A  legal 
opinion  in  writing  of  the  authority  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  over  the  granting,  revoca- 
tion, and  supervision  of  common  carriers 
carrying  passengers  for  hire  over  the  public 
ways   in   the   City   of   Boston." 

Such  authority  appears  to  be  contained  in 
the  following  provisions  of  the  General  Laws 
of    Massachusetts: 

G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  159A,  s.  1,  as  amended, 
provides: 

"No  person  shall,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  chapter,  operate  any  motor  ve- 
hicle upon  any  public  way  in  any  city  or 
town  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire, 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford  a  means  of 
transportation  similar  to  that  afforded  by  a 
railway  company,  by  indiscriminately  re- 
ceiving and  discharging  passengers  along  the 
route  on  which  the  vehicle  is  operated  or 
may  be  running,  or  for  transporting  pas- 
sengers for  hire  as  a  business  between  fixed 
and  regular  termini,  without  first  obtaining 
a  license  for  such  operation  from  the  city 
council  of  such  city  or  the  selectmen  of  such 
town,  in  this  chapter  called  the  licensing 
authority;  provided,  that,  in  respect  to  any 
boulevard  or  way  or  turnpike  or  toll  road 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  metropolitan 
district  commission  or  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority,  such  applicable  commis- 
sion or  authority  shall  constitute  the  licens- 
ing authority.  Any  such  license  issued  by  a 
city  council  under  this  section  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  The  fee 
for  any  such  license  shall  not  exceed  ten 
dollars.  Such  license  may  limit  the  number 
of  vehicles  to  be  operated  thereunder.  Any 
person,  receiving  a  license  under  this  section 
and  operating  a  vehicle  or  vehicles  there- 
under, shall,  in  respect  to  such  operation, 
be  subject  to  such  orders,  rules  or  regula- 
tions as  shall  he  adopted  by  the  licensing 
authority  under  this  chapter.  No  license, 
certificate  or  permit  shall  be  required  under 
this  chapter  in  respect  to  such  carriage  of 
passengers     as     is     exclusively     interstate." 

G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.),  c.  159A,  s.  2,  as  amended, 
provides: 

"Every  such  license  shall  specify  the  route 
or  routes  over  which  the  motor  vehicles 
used  thereunder  may  be  operated,  and  shall 
be  on  a  form  approved  by  the  department 
of  public  utilities;  provided,  that  a  variance 
from  a  form  so  approved  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  license  if  the  form  used 
is  in  substantial  conformity  with  the  ap- 
proved form.  A  licensee  shall  not  -operate 
motor  vehicles  for  the  purposes  specified  in 
section  one  otherwise  than  upon  routes 
specified  in  the  license  or  licenses  issued  to 
him;  provided,  that  in  the  event  of  the 
closing  of  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  such  a 
route  by  public  authority  or  of  interference 
with  operation  thereon  by  street  repairs, 
fire,  accident,  unusual  and  severe_  traffic  con- 
gestion or  other  emergency,  a  licensee  may 
temporarily  operate  such  vehicles  by  a 
reasonably   direct  and  convenient   detour." 


G.  I-    (Ter.   Ed.)    s.   L59A,  8.   i,  as  .-.oh  nded, 
providi      in    part:

commission  acting  as  such  licensing  author- 
ity, the  licensee  consents  thereto  in  writing, 
such  order  shall  not  be  valid  until  approved 
by  the  department  after  public  notice  and 
hearing." 

Section    7,    referred    to    in    section    4    above, 
provides    in    part: 

"No  person  shall  operate  a  motor  vehicle 
under  a  license  issued  as  aforesaid  unless  he 
has  also  obtained  from  the  department  a 
certificate  declaring  that  public  convenience 
and    necessity    require   such    operation  ..." 

G.  L.   (Ter.  Ed.)    c.  159A,  s.  12,  as  amended, 
provides    in    part: 

"The  licensing  authority  in  any  city  or 
town  may,  in  respect  of  matters  not  treated 
of  in  the  provisions  of  law  governing  the 
operation  of  motor  vehicles  under  this  chap- 
ter or  rules  established  by  the  department, 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  governing  such 
operation.  After  the  adoption  of  any  such 
rules  and  regulations,  any  person  operating 
such  a  motor  vehicle  as  authorized  by  this 
chapter,  or  a  railway  or  railroad  company 
operating  a  railway  or  railroad  in  such  city 
or  town,  or  any  twenty  residents  thereof, 
may  petition  the  department  for  the  altera- 
tion, amendment  or  revocation  of  any  such 
rule    or    regulation     ..." 

G.  L.    (Ter.  Ed.)    e.  159A,  s.  15,  as  amended, 

provides: 

"Whoever,  after  notice  by  the  department, 
knowingly  or  wilfully  violates  any  provision 
of  this  chapter,  or  any  order,  rule  or  regula- 
tion adopted  or  established  thereunder,  or 
any  lawful  requirement,  condition,  limitation 
or  restriction  contained  in  any  certificate, 
permit  or  license,  shall  be  punished  for  a 
first  offence  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
-hundred  dollars,  and  for  any  subsequent 
offence  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hun- 
dred dollars;  and  the  supreme  judicial  court 
and  the  su-perioir  court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
in  equity  to  restrain  any  such  violation  upon 
petition  of  the  department,  any  licensing 
authority,  ten  citizens  of  any  city  or  town 
affected  by  such  violation,  or  any  interested 
party. 

"Any  licensing  authority,  ten  citizens  of 
any  city  or  town  affected  by  violation  of  any 
part  of  this  section,  or  any  interested  party 
affected  by  such  violation,  may  file  with  the 
department  a  complaint  of  any  such  viola- 
tion, and  the  department  shall  investigate 
such  complaint  and  may  hold  a  hearing  on 
the  question  of  revocation  of  the  certificate, 
permit  or  license  of  any  person  operating  a 
motor  vehicle  under  any  provision  of  this 
chapter  complained  against,  and  thereafter 
modify,  suspend  or  revoke  such  certificate, 
permit  or  license,  and  the  department  may 
institute  in  any  court  of  the  commonwealth, 
county  or  district  wherein  the  carrier  has  a 
place  of  business  such  action,  suit  or  com- 
plaint as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  com- 
pliance with  any  provision  of  this  chapter 
or  any  rule,  requisition  or  order  of  the  de- 
partment thereunder,  or  any  lawful  require- 
ment, condition,  limitation  or  restriction 
contained  in  any  certificate,  permit  or  li- 
cense." 
Under   the  foregoing   statutory  provisions,   it 

is     my     opinion     that    in    substance    the     City 
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Council  is  constituted  a  licensing  authority  and 
as  such  empowered,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  to  grant  licenses  for  the  carry- 
ing of  passengers  by  motor  vehicles  for  hire 
over  public  ways  in  Boston  and  to  specify 
therein  the  routes  over  which  the  motor  ve- 
hicles used  may  be  operated  and,  in  addition, 
to  adopt  certain  rules  and  regulations  govern- 
ing such  operation  and,  after  public  notice 
and  healing,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons, 
to  revoke  such  licenses  in  whole  or  in  part.

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MINORITY  REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE   ON 
APPROPRIATIONS    AND    FINANCE. 

Coun.  FOLEY  submitted  the  following: 

As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropri- 
ations and  Finance,  I  would  prefer  to  see  the  reasons 
for  the  committee's  action  couched  in  somewhat 
different  language  than  that  contained  in  the 
committee  report.  I  appreciate  the  point  I  would 
like  to  make  is  a  subtle  one  and  is  a  difficult  one 
upon  which  to  reach  a  majority  agreement  on  the 
part  of  a  committee  such  as  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance,  but  I  do  want  for 
the  record  to  express  the  basis  of  my  opposition  to 
the  appropriation  of  an  additional  $15,000  this 
year  for  the  Boston  Arts  Festival. 

It  is  my  position  that  it  is  not  a  question  that 
the  city  cannot  afford  $15,000  for  the  Arts  Festival 
this  year,  it  is  that  the  city  cannot  afford  to  have  its 
live  theater  district  stolen  from  it  and  removed  to 
a  point  geographically  within  the  boundaries  of 
political  Boston  but  having  no  real  geographical 
connection  with  the  downtown  core,  and  the  dis- 
turbing necessity  of  redeveloping  it  (the  downtown 
core). 

A  great  regional  center  with  an  historic  tradition 
and  a  wealth  of  spiritual  tradition  must  have  in 
our  civilization  as  an  essential  part  of  the  flavor 
of  city  life  a  live  theater  district,  or,  as  the  city  of 
New  York  expresses  it,  "a  performing  arts  center." 

The  City  of  Boston  has  been,  for  practical  pur- 
poses, for  many  years  the  sole  government 
supporter  of  the  Boston  Arts  Festival.  The 
private  persons  now  seeking  to  develop  a  point  on 
the  Charles  River  far  remote  from  Downtown 
Boston  as  a  performing  arts  center  are  essentially 
the  same  people,  although  the  organizational  names 
are  different,  as  those  who  have  operated  the  Bos- 
ton Arts  Festival,  supported  very  substantially  by 
the  City  of  Boston. 

It  is  my  strong  feeling  that  it  is  not  an  honorable 
thing  for  these  people  to  do  after  accepting  our 
bread  for  these  many  years  to  cooperate  with  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  in  an  effort  to 
remove  our  theater  district  from  the  downtown 
core  of  Boston  against  the  firmly  expressed  desires 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  which  has  so  long 
supported  the  Boston  Arts  Festival  as  well  as  the 
faintly  expressed  desires  of  the  Boston  City 
Planning  Board  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
REDEVELOPMENT,  REHABILITATION 
AND  RENEWAL  RE  THE  WHITNEY 
STREET  REDEVELOPMENT  PRO- 
POSAL UNDER  CHAPTER  121A  AND 
CHAPTER  121  OF  THE  GENERAL 
LAWS. 

Introduction. 
Your  Committee  on  LIrban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation  and  Renewal  held  a  hearing  on 
June  12,  1959,  on  the  subject  of  the  lease  agreement 
which  it  is  proposed  will  run  between  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  Beacon  Redevelop- 
ment Corporation. 

Your  committee  held  a  public  hearing  on  June 
26,  1959,  in  the  Council  Chamber  on  the  dual 
questions  of  whether  the  Whitney  Street  area 
was  one  to  which  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws 
might  apply  and,  secondly,  upon  the  question  of 
the  Relocation  Plan  for  the  present  residents  of 
the  Whitney  Street  area  should  the  redevelop- 
ment plan  be  approved.  This  hearing  was  widely 
advertised  in  all  the  Boston  daily  newspapers 
and  in  certain  local  newspapers  in  the  Roxbury 
area. 

Separate  discussions  of  the  two  hearings  in 
this  report  are  desirable. 

I. 

New  Lease  Agreement. 

The  lease  agreement  which  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  now  proposes  to  execute 
with  the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation 
varies  from  the  proposed  lease  agreement  which 
was  presented  to  the  Committee  on  Urban  Re- 
development, Rehabilitation  and  Renewal  on 
February  13,  1959,  really  in  but  one  detail 
Generally  speaking,  under  the  previous  proposed 
lease  agreement,  the  redeveloper  was  bound  to 
construct  upon  the  first  parcel  a  described  apart- 
ment building,  rent  the  second  parcel  for  18  months 
at  least  and  as  long  as  the  Authority  wanted  to 
hold  him  to  it  generally,  and  had  an  option  upon 
the  third  parcel  for  36  months. 

The  change  which  the  Authority  proposes  to 
make  is  simply  that  the  lease  upon  the  second 
parcel  and  the  option  upon  the  third  parcel,  both 
to  have  been  held  by  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation,  shall  be  eliminated  from  the  lease 
agreement.  Otherwise,  the  provisions  are  the 
same  but  scaled  down  to  the  construction  of  but 
the  first  building  by  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  informed 
the  committee  that  this  change  in  the  lease  agree- 
ment resulted  at  least  in  part  from  the  criticisms 
of  the  proposal  which  were  |made  in  the  nterim 
committee  report  of  April  6,  1959. 


Your  committee  suggested  in  that  report  that 
tentative  answers  at  least  ought  to  be  had  for 
many  of  the  broad  problems  surrounding  the 
initiation  in  this  Commonwealth  of  a  serious  effort 
to  construct  residential  units  under  Chapter  121 A 
of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority's  position  is  that 
final  answers  cannot  be  had  to  many  of  the  prob- 
lems and  considerations  which  the  committee 
raised  in  its  report.  The  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority wants  to  create  a  situation  where  the 
project  might  go  ahead,  the  broad  policy  problems 
being  attacked  and  overcome  as  the  project  pro- 
gresses. 

Your  committee  feels  that  this  method  is  one 
which  the  Council  ought  to  accept  and  support, 
so  that  some  residential  redevelopment  may  be 
obtained  within  a  measurable  period  of  time  it 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Timetable. 

1.  Present  lease  agreement  provides  that 
10  days  after  the  City  Council  does  all  things 
which  it  has  to  do  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Au- 
thority to  perform  the  agreement  (this  seems 
plainly  to  indicate  10  days  after  the  second  and 
final  vote  to  appropriate  the  money  necessary  for 
the  Authority  to  accomplish  its  end  of  the  pro- 
posal), the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation 
must  post  $50,000,  which  it  will  forfeit  if  it  goes 
no  further. 

2.  Thereafter,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  proceeds  with  the  eminent  domain 
takings  and  the  clearance  of  the  first  parcel, 
which  is  the  parcel  nearest  Huntington  avenue. 

3.  Thereupon,  the  cleared  land  is  offered  to 
the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  who,  in 
the  meanwhile,  have  formed  a  Chapter  121A  cor- 
poration and  have  seen  to  its  approval  by  the 
State  Housing  Board. 

Upon  entering  on  the  land,  the  Beacon  Re- 
development Corporation  posts  a  performance 
bond  for  the  completion  of  the  first  structure 
before  it  is  permitted  to  begin  construction. 

Under  the  proposed  lease  agreement,  Beacon's 
Chapter  121A  corporation  has  to  commence  con- 
struction within  1  year  of  the  signing  of  the  lease 
and  complete  construction  of  the  first  building 
within  18  months  after  the  commencement  of 
construction. 

4.  Thereafter,  for  a  period  of  20  years,  the 
Chapter  121A  corporation  operating  the  first  build- 
ing upon  the  Whitney  Street  Project  area  must 
pay  through  one  channel  or  another  the  ground 
rent  of  $8,000  a  year  plus  15  per  cent  of  the  gross 
rental.  In  no  event  is  the  amount  to  be  less  than 
$48,000  a  year. 

5.  Between  the  20th  and  the  40th  year  of  the 
lease,  the  Chapter  121A  corporation  pays  15  per 
cent  of  the  gross,  and  in  no  event  less  than 
$40,000  a  year.  The  $8,000  ground  rent  is  not 
paid  from  the  20th  to  the  40th  year. 

6.  At  the  end  of  the  40th  year  the  property 
passes  from  under  the  Limited  Dividend  Law  and 
pays  conventional  taxes  to  the  city  (that  is,  upon 
the  building).  During  this  period  (the  40th  to 
the  75th  year),  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
charges  as  ground  rent  upon  the  property  1  per 
cent  of  the  gross. 

Discussion. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  was  faced 
with  the  problem  of  completing  a  redevelopment 
project  where  the  private  redeveloper  was  anxious 
to  build  one  building,  less  enthusiastic  about  con- 
structing the  second  building,  and  positively 
reluctant  to  do  the  third  building.  Further,  the 
private  redeveloper  was  depending  upon  funds 
from  a  charitable  trust.  The  construction  of  the 
second  and  third  buildings  was,  therefore,  twice 
removed  from  the  source  of  funds  with  which  to 
accomplish  the  redevelopment. 

The  proposal,  therefore,  to  place  the  construction 
of  the  second  and  third  buildings  within  the  control 
of  the  private  redeveloper  for  a  period  of  1 8  months 
and  36  months,. respectively,  was  not  advisable  if 
it  could  be  avoided. 

The  Authority  decided  to  refuse  this  period  of 
control  over  the  second  and  third  parcels  to 
Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  and  to  extract 
from  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  a  higher 
financial  burden  in  lieu  of  conventional  taxes  than 
the  as  yet  untried  Chapter  121A  formula  would 
apparently  yield.  The  developer,  Beacon  Rede- 
velopment Corporation,  in  return  for  what  appears 
to  be  the  best  parcel  of  the  three  and  in  return  for 
flexibility  in  the  arrangement  of  the  accommoda- 
tions of  their  building,  agreed  to  pay  the  somewhat 
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higher  complex  of  charges  in  lieu  of  taxes  than  the 
straight  121A  formula  would  yield. 

Your  committee  in  its  April  6  report  called  for 
an  economic  feasibility  study  of  this  project. 
The  thought  might  arise  as  to  whether  Beacon 
Redevelopment  Corporation  has  agreed  to  pay  one 
way  or  another  a  financial  charge  upon  its  property 
which  is  more  than  the  property  can  bear. 

Your  committee  feels  that  at  least  this  one  time 
reliance  can  be  had  upon  the  personalities  involved 
here.  The  five  officers  of  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation  are,  without  exception,  men  ex- 
tremely well  versed  in  the  economics  of  Boston 
real  estate  operation.  If  they  feel  that  their 
property  as  presently  conceived  cin  successfully 
bear  this  financial  burden  placed  upon  it  in  the 
lease  agreement  without  the  full  benefit  of  the 
Chapter  121A  formula,  it  would  seem  that  the 
Council  should  hardly  suggest  that  they  pay  less. 

Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  because  of 
its  most  unusual  financial  situation,  namely,  its 
support  by  the  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  Chari- 
table Trust,  is  in  an  unusually  favorable  position 
to  obtain  financing  to  execute  its  portion  of  the 
lease  agreement.  It  probably  can  obtain  equity 
money  for  its  needs  in  this  project  more  easily  and 
at  a  more  favorable  rate  of  interest  than  could 
another  redeveloper. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  has,  therefore, 
struck  a  bargain  with  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation  which  permits  the  Authority  to  offer 
a  redeveloper  for  the  second  building  and  the  third 
building  a  more  favorable  lease  than  upon  the  first 
building. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  believes  that  by 
virtue  of  offering  a  tax  advantage  against  the  first 
building  of  about  25  per  cent,  conservatively 
estimated,  other  redevelopers  will  be  attracted 
to  construct  the  second  and  third  buildings. 

Your  committee  feels  that  certainty  beyond  this 
point  is  not  obtainable,  that  some  chance  must  be 
taken  if  residential  redevelopment  is  to  be  ac- 
complished and  that,  with  reasonable  certainty, 
under  Chapter  121A  the  second  and  the  third 
buildings  will  be  constructed. 

There  is  a  further  interesting  possibility  here, 
and  it  is  that  the  shape  of  the  accommodations  in 
the  second  and  third  buildings  can  be  controlled 
somewhat  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority  by 
bargaining  with  the  second  and  third  redevelopers. 
In  other  words,  by  using  a  calculated  financial 
burden  on  the  second  building  of  something 
between  the  present  $48,000  minimum  and  what  a 
Chapter  121A  formula  strictly  applied  would 
yield,  or  something  in  between,  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  may  obtain  and  guide  the  soci- 
ological adaptation  of  the  project  along  more 
favorable  lines  than  would  be  the  case  if  the 
building  laid  out  strictly  with  an  eye  to  economic 
yield  and  paying  the  straight  121A  formula  tax 
would   obtain. 

It  has  been  said,  "That  general  wins  the  battle 
who  last  commits  his  reserves. "  By  requiring  here 
a  minimum  rental  considerably  above  the  121A 
formula  for  the  first  building,  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  has  struck  a  position  where  it  can  surely 
obtain  the  construction  of  the  first  building  and 
by  the  making  of  carefully  balanced  concessions 
to  the  second  and  third  developers  at  least  ac- 
complish the  construction  of  the  second  and  third 
buildings  and,  at  most,  again  by  making  j  udicious 
concessions,  require  the  interior  accommodations 
of  the  second  and  third  buildings  to  be  such  as  to 
sociologically  integrate  the  project  with  the 
surrounding  area  in  Roxbury,  on  Mission  Hill, 
to  the  mutual  benefit  of  both. 

Your  committee  feels  it  can  recommend  approval 
of  this  phase  of  the  Authority's  handling  of  the 
Whitney  Street  proposal,  by  the  City  Council. 

Your  committee  feels  it  only  fair  to  make  note 
here  in  passing  that  it  may  develop  in  the  future 
that  the  bargain  with  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation,  while  apparently  a  proper  one  in 
1 959,  may  later,  in  the  light  of  developments 
in  a  rapidly  changing  real  estate  tax  situation  in 
Massachusetts  appear  too  harsh  for  Beacon 
Redevelopment  Corporation. 

It  may  further  appear  that  a  comparison  of  the 
excise  tax  formula  which  the  Authority  will  find 
necessary  to  apply  to  obtain  construction  of  the 
second  and  later  the  third  building,  with  the  tax 
formula  applied  to  the  first  building,  may  be 
such  that  some  relief  ought  to  be  granted  the  first 
redeveloper.  Of  course,  there  is  no  thought  here 
that  the  terms  of  the  lease  agreement  with  Beacon 
Redevelopment   Corporation   ought    to   be    made 


more  burdensome  against  Beacon  than  presently 
they  are,  because  if  any  such  thought  were  in 
mind  or  in  the  agreement,  it  would  be  impossible 
for  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  to  obtain 
mortgage  financing  of  this  effort. 

Put  simply,  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation 
5  or  10  years  from  now  ought  not  to  be  punished 
for  being  the  first  redeveloper  in  the  Common- 
wealth willing  to  experiment  with  the  as  yet 
untried  terms  of  Chapter  121A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

II. 
Chapter  121  and  Relocation. 

The  committee  held  a  hearing  on  June  20,  1959, 
on  the  subject  of  whether  Chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  applies  to  the  Whitney  Street  area 
and,  secondly,  the  Relocation  Plan  should  the 
project  plan  be  approved.  The  hearing  was  widely 
advertised  in  all  the  daily  Boston  newspapers  and 
in  certain  local  newspapers  in  the  Roxbury  area. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  presented 
basically  its  statement  of  findings  contained  among 
the  documentation  which  was  forwarded  to  us  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  his  original  communication 
to  us  upon  this  subject. 

It  appears  that  these  findings  if  they  are  in 
fact  true  would  qualify  the  area  under  Chapter  121 
for  the  execution  thereupon  of  a  redevelopment 
plan. 

The  Authority,  through  Mr.  James  Colbert, 
Board  member,  and  Mr.  Stephen  MeCloskey, 
Board  member,  and  the  Director  of  the  Authority, 
Mr.  Kane  Simonian,  reiterated  the  statement  of 
findings  concerning  the  project  area.  It  was  ex- 
plained to  those  assembled,  many  of  whom  were 
residents  of  the  area  and  appeared  to  oppose  the 
redevelopment  proposal,  that  these  observations 
about  the  area  contained  in  the  statement  of 
findings  would,  if  true,  qualify  the  area  for  rede- 
velopment under  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws. 

It  was  further  explained  to  those  appearing  in 
protest  that  there  was  no  thought  that  the  area 
had  to  be  established  as  the  worst  blighted  area  in 
Boston  to  qualify  as  a  redevelopment  area  under 
Chapter  121. 

Those  appearing  in  protest  did  not  substantially 
challenge  the  observations  and  statement  of  find- 
ings  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  as 
forwarded  to  us. 

Your  committee  must,  therefore,  conclude  that 
under  the  broad  statutory  grant  of  authority  to  be 
found  in  Chapter  121  and  presently  exercised  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  that  this 
area  qualifies  for  redevelopment  under  Chapter 
121. 

With  respect  to  the  relocation  of  those  persons 
displaced  in  the  project  area,  your  committee  feels 
that  the  presentation  made  by  the  Authority  as  to 
the  possibilities  of  relocating  these  persons,  and 
having  in  mind  the  statutory  safeguards  protecting 
persons  displaced  by  redevelopment  projects  under 
Chapter  121,  that  the  Authority  relocation  scheme 
is  adequate  for  the  purpose. 

Amendments  to  Chapter  121A. 

In  the  course  of  the  committee's  examination  of 
the  Whitney  Street  proposal  possible  changes  in 
Chapter  121A  have  been  discussed  from  time  to 
time  both  formally  and  informally.  Your  com- 
mittee felt  that  it  would  be  useful  at  this  point  to 
mention  them  in  the  hope  that  discussion  upon 
them  might  be  had  at  this  time  by  interested 
persons. 

1.  Your  committee  feels  that  there  might  well 
be  two  Chapter  121A  formulas  to  be  applied  at 
the  discretion  of  the  municipal  government,  one 
formula  more  liberal  to  the  developer  than  the 
other.  Our  thought  is  that  the  more  liberal 
formula  would  be  granted  to  a  redeveloper  who  is 
willing  to  develop  in  an  area  when'  blighted  condi- 
tions are  further  advanced  and  redevelopment  more 
urgently  needed  than  in  other  areas.  At  the  core 
of  the  121A  concept  is  the  idea  that  private  and 
public  initiative  are  here  to  be  happily  wed.  But 
an  analysis  of  the  proposal  such  as  your  committee 
lias  had  to  make  to  provide  recommendation  to 
your  Honorable  Body  in  the  Whitney  Street 
matter,  shows  that  the  private  redeveloper  is 
likely  to  select,  under  the  121  A  formula,  for  a  host 
of  reasons  an  area  which  is  not  too  badly  blighted 
even  though  it  may  qualify  under  Chapter  121 
of  the  General  Laws. 

A  developer  who  agreed  to  locate  a  modest-sized 
121  A  project,  in  a  very  badly  blighted  area  of  the 
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City  of  Boston  would  find  his  project  upon  com- 
pletion surrounded  by  very  badly  blighted  areas 
and,  further,  would  find  it  difficult  to  rent  his 
apartments. 

2.  Your  committee  recommends  that  there 
might  also  be  explored  the  idea  of  setting  a  flexible 
return  to  investors  in  Chapter  121 A  developments 
rather  than  the  present  rigid  6  per  cent  dividend. 

An  essential  part  of  the  121 A  concept  is  that  the 
redeveloper  is  afforded  a  low  and  predictable  tax 
burden  upon  his  property.  This  is  an  encourage- 
ment to  him  to  locate  his  development  in  an  area 
which  previously  was  blighted.  But  it  is  also  felt 
that  the  developer  whose  property  bears  so  low  a 
tax  burden  that  his  investment  is  almost  surely 
safe,  ought  not  to  be  given  the  return  upon  his 
investment  which  money  invested  in  more  risky 
ventures  could  rightfully  demand.  However,  as  is 
generally  known,  the  dividing  line  between  the 
return  which  money  invested  safely  ought  to 
achieve  and  the  return  which  moneys  invested 
in  more  risky  enterprises  demand  in  our  capitalistic 
society,  this  dividing  line  is  itself  ill-defined  and 
has  e'mnged  rapidly  since  the  enactment  of  the 
Chapter  121A  law  in  1945. 

Put  simply,  mortgage  money  was  cheap  in  194.5 
and  1946  and  presently  mortgage  money  is  dear. 
However,  there  is  something  unsatisfactory  about 
simply  raising  the  rate  of  return  to  a  Chapter  121 A 
corporation.  Mortgage  money  might  again  become 
cheap  and  we  might  find  121A  corporations 
getting  a  return  higher  than  would  be  fair  at  the 
time  (should  we  have  a  dellation),  and  it  would 
seem  that  a  wiser  suggestion  would  be  to  calculate 
the  return  by  a  somewhat  more  sophisticated 
formula  than  a  Hat  6  per  cent  return  as  the  law 
now  is. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  the  rate  of  return 
to  a  Chapter  121 A  corporation  might  well  be  tied 
to  a  commonly  accepted  indicator  of  the  relative 
state  of  scarcity  or  abundance  of  mortgage  money. 
Your  committee  confesses  its  unfamiliarity  with 
this  highly  technical  field.  It  suggests  discussion 
on  this  point  by  those  who  are  interested  in  making 
Chapter  121 A  more  fruitful.  We  suggest  the 
wedding  of  the  statutory  return  under  Chapter 
121A  to  the  rediscount  rate  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
System  or  to  some  other  indicator,  perhaps  the 
going  rate  for  mortgage  money  if  one  is  available 
or  to  a  combination  of  several  indices  of  the 
value  and  return  which  ought  to  be  given  to  the 
relatively  safe  investment  which  Chapter  121A 
real  estate  ought  to  be. 

3.  Your  committee  further  suggests  the  possi- 
bility of  amending  the  Chapter  121 A  law  so  as  to 
reduce  the  period  of  time  which  must  expire  before 
121A  real  estate  becomes  conventional.  We  sug- 
gest at  least  one  way  in  our  city  to  construct  new, 
conventionally  taxed,  apartment  houses  would  be 
to  build  them  under  Chapter  121A  and  to  operate 
them  thereafter  for  a  briefer  period  of  time  than 
presently  prescribed.  If  such  apartment  buildings 
were  carefully  constructed,  they  ought  to  have 
sufficient  value  to  become,  in,  say,  20  years,  con- 
ventionally operated  rather  than  under  121A. 

Your  committee  further  suggests  as  a  result  of 
its  examination  of  the  Whitney  Street  proposal 
that  once  the  various  improvements  necessary  in 
the  121A  law  to  make  it  more  fruitful  are  in  hand, 
that  thereupon  a  tremendous  multiplication  in  the 
yield  of  the  121 A  law  could  be  had  almost  im- 
mediately by  legislation  in  this  Commonwealth 
parallel  to  the  extraordinarily  successful  Mitchell- 
Lama  Act  in  New  York. 

The  Mitchell-Lama  legislation  creates  a  pool  of 
money  borrowed  by  the  state  of  New  York  on  its 
credit  which  it  makes  available  for  re-lcan  to  de- 
velopers under  the  New  York  Limited  Dividend 
legislation.  The  interest  charged  by  the  state  of 
New  York  to  the  private  developer  under  its 
Limited  Dividend  legislation  is  greater  than  the 
interest  the  state  itself  pays  on  the  loan  by  only 
enough  to  cover  administrative  costs  to  the  state. 

This  makes  it  possible  for  the  developers  to 
obtain  mortgage  money  somewhat  lower  than  the 
going  rate  for  private  mortgage  money. 

Quantitatively  your  committee  has  been  assured 
that  such  an  advantage  in  the  interest  rate  on 
mortgage  money  woidd  be  as  great  a  benefit  to  a 
developer  as  the  tax  advantage  which  he  enjoys 
under  the  Chapter  121A  law. 

Your  committee  has  been  informed  that  the 
original  pool  of  money  created  for  this  purpose 
under  the  Mitchell-Lama  legislation  has  been 
already  greatly  oversubscribed  by  private  de- 
velopers anxious  to  build  under  the  New  York  law. 


Your  committee  invites  this  possibility  to  the 
attention  of  those  on  the  level  of  state  government 
suggesting  the  possibility  of  a  similar  pool  of 
money  created  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  re-loan  to  private  developers  under 
Chapter  121A  or,  in  the  alternative,  the  possi- 
bility of  permitting  cities  and  towns  in  the  Com- 
monwealth to  borrow  on  their  own  credit  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  such  a  pool  of  mortgage 
money. 

Your  committee  feels  that  a  state  pool  given  the 
present  fiscal  situation  in  Massachusetts  would  be 
the  more  desirable  by  far. 

Finance  Commission  Report. 

On  July  14,  19o9,  the  Finance  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Boston  forwarded  a  report  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council  concerning  the  Whitney 
Street  proposal. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  makes 
two  main  points  which  can  be  summarized  as 
follows: 

1.  That  the  city  must  invest  a  million  and  a 
half  dollars  to  acquire  the  project  site;  and 

2.  That  on  the  basis  of  present  assessments  the 
project  site  ought  to  pay  presently  before  the 
eminent  domain  taking,  about  870,000  to  the  City 
of  Boston. 

The  Finance  Commission  makes  t  e  point  that 
these  two  items  together  constitute  the  cost  to  the 
City  of  Boston  of  the  project  and  the  implication  is 
broadly  that  the  project  ought  to  bear  the  costs 
and  return  them  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Your  committee  feels  that  neither  of  these 
points  are  well  taken  and  ought  not  to  be  let  stand 
upon  the  public  record  without  comment  and,  we 
hope,  refutation. 

For  many  reasons  your  committee  suggests 
that  it  is  fallacious  to  argue  that  the  City  of  Boston 
loses  870,000  on  the  Whitney  Street  Project  area 
each  year  for  a  period  of  30  years  as  part  of  the 
project  cost.  It  is  a  basic  and  fundamental 
principle  of  municipal  economics  that  residential 
areas  almost  inevitably  pay  less  in  taxes  than  it 
costs  the  city  to  service  them. 

We  further  suggest  that  the  present  residents  of 
the  Whitney  Street  area,  if  they  are  located  else- 
where upon  execution  of  the  project,  will  pay, 
if  they  remain  in  the  City  of  Boston,  real  estate 
taxes  to  the  city  wherever  they  may  happen  to 
relocate  themselves.  If  they  leave  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  some  of  them  leave  the  City  of  Boston 
and  no  longer  pay  taxes  to  the  city,  the  city  in 
turn  will  not  be  required  to  provide  services  for 
them,  so  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  the  city 
ought  to  reckon  870,000  a  year  as  part  of  the 
project  cost. 

However,  if  the  analysis  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is  to  be  followed,  why  should  it  not  apply 
to  all  other  redevelopment  projects  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  including  the  New  York  Streets  and  the 
West  End?  But,  of  course,  this  is  not  done  for 
the  very  simple  reason  that  taxpayers  pay  the 
city  taxes  for  services  rendered.  If  the  services 
are  no  longer  to  be  rendered,  the  city  is  not  put  to 
expense  to  render  them  and,  therefore,  the  city 
can  rightfully  expect  no  taxes  for  services  not 
rendered. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  obviously  false 
to  calculate  as  a  loss  to  the  city  the  prospect  of 
collecting  870,000  from  the  Whitney  Street  area 
each  year  for  the  next  30  years  (incidentally, 
if  the  city  could  realistically  expect  to  so  collect 
870,000  from  the  project  area  for  the  next  30  years, 
that  in  itself  would  be  an  extremely  strong  argu- 
ment that  the  area  is  not  blighted). 

The  second  major  point  in  this  Finance  Com- 
mission report  is  not  so  easy  to  refute,  but  it  is  at 
least  as  dangerous  a  fallacy.  We  will  try  to  make 
the  point  by  illustration. 

It  has  recently  appeared  in  the  press  that  a 
residential  redevelopment  somewhat  larger  than 
the  Whitney  Street  project  may  be  built  in  the 
future  under  the  auspices  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  at  the  Mattapan  Redevelopment 
site. 

This  site  will  cost  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
very  little  to  acquire.  On  the  other  hand,  and  in 
contrast  thereto,  acquisition  of  the  Whitney 
Street  site  will  be  costly.  If,  therefore,  the  rule 
is  to  be  that  both  sites  ought  to  be  self-liquidating 
as  far  as  the  Redevelopment  Authority  is  con- 
cerned, the  Mattapan  Development  would  bear 
but  a  slight  burden  to  achieve  this  and  the  Whitney 
Street  development  would  bear  a  substantial 
burden.     But,   obviously,   if  this  is  the  rule,   re- 
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developers  will  choose  only  those  sites  where 
acquisition  is  inexpensive  to  the  Redevelopment 
Authority,  and  the  main  purpose  of  the  concept, 
that  is,  to  eliminate  blight,  will  never  be  achieved. 

We  note  that  the  Finance  Commission  approves 
the  project  but  with  reservations,  the  main  two  of 
which  have  been  discussed  above.  We  find  that 
the  reservations  do  not  stand  up  to  close  scrutiny. 

We  feel,  however,  that  the  matter  should  not  be 
left  at  this  point.  We  are  informed  that  the 
problem  technically  is  one  which  must  be  handled 
by  a  comprehensive  cost  and  statistical  analysis 
of  the  total  renewal  effort  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
It  is  one  which  must  be  done  by  a  competent 
professional  staff  either  in  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment of  through  the  Planning  Department. 

We  understand  the  City  Planning  Board  is 
presently  approaching  this  huge  problem. 

The  Developer. 

Your  committee  in  a  previous  report  raised 
questions  concerning  the  relationship  between 
Charlesbank  and  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corpora- 
tion and  the  nature  of  the  undertaking  on  the  part 
of  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  in  providing  money 
to  Beacon  to  accomplish  its  development. 

Your  committee  is  happy  to  report  to  the  Council 
that  at  the  June  2d  meeting  it  was  demonstrated 
to  the  committee  by  Mr.  Robert  Morgan  and  Mr. 
Furlong  that  Charlesbank  Homes,  Inc.,  has  trans- 
ferred to  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation 
approximately  $89,000  in  cash  and  securities  in 
the  amount  of  about  $399,000  on  account  with 
Hayden,  Stone  &  Co.,  which  amount,  of  course,  is 
adequate  for  the  accomplishment  of  Beacon  Rede- 
velopment Corporation's  obligations  undertaken 
in  the  agreement  to  lease. 

However,  to  complete  the  record,  there  is  ap- 
pended a  statement  by  the  attorney  for  Charles- 
bank Homes,  Inc.,  that  this  activity  comes  within 
the  terms  of  the  charitable  trust  and  there  is  also 
appended,  copies  of  letters  constituting  the  under- 
standing running  between  Charlesbank  Homes  and 
Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  concerning  the 
money  advanced  to  Beacon  Redevelopment. 

Your  committee  is  happy  to  report  that  it  has 
concluded  that  the  redeveloper,  Beacon  Rede- 
velopment Corporation,  is  ready,  willing,  and  able 
to  discharge  its  obligations  under  the  proposed 
lease  agreement. 

Use  of  New  York  Experience. 

In  processing  the  novel  Whitney  Street  proposal, 
your  committee  again  and  again  encountered  con- 
siderations to  which  useful  answers  can  only  be 
had  by  experience.  We  assume  that  New  York 
State  has  amassed  this  experience. 

We  urge  upon  our  Planning  Department  and 
others  to  make  use  of  this  experience  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  and  the  City  Council. 

Conclusion. 

Your  committee  conceives  of  the  redevelopment 
concept  for  Whitney  street  as  the  most  promising 
and  exciting  plan  under  our  redevelopment  pro- 
gram so  far.  It  is  an  attempt  to  directly  strike  at 
the  problem  of  rehabilitating  the  city  as  a  pleasant 
place  to  live  for  many  of  those  who  have  fled  it. 
The  extraordinary  dynamism  of  our  economy 
makes  it  imperative  that  cities  directly  and  intelli- 
gently and  with  faith  in  their  unique  spiritual 
values  provide  pleasant  accommodations  for  the 
great  American  middle  class  soon,  or  perish. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  been  for  centuries  an 
exciting  and  rewarding  place  to  live.  She  must 
always  be  so  or  she  will  not  be  Boston  as  we  have 
known  her  but,  rather,  a  pale  imitation  of  physi- 
cally larger  but  spiritually  lesser  cities. 

Chapter  121A  of  our  (ieneral  Laws  is  a  direct 
attempt  to  provide  decent  accommodations  for 
those  persons  who  now  flee  the  city  for  a  subur- 
banite's dream  which  all  too  quickly  becomes  a 
commuter's  nightmare. 

Your  committee  hopes  that  Boston  will  seize  the 
initiative  in  the  development  of  121A  projects 
and  in  the  further  perfection  of  the  Chapter  121 A 
law. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  respectfully  recom- 
mends approval  of  the  land  assembly  and  Re- 
development Plan  with  certain  amendments 
thereto.

2.  Upon  each  advance  made,  you  will  execute 
and  deliver  your  negotiable  promissory  note  in  the 
amount  of  that  advance  payable  to  our  order  in 
or  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  first 
advance  without  interest  prior  to  maturity  but 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  4%  per  annum  after 
maturity. 

3.  Advances  will  be  made  upon  your  written 
request  not  later  than  one  week  after  receipt  by  us 
of  each  request,  but  no  advances  will  be  made 
after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  first  to 
be  made. 

4.  We  shall  not  be  required  to  advancs  any 
sums  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  $100,000  until: 

(a)  You  shall  have  furnished  us  with  an 
option  or  options  to  purchase  at  any  time  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  90  days  after  the  payment 
of  all  of  said  notes  all  of  your  authorized  capital 
stock  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  $500. 

(b)  We  shall  have  approved  the  site  of  the 
initial  facilities  and  the  plans  therefor,  which 
approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld. 
Said  plans  need  not  be  in  sufficient  detail  for  the 
letting  of  contracts  but  shall  indicate  with 
reasonable  accuracy  the  facilities  to  be  con- 
structed. 

5.  You  agree  in  the  event  that  you  shall  cause 
any  other  corporation  subsidiary  to  or  affiliated 
with  you  to  acquire  any  site  and/or  facilities 
acquired  or  constructed  through  use  of  funds  lent 
by  us  as  aforesaid  that  you  will  pledge  all  of  the 
stock  of  that  corporation  with  us  as  security  for 
all  unpaid  notes  issued  by  you  to  us  as  aforesaid 
and  that  you  will  not  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
stock  of  such  subsidiary  or  affiliated  corporation 
which  you  own  without  our  written  consent  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  option  referred  to  in 
paragraph  4  (a)  above. 

6.  You  further  agree  to  submit  to  us  schedules 
of  rents  and  forms  of  leases  for  space  in  the  facilities 
so  to  be  constructed  before  leasing  any  space  and 
not  to  make  or  permit  any  subsidiary  of  yours  to 
make  any  lease  which  we  shall  not  approve  both 
as  to  terms  and  as  to  tenant  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  five  years  from  the  opening  of  the  facilities 
or  the  payment  in  full  of  all  of  said  notes,  whichever 
shall  happen  last. 

7.  All  documents  necessary  or  desirable  to 
carry  out  the  foregoing  shall  be  executed  and 
delivered  in  such  form  as  shall  be  approved  by 
our  counsel,  Richard  Wait,  Esquire.

Charlesbank  Homes  is  a  Massachusetts  chari- 
table corporation,  one  of  the  purposes  of  which  is 
to  provide  housing,  in  either  dwellings  or  apart- 
ments, for  worthy  persons  of  small  means  at 
moderate  rentals.

The  Mission  Hill  project  was 
selected  as  appropriate.  Thereupon,  agreements 
were  entered  into  between  Charlesbank  Homes 
and  Boston  Redevelopment  Corporation  under 
which  Charlesbank  Homes  provided  a  line  of 
credit  of  S500.000  to  Beacon  Redevelopment 
Corporation  and  obtained  an  option  to  obtain  all 
of  the  stock  of  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corpora^ 
tion,  the  money  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  property  in  the  Mission  Hill  district  which 
is  under  consideration  and  the  construction  of  a 
building  or  buildings  thereon.

Prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  lease,  an  accurate 
survey  of  the  premises  described  in  said  Schedule  C 
shall  be  made  by  the  Authority  and  a  description 
based  on  said  survey  shall  be  prepared  and  at- 
tached to  said  lease  as  Schedule  A  thereof.  The 
amount  to  be  filled  in  in  the  blank  on  Page  2  of 
the  lease  shall  be  determined  by  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration  and  shall  be  filled  in 
prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  lease.  Duplicate 
counterparts  of  the  lease  shall  be  executed  and 
delivered  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  Authority 
has  given  written  notice  to  the  Redeveloper  under 
Article  3  hereof  when  it  has  accomplished  the 
taking  and  the  clearance  and  preparation  of  the 
premises  described  in  Schedule  C.  Said  lease  shall 
demise  a  good  and  clear  record  and  marketable 
title  to  the  leasehold  estate  thereunder  for  the  full 
term  described  in  said  lease  free  and  clear  of  all 
encumbrances. 

Article  2. 
Formation    of    12 1A    Corporation   and    Obtaining 
of  Financing  Commitments. 
The  Redeveloper  shall  exercise  due  diligence  to: 

(a)  Organize  and  obtain  a  charter  for  the 
121A  Corporation; 

(b)  Obtain 

(1)  from  a  bank  or  insurance  company  a 
commitment  or  commitments  to  lend  to  the 
Redeveloper  or  its  nominee  a  sum  sufficient  to 
finance  the  cost  to  the  Redeveloper  of  the  con- 
struction of  improvements  on  the  premises 
described  in  Schedule  C  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  4  hereof: 

(2)  from  the  Federal  Housing  Administra- 
tion a  commitment  to  insure  such  financing 
under  the  provisions  of  section  220  of  the  Na- 
tional Housing  Act  of  1954;  and 

(3)  from  the  Federal  National  Mortgage 
Association  a  commitment  to  purchase  the  note 
evidencing  such  financing  and  the  mortgage  of 
the  leasehold  interest  under  said  Lease  securing 
such  note. 

Promptly  after  a  charter  for  the  121A  Cor- 
poration has  been  issued  and  such  commitments 
have  been  obtained,  the  Redeveloper  will  give 
written  notice  of  such  fact  to  the  Authority.  If 
on  or  before  December  1,  1959 

(a)  such  charter  has  not  been  obtained;  or 

(b)  such  commitments  have  not  been  obtained ; 
or 

(c)  the  City  Council  of  the  city  and  the  State 
Housing  Board  have  not  taken  all  action  which 
may  be  required  to  enable  the  Authority  and  the 
city  to  do  all  things  necessary  for  the  performance 
of  this  agreement  by  the  Authority,  including, 
without  limitation,  such  action  by  the  City  Council 
of  the  city  as  may  be  required  to  enable  the  city 
to  provide  financial  aid  to  the  Authority  necessary 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
and  this  agreement  or 

(d)  the  city  has  not  entered  into  a  cooperation 
agreement  with  the  Authority  to  take  all  action  of 
the  kind  referred  to  in  subparagraph  (c)  above; 
either  party  may  then,  or  at  any  time  thereafter 
while  said  charter  or  said  commitments  have  not 
been  obtained  or  said  action  of  the  City  Council 
and  the  State  Housing  Board  has  not  been  taken 
or  said  cooperation  agreement  with  the  city  has 
not  been  entered  into,  elect  to  cancel  this  agree- 
ment by  giving  written  notice  of  such  election  to 
the  other  party,  and  in  such  event,  unless  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  giving  of  such  notice  said 
charter  or  said  commitments  have  been  obtained 
and  said  action  of  the  City  Council  and  the  State 
Housing  Board  has  been  taken  and  said  coop- 
eration agreement  with  the  city  has  been  entered 
into,  this  agreement  shall  be  void  and  without 
recourse  to  either  party  and  the  deposit  referred 
to  in  Article  (i  hereof  shall  be  returned  to  the  Re- 
developer; provided,  however,  that  if  the  Re- 
developer shall  have  failed  to  use  due  diligence  to 
obtain  such  charter  or  such  commitments,  said 
deposit  shall  be  retained  by  the  Authority  as 
liquidated  damages  as  provided  in  Article  ti  hereof. 


Article  3. 

Taking    and     Preparation    of     Project-Area     for 

Redevelopment. 

Promptly  after  (i)  the  Redeveloper  has  given 
notice  as  provided  in  Article  2  that  the  charter 
of  the  121 A  Corporation  has  been  issued  and  the 
commitments  referred  to  in  said  Article  2  have 
been  obtained;  (ii)  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
and  the  State  Housing  Board  have  taken  all  action 
which  may  be  required  to  enable  the  Authority 
and  the  city  to  do  all  things  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  this  agreement  by  the  Authority; 
and  (iii)  the  city  has  entered  into  a  cooperation 
agreement  with  the  Authority  to  take  all  such 
action  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  the  foregoing 
clause  (ii),  the  Authority  shall  use  diligence  to 
take  the  project  area  by  eminent  domain  and 
thereafter  to  clear  and  prepare  it  for  purposes  of 
the  redevelopment  thereof  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  In  any  event, 
such  taking  shall  be  completed  within  two  (2) 
years  after  all  of  the  events  designated  (i),  (ii),  and 
( lii J  in  the  next  preceding  sentence  have  occurred, 
and  such  clearing  and  preparation  with  respect  to 
the  premises  described  in  Schedule  C  shall  be 
completed  within  said  two-year  period  and  with 
respect  to  the  remainder  of  the  project  area  shall 
be  completed  within  the  period  of  three  (3)  year? 
after  all  of  said  events  have  occurred,  notwith- 
standing in  either  case  delays  beyond  the  control 
of  the  Authority. 

The  clearance  and  preparation  of  the  project 
area  referred  to  above  shall  consist  of  the  per- 
formance by  the  Authority  or  by  the  city  of  all 
demolition,  clearance  and  street  and  utility  work 
substantially  as  outlined  in  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  and  shall  include,  without  limitation,  the 
following: 

(a)  The  demolition  and  removal  to  grade  of  all 
existing  buildings,  structures  and  obstructions  on 
the  project  area  and  the  removal  of  any  debris 
resulting  from  such  demolition. 

(b)  The  removal  of  all  paving,  sidewalks, 
curbs,  gutters  and  utility  lines,  facilities  and  re- 
lated equipment  within  or  on  the  project  area 
which  are  to  be  eliminated  or  removed  pursuant 
to  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

(c)  Such  filling,  rough  grading  and  leveling  of 
.  the  land  (but  not  including  filling  with  topsoil  or 

landscaping)  as  shall  be  necessary  to  make  it  ready 
for  construction  of  the  improvements  to  be  made 
thereon  by  the  Redeveloper,  it  being  intended 
that  such  rilling,  rough  grading  and  leveling  shall 
conform  generally  to  the  respective  surface  ele- 
vations of  the  land  prior  to  the  demolition  of  the 
buildings  and  structures  thereon. 

The  Authority  shall,  without  expense  to  the 
Redeveloper  o  rpublic  assessment  by  the  Authority 
or  by  the  city  against  the  project  area,  and  prior 
to  the  completion  of  the  improvements  as  provided 
in  Article  4,  provide  for  or  cause  the  city  to  pro- 
vide for 

(a)  the  vacating  of  present  streets,  alleys  and 
other  public  rights  of  way  and  the  dedication  of 
new  streets  and  other  public  rights  of  way  in  or 
abutting  the  project  area  in  accordance  with  the 
Redevelopment  Plan; 

(b)  the  paving  and  improving  in  accordance 
with  the  usual  technical  specifications  and  stand- 
ards of  the  "city  of  such  public  streets  (including 
the  installation  of  gutters,  curbs,  catch  basins  and 
street  lighting)  and  sidewalks  as  are  to  be  pro- 
vided pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan;  and 

(c)  the  installation  and  relocation  of  such  drains 
and  sewer  and  water  mains  (exclusive  in  each  case 
of  service  lines  between  such  mains  and  lines  and 
the  building  to  be  constructed  by  the  Redeveloper) 
as  are  to  be  installed  or  relocated  pursuant  to  the 
Redevelopment  Plan. 

Promptly  after  the  completion  of  the  taking  of 
the  project  area  and  the  clearance  and  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  premises  described  in  Schedule  C, 
the  Authority  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to 
the  Redeveloper  and  promptly  after  the  clearance 
and  preparation  of  the  remainder  of  the  project 
ana  tin-  Authority  shall  give  like  written  notice  to 
the  Redeveloper. 

The  Authority  agrees  to  defend,  save  harmless 
and  indemnify  the  Redeveloper  from  all  claims 
arising  on  account  of  any  injury  or  damage  t<>  an] 
person  <>r  property  which  occurs  on  any  portion  of 
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the  project  area  that  has  been  taken  by  the  Author- 
ity pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article  3, 
or  on  the  sidewalks  and  ways  adjacent  to  such 
portion,  provided  such  injury  or  damage  occurs 
prior  to  the  time  when  such  portion  is  leased  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 

If  the  Authority  shall  for  any  reason  have  failed 
to  take  the  project  area  or  to  clear  and  prepare  the 
leased  premises  as  provided  above,  the  Redeveloper 
may  elect  to  cancel  this  agreement  by  giving 
written  notice  to  the  Authority  within  twenty  (20) 
days  after  the  occurrence  of  such  failure,  and  in 
such  event  the  cash  deposit  made  hereunder  by 
the  Redeveloper  shall  be  forthwith  returned,  the 
Redeveloper  shall  be  under  no  further  liability 
hereunder  and,  provided  that  it  has  used  due 
diligence  to  perform  its  obligations  hereunder,  the 
Authority  shall  be  under  no  further  liability 
hereunder. 

Article  4. 
Construction  of  Improvements. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
agreement,  the  Redeveloper  agrees  to  construct, 
or  to  cause  the  121A  Corporation  to  construct, 
upon  the  premises  described  in  Schedule  C  a 
"high-rise"  type  of  apartment  building  contain- 
ing approximately  270  dwelling  units  substantially 
in  accordance  with  preliminary  plans  thereof 
which  the  Redeveloper  has  filed  with  the  Author- 
ity. The  Redeveloper  and  /or  the  121 A  Corpora- 
tion shall  have  the  right  to  select  a  general  con- 
tractor for  the  construction  of  said  apartment 
building  and  all  subcontractors,  but  before  any 
construction  work  is  undertaken,  the  Redeveloper 
and/or  the  121A  Corporation  shall  deliver  to  the 
Authority  a  payment  and  performance  bond  in  an 
amount  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the  construc- 
tion contract  and  in  such  form  and  written  by 
such  surety  company  as  the  Authority  shall 
approve,  such  approval  not  to  be  unreasonably 
withheld.  Such  bond  shall  run  in  favor  of  the 
Authority,  the  Redeveloper  and/or  the  121A 
Corporation,  any  lending  institution  financing  the 
construction,  and,  if  such  financing  is  insured  by 
the  Federal  Housing  Administration,  the  Federal 
Housing  Commissioner,  herein  called  "the  Com- 
missioner." 

Construction  work  by  the  Redeveloper  and/or 
the  121A  Corporation  shall  begin  within  one  (1) 
year  after  the  lease  of  the  premises  described  in 
Schedule  C  has  been  delivered  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  1.  The  construction  by  the 
Redeveloper  shall  be  complete  not  later  than 
eighteen  (18)  months  after  it  has  commenced,  or, 
if  the  construction  is  financed  by  a  loan  insured 
by  the  Federal  Housing  Administration,  within 
such  other  time  (later  or  earlier  than  said  eighteen- 
month  period)  as  is  specified  in  the  applicable 
building  loan  agreement  approved  by  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration.  In  any  event,  however, 
the  time  for  beginning  of  construction  and  for  com- 
pletion shall  be  extended  for  such  period  as  shall  be 
equal  to  the  period  of  any  delay  resulting  from 
causes  not  due  to  fault  or  neglect  of  the  Re- 
developer, including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
following:  strikes  or  other  labor  disputes,  shortages 
of  materials  not  within  the  control  of  the  Re- 
developer, acts  of  God  or  public  enemy,  fires,  Hoods 
and  weather  of  unusual  severity,  such  as  hur- 
ricanes, tornadoes,  cyclones  and  other  extreme 
weather  conditions. 

Article  5. 
Anti-Speculation      and      Assignment     Provisions. 

The  Redeveloper  represents  and  covenants  and 
agrees  that  its  undertakings  pursuant  to  this 
agreement  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  develop- 
ment of  the  project  area  in  accordance  with  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  and  not  for  speculation  in 
land  holding.  The  Redeveloper  further  recognizes 
that  the  qualifications  and  identity  of  the  Re- 
developer and  its  stockholders  and  of  the  121A 
Corporation  and  its  stockholders  are  of  particular 
concern  to  the  community  and  the  Authority. 
The  Redeveloper  further  acknowledges  that  the 
Authority  has  taken  such  qualifications  and 
identity  into  account  before  entering  into  this 
Agreement  with   the  Redeveloper. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Redeveloper 
represents  and  agrees  for  itself,  its  stockholders 
and  any  successor  in  interest  of  itself  and  its 
stockholders: 

(a)  That  prior  to  the  full  performance  of  this 
agreement  by  the  Redeveloper  there  shaTl  be  no 
voluntary   transfer  by  the   present  holder  of   any 


stock  of  the  Redeveloper  (which  term  shall  be 
deemed,  for  the  purposes  of  this  and  related  provi- 
sions, to  include  successors  in  interest)  without 
the  approval  of  the  Authority,  nor  shall  there  be 
without  such  approval  aiy  of  the  following  affect- 
ing the  Redeveloper,  viz.:  increased  capitaliza- 
tion, merger  with  another  corporation,  corporate 
or  other  amendments,  issuance  of  additional  stock 
or  reclassification  of  stock.  No  approval  of  the 
Authority  required  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
shall  be  unreasonably  withheld. 

(b)  That  at  all  times  prior  to  the  full  perform- 
ance of  this  agreement  by  the  Redeveloper  all 
of  the  authorized  stock  of  the  121 A  Corporation 
will  be  held  by  the  Redeveloper  and /or  by  the 
present  stockholders  of  the  Redeveloper,  namely, 
Ernest  Henderson,  Robert  M.  Morgan,  William  J. 
Furlong,  Carleton  Hunneman,  and  M.  Murray 
Weiss,  or  their  executors  or  administrators, 
subject,  however,  in  either  case,  to  the  presently 
existing  option  in  favor  of  Charlesbank  Homes,  a 
Massachusetts  charitable  corporation,  to  acquire 
all  of  said  issued  and  outstanding  stock  of  the 
121 A  Corporation  and  /or  of  the  Redeveloper  for 
a  nominal  sum. 

(c)  That  except  only  by  way  of  security  for, 
and  only  for,  the  purpose  of  obtaining  financing 
necessary  to  enable  the  Redeveloper  to  perform 
its  obligations  under  this  agreement,  the  Re- 
developer has  not  made  or  created,  and  will  not 
make  or  create,  or  suffer  to  be  made  or  created, 
any  total  or  partial  sale,  assignment  or  transfer 
in  any  other  mode  or  form,  of  or  with  respect  to 
this  agreement  or  any  interest  therein,  or  any 
agreement  to  do  any  of  the  same,  without  the 
prior  written  approval  of  the  Authority  which  the 
Authority  in  its  sole  discretion  may  withhold. 

Article  6. 
Default  by  the  Redeveloper. 
In  order  to  secure  the  performance  by  the  Re- 
developer of  all  of  its  obligations  hereunder,  the 
Redeveloper  agrees  to  deposit  with  the  Authority 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  in  cash 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  has  taken  all  action  which  may  be  required  to 
enable  the  Authority  and  the  city  to  do  all  things 
necessary  for  the  performance  of  this  agreement 
by  the  Authority,  including,  without  limitation, 
such  action  as  may  be  required  to  enable  the  city 
to  provide  financial  aid  to  the  Authority  necessary 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
and  this  agreement.  Said  sum  shall  be  held  in 
escrow  by  the  Authority  to  be  applied  by  the 
Authority  or  returned  to  the  Redeveloper  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Agreement. 

If  the  Redeveloper  shall  deliver  the  payment  and 
performance  bond  referred  to  in  Article  4  hereof, 
the  Authority  shall  forthwith  return  to  the  Re- 
developer said  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
dollars  held  by  it  hereunder. 

If  the  Redeveloper  shall  default  in  the  perform- 
ance of  any  of  its  obligations  hereunder,  prior  to 
the  time  when  it  delivers  or  becomes  obligated  to 
deliver  the  payment  and  performance  bond  re- 
ferred to  in  Article  4  hereof,  and  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Authority  of 
such  default  has  not  cured  the  same,  or  used  due 
diligence  to  cure  the  same  if  such  default  cannot  be 
reasonably  cured  within  said  thirty-day  period,  the 
Authority  may  at  any  time  thereafter  terminate 
this  agreement  by  written  notice  to  the  Rede- 
veloper and  upon  such  termination  the  Authority 
shall  retain  the  original  deposit  of  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars  made  hereunder  as  liquidated 
damages  for  such  default  and  termination. 

The  Authority  in  any  event  agrees  to  look  only 
to  the  rights  above  given  to  it  in  the  said  fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  dollar  deposit  for  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  obligations  of  the  Redeveloper  here- 
under. 

Article  7. 
Notices. 

All  notices  hereunder  shall  be  in  writing  and 
deemed  to  be  duly  given  if  mailed  by  registered 
mail,  return  receipt  requested  and  addressed  in 
the  case  of  the  Authority  to  it  at  73  Tremont  street, 
Boston,  Mass.,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Redeveloper 
to  it  at  60  State  street,  Boston,  Mass.,  or  to  such 
other  address  in  respect  to  either  party  as  that 
party  may  from  time  to  time  designate  by  written 
aotice  given  to  the  other  as  herein  provided. 
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Article  8. 
Time  of  the  Essence. 
The  parties  agree  that  time  is  of  the  essence  of 
all  of  the  provisions  hereof.

Report  on  Council  Order,  March  2,  1959. 

In  order  that  the  City  of  Boston  may  partici- 
pate in  federal  grants  on  urban  renewal,  it 
is  essential  that  a  workable  program  shall 
have  been  established  in  compliance  with  the 
Federal  Housing  Act  of  1954.  As  a  portion 
of  the  workable  program,  it  was  required  that 
Regulations  Establishing  Minimum  Standards 
of  Fitness  for  Human  Habitation  in  the  City  of 
Boston  be  established  by  the  Boston  Health 
Department.  Accordingly,  under  date  of 
September  27,  1956,  after  holding  a  public 
hearing  in  Faneuil  Hall,  there  was  published 
in  the  daily  press  and  established  such  a  hous- 
ing code.  In  accordance  with  State  Statute, 
these  regulations,  like  all  Health  Department 
regulations,  became  effective  the  day  they  were 
advertised   in   the  daily   press. 

Immediately  following  the  adoption  of  these 
regulations,  an  inspectional  program  was  in- 
stituted in  an  effort  to  determine  the  areas  of 
the  city  which  lent  themselves  most  suitably 
for  Housing  Code  Enforcement  as  opposed  to 
those  which  had  become  too  dilapidated  and 
could  only  be  suitable  for  demolition  and  land 
re-use. 

In  certain  sections  of  the  city  it  was  de- 
termined that  there  were  areas  where  dwellings 
existed  which  had  been  habitated  for  nearly 
a  century  by  persons  who  were  completely 
satisfied  with  their  surroundings  and  there 
were  no  direct  disadvantages  to  public  health. 
A  survey  made  of  the  actual  value  of  the 
dwellings  and  the  approximate  cost  of  altera- 
tions and  repairs  in  order  that  the  dwellings 
might  comply  with  the  code  indicated  that  it 
was  economically  impractical  to  carry  out.  a 
code  enforcement  program.  It  was  also  as- 
certained, after  conferences  with  various  bank- 
ing officials,  that  these  institutions  would  not 
make  funds  available  to  carry  out  the  require- 
ments  of   the  code   in    these  areas. 
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These  areas  have  been  discussed  with  the 
Co-ordinating  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal 
and  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  they  were 
more  suitable  for  complete  redevelopment 
rather  than  rehabilitation  by  use  of  a  housing 
code  enforcement  program. 

However,  whenever  a  specific  condition  exists 
that  is  detrimental  to  public  health  in  either 
these  areas  or  other  sections  of  the  city,  com- 
plete compliance  with  the  code  is  enforced.  The 
amount  of  time  granted  for  correction  depends 
on  the  seriousness  of  the  condition  and  the 
period  of  time  which  is  practically  necessary 
for    correction. 

In  further  compliance  with  the  adopted  order 
of  the  Oity  Council,  the  Health  Commissioner 
of  the  City  of  Boston  conferred  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  city  of  New  York,  Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore,  and  the  city  of  Washington  to 
determine  the  procedures  which  were  being 
carried  out  in  those  cities.  The  conferences 
held  with  the  representatives  of  these  various 
cities  established  the  fact  that  the  problems 
existing  in  the  City  of  Boston  are  not  dis- 
similar  to  those   existing   in   other  cities. 

The  limited  time  available  to  gather  detailed 
information  pertaining  to  the  program  fol- 
lowed in  several  cities  on  the  eastern  coast 
did  not  permit  of  long  conferences  with  the 
administrators  of  the  rehabilitation  procedures 
in  each  of  the  cities  visited.  It  is  my  im- 
pression, after  conferring  for  several  hours 
with  the  officials  in  the  four  cities  mentioned 
as  well  as  by  personal  conferences  with  health 
officers  in  cities  in  Massachusetts  proximal  to 
Boston  relative  to  the  inspectional  program 
carried  out  with  regard  to  compliance  with  the 
Minimum  Standards  for  Human  Habitation, 
that  they  all  have  similar  problems,  and  that 
in  the  older  sections  of  the  city  where  persons 
in  the  lower  economic  group  either  own  or 
rent  the  dwellings  or  dwelling  units  major 
repairs  in  order  to  comply  with  a  pending  es- 
tablishment or  an  already  established  housing 
code  would  be  extremely  costly  and  not  justified 
by  the  actual  value  of  the  premises  occupied. 
In  many  instances  the  essential  repairs  do  not 
constitute  a  readily  tangible  detriment  to 
health  and  accordingly  loan  agencies,  such  as 
banks,  contractors,  lumber,  and  plumbing  con- 
cerns, are  unwilling  to  loan  the  money  in  order 
to  complete  the  repairs  which  would  catalogue 
a  dwelling  or  dwelling  unit  as  complying  with 
minimum  standards  for  human  habitation  and 
in  those  instances  where  such  conditions  exist 
the  health  departments  of  all  cities  visated 
insist  that  those  conditions  which  are  readily 
tangible  as  being  detrimental  to  public  health 
are  required  to  be  remedied,  and  in  those  in- 
stances where  conditions  are  acutely  dangerous 
to  public  health  condition  must  be  remedied 
immediately. 

The  procedure  at  the  present  time  is  in 
accordance  with  a  program  recommended  by 
the  Co-ordinating  Committee  on  Urban  Renewal 
whereby  a  representative  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Building  and  Health  Departments  make 
joint  inspections  of  various  areas  in  the  city 
which  have  all  the  attributes  of  dwellings  and 
dwelling  units  which  lend  themselves  to  re- 
habilitation and  conservation,  and  when  con- 
ditions in  those  areas  which  may  be  rehabili- 
tated are  remedied  they  will  be  available  for 
occupancy  by  persons  in  those  sections  which 
undoubtedly  should  be  demolished  or  converted 
to   industrial   usage.

A  separate  communication  accompanied  the 
aforesaid  notification  and  copies  of  this  com- 
munication are  herewith  referred  to  your 
Honorable    Body.

Your   Honor: 

Under  date  of  June  29,  1959,  this  Authority 
adopted  a  resolution  directing  that  a  petition 
be  delivered  to  your  Honor  wherein  it  was 
requested  that  the  City  of  Boston  make  con- 
veyance to  this  Authority  of  the  lands  in 
said  petition  described  for  the  purpose  of 
construction  by  this  Authority  of  a  garage 
under  Boston  Common  as  authorized  by  chap- 
ter   606,    of    the   Acts    of    1958. 

We  have  been  advised  that  the  matter  of 
conveyance  of  such  lands  is  being  held  in 
abeyance  by  the  Boston  City  Council,  subject 
to  the  action  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission  for  an  assent  by  such  commis- 
sion  to   the   requested   conveyance. 

It  has  now  developed  and  we  have  received 
formal  notification  from  the  Parks  and  Recre- 
ation Commission  by  letter  dated  July  23, 
1959,  that  the  request  of  the  Massachusetts 
Parking  Authority  for  the  assent  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  for  the 
conveyance  has  been  tabled  until  the  request 
of  the  Authority  is  amended  to  limit  the 
ingress  and  egress  to  Charles  street,  and 
that,  after  such  amendment,  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  will  take  up  the  mat- 
ter again  for  the  limited  purpose  of  adopting 
"a  vote  of  intent  to  assent"  to  the  con- 
veyance upon  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds 
to  finance  the  construction  of  the  garage, 
and  consideration  by  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Commission  of  feasibility  reports,  cost 
estimates,  plans  and  other  data  relative  to 
the  construction  of  the  garage  that  may  be 
made  available  at  that  time.  It  will  probably 
be  impossible  to  proceed  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  garage  if  we  are  to  acquire  title 
to  the  site  by  a  deed  from  the  City  of  Boston 
with  the  assent  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission  because  of  the  above-mentioned 
letter   of    July    23. 

Such  conditional  approval  of  conveyance 
will  make  it  impossible  to  finance  the  garage 
if  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 
merely   adopts   a   vote   of    intent   to   assent. 

Assent  naturally  must  be  absolute  and  un- 
limited and  cannot  be  expressed  merely  as  a 
matter    of    intention. 

A  considerable  amount  of  additional  ex- 
pense will  have  to  be  incurred  by  the  Au- 
thority to  bring  the  project  to  the  point  of 
issuance  of  revenue  bonds  to  finance  it  and 
title  to  the  site  is  an  essential  prerequisite 
of  financing.  The  feasibility  report  men- 
tioned in  the  letter  of  July  25  cannot  be  pre- 
pared in  final  form  until  the  design  of  the 
garage  and  plans  and  specifications  have 
been  fully  completed.  This  Authority  must 
have  title  to  the  site  before  it  can  acquire 
sufficient  funds  through  financing  in  order 
to   take   these    necessary   steps. 

Therefore,  this  Authority  has  concluded 
that  in  order  to  proceed  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  garage  under  Boston  Common  in 
compliance  with  the  mandate  of  the  Great 
and  General  Court  as  set  forth  in  chapter 
606  of  the  Acts  of  1958,  it  cannot  await  the 
assent  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission and  must  therefore  proceed  at  once 
to  take  title  to  the  site  of  the  garage  by 
eminent  domain  and  consequently  the  request 
of  June  29  for  conveyance  of  title  is  hereby 
withdrawn. 

The  Authority  will  continue  to  make  avail- 
able to  your  Honor,  the  City  Council,  and  the 
Parks    and    Recreation    Commission    pertinent 
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data     regarding     progress     and     other     relative 
information.

Under  date  of  June  29,  1959,  we  wrote  to 
you  requesting  a  conveyance  of  that  portion 
of  Boston  Common  set  forth  in  section  2  (e) 
of  chapter   606   of   the  Acts   of   1958. 

The  vote  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  De- 
partment under  date  of  July  23,  1959,  "... 
for  the  limited  purpose  of  adopting  a  vote 
of  intent  to  assent  to  such  conveyance  .  .  ." 
made  financing  of  the  Common  garage  im- 
possible   under    such    conditions. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  before  any 
revenue  can  be  obtained  from  the  sale  of 
Common  garage  bonds  the  title  to  the  land 
in  question  must  be  in  the  Authority.  Con- 
sequently, the  Authority  felt  that  if  the  people 
of  the  Commonwealth  were  to  have  a  garage 
under  Boston  Common  a  taking  by  eminent 
domain  was  imperative,  in  the  public  interest 
and  in  compliance  with  a  mandate  of  the 
Great    and    General    Court. 

In  any  event,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Massachusetts  Parking  Authority  to  cooperate 
fully  with  the  City  of  Boston  and  to  present 
a  copy  of  a  100  per  cent  performance  bond 
from  the  general  contractor  to  the  Massachu- 
setts Parking  Authority,  which  of  course  is 
a    universally    accepted    practice. 

It  is  further  the  intention  of  this  Authority 
to  request  in  the  very  near  future  a  courtesy 
conveyance  of  the  interests  in  Boston  Com- 
mon under  the  provisions  of  section  7  of  chap- 
ter 606  of  the  Acts  of  1958.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    RE 
HOSPITAL   POWER   PLANT. 
The  following  was  received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  August  3,  1959. 
To   the  Honorable  the  City   Council: 

There  is  currently  before  your  Honorable 
Body,  a  triple  proposal  involving  the  question 
of  supplying  steam  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 
The  three  phases  of  this  proposal  are:  (1)  to 
sell  excess  steam  produced  by  the  City's  new 
incinerator  to  the  Edison  Company;  (2)  to 
lease  the  steam  plant  of  the  Boston  City  Hospi- 


tal to  the  Edison  Company,  once  that  plant 
becomes  unnecessary  for  municipal  purposes; 
(3)  to  enter  into  a  stand-by  agreement  with 
the  Edison  Company,  whereby  the  latter  will 
supply  steam  in  the  event  of  failure  of  the 
incinerator  at  any  time  to  supply  continuous 
steam   to   the  Hospital. 

The  Finance  Commission  herewith  submits 
a  background  and  analysis  of  the  situation  and 
the  Commission's  conclusion  on  the  merits  of 
the  proposal. 

Since  there  will  be  an  excess  of  steam- 
generating  capacity  at  the  incinerator  beyond 
the  needs  of  the  City  Hospital,  and  since 
there  would  be  no  further  need  of  the  steam 
plant  at  the  City  Hospital,  except  on  a  stand- 
by basis,  several  questions  immediately  arise: 
how  to  market  the  excess  steam  and  how  to 
use  the  Hospital  steam  plant  which  becomes 
surplus. 

The  Edison  proposal  offers  a  means  of  meet- 
ing the  situation  with  a  plan  to  purchase  the 
excess  steam  and  a  plan  to  lease  the  Hospital 
steam    plant. 

Analysis  of  the  Edison  Company  Proposal. 
Edison  has  proposed  a  20-year  contract  to 
commence  June  1,  1960,  with  terms  providing 
for  (A)  purchasing  the  excess  steam;  (B) 
leasing    the    Hospital    steam    plant. 

A.  Sale  of  Excess  Steam  Under  the  Terms 
of   the   Edison    Proposal. 

Edison  will  pay  the  City  the  sum  of  30  cents 
for  each  thousand  pounds  of  excess  steam; 
this  is  the  steam  over  and  above  that  supplied 
to  the  City  Hospital,  and  to  certain  premises 
on  Albany  street,  and  that  used  on  the  premises 
of  the  incinerator.  This  amount  of  30  cents 
is  to  be  increased  slightly  or  reduced  slightly 
depending 'on  the  average  cost  of  fuel  delivered 
at  Edison's  steam-generating  plants. 

To  arrive  at  this  figure  Edison  found  it 
necessary  to  consider  the  following   factors: 

"1.  The  estimated  amount  of  such  steam 
Edison  would  receive.  The  proposed  agree- 
ment specifies  no  fixed  amount  and  the  actual 
steam   to  be  received  is  indeterminable. 

"2.  The  fixed  charges  on  a  large  investment 
(approximately  Iji  millions  of  dollars)  in  a 
steampipe  from  the  Hospital  Power  Plant 
to  Edison's  steam  system. 

"3.  The  rental  offered  for  the  lease  of  the 
City  Hospital  boiler  plant  and  the  amount  of 
steam  Edison  could  sell  by  virtue  of  acquiring 
this  leased  capacity. 

"4.  The  comparative  cost  of  fuel  in  gener- 
ating a  thousand  pounds  of  steam  in  Edison's 
own    plants. 

"5.  The  transmission  losses  in  the  new 
steampipe. 

"When  the  effect  of  all  of  these  factors  on 
Edison's  total  steam  operation  was  carefully 
analyzed  a  unit  price  which  Edison  could 
afford  to  pay  per  thousand  pounds  for  this 
surplus  steam  resulted.  This  unit  price  de- 
termination established  the  30  cents  per  1,000 
pounds  when  Edison's  fuel  cost  per  ton  was 
$12.50.  Since  the  cost  of  fuel  is  variable,  a 
factor  termed  the  Fuel  Adjustment  is  necessary 
to   compensate   for   such    variation." 

Fuel    Adjustment. 

"The  Fuel  Adjustment  of  1  cent  per  each 
l'6i!  cents  increase  or  decrease  in  the  average 
cost  of  fuel  from  a  base  of  $12.50  is  intended 
to  compensate  for  the  variations  in  the  cost  of 
fuel  in  producing  one  thousand  pounds  of 
steam.  This  adjustment  of  1  cent  per  each 
16i  cents  is  the  same  as  used  in  Edison's 
published  steam  service  rates." 

The  contract  under  discussion  further  pro- 
vides that  if  Edison  requests  more  steam  than 
is  available  from  the  burning  of  refuse,  a>nd 
there  is  unused  boiler  capacity  at  the  inciner- 
ator, after  supplying  municipal  needs,  then 
the  City  will  burn  fuel  oil  to  satisfy  such  re- 
quests. For  such  steam,  generated  by  fuel 
oil,  Edison  will  pay  the  equivalent  of  18» 
gallons  of  oil  for  1,000  pounds.  The  current 
price  is  7  cents  per  gallon.  This  would  mean 
a  purchase  price  of  $1,295  per  1,000  pounds 
of    steam.       Since    10i    gallons    are    required    to 
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produce  1,000  pounds  of  steam,  this  leaves  the 
cost  of  8  gallons  of  oil  as  the  amount  offered  by 
Edison  to  cover  other  costs  to  the  City.  The  price 
paid  by  Edison,  therefore,  will  vary  with  the 
cost  of  fuel  oil  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
steam.  The  sale  of  such  steam  to  Edison  is 
limited  to  48  hours  in  one  week  and  96  hours 
in   any   month. 

B.      Leasing    the    Hospital    Steam    Plant. 

Since  the  provision  of  steam  by  the  inciner- 
ator will  render  unnecessary  the  steam  plant 
at  the  Hospital  for  municipal  use,  Edison 
proposes  to  lease  such  facilities  for  this  same 
20-year  period  at  a  lease  rental  of  $60,000  per 
year. 

The  economic  attractiveness  of  this  offer  lies 
in  its  relationship  to  the  $150,000  appraisal 
value  which  Metcalf  &  Eddy  placed  on  the 
boiler  plant  at  the  Hospital.  On  this  point, 
Metcalf  &  Eddy's  report  (May  29,  1959)   states: 

"Considering  the  assessed  value  as  of  many 
years  ago,  the  present  age  and  condition  of 
the  building  and  equipment,  the  cost  of  re- 
placing the  equipment,  and  the  effect  of  the 
proposed  connection  to  the  incinerator  to  the 
Edison  steam  system,  it  is  our  opinion  that 
the  present  fair  value  of  the  plant  is  $150,000. 

The  need  for  a  stand-by  service,  even  though 
the  incinerator  is  the  primary  source  of  steam 
for  the  Hospital,  is  obvious.  On  this  point, 
the  Metcalf  &  Eddy  report  makes  the  following 
assertions: 

"If  the  Hospital  plant  were  not  to  be  leased 
to  Edison  it  should  be  manned  and  held  in 
reserve   as   the   only   secondary   source. 

"If  the  Hospital  plant  were  to  be  leased  to 
Edison  and  if  Edison  were  required  by  contract 
to  furnish  steam  to  the  Hospital  on  demand 
(the  contract  does  so  require),  Edison  could 
do  so  from  either  the  Hospital  plant  or  the 
connection    with    its    steam    system. 

"We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Edison  sys- 
tem, even  at  118  pounds  with  Edison  under 
contract  to  provide  steam  on  demand,  and  with 
the  Hospital  plant  available  under  lease  to 
Edison  is  a  better  secondary  source  of  steam 
than  the  Hospital  plant  manned  but  unused 
except  in  emergency  with  no  connection  to 
the  Edison   system." 

C.  Option  for  Purchase  of  Emergency  Steam 
from  Edison. 

Another  contract,  or  option,  has  been  pre- 
pared, subject  to  the  execution  of  the  lease  of 
the  Hospital  power  plant,  requiring  Edison 
to  furnish  steam  to  the  Hospital  in  the  event 
of  a  failure  in  the  incinerator  plant  or  steam 
line  to  the  Hospital.  Edison  must  stand  ready 
to  devote  the  Hospital  steam  plant,  or  its  other 
steam  resources,  to  the  extent  that  the  Boston 
City    Hospital    requires    in    any    contingency. 

The  City,  under  such  circumstances,  would 
pay  for  such  steam  delivered  to  the  Hospital 
"upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  such  regular 
Boston  Edison  steam  service  rate  schedule  then 
in   effect  as   said   City   may   select." 

The  examination  of  this  contract  disclosed 
the  fact  that  in  the  case  of  purchase  of  excess 
steam  from  the  City,  the  terms  of  sale  were 
spelled  out  more  or  less  exactly;  whereas,  if 
the  occasion  ever  arose  for  the  purchase  of 
steam  from  Edison  to  meet  an  emergency,  due 
to  the  breakdown  of  the  incinerator,  the  City 
would  pay  according  to  the  then  current  rate 
schedule  of  Edison.  Edison  officials  explained 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  offer  a  more 
specific  figure  because  of  the  indeterminate 
character  of  new  possible  demands.  Moreover, 
they  felt  that  the  City  was  receiving  favorable 
treatment  in  this  matter  in  two  ways:  (1) 
the  City  was  given  a  choice  of  two  rates;  (2) 
Edison  guaranteed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
Hospital  at  any  time  regardless  of  the  reserves 
on   which   it   must  draw. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  no  probability 
that  the  City  will  ever  have  to  call  upon  Edison 
to  supply  steam,  under  this  option,  over  any 
extended  period,  according  to  the  Division 
Engineer  who  has  been  close  to  the  develop- 
ment   of    the    incinerator    since    its    inception. 


He  states  that  any  one  of  the  three  boilers 
at  the  incinerator  is  capable  of  meeting  the 
average  demand  of  the  Hospital.  Moreover, 
there  is  no  likelihood  that  there  would  ever  be 
more  than  one  boiler  out  of  operation  at  any 
one    time. 

The  only  other  place  in  the  system  where 
interference  with  the  continuous  supply  of 
steam  from  the  incinerator  to  the  Hospital 
could  take  place  is  the  steam  main  which  runs 
from  the  incinerator  to  the  Hospital.  A  rupture 
in  this  steam  main,  however,  it  is  estimated 
could  be  repaired  in  24  or  48  hours.  This 
engineering  viewpoint  is  also  shared  by  Mr. 
Harrison    P.    Eddy   of   Metcalf   &    Eddy. 

Accordingly,  it  is  realistic  to  assume  that  at 
no  time  would  there  be  an  interruption  in  the 
steam  supply  from  the  incinerator  for  more 
than  48  hours,  with  the  consequent  necessity 
of  purchasing  steam  from  Edison  under  the 
terms   of   the  option   in   this   contract. 

The  cost  of  purchasing  steam  from  Edison 
to  meet  all  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  for  24 
hours,  if  the  necessity  should  arise,  is  estimated 
to  be  approximately  $5,000  calculated  at  the 
present  Edison  general  steam  rate;  this  repre- 
sents a  peak  (winter)  demand;  or  approxi- 
mately $10,000  for  48  hours  of  such  steam 
supply.  If  the  Edison  were  called  upon  to 
supply  steam  for  30  days,  the  estimated  cost 
would  be  approximately  $90,000,  under  the 
general  rate  schedule  for  winter  demand,  and 
$30,000    in    the  summer. 

As  previously  stated,  however,  it  is  not 
realistic  to  assume  such  a  long  period  of  break- 
down at  the  incinerator.  The  monthly  cost 
is   cited   here   for   informational   purposes   only. 

Summary   and   Conclusion. 

An  evaluation  of  the  Edison  proposal  must 
start  with  the  recognition  of  two  premises  or 
conditions:  (1)  there  will  be  a  volume  of 
excess  steam  generated  by  the  incinerator 
which  would  be  discharged  into  the  atmosphere 
in  the  absence  of  a  specific  use;  (2)  the  present 
steam  plant  at  the  Hospital  will  be  rendered 
unnecessary,  except  for  a  stand-by  operation, 
once  steam   is   generated   by   the   incinerator. 

The  situation  created  by  these  two  conditions 
appears  to  be  met  satisfactorily  by  the  Edison 
proposal. 

Under  this  proposal  the  following  estimated 
revenues  and  savings  are  expected  to  be  real- 
ized  annually   for   a   period   of   20   years: 

Sale  of  excess  steam $60,000 

Lease  of  Hospital  Steam   Plant $60,000 

Elimination  of  the  need  for  main- 
taining a  stand-by  operation  of 
the  Hospital  Steam  Plant  by 
City    $135,000 

In  addition  there  will  be  an  indeterminate 
amount  paid  by  Edison  for  taxes  on  the  steam 
plant  (as  per  agreement),  and  taxes  on  5,500 
feet  of  16-inch  underground  pipe  and  other 
equipment. 

Another  important  consideration  is  the  fact 
that  the  City  Hospital  will  have  several  sources 
of  steam,  providing  a  high  dependability:  the 
incinerator,  the  Hospital  steam  plant,  the 
Edison   steam  system. 

In  view  of  all  the  factors  discussed  in  this 
report  the  Finance  Commission  feels  that  the 
Edison    proposal    is    advantageous    to    the   City.

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
respectfully  requested  to  again  review,  for  the 
purpose  of  averting  a  $100  tax  rate  in  the 
year  1959,  chapter  668  of  the  Acts  and  Re- 
solves of  1958,  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Au- 
thority and  Sumner  Tunnel  legislation  (598 
of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1958)  and  chap- 
ter 275   of   the  Acts   and   Resolves  of   1948.

TON REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 
AND  APPROPRIATION  RE  WHITNEY 
STREET    REDEVELOPMENT   AREA.

January  12  last  I  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration the  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment plan  adopted  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  for  the  so-called  Whitney 
Redevelopment  area  in  Roxbury  bounded  gen- 
erally by  Tremont  street,  St.  Alphonsus  street, 
Huntington  avenue,  and  Worthington  street. 

Last  week  the  General  Court  referred  to  the 
next  annual  session  the  recommendation  of 
the  Finance  Commission  (House  No.  2798)  for 
legislation  limiting  the  powers  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  the  case  of  proj- 
ects, such  as  this  -one,  receiving  no  financial 
assistance  from  the  federal  government.  This 
has  enabled  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office  to 
complete  drafting  the  order  transmitted  here- 
with authorizing  the  execution  of  the  Coopera- 
tion Agreement  antecedent  to  actual  com- 
mencement of  the  project. 

Also  transmitted  herewith  is  an  order  for 
borrowing  the  $1,500,000  necessary  to  fulfill 
the  city's  obligations  under  the  Cooperation 
Agreement. 

I  recommend  the  early  adoption  of  both 
orders  so  that  this  much-needed  project  may 
get    started.

called  the  "Authority,"  a  public  body  politic 
and  corporate,  duly  organized  and  existing 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Authority 
law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as 
set  forth  in  sections  2GI  to  26CCC,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  having  its  usual  place  of  business 
in  Boston,  Suffolk  County,  Massachusetts,  and 
the  City  of  Boston,  herein  called  the  "City," 
a  municipal  corporation  duly  organized  and 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts, 

Witnesseth  That 

Whereas,  The  Authority  acting  under  said 
Housing  Authority  law  has  found  and  deter- 
mined the  area  in  the  Roxbury  district  of 
Boston  bounded  generally  by  Tremont  street, 
St.  Alphonsus  street,  Huntington  avenue, 
and  Worthington  street  to  be  a  decadent  and 
substandard  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  acting  under  said 
Housing  Authority  law  has  adopted  a  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  for  such 
area,  a  copy  of  which  plan  is  annexed  hereto 
and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  desires  to  proceed 
under    said    Housing    Authority    law    with    the 


project  set  forth  in  such  plan  but  needs 
financial  assistance  to  do  so;  and 

Whereas,  the  City  is  authorized  by  said 
Housing  Authority  law  to  appropriate  in  aid 
of  the  Authority  such  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  defraying  all  of  the  development,  ac- 
quisition, and  operating  costs  of  a  redevelop- 
ment project  within  the  City;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  has  appropriated  a  cer- 
tain sum  in  aid  of  the  Authority  for  the 
purposes  of  said  project;  now  therefore,  it  is 
hereby  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto  as  follows: 

1.  Immediately  upon  approval  by  the  State 
Housing  Board  of  said  project  in  accordance 
with  the  aforesaid  Housing  Authority  law  and 
receipt  of  funds  pursuant  to  this  agreement, 
the  Authority  will  undertake  said  project  in 
accordance  with  said  land  assembly  and  re- 
development plan  and  commence  and  carry 
out  said  project  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

2.  All  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Authority  allocable  to  said  project  shall  be  set 
up  on  the  books  of  the  Authority  as  a  separate 
account,  which,  together  with  all  records  of 
the  Authority  pertaining  thereto,  the  Authority 
shall  permit  the  City  Auditor  of  the  City  to 
examine  and  audit  as  often  as  he  deems 
necessary   or  expedient. 

3.  After  approval  of  said  project  as  afore- 
said, the  City  will  upon  demand  pay  the  Au- 
thority the  sum  of  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  is  the  present  estimate 
of  the  cash  needed  from  the  City  to  defray  the 
development,  acquisition,  and  operating  costs 
of  said  project.  If  before  the  completion  of 
said  project,  further  cash  is  needed  for  such 
purpose,  the  City  shall  upon  demand  pay  to 
the  Authority  such  further  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  for   such   purpose. 

4.  Upon  completion  of  the  acquisition  and 
development  of  said  project  by  the  Authority, 
a  certified  public  accountant  selected  by  the 
City  Auditor  of  the  City  but  engaged  by  the 
Authority  shall  determine  the  aggregate  ac- 
quisition and  development  costs  of  said  project 
and  if  all  receipts  of  the  Authority  from  all 
sources  with  respect  to  said  project  up  to  the 
time  of  its  completion  shall  total  an  amount 
in  excess  of  said  costs  as  so  determined,  such 
excess  shall  be  paid,  without  interest,  by  the 
Authority  to  the  City. 

5.  Not  later  than  the  first  day  of  March 
of  each  year  the  Authority  will  pay  to  the  City 
all  receipts  from  all  sources  with  respect  to 
said  projeot  during  the  preceding  calendar 
year  after  deducting  therefrom  all  operating 
costs  incurred  by  the  Authority  with  respect 
to  such   projeot   in   such   year. 

6.  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  -will 
recommend  to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the 
vacating  of  such  streets,  alleys,  and  other  pub- 
lic rights-of-way  within  the  project  area  as 
may  be  necessai-y  in  the  carrying  out  of  said 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  and 
the  laying  out  as  public  streets  or  ways  of  all 
streets  and  ways,  with  their  adjacent  side- 
walks, within  the  project  area;  and  the  Au- 
thority agrees  not  to  sue  the  City  for  any 
damages  for  any  such  vacating  or  laying  out. 

7.  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will 
recommend  to  the  proper  boards  or  officers 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  waive, 
change  or  modify,  to  the  extent  necessary  or 
desirable  to  permit  carrying  out  said  project, 
the  statutes,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
regulating  land  uses  in  Boston  and  prescribing 
health,  sanitation,  and  safety  standards  for 
buildings  in  Boston. 

8..  The  City  shall  cooperate  with  the  Au- 
thority by  such  other  lawful  actions  and  in 
such  other  lawful  ways  as  may  be  necessary 
in  connection  with  the  undertaking  and  carry- 
ing out  of  said  project  in  all  its  phases,  in- 
cluding the  relocation  of  families  to  be 
displaced  from  the  project  area. 

9.  No  agreement  heretofore  entered  into 
between  the  City  and  the  Authority  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  the  project  covered  by 
this   agreement.

lessee  or  lessees,  of  said  land  must  be  ob- 
tained if  such  basic  or  fundamental  modi- 
fication materially  affects  the  parcel  or  par- 
cels conveyed  or  leased."

2.  It  is  highly  important  that  the  meter 
shop  be  immediately  apprised  of  all  nonregis- 
tering  meters  reported  by  meter  readers.  Fi- 
nance  Commission,   p.    6. 

3.  Call  to  attention  so  much  of  report  of 
the  Finance  Commission  in  so  far  as  bills 
unpaid  and  added  to  taxes — page  13  and  sub- 
sequent recommendations   on   pages   12   and   14. 

4.  That  all  water  maters  be  sealed  to  pre- 
vent cheating  by  users — recommended  by  J. 
Kelly,   Water   Meter   Inspector. 

5.  That  Building  Department  insist  on  large 
property  owners  placing  water  meters  so  that 
they  may  be  in  an  accessible  location  so  that 
they  may  be  readily  read  by  inspectors — 
Daniel   Sullivan — in   testimony. 

6.  All  C.  P.  or  Jumpers  be  immediately 
replaced  by  accurate  working  meter.  Testimony 
of    Mr.    Barton. 

Also  replacement  of  defective  meters  with 
those   in   good   condition. 

7.  Tighten  all  control  of  the  use  of  water 
by   all  city   departments. 

8.  No  reason  why  water  costs  should  not 
be  part  of  the  budget  of  every  department,  in- 
cluding   School    Department — so    recommended. 

9.  Faster  action  in  Water  Department  in 
repairing  leaks,  checking  out  reports  of  per- 
sons stealing   water  from  city. 

10.  The  head  of  the  Water  Department 
should  compile  accurate  figures,  after  installa- 
tion of  meters,  in  all  municipal  buildings, 
parks  and  playgrounds,  so  that  the  city  and 
people  can  know  exactly  how  much  water  is 
going  towards  municipal  uses,  how  much  for 
leakage,  and  how  much  is  being  sold  to  private 
users. 

11.  Police  Department  should  closely  check 
persons  using  hydrants  in  crack  down  on 
stealing  water. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  WHITE  requested  that  a  copy  of  the 
foregoing  report  be  sent  to  the  Mayor,  the 
Finance  Commission,  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner, and  Mr.  Sullivan  of  the  Water 
Division.

The  city  charter  provides  that  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  annual  budget  appropriation 
order,  departments  may  incur  liabilities  which, 
in  the  case  of  personal  services,  may  not  ex- 
ceed in  any  one  month  the  average  monthly 
expenditure  of  the  last  three  months  of  the 
preceding  fiscal  year,  and  in  the  case  of  other 
liabilities,  may  not  exceed  in  any  one  month 
the  sums  spent  for  similar  purposes  in  any 
one    month    of    the    preceding    fiscal    year. 

In  order  to  effect  the  control  over  depart- 
ment expenditures  required  by  the  charter, 
budget  item  expenditures  for  the  month  of 
December  are  generally  used  as  the  con- 
trolling figures,  with  the  exception  that  the 
average  expenditure  of  the  last  three  months 
of  the  preceding  fiscal  year  is  used  as  the 
control    figure    for    personal    services. 

The  Real  Property  Department,  Buildings 
Division,  as  empowered  by  the  city  charter, 
could,  therefore,  incur  liabilities  under  budget 
Item  26,  "Repairs  and  Maintenance  of  Build- 
ings and  Structures,"  in  the  amount  of 
$34,258.56  each  month,  or  a  total  of  $102,775.68. 
Actual  liabilities  incurred  totaled  $56,611.93 
and  the  sum  of  $34,000  was  appropriated, 
leaving   a   deficit   in    the   amount  of   $22,611.93. 

The  Real  Property  Department,  Property 
Division,  was  empowered  to  incur  liabilities 
in  the  amount  of  $2,671.80  each  month  under 
budget  Item  26,  "Repairs  and  Maintenance 
of  Buildings  and  Structures,"  or  a  total  of 
$8,015.40  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  budget. 
Actual  liabilities  incurred  totaled  $6,856.13  and 
no  appropriation  having  been  made  for  this 
budget   item,   there   is   a   deficit   in   the   amount 


of  $6,856.13.  Under  budget  Item  29,  "Mis- 
cellaneous Contractual  Services,"  the  division 
was  empowered  to  incur  liabilities  in  the 
amount  of  $55,405.08.  Actual  liabilities  in- 
curred totaled  $18,359.93  and  the  amount  of 
$2,000  was  appropriated  leaving  a  deficit  in 
the   amount   of    $16,359.93. 

Therefore,  I  respectfully  recommend  that 
an  order  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
calling  for  the  transfer  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  of  amounts  to  provide  for  these  legally 
incurred  liabilities  for  which  no  appropriation 
has    been    made.

The  Buildings  Division  of  the  Real  Property 
Department  has  the  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  and  repairs  of  thirty-five  (35) 
public  buildings  located  in  various  sections  of 
the    city. 

These  buildings  are  occupied  in  part  by 
the  Library  Department  (branch  libraries), 
the  Park  Department  (shower  bath  facilities 
and  gymnasium  activities),  the  Welfare  De- 
partment, and  the  Health  Department,  which 
conducts  Dental,  Baby,  and  TB  clinics.  Seven 
of  these  buildings  are  district  courthouses. 
It  is  imperative  that  these  services  be  con- 
tinued and  that  the  structures  be  kept  in  a 
safe    and    sanitary    condition. 

The  money  allowed  in  the  1959  budget  falls 
far  short  of  even  our  minimum  requirements. 
Our  budget  allowance  has  already  been  ex- 
ceeded because  of  liabilities  incurred  for  emer- 
gency work  that  had  to  be  done.  This  con- 
sisted of  inspection  and  repairs  to  the  heating 
system,  emergency  plumbing  repairs,  leaking 
roofs,  flooding  of  basement  at  the  Faneuil 
Hall  and  Quincy  Markets  (due  to  heavy  rains 
and  flood  tides),  and  electrical  work.  Also 
the  dangerous  condition  of  floor  covering  and 
dangerous  defects  on  the  exterior  and  interior 
of  buildings.  The  damage  done,  due  to  van- 
dalism, runs  into  a  considerable  expenditure 
of    money    each    year    in    our    buildings. 

In  view  of  the  above  circumstances,  I  re- 
spectfully request  that  the  amount  of  $35,000 
be  transferred  from  some  available  source 
to  provide  funds  to  pay  for  liabilities  in- 
curred as  outlined  above  and  to  provide  funds 
for  a  minimum  maintenance  program  in  mu- 
nicipal   buildings.

The  Property  Division  of  the  Real  Property 
Department  has  under  its  care,  custody,  con- 
trol and  management  foreclosed  real  estate 
valued  at  over  $6  million,  and  over  15  million 
square    feet   of    land. 

For  the  most  part  it  is  vacant  land  but 
it  also  includes  119  buildings.  Income  de- 
rived from  these  buildings  amounts  to  over 
$20,000    per    month. 

This  department  also  has  the  responsibility 
for  the  maintenance  of  nine  suburban  off- 
street    parking    areas — monthly    income    $2,500. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  several  hundred  com- 
plaints from  various  city  departments  and 
citizens  concerning  city-owned  property.  In 
many  of  these  cases,  the  condition  of  the 
property  are  a  health  menace  to  the  neighbor- 
hood and  emergency  action  should  be  taken 
to  clean  these  areas.  Several  of  the  buildings 
need  plumbing,  electrical  and  roof  repairs. 
The  tenants  living  in  them  at  the  present 
time  have  registered  numerous  complaints 
about  these  conditions.  Inspections  have  been 
made    and    these    buildings    are   not    in    a    con- 
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dition  that  would  cause  them  to  be  razed 
and  the  income  from  them  would  substantiate 
any  small  expenditure  for  the  necessary  minor 
repairs.  Other  buildings  are  fire  hazards 
and    should    be    secured    against    trespass. 

For  the  proper  operation  of  this  depart- 
ment, we  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  request 
$64,000.  Presently  we  have  a  deficit  of 
$25,617.60    in    Items    26    and   29: 

Item    26,    $7,604.27. 

Item    29,    $18,013.33. 

Total,   $25,617.60. 

We  were  authorized  under  the  city  charter 
to  expend  in  Item  26,  $8,016,  and  Item  29, 
$55,405,    based    on    1958    expenditures. 

I  strongly  feel  that  these  complaints  should 
be  taken  care  of  as  soon  as  possible  to  save 
the  city  from  suit  in  many  cases  because  of 
personal  injuries  that  could  occur  to  people 
and   several   suits   are  now  pending. 

It   also   should   be  noted   that   no   funds   have 
been    provided    for   advertising   public    auctions 
and    the    sales    will    not    be    held    costing    the 
city    over    $300,000    income    for    1959.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN 
REDEVELOPMENT,  REHABILITATION 
AND    RENEWAL. 

On  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order  au- 
thorizing a  cooperation  agreement  between  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  City 
of  Boston  and  an  order  for  loan  of  $1,500,000 
for  the  acquisition,  development,  and  operating 
costs  of  the  Whitney  Street  Redevelopment 
Area  (referred  August  17,  1959),  Councillor 
Foley,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban  Redevelop- 
ment, Rehabilitation  and  Renewal,  submitted 
the   following: 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation  and  Renewal,  held  a  hearing  on 
the  matter  of  the  proposed  cooperation  agree- 
ment and  proposed  authorization  for  loan  of 
$1,500,000,  both  concerning  the  Whitney  Street 
Redevelopment    proposal. 

Your    committee    recommends: 

1.  The  approval  of  the  authorization  for 
loan    of    $1,500,000;    and 

2.  Approval  of  the  order  authorizing  the 
Mayor  to  execute  and  deliver  a  cooperation 
agreement,  in  the  form  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  amended  by  the  addition  thereto  be- 
tween Parts  4  and  5  of  the  agreement  of  a 
new  part  to  be  identified  as  Part  4A  and 
to   read    as    follows: 

4A.  The  Authority  will  not  sell,  grant,  or 
lease  any  land  out  of  said  project  (except 
that  provisions  of  this  section  with  respect  to 
the  sale  or  lease  of  project  land  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  any  agreement  for  sale  or  lease 
which  is  in  existence  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  the  approval  by  the  City  Council  of 
this  cooperation  agreement)  unless  the  terms 
of  such  sale,  grant,  or  lease  shall  have  been 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
after  being  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  city.  The  provisions  of 
this  paragraph  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
severable  and  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
the  other  provisions  of  this  agreement. 

Your  committee  notes  that  this  is  the  first 
proposed  redevelopment  effort  to  be  financed 
solely    by    city    funds    and    without    federal    as- 
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sistance.  With  federal  aid  comes  federal  sur- 
veillance. Wiithout  federal  aid  there  is  of 
course     no     federal     surveillance. 

Should  the  city  thereupon  substitute  itself 
and  reserve  an  extensive  right  of  review  of 
Authority    action? 

Your  committee,  in  this  the  first  redevelop- 
ment effort  to  be  financed  solely  by  city  funds 
feels  the  city  should  as  a  result  of  its  long 
experience  with  endless  departmental  com- 
plications involved  in  processing  federally-aided 
redevelopment  efforts,  give  maximum  freedom 
from  surveillance  to  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  so  that  it  might  accomplish 
this    redevelopment    expeditiously. 

In  so  doing  we  most  firmly  recommend  that 
this  cooperative  plan,  offering  as  it  does  con- 
siderable freedom  of  action  to  the  Bo3ton  Re- 
development Authority,  be  in  no  way  inter- 
preted as  a  binding  precedent  for  further  co- 
operation agreements  for  redevelopment  proj- 
ects solely  supported  by  city  funds. 
For  the  Committee, 
William   J.   Foley,   Jr.,   Chairman. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted, 
yeas    7,    nays    1: 

Yeas — Councillors  Foley,  Hines,  Kerrigan, 
McDonough,   McLaughlin,    Piemonte,   White — 7. 

Nays — Councillor    Coffey — 1. 

Councillor  Coffey  moved  that  the  report  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and    Finance.      The    motion    was    lost. 

The  question  came  on  amending  the  order 
authorizing  the  foregoing  cooperation  agree- 
ment by  inserting  after  section  4  the  follow- 
ing new  section: 

"4A.  The  Authority  will  not  sell,  grant,  or 
lease  any  land  out  of  said  project  (except  that 
provisions  of  this  section  with  respect  to  the 
sale  or  lease  of  project  land  shall  not  be  ap- 
plicable to  any  agreement  for  sale  or  lease 
which  is  in  existence  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  the  approval  by  the  City  Council  of 
this  cooperation  agreement)  unless  the  terms 
of  such  sale,  grant,  or  lease  shall  have  been 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
after  being  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  city.  The  provisions  of 
this  paragraph  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
severable  and  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
the    other    provisions    of    this    agreement." 

The    amendment    was    adopted. 

The  order  authorizing  the  cooperation  agree- 
ment,  as   amended,   was   passed. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  for  loan  of  $1,500,000,  and  the  loan 
order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas   8,    nays    1 : 

Yeas — Councillors  Foley,  Hines,  Iannella, 
Kerrigan,  McDonough,  McLaughlin,  Piemonte, 
White— 8. 

Nays — C  off  ey — 1 . 

The  loan  order  was  assigned  for  fourteen 
days    for    final   action. 


INTERIM     REPORT    OF     COMMITTEE     ON 
HOSPITALS. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Hos- 
pitals,   submitted    the    following: 

Interim  report  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
lease  of  part  of  the  City  Hospital  Power  Plant 
and  proposed  sale  of  surplus  steam  from  the 
incinerator   to   the   Boston    Edison    Company. 

Mr.  President,  your  Committee  on  Hospitals 
held  a  hearing  on  July  23,  1959,  and  August 
14,  1959,  upon  this  proposal.  Present  on 
behalf  of  the  Edison  Company  at  both  hear- 
ings was  Mr.  Joseph  Regan,  vice  president 
of  Boston  Edison  Company,  and  Mr.  Henry 
Martin,  consultant  to  the  Boston  Edison  Com- 
pany upon  this  matter  and  a  former  officer 
of  the  Boston  Edison  Company.  Also  present 
at  both  hearings  was  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner, Mr.  Robert  Shea.  Present  at  the 
second  hearing  was  Mr.  John  Flaherty  of  the 
Sanitary  Division,  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment,   and    an    officer    in     charge    theerof. 

Your  committee  determined  that  the  pro- 
posal to  sell  excess  steam  or  to  sell  steam 
generated    by     the    incineration    of    refuse    at 


the  new  incinerator  facility  in  the  South  End 
came  about  when  it  was  realized  that  the 
burning  of  refuse  would  probably  generate  a 
sufficient  volume  of  steam  on  most  days  of 
the  year  to  heat  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
and  that  over  and  above  that  amount  there 
would  be  steam  generated  which  would  either 
be  sold  or  wasted.  The  generation  of  steam 
at  the  incinerator  to  heat  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  plant  would  make  it  unnecessary  to 
generate  steam  for  that  purpose  at  the  City 
Hospital  Power  Plant.  Further,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  Department  re- 
tained the  engineering  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy 
to  determine  whether  it  would  be  wiser  for 
the  hospital  to  rehabilitate  its  electricity 
generating  plant  so  as  to  provide  modern 
alternating  current  for  the  hospital  or  to 
purchase  the  same  current  from  the  Boston 
Edison  Company.  The  Trustees  of  the  Hos- 
pital assigned  the  problem  to  the  firm  of 
Metcalf  &  Eddy  who  provided  the  Trustees 
with  an  opinion  to  the  effect  that  the  hos- 
pital ought  to  purchase  electricity  from  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  rather  than  to  at- 
tempt to  generate  it  itself,  and  the  firm  of 
Metcalf  &  Eddy  further  recommended  that 
the  power  plant  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
be  leased  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  at 
the  proposed  rental  of  figure  contained  in 
the  order  which  is  now  subject  to  our  ap- 
proval. 

A  close  analysis  of  the  report  that  Met- 
calf &  Eddy  made  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  on  this  subject  indicates 
that  some  engineering  questions  which  your 
committee  confesses  it  copes  with  only  with 
great  difficulty  were  either  not  answered  or 
answered  obliquely  or  answered  in  an  un- 
satisfactory way.  It  is  the  impression  of 
your  committee  that  the  fault  here  lies  with 
a  somewhat  unsatisfactory  framing  of  the 
questions  which  Metcalf  &  Eddy  were  re- 
tained to  answer.  Mr.  Harrison  Eddy  of  the 
firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  appeared  at  the  hear- 
ing on  July  23,  1959,  and  made  an  impres- 
sive presentation  on  this  source  to  the  com- 
mittee. Mr.  Eddy  appears  to  be  a  man  of 
considerable  competence  and  we  believe  on  the 
question  of  the  rental  of  the  City  Hospital 
Power  Plant  it  would  be  quite  easy  to  arrive 
at  a  firm  recognition  by  your  Honorable 
Body  as  to  what  action  it  should  take  on  this 
question.  We  feel  that  some  additional  dis- 
cussion of  this  phase  of  the  problem  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Hospital  Department  could 
resolve    the  question    quite   readily. 

No.  2.  As  to  the  proposal  to  sell  the  ex- 
cessive steam  generated  at  the  incinerator 
from  the  burning  of  refuse  to  the  Boston 
Edison  Company,  your  committee  is  unable 
to  make  any  recommendation  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  for  the  simple  reason  that  your 
committee  has  been  unable  to  determine  a 
single  person  representing  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton who  is  able  to  say  that  "The  price  is 
right."  The  argument  is  made  repeatedly  to 
your  committee  to  the  effect  that  the  excess 
of  steam  generated  through  incineration  over 
and  above  what  is  needed  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  ought  not  to  be  wasted.  Your  com- 
mittee agrees  that  such  excess  of  steam 
ought  not  to  be  wasted,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  your  committee  feels  it  ought  not  to 
be  given  away  either.  The  per  unit  price 
which  the  Boston  Edison  Company  has  of- 
fered the  City  of  Boston  is  30  cents,  the 
steam  would  be  resold  by  the  Boston  Edison 
Company  to  purchasers  at  an  average  price 
of  $1.75  a  unit.  Your  committee  is  positive 
that  the  very  able  Mr.  Henry  Martin,  con- 
sultant for  Boston  Edison,  the  equally  able 
Mr.  Charles  Avila,  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Boston  Edison  Company,  and 
the  third  negotiator  for  Edison,  again  a  man 
of  very  considerable  ability,  Gen.  Joseph 
Regan,  have  made  the  very  best  bargain  they 
can  for  Boston  Edison  Company  with  the 
City  of  Bos-ton  on  the  basis  of  close-price 
engineering,  and  financial  analysis,  done  not 
only  by  the  above-named  persons,  but  also 
by  very  competent  staff  employed  by  the 
Boston    Edison    Company. 
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On  the  other  hand,  at  the  end  of  two  hear- 
ings your  committee  is  unable  to  find  a 
single  person  who  is  willing  to  take  the  re- 
sponsibility for  saying  on  the  basis  of  in- 
formed analysis  from  the  city's  side  in  these 
negotiations  that  the  figure  of  30  cents  per 
unit   is   a  fair   one   for   the   City    of   Boston. 

Your  committee  chairman  informed  the 
secretary  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
that  it  would  in  this  case  await  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission of  what  its  thoughts  were  on  this 
subject  matter  before  making  a  recommenda- 
tion to  this  Honorable  Body.  Your  commit- 
tee indicated  that  it  would  not  subject  itself 
to  "second  guessing"  on  the  part  of  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission.  The  Finance 
Commission  have  since  prepared  a  report  on 
this  subject  matter  which  totally,  completely, 
and  absolutely  avoids  the  single  important 
question  in  this  matter,  namely,  the  price 
whioh  the  Boston  Edison  Company  will  pay 
to  the  City  of  Boston  for  steam.  Your  com- 
mittee has  looked  to  this  report  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  for  guidance  and  has 
found     none    whatsoever    there. 

In  the  course  of  the  two  hearings  it  has 
developed  that  the  price  which  the  Edison 
Company  will  pay  to  the  City  of  Boston  is 
based  largely  on  the  factor  of  uncertain  sup- 
ply of  steam.  It  is  felt  that  the  supply  of 
steam  over  and  above  the  hospital  needs  may 
be  so  small  as  to  not  justify  the  expendi- 
ture for  pipe  line  which  the  Edison  Company 
must  incur  to  take  steam  from  the  inciner- 
ator and  run  it  into  its  supply  system.  Your 
committee  noted  in  the  course  of  the  hear- 
ings that  an  incinerator  in  the  City  of  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  two  thirds  the  size  of  the 
Boston  incinerator  generates  three  times  as 
much  steam  in  the  'Course  of  a  year  from  the 
waste  heat  of  incineration  as  the  city  esti- 
mates   our    incinerator    will    generate. 

It  would  appear  to  your  committee  that 
a  renegotiation  clause  for  one  year's  or  two 
years'  or  three  years'  operation  of  the  in- 
cinerator ought  to  be  included  in  this  trans- 
action   as    a    minimum    period. 

It  further  appeared  on  the  basis  of  testi- 
mony at  the  hearings  that  the  element  of 
uncertainty  of  steam  generation  at  the  new 
incinerator  plant  might  be  removed  altogether 
in  the  following  way:  It  appears  that  the 
plant  at  the  incinerator  will  generate  steam 
with  80  per  cent  efficiency  of  a  plant  designed 
originally  to  generate  steam  only.  The  Edison 
Company  pays  a  considerably  higher  level  of 
wages  to  its  employees  than  does  the  City 
of  Boston.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that 
since  the  City  of  Boston  personnel  will  be 
operating  the  incinerator  that  an  acceptable 
loss  in  efficiency,  an  acceptable  loss  gener- 
atingwise  of  efficiency  in  the  generation  of 
steam  at  the  incinerator  by  simply  burning 
oil  in  the  plant  and  generating  steam  there- 
with might  remove  the  element  of  uncertainty 
which  appears  to  be  discounted  wholly  against 
the    interests   of    the    City   of    Boston. 

In  this  matter  your  Committee  on  Hospi- 
tals extends  its  approbation  to  the  Hospital 
Trustees  for  being  sufficiently  concerned  with 
the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  retain 
an  able  consultant  on  a  matter  involving  so 
much    money. 

Your  committee  wishes  it  were  in  a  position 
to  extend  similar  approbation  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  but  it  appears  that 
no  such  consultant  has  been  there  retained 
to  examine  a  matter  of  considerably  more 
potential  importance  than  the  hospital  power 
plant.  Your  committee,  of  course,  oasts  no 
reflection  on  the  present  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner who  when  the  present  proposal  was 
being  generated  did  not  hold  his  present 
position. 

Conclusion:  Your  committee  therefore  states 
again  that  (1)  the  steam  generated  by  the 
heat  of  incineration  over  and  above  what  is 
needed  for  hospital  purposes  ought  not  to 
be  wasted;  (2)  probably  this  steam  ought  to 
be  sold  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company;  (3) 
your  committee  can  find  not  a  single  soul 
who    can    say    that    acting    for    and    in    behalf 


of  the  City  of  Boston  a  close  examination 
of  the  proposal  has  been  made  by  him  and 
"the  price  is  right";  (4)  your  committee 
suggests  that  in  a  matter  of  this  magnitude 
an  engineering  consultant  of  competence  at 
least  equal  to  those  employed  by  the  Boston 
Edison  Company  in  this  matter  ought  to  be 
retained  by  the  City  of  Boston.

HOME   RULE   FOR  DISTRICT   OF 
COLUMBIA. 

President  EDWARD  F.  MCLAUGHLIN,  Jr., 
for   all   the   Councillors,    offered    the   following: 

W'hereas,  There  is  presently  pending  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  a  bill,  H.R.  No.  4633,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  "to  allow  the  residents  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  govern  themselves 
in  local  municipal  matters  in  a  manner  which 
will  not  adversely  affect  any  federal  interest 
in   such  district";   and 

Whereas,  There  is  presently  filed  in  said 
House  of  Representatives  a  discharge  petition 
in  an  effort  to  give  the  full  House  an  oppor- 
tunity to  vote  on  this  matter;  and 

Whereas,  For  the  last  ten  (10)  years  the 
Committee  of  the  House  dealing  with  district 
matter's  has  heretofore  refused  to  report  out 
any  home  rule  bill  and,  in  fact,  has  held  no 
hearings  on  such  measures,  even  though  home 
rule  for  the  District  of  Columbia  has  over- 
whelming support  by  Members  of  the  House; 
and 

Whereas,  Self-government  is  a  fundamental 
right  of  every  organized  community  in  this 
nation;   and 

Whereas,  The  continuation  of  the  present 
undemocratic  situation  in  our  nation's  capital, 
where  the  residents  are  voteless  and  suffer 
taxation  without  representation,  is  a  reproach 
to  our  whole   political   system;   therefore  be   it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  memorializes  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  take  favorable  action  on  the  question 
of  home  rule  for  the  District  of  Columbia;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  each  of  the  fourteen  (14) 
Representatives  in  Congress  from  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  be  urged  to  sign 
the  discharge  petition  and  that  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  be  forwarded  to  each  such  Repre- 
sentative, to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  and  to 
the  Honorable  Robert  E.  McLaughlin,  Presi- 
dent, Board  of  Commissioners,  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON 
LICENSES. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,   submitted   the   following: 

Our  hearing  on  the  licenses  graphically 
points  up  the  need  for  an  immediate,  thorough 
reveiew  of  all  licenses,  many  of  which  date 
back  to  horse  and  buggy  days  and  some  of 
which  may  be  obsolete  or  overlapping.  What 
may  have  been  in  the  public  interest  during 
those  days  when  the  licenses  were  granted 
may  well  be  a  nuisance  today  because  of 
changing  traffic  pattern  conditions,  the  MTA, 
private  transportation,   and   other   factors. 

Under  present  practices,  a  petitioner^  for  a 
license  merely  is  required  to  state  in  his 
petition  what  he  wants  at  that  moment  with- 
out detailing  to  any  degree  what  he  may 
already  have  by  way  of  licenses.  The  commit- 
tee feels  that  in  the  best  interest  of  the  travel- 
ing public  and  in  the  interest  of  improved 
administration  of  the  licensing  system,  that 
in  the  future  any  application  by  a  license 
holder  include  all  licenses  then  outstanding, 
plus  the  proposed  extension  or  amendment. 
That  is  the  course  that  this  committee  will 
take  in  reporting  out  approved  licenses  in  the 
future. 

We  are  reporting  favorably  today  only  on 
the  petition  of  the  Plymouth  &  Brockton  Rail- 
way. It  is  the  intent  of  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  to  review  all  of  the  licenses  issued 
by  the  Council  and  in  connection  therewith 
will  give  further  consideration  and  study  to 
the  petitions  of  the  Almeida  Bus  Line  and 
Hudson  Bus  Line. 

Under  our  city  ordinances,  it  is  a  condition 
precedent  that  petitioners  must,  at  their  own 
expense,  advertise,  giving  seven  days'  notice. 
The  petitioners  in  all  three  cases  set  Wednes- 
day, August  26,  1959,  as  the  hearing  date. 
That  was  the  earliest  date  therefore,  that  your 
Committee  on  Licenses  was  empowered  to  con- 
duct hearings. 

We  did  conduct  hearings,  lasting  all  day, 
and  the  following  day  sat  in  executive  session 
to  reach  a  decision. 

By  our  action  we  trust  we  have  indicated 
the  willingness  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to 
take  decisive  action  on  any  and  every  phase 
of  our  public  transportation  problem  and  in 
which   we  have  statutory  authority  to  act. 

More  important,  we  have  awakened  govern- 
ment officials  and  public  officeholders  of  every 
community  in  the  Commonwealth  that  they 
must   be   more  than    cognizant  of   and   sympa- 


thetic to   Boston's   transportation   problem   and 
MTA   deficits. 

They  must  do  more  than  be  cognizant  and 
sympathetic  to  correct  the  present  inequities 
for  there  are  times  such  as  the  present  in- 
stance when  they  must  seek  support  in  solving 
their  own  mass  transportation  problems  from 
Boston's  elected  officials. 

For   the    Committee, 
Gabriel  F.   Piemonte,   Chairman.

The  question  came  on  the  granting  of  the 
license  of  the  Plymouth  &  Brockton  Street 
Railway  Company  (referred  July  27)  and 
the  license  was  granted  under  the  usual  terms 
and   conditions,    yeas    7,    nays   2: 

Yeas — Councillors  Coffey,  Foley,  Kerrigan, 
McDonough,   McLaughlin,   Piemonte,   White — 7. 

Nays — Councillors    Hines    and    Iannella — 2. 

Coun.  HINES,  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Licenses,  submitted  a  minority  report  as 
follows: 

These  three  petitioners  have  sought  licenses 
in  order  to  continue  into  Downtown  Boston, 
and  parallel  to  lines  operated  by  the  MTA, 
certain  routes  which  they  were  authorized 
to  use  on  60-day  temporary  certificates  issued 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  a  stopgap  measure  when 
the  Old  Colony  Line  of  the  New  Haven  Rail- 
road   ceased    operation    on    July    1,    1959. 

If  any  were  granted  they  would  tend  to 
become    permanent. 

Each  of  these  bus  lines  now  has  access  to 
some  terminal  of  the  MTA  and  we  welcome, 
or  should  welcome,  the  continued  connections 
of  these  bus   lines   with   the   MTA. 

It  is  the  position  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
MTA  and  the  Carmen's  Union,  as  testified 
before  us,  that  each  line  should  be  granted 
the  right  to  utilize  at  least  one  terminal 
center  in  Boston,  but  no  more  than  one 
terminal  particularly  in  the  downtown  area. 
Thus  the  MTA  and  the  Union  seek,  by  their 
position,  to:  (1),  temporarily  at  least  drive 
these  lines  back  to  their  permanent,  licensed 
routes  and  be  it  carefully  noted  that  each 
of  these  lines  has  a  terminal  in  Downtown 
Boston  or  connecting  point  farther  out  of 
Downtown  Boston  with  the  MTA;  (2),  stop 
competition  across  lines  in  the  downtown 
area  well  serviced  by  the  MTA;  (3),  improve 
traffic  conditions  to  what  could  be  an  en- 
largement of  the  traffic  problem  relative  to 
surface  lines  and  auto  and  other  vehicular 
traffic. 

Denial  of  these  petitions  will  not  prejudice 
the  rights  of  these  petitioners  to  come  again 
before  us  with  solutions  or  changes  in  ter- 
minal points  which  will  comport  with  the 
thinking  and  approval  of  the  MTA.  So  fat- 
as  I  am  concerned,  I  will  not  strenuously 
object  if  they  revamp  their  plans  and  arrive 
at  a  compromise  acceptable  to  the  MTA  al- 
though, for  reasons  which  will  follow,  this 
statement  is  not  intended  to  be  a  commit- 
ment by  me  to  vote  for  such  compromise.  I 
wish  to  make  it  clear  that  no  hostility  is 
intended  toward  these  petitioners  in  and  of 
themselves. 

The  real  problem  here  is  not  these  petitions, 
but  a  situation  which  grows  daily  more  dif- 
ficult for  the  City  of  Boston  and  for  all  com- 
muters,  whether  resident  or  nonresident. 

The  fiscal  plight  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
particularly  with  relation  to  the  MTA  deficit, 
its  enormity  and  its  unfair  distribution,  are 
well  known.  Last  year  this  amounted  to 
some  $11,000,000,  or  roughly  $7  of  our  bur- 
densome tax  rate:  this  was  an  increase  of 
$4,000,000  over  the  deficit  of  1958:  the  deficit 
of  1958  was  $2,000,000  over  that  of  1957.  Some 
have  predicted  that  the  MTA  deficit  may 
.-each  to  $20,000,000  next  year.  It  is  very 
clear   that  drastic  action   is  necessary. 

For  fiscal  reasons  it  is  apparent  that  drastic 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  and 
other  public  bodies  to  equalize  the  deficit 
burden  before  it  completely  overtakes  the 
capacity  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  handle,  if 
that  point  has  not  already  been  reached,  anil 
to  force  the  surrounding  communities  to  take 
action    lo   help   both    themselves   and   Boston. 
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The  formation  of  a  South  Shore  Transit 
Authority,  regulating  all  mass  transport  traf- 
fic, in  that  area,  and  channeling  all  buses  into 
the  outer  terminals  of  the  MTA,  and  provid- 
ing rapid  transit  or  trolley  service  outward 
from  the  periphery  of  the  MTA — would  seem 
essential.  Such  service  could  comfortably  ac- 
commodate most  communities  to  the  south  of 
the  core  city  and  decrease  the  need  for  auto- 
mobile and  bus  traffic  into  Downtown  Boston, 
The  great  two  advantages  for  Boston  would 
then  be:  (1),  reduction  of  the  MTA  deficit 
by  increased  patronage  of  South  Shore  pas- 
sengers, and  (2),  reduction  of  the  flow  of 
auto  and  bus  traffic  into  the  downtown  area. 

The  great  advantages  to  the  South  Shore 
communities  would  be  commensurate  and  even 
greater  than  the  advantages  to  Boston:  (1), 
the  mass  transport  and  comfortable  service 
needed  by  the  majority  of  commuters,  and 
(2),  reduction  of  unnecessary  traffic  on  the 
Southeast  Expressway  and  other  southern  ar- 
teries so  that  those  forced  at  all  times  to 
commute  by  automobile  or  bus  could  move 
more    readily. 

A  great  injustice  is  being  done  by  some 
South  Shore  leaders,  political  and  business, 
and  to  their  own  people — as  well  as  the  City 
of  Boston — by  not  finding  the  path  so  well 
marked  for  their  own  benefit. 

Much  has  been  said  before  us  about  the 
Southeast  Expressway.  I  predict  great  dif- 
ficulties with  this  great  new  facility  next  fall 
as  the  situation  is  now  going.  Enormously 
increased  traffic  will  meet  with  ice  and  snow. 
Already  at  some  times  it  is  clogged.  This 
great  boon  for  traffic  could  become  a  great 
monster.  And  be  it  further  noted  that  this 
$60,000,000  facility  actually  was  further  sub- 
sidized by  the  citizens  of  Boston  since  it 
caused  the  removal  of  $100,000,000  of  taxable 
property  from  the  City  of  Boston  tax  base. 

All  this  should  be  compared  with  the 
$10,000,000  expended  to  bring  rapid  transit 
over   the   new   Highland   Branch    of   the   MTA 


to  Newton — much   better  transportation  at  far 
lees  cost. 

Again  as  to  the  petitions  before  us,  denial 
should  not  cause  any  real  hardship.  Each  can 
still  operate  into  Downtown  Boston  or  to 
MTA  terminals — but  we  should  be  denying 
them  certain  temporary  privileges  they  now 
enjoy  to  parallel  and  thus  interfere  with  MTA 
lines  and  to  cross  some  areas  in  the  city,  thus 
forcing  their  passengers  to  utilize  MTA  serv- 
ice  more   in   the   downtown   area. 

In  the  long  run  this  position  will  benefit  all 
— the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Boston,  the 
MTA  and  the  out-of-town  commuters  them- 
selves, particulary  if  their  political  and  com- 
mercial leaders  correctly  read  into  this  view- 
point a  determination  by  the  City  of  Boston 
that  these  outlying  communities  must  acquire 
metropolitan  responsibility  as  to  the  financing 
and  traffic  control  of  a  commuter  problem 
which  will  grow  greater,  rather  than  less,  in 
the  years   ahead. 

If  this  problem  is  met  with  determination, 
cooperation,  harmony  and  good  will  by  the 
City  of  Boston  and  its  adjoining  communities, 
our  prosperity  can  only  increase  to  our  mutual 
benefit.  If  not  thus  confronted,  we  and  they 
would  be  guilty  of  creating  a  needless  crisis  for 
the  two  and  one  half  millions  of  people  of  our 
Greater   Boston    Community.

HIS   EMINENCE    RICHARD    CARDINAL 
CUSHING.

The  old  Catholic  Chapel  at  Long  Island  was 
far  from  adequate  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs 
of  the  Catholic  population  of  Long  Island 
Hospital.  Because  of  constitutional  obstacles,  it 
is  impossible  to  expend  city  moneys  to  con- 
struct or  reconstruct  a  denominational  place 
of    worship. 

Realizing  this  situation,  His  Eminence, 
Richard  Cardinal  Cushing,  offered  to  build  a 
new  Catholic  Chapel  at  Long  Island,  at  no 
cost  to  the  City  of  Boston.  This  generous 
offer  was  accepted.  The  chapel  was  built  and 
dedicated  on  August  1,  1959.  It  will  hence- 
forth be  known  as  the  Chapel  of  Our  Lady  of 
Hope. 

The  new  chapel  built  at  a  cost  of  some 
$200,000  is  a  stucture  both  beautiful  without 
and  within.  It  will  be  a  temple  of  repose, 
comfort,  solace,  and  hope  for  the  worshippers 
of  today,  and  for  generations  to  come.  It  is 
a  proud,  new  asset  of  our  city,  erected  for  the 
greater   glory    of    God. 

In  order  that  the  gift  of  the  new  chapel  at 
Long  Island  may  be  officially  recorded,  and  in 
order  that  the  City  of  Boston  may  express  its 
gratefulness  to  His  Eminence,  Richard  Car- 
dinal Cushing,  the  attached  resolution  has 
been  prepared.

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  my 
opinion  as  to  the  action  which  should  be  taken 
upon     the     written     request    purportedly    filed 
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under  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  79,  s.  5, 
by  certain  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston  asking 
that  the  consent  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  the 
taking  or  use  of  Boston  Common  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Parking  Authority  "for  a  public 
way,  or  for  altering  or  widening  the  same"  be 
expressed  by  a  vote  of  the  inhabitants  by 
ballot  on  a  day  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
the    Mayor   and    City    Council. 

So  far  as  here  material,  General  Laws  (Ter. 
Ed.)    e.   79,  s.   5,   provides  that: 

"...  No  portion  of  a  common  or 
park  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  public,  or 
appropriated  to  such  use  without  interrup- 
tion for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  shall  be 
taken  or  used  for  a  public  way,  canal,  rail- 
road or  railway,  or  for  altering  or  widening 
the  same,  except  with  the  consent  of  the 
city  or  town  in  which  such  common  or  park 
is  situated  after  public  notice,  given  in  the 
manner  provided  in  cases  of  the  laying  out 
and  alteration  of  highways,  stating  the  ex- 
tent and  limits  of  the  portion  thereof  pro- 
posed to  be  taken.  Such  consent  shall  be 
expressed  by  a  vote  of  the  inhabitants,  if 
ten  or  more  voters  file  a  request  in  writing 
to  that  effect  with  the  selectmen  or  alder- 
men within  thirty  days  after  the  publication 
of  the  notice;  in  the  absence  of  such  re- 
quest, consent  shall  be  presumed.  In  a  city 
such  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  on  a  day 
appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  aldermen, 
which  may  be  the  day  of  any  election.  Notice 
that  such  vote  is  to  be  taken  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  question  to  be  voted  upon  shall 
be  given  by  the  aldermen  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  giving  notice  of  city 
elections,  fourteen  days  at  least  before  the 
day  appointed  therefor,  and  all  provisions 
of  law  relative  to  elections  consistent  here- 
with shall  be  applicable  to  such  vote,  and  a 
certificate  of  the  result  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  city  clerk." 

To  take  any  action  on  the  instant  request 
other  than  to  place  it  on  file  would  involve 
acceptance  of  the  proposition  that  by  General 
Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  79,  s.  5,  the  Legislature 
has  subjected  the  Massachusetts  Parking  Au- 
thority's power  of  eminent  domain  to  the 
consent  of  the  city,  to  be  expressed,  in  certain 
circumstances,  by  vote  of  the  inhabitants.  In 
my  opinion,  this  proposition  cannot  be  main- 
tained in  view  of  Burnes  v.  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  325  Mass.  731,  when  it 
is  taken  into  account  that  St.  1958,  c.  606, 
s.  3,  created  and  placed  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate to  be  known  as  the  "Massachusetts 
Parking  Authority"  and  constituted  it  "a 
public   instrumentality." 

Moreover,  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  79, 
s.  5,  is  derived  from  R.  L.  c.  48A,  s.  5,  as 
appearing  in  St.  1918,  c.  257,  s.  187,  which 
was  based  upon  pages  14-15  of  Appendix  A 
of  Volume  I,  the  preliminary  report  of  the 
commissioners  who  prepared  the  General  Laws. 
There  is  nothing  in  that  report  to  indicate 
any  purpose,  intention  or  suggestion  that  the 
substance  of  the  law,  as  contained  in  St.  1917, 
c.  344,  Pt.  6,  ss.  7  and  8  (re-enacting  R.  L. 
c.  53,  ss.  17  and  18)  was  to  be  changed.  In 
such  circumstances,  any  verbal  changes  in  the 
statute  are  said  not  to  alter  its  meaning  but 
to  be  construed  as  a  continuation  of  the  pre- 
existing law.  Commissioners  of  Public  Works 
v.  Cities  Service  Oil  Company,  308  Mass.  349, 
359-360.  When  the  provision  quoted  above 
from  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  79,  s.  5,  is 
read  against  R.  L.  c.  53,  s.  17,  it  becomes 
perfectly  clear  that  that  provision  does  not 
apply  to  all  takings  of  a  portion  of  a  common 
or  park  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  public,  or 
appropriated  to  such  use  without  interruption 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  but  only  to 
takings  of  a  portion  of  such  a  common  or 
park  for  the  purposes  of  "a  public  way,  canal, 
railroad  or  railway,  or  for  altering  or  widen- 
ing the  same."  Takings  under  Chapter  79 
of  the  General  Laws  must  in  view  of  sections 
1  and  3  thereof  be  by  a  forma]  order  of  taking 
containing  inter  alia  a  description  of  the  land 
or  interest  in  land  seized  sufficiently  accurate 
for  identification.  Malinoski  v.  D.  S.  McGrath, 
Inc.,  283  Mass.  1,  8-9.  Since  there  is  no  de- 
scription   in    the    instant    orders    of    taking    of 


any  land  or  interest  therein  taken  for  ap- 
proaches, it  is  my  opinion  that  there  has  been 
no  taking  for  approaches  and  a  fortiori  no 
taking  for  a  public  way,  canal,  railroad  or 
railway,  or  for  altering  or  widening  the  same. 
In  short,  in  my  opinion,  there  has  been  no 
taking  or  use  of  Boston  Common  by  the 
Massachusetts  Parking  Authority  "for  a  pub- 
lic way,  or  for  altering  or  widening  the  same" 
as   alleged   in    the  voters'   request. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  it  is  note- 
worthy that  the  Massachusetts  Parking  Au- 
thority did  not  give  any  such  public  notice  as 
prescribed  by  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  79, 
s.  5,  or  by  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  82, 
s.  3,  as  incorporated  by  reference  in  said  s.  5. 
Since  the  written  request  permitted  by  Gen- 
eral Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  79,  s.  5,  is  to  be 
filed  "within  thirty  days  after  the  publication 
of  the  notice,"  the  instant  request  is  pre- 
mature and  so  warrants  no  action.  Compare 
Burnes  v.  Metropolitan  District  Commission, 
325   Mass.   731,   733. 

For  these  several  reasons,  therefore,  it  is 
my  opinion  that  no  action  should  be  taken 
upon  the  instant  request  other  than  to  place 
it  on  file.

On  June  29,  1959,  I  recommended  to  you 
an  amendment  of  the  Compensation  and 
Classification  Plans  for  the  Officers  and  Em- 
ployees of  Suffolk  County  insofar  as  those 
plans  relate  to  the  position  of  Chief  Power 
Plant  Engineer.  The  intent  was  to  delete

INTERIM    REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE 
ON  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,    submitted    the   following: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
re  the  proposal  to  sell  the  Northern  Mortuary 
structure  on  North  Grove  street  in  Boston, 
and  certain  discontinued  streets  adjacent  there- 
to, to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  in 
accord  with  chapter  310  of  the  Acts  of  1954. 

Your  Committee  on  Public  Lands  has  been 
considering  this  proposal  for  some  time  and 
has  held  a  meeting  in  September.  Your  com- 
mittee concludes  that  the  Northern  Mortuary 
and  the  discontinued  streets  ought  to  be  sold 
to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  but 
your  committee  feels  that  the  proposal  ought 
to  be  related  generally  to  redevelopment  plans 
for  the  West  End  area,  which  presently  it  is 
not. 

It  appears  that  the  Northern  Mortuary 
Building  stands  on  the  westerly  side  of  North 
Grove  street,  which  street  provides  access 
from  Cambridge  street  to  the  George  Robert 
White  Building  in  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  Complex.  It  appears  that  the  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Hospital  has  acquired  title 
to  all  the  buildings  on  the  westerly  side  of 
North  Grove  street,  between  Cambridge  street 
and  Fruit  street  (that  is,  all  the  buildings 
standing  between  North  Grove  street  to  the 
rear  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail),  except  the 
Northern  Mortuary  structure.  The  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital  acquired  title  to  prac- 
tically all  the  structures  bounded  by  North 
Grove  street,  Parkman  street.  North  Anderson 
street,  and  Cambridge  street,  with  some  tri- 
fling exceptions.  The  present  proposal  is  to 
convey  to  the  Massachusetts  General  HosDital 
for  $30,000  the  Northern  Mortuary  Building 
and  site,  and  Fruit  street,  and  North  Grove 
street,    and    a    described    portion    of    Parkman 
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street.  The  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
would  thereupon  raze  the  Northern  Mortuary 
structure  and  eventually  construct  thereupon 
a  clinic.  The  actual  ground  space  which  the 
hospital  would  acquire  by  acquiring  Northern 
Mortuary  would  be  about  4,986  square  feet. 
By  acquiring  the  discontinued  streets,  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  would  acquire 
an  additional  approximate  40,000  square 
feet.  Therefore,  the  bulk  of  the  ground  space 
to  be  acquired  would  be  found  in  the  discon- 
tinued streets  rather  than  in  the  Northern 
Mortuary   site. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  to  construct  a  clinic  there- 
upon and  to  develop  the  approach  to  its  main 
building,  the  George  Robert  White  Building. 
Your  committee  concludes  that  this  develop- 
ment would  be  most  desirable  and  ought  to 
be  achieved  as  soon  as  possible,  not  only  for 
the  hospital  but  also  as  a  further  improvement 
of  the  general  West  End  area  in  connection 
with   the  West  End  Redevelopment  proposal. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  the  city  and 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  would  be  better 
served  if  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
would  engage  itself  to,  as  soon  as  possible, 
raze  the  structures  in  this  area  so  as  to 
achieve  immediate  improvement  rather  than 
otherwise.  Your  committee  explored  the  in- 
tentions of  the  hospital  with  respect  to  sched- 
uling of  these  improvements  and  was  told  that 
the  hospital  had  very  desirable  intentions  for 
redeveloping  this  land  area  but  that  presently 
the  hospital  did  not  have  the  funds  so  to  do, 
and  that  the  redevelopment  must  await  the 
acquisition  of  necessary  funds.  Your  commit- 
tee concludes  that  the  needs  of  the  city  would 
be  better  served  and  particularly  the  needs  of 
the  redevelopment  program  were  the  hospital 
to  obligate  itself  to  clear  out  this  area  as  soon 
as  possible,  even  if  it  were  necessary  for  the 
city  to  accept  a  somewhat  reduced  considera- 
tion for  the  Northern  Mortuary  and  the  dis- 
continued streets.  At  the  very  least,  the  pro- 
gram ought  to  be  explored,  and  we  suggest 
most  emphatically  that  immediately  the  Law 
Department,  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital, and  perhaps  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  confer  on  this  matter  for  the  pur- 
pose of  clearing  out  this  pocket  in  the  West 
End  area  so  as  to  coordinate  with  the  very 
ambitious  plans  which  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority  has   generally   for  the  West   End. 

Your  committee  had  some  informal  discus- 
sion with  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  on  this 
matter.  He  expressed  some  concern  as  to  the 
security  of  the  rear  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail 
property  without  some  provision  being  made 
for  access  thereto.  Your  committee  concludes 
at  least  it  should  have  been  consulted  and  sug- 
gests that  the  Law  Department  immediately 
so    do. 

Your  committee  observes  that  in  this  area 
which  is  a  substantial  one,  there  remain  very 
few  residences.  Your  committee  is  informed 
that  it  may  be  possible  under  the  federal  law 
to  charge  whatever  relocation  costs  might  be 
incurred  for  those  persons  against  the  general 
cost  of  the  West  End  project.  Your  committee 
again  suggests  at  least  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  ought  to  be  consulted  in  this 
point. 

Your  committee  records  the  following  with- 
out  comment: 

In  the  discussion  with  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  authorities  and  their  counsel, 
Mr.  Oliver  Waite,  the  general  question  of 
nontaxable  properties  was  raised.  The  of- 
ficials from  the  hospital  assured  the  Council 
that  they  were  concerned  with  this  problem 
and  realized  they  had  a  responsibility  to  be 
concerned  with  the  problem  although  not  di- 
rectly in  connection  with  the  Northern  Mortu- 
ary conveyance.  They  offered  that  their  ac- 
quisition of  the  Hotel  Lincolnshire  occurred 
only  after  it  became  apparent  that  the  prop- 
erty could  not  be  conveyed  to  a  grantee  who 
would  use  it  for  a  taxable  purpose.  They 
further  stated  that  if  they  could  acquire  more 
properties  in  this  area,  particularly  the  Suf- 
folk County  Jail  area,  that  they  would  be 
willing  to  see  to  it  that  thereupon  was  con- 
structed taxable  property  in  the  form  of  a 
medical  center.  Again  your  committee  refers 
this   matter  to   those  responsible  therefor,   par- 


ticularly the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and   the  Planning   Board   and   Department. 

The  feeling  of  the  committee  as  outlined  in 
this  report  was  generally  expressed  with  those 
representing  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital, and  they  expressed  a  willingness  to 
recast  the  conveyance  and  the  consideration 
therefor  in  such  a  way  as  to  obligate  the 
hospital  to  raze  the  most  unattractive  struc- 
tures presently  standing  before  their  main 
building  as  expeditiously  as  possible  and  not 
to  wait  until  sufficient  funds  were  gathered 
to  begin  substantial  construction  upon  the  site. 

Your  committee  suggests  or  says  in  effect 
that  the  Law  Department,  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Hospital  immediately  recast  the  agreement 
and  the  consideration  for  the  conveyance  in 
such  a  way  as  to  coordinate  with  the  West 
End  Redevelopment,  and  your  committee, 
therefore,  suggests  that  the  City  Clerk  see  to  it 
as  soon  as  they  are  available  that  copies  of  this 
report  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  those  who 
must  now  take  some  action  in  line  with  it. 

The    interim    report   was    accepted.

On  April  29,  1959,  the  Massachusetts  Turn- 
pike Authority  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston 
the  sum  of  ten  million  nineteen  thousand 
three  hundred  eighty  dollars  ($10,019,380),  of 
which  sum  seven  million  nine  hundred  nine- 
teen thousand  three  hundred  eighty  dollars 
($7,919,380)  could,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  pur- 
poses for  which  debt  could  be  issued  outside 
the  debt  limit  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
or    more. 

Some  of  these  purposes  for  which  these 
funds  could  be  appropriated,  for  which  debt 
has    already    been    authorized,    are    the    munici- 
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pal  auditorium,  off-street  parking  facilities 
and  the  new  City  Hall.  It  will  be  necessary 
before  the  end  of  the  year  to  provide  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000)  for 
off-street  parking  facilities  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($50,000)  for  the  new  City  Hall. 
I  therefore  recommend  that  orders  be  pre- 
sented for  the  consideration  and  adoption 
by  the  City  Council  appropriating  the  sum 
of  one  million  dollars  for  off-street  parking 
facilities  and  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  new  City  Hall  from  the  above- 
mentioned  proceeds  of  the  Sumner  Traffic 
Tunnel  transfer.

W-hereas,  The  City  Council  has  learned 
that  efforts  have  been  made  to  persuade  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  request 
the  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
agency  to  permit  execution  of  the  revised 
and  altered  redevelopment  plan  for  the  West 
End  without  reference  to  the  City  Council 
for    approval    of    the    revised    plan;    and 

Whereas,  Continued  mutual  good  faith  and 
confidence  between  the  City  Council  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  are  indis- 
pensable to  the  end  of  an  effective  urban 
renewal    program    in    Boston;    be    it    therefore

ORDINANCE    ESTABLISHING    OFFICE    OF 
POST    AUDIT    ACCOUNTANT. 

City    of    Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fifty-nine. 
An    Ordinance    Establishing    a    Certain    Office 
in    the    City    Messenger    Department    and 
Establishing    the    Salary    Therefor. 
Be   it   ordained   by   the   City   Council   of   Bos- 
ton,  as   follows: 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section 
5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1947,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  clause  (13)  as  appearing  in 
section    2    of   chapter    4    of    the    Ordinances    of 
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1959,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing   clause: — 

(13)  The  city  messenger,  eight  thousand 
and  twenty-five  dollars;  the  assistant  city 
messenger  fifty-eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars;  the  librarian-archivist,  fifty-three 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars;  the  docu- 
ment clerk,  fifty-three  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars;  the  chaplain,  nine  hundred  and 
forty  dollars;  one  stenographer-clerk  in  the 
city  messenger  department,  five  thousand  and 
twenty-five  dollars;  and  one  post  audit  ac- 
countant   at    ninety-five    hundred    dollars. 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  11  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  4  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1959,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  sen- 
tence;— 

The  city  messenger  department  shall  con- 
sist of  a  city  messenger,  an  assistant  city 
messenger,  a  librarian-archivist,  document 
clerk,  a  Chaplain,  a  post  audit  accountant, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  provided 
for  and  added  thereto  by  the  city  council 
from    time    to    time.

the    South    Bay    area,    and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  recognizes  that 
the  Boston  Edison  Company,  while  not  the 
only  possible  purchaser  of  steam  from  the 
incinerator,  is  the  logical  purchaser  of  this 
by-product   of    incineration,    and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  found  it 
extremely  difficult  to  obtain  clear-cut  informa- 
tion necessary  to  judge  the  wisdom  of  the 
specific  arrangement  which  the  Administra- 
tion has  worked  out  with  the  Edison  Com- 
pany and  has  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
for   approval,    be   it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby 
signifies  its  intention  to  approve  a  clear-cut 
forthright  contract  to  lease  to  the  Boston 
Edison  Company  the  City  Hospital  power 
plant  and  to  sell  the  Edison  Company  steam 
generated  at  the  South  Bay  Incinerator  fa- 
cility upon  the  preparation  of  such  a  con- 
tract by  the  Administration  based  upon  sound 
engineering  analysis  by  a  competent  person 
or   firm.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Com- 
mission held  on  March  28,  195!8,  at  which 
all  members  were  present,  it  was  voted  unan- 
imously to  increase  the  parking  meter  fees 
from  the  present  rate  of  5  cents  per  hour 
to  10  cents  per  hour  in  Downtown  Boston 
and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  chairman 
to  request  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  from 
the  revenue  received  from  parking  meters 
for  the  acquisition  of  2,500  new  10  cents  per 
hour   parking    meters. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  this  matter 
was  presented  to  the  Boston  City  Council 
and    rejected. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Com- 
mission held  October  9,  1959,  it  was  again 
voted  that  the  chairman  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  request  an  appropriation  in  the 
sum  of  $100,000  from  parking  meter  fees 
for  the  acquisition  of  2,500  new  10  cents  per 
hour   parking    meters. 

In  "A  Report  on  Boston  Traffic,"  by  the 
Urbaii  Transportation  Committee,  Greater 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  following 
was  one  of  the  recommendations  submitted 
by    them: 

Meter    Parking    Rates. 

"All  but  two  (2)  cities  have  metered  park- 
ing downtown.  Most  of  the  cities  reporting 
have  a  graduated  system  of  meter  rates,  that 
is,  hourly  rates  vary  within  the  downtown 
area,  depending  upon  the  demand  for  parking 
at    various    locations. 

"The  rate  of  5  cents  an  hour  was  the 
lowest  reported  with  most  cities  charging 
higher  rates  at  certain  downtown  locations. 
The   range   of    rates    reported   was    as    follows: 

5  cents  per  hour 

10  cents  per  hour 

15  cents  per  hour 

20  cents  per  hour 

30  cents  per  hour 

"Boston  uses  a  flat  rate  of  5  cents  per  hour 
at  all  locations.  The  Chamber  has  consist- 
ently urged  that  the  rate  be  increased  and 
that  a  graduated  scale  of  rates  be  used  at 
different  locations  for  more  effective  curb 
parking   control." 

The  Boston  Traffic  Commission  concurs  in 
the  recommendations  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce that  the  meter  fees  be  increased  but 
are  of  the  opinion  that  10  cents  per  hour  is 
sufficient.

In  order  to  improve  parking  conditions  and 
provide  additional  parking  spaces  on  streets 
in  the  downtown  area  of  the  City,  the  Boston 
Traffic  Commission  voted  to  rescind  the  rule 
prohibiting  parking  on  Sundays  and  evenings 
on    the    majority   of    the   streets    in    this    area. 

To  effect  this  change  this  department  had 
to  make  temporary  changes  on  the  signs  by 
placing  decals  on  them.  In  addition,  a  great 
many  of  these  signs  are  in  poor  condition. 
and  we  also  have  two  and  three  signs  with 
various  messages  that  we  believe  could  be 
contained  on  one  sign.

building  or  part  thereof"  until  said  building 
has  been  repaired  so  as  to  be  habitable.

Laws,  a  city  in  the  Commonwealth  may  legally 
provide  a  tax  arrangement  to  a  redeveloper  which 
appears  to  be  more  favorable  to  the  redeveloper 
than  would  his  real  estate  tax  under  conventional 
taxation;  and 

Whereas,  The  application  of  the  Chapter  121A 
arrangement  in  the  case  of  the  Whitney  Street 
Development  has  been  refined  in  that  a  minimum 
return  to  the  city  via  one  or  another  channel  has 
been  provided,  said  minimum  probably  somewhat 
higher  than  the  complex  of  Charges  which  would 
be  obtained  from  a  simple  application  of  the 
Chapter  121A  formula;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  informed  and 
skillful  use  of  the  Whitney  Street  "Minimum 
Charge"  formula  under  Chapter  121A  would 
permit  legally  a  more  flexible  system  of  applying 
charges  for  municipal  services  against  residential 
properties  than  is  available  under  conventional 
real  estate  taxation;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council  suggests  that  Chapter 
121A  offers  great  promise  in  Boston  of  providing 
decent  housing  for  persons  of  moderate  income;  and 

Whereas,  It  seems  that  charges  against  resi- 
dential properties  may  be  classified  as  follows: 
1,  fair  charges  for  services  rendered  by  the 
municipality  to  the  occupants;  and  2,  a  fair  share 
of  the  liquidation  of  this  debt  incurred  by  the  city 
for  the  total  redevelopment  effort  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council  apprehends  the  enormous 
complexity  of  determining  precisely  the  quanti- 
tive  expressions  of  these  two  basic  charges  but 
perceives  the  immediate  necessity  of  obtaining 
from  informed  sources  within  the  city  administra- 
tive mechanism  of  useful  approximations  sufficient 
to  guide  policy  decisions  of  the  City  Council  and 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in  the  ar- 
rangements to  be  made  with  respect  to  parcel 
No.  2  and  parcel  No.  3  at  Whitney  street  and 
subsequent  Chapter  121 A  developments;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  urges  immediate 
discussion  among  the  following  officials  to  begin 
the  analysis  necessary  for  solution  of  this  basic 
policy  decision: 

1.  Assessor  of  Taxes  and  Research  Assistants; 

2.  Planning  Administrator; 

3.  City  Auditor; 

I.     Chairman,  Planning  Board; 

5.  Director  and  Board  Members,  Boston  Re- 
development Authority; 

6.  Chairman,  Board  of  Review;  and  be  it 
further 


Resolved,  That  the  Council  invites  the  attention 
of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Industry  generally  and 
the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  to  this  new  ap- 
proach to  the  financing  of  residential  redevelop- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston.

Whereas,  The  Authority  by  terms  of  a 
novation  agreement,  dated  December  29,  1957, 
between  the  Authority  and  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  became  invested  with  full  powers, 
rights  and  obligations  relative  to  the  West 
End  Redevelopment  Project  (otherwise  identi- 
fied as  Project  No.  UR  Mass.  2-3,  Boston, 
Massachusetts);    and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  acquired  ami 
is  clearing  land  in  the  West  End  Project  area; 
.•mil 


Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  certain 
revisions  in  the  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment   plan;    and 

Whereas,  The  Redeveloper  and  the  Authority 
perceive  mutual  advantages  out  of  a  disposi- 
tion of  some  or  all  land  in  the  project  area 
by    lease   rather    than    by    sale;    now    therefore, 

In  order  to  bring  certain  provisions  of  the 
aforesaid  agreement  of  May  27,  1957,  in  con- 
formance with  the  revisions  in  the  land  as- 
sembly and  redevelopment  plan  and  in  order 
to  provide  for  the  terms  on  which  land  shall 
be  leased  rather  than  sold,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  mutual  promises  hereinafter  made,  the 
parties  hereto  agree  to  amend  the  a-oresaid 
agreement  of  May  27,  1957,  by  substituting 
for    the   text   thereof,    the   following: 

Article    I. 
Definitions. 

Section  101:  "Authority"  means  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  a  public  body  politic 
and  corporate  created  pursuant  to  Massachu- 
setts G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  Chapter  121,  Sec. 
26QQ  and  such  successors  and  assigns  to  its 
urban  redevelopment  functions  as  may  be 
created  by  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Section  102:  "Redeveloper"  means  the 
private  corporation  undertaking  execution  of 
the  construction  phase  of  the  Authority's  land 
assembly    and    redevelopment    plan. 

Section  103:  "Land  Assembly  and  re- 
development plan"  means  a  detailed  plan  (in- 
corporated by  reference  into  this  contract  and 
attached  hereto  as  Appendix  "A"  and  made 
a  part  of  this  agreement)  indicating  among 
other  things  the  boundaries  of  the  West  End 
Area;  the  relationship  of  the  project  to  the 
community  development  as  a  whole;  the  pro- 
posed land  uses  and  building  requirements  in 
the  area;  and  the  method  for  the  relocation 
of  persons  now  living  in  the  project  area; 
said  plan  is  dated  March,  1957;  May,  1957; 
October,    1958;   June,   1959. 

Section  104:  "West  End  Area"  or  "project 
area"  means  the  substandard  and  decadent 
area  in  which  redevelopment  is  planned.  The 
precise  boundaries  of  the  project  area  are 
delineated  on  a  map  contained  in  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  entitled 
Project   area    Plan. 

Section  105:  "Project"  means  the  entire 
redevelopment  plan  and  project  as  defined  in 
Chapter  121  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws. 

Section  106:  "Leased  Property"  refers  to 
the  parcels  shown  as  Delivery  Parcels  1A,  IB, 
1C,  ID,  1D1,  IE,  IF,  and  1G,  on  map  contained 
in  the  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan 
entitled  "Land  Disposition  Plan,"  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  hereto  as  a  part  hereof  and 
marked    Appendix    "B". 

Section  107:  "Federal  legislation"  means 
Title  I  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  and  any 
other  legislation  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  or  regulations  authorized  by  such  legis- 
lation which  relate  to  Federal  assistance  for 
clearance  of  substandard  and  decadent  areas 
and    for    redevelopment    construction    thereon. 

Section  108:  "Federal"  pertains  to  laws, 
regulations,  agencies  and  officers  of  the  govern- 
ment  of   the   United    States. 

Section  109:  "FHA"  means  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration  created  pursuant  to 
Section  5.  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as 
amended. 

Section  110:  "Delivery  parcel"  means  any 
of  the  areas  so  designated  on  the  map  attached 
hereto    and    marked    Appendix    "Ii". 

Section    111:      "Project  sub-area"    means    the 
same   thing   as   delivery    parcel   and    bhe    word 
"delivery    parcel"    should    be    read    for    project 
sub-area    wherever    the    latter    appears. 

Section  112:  "Public  charges"  shall  mean 
real  estate  taxes  or  payments  in  lieu  of  real 
estate  taxes  (as  defined  in  Section  26R  of 
Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachu- 
setts)    and    other    charges    made    by    public    au- 
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thorities  which,  unless  paid,  shall  result  in  a 
lien  prior  to  any  mortgage  placed  on  the 
Leased   Property. 

Section  113:  "Initial  mortgage  closing" 
means  the  date  upon  which  the  Federal  Hous- 
ing Commissioner  makes  his  initial  endorse- 
ment for  insurance  of  the  credit  instrument 
given  by  the  Redeveloper  to  finance  construc- 
tion to  be  undertaken  on   the  Leased   Property. 

Article  II. 
Lease  of  Property,  Vesting  of  Possession, 
Payment  of  Rent  and  Taxes. 
Section  201 :  Covenant  to  lease  project  area. 
SuDject  to  the  terms  of  this  Agreement,  the 
Authority  agrees  to  lease  and  the  Redeveloper 
agrees  to  take  and  hire  the  Leased  Property 
(see  Section  106)  yielding  and  paying  therefor 
during  the  term  of  the  lease  as  set  forth  in 
Section  204  hereof  the  annual  rent  prescribed 
in  Section  203  of  this  agreement  and  the  public 
charges  prescribed  in  Section  208  of  this 
Agreement. 

Section   202:      Condition   of  Leased   Property. 

(a)  The  Authority  agrees  to  deliver  pos- 
session of  the  Leased  Property  free  and  clear 
of  all  buildings,  structures  and  improvements 
thereon,  with  all  cellar  holes  and  excavations 
filled  to  the  level  of  the  surrounding  ground 
in  a  good  and  workmanlike  manner.  The 
excavation  fill  shall  not  contain  wood  or  other 
material  subject  to  rot,  nor  tanks  or  con- 
tainers. All  concrete  slabs  shall  be  broken 
and  the  site  shall  be  uniformly  graded  and 
left  free  of  mounds  and  depressions.  All 
indigenous  material  shall  be  removed  from  the 
site,  except  that  in  brickbats  and  individual 
pieces  of  concrete  not  exceeding  100  pounds 
in  maximum  weight  may  remain,  provided 
they  are  so  incorporated  within  the  soil  as  to 
present  a  smooth  surface.  The  finished  sur- 
face shall  be  rough  graded  so  as  to  conform 
more  or  less  to  the  street  elevations  of  the 
area    as    they    existed    on    April    23,    1958. 

The  Authority  further  agrees  to  provide 
or  cause  to  be  provided,  without  expense  to 
the  Redeveloper  or  public  assessment  against 
the  Leased  Property  of  which  the  Redeveloper 
is  vested  in  possession  under  the  terms  of  this 
lease,    the    following: 

(1)  Construction,  improvement  and  paving 
of  the  streets,  vehicular  access  ways  (includ- 
ing the  installation  of  gutters,  curbs  and 
catch-basins,  and  the  supply  of  street  light- 
ing), in  accordance  with  the  land  assembly 
and  redevelopment  plan,  and  the  installation 
of  police  and  fire  alarm  boxes  at  places  desig- 
nated by  the  appropriate  agencies  of  the  City 
of   Boston. 

(2)  The  installation  and  relocation  of  such 
sewers,  drains  and  water  lines  and  the  making 
of  such  other  utility  adjustments  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  land  assembly  and  redevelopment 
plan  and  the  providing  of  licenses  in  public 
ways  for  the  installation,  by  either  the  Re- 
developer or  the  particular  utility  company 
involved,  of  distribution  lines  for  gas,  steam, 
electricity,  telephone  and  telegraph  or  other 
utility  installations.  The  Authority  agrees  to 
join  with  the  Redeveloper  in  any  petition  or 
application  to  secure  gas,  steam,  electric,  tele- 
phone,  telegraph,  or  other  utility  installations. 

( b )  The  Redeveloper,  as  lessee,  and  the 
Authority,  as  lessor,  agree  to  grant  to  the  City 
of  Boston  such  easements  and  licenses  as  are 
necessary  to  enable  the  Authority  to  comply 
with  paragraphs  (a)  (1)  and  (a)  (2)  of  this 
Section  202;  provided  that  such  easements  and 
licenses  shall  contain  a  provision  that  the 
easement  or  license  granted  shall  be  extin- 
guished at  such  time  when  the  use  for  which 
the  easement  or  license  is  granted  is  no  longer 
availed   of. 

(c)  The  Redeveloper  shall  not  be  charged 
with  the  maintenance  of  the  facilities  pro- 
vided   pursuant   to    this    section. 

(d)  The  Redeveloper,  as  lessee,  or  as  own- 
er of  the  fee  if  it  acquires  the  fee,  and  the 
Authority,  as  lessor,  may  grant  without  com- 
pensation to  the  holders  of  the  fee  title  or 
leasehold  interest  in  other  parcels  of  land  in 
the  project  area  such  easements,  license,  rights 
of    access    and    egress,    rights    to    use    parking 


spaces,  rights  to  use  garden  and  open  space 
facilities  thereon,  rights  of  access  to  utilities, 
conduits  and  servicing  points,  and  all  other 
rights  necessary  to  the  performance  of  the 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan.  The 
purpose  of  this  paragraph  is  to  enable  the 
integrated  development  of  the  entire  project 
area  in  accordance  with  the  land  assembly 
and  redevolpment  plan  where  financing  ar- 
rangements require  that  separate  portions  of 
the  project  be  undertaken  by  separate  business 
entities. 

Section    203:      Covenant    for    rent    for    project 
area. 

(a)  The  annual  rent  for  the  Leased  Prop- 
erty shall  be  $.081  per  square  foot  for  land 
marked  in  the  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment plan  for  residential  use  and  $.09  per 
square  foot  for  land  marked  in  said  plan  for 
commercial   use. 

(b)  The  Redeveloper  shall  pay  the  annual 
rent  to  the  Authority  in  four  equal  install- 
ments upon  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July   and   October   of   each  year,   in   advance. 

(c)  The  Redeveloper's  rental  payments 
shall  begin  at  such  time  as  possession  of 
Leased  Property  or  any  portion  thereof  has 
been  vested  in  the  Releveloper  pursuant  to 
this  Agreement.  In  the  event  that  such  pos- 
session vests  during  any  quarterly  period  as 
provided  for  above,  the  Redeveloper's  first 
rental  payment  which  shall  be  paid  at  the 
time  possession  vests  shall  be  in  an  amount 
which  bears  the  same  proportion  to  a  full 
quarterly  payment  as  the  initial  period  of 
possession  prior  to  the  due  date  of  the  next 
quarterly  period  bears  to  a  quarterly  period 
of   ninety    (90)    days. 

Section   204:      Term   of   the  lease. 

(a)  The  lease  term  as  to  the  area  shown 
as  Delivery  Parcel  1A  on  the  aforesaid  "Land 
Disposition  Plan"  shall  commence  on  Decem- 
ber 1,  1959,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  Au- 
thority is  able  to  deliver  possession  of  Delivery 
Parcel   1A. 

(b)  Thereafter,  as  to  other  delivery  par- 
cels, the  lease  terms  shall  commence  as  follows: 

(1)  Delivery  Parcel  1G — 18  months  after 
the  commencement  of  the  lease  term  on  Deliv- 
ery Parcel   1A. 

(2)  Delivery  Parcel  IB — 30  months  after 
the,  commencement  of  the  lease  term  on  De- 
livery Parcel  1A. 

(3)  Delivery  Parcels  ID  and  1D1 — 42 
months  after  the  commencement  of  the  lease 
term  on  Delivery   Parcel  1A. 

(4)  Delivery  Parcel  IF — 54  months  after 
the  commencemnt  of  the  lease  term  on  De- 
livery Parcel  1A. 

(5)  Delivery  Parcel  IE — 66  months  after 
the  commencement  of  the  lease  term  on  De- 
livery Parcel  1A. 

(6)  Delivery  Parcel  1C — within  six  months 
after  delivery  of  possession  is  requested  in 
writing  by  the  Redeveloper,  but  no  later  than 
24  months  after  the  conveyance  of  Delivery 
Parcel    1A. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  Redeveloper 
shall  have  the  option  of  requesting  in  writing 
sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  delivery  of  Par- 
cel 1G,  the  delivery  of  Parcel  IB  instead 
thereof  in  which  event  the  lease  term  on  De- 
livery Parcel  1G  shall  commence  thirty  (30) 
months  after  the  commencement  of  the  lease 
term    on    Delivery    Parcel    1A. 

(c)  The  term  of  the  lease  for  each  parcel 
shall  end  fifty  (50)  years  from  the  time  of 
its  commencement,  unless  sooner  terminated 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Upon  the  expiration 
of  any  such  lease,  the  Redeveloper  shall  have 
the  option  to  renew  any  such  lease  for  two 
additional  periods  of  twenty  (20)  years  each 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  con- 
tained upon  giving  notice  to  the  Authority 
in  writing  of  its  intention  to  so  renew,  which 
notice  shall  be  given  no  less  than  sixty  (60) 
days   prior  to  such   exph-ation. 

(d)  The  Authority  may  at  any  time  offer 
to  the  Redeveloper  delivery  of  possession  for 
lease  hereunder  parcels  less  in  area  than  an 
entire  delivery  parcel,  but  the  Redeveloper 
need  accept  delivery  of  possession  of  such 
lesser  parcels  only  at  its   option. 

(e)  It  is  understood  by  the  parties  hereto 
that  they  shall  make  their  best  efforts   toward 
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speeding  the  schedule  of  commencement  of  the 
several  lease  terms,  as  circumstances  permit, 
in  order  to  achieve  an  early  completion  of  the 
project.  It  is  further  understood  by  the  par- 
ties hereto  that  as  the  project  develops  and 
experience  and  new  circumstances  come  to 
bear  on  it,  they  may  by  mutual  consent  re- 
arrange, accelerate,  or  decelerate  the  schedule 
of  commencement  of  the  several  lease  terms  as 
hitherto   in   this   Section    204   set   out. 

(f)  The  Authority  shall  have  the  right  to 
add  up  to  an  aggregate  40,000  square  feet  to 
the  area  designated  as  Parcel  7  on  the  afore- 
mentioned "Land  Disposition  Plan"  by  sub- 
tracting 40,000  square  feet  from  any  one  or  a 
combination  of  the  three  land  areas  now  al- 
located to  Delivery  Parcels  ID,  1D1,  and  IF, 
if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Authority,  such  a 
reallocation  of  land  is  required  by  the  needs 
of  the  church  using  said  Parcel  7;  providing, 
however,  that  the  Authority  shall  make  a 
determination  as  to  whether  or  not  it  shall 
make  such  a  reallocation  of  land  no  later  than 
one  year  before  the  date  for  commencement  of 
the  lease  term  on  Delivery  Parcel  ID,  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  204(b)  hereof.  If  the 
Authority  does  not  notify  the  Redeveloper  in 
writing  of  whether  it  has  determined  to  make 
such  a  reallocation  of  land,  and  if  so,  how 
much  it  has  reallocated,  within  the  time  limit 
provided  for  in  this  paragraph,  then  the  Au- 
thority shall  be  deemed  to  have  determined 
that  the  land  allocation  shall  remain  the  same 
as  described  in  the  said  "Land  Disposition 
Plan",  provided  the  Redeveloper  shall  first 
have  requested  the  Authority  in  writing  to 
make  such  a  determination  within  ninety  (90) 
days   prior  to  such  time  limit. 

(g)  The  Authority  and  the  Redeveloper 
shall  execute  separate  lease  instruments  with 
respect  to  the  several  delivery  parcels.  Such 
instruments  shall  impose  the  same  restrictions, 
controls,  rights  and  obligations  as  does  this 
Agreement,  and  concomitant  with  the  execu- 
tion of  each  separate  lease  there  shall  be 
executed  by  the  parties  hereto  a  surrender  of 
rights  under  this  Agreement  with  respect  to 
the  parcel  dealt  with  in  the  particular  separate 
lease. 

Section   205:      Covenant   of   quiet   enjoyment. 

(a)  The  Authority  hereby  covenants  and 
agrees  that  the  Redeveloper,  upon  making  the 
rental  payments  and  all  other  charges  herein 
provided  for  and  observing  and  keeping  the 
covenants,  agreements,  and  conditions  of  this 
Agreement  on  its  part  to  be  kept  and  per- 
formed, shall  lawfully  and  quietly  hold,  oc- 
cupy and  enjoy  the  Leased  Property  without 
hindrance  or  molestation  by  the  Authority 
during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  or  by  any 
person   or   persons   claiming   under   them. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Agreement,  during  the  lease  term  or 
any  renewals  thereof  hereunder,  title  to  all 
improvements  constructed  by  the  Redeveloper 
on  the  Leased  Property  shall  not  vest  in  the 
Authority  by  reason  of  its  ownership  of  fee 
simple  title  to  the  Leased  Property  but  shall 
remain   in   the   Redeveloper. 

Section  206:     Title  insurance  and   recording. 

(a)  At  the  time  possession  of  each  delivery 
parcel  is  vested  in  the  Redeveloper  by  the 
Authority,  the  Authority  shall  at  its  expense 
procure  a  certificate  from  a  reputable  title 
insurance  company,  insuring  a  marketable 
title  to  the  same  with  no  exceptions  other 
than  those  contained  in  applicable  codes,  ordi- 
nances and  regulations  and  the  applicable 
restrictions  of  the  land  assembly  and  rede- 
velopment plan.  The  Authority  agrees  that 
it  shall  cause  such  certificates  of  title  insur- 
ance to  be  endorsed  to  the  benefit  of  the  Re- 
developer, mortgagees  of  the  Leased  Property, 
the  Commissioner,  and  the  Authority  to  the 
extent  of  their  respective  interest  in  the 
Leased  Property  as  it  may  exist  from  time 
to  time.  The  Authority  hereby  represents 
thnt  the  c-rtificate  to  be  issued  will  be  accept- 
able to  FHA  for  the  purposes  of  issuing  an 
insurance    commitment. 

(b)  The  Redeveloper  will  pay  the  fees  for 
recording  this  leasehold  agreement,  leases  and 
any  deeds  executed  thereunder,  such  fees  not 
to   include    Federal   documentary    stamp    tax. 


Section   207:      Redeveloper's   security  deposit. 

(a)  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  execu- 
tion of  this  Agreement,  the  Redeveloper  shall 
deposit  with  the  Authority  the  amount  of 
One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00), 
in  the  form  of  a  cash  deposit,  or  negotiable 
obligations  of  the  United  States  Government 
or  obligations  guaranteed  by  the  United  States 
Government,  or  a  bond  issued  by  a  reputable 
surety  company  satisfactory  to  the  Authority, 
as  security  for  the  performance  of  the  Re- 
developer's  obligations  to  accept  possession  of 
land  in  the  project  area  by  the  Authority  in 
accordance  with  the  schedule  set  out  in  Sec- 
tion 204  hereof.  Any  interest  accruing  on 
said  deposit  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
Redeveloper.  Such  deposit  shall  remain  in 
the  possession  of  the  Authority  until  the  Re- 
developer has  become  vested  with  possession 
of  all  the  Leased   Property. 

Section  208:  Redeveloper  to  pay  public 
charges. 

The  Redeveloper,  in  addition  to  the  annual 
rent  herein  provided  for,  shall  pay  all  real 
estate  taxes,  or  other  charges  imposed  by  pub- 
lic authority  upon  the  Leased  Property  of 
which  it  has  possession  and  any  improvements 
thereon  as  if  the  Leased  Property,  together 
with  all  improvements  thereon,  were  owned 
in  fee  simple  by  the  Redeveloper.  In  the  event 
that  such  taxes  or  charges  have  reference  to 
periods  of  time  in  which  the  Authority,  on 
the  one  hand,  and  the  Redeveloper,  on  the 
other  hand,  both  had  possession  for  portions 
of  such  period,  the  taxes  and  charges  shall  be 
prorated  between  the  Authority  and  the  Re- 
developer in  proportion  to  their  respective 
periods  of  possession;  provided,  in  no  event 
shall  the  Redeveloper  be  liable  for  any  taxes 
levied  on  any  improvements  located  on  the 
project  area  on  any  assessment  date  prior  to 
the  date  of  vesting  of  initial  possession  in  the 
Redeveloper  of  the  land  on  which  such  im- 
provements are  located.  The  Redeveloper 
hereby  specifically  waives  any  right  during 
the  term  of  this  Agreement  to  challenge  the 
assessment  of  any  tax  or  public  charge  upon 
the  Leased  Property  on  the  grounds  of  its 
ownership  by  the  Authority,  provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
as  a  limitation  upon  the  right  of  the  Rede- 
veloper to  challenge  the  value  of  the  Leased 
Property  and  improvements  assessed  for  tax 
purposes. 

Section    209:     Waste. 

The  Redeveloper  shall  not  permit,  commit, 
or  suffer  waste  or  impairment  of  any  part  of 
the  Leased  Property;  but  this  section  shall  not 
be  construed  to  limit  the  right  of  the  Rede- 
veloper to  excavate  or  fill  on  the  Leased  Prop- 
erty as  is  necessary  to  build  the  improvements 
thereon  and  to  dispose,  as  the  Redeveloper 
sees  fit,  of  any  material  removed  by  such 
excavation,  provided  that  the  disposition  of 
any  material  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  regulations  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and    the   Commonwealth   of   Massachusetts. 

Article  III. 
Covenants   and    Conditions. 
Section  301:      The  Redeveloper  for  itself  and 
its    successors    and    assigns    agrees    to: 

(a)  Leased  Property  to  be  used  only  for 
project  purposes — devote  the  Leased  Property 
to  uses  specified  in  Section  26LL  of  Chapter 
121  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  in 
the  Authority's  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment plan  in  accordance  with  the  contract 
specifications  and  standards  of  development 
outlined  therein.  This  covenant  shall  run 
until    July    30,    2007. 

(b)  Unfair  restrictions  prohibited — refrain 
from  effecting  or  executing  any  covenant, 
agreement,  lease,  conveyance  or  other  instru- 
ment whereby  the  Leased  Property  or  anv 
part  thereof  is  restricted  upon  the  basis  of 
race,  creed  or  color  in  the  sale,  lease  or  occu- 
pancy  thereof. 

The  covenants  in  this  section  301  shall  be 
covenants  cunning  with  the  land  and  covenants 
to  the  same  effect,  which  shall  be,  and  shall 
be  expressed  to  be  covenants  running  with  the 
land,    shall    be    contained    in    any    instrument 
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from  the  Authority  to  the  Redeveloper  con- 
veying the  Leased  Property  or  any  part 
thereof  or   any   interest  therein. 

Section  302:  Approval  of  Redeveloper's 
Plans. 

(a)  The  Redeveloper  shall  submit  to  the 
Authority  within  at  least  three  (3)  months 
before  the  beginning  of  the  lease  term  of 
Delivery  Parcel  1A  general  plans  and  general 
specifications  for  development  operations  in 
the  residential  poi-tions  of  the  project  area 
consistent  with  Part  B  (Planning  Proposals) 
of  the  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan. 
Such  general  plans  and  general  specifications 
shall  include,  among  other  things,  a  site  plan, 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  to  be  built,  and 
the  general  types  of  buildings  and  parking 
structures  to  be  built.  The  Authority  shall  re- 
view said  plans  and  specifications  and  shall 
approve  or  disapprove  the  same,  setting  forth 
in  detail  any  grounds  for  disapproval.  Grounds 
for  disapproval  shall  be  reasonable  in  the  light 
of  all  the  circumstances.  If  no  grounds  of 
disapproval  are  delivered  in  writing  to  the 
Redeveloper  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  sub- 
mission or  re-submission  of  said  plans  and 
specifications,  said  plans  and  specifications 
shall  be  deemed  approved.  In  the  event  of  a 
disapproval,  the  Redeveloper  shall  make  a  re- 
submission of  said  plans  and  specifications 
with  a  view  to  meeting  the  Authority's  grounds 
of  disapproval  and  the  Authority  shall  review 
such  re-submission  in  the  manner  above  pro- 
vided   for. 

(b)  In  the  event  the  Redeveloper  changes 
the  aforesaid  general  plans  and  specifications 
with  respect  to  any  delivery  parcels  with 
which  it  subsequently  becomes  vested,  or  is  to 
become  vested,  with  possession,  the  Rede- 
veloper shall  submit  such  changes  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Authority  within  at  least  three 
(3)  months  before  the  beginning  of  the  lease 
term  of  such  delivery  parcel.  The  Authority 
shall  review  the  submission  of  such  changes 
in  general  plans  and  specifications  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  paragraph  (a)  of  this  sec- 
tion  302. 

(c)  With  respect  to  delivery  parcels  marked 
for  commercial  use,  the  Redeveloper  shall  sub- 
mit general  plans  and  specifications  for  de- 
velopment operations  on  the  delivery  parcel 
concerned,  at  least  three  (3)  months  before 
the  beginning  of  the  lease  term  of  such 
delivery  parcel.  The  Authority  shall  review 
such  plans  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  para- 
graph   (a)    of  this  section  302. 

Section  303:  Alterations  in  redevelopment 
plan. 

Alterations  in  the  land  assembly  and  rede- 
velopment plan  may  be  made  with  approval 
of  the  Authority  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
federal  agencies  or  of  mortgagees  under  con- 
ventional financing  and  such  approval  shall 
not  be  unreasonably  withheld. 

Section  304:  Time  for  construction  or 
completion. 

The  Redeveloper  agrees  to  commence  con- 
struction on  Delivery  Parcel  1A  within  six 
(6)  months  after  the  commencement  of  the 
lease  term  for  that  parcel  and  shall  complete 
all  of  the  improvements  on  said  delivery  par- 
cel within  thirty-six  (36)  months  after  the 
beginning  of  said  lease  term.  With  respect 
to  any  other  delivery  parcel,  the  Redeveloper 
agrees  to  commence  construction  within 
twelve  (12)  months  after  the  commencement 
of  the  lease  term  for  the  particular  delivery 
parcel  and  shall  complete  all  the  improvements 
on  such  delivery  parcel  within  thirty-six  (36) 
months  after  the  beginning  of  said  lease  term. 

Section  305:  Agencies  to  have  access  to 
Leased    Property. 

(a)  The  Redeveloper  agrees  to  permit  ac- 
cess to  the  Leased  Property  to  the  Authority 
and  to  officials  of  the  United  States  of 
America  and.  to  the  City  of  Boston  when 
necessary  to  fulfill  the  terms  of  this  Agree- 
ment the  loan  and  capital  grant  contract 
between  the  Authority  and  the  Federal  Hous- 
ing and  Home  Finance  Agency,  and  the  co- 
operation agreement  between  the  Authority 
and  the  City  of  Boston,  and  for  purposes  of 
inspection. 


(b)  The  Authority  shall  retain  right  of 
entry  to  the  Leased  Property  until  all  build- 
ings and  structures  presently  standing  there- 
on are  removed  and  preparation  of  the  land 
for  redevelopment  is  completed,  and  after- 
wards for  inspection  as  hereinbefore   provided. 

Section   306:      Terms   and   conditions   limited. 
It   is    understood    by    the    parties    that — 

(a)  the  terms  and  conditions  for  devel- 
opment of  the  project  set  out  in  the  land 
assembly    and    redevelopment    plan;    and 

(b)  the  standards  and  requirements  of 
the  appropriate  Federal,  State  and  City 
agencies;   and 

(c)  the  terms  and  conditions  in  this 
Leasehold  Agreement  shall  constitute  all  of 
the  terms  and  conditions  that  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  parties   of  one  another. 

Section  307:  Prompt  payment  of  obliga- 
tions. The  Redeveloper  shall  make  or  cause 
to  be  made  prompt  payment  of  all  money 
owed  to  any  and  all  persons  doing  any  work 
or  furnishing  any  materials  or  supplies  to  the 
Redeveloper  or  any  of  its  Contractors  or  Sub- 
contractors in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion, repair  or  replacement  of  any  of  the 
structures  and  other  improvement  to  be  placed 
on   the  Leased   Property. 

Section  308:  Redeveloper  to  idemnify  Au- 
thority or  City.  The  Redeveloper  agrees  to 
pay,  idemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Authority,  its  agents  and  em- 
ployees, except  against  its  own  or  their  own, 
acts  of  omission  or  negligence,  from  all  suits, 
actions,  claims,  demands,  damages  or  lasses, 
expense,  and/or  costs  of  every  kind  and  de- 
scription to  which  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Authority,  its  agents  or  employees  may  be 
subjected  or  put  by  reason  or  injury  (includ- 
ing death)  to  persons  or  property,  resulting 
from,  in  connection  with,  or  growing  out  of, 
any  act  of  commission  or  omission  of  the  Re- 
developer, its  agents  or  employees  or  its  con- 
tractors or  subcontractors,  on  or  over  any  of 
said  Leased  Property;  or  in  connection  with 
any  use,  occupancy  or  operation  of  said  Leased 
Property  during  the  entire  time  this  Agree- 
ment, or  any  part  thereof,  is  in  force,  and 
regardless  of  whether  such  suits,  actions, 
claims  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  the 
City  of  Boston  and/or  the  Authority,  its 
agents  and  employees,  or  be  against,  suffered 
or  sustained  by  other  persons,  corporations  or 
legal  entities  to  whom  the  City  of  Boston 
and/or  the  Authority,  its  agents  and  em- 
ployees, may  become  liable  therefor.  The  Au- 
thority shall  give  notice  of  any  such  suits, 
actions,  claims,  demands,  damages  or  losses, 
expenses,  or  costs  i  to  the  Redeveloper  forth- 
with, and  the  Authority  shall  not  object  to 
intervention  of  the  Redeveloper  in  any  suit 
or  action  arising  out  of  such  claims,  demands, 
damages,   losses,   expenses,   or   costs. 

Section   309:     Performance   Bond. 

In  each  case,  upon  the  beginning  of  the 
construction  of  improvements  on  a  delivery 
parcel,  or  at  the  time  of  the  initial  mortgage 
closing  on  such  improvements,  whichever  is 
later,  the  Redeveloper  shall  furnish  evidence 
to  the  Authority  that  a  bond  or  security  agree- 
ment assuring  the  completion  of  such  im- 
provements is  in  force  in  a  form  satisfactory 
to  the  FHA,  where  FHA  mortgage  insurance 
is  involved  in  the  financing  of  the  construc- 
tion of  such  improvements,  or  in  a  form 
satisfactory  to  a  conventional  mortgagee, 
where  FHA  mortgage  is  not  involved  in  the 
financing'of  the  construction  of  such  improve- 
ments. 

Section  310:  When  improvements  com- 
pleted. 

The  building  of  improvements  on  any  in- 
dividual parcel  shall  be  deemed  completed  for 
purposes  of  this  Agreement  when  the  im- 
provements required  for  such  parcel  by  the 
general  plans  and  specifications  submitted 
pursuant  to  section  302  hereof  have  been  built 
and  are  substantially  ready  for  occupancy  and 
shall  incontestably  be  deemed  completed  when 
— if  FHA  financing  has  been  obtained — the 
Federal  Housing  Commissioner  has  finally  en- 
dorsed    for    insurance    the     credit    instrument 
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given  by  the  Redeveloper  to  evidence  its  in- 
debtedness for  money  advanced  and  loaned  to 
the  Redeveloper  to  finance  the  construction  of 
such   improvements. 

Article   IV. 
Option  to   Purchase  Fee:     Transfer  and  Mort- 
gage   of    Redeveloper's    Interest,    Whether 
Lease   or   Fee. 
Section    401:     Redeveloper's    Option    to   Pur- 
chase  Fee. 

The  Redeveloper  may  at  its  option  purchase 
from  the  Authority,  subject  to  the  rights  of 
the  Commissioner,  hereinafter  set  forth,  the 
fee  simple  title  to  any  delivery  parcel  in  the 
project  area,  five  (5)  years  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  lease  term  on  such  delivery 
parcel,  upon  payment  to  the  Authority  of  a 
purchase  price  calculated  on  the  basis  of  $1.35 
per  square  foot  for  land  marked  in  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  for  residen- 
tial use,  $1.50  per  square  foot  for  land  marked 
in  said  plan  for  commercial  use  and  the  reim- 
bursement of  any  amount  of  interest  to  be- 
come due  from  the  Authority  as  the  result  of 
any  loans  necessary  to  finance  this  leasehold, 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  exercise  of  the 
option,  provided,  however,  that  the  option 
shall  be  immediately  exercisable  with  regard 
to  any  delivery  parcel  hereunder,  devoted  to 
commercial  uses.  There  shall  be  set  off  against 
the  purchase  price  one  twelfth  of  the  total 
rental  payments  made  by  the  Redeveloper  on 
account  of  the  delivery  parcel  or  delivery 
parcels  with  respect  to  which  the  Redeveloper 
is   exercising   its   option   to   purchase. 

The  Redeveloper  shall  communicate  its  in- 
tention to  exercise  its  option  to  purchase  a 
fee  title  by  a  writing,  addressed  to  the  Au- 
thority, which  describes  the  land  the  Redevel- 
oper wishes  to  purchase.  Within  ninety  (90) 
days  of  the  dispatch  of  such  a  writing,  the 
Authority  shall,  providing  that  the  Redevel- 
oper is  nowise  in  breach  of  the  provisions 
contained  in  Article  II  and  Article  III  of 
this  Agreement  as  to  the  delivery  parcel  or 
delivery  parcels  to  be  conveyed  at  the  time  of 
conveyance,  convey  to  the  Redeveloper  by 
quitclaim  deed  that  land  relative  to  which  the 
Redeveloper  has  exercised  its  option;  provided 
that  the  Redeveloper  may  not  as  a  matter  of 
right  purchase  the  fee  in  land  on  which  the 
term  of  lease  would  not  have  begun  under 
section  204  of  this  Agreement.  Simultaneously 
with  such  conveyance,  the  Authority  shall  take 
those  steps  necessary  to  secure  endorsement 
to  its  policy  or  policies  of  title  insurance  so 
that  the  Redeveloper  will  be  covered  thereby 
to  the  extent  of  its  increased  interest  in  land 
in    the   project   area. 

In  the  event  that  the  Authority  receives 
notice  from  the  Redeveloper  of  the  exercise 
of  its  option  to  purchase  at  least  ninety  (90) 
days  prior  to  July  1  in  any  year,  the  Rede- 
veloper shall  not  be  liable  for  reimbursement 
of  any  interest  to  become  due  on  loans  of  the 
Authority  made  to  finance  the  leasehold  of  so 
much  of  the  Leased  Property  as  is  affected  by 
such  exercise  of  the  Redeveloper's  option,  pro- 
vided title  to  such  land  is  conveyed  as  of  July 
1    in    any   one  year. 

Upon  the  conveyance  of  land  in  the  project 
area  to  the  Redeveloper  in  fee  simple,  the 
Redeveloper's  obligation  to  make  rental  pay- 
ments on  land  so  conveyed  shall  cease  and  the 
final  rental  payments  allocable  to  the  land 
conveyed  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  date  of  con- 
veyance. 

The  exercise  by  the  Redeveloper  of  its  op- 
tion to  purchase  with  respect  to  portions  of 
the  project  area  shall  not  be  construed  to 
preclude  an  exercise  of  the  option  with  respect 
to  the  remaining  portions  at  some  future 
time. 

The  conveyance  of  any  parcel  of  land  or 
portion  thereof  in  the  project  area  to  the  Re- 
developer in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
hereof,  shall  constitute  conclusive  proof  that 
the  Redeveloper  is  in  no  way  in  breach  of 
this  Agreement  at  the  time  of  any  such  con- 
veyance   with    regard    to    any    such    parcel. 

In  the  event  that  the  Redeveloper  exercises 
its  option  under  this  section  401  to  purchase 
the  fee  simple  title  to  Leased  Property,  the 
leasehold    estate    of    the    Redeveloper    in    that 


Leased  Property,  with  respect  to  which  the 
option  is  exercised  shall  not,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances merge  into  the  fee  simple  title 
so  acquired  so  long  as  there  are  mortgages  of 
said  leasehold  estate  remaining  undischarged 
unless  the  mortgagee  or  mortgagees  give  their 
prior  consent  in  writing  to  such  a  merger  of 
the  leasehold   estate   and   fee  simple   title. 

Section  402:  Transfer  of  interest  in  Leased 
Property    by    Redeveloper. 

(a)  General  Terms.  The  Redeveloper 
agrees  that  except  by  way  of  security  only, 
unless  it  first  secures  the  written  consent  of 
the  Authority,  it  will  not  make  any  sub-lease, 
assignment  or  any  manner  of  transfer  of  its 
interest  in  any  delivery  parcel  prior  to  the 
completion  of  the  development  operations  re- 
quired for  such  delivery  parcel  by  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan,  provided, 
however,  that  the  Redeveloper  may  lease 
residential  units  or  business  space  in  the 
Leased  Property  under  leases  which  grant 
the  lessee  no  right  of  entry  or  possession 
until  the  construction  required  hereunder  in  a 
particular  building  in  which  the  premises  so 
leased  are  located  has  been  completed.  A 
provision  to  effectuate  the  purpose  of  this 
section  402  shall  be  included  in  any  sub-lease, 
deed,  or  other  transfer  of  interest  in  the 
Leased  Property  by  the  Redeveloper,  but  such 
provision  shall  not  be  made  a  covenant  run- 
ning  with  the  land. 

(b)  Transfers  by  Redeveloper  when  con- 
struction   not   complete. 

In  the  event  the  Redeveloper  should  desire  to 
transfer  its  interest  in  a  delivery  parcel,  or 
a  portion  thereof,  before  completing  all 
phases  of  construction  required  by  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  for  such 
delivery  parcel,  or  such  portion  thereof,  and 
the  Authority  gives  its  prior  consent  to  such 
conveyance  in  writing,  the  consideration  for 
such  transfer  of  interest  paid  or  payable  to 
the  Redeveloper  shall  not  exceed  an  amount 
representing  the  actual  cost  to  the  Redeveloper 
of  the  Leased  Property,  or  portion  thereof, 
including  the  cost  of  any  improvements  made 
thereon  and  carrying  charges.  The  intent 
and  purpose  of  this  sub-paragraph  is  to  pre- 
clude the  Redeveloper's  making  any  profit 
from  the  transfer  of  interest  of  Leased 
Property  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  on  the  por- 
tion of  Leased  Property  concerned.  Any 
transferee  hereunder  must  be  a  qualified  re- 
developer who  is  financially  able  to  proceed 
with  the  work  in  the  Leased  Property,  or 
portion  thereof,  in  accordance  with  this  Agree- 
ment. 

(c)  Transfers  by  Redeveloper  when  con- 
struction   has   been    completed   in    part. 

The  Redeveloper,  with  the  prior  written  con- 
sent of  the  Authority,  may  sub-lease,  lease, 
sell,  or  otherwise  transfer  the  interest  in  a 
portion  of  a  delivery  parcel  after  completing 
all  phases  of  construction  required  by  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  for  such 
portion  of  such  delivery  parcel,  provided  that 
the  instruments  of  transfer  include  such  cov- 
enants and  requirements  as  are  necessary  to 
assure  continued  adherence  to  the  land  as- 
sembly and  redevelopment  plan  as  it  pertains 
to  the  parcel  concerned.  The  consent  of  the 
Authority  to  a  transfer  as  herein  provided 
shall    not  be   unreasonably   withheld. 

(d)  Transfer  by  the  Redeveloper  to  sub- 
sidiaries,   affiliates,    etc. 

Subject  to  the  anti-speculation  provisions 
hereof  (reference  is  made  to  section  402  (b)  ), 
and  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
in  this  lease,  the  Redeveloper  may,  subject  to 
the  prior  approval  of  the  Authority,  and  such 
approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld, 
at  any  time,  transfer  its  interest  in  the  Leased 
Property,  or  a  portion  thereof,  to  subsidiary 
or  affiliated  corporations,  or  merged  corpora- 
tions, or  individuals,  or  other  forms  of  business 
entities,  provided  that  stock  in  such  subsidiary 
or  affiliated  corporations,  or  merged  corpora- 
tions, is  owned  by  the  Redeveloper  or  the 
stockholders  of  the  Redeveloper,  their  heirs. 
successors    or    assigns    and    provided    that   such 
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individuals  and  other  forms  of  business  en- 
tities consist  of  stockholders  of  the  Re- 
developer,  their  heirs,  successors,  or  assigns; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Redeveloper  shall 
not,  by  such  a  transfer,  be  relieved  of  its 
obligations  to  effectuate  the  Authority's  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  the  transferees  under  this 
sub-paragraph  assume  the  obligations  of  the 
Redeveloper  in  writing,  but  only  with  respect 
to  the  particular  portion  of  the  Leased 
Property  transferred  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions    of    this   sub-paragraph. 

The  Redeveloper,  and  its  assignees  and 
transferees  under  this  section  402  (d),  shall 
have  the  right  to  grant  to  the  holders  of  the 
fee  title  or  leasehold  interest  of  any  of  the 
delivery  parcels,  or  portions  thereof,  such 
easements,  rights  of  access  and  egress,  rights 
to  use  parking  spaces,  rights  to  use  garden 
and  open  space  facilities  thereon,  rights  of 
access  to  utilities,  conduits  and  servicing 
points,  and  all  other  rights  necessary  to  the 
performance  of  the  land  assembly  and  re- 
development plan.  The  purpose  of  this 
paragraph  is  to  enable  the  integrated  de- 
velopment of  the  entire  project  area  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  land  assembly  and  rede- 
velopment plan  where  financing  arrangements 
require  that  separate  portions  of  the  project 
be  undertaken   by  separate  business   entities. 

(e)  Obligations  of  transferees  of  the  Re- 
developer. In  the  event  of  a  transfer  by  the 
Redeveloper  of  its  interest  in  the  Leased 
Property  or  a  portion  thereof,  pursuant  to 
sub-sections  (b),  (c),  or  (d),  of  this  section, 
the  Redeveloper  agrees  to  require  any  trans- 
feree, its  successors  and  assigns,  to  assume 
the  obligations  imposed  on  the  Redeveloper 
under  this  lease,  but  only  with  respect  to  the 
property  so  transferred;  nor  shall  the  Re- 
developer be  liable  for  the  performance  of 
said  obligations  by  such  transferees  and  their 
successors  and  assigns  except  as  indicated  in 
the  said   sub-sections    (b),    (c),  and    (d). 

(f)  Transfers  by  Redeveloper  after  con- 
struction  completed. 

The  Authority  agrees  that  the  Redeveloper 
may  lease,  sub-lease,  sell,  or  otherwise  transfer 
its  interest  in  a  delivery  parcel,  or  portions 
thereof,  after  all  phases  of  redevelopment 
operations  for  that  delivery  parcel  are  com- 
pleted pursuant  to  the  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment   plan. 

Section  403:  Mortgage  of  Leased  Property 
or   property   held   in   fee  by   the  Redeveloper. 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  Agreement,  the  Redeveloper  shall  at 
all  times  have  the  right  to  encumber,  pledge, 
or  convey  its  rights,  title  and  interest  in  and 
to  the  Leased  Property,  or  to  any  portion  or 
portions  thereof,  by  way  of  mortgage  to  secure 
the  payment  of  any  loan  or  loans  obtained 
by  the  Redeveloper  to  finance  the  development, 
construction,  equipment,  repair  or  reconstruc- 
tion of  any  of  the  improvements  required  to 
be  constructed  by  the  Redeveloper  on  the 
Leased  Property  by  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
and  this  Agreement,  or  to  refinance  any  out- 
standing loan  or  loans  therefor  obtained  by 
the   Redeveloper   for   any  such  purpose. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Agreement,  the  Redeveloper  shall  at 
all  times  have  the  right  to  encumber,  pledge, 
or  convey  its  rights,  title  and  interests  in  and 
to  any  land  in  the  project  area  to  which  the 
Redeveloper  holds  the  fee  simple  title,  or  to 
any  portion  or  portions  thereof,  by  way  of 
mortgage  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  loan 
or  loans  obtained  by  the  Redeveloper  to  finance 
the  development,  construction,  equipment,  re- 
pair or  reconstruction  of  any  of  the  improve- 
ments required  to  be  constructed  by  the  Re- 
developer on  such  land  by  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  or  this  Agreement,  or  to  refinance  any 
outstanding  loan  or  loans  therefor  obtained 
by    the   Redeveloper   for    any   such    purposes. 

Section  404:  Option  of  Mortgagee  of 
Leased  Property  to  Acquire  Fee. 

Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained 
to  the  contrary,  it  is  expressly  understood  and 
agreed    that,    in    the    event    a    mortgage    shall 


hereafter  be  placed  upon  the  leasehold  in- 
terest of  the  Redeveloper  under  this  Agree- 
ment in  respect  of  any  parcel  of  the  Leased 
Property,  and  (whether  or  not  any  such 
mortgage  is  insured  under  the  National  Hous- 
ing Act)  the  mortgagee  thereunder  or  its 
assigns,  or  the  Commissioner,  shall  have  the 
option,  in  the  event  that  such  mortgagee  or 
assigns,  or  the  Commissioner  through  the 
operation  of  his  contract  or  mortgage  insur- 
ance, shall  acquire  title  to  such  leasehold 
interest,  to  purchase  from  the  Authority  or 
such  other  person  or  corporation  who  may 
then  be  the  owner  of  the  fee,  good  and  mar- 
ketable fee  title  to  such  parcel  of  the  Leased 
Property,  including  all  personal  property,  free 
of  all  liens  and  encumbrances  (except  such  as 
may  be  waived  or  accepted  by  any  such  mort- 
gagee or  assigns,  or  the  Commissioner  so 
acquiring  such  leasehold  interest),  within 
twelve  (12)  months  after  so  acquiring  such 
leasehold  interest,  for  a  purchase  price  ar- 
rived at  on  the  same  terms  as  are  made  avail- 
able to  the  Redeveloper  in  section  401  of  this 
Agreement.  Any  such  mortgagee  or  assignee, 
or  the  Commissioner  who  exercises  the  option 
to  purchase  the  fee  of  the  Leased  Property, 
or  parcel  thereof,  pursuant  to  this  section, 
shall  do  so  by  notifying  the  Authority,  or  such 
other  person  or  corporation  who  may  then  be 
the  owner  of  the  fee,  in  writing  of  his  inten- 
tion to  exercise  such  option.  The  owner  of 
the  fee  shall  then  be  required  to  make  con- 
veyance of  the  property  concerned  by  quit- 
claim deed  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt 
of   such   notice. 

Section  405:  Rights  and  duties  of  Commis- 
sioner or  Mortgagee  upon  Acquisition  Prior 
to    Completion. 

(a)  If  the  Commissioner,  through  the  op- 
eration of  his  contract  to  insure  a  loan  to 
finance  the  improvements  required  by  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  and  this 
Agreement  to  be  constructed  by  the  Redevel- 
oper on  any  parcel  of  the  Leased  Property, 
acquires  the  leasehold  interest  or  fee  simple 
title  to  such  parcel  of  the  Leased  Property 
prior  to  the  completion  of  such  improvements, 
the  Commissioner  shall,  at  his  option,  (i) 
complete  construction  of  such  improvements 
in  accordance  with  the  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  plan  and  this  Agreement,  (ii) 
sell,  assign  or  transfer,  with  the  prior  written 
consent  of  the  Authority,  such  leasehold  in- 
terest, or  if  it  has  been  purchased  pursuant 
to  this  Agreement  and  is  held  by  the  Commis- 
sioner, the  fee  simple  title,  to  such  parcel  of 
the  Leased  Property  to  a  purchaser,  assignee 
or  transferee  who  shall  expressly  assume  all 
of  the  covenants,  agreements  and  obligations 
of  the  Redeveloper  under  this  Agreement  in 
respect  to  such  parcel  of  the  Leased  Property, 
by  written  instrument  recorded  forthwith  in 
the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  or  (iii) 
sell  the  leasehold  interest,  or  such  fee  simple 
title,  to  such  parcel  of  the  Leased  Property 
to  the  Authority,  with  payment  of  the  pur- 
chase price  to  abate  until  the  Authority  has 
disposed  of  such  portion  of  the  Leased  Prop- 
erty. 

(b)  In  the  event  that  the  mortgagee  or  its 
assigns  under  any  mortgage  hereafter  placed 
upon  the  leasehold  interest  of  the  Redeveloper 
under  this  Agreement  in  respect  of  any  parcel 
of  the  Leased  Property  shall  acquire  such 
leasehold  interest  prior  to  the  completion  of 
the  improvements  required  by  the  land  as- 
sembly and  redevelopment  plan  and  this  Agree- 
ment to  be  constructed  thereon  by  the  Rede- 
veloper, such  mortgagee  or  its  assigns  shall 
have  the  same  rights  and  duties  as  the  Com- 
missioner under  subsection  (a)  of  this  sec- 
tion and,  in  addition  thereof  (if  such  mort- 
gage was  insured  pursuant  to  the  National 
Housing  Act,  as  amended)  shall  have  the 
unqualified  right  to  assign,  transfer  and  de- 
liver to  the  Commissioner  its  rights,  interests, 
claims,  in  and  to  such  leasehold  interest. 

Section  406:  Rights  and  Duties  of  Com- 
missioner or  Mortgagee  upon  Acquisition 
after    Completion. 

(a)  If  the  Commissioner,  through  the  op- 
eration of  a  contract  to  insure  a  loan  to 
finance  the  improvements  required  by  the  Re- 
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development  Plan  and  this  Agreement  to  be 
constructed  by  the  Redeveloper  on  any  portion 
of  the  Leased  Property,  acquires  the  mortgage 
or  the  leasehold  interest,  or  fee  simple  title, 
to  such  parcel  of  the  Leased  Property  after 
completion  of  such  improvements,  the  Com- 
missioner shall  (i)  at  all  times  keep  such 
improvements  in  good  and  safe  condition  and 
repair,  and  shall,  in  the  occupancy  of  all 
buildings  constituting  part  of  such  improve- 
ments and  in  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  such  improvements  and  of  the  Leased 
Property,  comply  with  all  laws,  ordinances, 
codes,  and  regulations  applicable  thereto,  and 
(ii)  comply  with  the  applicable  provisions  of 
this    Agreement. 

(b)  In  the  event  that  the  mortgagee  or  its 
assigns  under  any  mortgage  hereafter  placed 
upon  the  leasehold  interest  of  the  Redeveloper 
under  this  Agreement  in  respect  of  any  parcel 
of  the  Leased  Property  shall  acquire  such 
leasehold  interest  or  fee  after  the  completion 
of  the  improvements  required  by  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  and  this 
Agreement  to  be  constructed  thereon  by  the 
Redeveloper,  such  mortgagee  or  its  assigns 
shall  have  the  same  rights  and  duties  as  the 
Commissioner  under  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section  and,  in  addition  thereto,  (if  such 
mortgage  was  insured  pursuant  to  the  National 
Housing  Act,  as  amended)  shall  have  the  un- 
qualified right  to  assign,  transfer  and  deliver 
to  the  Commissioner  its  rights,  interests, 
claims  in  and  to  such  leasehold  interest  or  fee. 

Article   V. 

Provisions  Relating  to  Operation  and 

Maintenance. 

Section  501 :   Protection  of  Reversionary  Rights. 

Except  for  such  acts  as  are  expressly  authorized 
by  other  provisions  of  this  Agreement  no  act  of 
commission  or  omission  done  or  suffered  to  be  done 
by  the  Redeveloper  shall  in  any  manner,  directly 
or  indirectly,  affect  the  reversionary  estate  of  the 
Authority  in  the  Leased  Property  and  the  im- 
provements thereon,  and  no  other  provisions  of 
this  Agreement  shall  authorize  or  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  Redeveloper  to  perform  any  act 
which  may  in  any  way  encumber  or  change  any 
of  the  right,  title  or  interest  of  the  Authority 
therein. 

Section  502:  Maintenance  and  Operation  of 
Improvements. 

The  Redeveloper  shall  at  all  times  keep  the 
improvements  constructed  on  the  Leased  Property 
or  any  portion  thereo  in  good  and  safe  condition 
and  repair,  and  in  the  occupancy,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  such  improvements,  and  of  the 
Leased  Property,  shall  comply  with  all  laws, 
ordinances,  codes  and  regulations  applicable 
thereto. 

Section  503:  Additions  or  Alterations  to  Com- 
pleted Improvements. 

After  the  improvements  required  by  the  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  and  this  Agree- 
ment to  be  constructed  by  the  Redeveloper  on 
the  Leased  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  have 
been  completed,  the  Redeveloper  shall  not  during 
the  period  of  the  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment plan  reconstruct,  demolish  or  subtract  there- 
from or  make  any  additions  thereto  or  extensions 
thereof,  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the 
Authority. 

Article  VI. 
Insurance. 

Section  601 :  Insurance  and  Fidelity  Bond 
Coverage. 

(a)  The  Redeveloper  during  the  term  of  the 
leasehold  shall  keep  all  insurable  property  and 
equipment  in  respect  of  each  portion  of  the  Leased 
Property,  possession  of  which  is  vested  in  the 
Redeveloper  pursuant  to  this  Agreement,  insured 
by  fire  and  extended  coverage  insurance  and  in- 
surance against  such  additional  risks  with  re- 
spect to  which  insurance  is  commonly  carried  on 
similar  property  and  equipment  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Such  insurance  shall  be  in  amounts 
sufficient  to  comply  with  the  co-insurance  clause 
applicable  to  the  location  and  character  of  the 
property  or  equipment,  and,  in  any  event,  ir. 
amounts  not  less  than  eighty  per  centum  of  the 
actual  cash  value  of  such  property  or  equipment. 
All  such  insurance  shall  be  by  standard  policies, 


obtained  from  financially  sound  and  responsible 
insurance  companies  authorized  to  do  business  in 
Massachusetts  and  shall  carry  the  standard  form 
of  Mortgage  Clause  or  Mortgagee  Clause  as  pre- 
scribed by  statutory  provisions  or  rules  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  or  in  the  absence  of  aD.v 
statutory  provisions  or  rules,  shall  be  equipped 
with  the  standard  form  of  Without  Contribution 
Mortgage  Clause,  showing  loss  or  damage,  if  any, 
under  such  policies  to  be  payable  to  the  mortgagee 
and  FHA,  their  successors  or  assigns  as  interest 
may  appear,  and  in  the  event  only  that  there  is  no 
mortgage  on  the  Leased  Property,  to  the  Re- 
developer and  the  City  and  Authority  as  their 
respective  interest  may  appear;  provided,  however, 
that  in  the  event  that  FHA  mortgage  insurance  is 
in  force  for  the  Leased  Property  the  provisions  of 
the  mortgage  contract  relating  to  the  recognition 
of  the  respective  interests  shall  govern  and  any 
insurance  proceeds  shall  be  payable  accordingly. 

(b)  The  Redeveloper  during  the  term  of  the 
leasehold  also  shall  carry  adequate  (i)  compre- 
hensive public  liability,  comprehensive  general 
liability,  or  owner's,  landlord's  tenants'  public 
liability  insurance  (excluding  property  damage), 
(ii)  contractors'  public  liability  insurance  (exclud- 
ing property  damage),  and  (iii)  workmen's  com- 
pensation coverage  (statutory  or  voluntary). 

(c)  The  Redeveloper  during  the  term  of  the 
leasehold  shall  secure  and  maintain  in  full  force 
and  effect  such  comprehensive  public  liability, 
comprehensive  general  liability,  or  owner's,  and 
landlord's  and  tenants'  public  liability  insurance 
(excluding  property  damage)  as  will  protect  the 
Redeveloper  and  the  Authority,  their  agents  and 
employees,  from  any  and  all  claims  and  damages 
for  personal  injuries,  or  death,  or  from  damages  to 
any  property  of  the  Authority  or  of  the  public, 
which  may  arise  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the 
performance  of  any  work  or  operations  by  the 
Redeveloper  in,  on  or  over  the  Leased  Property 
or  any  portion  thereof  during  the  construction 
period  whether  work  or  operations  be  by  the 
Redeveloper,  or  his  contractors  or  sub-contractors, 
or  any  one  directly  or  indirectly  employed  by  any 
of  them.  The  amount  of  such  insurance  shall 
not  be  less  than  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
(S100.000.00)  for  injuries,  or  death  sustained  by 
any  one  person  and  not  less  than  Three  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  (S300, 000.00)  for  injuries  or 
death  sustained  by  twro  or  more  persons  in  any 
one  accident.  The  amount  of  property  damage 
insurance  during  the  construction  period  shall 
not  be  less  than  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  (S50,- 
000.00). 

(d)  Each  insurance  policy  or  bond  shall  be 
written  to  become  effective  at  the  time  the  Re- 
developer becomes  subject  to  the  risk  or  hazard 
covered  thereby,  and  shall  be  continued  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  such  period  as  the  Redeveloper 
is  subject  to  such  risk  or  hazard. 

(e)  All  fire  and  other  hazard  insurance  policies', 
except  liability  insurance  policies,  and  renewals 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  with  and  kept  by  the  mort- 
gagee. Copies  of  the  aforementioned  policies  and 
any  and  all  other  required  insurance  policies 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Authority. 

Section  602:    Non-Cancellation  Clause. 

All  insurance  agreements  shall  provide  that  they 
cannot  be  cancelled  or  terminated  until  after  at 
least  fifteen  days'  prior  notice  has  been  given  to 
the  Authority  to  the  effect  that  such  insurance 
agreements  are  to  be  cancelled  or  terminated  at  a 
particular  time. 

Section  603:  Authority  May  Procure  Insurance 
if  Redeveloper  Fails  To  Do  So. 

In  the  event  the  Redeveloper  at  any  time  refuses, 
neglects  or  fails  to  secure  and  maintain  in  full 
force  and  effect  any  or  all  of  the  insurance  required 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement,  the  Authority,  at  its 
option,  may  procure  or  renew  such  insurance, 
and  all  amounts  of  money  paid  therefor  by  the 
Authority  shall  be  payable  by  the  Redeveloper 
to  the  Authority  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  centum  (6%)  per  annum  from  the  date 
the  same  were  paid  by  the  Authority  to  the  date 
of  payment  thereof  by  the  Redeveloper.  The 
Authority  shall  notify  the  Redeveloper  in  writing 
of  the  date,  purposes,  and  amounts  of  any  such 
payments  made  by  it. 

Section  604:  Insurance  Does  Not  Waive  Re- 
developer's  Obligations. 

No  acceptance  or  approval  of  any  insurance 
agreement  or  agreem  Hits  by  the  Authority  shall 
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relieve  or  release  or  be  construed  to  relieve  or 
release  the  Redeveloper  from  any  liability,  duty 
or  obligation  assumed  by,  or  imposed  upon  it  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  005:   Loss  or  Damage  Not  to  Terminate 
Rent  or  This  Agreement. 

Notwithstanding  any  law  to  the  contrary,  any 
loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  other  casualty  of  or  to 
any  of  the  improvements  on  the  Leased'Property, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  at  any  time  shall  not 
operate  to  terminate  this  Agreement  or  to  relieve 
or  discharge  the  Redeveloper  from  the  payment 
of  the  rent,  or  any  public  charge  in  respect  thereto 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement,  as  the  same  may 
become  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  this 
Agreement,  or  from  the  performance  and  fulfill- 
ment of  any  of  the  Redeveloper's  obligations, 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

Section  606:  Redeveloper's  Obligations  With 
Respect  to  Restoration  and  Reconstruction. 

(a)  Whenever  any  improvement,  or  any  part 
thereof,  constructed  on  the  Leased  Property,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  shall  have  been  damaged  or 
destroyed,  the  Redeveloper  shall  proceed  promptly 
to  establish  and  collect  all  valid  claims  which  may 
have  arisen  against  insurers  or  others  based  upon 
any  such  damage  or  destruction.  All  proceeds  of 
any  such  claims  and  any  other  monies  provided 
for  the  reconstruction,  restoration,  or  repair  of 
any  such  improvement,  shall  be  deposited  in  a 
separate  account. 

(b)  Any  and  all  sums  of  money  received  by  the 
Redeveloper  as  payments  for  any  loss  or  losses 
under  said  insurance  policies  shall,  if  the  Authority 
so  demands,  be  first  applied  to  the  payment  of  any 
unpaid  public  charges  and  annual  rent.  The  bal- 
ance of  the  insurance  money  shall  be  used  and  ex- 
pended for  the  purpose  of  fully  repairing  or  recon- 
structing the  improvements  which  have  been 
destroyed  or  damaged  to  a  condition  at  least 
comparable  to  that  existing  at  the  time  of  such 
damage  or  destruction  to  the  extent  that  the 
insurance  money  may  permit.  If  there  be  any 
excess  of  insurance  proceeds  after  such  repair  or 
reconstruction  has  been  fully  completed,  such  ex- 
cess shall  be  retained  by  the  Redeveloper. 

(c)  The  Redeveloper,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Agency,  may  determine  that  all  or  any  part  of  any 
such  damage  to  or  destruction  of  such  improve- 
ments shall  not  be  reconstructed,  restored,  or  re- 
paired, and  in  such  event,  the  proceeds  of  any 
claims  against  insurers  or  others  arising  out  of 
such  damage  or  destruction,  to  the  extent  not 
used  for  such  reconstruction,  restoration,  or  repair 
shall  be  retained  by  the  Redeveloper. 

Section  607:  Commencement  and  Completion 
of  Reconstruction. 

The  Redeveloper  shall  commence  to  reconstruct 
or  repair  any  improvements  and  equipment  on  the 
Leased  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  which 
have  been  destroyed  or  damaged  within  a  period 
of  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months  after  the  insurance 
proceeds  in  respect  of  such  destroyed  or  damaged 
property  have  been  received  by  the  Redeveloper 
(or,  if  the  conditions  then  prevailing  require  a 
longer  period,  such  longer  period  as  the  Authority 
shall  specify  in  writing),  and  shall  well  and  dili- 
gently and  with  prompt  dispatch  prosecute  the 
same  as  may  be  necessary  to  fully  complete  such 
reconstruction  or  repair  within  twenty-four  (24) 
months  from  the  start  thereof,  provided,  however, 
that  in  the  event  there  is  a  mortgage  on  the 
Leased  Property  concerned  insured  by  FHA,  the 
proceeds  of  payments  for  losses  covered  by  insur- 
ance policies  held  by  the  mortgagees  shall  be  col- 
lected and  applied  in  accordance  with  the  applica- 
ble regulations  of  the  FHA  and  the  mortgage  con- 
tract. This  provision  shall  also  apply  to  Section 
606  preceding.  FHA  mortgage  insurance  is  in 
force  for  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Leased  Property, 
the  provisions  of  the  mortgage  contract  relating  to 
the  commencement  and  completion  of  reconstruc- 
tion shall  govern. 

Section  608:  Duration  of  Requirement  of  Re- 
construction. 

The  provisions  of  Sections  606  and  607  of  this 
Agreement  shall  apply  only  in  the  event  the  damage 
or  destruction  to  improvements  on  the  Leased 
Property  occurs  prior  to  December  1,  1999.  In 
the  event  such  damage  or  destruction  occurs 
thereafter,  the  Redeveloper  shall  not  be  required 
to  reconstruct,  restore  or  repair  such  improve- 
ments but,  if  it  does  not  do  so,  the  Authority  may 


require  that  the  proceeds  of  any  claims  against 
insurers,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  reasonably 
required  therefor,  shall  he  deposited  in  a  separato 
account  (or  invested  in  such  securities  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Authority)  to  be  used  only  for  the 
payment  of  the  rent  and  public  charges  I,,  rounder. 
Any  amount  not  required  for  such  purposes  shall 
be  retained  by  the  Redeveloper.  In  the  event  i  hat 
1'HA  mortgage  insurance  is  in  force  for  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  Leased  Property,  the  interest  of  the 
Authority  hereunder  shall  be  subordinated  to  any 
claims  of  the  mortgagee  or  the  Commissioner. 

Article  VII. 

Remedies,  Rights,   and   Procedure     in  the  Event 

of  a  Breach  by  Redeveloper. 

Section  701 :    Refusal  by  Redeveloper  to  accept 
possession. 

Anything  in  this  Agreement  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  in  the  event  that  the  Redeveloper 
fails  to  accept  delivery  of  possession  under  the 
lease  (or  conveyance  of  the  fee  if  Redeveloper  has 
so  elected)  of  any  of  the  eight  delivery  parcels  as 
delivery  of  said  parcels  becomes  due  according  to 
the  schedule  set  out  in  Section  204  hereof  and  anv 
such  failure  is  not  cured  within  sixty  (60)  days  o'f 
written  notice  of  such  failure  from  tne  Authority 
then  the  deposit  made  with  the  Authority  by  the 
Redeveloper  pursuant  to  Section  207  shall  be 
retained  by  the  Authority  as  liquidated  damages 
and  as  its  property  without  any  deduction,  offset 
or  recoupment  by  the  Redeveloper,  and  neither 
the  Redeveloper  nor  the  Authority  shall  have 
further  rights  or  liabilities  against  one  another 
arising  out  of  such  failure,  or  rights  with  respect 
to  delivery  parcels  with  which  the  Redeveloper 
has  not  then  yet  been  vested  in  possession. 

Section  702:  Consequences  of  Redeveloper's 
failure  to  commence  and  complete  construction 
failure  to  pay  rent,  etc.,  where  Redeveloper  holds 
leased  property. 

In  the  event  that  the  Redeveloper  holds  land 
in  the  project  area  by  lease  and  with  respect  to  any 
portion  of  such  land  shall  fail  to  perform  its  obliga- 
tions under  this  Agreement  with  respect  to  (1) 
commencement  and  completion  of  construction  of 
improvements;  (2)  payment  of  rent;  and  (3)  pay- 
ment of  public  charges  on  property  on  which  the 
Redeveloper  has  not  completed  improvements 
(reference  is  made  to  Sections  203,  208,  302  of  this 
Agreement)  the  Authority  shall  by  a  writing  notify 
the  Redeveloper  of  such  failure.  The  Redeveloper 
shall  thereupon  have  ninety  (90)  days  from  the 
dispatch  of  such  a  writing  in  which  to  cure  such 
failure.  If  the  Redeveloper  does  not  cure  such 
failure  within  the  ninety  (90)  day  period,  the 
Authority  shall  have  the  right  to  declare  the  Re- 
developer's leasehold  to  the  delivery  parcel  or 
parcels  of  the  Leased  Property  with  respect  to 
which  such  failure  occurred,  terminated  and  the 
Redeveloper  shall  thereupon  forthwith  surrender 
possession  of  such  delivery  parcel  or  parcels  of  the 
Leased  Property  to  the  Authority. 

In  the  event  the  Authority  shall  elect  so  to 
terminate  the  Redeveloper's  leasehold  with  respect 
to  the  pertinent  parcel  or  parcels  of  the  Leased 
Property,  the  Redeveloper's  security  deposit 
(reference  is  made  to  Section  207  hereof)  shall  be 
retained  by  the  Authority  as  liquidated  damages 
and  not  as  a  penalty. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  none  of 
the  failures  enumerated  in  this  section  with  respect 
to  any  parcel  or  parcels  of  the  Leased  Property 
shall  have  any  bearing  on  the  rights  of  the  Re- 
developer in  any  parcel  or  parcels  possession  to 
which  has  already  vested  in  the  Redeveloper  and 
as  to  which  no  such  failure  exists. 

Section  703:  Ownership  of  improvements  on 
termination  of  lease. 

(a)  In  the  event  the  Authority  exercises  its 
right  to  terminate  the  leasehold  pursuant  to 
Section  702  of  this  Agreement  with  respect  to  any 
parcel  of  the  Leased  Property,  title  to  all  improve- 
ments thereon  shall  vest  in  the  Authority,  subject 
to  any  outstanding  mortgage  thereon;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Authority  must  undertake  with 
due  diligence  to  dispose  of  such  improvements  by  a 
lease  of  the  fee  title  to  the  land  and  a  sale  of  the 
improvements  or  by  sale  of  the  fee  title  to  the  land 
and  improvements. 

(b)  In  the  event  that  the  Authority  disposes 
of  the  Leased  Property  by  the  sale  of  the  fee  title 
to  the  land  and  the  improvements,  the  Authority 
shall  first  reimburse  itself  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
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sale  for  any  unpaid  rent  owed  by  the  Redeveloper 
with  respect  to  the  parcel  of  the  Leased  Property 
on  which  the  leasehold  has  been  terminated, 
other  obligations  of  the  Redeveloper  with  respect 
to  that  parcel  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred,  the 
fair  value  of  the  land  which  is  hereby  determined 
to  be  SI  .35  per  square  foot  for  land  marked  in  the 
land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan  for  resi- 
dential use  and  SI. 50  per  square  foot  for  land 
marked  in  said  plan  for  commercial  use,  the 
salaries  of  Authority  personnel  allocable  to  the 
sale  of  the  land  and  improvements  and  any  rents 
and  taxes  allocable  to  the  time  of  sale.  The 
balance  of  such  proceeds,  if  any,  shall  be  used  to 
reimburse  the  Redeveloper  up  to  the  amount 
expended  by  it  on  the  improvements  and  any 
balance  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Authority, 
(c)  In  the  event  that  the  Authority  disposes  of 
the  Leased  Property  by  a  lease  of  the  fee  title  to 
the  land  and  the  sale  of  the  improvements,  the 
Authority  shall  immediately  determine  the  total 
amount  of  any  unpaid  rent  owed  by  the  Re- 
developer with  respect  to  the  parcel  of  the  Leased 
Property  on  which  the  leasehold  has  been  termi- 
nated, other  obligations  of  the  Redeveloper  with 
respect  to  that  parcel,  all  cost  and  expenses 
inourred  including  the  fair  value  of  the  land, 
which  is  hereby  determined  to  be  $1.35  per  square 
foot  of  land  marked  in  the  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  plan  for  residential  use  and  SI. 50 
per  square  foot  for  land  marked  in  said  plan  for 
commercial  use,  the  salaries  of  City  and  Authority 
personnel  allocable  to  the  re-leasing  and  any  rents 
and  taxes  allocable  to  the  time  of  re-leasing.  The 
Authority  shall  then  compute  the  capitalized 
value  of  the  new  lease  in  accordance  with  its 
terms  based  upon  a  return  of  six  per  cent  (6%) 
on  the  value  of  the  land  and  shall  add  thereto  the 
purchase  price  of  the  improvements  on  the  land,  if 
any.  The  Authority  shall  then  deduct  from  the 
aforesaid  total  the  total  amount  due  it  hereunder. 
The  balance  remaining,  if  a  ay,  shall  be  immediately 
payable  to  the  Redeveloper  to  reimburse  it  for 
any  expenses  up  to  the  amount  expended  by  the 
Redeveloper  on  the  improvements,  and  any 
balance  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  City 
and  Authority. 

Section  704:  Consequences  of  Redeveloper's 
failure  to  commence  and  complete  construction 
where  Redeveloper  holds  land  in  the  project  area 
in  fee. 

In  the  event  that  the  Redeveloper  holds  land 
in  the  project  area  in  fee  and  with  respect  to  such 
land  shall  fail  to  perform  its  obligations  under  this 
Agreement  with  respect  to  commencement  and 
completion  of  improvements,  the  Authority  shall 
by  a  writing  notify  the  Redeveloper  of  such 
failure.  The  Redeveloper  shall  thereupon  have 
ninety  (90)  days  from  the  dispatch  of  such  a 
writing  in  which  to  cure  such  failure.  If  the 
Redeveloper  does  not  cure  such  failure  within  the 
ninety  (90)  day  period  and  the  holders  of  record 
of  building  loan  agreements  and /or  first  mortgages 
in  replacement  thereof  and  the  Commissioner  do 
not  exercise  their  rights  to  cure  such  failure 
(reference  is  made  to  Section  706  hereof),  the 
Redeveloper  shall  reconvey  to  the  Authority  and 
without  consideration  by  quitclaim  deeds  each 
parcel  of  the  project  area  held  by  the  Redeveloper 
in  fee  on  which  such  failure  occurred  with  all 
improvements  thereon,  which  have  not  been 
completed  within  the  meaning  of  Section  310  of 
this  Agreement,  but  subject  to  existing  building 
loan  agreement  and/or  first  mortgages  in  re- 
placement thereof. 

In  the  event  that  the  Redeveloper  shall  fail 
so  to  reconvey,  the  Authority  and  the  City  may 
institute  such  actions  or  proceedings  as  they  may 
deem  advisable  as  well  as  proceedings  to  compel 
specific  performance  and  the  payment  of  all 
damages,  expenses  and  costs. 

In  the  event  that  the  Redeveloper  reconveys 
to  the  Authority  pursuant  to  this  Section  704,  the 
Authority  shall  resell  the  land  so  reconveyed  and 
the  improvements  thereon,  subject  to  all  of  the 
provisions  of  the  land  assembly  and  redevelop- 
ment plan;  the  proceeds  of  such  resale  shall  be 
used  first  to  reimburse  the  Authority  for  all  costs 
and  expenses  incurred,  including  the  salaries  of 
Authority  personnel  in  connection  with  the  re- 
capture and  sale,  and  for  public  charges  outstand- 
ing with  respect  to  the  land  reconveyed  to  the 
time  of  resale  and  reconveyance.  The  balance  of 
such  proceeds,  if  any,  shall  be  used  to  reimburse 
the  Redeveloper  up  to  the  amount  expended  by 
it  in  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  the  land 


reconveyed,  less  any  profit  which  the  Redeveloper 
withdrew  during  its  ownership.  Any  balance  re- 
maining after  reimbursement  to  the  Redeveloper 
shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Authority. 

In  the  event  the  Redeveloper  is  required  to 
reconvey  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  704, 
the  Redeveloper's  security  deposit  (see  Section  207) 
shall  be  retained  by  the  Authority  as  liquidated 
damages  and  not  as  a  penalty. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  none  of 
the  failures  enumerated  in  this  section  with  respect 
to  any  parcel  or  parcels  of  the  land  in  the  project 
area  held  in  fee  shall  have  any  bearing  on  the  rights 
of  the  Redeveloper  in  any  parcel  or  parcels  of  the 
leasehold  property  or  fee  property  as  to  which  no 
such  failure  exists. 

Section  705:    Notice  of  breaches  to  mortgagees. 

In  the  event  the  Authority  pursuant  to  Section 
702  and  Section  704  of  this  Agreement,  gives 
written  notice  to  the  Redeveloper  of  a  failure  to 
commence  or  complete  construction,  pay  rent,  or 
pay  public  charges,  the  Authority  shall  forthwith 
furnish  to  the  mortgagee  (and  if  the  mortgage  is 
insured  by  the  FHA,  to  the  Commissioner  as 
well)  of  the  parcel  of  the  Leased  Property  or  land 
in  the  project  area  with  respect  to  which  such 
failure  occurred  a  copy  of  said  notice.  To  facilitate 
the  operation  of  this  section,  the  Redeveloper  shall 
at  all  times  keep  the  Authority  provided  with  an 
up-to-date  list  of  mortgagees  and  holders  of  build- 
ing loan  agreements  from  whom  the  Redeveloper 
has  obtained  loans  for  redevelopment  operations. 
To  facilitate  the  operation  of  this  section,  the 
Redeveloper  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  Authority 
provided  with  an  up-to-date  list  of  mortgagees 
and  holders  of  building  loan  agreements  from  whom 
the  Redeveloper  has  obtained  loans  for  redevelop- 
ment operations. 

Section  708:  Right  of  Commissioner  to  cure 
breaches  of  covenant. 

Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in 
this  Agreement,  so  long  as  there  is  upon  the  lease- 
hold interest  of  the  Redeveloper  in  any  parcel  of 
the  Leased  Property  a  mortgage  insured  or  held 
by  the  Commissioner,  or  so  long  as  such  leasehold 
interest  is  in  the  Commissioner,  the  Authority 
shall  not,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Com- 
missioner, terminate  this  Agreement  or  a  lease 
hereunder  in  respect  of  a  portion  of  the  Leased 
Property  for  any  cause  whatsoever  within  a  period 
of  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  giving  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  ^written  notice  of  the  existence  of  a 
breach  of  this  Agreement  and  within  said  ninety 
(90)  day  period  the  Commissioner  may  maintain 
said  leasehold  interest  by  causing  any  and  all  such 
existing  breaches  to  be  cured. 

Section  707:  Mortgagee  may  cure  breach  of 
Redeveloper. 

In  the  event  that  the  Redeveloper  receives  notice 
from  the  Authority  of  a  failure  to  commence  or 
complete  construction,  pay  rent  or  pay  public 
charges,  pursuant  to  Section  702  or  Section  704 
of  this  Agreement  and  such  breach  is  not  cured 
by  the  Redeveloper  at  the  expiration  of  the 
ninety  (90)  day  period  provided  for  in  Section  702 
and  Section  704,  the  holders  of  record  of  building 
loan  agreements  and/or  first  mortgages  in  replace- 
ment thereof  may  cure  any  such  failure  and  com- 
plete the  construction  then  in  progress  in  accord- 
ance with  the  land  assembly  and  redevelopment 
plan  and  this  Agreement  upon  giving  written  notice 
of  their  intention  to  do  so  to  the  Authority  within 
fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  ninety 
(90)  day  period.  Upon  so  completing  construc- 
tion, such  holder  of  building  loan  agreements  or 
first  mortgages  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Agreement,  sell  its  interest  in  land  in  the 
project  area  and  improvements  thereon  or  it  may 
add  all  cost  and  incidental  expense  of  the  con- 
struction work  done  by  it  to  its  advances  and  the 
lien  of  its  mortgage  and  continue  to  hold  its 
mortgage  lien  on  the  property. 

Anything  in  this  Agreement  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  it  is  further  expressly  understood 
that  should  any  building  or  buildings  in  any  parcel 
be  covered  by  a  mortgage  insured  or  hold  by  the 
Commissioner,  or  his  successor  in  office,  or  should 
such  property  and  improvements  be  owned  by  the 
Commissioner,  neither  the  Commissioner,  nor  the 

i tgagee    under    any    mortgage    insured    by    the 

Commissioner  is  in  anywise  obligated  to  complete 
tin'  improvements  contemplated  in  such  mortgage 

transaction,   nor  does   either  guarantee   tin1   c 

pletion  of  improvements  as  hereinbefore  required 
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of  tlio  Redeveloper,  and  further,  that  in  case  of 
any  default  in  the  construction  of  said  improve- 
ments by  the  Redeveloper,  the  ( 'oimnissioner  and 
the  mortgagee,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  the 
option  of  completing  or  not  completing  the  im- 
provements or  causing  the  same  to  be  completed. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
paragraph,  it  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed 
that  if  the  mortgagee  or  the  Commissioner  shall 
become  the  owner  of  the  Redeveloper's  interest  in 
property  in  the  project  area  and  improvements 
thereon  and  shall  determine  to  perform  any  con- 
struction or  development  operations  on  such 
property,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  mortgagee  or 
Commissioner  shall  perform  all  such  construction 
or  development  operations  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Agreement,  except  that  the  time 
limits  set  forth  in  Section  304  shall  be  extended  by 
the  Commissioner  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete 
any  such  construction  or  development  operations. 
If  such  mortgagee  or  Commissioner  shall  assign  or 
transfer  such  interest  in  property,  except  in  case  of 
an  assignment,  or  transfer  to  the  Commissioner 
the  instrument  by  which  the  assignment  or  trans- 
fer is  effected  shall  contain  a  covenant,  which  shall 
be  a  covenant  running  with  the  land,  that  the 
grantee  or  any  successor  in  interest  of  such  grantee, 
shall  be  obligated  to  perform  and  to  complete  the 
construction  and  development  operations  to  be 
performed  by  the  Redeveloper,  or  his  successor  in 
title  and  interest,  as  provided  for  by  this  Agree- 
ment, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Agreement  except  that  as  to  such  grantee,  the 
time  limits  stipulated  in  Section  304  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  commence  until  the  date  of  the  execu- 
tion of  the  instrument,  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  Commissioner  shall  have  the  right,  power  and 
authority  to  waive,  modify  or  otherwise  change 
as  he,  in  his  sole  discretion,  shall  determine,  any 
detailed  plans  and  specifications  prepared  for  the 
project  or  part  thereof  so  acquired  and  conveyed, 
it  being  understood,  however,  that  the  Commis- 
sioner will  consult  with  the  Authority,  in  respect 
to  any  such  waiver,  modification,  or  change  in  the 
detailed  plans  and  specifications  before  proceeding 
with  any  waiver,  modification  or  change  in  the 
detailed  plans  and  specifications;  and  provided, 
further,  that  if  the  Commissioner  waives,  modifies, 
or  otherwise  changes  the  detailed  plans  and  speci- 
fications, no  such  waiver,  modification  or  change 
shall  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
applicable  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  then  in  effect. 

Section  708:  Extensions  on  Time  of  Re- 
developer's  performance. 

Anything  in  this  Agreement  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  the  time  for  performance  by 
the  Redeveloper  with  respect  to  the  Leased 
Property  conveyed  to  the  Redeveloper  from  time 
to  time  as  herein  provided  shall  be  extended  as 
provided  in  this  section  in  the  event  of  enforced 
delay  in  the  performance  of  the  Redeveloper's 
obligation  under  this  lease  by  reason  of: 

(a)  any  acts,  laws,  proceedings  or  regulations 
of  the  Federal  Government  or  any  agency 
thereof  or  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, including  but  not  limited  to  controls 
or  restrictions  upon  or  requisitioning  of  materials, 
equipment,  tools  or  labor,  due  to  war,  national 
defense  or  emergency,  or  unusual  conditions; 

(b)  judicial  or  other  legal  restrictions 
affecting  the  time  of  commencement  or  com- 
pletion or  both; 

(c)  causes  which  are  beyond  the  control 
or  without  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  Re- 
developer, including  but  not  restricted  to:  acts 
of  God  or  the  public  enemy,  fires,  floods,  epi- 
demics, quarantine  restrictions,  strikes,  freight 
embargoes  and  weather  of  unusual  severity 
such  as  hurricanes,  tornadoes,  cyclones  and 
other  extreme  weather  conditions; 

(d)  any  delay  of  any  other  contractor 
engaged  by  the  Redeveloper  occasioned  by  the 
foregoing;  and 

(e)  acts  or  restrictions  of  Federal  agencies 
affecting  the  time  of  commencement  or  com- 
pletion or  both.  In  the  event  application  is 
made  for  FHA  mortgage  financing,  delays  in 
processing  such  application  shall  be  considered 
as  an  act  or  restriction  under  this  sub-section 
provided  that  such  application  is  promptly 
made  and  such  delay  is  occasioned  solely  by  the 
FHA  and  is  nowise  due  to  the  acts  of  the  Re- 
developer. 

In  the  event  of  the  occurrence  of  any  of  the 
matters  contained  in  this  section,  the  time  for 
performance  of  the  Redeveloper's  obligation  shall 


be  extended  for  such  period  as  the  Authority 
shall  find  in  writing  to  be  the  period  of  the  enforced 
delay,  provided  the  Redeveloper  shall  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  beginning  of  such  delay, 
notify  the  Authority  in  writing  of  such  delay  arid 
the  causes  thereof.  In  calculating  the  length  of 
delay,  the  Authority  shall  consider  not  only  the 
actual  work  stoppage  but  the  consequential  delays 
resulting  from  such  stopping  as  well.  If  then 
should  be  any  other  enforced  delays  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Redeveloper  arising  from  causes 
other  than  those  listed  in  this  paragraph,  such 
delays  shall  be  in  like  manner  excused  by  the 
Authority. 

Section  709:  Extensions  of  time  of  Authority's 
Performance. 

The  time  for  performance  by  the  Authority  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Agreement  shall  be 
extended  in  the  event  of  enforced  delay  in  the 
performance  of  the  Authority's  obligations  by 
reason  of  the  causes  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (a) 
through  (e)  in  the  preceding  section. 

Section  710:  Redeveloper  guarantees  faithful 
performance. 

The  Redeveloper  unconditionally  guarantees 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  covenants  herein 
to  be  by  it  performed.  It  is  hereby  agreed  that 
in  the  event  any  party  hereto  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  or  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Agreement,  then,  and  in  that  event,  the  other 
party  hereto  may  institute  such  actions  or  pro- 
ceedings as  it  may  deem  advisable  as  well  as 
proceedings  to  compel  specific  performance  and 
payment  of  all  damages,  expenses  and  costs. 

Article  VIII. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Section  801 :  Option  to  purchase  additional 
parcels. 

In  the  event  that  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  project 
area  which  is  reserved  by  the  land  assembly  and 
redevelopment  plan  for  public  or  semi-public  use 
is  not  so  used  and  the  Authority  determines  to 
sell  any  such  parcel  to  a  private  user,  the  Authority 
agrees  that  it  shall  first  offer  any  such  parcel  for 
sale  to  the  Redeveloper  for  SI. 35  per  square  foot 
of  land  if  it  is  to  be  used  for  residential,  parking, 
or  landscape  purposes  and  fox  SI. 50  per  square 
foot  if  it  is  to  be  used  for  commercial  purposes. 
An  offer  by  the  Authority  to  sell  such  a  parcel 
shall  be  made  in  writing  and  the  Redeveloper  shall 
have  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  receipt  of  such 
written  offer  to  act  thereon. 

Section  802:    Footpath  easement. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  "Public  Footpath" 
shown  on  the  "Land  Disposition  Plan"  (Ap- 
pendix B)  as  traversing  the  several  delivery 
parcels.  The  Redeveloper  agrees  that  it  shail 
grant  to  the  City  of  Boston  easements  through  the 
several  delivery  parcels  for  the  building  and 
maintenance  of  a  public  footpath  as  called  for  by 
the  land  assembly  and  redevelopment  plan,  such 
grant  of  easement  to  be  made  without  cost  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  consideration  for  such  grant 
being  the  building  and  maintenance  of  said  foot- 
path by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  803:   Eminent  Domain. 

(a)  If  during  the  term  of  this  lease  all  of  the 
Leased  Property  shall  be  taken  by  any  exercise 
of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  by  any  public  or 
other  authority,  or  if  part  only  of  the  Leased 
Property  is  so  taken  or  is  damaged  by  any  such 
exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  but  the 
remaining  portion  thereof  or  the  part  thereof 
damaged  cannot  by  reasonable  expenditure  be 
restored  to  economically  operable  multiple  family 
housing  accommodations  and  appurtenant  com- 
mercial facilities  of  a  comparable  kind  and  quality 
but  not  necessarily  the  same  size  as  immediately 
before  the  taking,  then  this  lease  and  the  terms 
hereof  shall  terminate  as  of  the  time  possession  is 
required  by  the  taking  authority,  or  the  date  that 
such  damage  occurs,  whichever  is  earlier,  and  rent 
and  other  payments  shall  be  apportioned  as  of  the 
date  of  termination. 

(b)  If  a  part  of  the  Leased  Property  shall  be 
so  taken  or  damaged  and  this  lease  is  not  termi- 
nated pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  it 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  and  a  just 
proportion  of  the  payments  referred  to  in  Section 
203  hereof  shall  be  abated  until  the  Leased  Prop- 
erty, or  what  may  remain  thereof,  shall  have  been 
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put  in  proper  condition  by  the  Redeveloper  for 
use  and  occupancy  and  thereafter  a  just  propor- 
tion of  said  payments,  according  to  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  permanent  diminution  of  value  of  the 
Leased  Property  for  use  and  occupancy  shall  be 
abated  for  the  remainder  of  the  period  for  which 
such  payments  are  required  to  be  made.  The 
Redeveloper  shall  use  due  diligence  in  the  event 
of  such  partial  taking  to  put  the  remainder  of  the 
Leased  Property  in  proper  condition  for  use  and 
occupancy,  so  far  as  it  can  do  so  by  expenditures 
not  exceeding  the  net  amount  of  the  award  paid 
to  and  retained  by  the  Redeveloper  under  the 
provisions  of  sub-paragraph  (c)  of  this  Section  803. 

(c)  The  Redeveloper  and  the  Authority  shall 
join  in  a  single  action  to  recover  the  entire  award 
payable  with  respect  to  any  taking  or  damage 
referred  to  in  this  section  and  out  of  the  net 
amount  of  such  award  after  deducting  the  reason- 
able expenses  of  obtaining  it,  including,  without 
limitation,  fees  for  services  of  attorneys  and 
appraisers,  the  Redeveloper  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  and  retain  such  portion  thereof  as  represents 
the  value  of  the  buildings  and  improvements 
taken  or  damaged  and,  if  this  lease  remains  in 
force,  the  consequential  damages  to  the  land, 
buildings,  and  improvements  not  taken  or  damaged, 
and  the  Authority  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and 
retain  the  balance. 

(d)  In  the  event  of  a  taking  of"all  or  any  part 
of  the  Leased  Property  for  a  temporary  use,  or  in 
event  of  any  temporary  interruption  of  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  the  Leased  Property  or  part 
thereof  by  reason  of  any  taking,  or  in  the  event  of 
any  taking  of  a  temporary  interest  in  the  leasehold 
estate,  this  lease  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  and  there  shall  be  such  abatement,  if  any,  of 
payments  under  Section  203  hereof  as  may  be 
equitable,  and  the  Redeveloper  shall  continue  to 
be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  all  the  cove- 
nants, provisions  and  conditions  hereof  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  entire  amount  of  any  award,  to 
the  extent  that  the  award  is  made  with  respect  to 
such  period  within  the  term  hereby  granted. 

Section  804:  Parties  barred  from  interest  in 
project. 

No  delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  no  Resident  Commissioner,  shall 
be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  hereof,  or  to  any 
benefit  to  arise  therefrom. 

Section  805:  Authority's  members  and  officers 
barred  from  interest. 

No  member  of  the  Authority  shall  participate  in 
any  decision  relating  to  this  Agreement  which 
affects  his  personal  interests  or  the  interests  of  any 
corporation,  partnership  or  association  in  which  he 
is  directly  or  indirectly  interested,  nor  shall  any 
member,  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  Authority 
have  any  interest  direct  or  indirect  in  this  lease  or 
the  proceeds  thereof. 

Section  806:    Tax  apportionment. 

At  the  closing  of  any  fee  title  of  the  Leased 
Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  all  taxes  upon 
the  property  so  conveyed  shall  be  adjusted,  appor- 
tioned and  allowed  as  of  the  date  of  delivery  of 
the  deed. 

Section  807:   Early  entries  by  Redeveloper. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Authority,  the  Rede- 
veloper may  enter  upon  Leased  Property  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  a  lease  term  in  order  to 
undertake  work  which  would  accelerate  the  prog- 
ress of  the  project;  provided,  that  the  Redeveloper 
save  the  Authority  harmless  from  consequences  of 
the  Redeveloper's  activities  on  the  Leased  Prop- 
erty prior  to  commencement  of  the  lease  term. 

Section  808:    Surrender  of  Lease. 

The  Redeveloper  shall  not  offer  a  surrender  of 
the  lease  nor  shall  the  Authority  accept  any  such 
surrender  without  the  consent  of  any  mortgagee 
of  the  lease,  and  if  a  mortgage  of  the  lease  is 
insured  by  the  Commissioner  without  his  consent. 

Section  809:    Number  of  copies  of  lease. 

This  lease  may  be  executed  in  any  number  of 
counterparts,  each  of  which  shall  be  an  original 
and  all  collectively  shall  constitute  but  one  lease. 

Section  810:    Where  notices  to  be  sent. 

Notices  and  communications  to  the  parties  and 
to  mortgagees,  insurers  of  mortgages,  and  holders 
of  building  loan  agreements  shall  be  sent,  postage 
prepaid  to  the  last,  known  address  of  the  party 
concerned. 


Section  811:  Agreement  binding  on  successors 
and  assigns. 

This  Agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  and  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto  and  their 
respective  successors  and  assigns. 

Section  812:  Preference  to  old  residents  of  West 
End. 

The  Redeveloper  agrees  that  it  shall  give  prefer- 
ence in  the  selection  of  tenants  for  dwelling  units 
built  in  the  project  area  to  families  displaced  there- 
from because  of  clearance  and  redevelopment 
activity  who  desire  to  live  in  such  dwelling  units 
and  who  will  be  able  to  pay  rents  or  prices  equal 
to  rents  or  prices  charged  other  families  for  similar 
or  comparable  dwelling  units  built  as  part  of  the 
same  redevelopment.  The  Redeveloper  further 
agrees  to  make  the  covenants  expressed  in  the 
preceding  sentence  of  this  section  a  term  of  any 
conveyance  by  it  of  property  in  the  project  area.

Section  815:  Authority  members  and  staff  not 
to  be  personally  liable. 

No  official  or  employee  of  the  Authority  shall 
be  personally  liable  to  the  Redeveloper  in  the 
event  of  any  default  or  breach  by  the  Authority 
or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  the 
Redeveloper  or  on  any  obligations  under  the  terms 
of  this  lease. 

Section  816:  No  Changes  Without  mutual 
consent. 

This  lease  cannot  be  changed  or  amended  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  parties  to  this  lease 
and  the  holder  of  any  mortgage,  if  any,  upon  the 
Leased  Property  or  any  portion  thereof  affected 
thereby,  and  the  insurer  of  the  indebtedness 
secured  by  any  such  mortgage.

Anything  in  this  lease  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, it  is  expressly  understood  and 
agreed  that  in  the  event  a  state  of  war  or  national 
emergency  is  declared  by  the  President,  this 
lease  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Redeveloper,  be 
terminated  without  any  further  obligation  on 
either  party  to  the  other. 

Section  818:  Federal  Approval  of  this  Agree- 
ment.

B.     PLANNING    PROPOSALS 

1.  Execution  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  herein  called  the  "Authority"  will  acquire  by  purchase,  eminent  domain 
or  otherwise,  all  property  in  the  above  described  Project  Area  except  those  specifically  excluded  and  will  demolish,  re- 
move, relocate  or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  buildings  and  structures  thereon,  will  rough-grade  the  land  as  illustrated  on  the 
Major  Grading  and  Site  Improvements  Plan  (Map),  No.  4F,  will  sell  or  lease  for  private  and  public  development  all  land 
in  the  Project  Area  not  needed  for  street  and  highway  purposes,  and  will  dedicate  or  otherwise  transfer  to  public  authori- 
ties all  land  needed  for  street  or  highway  purposes. 

2.  Proposed  Land  Use. 

Land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  devoted  to  multi-family  residential  use,  commercial  use,  public  and  semi- 
public  use,  institutional  use,  public  streets  and  highways,  and  to  commercial  uses  which  are  complementary  and  accessory 
to  multi-family  residential  use,  in  accordance  with  the  land  use  designations  hereinafter  provided  for  each  parcel  as  identi- 
fied on  Drawing  No.  5  Land  Disposition  Plan.  Between  the  time  of  clearance  of  any  portion  of  land  and  sale  or  lease  to 
a  redeveloper,  the  portion  of  land  may  be  used  for  interim  parking. 

This  Plan  contains  accepted  standards  with  respect  to  land  coverage,  building  bulk,  building  setbacks,  land  use 
density,  the  provision  of  schools  and  playgrounds,  and  the  requirements  for  all-street  parking  and  loading. 
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3.     Regulation  and  Controls  to  be  Applied. 

Building  controls  are  intended  to  operate  as  a  system  of  interacting  restrictions,  each  being  a  complement  and  a 
check  to  every  other,  with  a  flexibility  permitting  wide  latitude  in  design. 

(A)  Land  Disposition. 

(1)  All  land  in  the  Project  Area  not  needed  for  streets  or  highway  purposes  shall  be  sold  or  leased  for  pri- 
vate, semi-public  and  public  development  for  use  in  accordance  with  this  Plan. 

(2)  All  land  needed  for  street  or  highway  purposes  shall  be  dedicated  or  otherwise  transferred  by  the 
Authority  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  such  purposes  only. 

(3)  Licenses  in  the  public  streets  for  the  sewerage  system,  water  distribution  system,  gas  lines,  steam  lines, 
electric  lines,  telephone  lines,  and  fire  alarm  and  police  signal  systems  necessary  to  implement  this  Plan  shall  be  granted 
by  the  Authority. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  sole  right  of  the  developer  to  grant  all  easements  for  utilities  through  his  property. 

(5)  All  land  designated  herein  for  semi-public  institutional  uses  shall  be  sold  or  leased  to  semi-public 
entities  for  their  use  for  such  purposes  only. 

(6)  The  developer  is  to  purchase  all  the  land  of  a  delivery  parcel  including  that  portion  of  the  "public 
footpath"  contained  within  a  delivery  parcel.  The  developer  shall  grant  to  the  Authority  an  easement  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  "public  footpath"  and  an  easement  making  the  "public  footpath"  a  right-of-way  for  pedestrian  travel. 
The  footpath  will  be  dedicated  for  public  uses  and  transferred  by  the  Authority  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  such  purposes 
only. 

(B)  Restrictions  on  the  Use  of  Project  Land. 

The  following  restrictions  shall  be  binding  and  effective  upon  all  purchasers  of  land,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
in  that  section  of  Boston  identified  as  the  West  End  Land  Assembly  and  Redevelopment  Project  Area  and  more  particu- 
larly described  in  Part  A  of  this  Plan  for  a  period  of  50  years  from  the  date  of  adoption  of  the  Plan  by  the  Boston  City 
Council.

Said  restrictions  shall  be  automatically  extended  for  successive  ten  (10)  year  periods  unless  terminated  by 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  owners  with  the  approval  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

(1)  Land  Use:  Land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  used  for  multi-family  residential  use,  commercial  use, 
commercial  uses  which  are  complementary  and  accessory  to  multi-family  residential  use,  public  and  semi-public  use, 
institutional  use,  public  streets  and  highways  as  follows: 

(a)  Parcel  1  —  Multi-family  and  commercial  —  to  be  delivered  to  developers  in  7  parcels,  delivery  sched- 
ule to  be  determined  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  Authority  and  the  developers  and  incorporated  in  contract  of  sale.

(b)  Parcel  2  —  Public  use 

(c)  Parcel  3  —  Institutional  use 

(d)  Parcel  4  —  Semi-public  use 

(e)  Parcel  5  —  Semi-public  use 

(f)  Parcel  6  —  Public  use  —  alternate  commercial  use 

(g)  Parcel  7  —  Semi-public  use 
(h)     Parcel  8  —  Public  use 

(i)       Parcel  9  —  Landscaped  buffer  zone 

(j)      Parcel  10  —  Semi-public  use  —  alternate  multi-family  residential  use 

(k)  The  Authority  reserves  the  right  to  add  up  to  an  aggregate  40,000  square  feet  to  the  land  area  of 
Parcel  7,  for  the  use  specified  for  Parcel  7,  out  of  any  one  or  a  combination  of  the  three  land  areas  now  allocated  to  De- 
livery Parcel  ID,  1D1,  and  IF  at  any  time  before  six  months  before  the  disposition,  by  deed  or  lease,  of  any  one  of  said 
delivery  parcels. 

(2)  Residential  Parcels 

All  areas  designated  for  residential  use  are  subject  to  restrictions  (a)  through  (f)  inclusive,  which  are 
listed  below: 

(a)  Building  setback  and  spacing  between  residential  buildings. 

The  intent  of  these  provisions  is  to  assure  adequate  and  healthful  sunlight,  light  and  air,  as  well  as  proper 
privacy,  to  all  dwelling  units  within  the  Project  Area  in  relation  to  each  other  and  to  other  structures  within  and  adjoining 
the  Project  Area.

In  any  case,  all  residential  buildings  shall  be  set  back  a  minimi if  ten  (10)  feet  from  right-of-way  lines. 

When  a  parcel  boundary  is  not  parallel  to  the  building  line,  the  required  setback  shall  be  defined  US  the 
average  of  the  maximum  and  minimum  distance  between  the  building  ami  property  line.

(d)  Usable  Open  Space. 

(i)     General  Requirements 

It  shall  be  required  that  for  each  dwelling  unit  100  square  feet  of  usable  open  space  must  be  provided. 

The  developer  shall  be  required  to  provide  a  green  strip  40  feet  deep  along  Charles  Street  extending  from 
the  intersection  of  Allen  and  Charles  Streets  to  the  pedestrian  overpass  at  the  traffic  circle  on  Charles  Street.  All  areas 
not  covered  by  paths,  walks,  planting  boxes,  shrubs,  and  trees  shall  be  covered  with  six  inches  of  loam,  fertilized  and 
sown  with  permanent  grass  seed. 

At  least  six  shade  trees  with  a  trunk  of  four  inches  caliber  shall  be  provided  for  the  green  strip.

A  minimum  of  10%  of  the  area  of  the  green  strip  shall  be  covered  by  planting  boxed  and/or  permanent 
shrubs. 

At  least  two  means  of  access  to  the  green  strip  shall  be  provided  for  all  residents  of  the  Project  Area, 
(ii)     Usable  Open  Space. 

Defined  as  that  part  of  the  ground  area  which  is  devoted  to  outdoor  recreational  use  or  to  landscaped  areas. 
It  excludes  private  roadways  open  to  vehicular  transportation,  accessory  offstreet  parking  space  and  accessory  offstreet 
loading  berths. 

Usable  open  space  must  be  structually  safe  and  adequately  surfaced  and  protected.  It  must  be  accessible 
and  available  at  least  to  all  occupants  of  dwelling  units  for  whose  use  this  space  is  required. 

Substitution  of  roof  space  of  garages  not  over  2  stories  high  for  required  usable  open  space:  Open  space 
on  the  roof  of  garages  not  over  2  stories  high  may  be  substituted  for  part  of  the  required  usable  open  space  and  if  so 
substituted  each  square  foot  of  roof  space  shall  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  one  square  foot  of  usable  open  ground 
space,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

—  such  open  space  on  the  roof  shall  have  a  minimum  dimension  of  15  feet,  measured  from  the  inside 
of  the  parapet  or  railing  or  to  the  exterior  of  any  wall  or  other  obstruction  projecting  up  above  the  roof  level. 

—  such  open  space  on  the  roof  shall  be  free  of  all  obstructions  except  for  arbors,  trellises,  planting  boxes, 
awnings  and  canopies,  plumbing  vents  and  recreational  equipment, 

—  such  open  space  on  the  roof  shall  be  suitably  surfaced  and  shall  be  protected  by  a  high  parapet,  fence 
or  other  suitable  safeguard. 

(e)  Landscaping. 

(i)  All  areas  not  covered  by  plazas,  structures,  walks,  driveways,  parking  lots  and  hard-surfaced  play 
areas  shall  be  covered  with  six  inches  of  loam,  fertilized  and  sown  with  permanent  grass  seed.  The  developer  shall  land- 
scape the  green  areas  appropriately  with  trees  and  shrubs. 

(ii)  Owners  of  property  abutting  on  a  public  walkway  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  that  portion 
of  said  easements  which  is  in  lawn  and  shrubbery  and  between  their  lot  lines  and  the  public  sidewalks.  Owners  of  the 
property  shall  also  be  responsible  for  installing  and  maintaining  all  lawn  spaces  between  public  sidewalks  for  curbs. 

(iii)  The  developer  may,  without  application,  pave  over  easements  for  public  utilities  and/or  install 
driveways,  lawns,  parking  spaces,  plazas,  and  play  yards.  In  the  event  the  developer  desires  to  erect  any  structures 
or  to  plant  any  trees  or  shrubs  over  easements,  he  shall  be  required  to  apply  for  permission  for  the  proper  jurisdiction. 

(f)  Parking  and  Access  Drives. 

(i)  Off-street  parking  and  garage  spaces  shall  be  provided  in  the  ratio  of  three  spaces  for  each  five  dwelling 
units,  with  a  minimum  average  of  300  square  feet  per  parking  space  which  includes  maneuvering  space.  All  parking 
areas  and  drives  shall  be  paved  with  a  water  repellent  bituminous  surface  or  concrete  and  shall  be  properly  drained. 

(g)  Design  Standards  for  Parking  Areas. 

(i)  Access  drives  to  parking  areas  and  garages  shall  be  at  least  18  feet  but  not  more  than  24  feet  wide 
at  sidewalk. 

(ii)  All  off-street  parking  spaces  which  are  assigned  to  or  rented  for  tenant  parking  shall  be  within  300 
feet  of  dwellings  so  assigned  or  rented.  At  least  one  space  per  ten  dwelling  units  shall  be  in  open  lots  and  shall  be  avail- 
able for  the  visitors  of  tenants.  Distance  in  excess  of  200  feet  from  parking  area  to  building  entrance  shall  be  under 
cover. 
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(iii)     All  parking  installs  shall  be  set  twenty  (20)  feet  from  the  peripheral  street,  lines  except  where  a 
modification  is  granted  under  clause  G3,  variances  of  restrictions  and  controls. 
(3)     Commercial  Parcels 
The  following  restrictions  shall  apply  to  Parcel  1,  Delivery  Parcel  1G,  designated  for  commercial  use. 

(a)  No  uses  other  than  the  following  shall  be  permitted  thereon: 
(i)  Generally  recognized  retail  stores 

(ii)         Personal  service  shops  for  direct  service  to  the  customers 

(iii)        Business  and  professional  offices 

(iv)        Dry  cleaning  pick-up  stores 

(v)         Laundries  and  bakeries,  provided  the  service  of  not  more  than  a  total  of  ten  full-time  people  is 

utilized  therein  in  all  operations 
(vi)        Interior  decorators 
(vii)      Photographic  studios 
(viii)     Restaurants  and  hotels 
(ix)        Institutional  uses 

(x)         Bowling  alleys  if  effectively  sound-insulated 
(xi)        Uses  accessory  to  any  of  the  above  permitted  uses 

(b)  An  overall  design  of  the  signs  on  all  store  fronts  shall  be  prepared  by  the  developer's  architect  and 
shall  be  submitted  with  the  developer's  plans  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  approval,  which  approval  shall 
not  be  unreasonably  withheld.  Permanent  flat  signs  against  the  front  face  of  store  buildings  may  be  erected  on  that 
portion  of  the  building  which  is  more  than  eight  feet  above  the  grade  line. 

Ground  signs  relating  to  parking  lots  may  be  erected,  provided  that  the  appearance  of  said  signs  is  in  general 
conformity  with  the  esthetic  concepts  of  the  development. 

(c)  Buildings  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of  eight  (8)  feet  from  all  street  rights-of-way. 

(d)  There  shall  be  a  minimum  of  three  parking  spaces  for  each  one  thousand  (1000)  feet  of  the  floor  rental 
area  in  the  buildings.    All  parking  areas  and  drives  shall  be  paved  with  a  waterrepellent,  dust-free  bituminous  surface. 

All  parking  lots  abutting  on  a  street  shall  provide  a  fence,  wall  or  bumper  or  other  means  adequate  to  protect 
the  public  walk. 

All  parking  lots  shall  be  properly  drained. 

(e)  Off-street  loading  space  must  be  provided  at  the  minimum  standards  listed  below:

(i)  A  single  berth  shall  be  a  minimum  of  twelve  (12)  feet  wide.  When  there  are  several  contiguous 
berths  the  minimum  width  shall  be  ten  (10)  feet. 

(ii)       The  minimum  clear  height  shall  be  fourteen  (14)  feet. 

(Hi)     The  minimum  length  shall  be  thirty-five  (35)  feet,  exclusive  of  access  aisles  and  maneuvering  space. 

(iv)  Definition  of  Floor  Area:  "Floor  Area"  shall  mean  the  gross  floor  area  used  or  intended  to  be  used 
for  service  to  the  public  as  customers,  patrons,  clients,  or  patients,  including  areas  occupied  by  fixtures  and  equipment 
used  for  display  or  sale  of  merchandise.

(vi)  Collective  action  relative  to  off-street  parking  and  loading:  Nothing  in  this  requirement  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  joint  use  of  off-street  parking  or  off-street  loading  space  for  two  or  more  buildings,  or  uses  provided 
the  total  of  such  spaces,  when  used  together,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  of  the  requirements  for  the  various  individual 
uses  computed  separately. 

(f)  Landscaping:  An  equivalent  of  five  (5)  per  cent  of  the  gross  floor  area  of  commercial  parcels  shall  be 
landscaped,  however  it  shall  not  be  less  than  3,000  feet  and  need  not  exceed  a  maximum  of  9,000  square  feet. 

(g)  Building  Height:  Building  height  on  the  commercial  parcels  shall  be  governed  by  the  Boston  Building 
Code  and  Zoning  Regulations. 

(h)  Convenience  Shopping:  An  area,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  square  feet  and  indentified 
as  Parcel  1,  Delivery  Parcel  1C,  shall  be  used  for  convenience  shopping.  The  Shops  will  be  permitted  to  be  part  of  an 
apartment  house  structure. 

The  following  restrictions  shall  apply  to  Parcel  1,  Delivery  Parcel  1C,  designated  for  commercial  use. 
(a)     No  use  other  than  the  following  shall  be  permitted  thereon: 

(i)        Generally  recognized  retail  stores 

(ii)       Personal  service  shops  for  direct  service  to  the  customers 

(iii)     Dry  cleaning  pick-up  stores 

(iv)      Other  uses  complementary  to  multi-family  residential  areas 

(v)       Paragraphs  (b),  (c),  (e)  and  (f)  under  B  (3)  commercial  parcels  apply  to  Parcel  1,  delivery  Parcel  1C 

(4)  Public,  Semi-public,  Institutional  Parcels. 

Public,  semi-public  and  institutional  parcels  are  subject  to  the  following  controls: 

(a)  On  all  semi-public  and  institutional  parcels  the  building  setback  lines,  spacing  cf  buildings,  building 
height,  off-street  parking  and  loading  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

(b)  Parcel  6  —  Public  Use:  If  not  used  for  this  purpose,  will  be  incorporated  into  Parcel  1,  Delivery  Parcel 
1G,  designated  for  commercial  use. 

(c)  Parcel  7  —  Semi-public  Use. 

(d)  Parcel  10  —  Semi-public  use.  If  not  used  for  this  purpose,  will  be  incorporated  into  Parcel  1,  delivery 
Parcel  IB,  designated  for  multi-family  residential  use. 

(e)  On  all  public  parcels  the  building  setback  lines,  spacing  of  buildings,  off-street  loading  and  parking 
requirements  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  in  this  Plan,  land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  not.  be  used  for 
industrial  use  or  for  advertising  signs,  except  those  used  to  advertise  apartments  for  rent,  which  shall  not  be  located  above 
the  first  floor  level;  those  used  in  connection  with  business  to  advertise  services  or  goods  identified  with  the  premises 
are  excepted,  but  billboards  of  all  types  are  specifically  prohibited.

All  non-residential  buildings  shall  be  fire  proof,  Type  1  construction  or  semi-fire  proof.  Type  II  con- 
struction, as  defined  in  the  Boston  Building  Code,  Chapter  479,  Acts  of  1938,  Section  126  and  127  respectively,  us  amended 
to  the  date  of  approval  of  this  Plan  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  except  for  three-story  build- 
ings as  provided  for  in  the  approved  site,  plan  for  this  Project  Area,  which  shall  hi-  Type  IV  construction,  as  denned  in  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  Chapter  179,  Section  1  _''!.

3.     This  Plan  complies  with  the  local  objectives  of  the  City  of  Bostoi  itability  of  land  uses,  density, 

improvement  traffic,  public-  transportation,  public  utilities,  recreational  facilities  and  community  facilitii 
public  improvements.     This  J'lan  conforms  to  the  following  local  objectives: 

(a)  The  elimination  of  substandard  residences. 

(b)  The  elimination  of  the  under-utilized,  over-age  Mayhew  School. 

(c)  The  elimination  of  narrow,  costly,  out-moded  streets  and  public  utilities. 

(d)  The  provision  of  now  standard  residential  units  to  provide  a  stable  neighborhood. 

(e)  The  provision  of  a  new  elementary  school  on  an  adequate  site  plus  the  enlargement  of  play  ana  around 
the  Blackstone  Junior  High  School  and  provision  of  land  for  a  proposed  gymnasium.

The  vacancy  turnover  for  1953  averaged  12%  or  approximately  1660  apartments.  Under  Chapter  121, 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  Section  26FF,  and  Public  Law  171,  Section  302,  priority  in  public  housing  is  mandatory 
to  families  displaced  by  Slum  Clearance  and  Redevelopment  Projects. 

For  all  persons  or  families  eligible  for  public  housing,  the  Authority  shall  make  dwelling  units  available 
in  projects  owned  or  operated  by  it.  Such  persons  or  families  will  be  given  preference  for  tenancy  into  all  public  housing. 
(2)     Available  Vacancies  in  Privately  Owned  Dwelling  Units: 

For  all  families  of  more  than  one  person  who  are  not  eligible  for  public  housing,  the  Authority  shall  find 
and  make  available  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  privately  owned  dwelling  units  at  rentals  that  such  families  can  afford 
to  pa3',  and 

For  all  single  persons  ineligible  for  public  housing,  the  Authority  shall  make  available  addresses  of  privately 
owned  rooms  or  dwelling  units  for  their  relocation.  There  is  at  the  present  time  a  sufficient  number  of  available  dwelling 
units  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  make  it  possible  to  carry  out  this  Relocation  Plan. 

In  addition,  Section  26LL  (C)  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  121  under  "Obligations  to  be  Imposed  on  Purchasers 
and  Lessees,"  states: 

"  If  a  Housing  Authority  shall  sell  or  lease  any  property  acquired  by  it  for  a  Land  Assembly  and  Redevelop-

Q.     CHANGES    IN    THE    REDEVELOPMENT    PLAN 

1.  Review  of  Developer's  Plans 

Each  developer  shall  submit  his  plans  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  review  and  approval.  These 
Plans  shall  be  in  sufficient  detail  to  enable  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  make  determinations  as  to  compli- 
ance of  the  Plans  with  Regulations  and  Controls  herein  contained.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  ex- 
amine these  plans  and  they  shall  be  deemed  approved  unless  formal  rejection,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  reasons  therefor, 
shall  be  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  their  submission.  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  sentence  shall  likewise  apply 
to  any  amended  or  corrected  plans. 

Thereafter,  any  changes  required  by  lending  institutions  or  the  Federal  Housing  Administration  may  be  made 
providing  they  are  not  contrary  to  or  in  conflict  with  these  restrictions  and  are  agreed  to  by  the  developer  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

2.  Amendments  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan 

Subject  to  applicable  Federal,  State  and  local  laws,  this  Plan  may  be  modified  after  lease  or  sale  of  any  land 
in  the  Project  Area,  provided  that  such  modifications  are  consented  to  by  the  lessee  or  purchaser  of  the  property  affected 
by  the  proposed  modifications  and  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

i.     Variances  of  Restrictions  and  Controls 

At  the  request  of  the  redeveloper  and  subject  to  applicable  Federal  State  and  local  laws,  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  may,  in  specific  cases,  vary  the  application  of  any  provision  of  these  restrictions,  to  a  minor  extent,  when 
in  its  opinion  the  enforcement  thereof  would  do  manifest  injustice,  provided  that  the  decision  of  the  Authority  shall  not 
be  in  conhict  with  the  spirit  of  any  provision  of  this  plan  and  provided  that  such  a  variance  shall  be  subject  to  the 
consent  of  any  owner  in  the  project  area  affected  by  the  variance. 

4.  Severability 

Invalidation  of  any  one  of  these  convenants  by  judgment  or  court  order  shall  in  no  way  affect  any  of  the  other 
provisions  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

5.  Conflicting   Requirements 

When  there  is  any  difference  between  these  restrictions  and  the  standards  of  the  Zoning  Regulations,  Building 
Code  or  other  legal  requirement  the  more  restrictive  requirement  shall  govern. 

6.  Obligation  of  the  Developer  to  Start  and  Complete  Construction 

Each  purchaser  or  lessee  of  land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  obligated  to  begin  and  complete  within  a  reasonable 
time  the  building  or  improvements  required  of  him. 

7.  Action   by  the  Authority  to  Prevent  Speculation   in   Project  Land 

The  Authority  will  take  all  reasonable  steps  to  prevent  speculation  in  the  holding  of  Project  Land. 

8.  Action   by  the  Authority  to  Prevent  Discrimination 

The  Authority  shall  not  itself  effect  nor  execute  and  shall  adopt  effective  measures  to  assure  that  there  is  not 
effected  nor  executed  by  the  purchasers  or  lessees  from  it  (or  the  successors  in  interest  of  such  purchasers  or  lessees),  any 
covenant,  agreement,  lease,  conveyance  or  other  instrument  whereby  land  in  the  Project  Area  which  is  disposed  of  by 
the  Authority  is  restricted  either  by  the  Authority  or  by  the  purchasers,  lessees  or  successors  in  interest,  upon  the  basis 
of  race,  creed  or  color  in  the  sale,  lease  or  occupancy  thereof,  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  Plan  with  respect  to 
termination  of  the  Plan  shall  not  apply  to  this  sentence.

Gentlemen: 

Chapter  536  of  the  Acts  of  1959  authorizes 
the  City  of  Boston  to  transfer  playground 
land  at  Mozart  and  Bolster  streets  in  the 
Roxbury  district  of  the  City  of  Boston  from 
the  control  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission of  the  city  to  the  charge  and  control 
of  the  School  Committee  to  be  used  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  school  building.  Chap- 
ter 536  further  authorizes  the  City  of  Boston 
to  transfer  a  parcel  of  school  land  and  build- 
ing at  Centre  and  Mozart  streets  to  the  charge 
and  control  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission   to    be    used    for    playground    purposes.

Mozart  streets.

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accept  the  provisions  of  the  act;  and  on  Oc- 
tober 22,  1959,  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission, pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
536,  unanimously  voted  to  recommend  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  act.

STREET,  TO  MASSACHUSETTS  GEN-

On  January  19  of  this  year,  I  sent  your 
Honorable  Body  a  message  with  enclosures 
including  an  order  to  authorize  the  making 
of  a  contract  under  chapter  310  of  the  Acts 
of  1954  in  which,  among  other  things,  the 
city  would  agree  to  sell  to  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  for  $30,000  the  discontinued 
mortuary  on  North  Grove  street  as  well  as 
North  Grove  street  itself,  Fruit  street  and  a 
portion  of  Parkman  street  upon  their  dis- 
continuance as  public  ways.  Since  the  Sheriff

Pursuant  to  a  City  Council  order  dated 
October  5,  1959,  the  Authority  has  made  esti- 
mates of  the  cost  of  preparing  an  Application 
for  Loan  and  Grant  Contract  to  provide 
federal  financial  assistance  for  the  Government 
Center  project  under  the  recently  enacted 
legislation. 

You  will  recall  that  on  October  7,  your 
Honor  made  a  telephone  call  to  the  Urban 
Renewal  Commissioner,  Mr.  David  Walker,  to 
ascertain  if  an  Application  for  a  Loan  and 
Grant  Reservation  under  the  20  per  cent  ex- 
ception in  the  1959  act  would  be  entertained 
fcr  the  Government  Center  project.  Com- 
missioner Walker  indicated  to  you  that  several 
million   dollars    would   be   available. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Authority  that  it  will 
cost  _  approximately  $183,000  to  prepare  the 
application  for  federal  financial  asistance.

PROPOSED  EXTENSION  OF  NEW  YORK 
STREETS  PROJECT  AREA. 

The  following   was   received:

Gentlemen: 

On  June  29,  1959,  his  Honor  Mayor  John  B. 
Hynes  announced  that  the  Cerel-Druker  Re- 
development Corporation  had  conveyed  ap- 
proximately ninety  thousand  square  feet  of 
land  in  the  New  York  Streets  Project  area  to 
the  Graybar  Electric  Company  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  building  approximately 
$1,000,000  in  cost.  In  September  of  this  year, 
his  Honor,  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes,  suggested 
that  the  Authority  give  serious  consideration 
to  extending  the  New  York  Streets  project 
to  provide  additional  land  for  industrial  rede- 
velopment in  order  to  attract  new  industry  to 
Boston  and  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  indus- 
trial development  which  it  is  indicated  exists 
in    this    area. 

Since  then,  another  nationally  known  cor- 
poration, Westinghouse  Electric  Company,  has 
signed  an  option  with  the  Cerel-Druker  Re- 
development Corporation  for  the  purchase  of 
almost  one  hundred  thousand  square  feet  of 
land  in  the  project  area  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  building  of  approximately  $1,- 
000,000  in  cost.  This  leaves  only  20  per  cent 
of  the  New  York  Streets  Project  area  yet  to 
be  redeveloped.  The  Authority  is  very  proud 
to  make  note  of  the  fact  that  this  project  is 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  successful  in- 
dustrial urban  redevelopment  projects  in  the 
country.  The  federal  officials  are  extremely 
pleased  with  the  progress  of  this  development 
and   consider   it   to   be   an   outstanding   success. 

Pursuant  to  the  suggestion  to  consider  the 
feasibility  of  expanding  the  project  area,  the 
Authority  has  spent  considerable  time  and 
held  many  discussions  on  the  advisability  of 
extending  the  project,  as  a  result  of  which 
the  Authority  is  firmly  convinced  that  it  is 
in  the  best  interests  of  Boston  to  extend  this 
project  and  take  advantage  of  the  demand 
which  exists  for  industrial  development  in  this 
area. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  no  federal  funds 
available  for  this  project  because  the  1959 
legislation  was  limited  in  the  amount  of  au- 
thorizations available.  Mr.  David  Walker,  the 
Urban  Renewal  Commissioner,  has  tentatively 
agreed  to  allocate  six  or  seven  million  dollars 
for  the  Government  Center  project  which  has 
become  eligible  under  the  recent  amendments. 
This  is  all  the  federal  money  available  at  the 
present  time  and  since  the  Government  Center 
project  has  been  given  the  top  priority  by 
all  official  and  civic  groups  in  the  city,  it  was 
decided  to  earmark  federal  money  for  the 
Government  Center  project.  Your  Honorable 
Body  will  recall  that  it  unanimously  adopted 
a   Council  order   directing   the   Boston   Redevel- 


opment Authority  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  federal  financial  assistance  for 
the  Government  Center  project  as  a  result 
of  the  recent  federal  legislative  amendments. 
Accordingly,  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out  the 
extension  of  the  New  York  Streets  project 
exclusively   with    City   of   Boston   funds. 

In  arriving  at  the  decision  to  extend  the 
New  York  Streets  project  with  city  funds, 
the  Authority  was  motivated  by  the  following 
considerations:  (1)  Available  federal  funds 
should  be  utilized  for  the  Government  Center 
project  because  of  the  greater  cost  and  the 
higher  priority;  (2)  the  impossibility  of  ob- 
taining federal  funds  for  this  project  because 
of  the  Government  Center  allocation;  (3)  to 
take  advantage  of  the  unique  opportunity 
created  by  the  existence  of  the  new  Herald- 
Traveler  plant,  the  Graybar  Electric  construc- 
tion, and  the  proposed  Westinghouse  plant, 
to  attract  other  industries  in  order  to  increase 
the  tax  base  and  create  employment  oppor- 
tunities. 

The  Authority  would  like  to  point  out  that 
it  is  an  accepted  rule  that  corporations,  like 
people,  follow  each  other  and  are  very  much 
interested  in  who  their  neighbors  are.  Because 
of  this,  Boston  can  overcome  some  of  its 
competitive  disadvantages  by  utilizing  the 
prestige  of  the  nationally  known  firms  which 
have  committed  themselves  to  the  New  York 
Streets  area.  The  Authority  believes  that  time 
is  of  the  essence  because  the  construction  of 
industrial  plants  is  not  a  consumer's  item 
which  is  purchased  everyday.  Once  a  firm 
builds  a  plant  elsewhere,  it  can  well  be 
decades  before  the  need  for  another  plant  will 
arise  and  had  Westinghouse  Electric  or  Gray- 
bar agreed  to  build  in  the  suburbs,  they 
would  not  be  available  to  locate  in  Boston  for 
many  years  to  come.  The  Authority  is  very 
firm  in  its  belief  that  the  nationally  known 
firms  which  have  already  committed  them- 
selves in  the  New  York  Streets  area  have 
created  a  very,  very  important  natural  re- 
source for  Boston,  a  resource  and  economic 
asset  which  should  be  completely  utilized  in 
every  way  to  overcome  other  economic  and  fiscal 
disadvantages    which    exist    in    Boston. 

The  Authority  has  engaged  a  competent 
consulting  firm  to  make  studies  of  the  area. 
The  study  area  is  generally  bounded  by  Dover, 
Washington,  Tremont,  and  Castle  streets.  It 
is  the  expectation  of  the  Authority  that  within 
three  months  surveys  and  plans  will  have  been 
completed  and  firm  cost  estimates  arrived  at 
for  presentation  to  his  Honor  and  the  City 
Council.  At  the  present  time  it  is  estimated 
that  the  project  if  undertaken  will  cost 
between   $4.5    and   $5    mil-ion. 

The  Authority  has  designated  the  Cerel- 
Druker  Redevelopment  Corporation  as  the  re- 
developer  for  the  proposed  extension  subject 
to  mutual  agreement  on  price  and  other  con- 
ditions of  sale.  This  firm  was  designated 
because  of  its  outstanding  reputation,  its 
financial  stability,  credit  resources  and  ex- 
tensive knowledge  and  experience  in  real  estate 
development  which  have  been  demonstrated 
by  their  outstanding  success  in  the  New  York 
Streets  project  development  to  date.

In  addition  to  the  City  of  Boston  refuse 
collection  contractors,  who  are  required  to 
make  deliveries  to  the  South  Bay  Incinerator, 
there  are  others  who  may  wish  to  take  advan- 
tage of  this  facility.  This  group  consists  of 
private  collectors,  business  establishments,  and 
individuals  making  deliveries  of  refuse  in  their 
own   vehicles.

Dear  Sir: 

In  1952,  the  City  of  Boston  commenced  a 
program  of  constructing  parking  facilities  in 
local  communities.  These  projects  were  under- 
taken in  Roslindale,  Brighton,  Roxbury,  Hyde 
Park,  North  End.  Mattapan,  Dorchester,  East 
Boston,   Jamaica   Plain,   and   Charlestown. 

The  total  appropriations  by  the  City  Council 
for  these  projects  amounted  to  $614,625.  The 
total  expenditures  to  date  have  been  $623,937.71 
and  there  still  remains  to  be  paid  estimated 
land  damages  in  the  amount  of  $25,589  in 
connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Ros- 
lindale and  Roxbury  facilities.  Attached  here- 
to is  a  detailed  schedule  of  the  appropriations 
and   expenditures  of  each  facility. 

You  will  note  that  in  the  construction  of  the 
Hyde  Park  facility,  expenditures  exceeded  the 
appropriation  by  $637.03;  and  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  the  Mattapan  facility, 
expenditures  exceeded  the  appropriation  by 
$37,606.33;  and  in  connection  with  the  Dor- 
chester facility,  expenditures  exceeded  the  ap- 
propriation by  $31,574.29.  In  connection  with 
construction  of  the  Roslindale  facility,  the 
expenditures  and  provision  for  estimated  land 
damages  to  be  paid  results  in  a  possible 
deficit  of  $19,730.60;  and  in  connection  with 
the  Roxbury  facility,  actual  expenditures  and 
estimated  land  damages  to  be  paid  would  result 
in  a  possible  deficit  of  $783.10.  These  deficits 
have  been  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  land 
damages  paid  by  executions  of  court  were 
very  much  in  excess  of  the  estimate  which 
was  included  in  the  appropriation.  Attached 
herewith  is  a  schedule  of  the  estimated  land 
damage  costs  of  each  facility  and  actual 
amounts  which  have  been  paid  to  date. 

I  recommend  that  an  order  be  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  transferring  unexpended 
balances  where  the  projects  have  been  com- 
pleted to  provide  in  part  for  these  deficit*. 
I  have  been  informed  that  although  funds  in 
the  amount  of  $35,000'  were  appropriated  for 
a  Charlestown  project,  plans  have  been  aban- 
doned for  construction  of  this  facility.  I 
further  recommend  that  an  order  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  appropriating  the  sum  of 
$34,901.71  from  Parking  Meter  Fees  to  pro- 
vide the  funds  necessary  for  the  completion 
of  the  program.

CLASSIFICATION    OF   CERTAIN    PINBALL 

MACHINES    AS    GAMBLING    DEVICES. 

The  following   was   received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Law   Department,   November   23,    1959. 
To  the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Pursuant  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  October  19,  1959,  I  have 
considered  whether  the  Licensing  Board  may 
refuse  to  license  under  section  177A  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  pinball 
machines  which  have  a  meter  for  registering 
free  plays  and  a  mechanism  for  releasing  such 
plays  or  which  make  provision  for  multiple 
coin  insertion  for  increasing  the  odds  of  win- 
ning free  plays. 

Under  section  177A,  the  Licensing  Board 
"may  grant,  and  after  written  notice  to  the 
licensee,  suspend  or  revoke  a  license  to  keep 
and  operate  an  automatic  amusement  device 
for  hire,  gain  or  reward,  approved  by  the 
director  of  standards  and  necessaries  of  life 
under  section  two  hundred  and  eighty-three 
of  chapter  ninety-four  [of  the  General  Laws]." 
The  term  "automatic  amusement  device"  is 
expressly  defined  as  "including  free  play  pin- 
ball  machines."  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
has  held  that  section  177A  was  enacted  "for 
the  purpose  of  permitting  the  use  and  main- 
tenance of   automatic   amusement    d<  \  ices    such 
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as  pinball  machines,  including  'free  play* 
pinbal]  machines,  if  duly  licensed  and  if  used 
for  amusement  only."  Commonwealth  v.  Ma- 
comber,  S33  Mass.  298,  301.  The  word  "may" 
in  the  phrase  "may  grant"  does  not  mean 
that  the  Licensing  Board  can  overrule  the 
policy  of  permitting  free  play  pinball  ma- 
chines which  the  statute  so  plainly  lays  down. 
Pisco  v.  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston,  331 
Mass.  539,  541.  In  my  opinion,  therefore, 
the  Licensing  Board  cannot  refuse  to  license 
under  section  177A  a  pinball  machine  approved 
as  aforesaid  by  the  Director  of  Standards  and 
Necessaries  of  Life  simply  because  it  has  a 
meter  for  registering  free  plays  and  a  me- 
chanism for  releasing  such  plays  or  because 
it  makes  provision  for  multiple  coin  insertion 
for  increasing  the  odds  of  winning  free  plays. 
In  reaching  this  conclusion,  I  am  not  un- 
mindful that  in  Revenue  Ruling  59-294  set 
forth  on  pages  28-29  of  the  September  8,  1959, 
issue  of  the  "Internal  Revenue  Bulletin,"  it  is 
said  that  "where  a  pinball  machine  is  equipped 
with  a  push  button  or  other  device  for  re- 
leasing free  plays  and  a  meter  for  registering 
the  plays  so  released,  or  with  a  provision  for 
multiple  coin  insertion  for  increasing  the  odds, 
such  equipment  is  considered  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  machine  is  being  maintained 
for  gambling  purposes"  so  that  "it  is  not 
necessary  that  evidence  of  payoffs  or  redemp- 
tion of  free  plays  be  obtained  in  order  to  hold 
the  $250  special  gaming  device  tax  applicable." 
Commonwealth  v.  Macomber,  333  Mass.  29S, 
301,  makes  it  clear  that  without  such  evi- 
dence, a  free  play  pinball  machine  cannot  be 
deemed  to  be  maintained  for  gambling  pur- 
poses under  the  statutory  law  of  Massachu- 
setts governing  the  Licensing  Board.

140  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

In  further  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
Councillor  Foley   offered   the  following: 

Moved,  That  action  on  this  matter  be  post- 
poned to  a  date  certain,  namely,  to  wit,  one 
week  from  today,  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  that  at  this  time  the  Corporation  Counsel 
be  requested  to  appear  before  the  Executive 
Committee,  prepared  to  thoroughly  discuss  the 
question  generally  of  licensing  of  arcades,  and 
that  there  further  be  invited  the  chairman  and 
the  members  of  the  Boston  Licensing  Board 
to   attend   such   meeting. 

The  motion  was  carried.

The  City  of  Boston  is  the  owner  of  ap- 
proximately 781,000  square  feet  of  land  lying 
between  River  street  and  West  Selden  street 
in  the  Dorchester  district.  The  land  is  pres- 
ently a  part  of  the  River  Street  Sanatorium. 
On  October  14,  1959,  the  Trustees  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Hospital  voted  that  the  land  was  no 
longer  needed  for  public  purposes,  with  the 
exception  of  a  right-of-way  through  the 
premises  which  the  Trustees  wish  to  retain 
for  the  use  of   the   hospital. 

When  this  property  became  available  for 
sale,  I  referred  the  matter  to  the  Boston 
City  Planning  Board  for  the  purpose  of  a 
study.  As  a  result  of  its  study  the  Planning 
Board  has  made  a  subdivision  of  the  land  for 
residential  purposes  and  has  recommended  cer- 


tain specifications  in  conformity  with  the 
proposed    zoning    ordinance. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Planning  Board 
should  participate  further  in  the  development 
of  the  area  and  that  it  be  authorized  to  solicit 
proposals  from  all  persons  interested  in  build- 
ing the  area  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Board. 

I  enclose  a  plan  of  the  proposed  subdivision 
dated  November  24,  1959,  together  with  a 
copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Planning  Board 
dated  November  24,  1959,  and  submit  here- 
with a  proposed  order  authorizing  and  direct- 
ing the  City  Planning  Board  to  solicit  proposals 
from  private  developers  for  the  development 
of  the  land  and  recommend  its  adoption  by 
your   Honorable   Body.

On  October  14,  1959,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  voted  that  approximately 
781,000  square  feet  of  Boston  Sanatorium 
property  east  of  West  Selden  street  in  Dor- 
chester was  no  longer  needed  for  public  pur- 
pose except  for  a  40-foot  right-of-way 
running  from  Glenhill  road  to  the  Sanatorium 
property. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Planning 
Board  by  your  Honor  with  the  request  that 
a  subdivision  layout  be  prepared  showing  how 
this  property  might  suitably  be  developed  for 
single-family  houses  of  the  same  general 
character  as   those  now  existing  in  the  area. 

Of  several  schemes  studied,  the  one  presented 
is  considered  the  most  feasible  and  desirable.  It 
has  been  designed  to  accommodate  single^family 
houses  measuring  approximately  30  x  40  feet. 
In  order  to  provide  garages,  and  recognizing 
the  minimum  side-yard  standards  of  the  pro- 
posed zoning  ordinance,  an  80nfoot  lot  front- 
age is  suggested  as  optimum.  This  permits 
a  10-foot  side  yard  on  each  side  of  a  60-foot-- 
wide  house  and  garage  unit. 

There  is  evidence  of  ledge  on  about  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  property.  Since  this  scheme 
was  prepared  without  knowledge  of  subsurface 
conditions,  final  street  and  utility  alignment 
may  require  adjustment  to  avoid  excessive 
rock    removal.

No  person  shall  deposit  or  dump  any  house- 
dirt,  house-offal,  or  other  refuse  matter,  ex- 
cept in  a  place  approved  by  the  health  com- 
missioner, or  place  outside  of  any  building  or 
premises  for  removal  any  light  refuse  or  rub- 
bish that  is  likely  to  be  scattered  or  blown 
about,  unless  the  same  is  properly  packed, 
bundled,   or  otherwise   secured. 

Section  3.  Section  1  of  chapter  40A  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as  appearing  in 
section  2  of  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1956,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
clause    (246)    the  following  clause: 

(246A)  Refuse,  Incineration  of.  The  charge 
to  be  paid  the  public  works  department  for 
receiving  refuse  for  incineration  other  than 
from  an  independent  contractor  acting  for 
said  department  shall  be  25  cents  for  each 
hundred    pounds.

LANDS. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,   submitted   the   following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  for  transfer  of  land  known  as  Girls' 
High  School,  situated  at  West  Newton  and 
Pembroke  streets,  Boston,  to  Parks  and  Recre- 
ation Commission,  and  order  for  transfer  of 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  demolition  of 
Girls'  High  School  Building  (referred  October 
19) — recommending    the    following: 


Your  Committee  on  Public  Lands  held  a 
hearing  on  December  17,  1959,  in  connection 
with  the  above-entitled  matter  and  recom- 
mends that  the  transfer  order  and  the  ap- 
propriation   ought    to    pass. 
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ii. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  is 
based  upon  strong  representations  to  it  that 
the  building  on  West  Newton  street,  formerly 
used  as  Girls'  High  School,  ought  to  be  razed. 
The  abandoned  structure  has  become  most  un- 
sightly and  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  those 
in  the  district.  Your  committee  in  making 
this  recommendation  does  not,  in  any  sense, 
absolve  the  School  Department  or  Department 
of  School  Buildings  from  the  responsibility  for 
seeing  to  it  that  abandoned  school  buildings, 
which  become  a  menace  to  the  health,  safety, 
and  morals  of  a  district,  are  expeditiously 
removed.  Your  committee  further  observes 
that  a  policy  of  returning  the  school  sites 
to  worthwhile  use,  via  sale  to  a  grantee  com- 
mitting himself  to  redevelop  the  site  suitably, 
is  clearly  in  order  here.  Therefore,  your 
committee  requests  that  the  City  Clerk  see 
to  it  that  a  copy  of  this  report  reaches  the 
Superintendent  of  School  Buildings,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  and  the  to4>e-appointed 
Director    of   Development. 

III. 

Your  committee  has  pointedly  restricted  the 
policy  basis  upon  which  the  recommendation 
is  based  to  the  necessity  for  razing  the  struc- 
ture. Your  committee  felt  that  the  concept 
for  re-use  of  the  site  as  a  playground  has 
not  been  adequately  developed.  It  appears 
that  razing  and  leveling  of  the  site  would 
yield  an  irregularly  shaped  plot  of  about 
45,000  square  feet  (slightly  more  than  one 
acre) .  Those  at  the  meeting  were  not  in 
agreement  as  whether  the  site  should  then 
be  used  for  younger  children  or  for  teenagers. 
There  seemed  to  be  a  general  agreement  that 
a  3-  tc>  S-acre  site  is  badly  needed  in  the  South 
End.  There  seemed,  however,  to  be  disagree- 
ment as  to  how  the  larger  3-  to  5-aere  site 
ought  to  be  developed,  i.e.,  whether  the  facility 
should  be  intensively  developed  on  a  so-called 
"plant"  basis,  which  means,  as  your  committee 
was  given  to  understand,  many  difEerent  types 
of  facilities  and  equipment  contained  in  the 
one  area,  generally  deemphasizing  competitive 
sports,  such  as  baseball  and  football,  or 
whether  the  site  ought  to  be  developed  with 
strong    emphasis    on    competitive    sports. 

Your  committee  does  not  and  could  not 
make  any  finding  on  this  problem.  Your 
committee  does,  however,  feel  strongly  that 
clear  answers  to  these  not  overly  difficult 
problems  ought  to  be  in  hand  before  the  city 
proceeds  to  expend  an  additional  $250,000  to 
$500,000   in  the  area. 

IV. 
Your  committee  welcomes  and  appreciates 
the  efforts  of  the  neighborhood  committees, 
area  committees,  coordinating  committees,  and 
others,  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  this 
problem.  Your  committee  does  strongly  sug- 
gest that  the  department  engineer  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  Mr.  Daniel 
Byrne,  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department 
District  Director  of  Recreation,  Mr.  Antonellis, 
and  a  suitable  staff  person  of  the  Planning 
Department,  ought  to  commence  immediately 
a  professional,  logical  analysis  of  the  type, 
size  and  site  of  a  suitable  playground  area 
for  the  South  End.  We  feel  in  this  process 
that  all  the  interested  associations  in  the  South 
End  could  be  of  immense  help,  but  the  basic 
analysis  has  to  be  professional  in  nature  to 
intelligently  guide  the  expenditures  for  rec- 
reational purposes  in  the  South  End. 
For  the  Committee, 
William  J.  Foley,  Jr.,  Chairman. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  for 
the  transfer  of  appropriation  of  $50,000  for 
the  demolition  of  Girls'  High  School  Building 
was    passed,    yeas    9. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  for  the  transfer  of  land  known  as 
Girls'  High  School  situated  at  West  Newton 
and  Pembroke  streets,  Boston,  from  School 
Department  to  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission,  and  the  order  was   passed,   yeas   9. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON  URBAN  RE- 
DEVELOPMENT,       REHABILITATION, 

AND    RENEWAL. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Redevelopment,  Rehabilitation,  and  Renewal, 
submitted    the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  November  9)  for  transfer  of  ap- 
propriation of  $183,000  for  Government  Center 
Project — recommending    the    following: 

I. 

Your  committee  held  a  hearing  on  the 
above-entitled  matter  on  December  17,  1959. 
Attending  the  hearing,  representing  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority,  were  Joseph  W. 
Lund,  chairman;  James  G.  Colbert,  treasurer; 
Kane  Simonian,  director,  and  John  Connolly, 
general  counsel.  Your  committee  recommends 
the  appropriation  ought  to  pass,  reduced  by 
$53,000,  i.e.,  the  sum  of  $130,000  ought  to  be 
appropriated. 

II. 

The  proposal  for  making  the  Government 
Center  Redevelopment  Project  a  federally- 
subsidized  project  results  from  a  provision  in 
the  National  Housing  Act  of  1959,  which  per- 
mits 20  per  cent  of  the  funds  appropriated 
to  be  used  for  projects  unrelated  to  residen- 
tial purposes,  either  on  the  clearance  or  the 
redevelopment  side  of  a  given  project.  This 
will  effect  a  savings  to  the  City  of  Boston  of 
about  $7,000,000   of  city  funds. 

In  the  case  of  this  project,  almost  all  of  the 
necessary  planning,  preliminairy  to  execution 
of  the  project,  has  already  been  accomplished 
at  city  expense.  Therefore,  since  it  is  not 
necessary  to  do  the  planning,  it  is  correspond- 
ingly unnecessary  to  ask  for  federal  funds 
for  planning  purposes. 

Therefore,  in  the  case  of  the  Government 
Center  Redevelopment  Project,  the  City  Coun- 
cil will  vote  but  once  on  the  matter.  The 
question  at  that  time  will  be  whether  to  pro- 
ceed to  execution  of  the  project,  coupled  with 
an  appropriation  of  about  three  and  one-half 
millions  of  dollars  for  the  city's  share  of  the 
cost   of   the  project. 

The  reduction  from  $183,000  to  $130,000  is 
recommended  by  the  committee  at  the  instiga- 
tion  of   the  Redevelopment  Authority. 

III. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  ought  to  be 
made  a  matter  of  record  that  there  appear  to 
be  certain  defects  in  the  planning  concept  for 
the  Government  Center  Project.  These  defects 
can  and  should  be  rectified. 

The  shortcomings  in  the  concept,  as  it  now 
stands,  appear  to  be  the  pi-oject  does  not 
extend  to  either  of  two  possible  natural  bar- 
riers. These  two  barriers  are:  the  Central 
Arterial  Artery  in  a  northerly  direction  and 
the  West  End  Project  Area  in  a  westerly  di- 
rection. It  appears  that  with  slightly  more 
effort,  the  boundaries  of  the  project  might  be 
extended  one  additional  block  to  the  West  End 
Project  Area  or  in  another  direction  to  the 
Central  Arterial  Artery.  Your  committee  is 
not  impressed  with  the  historical  or  aesthetic 
values  allegedly  to  be  found  in  the  so-called 
"Historic  Streets"  area,  roughly  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  Boston  Stone. 

The  second  defect  in  the  concept,  which 
your  committee  invites  to  the  attention  of  all 
concerned,  is  the  fact  that  the  Government 
Center  is  a  redevelopment  project,  designed  to 
generate  private  redevelopment  opportunities. 
The  project  supposedly  will  generate  3  sites 
for  office  buildings.  It  is  fair  to  state  that 
responsible  persons  who  have  analyzed  the 
private  redevelopment  potential  in  the  sites 
generated  as  a  result  of  the  Government  Cen- 
ter Redevelopment  proposal  are  not  optimistic 
at  all.  Your  committee  makes  this  observa- 
tion not  to  deprecate  any  possibility  of  private 
redevelopment  as  a  result  of  the  Government 
Center  effort,  but,  rather,  to  suggest  that  it 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  serious  con- 
sideration be  given  to  other  forms  of  private 
re-use  of  the  area,  than  those  presently  con- 
templated. 
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IV. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  observes  that 
the  Government  Center  proposal,  as  it  present- 
ly stands,  appears  aesthetically  satisfying.  It 
seems  that  the  controversy  concerning  the 
location  of  the  Federal  Building  was  really  to 
preserve  the  spiritual  qualities  of  the  Center 
from  destruction.  Your  committee  suggests 
that  in  the  heat  of  this  controversy  the  neces- 
sity of  strengthening  the  private  redevelop- 
ment aspect  of  the  effort  has  been  given  in- 
adequate attention. 

Your  committee  hopes  that  those  responsible 
for  the  development  of  the  concept  will  feel 
that  it  ought  to  be  continuously  improved, 
particularly  with  respect  to  an  improvement 
of  the  redevelopment  potential  generated  as  a 
result  of  this  effort  and  large  expenditures  of 
funds.

Re:  Whitney  Street  Redevelopment  Project 
(Approval  of  terms  for  development  of  second 
and   third  parcels). 

I. 

Your  committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation,  and  Renewal  held  a  hearing 
on  December  17,  1959,  concerning  the  approval 
under  section  4(a)  of  the  cooperation  agree- 
ment between  the  city  and  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  of  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ments between  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  Thomas  O'Connor  Company, 
and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
Leatherbee  &  Co.,  covering  parcel  No.  2  and 
parcel  No.  3  of  the  Whitney  Street  Project 
area.  Attending  the  hearing  were  Joseph  W. 
Lund,  chairman;  James  G.  Colbert,  treasurer; 
Kane  Simonian,  director,  and  John  Connolly, 
general  counsel  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  terms 
of  the  agreement  with  the  Thomas  O'Connor 
Company  and  with  Leatherbee  &  Co.  ought 
to  be  approved.  Your  committee  recommends 
passage  of  the  order  which  accompanies  this 
report. 

II. 

The  terms  of  the  agreement  with  the  rede- 
veloper  for  the  second  parcel  and  the  developer 
for  the  third  parcel  are  essentially  the  same, 
except  that  the  bonding  provisions  will  be 
less  stringent  with  the  two  developers  after 
Beacon. 

In  the  case  of  the  first  parcel,  Beacon  Re- 
development Corporation  is  required  to  fur- 
nish a  full  performance  bond  before  entering 
upon  the  parcel.  The  Authority  feels  that  if 
the  development  of  the  first  parcel  is  guaran- 
teed that  it  will  surely  create  such  value  in 
the  second  parcel  as  to  insure  development 
thereof  without  a  full  performance  bond.  The 
Authority,  therefore,  will  require  that  the 
development  of  the  second  parcel  and  the 
developer  of  the  third  parcel  furnish  a  bond 
suitable  to  the  F.H.A.  if  F.H.A.  financing  is 
used,  or  suitable  to  the  mortgagee  if  conven- 
tional financing  is  used.  This  your  committee 
suggests  ought  not  to  be  considered  unfair 
to  the  first  developer,  considering  that  the 
first  developer  pays  in  annual  charges  for  the 
first  parcel,  which  everyone  concerned  agrees 
is  the  best  of  the  three;  no  more  than  the 
second  developer  and  the  third  developer  will 
pay  for  the  use  of  the  other  parcels. 

III. 

Your  committee  invites  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council  the  felicitous  combination  in  the 
case  of  both  the  second  and  the  third  parcels 
of  a  substantial  established  developer,  plus 
return  to  the  city  not  less  than  the  charges 
yielded  by  the  first  parcel,  plus  moderate 
rentals,  plus  expeditious  accomplishment  of 
the   project. 

The  only  objection,  which  might  occur,  is 
that  somewhat  more  imagination  might  have 
been  used  in  the  design  of  the  buildings  to  be 
sited  on  the  second  and  third  parcels. 

On  balance,  your  committee  recommends 
approval  of  the  terms  so  that  the  first  limited 
dividend  (Chapter  121a)  project  may  be 
speedily   completed. 

IV. 

Your  committee  expresses  its  disappoint- 
ment that  no  well-thought  out  legislative  ef- 
fort is  to  be  made  in  the  next  session  of  the 
Great  and  General  Court  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  to  make  the  limited 
dividend  concept  more  workable.  To  conduct 
a  million  and  a  half-dollar  experiment  in 
limited  dividend  and  then  to  fail  to  follow  it 
up  is  not  the  way  to  improve  our  redevelop- 
ment effort  in  Boston. 

Fortunately,  some  proposed  legislation  along 
this  line  has  been  filed  by  members  of  your 
committee.

Mr.  LALLY — In  working  up  the  figures  I  had 
before  me,  as  of  November  30,  unencumbered,  the

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Boston,  September  27,  1956. 
I,  John  H.  Cauley,  Health  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  acting  under  General  Laws  (Ter. 
Ed-),  chapter  111,  section  128C,  as  appearing  in 
Statute  1954,  chapter  209,  section  2,  and  after 
notice  to  all  persons  deemed  interested  and  a 
public  hearing,  do  hereby  make  the  following 
regulations  which  I  in  my  capacity  aforesaid  deem 
reasonable  and  necessary  to  establish  minimum 
standards  of  fitness  for  human  habitation: 

Regulations  Establishing  Minimum  Standards 
of  Fitness  for  Human  Habitation  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section     1.  Definitions. 

1.1  Dwelling  shall  mean  a  building  or 
structure  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  human 
habitation,  including  all  dormitories,  fraternity 
houses,  dwelling  units  and  lodging  units  therein 
and  the  premises  thereof. 

1.2  Dwelling  Unit  shall  mean  any  room  or 
group  of  rooms  located  within  a  dwelling  and 
forming  a  single  habitable  unit  with  facilities 
which  are  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  living, 
sleeping,  cooking  and  eating. 

1.3  Garbage  shall  mean  the  animal  and 
vegetable  material  and  wastes  resulting  from  the 
handling,  preparation,  cooking  and  consumption 
of  food. 

1.4  Habitable  Room  shall  mean  a  room  or 
enclosed  floor  space  used  or  intended  to  be  used 
for  living,  sleeping,  cooking,  or  eating  purposes, 
excluding  bathrooms,  water  closet  compartments, 
laundries,  pantries,  foyers,  or  communicating 
corridors,  closets  and  storage  spaces. 

1.5  Infestation  shall  mean  the  presence, 
within  or  around  a  dwelling,  of  any  insects,  rodents, 
or  other  pests. 

1.6  Lodging  House  shall  mean  any  dwelling, 
or  that  part  of  any  dwelling  containing  one  or 
more  lodging  units,  in  which  space  is  let  by  the 
owner  or  operator  to  five  or  more  persons  who  are 
not  within  the  second  degree  of  kinship. 

1.7  Lodging  Unit  shall  mean  a  rented  room 
or  group  of  rooms,  containing  no  cooking  facilities, 
used  for  living  purpose  by  a  separate  family  or 
group  of  persons  living  together  or  by  a  person 
living  alone,  within  a  dwelling. 

1.8  Occupant  shall  mean  any  person  living, 
sleeping,  or  cooking  in  a  dwelling. 

1.9  Operator  shall  mean  any  person  who  has 
charge,  care,  or  control  of  a  building  or  part 
thereof,  in  which  dwelling  units  or  lodging  units 
are  let. 

1 .  10  Ordinary  Minimum  Winter  Conditions 
shall  mean  15  degrees  Fahrenheit  above  the 
lowest  temperature  recorded  for  the  city  or  town 
during  the  preceding  ten-year  period. 

1.11  Owner  shall  mean  any  person  who,  alone 
or  jointly  or  severally  with  others: 

(a)  Shall  have  legal  title  to  any  dwelling  or 
dwelling  unit,  with  or  without  accompanying 
actual  possession  thereof;  or 

(b)  Shall  have  charge,"  care,  or  control  of 
any  dwelling  or  dwelling  .unit,  as  owner  or 
agent  of  the  owner,  or  as  executor,  executrix, 
administrator,  administratix,  trustee,  or  guardi- 
an of  the  estate  of  the  owner.  Any  such  person 
thus  representing  the  actual  owner  shall  be 
bound  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  these 
minimum  standards  to  the  same  extent  as  if 
he  were  the  owner. 

1.12  Plumbing  shall  mean  and  include  all  of 
the  following  supplied  facilities  and  equipment: 
gas  pipes,  gas-burning  equipment,  water  pipes, 
garbage  disposal  units,  waste  pipes,  water  closets, 
sinks,  installed  dishwashers,  lavatories,  bathtubs, 
shower  baths,  installed  clothes-washing  machines, 
catch  basins,  drains,  vent,  and  any  other  similar 
supplied  fixtures,  together  with  all  connections  to 
water,  sewer,  or  gas  lines. 

1.13  Rubbish  shall  mean  combustible  and 
noncombustible  waste  material,  except  garbage, 
and  the  term  shall  include  such  material  as  the 
residue  from  the  burning  of  wood,  coal,  coke,  and 
other  combustible  material,  paper,  rags,  cartons, 
boxes,  wood,  excelsior,  rubber,  leather,  tree 
branches,  yard  trimmings,  grass  clippings,  tin 
cans,  metals,  mineral  matter,  glass,  crockery,  and 
dust. 

1.14  Temporary  Housing  shall  mean  any 
tont,  mobile  dwelling  place  or  other  structure  used 
for  human  habitation  which  is  located  on  a  lot  or 
track  of  land  for  less  than  thirty  consecutive  days. 


1.15  Meaning  of  Certain  Words.  When- 
ever the  words  "Dwellirg",  "dwelling  unit," 
"lodging  house,"  "lodging  unit,"  "premises"  are 
used  in  these  minimum  standards,  they  shall  be 
construed  as  though  they  were  followed  by  the 
words  "or  any  part  thereof." 

Section  2.     Right  of  Entry. 

2.1  The  owner  or  occupant  of  every  dwelling, 
dwelling  unit  and  lodging  unit,  or  the  person  in 
charge  thereof,  shall  give  the  Health  Commissioner 
or  his  authorized  agent  free  access  to  such  dwelling 
or  dwelling  unit,  at  all  reasonable  times  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection,  examination,  or  survey. 

2.2  Every  occupant  of  a  dwelling  or  dwelling 
unit  shall  give  the  owner  thereof,  or  his  agent  or 
employee,  access  to  any  part  of  such  dwelling,  or 
dwelling  unit  at  all  reasonable  times  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  such  repairs  or  alterations  as  are 
necessary  to  effect  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  these  minimum  standards  or  with  an  order 
issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  these  minimum 
standards. 

Section  3.     Plumbing. 

3.1  A  safe  and  adequate  supply  of  water  from  a 
source  approved  by  the  Health  Commissioner  shall 
be  piped  into  each  dwelling. 

3.2  Every  dwelling  unit  shall  contain  a  kitchen 
sink  in  good  working  condition  and  properly  con- 
nected to  an  approved  sewer  system. 

3 . 3  Every  dwelling  shall  be  provided  with  such 
number  of  water  closets,  lavatories,  bathtubs  or 
showers  as  the  Health  Commissioner  may  require 
but  in  no  case  less  than  one  water  closet,  lavatory, 
bathtub  or  shower  for  each  dwelling  unit.  In 
lodging  houses,  dormitories  and  fraternity  houses 
there  shall  be  provided  a  minimum  of  one  water 
closet,  lavatory  and  bathtub  or  shower  for  every 
eight  persons  or  part  thereof.  All  plumbing 
fixtures  shall  be  properly  connected  to  approved 
water  and  sewer  systems. 

3.4  Every  kitchen  sink,  lavatory  and  bathtub 
or  shower  required  by  these  minimum  standards 
shall  be  properly  connected  to  both  hot  and  cold 
water  lines. 

3.5  Every  dwelling  shall  have  supplied  water- 
heating  facilities  which  are  properly  installed,  are 
maintained  in  safe  and  good  working  condition,  are 
properly  connected  with  the  hot  water  lines  re- 
quired under  the  provisions  of  Subsection  3.4  of 
Section  3  of  these  minimum  standards,  and  are 
capable  of  heating  water  to  such  a  temperature  and 
in  sufficient  quantity  to  permit  an  adequate 
amount  of  water  to  be  drawn  at  every  required 
kitchen  sink,  lavatory  basin,  bathtub  or  shower 
at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  120  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

3.6  The  water  closet  and  bathtub  or  shower 
compartment  for  each  dwelling  unit  or  lodging 
house  shall  be  accessible  from  within  the  dwelling 
unit  without  passing  through  any  part  of  any  other 
dwelling  unit  or  lodging  unit;  and  such  water 
closet  or  bathtub  or  shower  compartment  shall  be 
separated  from  all  other  rooms  by  walls  which 
afford  privacy. 

3 . 7  No  privy  shall  be  constructed  or  continued 
in  use  except  by  written  permission  from  the  Health 
Commissioner.  No  privy  shall  be  a  source  of 
pollution  of  any  water  supply  or  stream. 

3.8  Where  connect:on  to  a  public  sewer  is  not 
practicable,  a  dwelling  shall  be  served  by  cesspools, 
septic  tanks  or  other  means  of  subsurface  disposal 
of  sewage,  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Health 
Commissioner,  and  maintained  by  the  owner  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Health  Conimissionr. 

3.9  All  plumbing  shall  be  properly  installed 
and  maintained  in  good  sanitary  working  condi- 
tion, free  from  defects,  leaks  and  obstruction. 

3.10  Every  sink,  tub,  shower,  toilet,  Or  other 
plumbing  fixture  in  a  building  used  for  habitation 
shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  and  unobstructed 
drain  which  discharges  into  a  sewerage  system 
outside  the  building,  and  said  fixtures  and  drains 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  owner  in  a  sanitary 
working  condition  at  all  times. 

Section  4.     Garbage  and  Rubbish. 

4.1  Garbage  or  other  organic  waste  shall  In- 
stored  in  water-tight  receptacles  of  metal  or  other 
approved  material  and  provided  with  tight-fitting 
covers.  Sufficient  receptacles  outside  the  dwelling 
unit  or  units  shall  be  provided  for  the  maximum 
needs  of  the  occupants  of  the  dwelling.  Mechani- 
cal disposal  or  incineration  of  garbage  may  be 
permitted,  provided  that  such  mechanical  disposal 
or  incineration  methods  are  specifically   approved 
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by  the  Health  Commissioner.  Receptacles  for 
garbage  shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with 
Subsection  8.7  of  Section  8  of  these  standards. 

4.2  Rubbish  or  other  inorganic  wast?  shall  be 
stored  in  receptacles  of  metal  or  other  approved 
material.  Sufficient  receptacles  shall  be  provided 
outside  the  dwelling  unit  or  units  to  take  care  of  the 
maximum  needs  of  the  occupants  of  the  building. 
Incineration  of  rubbish  may  be  permitted  provided 
that  such  incineration  methods  are  approved  by 
the  Health  Commissioner.  Receptacles  for  rubbish 
shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  Subsection  8.7 
of  Section  8  of  these  standards. 

Section  5.     Light,  Ventilation,  Heating  and 
Egress. 

5.1  Every  habitable  room  shall  have  at  least 
one  window  or  skylight  facing  directly  to  the  out- 
doors. The  minimum  total  window  or  skylight 
area  measured  between  stops,  for  every  habitable 
room  shall  be  10  per  cent  of  the  floor  area  of  such 
room.  Whenever  walls  or  other  portions  of 
structures  face  a  window  or  any  such  room  and 
such  light-obstruction  structures  are  located  less 
than  3  feet  from  the  window  and  extend  to  a  level 
above  that  of  the  ceiling  of  the  room,  such  a  window 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  face  directly  to  the  outdoors 
and  shall  not  be  included  as  contributing  to  the 
required  minimum  total  window  area 

5.2  Every  habitable  room  shall  have  at  least 
one  window  or  skylight  which  can  be  easily  opened. 
The  total  openable  window  area  in  every  habitable 
room  shall  be  equal  to  at  least  45  per  cent  of  the 
minimum  window  area  or  minimum  skylight  area, 
as  required  in  Subsection  5.1  of  Section  5  of  these 
minimum  standards,  except  where  there  is  sup- 
plied some  other  device  affording  adequate  ventila- 
tion and  approved  by  the  Health  Commissioner. 

5.3  Every  bathroom  and  water  closet  compart- 
ment shall  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  Three- 
foot  candles  of  light  (three  lumens  per  square  foot) 
shall  be  provided  by  either  natural  or  artificial 
means  and  shall  be  available  at  all  times.  Such 
light  shall  be  measured  36  inches  from  the  floor  at 
the  center  of  the  room.  Every  bathroom  and  water 
closet  compartment  shall  have  at  least  one  window 
or  skylight  which  can  be  easily  opened.  The  total 
openable  window  area  shall  be  equal  to  at  least  45 
per  cent  of  the  minimum  window  area  or  minimum 
skylight  area  as  required  in  Subsection  5.1  of 
Section  5  of  these  minimum  standards.  Such 
window  area  requirements  of  this  section  may  be 
waived  provided  that  there  is  an  installed  mechan- 
ical ventilation  system  approved  by  the  Health 
Commissioner. 

5 . 4  Electric  service  shall  be  provided  and  every 
habitable  room  shall  contain  at  least  two  separate 
wall-type  electric  convenience  outlets,  or  one  such 
convenience  outlet  and  one  eeiling-or-wall  type 
electric  light  fixture.  Every  such  outlet  and 
fixture  shall  be  properly  installed,  shall  be  main- 
tained in  good  and  safe  working  condition,  and 
shall  be  connected  to  the  source  of  electric  power 
in  a  safe  manner.* 

*  No  temporary  wiring  shall  be  used  except  ex- 
tension cords  which  run  directly  from  portable 
electrical  fixtures  to  convenience  outlets,  and  which 
do  not  lie  under  rugs  or  other  floor  coverings,  nor 
extend  through  doorways,  transom  or  other  open- 
ings through  structural  elements. 

5.5^  Every  portion  of  any  interior  passageway 
or  staircase  common  to  two  or  more  families  in  a 
building  used  for  human  habitation  shall  be  illumi- 
nated naturally  or  artificially  at  all  times  with  an 
illumination  of  at  least  two  lumens  per  square  foot 
(2  foot  candles)  in  the  darkest  portion  of  the 
normally  travelled  stairs  and  passageways.  Such 
means  of  illumination  in  dwellings  occupied  by 
three  families  or  less  may  be  controlled  by  switches 
that  may  be  turned  on  as  needed. 

5.6  Every  means  of  egress  from  a  dwelling 
unit  or  a  lodging  unit  shall  be  safe  and  unob- 
structed. 

5.7  Every  dwelling  shall  have  heating  facili- 
ties which  are  properly  installed,  are  maintained  in 
safe  and  good  working  condition,  and  are  capable 
of  safely  and  adequately  heating  all  habitable 
rooms,  bathropms,  and  water  closet  compartments 
located  therein  to  a  temperature  of  at  least  70 
degrees  Fahrenheit  under  ordinary  minimum  winter 
conditions.  The  temperature  shall  be  read  at  a 
height  of  3  feet  above  the  floor  level  in  the  center 
of  the  rooms.  Such  heating  equipment  shall  be 
installed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Preven- 


tion   Regulations   of    the    Massachusetts    Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety. 

5.8  Space  heaters,  except  electrical,  shall  be 
properly  vented  to  a  chimney  or  duct  leading  to  the 
outdoors. 

Section  6.     Maintenance. 

6. 1  Every  foundation,  floor,  wall,  ceiling,  door, 
window  and  roof  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and 
capable  of  the  use  intended  by  its  design. 

6.2  Every  inside  and  outside  stair,  every  porch 
and  every  appurtenance  thereto  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  be  safe  to  use  and  capable  of  sup- 
porting the  load  that  normal  use  may  cause  to  be 
plac?d  thereon;  and  shall  be  kept  in  sound  condi- 
tion and  good  repair.  Every  stairway  having 
three  or  more  steps  shall  be  properly  banistered 
and  safely  balustraded. 

6.3  Railings  shall  be  provided  around  porches, 
balconies,  and  roofs  used  for  egress  or  tenancy 
purposes  and /or  similar  places.  Such  protective 
railings  shall  be  properly  balustered  and  be  not 
bss  than  3  feet  in  height. 

6.4  Every  roof,  wall,  window,  exterior  door 
and  hatchway  shall  be  free  from  holes  or  leaks 
that  would  permit  the  entrance  of  water  within  a 
dwelling  and  be  cause  of  dampness. 

6.5  Every  foundation,  floor,  wall  and  ceiling 
shall  ba  free  from  chronic  dampness.  Conditions 
of  dampness  found  to  be  detrimental  to  health  or 
to  affect  structural  safety  or  to  cause  deterioration 
of  plumbing  or  wiring  shall  be  dampproofed  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Health  Commissioner. 

6.6  Every  dwelling  shall  be  free  from  rodents 
or  vermin.  Rodent  or  vermin  extermination  and 
rodent  proofing  and  vermin  proofing  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Health  Commissioner.  Rodent  and 
vermin  extermination  shall  be  carried  out  in  ac- 
cordance with  Subsection  8.8  of  Section  8  of  these 
minimum  standards. 

6.7  Every  dwelling  shall  be  clean  and  free 
from  garbage  or  rubbish.  When  a  dwelling  or 
dwelling  unit  is  not  reasonably  clean  or  free  from 
garbage  or  rubbish,  the  Health  Commissioner  may 
cause  the  responsible  person  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Subsections  8.3  through  8.10, 
inclusive,  of  Section  8  of  these  minimum  standards 
to  put  the  dwelling  or  dwelling  unit  in  a  cleanly 
condition. 

6.8  When  a  wall  or  ceiling  within  a  dwelling 
has  deteriorated  so  as  to  provide  a  harborage  for 
rodents  or  vermin,  or  such  wall  or  ceiling  has  be- 
come seriously  stained  or  soiled,  the  Health  Com- 
missioner may  order  the  owner  to  clean,  repair, 
paint,  whitewash  or  paper  such  walls  or  ceilings. 
Nothing  in  this  standard  shall  be  construed  as  to 
place  upon  the  nonresident  owner  responsibilities 
for  cleanliness  contained  in  Subsection  8.6  of 
these  minimum  standards. 

6.9  Every  water  closet  compartment  floor  and 
bathroom  floor  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained 
so  as  to  be  reasonably  impervious  to  water  and  so 
as  to  permit  such  floor  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  and 
sanitary  condition. 

Section  7.     Space,  Use  and  Occupancy. 

7 . 1  Every  dwelling  unit  shall  contain  at  least 
150  square  feet  of  floor  space  for  the  first  occupant 
thereof  and  at  least  100  additional  square  feet  of 
floor  space  for  every  additional  occupant  thereof, 
the  floor  space  to  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
total  habitable  room  area. 

7.2  In  every  dwelling  unit  of  two  or  more 
rooms,  every  room  occupied  for  sleeping  purposes 
by  one  occupant  shall  contain  at  least  70  square 
feet  of  floor  space  and  every  room  occupied  for 
sleeping  purposes  by  more  than  one  occupant 
shall  contain  at  least  50  square  feet  of  floor  space 
for  each  occupant  thereof.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing,  in  every  lodging  unit  every  room  occu- 
pied for  sleeping  purposes  by  one  occupant  shall 
contain  at  least  80  square  feet  of  floor  space,  and 
every  room  occupied  for  sleeping  purposes  by  more 
than  one  occupant  shall  contain  at  least  60  square 
feet  of  floor  space  for  each  occupant  thereof. 

7.3  At  least  one  half  of  the  floor  area  of  every 
habitable  room  shall  have  a  ceiling  height  of  at 
least  7  feet;  and  the  floor  area  of  that  part  of  any 
room  where  the  ceiling  height  is  less  than  4  feet 
shall  not  be  considered  as  part  of  the  floor  area  in 
computing  the  total  floor  area  of  the  room  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  maximum  permissible 
occupancy  thereof. 
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7.4  No  room  in  a  dwelling  may  be  used  for 
sleeping  if  the  floor  level  of  the  room  is  lower  than 
3§  feet  below  the  average  grade  of  the  ground 
adjacent  to  and  within  15  feet  of  the  exterior  walls 
of  the  room. 

7.5  A  room  located  below  the  level  of  the 
ground  but  with  the  floor  level  less  than  3^  feet 
below  the  average  grade  of  the  ground  adjacent 
to  and  within  15  feet  of  the  exterior  walls  of  the 
room  may  be  used  for  sleeping  upon  the  written 
permission  of  the  Building  Commissioner. 

7.6  No  temporary  housing  shall  be  used  with- 
out written  permission  of  the  Health  Commissioner. 

Section   8.     Responsibilities   or   Owners   and 
Occupants. 

8.1  No  owner,  operator,  or  occupant  shall 
cause  any  service  facility,  equipment  or  utility 
which  is  required  under  these  minimum  standards 
to  be  removed  from  or  shut  off  from  or  discon- 
tinued from  any  occupied  dwelling  let  or  occupied 
by  him,  except  for  such  temporary  interruption 
as  may  be  necessary  while  actual  repairs  or  altera- 
tions are  in  process  or  during  temporary  emer- 
gencies when  discontinuance  of  service  is  approved 
by  the  Health  Commissioner.  In  the  event  that 
any  service  or  utility  which  the  owner  or  operator 
has  agreed  to  supply  is  discontinued  the  owner  or 
operator  shall  take  immediate  steps  to  cause  the 
restoration  of  such  service  or  utility. 

8.2  The  owner  of  a  dwelling  located  in  an  area 
found  by  the  Health  Commissioner  to  be  infested 
by  rats,  insects  or  other  vermin  shall  carry  out 
such  rat  stoppage,  vermin  proofing  or  other  means 
of  preventing  or  remedying  such  infestations  of 
said  dwellings  as  may  be  required  by  the  Health 
Commissioner. 

8.3  Every  owner  of  a  dwelling  containing 
more  than  six  dwelling  units  or  a  dwelling  unit 
containing  one  or  more  lodging  units  shall  be 
responsible  for  maintaining  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 
condition  the  shared  or  public  areas  of  the  dwellings 
and  premises  thereof. 

8.4  Every  occupant  of  a  dwelling  shall  keep 
in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  that  part  of  the 
dwelling,  which  he  occupies  and  controls  and  in 
the  case  of  a  dwelling  having  less  than  six  dwelling 
units,  the  occupant  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
cbanliness  of  the  stairs  and  landings  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  dwelling  unit. 

8.5  Every  occupant  of  a  dwelling  unit  shall 
dispose  of  all  his  rubbish  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 
manner  by  placing  it  in  the  rubbish  containers 
required  by  Subsection  4.2  of  Section  4  of  these 
minimum  standards. 

8.6  Every  occupant  of  a  dwelling  unit  shall 
dispose  of  all  his  garbage  and  any  other  organic 
waste  which  might  provide  food  for  rodents,  by 
placing  it  in  the  garbage  disposal  facilities  or 
garbage  storage  receptacles  required  by  Subsection 
4.1  of  Section  4  of  these  minimum  standards. 

8.7  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  an  occupant 
of  a  dwelling  unit  to  furnish,  such  garbage  and 
rubbish  storage  receptacles  as  are  necessary  within 
the  dwelling  unit.  In  dwellings  containing  no 
more  than  three  dwelling  units  it  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  occupant  of  a  dwelling  unit 
to  furnish  such  additional  storage  receptacles  as 
are  needed  for  the  storage  of  garbage  and  refuse 
until  removal  from  the  premises.  In  dwellings 
containing  four  or  more  dwelling  units,  it  shall  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  owner  to  furnish  such 
receptacles  without  the  dwelling  unit,  for  all 
dwelling  units  on  the  premises. 

8.8  Every  occupant  of  a  dwelling  containing 
a  single  dwelling  unit  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
extermination  of  any  insects,  rodents  or  other 
pests  therein  or  on  the  premises;  and  every  occupant 
of  a  dwelling  unit  in  a  dwelling  containing  more 
than  one  dwelling  unit  shall  be  responsible  for 
Such  extermination  whenever  his  dwelling  unit  in 
a  dw'elling  containing  more  than  one  dwelling 
unit  is  the  only  one  infested.  Notwithstanding 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  subsection,  when- 
ever infestation  is  caused  by  failure  of  the  owner 
to  maintain  a  dwelling  in  a  rat-proof  or  reasonably 
insect-proof  condition,  extermination  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  owner.  Whenever  infestation 
exists  in  two  or  more  of  the  dwelling  units  in  any 
dwelling,  or  in  the  shared  or  public  parts  of  any 
dwelling  containing  two  or  more  dwelling  units, 
extermination  thereof  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  owner. 


8.9  Every  occupant  of  a  dwelling  unit  shpll 
keep  all  plumbing  fixtures  therein  in  a  clean  and 
sanitary  condition  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
exercise  of  reasonable  care  in  the  proper  use  and 
operation  thereof. 

8.10  The  owner  shall  be  responsible  for 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Subsection  3.9 
of  Section  3  and  the  lighting  equipment  provisions 
of  Subsection  5.5  of  Section  5  standards. 

Section      9.     Penalties,      Conflict,      Partial 
Invalidity,  Variance. 

9 . 1  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  these 
regulations  or  who  wilfully  impedes  or  obstructs 
the  examination  of  the  premises  by  the  Health 
Commissioner  or  a  duly  designated  subordinate 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  Each  day 
during  any  portion  of  which  such  violation  is 
allowed  to  continue  shall  be  considered  a  separate 
offence. 

9.2  These  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  build- 
ings used  for  human  habitation  within  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  Health  Commissioner  or  a  duly 
designated  subordinate  shall  enforce  these  regula- 
tions in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  chapter  111. 

9.3  In  any  case  where  a  provision  of  these 
minimum  standards  is  found  to  be  in  conflict  with 
a  provision  of  any  zoning,  building,  fire,  safety  or 
health  law  or  special  law  or  ordinance  or  regulation 
of  this  municipality  existing  at  the  time  of  publi- 
cation of  these  standards,  the  provision  which 
establishes  the  higher  standard  for  the  promotion 
and  protection  of  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
people  shall  prevail. 

9.4  If  any  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause 
phrase  or  word  of  these  minimum  standards  should 
be  declared  invalid  for  any  reason  whatsoever, 
such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  por- 
tions of  these  standards,  which  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect;  and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of 
these  standards  are  hereby  declared  severable. 

9.5  The  Health  Commissioner  may  vary  the 
application  of  any  provision  of  these  minimum 
standards  to  any  particular  case  when  in  his  opinion 
the  enforcement  thereof  would  do  manifest  in- 
justice, provided  that  the  decision  of  the  Health 
Commissioner  shall  not  conflict  with  the  spirit  of 
any  provision  of  these  minimum  standards.

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILLOR  PIEMONTE. 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  Councillor  Piemonte  stated  that  with 
reference  to  the  unencumbered  amounts  of  money 
for  the  City  Hospital  that  had  the  City  Council's 
judgment  been  followed  the  taxpayers  of  Boston 
would  have  been  spared  about  a  S3  increase  in  the 
tax  rate.  Though  both  the  Trustees  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  said  they  were  in 
desperate  need  of  the  $3  million,  there  was  over 
82  million  unexpended,  and  over  $1  million  unen- 
cumbered of  the  general  appropriation.

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STATEMENT    BY   COUNCILLOR    FOLEY. 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  Councillor  Foley  asked  of  the  previous 
speaker  as  to  what  information  he  had  which  was 
not  available,  and  why,  under  the  Shepley-Bultinch 
report,  this  administration  could  not  have  pro- 
ceeded once  the  money  was  available  instead  of 
waiting  for  the  Bladgett-Paget  report.
